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ATHLETES  OF  OTHER  DAYS

«  •wr  t  HAT  a  flood  of  recollections  this 
\X/     old  picture  pours  upon  the  mind! 

*  "  What  memories  the  group  of  fa- 
miliar faces  revive  in  the  countless  cham- 
bers of  the  brain !  This  old,  faded  portrait 
I  have  thought  worthy  of  preservation  in 
the  columns  and  files  of  The  Olympian, 
and  the  editors  agree  with  me.  It  is  like 
a  voice  from  the  shadowy  past,  reminding 
us  of  Olympic  Club  tradition,  and  it  en- 
ables us  to  transport  ourselves  to  other 
days,  to  live  twice,  as  it  were,  in  the  en- 
joyment of  recollections  of  the  period  of  our 
early  manhood. 

Just  twenty-four  years  ago  (one  year 
short  of  a  quarter  of  a  century)  this  picture 
was  taken.  The  group  was  formed  just 
before  the  start  of  a  cross-country  run  from 
Sausalito  to  Lime  Point.  The  scene  was 
the  veranda  of  Ross  Jackson's  villa.  And 
there  is  Ross  Jackson  himself,  the  smooth- 
shaven,  stoutish  man,  on  the  veranda,  near 
the  little  boy.  Ross  Jackson  is  remembered 
as  one  of  the  rarest  wits  of  old  Bohemia,  a 
journalist  famous  for  his  bonhomie,  and 
for  having  contributed  "the  cocktail  route" 
to  the  nomenclature  of  familiar  places. 

Among  the  familiar  faces  of  this  group 
I  see  some  of  the  greatest  athletes  ever 
developed  in  The  Olympic  Club,  or,  for 
that  matter,  on  the  Pacific  Coast.  Two  of 
them  became  world's  champions,  and  sev- 
eral of  the  others  won  Pacific  Coast  cham- 
pionships in  boxing,  wrestling  and  running. 

The  little  run  that  we  took  that  day  was 
one  of  many  taken  every  spring  under  the 
aii.pircs  of  the  Club.  Tt  was  not  consid- 
ered a  race — only  a  good,  stiff  jog  of  about 
five  miles.  Though  the  boys  were  dressed 
in  gymnasium  or  running  costumes,  the 
Club  was  not  as  liberal  those  days  as  now 


(nor  did  the  members  expect  as  much). 
It  was  a  case  of  Dutch  treat. 

Now  let  us  look  them  over.  Reading 
from  left  to  right  they  are  as  follows: 

No.  1 :  Alex  Henderson,  as  fast  a 
hundred-yard  runner  as  ever  wore  a  spiked 
shoe.  He  won  the  Pacific  Coast  cham- 
pionship several  times  while  wearing  The 
Olympic  colors,  and  afterward,  as  a  pro- 
fessional, he  won  the  American  and  world's 
championship  at  Denver  in  9  3-5  seconds. 

No.  2:  Frank  Foster,  the  blonde  whirl- 
wind, who,  John  Elliott  to  this  day  thinks, 
is  the  greatest  all-round  athlete  ever  turned 
out  on  the  coast.  Foster  was  one  of  the 
greatest  hurdlers  that  ever  ran  and  could 
hold  his  own  with  the  present  day  top- 
notchers.  His  greatest  performance  over 
the  high  sticks  was  when  he  forced  Walt 
Henry  to  break  the  then  existing  world's 
record  of  16  seconds.  Henry  won  this  race, 
but  only  by  a  few  inches  in  15  3-4  seconds. 
This  race  took  place  on  the  old  O.  C.  track, 
which  was  conceded  by  all  experts  to  be 
at  least  two  or  three  yards  slow.  Foster 
could  also  do  a  hundred  close  to  10  seconds, 
jump  5  feet  10  in  the  high,  close  to  23  feet 
in  the  broad  and  put  the  16-pound  shot  in 
the  neighborhood  of  40  feet. 

No.  3 :  George  Green,  our  present  most 
efficient  boxing  instructor.  George  that 
day  was  about  sixteen  years  old,  and  was 
the  featherweight  boxing  champion  of  the 
Pacific  Coast.  Possibly  with  the  exception 
of  Jim  Corbett  Green  was  the  greatest 
fighter  the  O.  C.  ever  turned  out.  He  was 
a  pupil  of  Walter  Watson  and  Jim  Corbett, 
and  was  possessed  of  all  their  cleverness, 
and  in  addition  had  the  aggressiveness  and 
endurance  of  a  bulldog,  a  combination 
which   if  it  existed  in   any  of  the  present 
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day  fighters  would  be  a  revelation  to  con- 
temporary fans.  George  defeated  every 
great  welter  and  middleweight  of  his  time 
with  the  exception  of  the  invincible  Joe 
Walcott,  who  was  more  of  a  freak  than  a 
man. 

Nos.  4  and  5 :  Arthur  Thornton  and 
Douglas  Crane,  who  could  always  be 
counted  upon  to  finish  right  up  in  front  in 
our  runs. 

No.  6:  Dolph  Cole,  who  for  a  number 
of  years  held  the  welterweight  champion- 
ship of  the  coast. 

No.  7 :  Charlie  Jellenik,  a  very  fast 
sprinter,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  he  upset 
all  of  our  theories  regarding  training  (his 
usual  custom  was  to  smoke  about  fifty 
cigarettes  a  day)  and  he  could  hold  his  own 
with  any  of  the  cracks  those  days  in  the 
100,  220  or  440-yard  sprints. 

No.  8:  Ed  Gros,  Pacific  Coast  champion 
heavyweight  wrestler ;  possibly  the  greatest 
man  of  that  weight  that  ever  competed  for 
the  O.  C.     Tie  is  now  prprticing  medicine 


in  Paris,  and  is  said  to  be  one  of  the  leading 
physicians  of  France. 

No.  9:  Billy  Haberly,  who  held  the 
middleweight  championship  for  many  years. 
Billy  was  also  the  champion  hand  shaker 
and  many  an  old  member  will  remember 
that  after  meeting  him  it  was  necessary 
to  wear  a  bandage  on  the  hand  for  several 
days  or  to  have  a  plaster  of  paris  cast  to 
restore  it  to  its  former  good  shape. 

No.  10:  Frank  McDonald,  a  fairly  good 
half-miler. 

No.  11  :  Steve  Casady,  who  will  always 
be  remembered  as  one  of  the  greatest  run- 
ners and  all-round  athletes  of  the  O.  C. 
Steve  held  numerous  championships  from 
100  yards  to  1000,  and  was  the  most  con- 
sistent runner  that  I  ever  knew.  Year  in 
and  year  out  he  was  always  in  form  and 
could  absolutely  be  depended  upon  to  put 
up  a  good  performance. 

No.   12:     Unknown. 

No.  13 :  Track  Captain  Jordan,  an  in- 
defatigable worker  who  was  never  so  happy 
as    when    arranging    or    conducting   a    big

its  tradition  and  earlier  popularity  to  Jor- 
dan's efforts.  He  was  the  designer  of  the 
present  club  emblem. 

No.  14:     I  cannot  recall. 

No.  15:  The  writer — with  abundant 
pompadour — afterwards  took  up  sprinting 
and  competed  in  the  different  meets  with 
more  or  less  success. 

No.  16:  H.  B.  Collins  (affectionately 
known  to  the  members  as  Mike),  was  a 
good  consistent  distance  runner. 

No.  17  and  18:  W.  Woods  and  J. 
Christie.  They  were  both  what  we  called 
old  timers  when  this  picture  was  taken,  but 
were  always  on  hand  during  our  different 
athletic  meets. 

No.  19:  Jack  Kortick.  He  was  a  good 
man  in  the  shorter  sprints  and  was  con- 
sidered among  the  best  of  those  competing. 
He  is  now  a  very  successful  business  man 
and  was  only  last  week  appointed  Super- 
visor by  Mayor  Rolph. 

Last  but  not  least,  Frank  O'Kane.  One 
would  naturally  look  for  the  rest  of  the 
O'Kanes,  for  there  was  never  an  event  in 
those  days  in  which  the  O'Kanes  did  not 
figure  prominently.  There  were  four  of 
them,  all  good  athletes,  and  at  the  present 
day  all  members  of  the  O.  C.  Frank  was 
a  fast  short-distance  man,  and  could  always 
be  counted  upon  for  a  place  in  the  cham- 
pionship meetings. 

To  the  best  of  my  knowledge  all  of  the 
above  pictured  athletes  are  yet  in  the  land 
oi  the  living,  still  possessed  of  trim  waist 
lines,  and  all  successful  in  their  various 
professions  and  lines  of  business. 

OUR  FOOTBALL  TEAM 

'I'm.  Olympic  Club  has  reason  to  be 
[>rOud  of  it  football  team,  ami  it  is.  The 
Directors  of  the  Club  have  shown  their  ap- 
preciation of  the  achievements  of  the  team 
by  presenting  each  of  the  members  with  a 


gold  football.  The  great  enthusiasm  for 
Rugby  on  this  coast  is  due  largely  to  the 
interest  the  Club  has  taken  in  the  game 
through  the  years.  Rugby  has  steadily 
grown  in  popular  favor,  and  The  Olympic 
Club  team  has  gradually  improved  until 
now  it  is  playing  an  excellent  game  and  is- 
able  not  only  to  compete  with  but  defeat 
the  universities.  The  team  is  imbued  with 
the  true  Club  spirit,  and  is  getting  the  en- 
couragement it  deserves.  It  proved  its 
worth  in  the  series  with  the  All  Blacks  when 
it  held  the  crack  visitors  to  the  lowest 
score.

AN  APPRECIATION

N  HIS  prime  a  man  of  great  strength, 
but  always  a  man  of  the  most  tender 
and  sympathetic  feelings  was  "Bill" 
Naughton,  the  famous  sporting  writer 
whom  Death  has  severed  from  membership 
in  The  Olmvpic  Club.  Back  in  the  eighties 
•of  the  last  century — to  be  precise,  in  the 
year  1885—1  met  "Bill"  Naughton  for  the 
first  time.  He  was  a  stranger  in  a  strange 
land,  I  was  a  "cub"  reporter  on  the  Exam- 
iner. It  was  in  the  days  of  the  infancy 
of  the  old  California  Athletic  Club  under 
whose  auspices  in  after  years  all  the  great 
fighters  of  the  world  were  matched.  At 
that  time  the  Club  was  in  small  quarters 
on  Grant  avenue  near  Morton.  The  house 
manager  was  Sam  Matthews,  one  of  the 
first  of  the  Australian  athletes  to  come  to 
this  city,  preceding  Peter  Jackson  and  Bob 
Fitzsimmons  by  several  years.  One  day 
I  went  to  the  Club  with  Josiah  Ward,  city 
editor  of  the  Examiner,  now  managing 
editor  of  a  Kansas  City  daily,  to  play  a 
game  of  billiards.  The  rooms  were  de- 
serted save  for  Matthews  and  a  broad- 
shouldered  giant  in  a  corner.  During  the 
game  Matthews  came  over  to  us,  and  told 
Ward  that  the  man  in  the  corner  was  an 
Australian  newspaper  man  who  had  just 
arrived  in  the  country  in  quest  of  work. 
"I'd  like  to  introduce  him  to  you,"  said 
Matthews.  A  moment  later  we  were  both 
introduced  to  "Mr.  Naughton  of  Australia." 
He  was  not  a  man  of  many  words.  Indeed 
he  had  very  little  to  say  for  himself,  and 
made  no  impression  on  Ward,  who  told  him 
he  regretted  there  was  no  vacancy  on  the 
Examiner  staff.  The  incident  has  always 
remained  fresh  in  my  mind,  probably  for 
the  reason  that  a  few  months  later  Naugh- 
ton began  to  attract  attention  as  a  writer 
on  the  Chronicle.     It  was  the  work  he  did 


on  that  paper  that  made  him  an  object  of 
interest  to  the  editor  of  the  Examiner,  and 
before  long  he  became  an  Examiner  re- 
porter. 

Those  were  the  days  when  every  steamer 
from  Australia  had  at  least  one  prize- 
fighter among  her  passengers.  There  were 
three  athletic  clubs  in  San  Francisco,  and 
several  championship  contests  were  held 
every  month.  It  was  as  though  the  field 
had  been  made  for  Naughton,  for  no  man 
hereabouts  could  write  more  graphically  or 
more  entertainingly  of  a  ring  encounter. 
Owing  to  his  powerful  physique,  his  profes- 
sional specialty  and  his  reticence  Naughton 
was  generally  regarded  as  a  man  whose 
tastes  were  similar  to  the  tastes  of  the  men 
with  whom  as  a  news  gatherer  he  mingled. 
As  a  matter  of  fact  he  was  a  man  of  cul- 
tivated mind,  a  lover  of  books  and  of  the 
companionship  of  literary  folks.  Such 
was  his  physique  that  at  the  ringside  he 
might  easily  be  taken  for  a  pugilist.  He  did 
know-  how  to  box,  but  the  only  time  I  ever 
saw  him  exhibit  his  skill  was  on  a  day 
when  it  snowed  in  this  city — away  back  in 
the  eighties.  Everybody  was  having  fun 
"snowballing."  Naughton  threw  a  ball 
at  a  policeman  on  Third  street  near  the 
Examiner  office,  and  the  policeman,  his 
dignity  deeply  wounded,  attempted  to  re- 
taliate with  his  fists.  The  result  was  most 
embarrassing  to  him.  Naughton  was  not 
of  a  combative  nature.  Gentle  and  kind,  he 
bubbled  over  with  sentimentality,  as  those 
of  us  know  who  have  heard  him  as  an  after- 
dinner  speaker  on  occasions  that  inspired 
him  with  sentimental  recollections.  And 
what  a  charming  after-dinner  speech  he 
could  make !  Called  upon  without  previous 
notice  by  a  toastmaster  who  expected  a  few 
commonplace   remarks,   he    was    always   a 
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delightful  surprise,  so  modestly  did  he  utter 
himself,  so  gracefully  did  he  kindle  the  feel- 
ings of  his  hearers  with  the  flashes  of  his 
rhetoric  and  the  sparks  of  his  kindly 
thoughts.  A  chronicler  of  the  prize-ring, 
yet  he  was  a  man  of  exquisite  poetic  feeling, 
lie  wrote  delicious  verse  and  at  times  his 
prose  had  all  the  grace  of  a  lyric.

THE  swimming  team  which  represented 
the  Pacific  Coast  in  the  recent  Mid- 
Pacific  carnival  at  Honolulu  has  re- 
turned to  these  shores  after  their  successful 
invasion  of  the  islands. 

The  members  of  the  team  are :  Barrett 
R.  Small,  Lincoln  Johnson,  Walter  Pome- 
roy,  Scott  Leary,  William  R.  McWood 
(captain)  and  Otto  Schultz  (manager),  the 
latter  having  been  appointed  by  Al  Coney, 
who  could  not  make  the  trip.  The  entire 
team  with  the  exception  of  Small  and  John- 
son are  members  of  The  Olympic  Club. 
The  two  bright  stars  in  this  galaxy  of 
swimmers  are  Barrett  R.  Small  and  Walter 
Pomeroy.  Small  had  the  distinction  of  de- 
feating the  heretofore  invincible  Duke 
Kahanamoku  in  his  home  waters,  in  the  50- 


yard  dash — Duke's  best  distance.  Small 
deserves  great  praise,  as  in  this  race  he  not 
only  defeated  Kahanamoku,  but  equalled 
the  world's  record  for  the  distance.  In  the 
100-yard  event  Small  finished  second.  Be 
it  said  of  the  erstwhile  Hawaiian  champion, 
that  he  is  a  good  loser.  After  the  50-yard 
race  he  was  among  the  first  to  congratulate 
the  new  sprint  monarch.  The  defeat  was 
undoubtedly  a  severe  blow  to  the  Hawaiian's 
personal  pride,  but  this  was  certainly  not 
apparent  from  his  conduct. 

Pomeroy  won  the  half  mile  and  mile 
events  in  handy  fashion,  and  seemingly 
without  effort.  The  coast  team  made  a 
very  good  showing  in  the  relay  race  but 
lost  by  a  narrow  margin.  The  team  had  a 
pleasant   trip   both    going    and    returning.

The    Heavyweight    German    Boxes  Two 

Fast  Men  Who   Make  Him 

Look  Slow 

THE  merits  and  demerits  of  Bill  Elver- 
feld wore  under  the  microscope  on 
several  successive  days  this  month. 
The  heavyweight  German  lad  having  been 
tentatively  bonked  for  the  Los  Angeles  trip, 
it  was  deemed  prudent  to  sec  him  tried  out 


before  letting  go  the  anchor.  True,  Pro- 
fessor George  Green  guaranteed  him  as  to 
punching  powers  and  staying  qualities,  but 
the  members  of  the  Athletic  Committee 
though  not  from  Missouri  are  for  taking 
few  chances  where  the  reputation  of  the 
Club  is  concerned.  So  the  bulky  young 
Teuton  was  called  on  to  perform,  and  the 
connoisseurs  of  fistiana  were  on  hand  to 
see  him  manoeuvre  in  the  ring.  The  first 
engagement  was  with  Walter  Shulken,  who 
has  developed  into  one  of  the  rangiest  of 
heavyweights,  as  good  a  gymnasium  boxer 
as  you  can  find  anywhere,  with  a  stiff  punch 
not  at  all  lacking  in  soporific  qualities.  He 
gave  Elverfeld  quite  a  walloping,  and  de- 
livered a  punch  that  caused  the  chords  in 
the  back  of  the  German's  neck  to  vibrate 
painfully.  Elverfeld  took  the  drubbing,  and 
was  willing  for  more.  He  is  really  very 
ambitious,  and  will  go  any  distance  to  learn 
more  of  the  game.  That  he  has  some  speed 
there  is  no  doubt,  but  of  course  against  a 
man  with  the  cleverness  of  Shulken  he 
seemed  as  inefficient  as  an  auto  with  a  wheel 
off.  Most  of  the  connoisseurs  looked  wise 
and  said  he  "wouldn't  do."  Jack  Kitchen, 
whose  judgment  ought  to  be  worth  some- 
thing, regarded  him  very  favorably,  and 
said  that  Elverfeld  impressed  him  as  a  man 
who  "ought  to  go  some."  The  next  day 
and  the  day  after  Elverfeld  was  put  against 
"Bob"  McAllister,  and  of  course  that  wizard 
of  the  gloves  made  him  look  as  though  he 
had  been  nailed  to  the  mat  and  was  suffer- 
ing from  partial  paralysis.  Again  there 
were  connoisseurs  who  pronounced  him 
impossible.  But  Green's  faith  was  unshaken. 
He  said  that  to  judge  properly  of  Elverfeld 
it  would  be  'necessary  to  send  him  against 
a  man  in  his  own  class.  Phil  Wand  took 
the  Green  view,  and  said  he  believed  that 
Elverfeld  would  win  in  Los  Angeles.  But 
unfortunately  Elverfeld  was  injured  while 
at  work  and  was  unable  to  go.

if  anywhere,  in  Heaven.  Fortunately  The 
Olympian  as  the  mouthpiece  of  The 
Olympic  Club  has  so  many  things  to  boast 
of  that  it  is  content  to  let  its  merits  flicker 
under  a  bushel.  It  has  no  pretensions  to  set 
forth  in  glowing  rhetoric.  That  it  has  as- 
sumed the  form  and  character  of  the  regu- 
lation magazine  is  not  to  be  taken  as  a  sign 
of  lofty  aspirations.  Its  only  purpose  is  to 
serve  the  Club  after  a  fashion.  By  doing  no 
more  than  making  Olympians  better  ac- 
quainted with  one  another  and  familiarizing 
them  with  Club  affairs  it  will  justify  itself. 
Now  it  was  with  a  view  to  making  it  more

The 
rates  are  now  published  on  this  page,  and 
so  any  member  wishing  to  advertise  may 
send  his  copy  to  the  Secretary.  We  feel 
that  The  Olympian  will  prove  useful  as  a 
medium  of  publicity,  and  we  hope  that  in  a 
short  time  it  may  return  a  profit  to  the  Club. 
The  only  cost  is  the  cost  of  paper  and 
printing.  True,  there  is  quite  an  imposing 
array  of  editors,  but  between  ourselves  they 
are  a  cheap  lot.  There  is  not  one  of  them 
that  earns  his  salt.  But  be  patient  with 
them.  The  staff  has  not  yet  been  articulated.

OUR  DIRECTORY  SYSTEM

"Clowning" 
in  a  tank  is  no  easy  "stunt"  and  the  efforts 
of  Schultz,  O'Day,  Guerin,  Baker,  Small 
and  Wallfisch  to  amuse  the  spectators  cer- 
tainly were  successful. 

And  some  mention  should  be  made  of 
"Bab"  Small,  the  conqueror  of  the  "Duke." 
His  exhibition  swim  of  33  yards  in  the  fast 
time  of  IS  2-5  seconds  was  a  choice  morsel 
and  left  no  doubt  in  the  minds  of  those  who 
saw  the  "Duke"  swim,  that  Small's  victory 
in  Honolulu  was  clean  cut.

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ATHLETIC  GROUNDS 

Where   Olympians    May   Soon   Get   Out- 
door  Exercise 

NEGOTIATIONS  are  under  way  for 
a  lease  of  the  baseball  park  situ- 
ated at  Fourteenth  and  Valencia 
streets.  The  lease  of  the  present  lessees 
expire  on  the  first  of  May,  1916.  By 
force  of  circumstances  they  were  re- 
required  to  build  a  new  baseball  park, 
and  therefore  they  will  have  little  need  of 
these  grounds.  The  terms  upon  which  The 
Olympic  Club  is  offered  a  sublease  are 
most  reasonable.  The  probability  is  that 
the  revenue  from  the  grounds  will  more 
than  equalize  the  rents  the  Club  will  be 
required  to  pay.  At  the  present  time  there 
are  club  houses  and  shower  baths  on  these 
grounds.  It  is  intended  to  build  handball 
and  tennis  courts,  a  cinder  path,  a  quarter- 
mile  track  and  lockers  which  will  be  rented 
to  members  and  their  guests.

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AMENDMENTS  TO  BY-LAWS 

SECTION  I  of  Article  VI  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows : 
A  member  may  personally  introduce 
any  gentleman  residing  fifty  miles  or  more 
from  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco 
by  recording  the  names  of  himself  and 
friend  in  the  Visitors'  Book  or  on  the  cards 
provided  for  that  purpose  and  obtaining  the 
endorsement  of  one  Director. 

To  such  visitor  the  Secretary  shall  issue 
a  visitor's  card,  which  shall  entitle  the 
holder  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Club  for 
a  period  of  fifteen  days,  which  privilege  may 
be  once  renewed.  A  charge  of  $1.00  shall 
be  made  against  the  member  by  whom  such 
a  visitor  is  introduced,  but  no  charge  shall 
be  made  for  the  renewal  of  the  said  privi- 
lege. No  member  shall  introduce  more  than 
three  visitors  in  any  one  month.  Members 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  conduct  and 
indebtedness  of  guests  so  introduced. 

Article  VI  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
a  new  section  thereto  to  be  known  as  Sec- 
tion III  of  Article  VI,  said  section  to  read 
as  follows,  to-wit: 

Courtesy  Membership — Non-residents  of 
the  State  of  California  temporarily  sojourn- 
ing in  the  city  and  county  of  San  Fran- 
cisco may  be  elected  courtesy  members  of 
The  Olympic  Club  on  the  written  ap- 
proval of  at  least  five  Directors  and  on  the 
payment  in  advance  of  the  sum  of  $25.00. 
They  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges 
of  the  Club  except  the  privilege  of  voting 
and  the  property  rights  that  attach  to 
regular  membership ;  the  term  of  member- 
ship shall  be  limited  to  three  consecutive 
months  and  may  be  once  renewed  for  an 
additional  sum  of  $25.00.  No  person  may 
enjoy  the  privilege  of  courtesy  membership 
more  than  once  in  two  years.  Applications 
for  such  membership  must  be  in  writing, 
but  need  be  posted  only  for  such  limited 
time  as  any  five  Directors  may  determine. 


Section  I  of  Article  VI  is  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows: 

Section  I — The  membership  shall  consist 
of  white  males  and  shall  be  divided  into 
twelve  classes,  viz :  Active,  Charter,  Life, 
Honorary,  Non-resident,  Courtesy,  Service, 
Athletic,  Non-resident  Athletic,  Junior, 
Juvenile  and  Associate.  The  first  three 
classes  alone  shall  have  representation  and 
the  right  of  holding  office  and  having  or 
acquiring  an  interest  in  Club  property ;  and 
none  other  shall  be  liable  for  Club  indebt- 
edness. 

Pursuant  to  Article  21  of  the  By-Laws 
of  The  Olympic  Club,  on  the  affirmative 
vote  of  eight  members  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  at  a  regular  meeting  of  said 
board,  the  above  amendments  and  by-laws 
were  adopted. 

In  accordance  with  said  Article  21,  the 
said  amendments  shall  not  become  affirma- 
tive until  they  have  been  posted  on  the  Club 
bulletin  for  a  period  of  ten  days,  and  a  copy 
thereof  mailed  to  every  member  of  The 
Olympic  Club  at  his  last  known  address. 
The  said  amendments  shall  be  posted  for 
the  first  time  on  the  7th  day  of  March,  1914.

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A  RECONCILIATION

IT  WAS  the  time  of  perfect  quiet  in  The 
Olympic  Club.

"Nay,  it  is  the  truth,"  said  Damoxenus 
eagerly,  "here  has  come  a  new  race  of 
men  who  worship  at  other  altars.  I  have 
learned  something  of  their  religion." 

"What  is  that  to  me,"  asked  Kreugas 
coldly. 

"Hear  me,  Kreugas,"  continued  Dam- 
oxenus passionately.  "These  new  men  are 
taught  to  forgive  their  enemies,  and  to  do 
good  to  those  who  injure  them.  Is  it  not  a 
beautiful  teaching?" 

"Aye,  it  hath  such  beauty  as  the  songs 
of  the  poets  have,"  retorted  Kreugas ;  "but 
what  cares  the  pancratiast  for  poetry  ?"

THE  SPIRIT  OF  THE  CLUB

THE  evolution  of  The  Olympian  was 
to  be  expected.  The  Club  desired  a 
larger  vehicle  for  the  expression  of 
its  views,  suggestions,  policy,  etc.  The 
magazine  meets  the  Club's  desire.  The 
members  in  congratulating  the  administra- 
tion on  this  progressive  measure,  pledge 
themselves  to  a  generous  support  of  The 
(  Ilympj  \n\ 

The  spirit  of  the  Club  is  well  typified  in 
the  pledge  and  it  may  at  this  juncture  be  in 
order  to  ask  •What  is  the  spirit  of  the 
Club?'     An  answer  is  here  attempted. 

An  amateur  athletic  club  is  an  associa- 
tion  of  nun  who  desire  to  see,  in  modern 
athletic  life,  the  spirit  of  ancient  Greece 
revived. 

The  Greek  idea  of  the  athlete — the  ab- 
solute amateur — is  in  its  essence  realized  in 
The  Olympic  Club. 

Rome,  the  latter  borrowing 
from  the  i  tablished  athletic  train- 

ing schools  for  the  young  men  of  their  re- 
spective  nations.     Rome  adopted  the  Greek- 


idea,  and  for  a  time  submitted  to  restric 
tions.  The  Greek  athlete  trained  for  en- 
durance and  speed.  No  pecuniary  reward 
influenced  his  purpose.  A  simple  wreath 
and  the  approval  of  his  people  satisfied  his 
ambition.  He  gave  a  year  of  his  life  to  the 
training  incidental  to  the  great  foot  races 
of  which  the  Greeks  were  justly  proud.  For 
other  events  such  as  boxing  and  wrestling, 
long  and  high  jumping,  he  gave  the  same 
time,  the  same  honest  intent  to  and  in  his 
training.  The  Greeks  refused  professional- 
ism in  every  form  and  conserved  the 
amateur  spirit  to  such  an  extent  that  there 
was  no  place  for  professionals. 

The  Greek  loved  his  work.  He  found  a 
rythmic  joy  in  his  training.  He  realized  the 
daily  growing  force  of  his  spirit  as  the  con- 
trolling agency  in  his  physical  training.  He 
became,  mentally  and  physically,  in  the 
highest  sense  efficient. 

There  was  no  sulking  with  the  Greek 
athlete  when  defeated.  He  had  given  to 
the  contest  the  very  best  that  was  in  him, 
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and  this  the  Greek  people  fully  understood, 
and  honored  him  accordingly. 

The  noblest  blood  in  Greece  entered  on 
even  terms  with  the  peasant  in  all  the 
varied  forms  of  athletic  work.  The  watch- 
word of  all  the  athletes  was  "For  honor." 
Rome  in  her  youth  attempted  to  follow 
the  Greek  in  art  and  science  and  in  athletic 
sports.  But  as  the  Empire  grew  by  leaps 
and  bounds  it  developed  into  a  military 
usurpation  of  nearly  all  Europe  and  a  large 
portion  of  Africa.  Athletics  ceased  to  at- 
tract. Each  year  some  successful  com- 
mander returned  from  the  scene  of  his  vic- 
tory, bringing  into  Rome  prisoners  of  war 
by  the  thousands.  These  prisoners  were 
given  choice  of  slavery  or  enrollment  in  the 
gladiatorial  ranks.  The  gladiators  were 
brave  men,  hating  slavery.  They  chose  to 
die  as  gladiators  whenever  the  depraved 
taste  of  the  Romans  called  for  an  exhibition 
of  their  prowess.  There  was  an  end  to 
clean  athletics — the  amateur  passed  out  of 
Roman  life.  The  animal — man  the  butcher, 
the  blood-letter,  replaced  the  amateur- 
athlete.  The  hist  of  blood  became  universal 
throughout  the  Empire.  The  lust  of  luxury 
followed  and  Rome  fell  like  a  goodly  apple 
rotten  at  the  core. 

The  Olympic  Club  has  preserved  the 
Greek  ideal.  Again  and  again  efforts  have 
been  made  to  win  the  Club  to  other  phases 
of  athletics  but  unsuccessfully. 

So  long  as  the  Greek  spirit  is  maintained 
in  the  Club  its  position  in  the  hearts  of  the 
people  where  it  holds  sway  will  not  change. 
San  Francisco  may  well  lie  named  "The 
City  of  Vicissitudes"  and  the  Club  may  be 
named  anew  "The  Institute  where  the  Im- 
possible is  Made  Possible."  The  Club  and 
the  city  have  grown  up  together,  they  are 
as  one.  This  unity  is  of  great  value  to 
each  and  each  is  of  value  to  the  other.  They 
have  both  suffered,  they  have  both  con- 
quered— a  good  basis  upon  which  to  .build 
the  Temple  of  Friendship.

The  gymnasium 
and   handball  courts  are   under  the   super- 
vision of  the  chairman  of  the  Athletic  Com- 
mittee.

It  is 
a  story  that  Tom  McCann  tells  of  a  con- 
versation he  had  the  second  morning  of  the 
fire  with  an  old  Irish  lady  he  met  near  the 
westerly  end  of  Turk  street.  He  was  seated 
on  a  door-step  resting  after  a  long  walk 
when  the  old  lady  happened  along,  and  sat 
down  beside  him.  Her  appearance  was 
that  of  a  woman  in  poor  circumstances. 

"Good  mornin'  to  you,"  she*said,  as  slowly 
she  bent  her  weary  body  to  seat  herself. 
The  salutation  was  cheerfully  returned. 

"It's  a  gr-rate  misforchin  has  come  to  us," 
she  said. 

McCann  agreed  that  it  was,  and  then 
the  old  lady  remarked  that  New  York  was 
a  very  fine  city,  the  only  city  she  cared  to 
live  in  now  that  San  Francisco  was  no  more.

There  is  great  demand  for  an  easily  ac- 
cessible tennis  court,  and  there  is  suitable 
space  for  one  on  the  roof.  Meanwhile 
there  is  no  disposition  on  anybody's  part 
to  discourage  talk  of  the  park  on  the  cor- 
ner. Such  talk  bespeaks  the  right  kind  of 
spirit.  Tt  is  indulged  by  the  man  who  feels 
that  there  is  no  ideal,  howsoever  remote, 
to  which  The  Olympic  Cr.UB  may  not  rea- 
sonably aspire.

Fourth  class — Jack 
Kennedy,  first  prize ;  Anthony  Devoto,  sec- 
ond prize ;  Louis  Ferrari,  third  prize. 


While   the   foregoing    list    must    be  ac- 
cepted as  evidence  of  the  relative  merits  of 
the  players  in  each  class,  it  is  not  to  be  said 
that  the  tournament  solved  the  question  of 
Club     championship.      There     are     many 
critics  who  think  that  perhaps  if  Fred  Bain 
and  Joe  Cereghino  had  entered  the  result 
might  have  been  different.     This  is  a  de- 
batable   question,    and    can    be    determined 
only  by  an  actual  contest  between  the  win- 
ners of  the  prizes  in    the    first    class  and 
Messrs  Bain  and  Cereghino.    In  addition  to 
the  winners  of  the  prizes  in  the  first  class 
and  those    who    were    defeated    by  them 
mention  should  be  made  of  the  playing  of 
Joe   Condon,   Tommy   Lydon   and    George 
Svetanich — neither  of  whom,  it  is  believed, 
played  in  his  best  form,  and  there  are  some 
who  think  that  were   it   possible   to  bring 
these    six    together    then    and    only   then 
would  the  real  first  class  championship  be 
determined.     It  is  not  unlikely  that  a  prize 
for  this  purpose  will  be  offered  by  some 
member  or  members  of  the  Club. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  Harry  Cosgriff  is 
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without  question  the  best  player  in  the 
second  class  as  in  all  his  playing  he  showed 
real  class. 

In  the  third  class  there  were  many  re- 
versals of  form  and  as  many  surprises. 
W.  H.  Swanton,  winner  of  the  first  prize, 
may  be  superior  to  any  that  played,  but 
there  are  a  few  who  think  that  were  Mc- 
Naughton  and  Larzelere  to  meet  the  three 
prize  winners  in  this  class  another  story 
would  be  told.  However,  this  is  only  the 
conjecture  of  sympathizers.  I  did  not  see 
these  games. 

The  tournament  was  conducted  by 
Messrs.  Fitzpatrick,  Foran,  Larzelere  and 
myself,  and  I  am  able  to  testify  as  to  my 
associates  that  they  were  zealous  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties  and  that  too  much 
credit  cannot  be  accorded  them  for  the  suc- 
cess of  the  tournament.

week.  By  the  agreements  con- 
cluded between  the  Club  and  the  lessees  of 
the  ball  park,  in  consideration  of  three 
memberships,  or  the  equal  of  three  mem- 
berships, the  payment  of  taxes  which  will 
amount  to  $400.00  a  year,  and  one-third  of 
the  profits  which  may  be  earned  by  the 
Club  from-  admission  fees  to  the  grounds, 
The  Olympic  Club  will  have  the  sole  and 
exclusive  use  of  the  grounds  for  the  term 
ending  February  1st,  1916.  It  is  under- 
stood that  there  will  be  no  profit  sharing 
until  the  Club  has  been  repaid  the  cost  of 
all  improvements  and  operation.  It  is  in- 
tended to  equip  the  park  with  a  running 
track,  cinder  path,  handball  and  tennis 
courts,    shower    baths    and    lockers.     The 
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field  will  also  be  adapted  for  winter  foot- 
ball. The  plan  under  consideration  will 
enable  the  Club  to  secure  the  various  im- 
provements without  more  than  a  nominal 
outlay.  When  the  agreement  is  concluded 
and  the  arrangements  are  definite,  the  de- 
tails will  be  given  to  the  readers  of  The 
Olympian. 


It  has  recently  been  brought  to  the  at- 
tention of  our  handball  players  that  there 
About  would  be  some  difficulty  about 

arranging    matches    with    the 
Handball      players    of    the    Los    Angeles 

Athletic   Club   owing  to   the   fact  that   we 
have    no    standardized    handball.      In    Los 
Angeles  the  players  use  the  semi-hard  rub- 
ber ball,  while  here  those  players  who  are 
not   accustomed   to   the   hard   worsted  ball 
use  the  tennis  ball.     There  is  a  vast  dif- 
ference   between    playing    with    the    tennis 
ball  and  playing  with  the  semi-hard  rubber 
ball.     The  tennis-ball  player  who  has  had 
no  experience  of  the  semi-hard  rubber  ball 
would  be  at  a  great  disadvantage  in  a  game 
with    a    Los    Angeles    player,    and    a    Los 
Angeles   player   who  never  played   with    a 
tennis  ball  would  be  at  a  great  disadvan- 
tage in  a  game  with  an  Olympian.     In  the 
circumstances  it  would  seem  that  since  the 
"regulation"    hard   ball    is    not    in   general 
use,   and   not    likely    ever   to   be   preferred 
by   players   who   have  taken   up   the   game 
late  in  life,  the  standardizing  of  a  rubber 
ball  is  a  matter  of  some  importance.  Hand- 
ball being  one  of  the  most  popular  forms 
of  athletic  exercise   there   should  be   some 
common  plane  on  which  matches  of  coast- 
wide  interest  might  be  arranged.    And  not- 
withstanding  the   popularity   of   the   tennis 
ball  in  The  Olympic  Club  courts  we  feel 
that  it  would  be  well  to  adopt  the  ball  that 
is  used  in  Los   Angeles,  the   reason  being 
that  to  attain  proficiency  with  it  one  must 
acquire   a   "stroke"   akin   to   the   one   used 
in  the  hard-ball  or  "regulation"  game.     It 


is  desirable  that  whatever  we  do  we  should 
do  right ;  that  proficiency  should  be  the 
aim  of  the  amateur  athlete ;  and  while  play- 
ing handball  with  a  tennis  ball  may  afford 
a  novice  much  pleasure  and  exercise,  it 
is  about  the  same  as  playing  golf  with  a 
bladder,  or  billiards  with  a  pool  ball,  or 
tennis  with  a  golf  ball.  The  merit  of  the 
semi-hard  ball  is  that  it  approximates  the 
"regulation"  ball,  and  that  the  player  who 
has  learned  to  play  handball  with  that  ball 
may  always,  with  very  little  practice,  at- 
tain an  equal  degree  of  proficiency  with 
the  genuine  handball.  Why  take  the 
trouble  to  go  the  wrong  road  when  the 
right  road  is  at  hand  and  accessible?

EFTY"  LEI  FIELD,  big  league 
pitcher  of  big  league  caliber, 
whose  experience  has  taken  him 
into  every  city  in  the  United  States  that 
has  baseball  pretensions,  remarked  the 
other  day  that  there  are  no  smarter  fans 
the  country  over  than  right  here  in  San 
Francisco.  Leifield  went  even  further,  de- 
claring that  San  Francisco  is  a  major 
league  city  from  standpoint  of  attendance 
and  interest  shown. 

"When  I  returned  to  my  home  (St. 
Louis)  this  last  winter  and  told  the  people 
about  the  crowds  of  14,000  and  15,000 
people  who  saw  baseball  games  here  in 
the    West,"    he     explained,     "they     simply 


wouldn't  believe  me.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
San  Francisco  is  better  able  to  support 
major  league  baseball  than  two-thirds  of 
the  cities  represented  on  the  circuits." 

All  of  which  is  explanatory  and  corrob- 
orative of  the  assertion,  that,  given  a  win- 
ning club  (and  prospects  look  exceedingly 
bright  at  the  present  time)  even  the  new 
park  of  the  Seals,  which  will  be  ready  for 
occupancy  the  middle  of  May,  will  be 
hard  pressed  to  hold  the  crowds. 

Successful  baseball  is  largely  a  matter  of 
comparison.  That  is  to  say,  given  an 
equally  tight  race  for  pennant  honors,  the 
citizens  of  Calgary  in  the  Western  Canada 
League,  or  the  fans  of  this  city  in  a  Class

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AA  organization,  are  equally  as  concerned 
over  the  possible  outcome  of  the  race  and 
not  less  so  than  the  crazed  followers  of  the 
Giants.  There  would  naturally  be  more 
frenzy  to  the  square  inch  in  New  York 
than  in  Calgary  or  San  Francisco,  but  only 
because  of  the  larger  population. 

So  it  happens  that  along  the  Pacific 
Coast,  from  Los  Angeles  in  the  South  to 
Portland  in  the  North,  all  eyes  are  on  the 
Pacific  Coast  League,  with  the  Seals,  as 
befits  their  gallant  rush,  the  focus. 

Chiefly  because  of  geographical  condi- 
tions that  shut  off  the  Pacific  slope  from 
the  rest  of  the  country,  it  is  well  nigh  im- 
possible to  conduct  baseball  here  as  it  is 
handled  in  others  of  the  big  minor  leagues. 
Once  permit  a  youngster  of  any  promise 
to  be  drafted  East  and  the  chances  of  his 
landing  back  are  so  small  as  to  be  almost 
negligible.     Even  when  California  players 


prove  hardly  ripe  for  major  league  ball,  and 
are  in  need  of  more  seasoning,  they  are 
"farmed  out"  to  some  minor  league  club, 
close  to  the  big  league  centers,  where  the 
process  of  development  can  be  closely 
watched  and  the  players  are  available  at  a 
moment's  notice. 

Necessity  being  the  mother  of  invention, 
and  Coast  League  managers  having  gradu- 
ally come  to  realize  that  in  the  long  run 
they  cannot  devote  their  energies  to  polish- 
ing off  a  bunch  of  recruits  in  the  hope  of 
securing  good  material,  they  have  bent 
their  energies  toward  buying  from  the 
major  leagues  players  who  have  slowed 
down  but  still  have  plenty  of  good  base- 
ball left  in  them.  Result:  the  annexation  of 
such  men  as  Leifield  by  San  Francisco, 
Doc  White  by  Venice  and  a  dozen  other 
instances  that  might  be  named.  On  the 
whole  this  practice  has  tended  to  improve

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the  nihility  of  baseball  furnished  to  the  pay- 
in-  public.  Brains  are  demanded  as  much 
today  in  the  national  game  as  in  any  walk 
of  life  and  these  veterans  furnish  the  so- 
called  inside  baseball. 

Fools  rush  in  where  angels  fear  to  tread, 
and  picking  a  winner  in  a  seven-months' 
race,  such  as  the  Coast  League  schedule  re- 
quires, is  a  venturesome  task.  At  the  same 
time,  the  writer  is  quite  willing  to  hazard 
the  prediction  that  San  Francisco,  Portland 
and  Venice  will  be  fighting  it  out  for 
honors  when  autumn  comes. 

The  Seals,  with  Del  Ploward  replacing 
Cartwright  at  first  and  Joe  Tobin  surpris- 
ing with  his  hitting  strength,  are  a  vastly 
different  club  from  the  first-week  organi- 
zation. It  is  a  well  known  axiom  that  a 
winner  looks  good,  but  Howard's  pitchers 
have  proved  their  worth,  and  unless  they 
break,  should  of  themselves  keep  the  team 
up  in  the  race.  It  is  not  a  particularly  fast 
infield,  but  one  remarkably  strong  from  a 
defensive  standpoint,  and  the  outfielders, 
hitting  at  the  present  gait,  will  carry  the 
club  along  so  far  as  runs  are  concerned. 

'Walter  McCredie's  Beavers  impressed 
the  critics  who  saw  them  as  a  team  hard  to 
beat,  save  for  one  thing.

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GREEN  REPORTS  ON  L.  A.  TRIP 

PROFESSOR  GEORGE  GREEN  who 
was  in  charge  of  the  boxers  whom  we 
sent  to  Los  Angeles  early  this  month 
thus  briefly  describes  what  happened  : 

"The  first  evening,  the  first  contest  in 
which  we  had  to  compete  was  that  of 
Edgar  Williams  and  Fred  Harris  of  River- 
side. Williams  outboxed  him  and  punched 
him  at  will  but  Harris  was  willing  and 
aggressive  and  had  the  crowd  with  him. 
Our  boy  won  the  contest  and  obtained  the 
decision  of  the  judges.  Frank  Malone 
won  a  decision  over  John  Fuentes,  unat- 
tached. That  ended  our  part  of  the  per- 
formance for  that  evening.  The  next 
evening  Edgar  Williams  defeated  Thomas 
McMahon,  unattached,  after  a  hard  con- 
test. The  third  evening  Edgar  Williams 
and  Walter  Williams  of  the  Multonomah 
Club  of  Portland  who  had  also  won  two 
bouts  in  his  class  fought  for  the  champion- 
ship of  the  Pacific  Coast.  The  Portland 
man  won  the  decision.  In  the  125-pound 
class  Frank  Malone  fought  Allan  McNeil 
of  Portland,  McNeil  winning.  John  Mo- 
rello  of  The  Olympic  Club  fought  H.  L. 
Swartz  of  the  Los  Angeles  Club,  Moretto 
winning.  In  the  final  contest  in  the  125- 
pound  class  John  Moretto  of  The  Olympic 
Club  handily  defeated  Allan  McNeil  of 
the  Beaver  Athletic  Club  of  Portland,  thus 
becoming  champion  of  the  Pacific  Coast. 

"In  the  158-pound  class  John  Mehrtons 
of  O.  C.  lost  to  Tom  Othmer  of  the  Los 
Angeles  Club  through  his  lack  of  ring 
etiquette.  Instead  of  shaking  hands  with 
his  man  in  the  last  round  he  shook  his 
Opponent's  chin,  not  understanding  that 
that  was  wrong,  consequently  prejudicing 
the  judge?  and  referee  against  him.  In  the 
heavyweight  class  J.  O.  Long  of  the  O.  C. 
lost  to  Raymond  Branch  of  the  L.  A  .A.  C. 
We  lost  two  close  decisions,  one  was  Wil- 
liams against  Williams  and  the  other  was 
Malone  against  McNeil,  but  my  opinion  is 


that  the  judges  and   referee  acted   fair   in 
both  cases. 

"Mr.  Frank  Finnen,  an  athletic  member 
of  the  O.  C.  did  everything  in  his  power 
to  make  our  stay  in  Los  Angeles  a  pleasant 
one.  He  assisted  me  in  weighing-in  the 
contestants  nightly  and  getting  our  boys 
ready  for  the  contests.  He  also  assisted 
me  in  seconding  the  boys.  He  was  very 
willing  and  generous  in  his  aid  and  I  want 
to  let  him  know  that  I  appreciate  it 
greatly."

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A  PLEA  FOR  GOLF 

By  Franklin  B.  Morse 


THERE  has  been  considerable  discus- 
sion of  late  among  members  of  the 
Club — that  is,  among  a  few  of  those 
who  are  devotees  of  golf — as  to  the  prac- 
ticability of  making  some  kind  of  perma- 
nent arrangements  for  the  convenience  of 
those  members  who  are  anxious  to  continue 
or  to  take  up  this  royal  and  ancient  outdoor 
game. 

With  a  very  good  municipal  links  at  Lin- 
coln Park,  six  holes  of  which  are  now  com- 
pleted and  three  more  in  course  of  con- 
struction, the  suggestion  has  been  made  that 
it  might  be  feasible  to  rent,  at  a  low  price, 
one  of  the  smaller  houses  adjacent  to  the 
course  and  fix  this  up  with  lockers,  showers 
and  other  conveniences  necessary  to  the 
proper  enjoyment  of  the  game. 

It  is  believed  that  a  "club  house"  quar- 
ters sufficient  for  our  needs  could  be  se- 
cured at  a  merely  nominal  rent  which  could 
be  met  by  the  charge  for  lockers  and  a 
small  fee  which  those  who  are  anxious  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  play 
golf  will  be  glad  to  pay. 

To  the  writer's  way  of  thinking,  the  idea 
is  a  most  excellent  one  and  well  worthy  of 
serious  consideration.  It  will  enlarge  our 
field  of  athletic  endeavor  and  present  an 
added  attraction  to  the  many  features  which 
our  club  has  to  offer. 

There  is  perhaps  no  game  in  the  world 
today  which  is  growing  in  popularity  so 
East  as  golf.  I  do  not  except  baseball.  In 
the  first  place,  -1 1  makes  no  sex  distinc- 
tion. It  may  be  played  equally  well  by  both 
men  and  women.  Secondly,  the  element  of 
age  nerd  not  be  taken  into  consideration. 
A  boy,  practically  in  his  teens,  may  be  a 
national  '>r  an  open  champion.  At  fifty  or 
sixty  years  ,,f  age  ;l  man  may  be  a  keen  and 
ardent  player  of  the  game.  Thus  while  in 
baseball,  players  must  serve  their  time,   in 


middle  age  it  becomes  too  fast  for  them  and 
they  drop  out  of  it.  To  a  lesser  degree  this 
is  also  true  of  tennis.  In  golf,  however, 
when  a  youngster  once  takes  up  the  game, 
he  can  continue  it  indefinitely.  The  day 
comes  when  baseball  players  must  quit  the 
game.  This  is  not  the  case  in  golf.  Twenty- 
five  years  ago  the  golf  players  in  this 
country  could  be  set  down  in  three  figures. 
Today  they  must  be  reckoned  in  seven. 

There  are  unquestionably  players  of 
golf  in  The  Olympic  Club  of  a  large 
enough  number  to  make  the  experiment  of 
a  "club  house"  worth  while.  A  postal  card 
poll  of  the  members  would  very  quickly 
determine  whether  or  not  this  was  the  case. 
With  the  suggested  facilities  to  play  the 
game  within  easy  reach,  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  many  new  recruits  would  soon  be 
taking  up  the  game.  Much  of  the  pleasure 
of  the  game  is  lost  when  one  has  to  dress 
a  long  way  from  the  links  and  lug  one's 
clubs  on  street  cars.  It  is  still  more  uncom- 
fortable to  lug  them  back  in  damp  clothes. 
To  jump  immediately  under  a  shower,  back 
into  sweet,  clean  clothes,  and  have  no  clubs 
to  carry  away  makes  for  part  of  the  pleasure 
of  the  game. 

I  was  in  New  York  City  at  the  time 
that  there  was  talk  of  constructing  a  public 
links  at  Van  Cortlandt  Park.  The  argu- 
ment was  made  that  there  were  not  enough 
players  of  the  game  to  warrant  setting  aside 
so  much  acreage  for  so  few.  This  was  per- 
haps true  at  the  time.  But  a  'more  fore- 
knowing policy  prevailed.  The  building  of 
the  links  made  the  players.  Today  the  Van 
Cortlandt  Park  links  are  inadequate. 

We  have  men  in  our  organization  who 
excel  in  practically  all  other  branches  of 
athletic  endeavor.  There  is  no  better, 
cleaner  sport  than  golf  that  we  could  foster, 
and  help  to  promote. 
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A  SUGGESTION  TO  MOTORISTS

WrHEX  the  bicycling  craze  was  at  its 
height  some  fifteen  or  twenty  years 
ago  The  Olympic  Club  boasted  of 
having  one  of  the  largest  and  best  aggrega- 
tions of  wheeling  enthusiasts  on  the  Pacific 
Coast,  and  many  were  the  pleasant  week- 
end runs  and  social  gatherings  held  under 
the  auspices  of  these  Olympic  Club  Wheel- 
men, as  members  of  the  club  who  were 
devotees  of  the  pastime  became  known. 

Today  the  motor  car  owners  in  The 
Olympic  Clip,  greatly  exceed  in  number 
those  of  any  other  organization  of  its  char- 
acter on  the  Pacific  Coast,  and  if  it  were 
the  custom  to  form  a  club  within  a  club  as 
in  the  bicycling  days  the  Olympic  motorists 
would  easily  become  factors  in  California 
automobile  affairs. 

This  article,  however,  is  not  written  to 
suggest  or  urge  the  formation  of  a  motor- 
ing club  by  Olympians,  but  is  aimed  to 
create  a  more  fraternal  feeling  among  the 
motoring  contingent  of  the  Club  and  to 
point  out  the  fact  that  practically  every  own- 
er of  a  car  operates  it  himself  and  enjoys 
the  sport  of  motoring.  One  has  but  to 
look  at  the  machines  that  line  both  sides  of 
the  street  in  front  of  the  Club  house  during 
the  noon  hour  each  day  to  note  this.  The 
paid  driver  is  conspicuous  by  his  absence. 
And  if  one  cares  to  wait  and  watch  the 
machines  depart  from  the  line  he  will  see 
red-blooded  Olympians  behind  the  steering 
wheels. 

During  the  summer  season  these  same 
Olympians  devote  their  week-ends  to  short 
trips  into  the  country.  Many  travel  the 
well-beaten  paths  into  the  neighboring 
counties,  others  drift  off  and  explore  un- 
frequented roads  that  abound  with  gor- 
geous scenery,  while  still  others  find  seem- 
ingly inviting  paths  most  dangerous  for 
touring. 


Talks  with  these  tourists  caused  the 
writer's  mind  to  revert  to  the  days  of  the 
Olympic  Wheelmen,  when  these  riders  went 
out  in  squads  of  fours  and  fives,  visited  new 
cycling  grounds  and  returned  with  valuable 
road  information,  news  of  places  where 
there  was  good  eating  and  descriptions  of 
new  places  of  interest. 

Now  why  can't  the  Olympian  who  motors 
out  into  a  new  section  of  the  country  and 
finds  an  attractive  touring  ground  or  dis- 
covers a  dangerous  path,  write  to  the 
editor  of  The  Olympian,  tell  of  his  dis- 
covery and  advise  his  fellow  members  to 
be  sure  and  follow  the  same  path  or  warn 
him  against  attempting  to  duplicate  the 
trip. 

The  average  motorist  wants  to  vary  his 
Sunday  touring  just  as  much  as  the  steady 
patron  of  the  round-table  wants  the  menu 
altered  daily,  and  if  the  motoring  enthusi- 
asts of  the  Club  would  only  be  considerate 
enough  to  jot  down  a  few  notes  of  their 
tours  they  would  doubtless  sooner  or  later 
find  described  in  these  columns  some  in- 
teresting run  entirely  new  to  them.

TAXICAB  SERVICE 

Apparently  there  is  some  misunder- 
standing respecting  the  club's  relations  with 
the  Taxicab  Company  of  California.

In  con- 
sideration of  "first  call"  at  the  club  on  all 
orders  that  mention  no  particular  company 
the  Taxicab  Company  of  California  allows 
the  club  ten  per  cent  of  the  amount  of  the 
indebtedness  incurred.  As  a  matter  of  con- 
venience the  bills  are  collected  through  the. 
club,  but  the  payment  is  not  guaranteed  to 
the  company.  Last  month  the  total  com- 
mit'm  earned  in  this  manner  was  S27.70. 
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To  Grow  or 
Not  to  Grow

Goethe  says  that  if  you  plant  an  oak  in 
flower-vase  either  the  oak  must  wither 
or  the  vase  crack.  When 
the  present  building  was 
planned  the  Directors 
>ak  in  a  broad  held  and  gave 
ii  room  to  grow.  The  building  was  de- 
signed to  accommodate  a  larger  member- 
ship than  it  was  estimated  the  club  would 
enroll  in  half  a  score  of  years,  but  already 
ii  appears,  in  the  judgment  of  some  mem- 
bers, thai  the  point  has  been  reached  where 
the  vase  must  crack  or  the  oak  wither.  More 
conservative  members  are  of  the  opinion 
thai  the  accommodations  while  barely  ade- 
quate al  present  will  suffice  if  the  member- 
ship roll  be  closed.  There  has  been  dis- 
cussion of  the  matter  for  some  months 
past,  and  it  is  now  receiving  the  considera- 
tion  of  the   Directors.      Fortunately   when 


the  building  was  designed  provision  was 
made  for  the  future.  The  steel  frame  will 
support  five  more  stories.  Recently  the 
members  of  the  directorate  requested  the 
architect  of  the  building  to  prepare  skeleton 
plans  and  general  specifications  for  three 
additional  stories,  and  this  was  done  with- 
out cost  to  the  club.  The  plans  are  for  two 
stories  of  living  rooms,  and  for  a  dining 
room  and  kitchen  on  the  roof,  the  dining 
room  to  have  a  roof-garden  effect  with 
walls  of  plate  glass.  These  tentative  plans 
include  certain  details,  such  as  the  conver- 
sion of  the  present  dining  room  into  a  bil- 
liard room,  and  the  billiard  room  into  a 
library  and  the  fitting  up  of  a  room  for 
bridge  and  dominoes ;  also  the  enlargement 
of  the  office,  the  hat  room  and  the  space 
allotted  to  lockers  and  locker  rooms.  It  is 
estimated  that  the  cost  of  these  improve- 
ments and  of  the  necessary  furniture  would 
not  exceed  $150,000,  and  that  if  the  work- 
were  started  on  July  1st  it  would  be  finished 
by  December  31st  of  this  year.  It  is  also 
estimated  that  the  additional  revenue  from 
living  rooms  would  be  $1,200  a  month: 
and  judging  from  the  present  demand  for 
rooms  the  additional  ones  would  be  rented 
as  soon  as  available.  Of  course  if  the 
building  were  enlarged  and  there  were  more 
members  living  in  the  club  the  revenues  of 
all  departments  would  be  increased.  Now 
the  question  is  whether  we  should  grow? 
It  would  be  well  perhaps  to  consider  cer- 
tain facts.  The  present  total  indebtedness 
of  the  club  including  current  accounts  is 
$507,587.87.  Thirteen  months  ago  this 
total  indebtedness  exceeded  $596,911.  In 
that  short  period  it  has  been  reduced  $89,- 
324.  or  at  the  rate  of  about  $5,700  a  month. 
When  the  present  building  was  projected 
the  club  was  over  $200,000  in  debt,  and  it 
authorized  a  further  indebtedness  of 
$550,000.  Of  the  authorized  issue  of 
second  mortgage  bonds,  a  little  more  than 
$180,000    were    issued,     and     redemptions

have  brought  the  amount  down  to  $13,750. 
At  present  the  club  is  paying  about  $6,000 
monthly  on  account  [of  its  indebtedness, 
and  there  is  no  reason  why  it  should  not 
continue  to  pay  indefinitely  at  least  $3,000 
a  month.  So  the  club  is  in  a  prosperous 
!  condition,  and  there  is  much  to  be  said  in 
favor  of  enlargement.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
discussion  of  the  matter  will  continue.  Let 
us  have  light.  Let  us  get  a  line  on  the 
general  sentiment  of  the  club. 


Our 

Financial 
Affairs 


Let   us   have   a  talk   about  business — the 
lul/s    business,    its   financial   affairs.      The 
audit  for  the  club's  operations 
for  the  eight   months   ending 
April    30,     1914,    shows    the 
operating  profit  for  that  per- 
iod to  be  $53,810.52.     If  we  deduct   from 
that  sum  the  reserve  for  interest  on  the  first 
and  second  mortgage  bonds  and  the  install- 
ments   for   the    sinking    fund    to    retire   the 
present     bonded     indebtedness     in     twenty 
years,   we   shall   have   a  net   fiscal   gain   of 
S22. 557. 16    for    the    eight-months'    period. 
These   figures,   we   know,   the   members   of 
the   club    will    find    interesting.      They    find 
the    monthly    statements     interesting,    and 
they  have  a  lot  to  say  about  them.     Some 
members   say  these  statements  contain  too 
man>'  details ;  others,  that  they  do  not  con- 
tain enough  to  enable  an  expert  to  inform 
himself  fully  about  eacli  department.     The 
answer  to  this  criticism  is  that  to  give  all 
the  details  it  would  be  necessary  to  present 
a  copy  of  the  books  that  are  digested  by  the 
auditor.     As  to  the  other  critics,  they  point 
out  that   the   members   care   only   to   know 
"net   results,"    and   they    say   that    as   Tin-: 
Olympian  reaches  the  hands  of  non-mem- 
bers it  would  be  better  to  be  less  explicit. 
Well,  the   Finance  Committee   is  consider- 
ing  the    advisability   of   presenting   a    new 
form  of  statement,  one  that  will  give  only 
essential  information.     If  this  is  done  mem- 


bers who  might  wish  tor  further  informa- 
tion will  be  able  to  get  it  from  the  bulletin 
board.  There  has  been  criticism  about  the 
restaurant  deficit.  The  loss  in  the  restau- 
rant for  the  month  of  April  is  $764.80  or 
$243.08  less  than  the  loss  for  the  month 
of  March.  The  total  revenue  for  this  de- 
partment was  $11,750.25  but  only  $8,632.75 
represented  signed  cards.  Xow  it  is  the 
universal  experience  of  chilis  that  restau- 
rants are  maintained  at  a  loss:  but  as  to 
our  restaurant  it  should  be  remembered 
that  no  credit  is  allowed  for  any  wines  or 
liquors  served  there,  and  that  the  prices 
charged  are  less  than  in  hotel  and  public 
restaurants  of  the  same  high  grade.

of  June.  l'»14.  Applications 
filed  before  midnight  of  May 
31st.  1914,  will  not  be  af- 
fected by  this  amendment,  but  all  applica- 
tions received  after  that  date,  without  ex- 
ception, will  be  required  to  pay  the  increased 
fee.  So  large  is  the  membership  at  present 
that  it  would  seem  that  were  it  increased 
the  comfort  of  the  members  would  be 
materially  lessened,  and  consequently  some 
of  the  Directors  have  suggested  that  it 
might  be  well  to  close  the  roll.

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AQUATICS

S<  >ME  people  become  wildly  enthusiastic 
over  certain  sports  while  others  only 
moderately  so.  I  confess  to  being  of 
the  former  class  in  respect  to  things 
aquatic,  especially  in  connection  with  the 
doings  of  our  own  club.  We  have  the 
best  short  and  long-distance  swimmers  on 
the  coast  as  well  as  the  best  high  and 
fancy  divers.  From  this  array  of  talent 
we  have  built  up  an  organization  that  any 
club  should  be  proud  of  and  enthusiastic 
over.  But  there  is  the  chance  that  we  may 
become  too  well  satisfied  with  ourselves  and 
not  fit  for  any  emergency ;  and  hence  this 
article. 

This  and  the  next  year  will  be  banner 
ones  in  all  lines  of  sports  and  it  behooves 
each  and  every  athlete  to  get  in  good  con- 
dition  and  stay  there. 

There  will  be  many  "open"  and  "dual" 
meets  held  by  the  Club  this  year  and  some 
"open"  meets  promoted  by  others,  such  as 
the  much-heralded  one  to  be  held  at  Sutro's 
on  the  Fourth  of  July,  which  will  bring  to 
this  coast  the  pick  of  the  swimmers  and 
divers  of  the  States  and  Hawaii.

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THE  LOCKER  SHORTAGE 

The  demand  for  lockers  and  locker-room 
facilities  is  much  greater  than  the  supply, 
but  it  is  expected  that  shortly  more  space 
will  be  set  aside  for  the  benefit  of  those 
who  have  not  yet  been  accommodated. 
Meanwhile  if  there  are  members  willing  to 
share  their  lockers  or  locker-rooms  and  thus 
reduce  the  cost  it  is  desirable  that  they  re- 
port to  the  office.  Hereafter  the  officials 
of  the  club  will  be  accessible  to  members 
wishing  to  discuss  club  affairs  between  the 
hours  of  12  :30  and  1  :30  and  5:15  and  6 :30. 


OUR  ATHLETIC  PARK 

Though  the  lease  of  Recreation  Park  has 
not  been  signed  negotiations  have  been 
closed,  and  the  club  has  assumed  charge  of 
the  park.  Elsewhere  in  this  paper  will  be 
found  diagrams  of  the  contemplated  im- 
provements. The  long-distance  races  will 
be  on  a  seven-lap  temporary  track  of  turf, 
which  it  will  be  possible  to  install  in  less 
than  half  an  hour  whenever  needed  for  use 
for  field  and  track  events.  The  one  hundred- 
yard  cinder  path  will  be  along  the  right  and 
center  field  fences,  affording  an  excellent 
view  from  the  grandstand  of  a  race  from 
start  to  finish.  The  open-air  handball 
courts  and  a  tennis  court  will  be  constructed. 
In  one  of  the  plans,  the  tennis  court  is 
shown  in  place  of  the  left  field  bleachers, 
while  in  the  other  it  is  located  where  the 
right  field  bleachers  now  stand.  The  com- 
mittee has  not  approved  either  plan,  but  is 
inclined  to  favor  the  latter.  The  club's 
coach  will  have  his  office  on  the  grounds,  and 
he  and  the  club's  trainer  will  remain  there 
permanently.  Frank  J.  Foran,  the  secretary 
of  the  club,  will  represent  the  club  in  all 
matters  connected  with  the  park,  and  will 
schedule  all  events.  It  is  proposed  to  install 
steel  lockers,  which  will  be  rented  to  mem- 
bers for  the  term  from  July  1st.  1914,  to 
January  31st.  1916 — eighteen  months — for 
$5.50,  payable  in  advance.  This  rent  is  less 
than  thirtv-one  cents  a  month   for  lockers 


similar  to  those  in  the  club  and  for  which 
the  club  charges  fifty  cents  a  month.  The 
choice  of  lockers  will  be  given  in  the  order 
in  which  applications  are  made,  and  the  club 
will  purchase  no  more  than  are  applied  for. 
Therefore  the  members  are  invited  to  file 
their  applications  in  the  secretary's  office 
without  delav. 


THE  "FAN' 

The  London  papers  have  had  a  lot  to 
say  about  baseball  since  the  visit  of  the 
American  teams.  They  are  telling  their 
readers  all  about  the  peculiarities  of  the 
game,  its  features,  its  exciting  moments 
and  its  personalities.  Here  is  what  the 
London  Times  says  about  the  "fan :" 

"The  fan  may  be  seen  at  his  best  only  in 
smaller  games.  He  is  a  kind  of  reserve 
man  ;  and.  wearing  the  colors  of  his  side, 
he  roams  from  square-leg  to  mid-on.  rais- 
ing incessantly  a  voice  that  can  be  heard 
above  all  the  din  of  the  shouting.  Of  en- 
couragement to  his  own  side  he  is  not 
sparing;  but  what  is  asked  of  him  chiefly 
is  discouragement  of  the  other.  Those  who 
remember  the  London  omnibus-driver  in  his 
great  days,  or  have  heard  a  small  Glasgow 
boy  at  a  football  match,  may  think  that  they 
know  what  insult  is.  Let  them  wait  till 
they  have  heard  a  "fan"  in  his  happy 
moments !  He  is  never  ribald  or  indelicate  ; 
but,  with  a  precision  only  equalled  by  his 
ingenuity,  he  flicks  the  pitcher  on  the  raw. 
until  to  a  flush  succeeds  a  scowd,  to  a  scowl 
a  bitten  lip,  to  a  bitten  lip  a  savage  retort. 
No  chewing  gum  can  soothe  the  nerves  un- 
der his  attacks.  Finally  the  player  crumples, 
and  a  feeble  ball  sets  the  "fan"  dancing  and 
yelling  all  the  louder.  In  the  great  games 
the  'fanning'  is  done  en  masse  from  the 
cheap  seats,  which  are  usually  behind  the 
pitcher's  arm.  The  remarks  are  worth 
hearing :  for  'fanning'  has  become  almost 
a--  specialized  as  baseball,  and  the  Ameri- 
can- are  masters  of  allusive  derision."

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COURTESY  CARDS 

Prior  to  the  month  of  April  courtesy 
cards  were  issued  without  charge  to  the 
members,  but  when  it  was  noted  that  on  an 
average  of  forty  cards  were  issued  daily  the 
Directors  deemed  it  proper  to  impose  a 
charge  of  $1.00  for  every  card  issued.  From 
this  source  the  revenue  for  the  month  of 
April  was  $241.00  and  it  will  probably  in- 
crease as  the  number  of  visitors  to  our  city 
increases  with  the  approach  of  the  opening 
of  the  Exposition. 


THEN  AND  NOW 

RECENTLY  The  Olympian  received 
a  copy  of  an  article  which  appeared 
in  'The  Olympic"  October,  1894. 
The  name  of  that  paper  would  indicate  that 
it  was  the  official  organ  of  the  Club,  and 
while  it  appeared  as  such  it  was  not  a  Club 
publication,  like  The  Olympian,  but  was 
issued  for  the  personal  profit  of  the  owners. 
Since  that  issue  almost  twenty  years  have 
passed,  and  The  Olympic  Club  has  grown 
and  prospered.  Twenty  years  ago  the 
Club  had  completed  its  second  year  in  its 
new  home  on  Post  street,  and  the  condi- 
tions were  such  that  the  Board  of  Directors 
deemed  it  necessary  to  reduce  the  initiation 
fee  from  $25.00  to  $10.00  in  order  to  in- 
crease the  membership  and  meet  running 
expenses.  Today  the  situation  is  reversed ; 
the  initiation  fee  is  $100.00,  the  membership 
i-  SO  large  that  accommodations  are  hardly 


adequate,  and  instead  of  seeking  more 
members  the  Club  has  resolved  to  increase 
the  initiation  fee  from  $100.00  to  $150.00. 
Following  is  the  paragraph  from  the  de- 
funct Olympic : 

"There  has  been  a  good  deal  of  dissen- 
sion among  a  number  of  The  Olympic 
Club  members  over  the  reduction  of  the 
initiation  fee  to  ten  dollars  again.  The  Board 
of  Directors  felt  just  this  way:  Although 
the  Club  is  today  paying  expenses  and  be- 
sides adding  a  creditable  amount  to  the 
sinking  fund,  still  if  they  could  find  a  means 
to  increase  the  membership  about  two  hun- 
dred members,  the  running  expenses  would 
not  amount  to  any  more,  and  by  this  in- 
crease of  revenue  the  Club  would  be  in  a 
better  position  to  give  entertainments  and 
give  them  at  the  same  time  on  a  grand  scale. 
Twenty-five  dollars  as  an  initiation  these 
hard  times,  three  dollars  per  month,  and  an 
athletic  outfit  of  at  least  fifteen  dollars,  is 
a  considerable  amount  for  the  average 
young  man  to  outlay.  Taking  all  this  un- 
der consideration  the  new  board  thought  it 
advisable  to  call  a  general  meeting  and 
have  a  vote  taken  on  the  proposition  to 
amend  article  10,  section  1  of  the  new  by- 
laws, that  the  initiation  fee  be  $10.00.  On 
Monday  evening  at  the  general  meeting, 
about  one  hundred  and  fifty  members  re- 
sponded to  the  call  and  it  was  unanimously 
agreed  to  amend  the  said  article.  The  chief 
objection  to  the  ten  dollar  rate  seems  to  be

THE  CRAWL  STROKE 

With  the  way  in  which  the  crawl  stroke 
is  employed  today,  no  age  seems  too  young 
for  the  novice  to  start.  It  is  the  simplest 
of  strokes,  but  to  swim  it  correctly  it  re- 
quires special  muscle  training,  owing  to  its 
demands  upon  muscles  that  the  average 
swimmer  has  never  used  before,  and  in  the 
case  of  older  men  whose  muscles  have  be- 
come set  as  it  is  generally  understood,  they 
find  that  they  can  get  nothing  out  of  the 
legs  and  feet,  becoming  quickly  exhausted. 

The  stroke  at  its  inception  was  sup- 
posedly one  in  which  little  foot  work  was 
used,  a  slight  up  and  down  movement  of 
the  legs  being  advocated  merely  to  keep 
them  near  the  surface,  but  in  the  last  few 
years  a  strong  vigorous  kick  has  been  ad- 
vocated, and  this  for  the  swimmer  whose 
muscles  have  been  trained  one  way  is  al- 
most impossible,  exhaustion  following  in  a 
short  time. 

The  muscles  have  the  faculty  of  adapting 
themselves  to  the  needs  of  the  body,  so  that 
if  a  lad  is  started  with  a  fast  vigorous  kick 
he  is  constantly  developing  the  muscles  re- 
quired for  such  a  kick,  so  that  by  the  time 
he  passes  his  adolescence  stage  his  muscles 
have  been  trained  to  stand  a  strain  that 
would  lay  low  a  man  who  was  his  superior 
in  any  strength  test. 

It  is  just  a  case  of  training  a  muscle  for 
a  special  task,  and  it  is  just  this  painstaking 
and  thorough  training  that  has  mad<_  .he 
American  athlete  the  peer  of  all  athletes  in 
any  branch  of  sport,  especially  in  aquatics.

DAMOXENUS  and  Kreugas,  friends 
now  after  centuries  of  bitter  enmity, 
stepped  from  their  marble  pedestals 
and  took  their  usual  nightly  stroll.  It  was 
very  late,  and  they  had  The  Olympic  Club 
to  themselves.  Arm  in  arm  the  two  great 
boxers  crossed  the  lobby,  passed  through 
the  lounging  room  and  stood  in  the  gallery 
that  looks  down  on  the  swimming  pool. 

"Of  all  the  mighty  edifice  we  dwell  in," 
said  Damoxenus,  "I  like  this  room  the  best. 
It  is  of  wondrous  beauty,  is  it  not, 
Kreugas  ?" 

"It  is  a  very  fine  bath,"  replied  Kreugas, 
"but  not  to  be  compared  with  that  of  my 
city,  Epidamus.

THE  SWIMMING  MEET

SEVERAL  notable  achievements  were 
recorded  at  the  swimming  meet  held 
in  the  club  tank  on  the  night  of  June 
5th,  which,  together  with  the  grace  of 
social  amenities,  rendered  the  occasion  one 
of  more  than  ordinary  importance,  not  only 
to  club  members  but  to  the  guests.  By 
inaugurating  a  series  of  races  over  new 
distances  the  club  paved  the  way  for  the 
establishment  of  new  records,  and  while  it 
is  still  premature  to  predict  a  general  vogue 
for  the  innovations  it  is  generally  believed 
that  the  club  program  of  "Ladies'  Xight" 
will  be  followed  substantially. 

No  existing  records  were  broken,  and  in 
consequence  perhaps  some  little  disappoint- 
ment was  felt,  since  it  has  become  a  habit 
to  set  new  marks  for  something  at  prac- 
tically every  time  of  asking.  However, 
eminently  creditable  performances  were 
nade  by  club  swimmers,  who  give  promise 


of  making  history  at  the  big  championship 
swim  in  the  Sutro  Baths  early  next  month. 
As  the  club  meet  was  in  the  nature  of  a 
challenge  contest  between  clubs  the  results 
as  well  as  the  entries  were  not  up  to  ex- 
pectations. Many  unattached  swimmers 
submitted  their  names,  but  failed  to  appear. 
Olympians  were  not  altogether  free  from 
this  default  either.  And  the  result  was  that 
the  preponderance  of  "Winged  O"  men 
spared  the  others  from  odious  comparisons. 
Of  the  maximum  ninety  points  available 
the  Olympians  secured  seventy-two,  and 
the  balance  was  distributed  as  follows: 
Unattached  13,  O.  Y.  M.  C.  A.  4,  and  Bar- 
barians 1.  Juveniles  opened  the  meet  with 
two  well  contested  events,  the  handicapping 
being  nicely  judged  and  the  awards  re- 
markablv  close.  E.  Leech  scored  a  clever 
victory  in  the  first  division  from  Douglas 
Tait :  and  in  the  second  event  of  the  same 
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category  Dick  Julian  won  by  the  smallest 
of  margins  from  A.  Li.  Dunne,  with  K. 
Ki<l well  close  up  third.  There  was  only 
one  Junior  event-r-the  fifty-yards  open — 
and  from  the  point  of  view  of  excitement 
it  was  perhaps  the  stellar  turn  on  the  pro- 
gram, the  boys  swimming  neck  and  neck 
for  the  entire  distance.  George  J.  Ma- 
loney,  the  winner  crossed  the  line  first  by 
a  hairsbreadth,  and  Steiger  and  Postleth- 
waite ,  the  second  and  third  men,  were 
equally  difficult  to  separate.  W.  M.  Pome- 
roy  started  in  the  next  event,  the  four 
hundred-yards  open  race,  and  won  with 
comparative  ease  from  his  clubmate  George 
Bond,  who  in  turn,  outdistanced  C.  Mar- 
sili,  unattached.  Later  in  the  evening 
Pomeroy  earned  another  bracket  by  carry- 
ing off  the  800-yards  open  event.  Here 
he  was  in  a  class  by  himself,  which  was 
rather  unfortunate  than  otherwise  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  he  was  attempting  to  estab- 
lish a  record  for  the  distance.  Other  mem- 
bers of  the  club  to  score  double  events 
were  Barrett  Small  and  Ernest  Smith. 
Small  won  the  fifty-yard  sprint  with  some- 
thing to  spare  from  Lewis  and  McWood, 
and  again  established  superiority  in  the 
plunge  for  distance,  although  in  this  last 
respect  he  failed  by  several  feet  to  equal 
the  mark  he-  registered  in  the  preliminary 
contest.  It  was  noticed  that  at  each  at- 
tempt he  gave  up  before  his  time  had  ex- 
pired. In  spite  of  this,  however,  he  headed 
the  list  by  a  substantial  margin.  Smith 
put  up  a  great  performance  in  the  100- 
yards  open  event,  getting  in  under  the 
minute  for  the  first  time  in  the  club  tank, 
and  this  too  in  spile  of  a  badlv  executed 
turn.  His  other  victory  was  in  the  200- 
yard-,  where  the  extra  distance,  instead  of 
handicapping  him.  appeared  actually  to 
increase  hi-  advantage  over  his  plucky  ad- 
versaries. The  swimming  of  (  )ttO  Schultz 
in  the  100-yards  side  stroke,  "pen  event, 
was  a  revelation  to  those  who  had  not  seen 


this  aquatic  wonder.  Operating  a  kick 
that  generated  a  terrific  back  wash  Schultz 
scored  an  easy  victory  over  his  opponents 
His  performance  suggested  that  a  goo- 
mixed  race  might  be  arranged,  Schultz  to 
swim  sidestroke,  and  his  opponents  any 
style. 

The  diving  event,  for  the  first  time,  wa 
held  in  accordance  with  The  Olympic 
Club  regulations,  and  proved  a  decided 
success,  although  greater  familiarity  on  the 
part  of  the  divers  with  these  rules  is  cal- 
culated, in  the  future,  to  expedite  matters 
and  at  the  same  time  lessen  the  labors  of 
the  judges.  Day,  who  won,  was  the  most 
consistent  performer,  although  he  was 
closely  shadowed  by  Pomin  and  Johanson. 

A  pleasing  interlude  to  the  run  of  events 
was  provided  by  Otto  Schultz'  team  of 
eccentric  divers.  Arrayed  in  fashions  de- 
picted in  the  comic  sections  of  the  "dailies,'' 
with  (so  it  is  whispered)  a  substantial  lean- 
ing toward  the  "bustle"  period,  these  frolic- 
some fellows  entertained  the  gathering  with 
a  series  of  stunts  on  the  trapeze  that  would 
put  the  circus  performer  in  the  discard  for- 
ever. Schultz  himself  distributed  a  gen-l 
erous  thrill  by  leaving  the  "swing"  at  its 
highest  pitch  and  literally  strolling  off  in 
mid-air.  The  perfect  confidence  and  poise 
of  the  dive  was  illustrated  by  the  beautiful 
manner  in  which  he  took  the  water  when 
gravity  impelled  him  from  his  uncharted 
territory. 

Just  what  measure  of  importance  may 
be  attached  to  this  end  of  the  program  it  is 
impossible  to  say,  but  from  the  public 
point  of  view  it  must  be  considerable,  so 
considerable  in  fact  that  it  may  be  adjudged 
well  to  rescue  the  aquatic  prestidigitators 
from  obscurity  and  award  them  with  iden- 
tity. With  Mr.  Schultz  in  this  mirth- 
provoking  company  were  :  E.  Baker,  Chas. 
TI.  Small,  Chas.  O'Day.

OUR  VICTORIOUS  ATHLETES

R.  FRANK  FOSTER,  the  new  ath- 
letic coach  of  The  Olympic  Club, 
made  his  first  public  appearance  in 
his  new  role  under  most  auspicious  circum- 
stances. The  scene  was  Santa  Clara,  and 
the  occasion  the  Cherry  Carnival  track  and 
field  meet  on  Saturday,  June  6th.  With 
but  a  handful  of  club  athletes,  gathered  to- 
gether at  the  last  moment,  Mr.  Foster  en- 
tered the  field  in  competition  with  the 
cream  of  the  high  school  men  of  Palo 
Alto.  San  Jose  and  the  university  men  of 
Santa  Clara,  and  literally  made  a  clean 
sweep,  carrying  off  the  primary  honors  in 


no  less  than  six  events,  although  in  one  of 
them,  be  it  stated,  a  disqualification  de- 
creased that  record  to  five.  In  order  to 
grasp  the  true  significance  of  this  feat  it 
ought  to  be  explained  that  through  unfore- 
seen circumstances  it  was  impossible  to 
harness  up  a  team  until  the  very  last 
minute ;  in  fact  at  one  time  it  was  regarded 
as  impossible  to  send  a  representative  team 
at  all,  and  the  meet  was  in  a  fair  way  of 
being  unintentionally  "cold  shouldered"  so 
far  as  the  Olympians  were  concerned.  Con- 
sideration of  the  interests  of  the  meet, 
however,  together  with  the  knowledge  that 
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the  presence  of  the  "Winged  O"  men  would 
add  zest  to  the  proceedings  induced  the 
athletic  moguls  of  the  club  to  scare  up  a 
team  of  some  sort.  The  complete  success 
of  the  scaring  up  process  has  already  been 
indicated.  From  the  club  point  of  view 
the  feature  of  the  meet  was  undoubtedly 
the  sprinting  of  Kendrick  Johnson.  He 
won  the  100  and  200-yard  dashes,  and,  ac- 
cording to  Foster,  who  is  an  acknowledged 
authority  on  the  subject,  the  manner  in 
which  he  swallowed  up  the  events  indi- 
cates that  in  a  little  time  he  will  be  in  the 
very  forefront  of  sprinters.  He  ran  the 
hundred  in  10  2-5  seconds  and  was  never 
harrassed  at  all,  and  over  the  longer  route 
the  opposition  was  even  weaker.  Oliver 
Millard  danced  away  with  the  mile  race, 
the  elongated  Olympian  never  being  in  dan- 
ger. The  time  was  not  great,  4 :53  1-4,  but 
it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  neither  the 
conditions  nor  the  occasion  particularly 
conduced  to  record  breaking.  Horine 
showed  form  to  the  extent  of  getting  over 
the  stick  at  six  feet,  and  that  was  good 
enough  to  win;  and  he  again  loomed  up 
in  front  in  the  pole  vault,  clearing  10  feet  6 


inches.  The  other  club  winner  was  E. 
Gisen.  He  headed  the  hurdlers  to  the  tape 
in  splendid  form,  but  was  counted  out  be- 
cause he  knocked  down  one  of  his  fences. 
In  the  distribution  of  points  his  win  was 
not  considered,  and  this  action  on  the  part 
of  the  judges,  while  it  may  be  perfectly 
right  and  proper,  is  deserving  of  further 
consideration  at  the  hands  of  the  athletic 
authorities. 

The  meet  concluded  with  the  respective 
clubs  rated  as  follows :  Olympic  Club  49 
points ;  Palo  Alto  14 ;  San  Jose  16 ;  Santa 
Clara  University  10;  and  San  Jose  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  5. 

On  the  following  day,  at  Shell  Mound 
track,  Oliver  Millard  broke  the  record  for 
the  course  over  two  miles,  being  closed  at 
9  min.  55  sees.  Millard  is  running  in  great 
style  just  now,  and  even  better  perform- 
ances by  him  are  to  be  looked  for  in  the 
near  future. 

At  the  same  time  Horine  brought  off  a 
double  event  again,  the  media  on  this  oc- 
casion being  the  jump  and  the  shot  put. 
He  won  the  former  from  scratch  and  the 
latter  with  a  three-feet  handicap.

on  the  mortgage  and  bonded  debts  and 
for  the  sinking  fund,  of  $8,070.41.  In- 
cluded in  this  sum  are  initiation  fees 
amounting  to  $5,765,  which,  if  deducted, 
would  leave  a  net  profit  of  $2,305.41.  The 
receipts  from  initiation  for  the  month  of 
May  were  $2,260  in  excess  of  the  April 
revenue  from  that  source.  Especially  grat- 
ifying is  the  showing  that  a  large  part  of 
the  profit  is  not  from  the  operation  of  any 
of  the  departments  of  the  club.  While  the 
total  receipts  from  the  restaurant,  cafe, 
massage,  barber  shop,  valet  and  bowling 
amounted  to  $18,692.45,  the  net  profit  was 
only  $981.41,  but  this  was  because  the  loss 
in  the  restaurant  amounted  to  $1,125.60. 
However,  on  the  whole  the  showing  is  ex- 
cellent, and  is  to  be  accounted  for  by  the 
reduction  of  operating  expenses,  the  in- 
crease in  dues,  in  receipts  from  courtesy 
cards  and  from  other  sources.  It  is  a 
showing  that  no  other  club  can  make,  and 
it  bespeaks  a  financial  condition  that  is  J 
surpassed  by  few  business  houses.

Enlargement 


The  Olympian  has  received  many  let- 
ters from  members  desiring  information 
regarding  the  proposal  to 
provide  more  breathing 
space  in  our  home.  If  the 
general  sentiment  of  the 
club  is  expressed  in  these  letters  the 
directors  should  lose  no  time  in  en- 
larging the  building.  But  the  directors 
believe  in  making  haste  slowly.  They 
are  considering  the  financial  situation. 
The  estimated  cost  of  the  desired  im- 
provements is  $150,000,  which,  if  added 
to  our  rapidly  decreasing  indebtedness 
would  send  the  total  once  more  above  the 
half-million  mark.  Though  our  home  is 
somewhat  crowded,  it  may  be  better  rather 
to  bear  a  little  inconvenience  than  to  in- 
crease our  debt.  It  is  a  problem  that  will 
receive  the  most  careful  consideration  of 
the  directors,  and  in  this  connection  it  may 
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not  be  amiss  to  observe  tbat  as  the  direct- 
ors give  much  of  their  time  to  club  affairs 
at  the  club,  holding  at  least  three  meetings 
a  week,  they  should  not  be  expected  to  dis- 
cuss club  matters  when  they  are  attending 
to  their  private  business.  They  are  always 
ready  to  be  consulted  or  advised  about 
club  matters  in  the  club,  and  the  only  re- 
luctance they  have  is  to  importunities  re- 
specting applicants  for  admission  to  mem- 
bership.

Wrong 


The  Olympic  Club  has  a  word-sharp, 
a  gentleman  who  is  a  stickler  for  pure 
English,  a  pedant  uncompro- 
misingly intolerant  of  the  mis- 
use of  any  of  the  component 
parts  of  the  vocabulary.  His 
name?  Alas!  he  is  anonymous — too  modest 
to  let  the  white  light  of  the  editorial  cal- 
cium beat  upon  him.  However,  he  takes 
a  profound  and  commendable  interest  in 
The  Olympian.  Seeing  the  word  "peer" 
incorrectly  used  in  these  columns  last 
month,  promptly  the  word-sharp  called  our 
attention  to  it  thus:  "The  Olympian 
should  be  carefully  edited.  Peer  means 
equal.  It  is  used  wrongfully  here  to  mean 
superior."      Perhaps    some    other    ctymolo- 


,gis1  shocked  at  the  wrong  use  of  the  ad- 
verb wrongfully  by  our  unknown  critickin, 
and  forgetting  that  even  a  Homer  may 
nod  occasionally,  will  say  that  he  has  no 
very  acute  sense  of  words,  for  such  is  the 
penalty  a  man  incurs  when  he  essays  the 
thankless  task  of  keeping  the  well  of  Eng- 
lish undefiled.  Dean  Alford's  book  "The 
Queen's  English"  was  hardly  off  the  press 
when  he  was  ridiculed  for  his  errors  by 
the  author  of  "The  Dean's  English."  Ours 
is  a  very  troublesome  tongue,  and  none 
but  those  ignorant  of  it,  insensible  of  the 
pitfalls  of  language,  dare  set  themselves  up 
as  authorities.  It  is  a  grammarless  lan- 
guage, abounding  in  disputed  locutions  in 
regard  to  which  nobody  is  prepared  to  say 
which  is  the  best  prevailing.  Professor 
Saintsbury  advises  us  to  be  guided  by  the 
best  usage,  but  what  is  the  best  usage? 
The  work  of  gathering  material  upon  which 
to  found  positive  conclusions  remains  yet 
to  be  performed  by  somebody  with  the  in- 
dustry of  a  Samuel  Johnson,  who  will 
examine  the  whole  field  of  the  best  litera- 
ture. And  even  he  may  go  astray,  for  as 
old  Bill  Cobbett  pointed  out  in  his  grammar, 
writers  reputed  to  be  the  chastest  couldn't 
even  keep  track  of  their  pronouns.  How- 
ever, notwithstanding  the  chaos  of  our 
syntax  and  the  indefiniteness  of  our  lin- 
guistic science,  the  editors  of  The 
Olympian  are  resolved  to  do  their  best  to 
make  themselves  understood  even  by 
word-sharps.  As  to  the  complaint  regard- 
ing the  inaccuracy  of  last  month  it  may 
be  well  to  inform  our  sensitive  criticaster 
that  in  journalism  it  is  not  good  form  to 
correct  the  language  of  a  contemporary  in 
columns  to  which  it  has  been  transferred. 
The  word  peer  was  misused  not  by  The 
Olympian  but  by  the  Ye  Clubbe  magazine 
to  which  credit  was  plainly  given  at  the 
end  of  the  reprinted  article. 
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OUR  CRACK  COACH

FELLOW  OL  YM  PI  AN  S  !  Meet 
Frank  F.  Foster,  your  new  coach  of 
outdoor  athletics,  the  man  in  charge 
of  the  new  Olympic  park  on  Valencia  street 
and  successor  to  Charles  E.  Holway  as  the 
man  behind  the  guns  with  the  team  of 
sprinters,  hurdlers  and  jumpers  who  will 
represent  the  Winged  O  in  competition 
this  coming  season.  On  more  than  one 
count  is  he  entitled  not  only  to  your  con- 
sideration but  your  support  as  well.  First 
and  foremost,  he  is  in  charge  of  that  feat- 
ure which  should  be  uppermost  in  an  ama- 
teur club — outdoor  athletics.  Secondly, 
away  back  in  the  early  nineties,  Foster 
himself  wore  the  colors  of  your  own  Post 
street  institution,  being  one  of  the  best  all- 
round  athletes  in  the  club.  Further:  he 
needs  support.  Interest  in  every  branch 
of  amateur  sport  has  been  too  long  luke- 
warm, and  not  only  the  contestants,  but 
the  club  membership  as  a  whole,  should 
rally  and  give  their  encouragement  with 
a  view  to  building  up  a  strong  and  repre- 
sentative team. 

If  the  writer  is  any  judge,  Foster  is  the 
right  man  in  the  right  place.  He  knows 
the  game  thoroughly,  and  such  is  his  ver- 
satility that  he  is  as  much  at  home  with 
the  sprinter  as  with  the  weight  thrower. 
His  experience  has  been  such  that  he  can 
divine  athletes,  and  knows  just  how  to  de- 
velop each   individuality. 

Foster  is  not  concerned  wholly  about 
trophy-winning.  TTe  is  zealous  for  the  up- 
building of  the  athlete  himself.  And  that's 
why  he  can  help  you.  Just  pet  out  and 
make  a  try  for  something,  even  if  you  don't 
think  you  are  a  world-beater.  Perhaps 
I  OSter  '-.in   help  you  to  help  yourself.

'lurk   takes  to  water  and   as   far  back 

a-  1900  be  was  representing  the  Winged  O 


in  all  sorts  of  meets — indoors  as  well  as 
outdoors.  He  could  step  a  fast  bundled, 
do  a  hig  jump  or  the  standing   hroad  ;  and 
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in  spite  of  his  150  pounds  was  an  expert 
at  the  shotput  and  with  the  hammer.  His 
specialty  was  hurdling,  and  as  he  remarks 
with  a  smile,  he  held  the  world's  record 
for  the  high  hurdles  for  just  two  weeks. 
Prior  to  his  time,  the  high  hurdle  record 
was  0:16  flat.  Foster  cut  it  to  0:15  4-5 
and  a  couple  of  weeks  later  along  came  a 
chap  named  Chase  who  pared  the  figures 
another  fifth  of  a  second. 

Foster  is  the  proud  possessor  of  a  watch 
presented  by  The  Olympic  Club  direct- 
ors to  the  athlete  who  could  pile  up  the 
most  points  in  all-round  competition.  Fos- 
ter scored  166  pounds  and  his  nearest  op- 
ponent rolled  up  87.  After  that  Foster 
turned  to  professional  work.  He  was 
identified  with  the  bike  racing  game,  when 
that  craze  was  at  its  height,  as  trainer  and 
manager  of  such  men  as  Orlando  Stevens, 
McFarland    and    Otto    Ziesder.      He    has 


coached  divers  high  school  teams,  and  has 
been  engaged  in  various  business  enter- 
prises; all  of  which  should  go  to  make  for 
capability. 

"I  quite  understand  that  handling  a  club 
team,"  he  says,  "is  different  than  handling 
college  men  who  are  more  amenable  to  dis- 
cipline. At  the  same  time,  I  think  it  will 
be  easy  to  get  the  boys  working  with  me, 
and  that's  what  counts.  I  am  a  firm  be- 
liever in  developing  the  all-round  athlete, 
if  a  chap  has  the  height  and  weight.  Take 
Horine,  for  example.  I  am  sure  he  is  a 
great  all-round  athlete,  but  I  think  he  is 
making  a  mistake  in  attempting  the  stand- 
ing  broad  jump. 

"I  realize  that  athletics  change  just  as 
do  styles  in  women's  clothing.  But  I  have 
made  it  my  business  to  keep  abreast  of  the 
times,  and  with  support  we  ought  to  turn 
out   some  good   Olympic  athletes." 


IN  REMEMBRANCE

Thomas  Magee,  for  some  time  Director 
and  Vice-President  and  for  many  years  an 
enthusiastic  member  of  The  Olympic 
Club,  has  passed  into  the  land  of  everlast- 
ing  morning. 

The  tragic  circumstances  of  his  death 
shocked  all  who  knew  him.  In  The 
Olympic  Club  he  had  a  host  of  friends 
who  mourn  their  loss. 

It  was  my  good  fortune  to  have  known 
Thomas  Magee  when  he  was  barely  seven 
years  old.  He  was  a  charming  lad.  fond 
of  the  open,  delighting  in  the  freedom  of  the 
mountain,  the  forest  and  the  sea.  He  was 
an  excellent  walker,  full  of  a  true  passion 
for  field  work  which  in  later  years  carried 
him  on  foot  from  White  Horse  into  Dawson 
with  a  record  added  to  his  name.  He  loved 
the  club  and  he  was  a  devotee  of  handball. 
It    was    a   pleasure   to    see   him    in    action. 


Whether  winning  or  losing  his  temper  was 
never  affected.  Always  he  played  for  the 
game — victory  or  defeat  mattered  not :  the 
work  was  all.  He  knew  the  value  of  the 
work,  the  exercise  of  all  his  muscles,  and 
for  that  he  played. 

lie  had  definite  ideas  as  to  the  right  or 
wrong,  and  right  thinking  found  with  him 
a  perfect  expression  in  all  the  phases  of  his 
life.  In  club  life,  in  business  activities, 
in  his  efforts  to  help  in  the  restoration  of 
the  city  he  was  influenced  always  by  a 
right- forward  motive — right  for  right's 
sake.  At  the  time  of  the  fire  he  was  every- 
where, always  busy  with  somebody's  bur- 
then, always  helping  some  one  with  a  cheery 
phrase  or  substantial  aid. 

He  was  devoted  to  the  welfare  of  San 
Francisco  and  gave  of  his  time  generously 
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to  every   movement  made  in  the  direction 
of  a  greater  San  Francisco. 

The  personality  of  Thomas  Magee  was 
intensely  attractive.  If  you  met  him  in 
the  street  you  held  him  just  as  long  as  you 
could — you  did  not  want  him  to  pass  on, 
you  wanted  more  of  him.  Whether  or  not 
there  was  anything  the  matter  with  you 
didn't  count,  he  just  made  you  feel  better 
for  the  chance  meeting.  It  was  so  in  all 
his  social  and  business  relations.  He  play- 
ed the  game  of  life  as  he  played  handball 
— a   straight  game — and  he   has   won   out. 

Charles  Y.  Williamson.  Yes,  he  will 
be  remembered.  Charley,  as  we  loved  to 
call  him,  was  everyman's  friend.  If  he 
valued  wealth  at  all  it  was  only  as  some- 
thing with,  which  to  help  someone  who 
needed  helping.  A  young  man,  he  was 
taken  from  us  in  the  very  morning  of  his 
life.  His  "going  out"  brought  manly  tears 
to  many  eyes  and  those  who  really  knew 
him  will  cherish  his  memory  through  life. 
He  was  a  clever  man,  highly  educated  and 
highly  connected  and  might  have  anything 
he  pleased,  but  he  chose  to  be  a  devoted 
lover  of  outdoor  amateur  games,  and  he 
gave  his  life's  best  work  to  football. 

I  have  never  met  a  more  sincere  man. 
He  never  broke  a  promise,  not  even  an  im- 
plied one.  He  loved  The  Olympic  Club 
with  a  great  heart  love  that  never  wavered. 
Williamson  was  the  personification  of  hos- 
pitality and  his  humor  made  his  entertain- 


ments most  enjoyable.  But  it  was  not  that 
nor  his  humor  that  won  for  him  the  love 
of  his  friends.  To  be  loved — can  we  go 
further — is  not  that  enough?  The  crown 
of  life  is  love — and  we  who  loved  him 
crowned   him   with  our  love.

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THE  MONTICELLO  OUTING 


By  J.  S.  Chalmeks 


Till-",   following  passage  is  culled   from 
the    fifth     edition     of    the     Historical 
( iazeteer   of   the   World,   published  in 
the  year  of  grace  3814: 

"Monticello  Grove — Located  near  the 
recently  discovered  ruins  of  Ban  Rhan- 
jisko,  which  is  reputed  by  scientists  to  have 
been  a  famous  world  centre  in  the  early 
twentieth  century  days.  Interest  attaches 
to  Monticello  on  account  of  its  mytho- 
logical association  with  the  Olympians, 
who,  when  rendered  outcast  by  the  more 
powerful  Martians  for  trying  to  'deadhead' 
into  the  Celestial  Empire  (not  to  be  con- 
fused with  Kina,  another  historical  myth 
which  science  is  endeavoring  to  unveil), 
migrated  there  in  the  fourth  Hellenic  period 
and  founded  a  settlement  which  our  leading 
investigators  declare  to  have  been  based 
upon  a  circle  of  seven  alliterative  aitches. 
( )nly  three  of  the  aitches  have  been  dis- 
covered, and,  indifferently  translated,  they 
are  Hygiene^  High-living  and  Hell 
(merry).  Unfortunately,  for  the  last 
named  there  is  no  equivalent  in  modern 
etymology  and  the  condition  or  principle 
thus  represented  must  be  left  to  the  imag- 
ination." 

Not  very  long  after  the  publication  of 
the  above  Monticello  Grove  and  the  Olym- 
pians enjoyed  a  revival  of  public  interest 
on  the  strength  of  a  remarkable  discovery 
of  papyrus  purporting  to  contain  the  his- 
tory of  the  disputed  people.  Professor 
Chronica-Examina  was  the  authority  for 
the  verity  of  the  find,  and  he  undertook  its 
translation  as  a  personal  duty  to  the  race, 
'<■:■  bringing  upon  the  project  much 
unnecessary  criticism  and  scepticism,  for  it 
was  stated,  and  not  without  reason,  that 
other  children  of  the  Professor's  brain  had 
experienced   trouble  with    their    birth  cer- 


tificates after  they  had  been  comfortably 
adopted  by  the  world  at  large. 

True  or  untrue,  however,  the  alleged 
translation  of  the  alleged  papyrus  is  not 
without  interest.  It  would  appear  from  this 
important  work  that  the  Olympians  were 
a  simple,  laughter-loving  people  so  deeply 
versed  in  the  economics  of  existence  as  to 
render  their  evasion  easy  and  natural.  An- 
other point  made  clear  by  Professor  Chron- 
ica-Examina is  that  Monticello  was  not  the 
habitat  of  the  Olympians  but  that  they 
simply  went  there  occasionally  because  it 
reminded  them  of  Olympus  without  the 
fatiguing  climb.  Ban  Rhanjisko,  or,  as 
they  called  it,  San  Francisco,  was  their 
home. 

The  following  excerpt  from  volume  49, 
chapter  1803,  of  the  Professor's  translation 
deals  with  one  of  these  visits  to  Monticello. 
and  is  particularly  interesting  because  it 
shows  the  Olympians  at  play. 

"The  clay,  21st  June,  1914,  was  ideal  for 
an  outing,  and  it  was  evident  that  success, 
complete  and  smiling,  waited  upon  the  oc- 
casion. Nearly  three  hundred  people  made 
the  trip,  and  are  today  rejoicing  in  the 
fact,  excepting  those  of  course  who  met 
Jack  Hunt  and  his  gang  of  blanketing 
knockabouts.  But  they  too  may  rejoice  ';;•■ 
time. 

"It  was  a  day  of  ceaseless  activity  on  the 
part  of  everyone,  and  the  earth,  sea  and 
sky  were  in  turn  called  upon  to  contribute 
their  quota  of  enjoyment.  Naturally  the 
bulk  of  the  entertainment  took  place  on 
terra  firma,  hut  the  more  daring  spirits  did 
not  hesitate  to  invade  the  water,  the  still 
more  daring  the  sky.  In  the  last  category 
must  he  mentioned  such  exclusive  names 
as   Schroeder  and  Jack   Burns;  not  Olvm- 
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pians  n  is  true,  but  near-Olympians  in  tho 
hesl  sense  of  the  \v<  >rd. 

"There  was  a  ribald  spirit  afoot  all  day 
long  ami  it  found  expression  in  a  series 
I  of  eccentric  performances,  mostly  upon  the 
persons  of  much-loved  idols  of  the  club. 
;  Only  one  man  performed  upon  himself. 
His  name  is  (  >tto  Wallfisch  and  he  wrestled 
himself  to  death  in  a  lustrous  demonstra- 
tion of  the  classic  dance.  It  was  great  and 
Wallfisch  had  to  resurrect  himself  several 
times  in  order  to  'repeat'  to  an  insatiable 
though  highly  appreciative  audience. 

"No  records  were  broken  in  the  track 
events  although  the  fat  men  of  the  club 
and  the  directors  did  some  magic  stepping. 
Doc  McConnell  gave  great  promise  in  the 
latter  event  from  a  short  mark,  but  he  blew 
up  at  the  half  distance  and  allowed  Mr. 
Ilanify  to  win  easily.  Mr.  Fitzpatrick 
might  reasonably  have  been  accused  of  non- 
tryipg  on  account  of  his  time,  but  his  alibi 
would  doubtless  be  that  he  could  not  circle 
■the  doctor  and  catch  the  leader.  Mr.  Hanifv 
was  a  popular  winner. 

"The  fat  men's  race  produced  the  thrill 
of  the  afternoon.  Harry  Stafford  and 
George  Welch  landed  at  the  wive  in  a  bunch 
for  second  place  to  Mr.  F.  O'Kane,  and 
persisted  in  landing  in  a  similar  bunch  on 
three  consecutive  occasions.  When  they 
were  finally  separated  Stafford  was  re- 
turned the  winner  and  a  special  prize  was 
requisitioned  for  his  indomitable  valor  in 
carrying  over,  well  over.  800  pounds  such 
a  distance  without  letting  it  drop  on  any- 
body. 

"\\  illiam  Ranft  won  the  first  event  on 
the  program  by  two  potatoes  and  a  half. 
Tt  was  the  potato  race,  and  the  margin  of 
victory  was  easily  definable  but  it  was 
questioned  whether  he  had  actually  har- 
vested the  lot.  It  was  held  however  thai 
the  thefts  of  Ins  potatoes  by  other  com- 
petitors in  the  race  should  not  be  counted 
against  his  victory. 


"The  sack  race  and  the  three-legged 
race  were  provocative  of  considerable  glee 

on  the  part  of  the  spectators.  In  the  latter 
event  there  were  so  many  entries  that  it 
had  to  be  run  off  in  heats.  These  were 
negotiated  safely  but  the  final  produced 
such  a  wave  of  striving  flesh  at  the  winning 
post,  represented  by  a  bridge  spanning  a 
broad  ditch,  that  everything  threatened  to 
lie  carried  out  to  sea  in  the  rush.  The 
judges,  with  rare  discernment,  said  that 
Sharp  and  McAbee  were  the  winners  and 
as  these  two  happened  to  be  tied  together 
the  guess  was  a  good  one. 

"The  card  room  athletes  virtuously  de- 
clined the  conditions  of  their  race,  and  the 
authorities  in  charge  of  affairs  allowed 
them  to  run  straight  for  once,  which  they 
did  with  the  result  that  Mr.  Derham  out- 
footed   Mr.  O'Kane. 

"Young  Newhoff,  one  of  Frank  Foster's 
sprinting  colts,  polished  off  all  opposition 
in  the  220  yards,  coming  up  from  behind 
and  winning  handily,  much  to  the  delight 
of  the  said  Foster,  who,  by  the  way,  spent 
the  afternoon  under  the  delusion  that  his 
shadow  was  Jack  Hunt.  Explanations  of 
this  phenomenon  were  not  far  to  seek 
since  a  number  of  other  people,  equally 
above  suspicion,  labored  under  the  same 
idea. 

"The  swimming  events  were  conducted 
in  a  vein  of  almost  unwarrantable  serious- 
ness. Sid  Cavill  gave  one  or  two  remote 
impersonations  of  swimming  personalities, 
but  the  boys  themselves  found  the  greatest 
pleasure  in  hard  trying.  Stafford  won  the 
SO-yards  race  from  McWood,  and  Young 
Emma]  just  nosed  out  Tack  Hunt  in  the 
220. 

"<  hice  these  serious  tributes  were  paid  to 
<  Hympus  Tiv  Kreling  and  William  Kid 
Nelson  came  into  their  own.  Kreling  con- 
ducted the  orchestra  in  a  manner  reminis- 
cent of  the  club  chef  bawling  out  his  hire- 
lings, and   Nelson  resumed  his  old.  old  role 
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of  'singer  of  sweet  songs.'  The  entire  com- 
pany of  Olympians  returned  to  town  about 
five  o'clock,  replete  with  the  life  of  the 
day.  This  chronicle  of  the  outing  could 
not  well  close  without  a  reference  to  those 
whose  efforts  went  so  far  to  make  it  so 
utterly  enjoyable,  namely  Mr.  Barker  and 
his  assistants.  Appended  is  a  detailed  list 
of  the  events,  and  officials : 

Swimming  race,  50  yards — Won  by  Staf- 
ford;  McWood,  second,  and  Meyer,  third. 

220  yards — Won  by  Emmal ;  Hunt  sec- 
ond, and  Stafford  third. 

oPtato  race — Won  by  William  Ranft; 
John  O.  Miller,  second. 

Sack  race — Won  by  W.  Sharp ;  W. 
Ranft,  second. 

Three-legged  race:  First  heat — Won  by 
Miller  and  Kearns ;  Seaburt  and  Ranft, 
second.

CHAMPIONSHIP  MEET  AT  SUTRO  BATHS

THERE  may  not  be  much  virtue  in 
defeat,  but  there  is  less  in  regret;  and 
therefore  the  aim  of  this  article,  which 
proposes  to  deal  with  the  championship 
swimming  meet  held  at  Sutro  Baths  on 
July  3rd,  4th  and  5th,  will  be  to  acknowl- 
edge defeat  frankly  and  evade  regret 
scientifically. 

To  those  who  are  already  familiar  with 
tin-  outcome  of  that  noteworthy  occasion, 
which  resulted  so  disastrously  for  the  hopes 
and  aspirations  of  The  Olympic  Ci.cn, 
nothing  can  be  offered,  or  need  be  offered, 
in  extenuation,  arid  to  those  who  are  not, 
explanation-  would  naturally  assume  the 
guise  of  accusations,  for.  as  the  French 
say,  who  excuseth  himself  accuseth  him- 
self, or  something  to  that  effect. 

Never  once  in  the  entire  three  days  of 
the    meet     did    an    (  Mvmpian     show    up    in 


front,  but  oh,  the  margins  that  frequently 
relegated  them  to  ulterior  positions!  Take 
the  great  50-yards  race  as  a  sample.  It  is 
doubtful  if  three  men  ever  finished  so  close 
together  as  did  Art  Raithel  of  Illinois, 
Duke  Kahanamoku  of  Hawaii  and  Bab 
Small  of  the  O.  C.  Small  and  the  Duke 
swam  side  by  side  all  the  way,  and  finished 
in  a  line,  the  joist  of  which  could  only  be 
detected  by  the  man  at  the  wire,  while 
Raithel.  swimming  clear  on  the  off  side, 
won  by  the  length  of  his  proboscis.  Had 
Small  and  the  Puke  not  interfered  with 
each  other  as  they  undoubtedly,  though  un- 
intentionally did.  Raithel's  proboscis  might 
never  have  earned  the  conspicuity  that  has 
since  been  attached  to  it.  Not  that  I 
wish  to  suggest  a  comparison  of  this  es- 
timable feature  of  the  Illinois  speed  marvel 
with   that   of   Cyrano   de   Bergerac,   whose 
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nose  won  him  many  victories  also,  but 
simply  to  illustrate  what  would  otherwise 
be  past  illustrating,  namely  the  infinitesmal 
margin  that  divided  victory   from  defeat. 

Many  people  were  surprised  at  the  vic- 
tory of  Raithel,  but  to  those  who  witnessed 
his  performance  in  the  100-yards  race,  not 
to  mention  his  swim  in  the  heat  of  the  50, 
it  was  no  surprise.  In  the  century  race  he 
lost  to  the  Duke  after  having  the  race  in 
his  keeping,  simply  through  excitement 
and  an  entirely  unwarranted  interest  in 
hew  his  rival  was  progressing.  But  for 
the  fleeting  looks  he  cast  at  the  giant 
Hawaiian  he  would  be  the  possessor  of  a 
magnificent  gold  watch  today.  One  of 
those  impossible  gems  that  not  only  keep 
time  bat  ensure  one  from  want  in  case  of 
extremity.  Eachrach,  the  club  trainer,  was 
simply  dying  to  get  rid  of  it,  the  only  con- 
dition attached  to  the  transfer  being  that 
Raithel  hang  the  scalp  of  the  Duke  to  his 
bell  over  the  100.  He  did  it  over  the  50, 
but  that  only  earned  him  the  right  to  smoke 
a  cigar  in  the  evening.  "The  little  more, 
and  how  much  it  is;  the  little  and  what 
worlds  away."  However  he  may  be  al- 
lowed, in  a  relaxing  moment  of  the  train- 
er's, to  hear  the  watch  tick. 

In  the  220-yards,  which  was  won  by  the 
Duke,  another  heartbreaking  scene  ensued. 
Perry  McGillivray  of  the  I.  A.  C,  swim- 
ning  as  only  he  knows  how.  crossed  the 
line  with  the  Duke  and  appeared  to  be 
raveling  faster  at  the  wire  than  his  rival, 
-•et  the  lynx  eye  of  the  judge  gave  the 
.•erdict  to  the  Hawaiian.  Perry  was  dis- 
ippointed;  Eachrach  was  disgusted.  Ernie 
smith  of  the  O.  C.  pursued  his  course  to 
he  finish,  third.  What  Smith  will  do  in 
mother  year  or  more  can  only  be  conjec- 
ured.  but  it  seems  certain  that  he  is  a 
igure  to  be  reckoned  with  in  the  future 
■hampionship  meets. 

Harry  Hebner  of  the  Illinois  Club  won 


the  back  stroke  event  from  his  club-mate, 
Mott,  with  the  Winged  O  swimmer,  Sund- 
man,  bringing  up  the  rear.  Hebner  is 
practically  unbeatable  at  this  stroke,  and 
Sandman's  defeat  was  no  disgrace.  He 
distinguished  himself  later  by  swimming 
second  to  McDermott  of  the  I.  A.  C,  an- 
other world-beater,  in  the  breast  stroke. 

The  only  other  Olympian  to  earn  a  soli- 
tary bracket  was  Donald  Day,  who  took 
third  place  to  Wohlfield.  L.  A.  C,  and 
Cliff  Bowes,  L.  A.  A.  C,  in  the  spring- 
board diving  contest.  Wohlfield,  who  is 
the  national  champion,  gave  a  wonderful 
exhibition,  and  rounded  off  the  efforts  of 
his  wonderful  team-mates  nicely. 

The  quarter  and  half  mile  events  served 
to  demonstrate  that  Ludy  Langer  of  the 
L.  A.  A.  C.  is  the  best  distance  swimmer 
in  the  country,  and  perhaps  in  the  world. 
In  the  half  mile  he  beat  the  Duke  handily, 
with  Hebner  of  Illinois  a  bad  third.  Ji 
was  in  the  quarter  mile  however  that  iie 
excelled  everyone's  expectations  of  him. 
The  Duke  took  his  defeat  on  land  but 
Hebner  and  McGillivray  of  Illinois  en- 
deavored to  break  Langer  to  pieces.  Heb- 
ner set  a  cracking  pace  and  retired  at  the 
half  distance,  but  Langer  overtook  him 
before  he  quit  and  went  straight  ahead  at 
a  marvelous  gait  and  won  all  by  himself, 
breaking  the  American  record  in  the  pro- 
cess, and  setting  a  new  time  of  5  minutes 
22   1-5   seconds. 


A  PRIZE  SHOOT 

A  trap  shoot  for  Olympians  was  held 
at  the  Family  Club  Farm  on  Sunday,  July 
12th.  A  silver  cup  was  the  prize.  It  was 
won  by  J.  Cal  Ewing,  who.  though  a 
novice,  showed  considerable  class.

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DUAL  SWIMMING  MEET 

By   J.    S.    CHALMERS 


DID  you  ever  hear  of  Illinois  in  term? 
of  Spartan  athleticism?  I  should 
say  not.  The  origin  of  Illinois  is 
too  remote  for  historical  research  despite 
the  traditional  youth  of  the  country,  and 
entirely  too  unpoetic  for  imaginative  in- 
spiration to  have  breathed  into  its  capacious 
nostrils  the  epic  life  of  elder  communities, 
just  take  the  name  of  Bachrach,  their  leader 
in  all  things  aquatic.  Analyze  it.  B-a-c-h- 
r-a-c-h !  What  historical  vraisemblance 
does  it  evoke?  None  whatever.  History  is 
void  of  any  association  with  such.  Yet  it 
might  be  argued  that  he  is  large  enough  in 
the  lineal  dimensions  to  fill  any  gap,  his- 
torical or  otherwise,  preferably  otherwise, 
to  overflowing.  This,  together  with  many 
other  points,  was  demonstrated  with  a  re- 
markable vividness  in  The  Olympic  Clud 


swimming  tank  on  the  night  of  July  9th 
when  the  swimmers  of  the  Illinois  Athletic 
Club  met  the  swimmers  of  The  Olympic 
Club  in  a  dual  meet.  Under  the  protecting 
wing  of  the  aforesaid  Bachrach  the  swim- 
mers of  Illinois  proved  their  athletic  re- 
vival (or  is  it  survival)  to  the  hilt  upon 
the  unsuspecting  San  Franciscans. 

Caught  in  a  moment  of  unreadiness, 
which  may  be  translated  as  a  year  of  im- 
maturity, the  Olympians  went  down  to  de- 
feat in  a  series  of  events  covering  the  en- 
tire science  of  natation.  Their  only  triumph 
was  a  one-sided  affair,  namely  the  victory 
of  Otto  Schultz  in  the  side  stroke.  Oh, 
for  a  Schultz  without  a  one-sided  preju- 
dice ! 

Experience  of  a  somewhat  depressing 
nature,  to  Olympians,  created  the  impres- 
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sion  that  the  meet  would  prove  a  runaway 
victory  lor  the  visitors,  but  the  reverse 
proved  to  be  the  case,  and  the  enthusiasm 
which  marked  the  occasion  was  stimulated 
as  much  by  the  great  uphill  showing  of  the 
Winged  O  swimmers  as  by  the  truly  splen- 
did performances  of  the  visitors.  True  it 
is  that  in  several  of  the  events  the  results 
were  foregone  conclusions,  to  use  a  phrase 
that  has  become  somewhat  atrophied  with 
oVer-exercise,  but  in  others  the  margin  that 
separated  victory  from  defeat  was  scarcely 
more  than  perceptible,  and  this  ought  to 
be  considered  in  any  significant  analysis  of 
the  meet  that  might  be  undertaken. 

The  meet  started  with  a  brace  of  defeats 
for  the  Olympians,  the  50-yard  dash  and 
the  100-yard  breast  stroke  falling  some- 
what easily  to  the  Illinois  representatives. 
In  the  "50"  a  great  tussle  was  expected 
between  Art  Raithel  of  the  I.  A.  C.  an  1 
Cab  Small  of  the  O.  C.  And  the  tussle 
revealed  itself  alright  for  the  first  length  of 
the  tank,  which  the  swimmers  made  as  one 
man  :  but  thereafter  the  race  was  over 
through  a  faulty  turn  on  the  part  of  Small. 
No  record  was  broken,  and  it  is  conceiv- 
able that  Small  might  have  won  but  for  h;s 
error  at  the  turn.  Raithel  however  will 
be  a  hard  man  to  beat  in  future  over  the 
short  route  since  his  confidence  has  been 
earned  through  slashing  victories  over  both 
Small   and  the  great    Duke   Kahanamoku. 

Raithel  repeated  his  win  in  the  100-yards 
race.  Small  fading  away  alter  the  first 
fifty  yards  and  never  threatening  danger. 
It  was  reported  afterwards  that  he  was  in 
no  condition  to  compete  in  such  gruelling 
contests,  and  his  gameness  must  therefore 
be  accredited.  Ernie  Smith,  swimming 
piuckily  against  the  speed  marvel  from 
Illinois,  managed  to  heat  out  Mott  for 
.second  place.   Small  finishing  last. 

The  Olympic  Club  won  its  first 
and  only  bracket  in  the  third  event  when 
Schultz  lost  his  rivals  in  his  own  backwash 


over  66  yards  of  side-stroke  work.  Pomc- 
roy,  his  club-mate,  was  second,  with  Wohl- 
field,  the  national  champion  diver,  behind 
him.  In  this  event  Schultz  clipped  several 
notable  fractions  off  his  previous  record  for 
the  course.  L'n fortunately  his  splendid  ex- 
ample could  not  be  followed  by  his  club- 
mates  in  the  subsequent  events.  Ilebner  of 
the  I.  A.  C.  proved  to  be  in  a  class  by  him- 
self as  a  back-stroke  swimmer,  winning 
easily  from  his  own  club-mate  Mott  over 
the  100-yard  route,  with  Sundman  of  the 
O.  C.  third. 

As  already  indicated  the  100-yard  breast 
stroke  went  to  Mr.  Dermott  of  the  I.  A. 
C.  whose  powerful  stroke  proved  a  revela- 
tion in  this  particular  line  of  endeavor. 
Sundman  on  this  occasion  got  second,  and 
the  ( ).  C.  saved  another  point  through 
Johanssan  securing  third  place. 

The  points  were  similarly  divided  in  the 
220-yards  race.  Perry  McGillivray,  swim- 
ming in  splendid  form,  won  easily,  with 
Smith  and  Bond  of  the  O.  C.  trailing  him 
doggedly.  Bond  had  a  great  duel  with 
Evers  of  the  I.  A.  C.  for  the  third  place, 
passing  him  in  the  last  few  yards  and 
winning  by  the  smallest  of  margins. 

Wohlfeld  came  into  his  own  in  the 
spring-board  diving  competition,  winning 
from  Johanssan  and  Bond.  This  item  was 
placed  in  the  centre  of  the  program  and 
earned  the  animated  interest  and  enthusi- 
asm which   it  is  ever  entitled  to. 

Perhaps  the  keenest  disappointment  of 
the  evening  for  the  Olympians  came  in  the 
relay  race,  in  which,  prior  to  the  event, 
little  prospect  of  victory  was  held  out.  En- 
tering a  team  not  by  any  means  representa- 
tive of  the  club's  best  the  O.  C.  held  the 
lead  for  five  out  of  the  six  laps  and  were 
then  beaten  in  a  ravishing  final  by  a  small 
margin.  Small  led  the  way  for  the  O.  C. 
in  the  first  lap  and  gave  his  team  a  great 
lead  which  was  retained  with  varying  suc- 
cess until  the  fifth  lap.  when  Hebner  over- 
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took  the  youngster  who  was  substituting 
for  the  O.  C.  and  won  the  most  exciting 
event  of  the  evening. 

The  polo  game  also  went  the  way  of 
the  Illinois  aggregation  with  a  score  in 
their  favor  of  five  to  three.  After  partak- 
ing in  SO  many  events  it  was  but  natural 
that  the  swimmers  should  exhibit  signs  of 
exhaustion,  and  on  that  account  it  may  be 
said  that  the  play  does  not  reflect  the  best 
efforts  of  either  side.  It  was  thought  that 
the  Olympians  suffered  most  in  this  re- 
spect.    At  all  events  they  fared  worse. 

Excellent  clowning  was  allowed  to  inter- 
rupt the  competitive  grind  for  a  few  min- 
utes, and  the  relaxation  was  enjoyed  by  the 
spectators  no  less  than  by  the  competitors. 
Otto  Schultz  and  his  merry  men.  disguised 
as  for  a  masquerade,  showered  themselves 
upmi  the  water  from  all  angles  and 
achieved  all  manner  of  eccentric  results. 
The  wide  variety  of  fashion,  age  and  gen- 
eration affected  by  the  artists  was  quickly 
reduced  to  bedraggled  uniformity,  but  this 
inevitable  relapse  from  the  individual  style 
did  not  wean  them  from  the  affection  of 
the  spectators.  Schultz  was  assisted  by 
Messrs.  Otto  Schmaltz,  T.  Guerin,  Al 
Baker,  m\n  Walfisch,  C.  Small  and  Steve 
Guerin.

According  to  the  audit  of  June  30,  1933 
the  value  of  the  total  assets  of  Tin- 
Olympic  Ci.ru  is  $868,142.61, 
while  the  liabilities — including 
the  house  bills  and  salaries  for 
June— amount  to  $517,450.43. 
leaving  a  surplus,  exclusive  of  current  de- 
preciation,  of  $350,683.18.  The  operating 
profit  for  the  ten  months  ending  June  30, 
1914  amounted  to  $79,402.95.    The  amount 
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set  aside  during  the  same  period  for  interest 
en  the  first  and  second  mortgage  bonds  and 
to  retire  the  chili's  total  indebtedness  in 
twenty  years  amounted  to  $39,091.70,  and 
hence  the  net  gain  for  the  Name  period  of 
ten  months,  after  providing  for  interest  and 
the  sinking  fund  was  $40,311.25. 

The  restaurant  for  the  month  of  June.

LET  US  HAVE  GOLF ! 

Editor  The  Olympian, 

Dear  Sir :  The  suggestion  made  in  the 
May  number  of  The  Olympian  by  Frank- 
lin B.  Morse  with  regard  to  providing 
facilities  for  our  members  to  enjoy  golf 
seems  to  merit  the  serious  consideration  of 
the  Board  of  Directors.  As  one  who  is 
fond  of  the  game,  and  would  welcome  an 
opportunity  to  play  it  under  proper  con- 
ditions, I  heartily  concur  with  the  plan  set 
forth  in  its  general  lines.  I  have  ap- 
proached a  number  of  Olympians  in  regard 
t<>  the  matter  and  they  also  have  agreed  that 
some  arrangement  along  the  idea  sub- 
mitted would  be  a  decidedly  attractive  ad- 
dition to  the  many  athletic  features  which 
our  club  now  has  to  offer. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  a  two-story 
"Club  House"  would  best  fill  our  needs; 
the  upper  floor  to  be  occupied  by  the  care- 
taker and  the  lower  floor  to  be  devoted  to 
the   players   and   to   include   locker   room?, 
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power  baths  and  a  general  lounging  or 
club  room  where  liquor  refreshment  and 
light  cold  lunches  could  be  served  to  mem- 
bers. On  the  face  of  it,  it  would  seem  that 
such  a  proposition  would  be  self-support- 
ing and  add  no  financial  burden  to  the 
club.  The  rent  of  lockers,  the  sale  of  golf 
balls  and  refreshments  would  doubtless  be 
found  ample  to  carry  on  the  venture. 

.Should  the  club  be  able  to  double  shoot 
the  turn  and  secure  a  professional  golfer  as 
the  caretaker,  it  would  be  of  material  bene- 
fit to  those  anxious  to  learn  the  game,  be- 
sides which  our  players  would  be  assured 
of  proper  care  of  their  clubs. 

There  are  many  of  us  in  the  club  who 
have  arrived  at  that  stage  in  life  where 
Dipsea  runs.  Golden  Gate  swims  and  track 
and  field  athletics  are  just  a  bit  too  stren- 
uous. There  are  doubtless  many  Olym- 
pians who  would  welcome  the  opportunity 
to  play  golf  under  the  conditions  outlined. 
but  who  do  not  play  at  all  now  for  the 
jeason  that  they  do  not  play  often  enough 
to  warrant  the  expense  of  joining  a  golf  club 
for  this  privilege  alone. 

Certainly  no  harm  can  come  of  feeling 
out  the  club  membership  and  ascertaining 
Dow  many  of  them  would  be  disposed  to 
sign  up  for  a  locker.  Even  though  the 
proposition  might  be  comparatively  small 
at  first,  with  the  facilities  to  play  at  hand, 
the  game  would  doubtless  be  taken  up  by 
many  of  our  members  who,  at  the  present 
time,  are  without  any  means  of  enjoyable 
outdoor  recreation,  suited  to  the  limitations 
which  advancing  age  impose.

BREVITY  IN  THE  LIBRARY

IF  BREVITY  is  the  soul  of  wit.  as  we 
have  been  led  to  understand  from  time 
immemorial,  whenever  that  was.  then 
the  wits  of  the  world  are  not  cumbered 
with  sends,  for  it  is  notorious  that  the 
humorous  writers  occupy  more  cubic  feet 
in  the  accommodation  of  their  alleged  terse 
expressiveness  than  do  any  of  their  liter- 
ary  fellows. 

The  truth  is  that  the  proverbial  brevity 
of  wit  is  a  paradox,  and  like  all  other 
paradoxes,    can     only     lie   comprehensively 

undersl 1  by  disbelieving  in  it.     There  is 

no  wit  in  brevity,  not  even  in  the  brevity 
of  sermons  despite  their  undisputed  popu- 
larity. Proof  of  this  ii.i\  be  found  in  any 
library,  where,  for  the  sake  of  convenience, 
hooks  are  arranged  in  sets  and  classes  so 
thai  subscribers,  to  whom  study  is  an  un- 
warrantable indulgence  of  the  senses,  may 
freely  develop  their  conversational  talents 
l>\  becoming  familiar  with  the  titles.  The 
study  of  book  title-  is  the  royal  road  to 
culture. 

This  is  the    u;reat    achievement    of  the 

twentieth  century,    all    radio-activity,  etc.. 

to  tin-  contrary  notwithstanding.   True. 

it  maj    not   have  been   the  primary  objeel 

of   the   Carnegie    Institute,   and   other   or- 


ganizations intent  upon  wrecking  the  world 
by  brain  storm,  but  history  will  err  it  it 
fail  to  state  that  it  was  their  primary  use. 

But  to  return  to  the  wits  and  humorists. 
The  productive  genius  of  this  class  of 
writers  is  enormous.  In  relation  to  the 
balance  of  literary  effort  it  stands  in  the 
ratio  of  the  Chinaman  to  the  human  race. 
That  is  to  say,  every  third  or  fourth  book 
launched  at  the  heads  of  an  unsuspecting 
public  is  supposed  to  have  the  glint  of 
humor  in  its  eye.  That  glint  is  not  infre- 
quently  dimmed  by  perusal,  and  in  other 
instances  is  hut  the  mask  of  total  blind- 
ness ;  but  these  casualties  do  not  affect  the 
classification  of  books  or  authors.  (  )nce 
a  humorist  always  a  humorist — and  very 
often  even  before  that. 

Thinking  economically,  which,  literally 
translated,  is  the  prime  function  of  eco- 
nomic thinkers,  it  ought  to  he  a  matter  of 
regret  that  hooks  in  their  material  form 
occupy  so  much  more  space  than  is  neces- 
sary to  house  their  import  comfortably  in 
the  mind.  The  wonderful  disparity  creates 
a  ridiculously  false  sense  of  values.  For 
example,  which  of  us  has  not  been  diverted 
from  the  invasion  of  some  imposing  tome  in 
forty-eight    volumes    (edition    tie   luxe)    by 
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tin:  [ear  that  its  plenitude  of  wisdom  would 
swamp  our  little  cup  of  understanding  and 
lea vi-   us.   figuratively   speaking,   without   a 

handle  to  our  mind,  when  as  a  matter  of 
simple,  laborious  fact,  the  real  grey  matter 
of  the  work  might  lie  indited,  in  a  liberal 
hand,   on   the   flap   of   an   envelope. 

All  of  which  is  but  a  wild  and  discursive 
preliminary  to  stating  that  the  library  ac- 
commodation of  Tin-:  Olympic  Club  is 
foreshadowing  indications  of  congestion. 
Trouble  is  not  altogether  imminent,  yet  it 
is  conceivable  that  with  the  acquisition  of 
one  or  two  more  "windy"  humorists  the 
Shelving  arrangements  will  require  ex- 
lension.  I 'radically  all  the  available  space 
i^  now  in  use  and  with  the  "book  requisi- 
tion" working  overtime  it  becomes  a  cer- 
tainty that  faint  whisperings  of  complaint 
will  filter  to  sensitive  ears  from  the  canon- 
ized aristocrats  of  the  book-shelf. 

Several  notable  accessions  to  the  club 
library  failed  to  be  recorded  for  the  month 
of  May.  First  in  importance  is  doubtless 
a  beautifully  bound  edition  of  the  works  of 
Edgar  Allan  Poe,  and  following-  hard  upon 
it  are  equally  valuable  editions  of  Guy  de 
Maupassant  and  Ivan  Turgenieffs's  works. 
Quite  an  international  triumvirate.  Poe 
needs  no  introduction,  and  it  is  De  Maupas- 
sant's second  time  on  earth,  so  to  speak, 
since  lie  was  shelved  before  in  a  de  luxe 
Edition.  Turgenieff  alone  demands  the 
prefatory  note.  And  curiously  enough  his 
genius  i-  peculiarly  akin  to  that  of  both 
Poe  and  De  Maupassant.  All  three  are 
famous  exponents  of  the  short  story,  and 
a  comparison  of  their  writings,  while  it 
will  und  rtibtedly  reveal  many  differences 
of  treatment  and  avenues  of  perception. 
will  yet  bind  them  together  in  the  funda- 
mental- of  psychologic  insight. 

Lovers  of  the  novel  will  learn  with 
pleasure  that  the  library  now  contain-  a 
complete  edition  of  the  works  of  Harriet 
Beecher  Stowe.

ATHLETICS  AN  AID  TO  LONGEVITY

IX  ALL  age-  man  has  studied  the  prob- 
lem how  to  prolong  life,  but  it  seems 
to  me  that  man  lias  not  improved  ph)  sical- 
ly  to  any  great  extent.  Many  have  been 
the  fads  and  follies  adopted  in  order  to 
prolong  life.  Today  we  have  the  vege- 
tarian and  the  fresh  air  maniac  who  would 
have  us  go  back  to  the  days  of  the  cave 
man.  We  have  athletics  taught  in  all  our 
colleges  with  a  view  to  producing  a  sound 
body,  thereby  insuring"  a  sound  mind 
I  Greek  idea).  At  the  same  time  we  hear 
much  of  the  athletic  heart  and  the  danger 
of  over-exercise.  Between  the  two  ex- 
tremes one  may  find  some  truth,  and  as 
examples  of  longevity  I  will  cite  senile  names 
of  celebrated  circus  athletes,  men  who  did 
their  stunts  twice  a  day  from  seven  to 
eight  months  a  year  and  remained  on  the 
job  for  fifty  year-  and  over.  I  do  nut  bold 
that  their  endurance  was  the  result  of  their 
business  but  I  do  contend  that  the  open 
air  life,  their  method  of  development,  rig- 
ged exercise,  etc.,  are  conducive  to  health 
and  long  life,  provided  nature  i-  not  abused. 
A  judicious  routine  of  moderate  exercise 
t>>  conform  witli  the  habits  and  life  of  the 
individual,  avoiding  extremes  and  ex- 
cesses,  will  in  my  mind  lengthen  out  the 
-pan  of  life.  It  i-  my  pleasure  t'i  cite  some 
instances  of  longevity,  of  men  who  in- 
dulged in  what  may  be  called  violent  exer- 
cises,  in  a  purely  professional  way.  who 
were  brought  up  from  boyhood  to  perform 
hazardous  feats  that  call  for  a  co-ordina- 
tion of  the  mind  and  muscle,  and  a  strcnu- 
i  tus  actii  ni  of  the  heart  an  i  ,vho 
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lived  i"  a  ripe  age.  Here  is  a  list:  Tlios. 
Williams,  strong  man  and  cannon  ball  per- 
former, heavy  weight  lifter,  etc.,  reached  a 
good  old  age ;  I'.urnett  Runnells,  acrobat, 
reached  the  age  of  82  after  a  strenuous 
life;  John  Glenroy,  rider,  made  his  exit  at 
7?:  Barney  Carroll,  rider  went  beyond  the 
bibical  three  score  and  ten;  Levi  J.  North, 
at  S2.  a  prince  of  performers;  John  Nathan, 
rider  and  runner,  85 ;  James  Robinson, 
champion  bare-back  rider  of  the  world, 
beat  all  comers  until  after  60;  Robert  Stick- 
i.ey,  rider,  leaper  and  tumbler  in  his  six- 
ties Win.  Ducrow  and  W.  Dutton  at  the 
70  mark :  Luke  Wilson,  acrobat  and  bar 
performer  at  73  and  still  in  the  sjamc ;  like- 
wise  M.  F.  Dunn  at  63.  There  are  many 
others  some  of  whom  are  still  in  action  as 
instructors  of  physical  culture  and  gym- 
nastics. Many  of  them  have  passed  the  50 
mark.  Fresh  air,  moderate  exercise,  and 
diet.  I  find  an  excellent  road  to  good  health 
and  long  life.

Before  condemning  the  swimmers  please 
notice  the  caliber  of  the  men  they  com- 
peted against.  First,  Duke  Kahanamoku. 
The  dusky  Hawaiian  is  the  acknowledged 
champion  of  the  world.  The  Chicago  team 
representing  the  Illinois  Athetic  Club  won 
EVER  Y  NATIONAL  CHAMPION- 
SHIP in  the  east.  This  means  that  they 
defeated  the  best  swimmers  in  the  country 
in  every  distance.  When  you  consider 
that  the  Pacific  Coast  swimmers  bettered 
their  own  marks  in  competing  against  these 
invaders,  and  that  The  Olympic  Club 
was  the  first  coast  team  to  finish  in  the  re- 
lay, after  a  close  hard  fight  for  a  place  with 
the  Hui  Nalu  team  of  Honolulu,  I  think 
that  the  club  swimmers  deseive  more  than 
your  disapproval.

-i  ries  in  which  the  Olympians  had  taken 
part  and  it  proved  another  easy  step  in  the 
direction  of  the  championship.  This  was 
somewhat  surprising  to  many  because  it 
was  reported  that  the  Surf  Reach  players 
would  prove  the  most  powerful  opposition 
to  the  O.  C.  in  the  schedule.  Right  from 
the  start  it  was  apparent  that  the  visitors 
were  outclassed.  The  Olympians  proved

Olympiad 


The  war  in  Europe  reminds  us  that  the 
i  great  international  contest  will  be  held 
in  Berlin  in  1916,  where  pre- 
parations   for    the    Olympiad 
have    been    temporarily    sus- 
pended.    We  are  reminded  by  war  of  the 
Mympiad     because     the     keynote     of     the 
>lympic  Games  of  Hellas  was  internation- 
il  peace.     The  jealousies   and  quarrels  of 
:be    petty    states    were    put   to    rest   by    the 
^reclamation   of  a    universal    truce    for   a 
lime   long  enough    to   enable   not   onlv   the 
competitors  but   also  the   embassies   of  the 
several   communities     to   visit     and     return 
Vom  the  plains    of   the    Alpheus    without 
.ear    of    molestation.      They    were    a    wise 
ot,  those  ancient  Greeks,  so  wise  that  they 
utilt  up  a  tradition  from  which  it  might  be 
upposed    that    they    were    men    resembling 


the  Elgin  marbles,  that  they  debated  like 
the  controversialists  in  a  Platonic  dialogue, 
talked  like  the  protagonist-  of  a  Sophoclean 
tragedy,  and  lived  like  heroes  in  Plutarch's 
Who's  Who.  Now  the  main  objective  of 
the  founders  of  the  modern  Olympic  Games 
was  international  peace.  They  hoped  that 
the  (  llympic  movement,  under  their  guid- 
ance, would  come  to  occupy  in  modern  life 
the  place  which  the  quadrennial  assembly 
at  Elis  held  in  Hellas  under  the  guidance 
of  the  oracle  of  Delphi.  Evidently  not 
much  progress  has  been  made  in  that  direc- 
tion. As  a  matter  of  fact  our  modern  in- 
ternational games  have  served  rather  to 
promote  international  jealousies  than  inter- 
national amity.  They  have  been  accom- 
panied by  a  friction  which  has  done  much 
toward  nullifying  the  pacific  intentions  of 
the  founders.  The  games  are  not  charac- 
terized by  the  same  spirit  that  Pindar  used 
to  celebrate  in  his  lyric  odes.  There  is  loss 
of  temper  among  managers,  and  sugges- 
tions of  discourtesy  and  unfairness  in  those 
countries  whose  athletes  have  suffered  de- 
feat. However,  let  us  hope  that  in  this 
great  European  war,  good  records  may 
be  made  by  great  athletes  and  that  when 
it  is  all  over  they  will  earnestly  prepare  for 
inspiring  contests  in  the  Berlin  stadium.

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WHAT  THE  MATTER  IS  WITH  BASEBALL 


"W 


HAT  is  the  matter  with  base- 
ball"'" The  question  is  Eric 
Palmer's.  He  asks  it  in  Har- 
per's Weekly.  Eric  Palmer  has  no  copy- 
right on  this  question.  It  has  been  going 
the  rounds  of  the  Eastern  press.  Many 
writers  have  asked  it.  anil  answered  it — to 
their  own  satisfaction.  Eric  Palmer's  an- 
swer does  not  differ  much  from  the  ma- 
il >ritv  of  answers  that  have  been  given. 
"Wrangles  on  the  part  of  haughty  but 
money-foolish  magnates,  threats  by  players 
who  are  nothing  short  of  silly,  and  de- 
nunciations of  the  baseball  trust  from  the 
Ibench,  are  what  the  patrons  are  being  fed 
upon,  instead  of  wholesome  nourishment  in 
•the  form  of  hook  slides."  There  you  have 
Eric  Palmer's  theory  of  the  current  de- 
cline in  the  interest  which  the  great  Amer- 
ican public  has  been  taking  in  the  national 
game  for  fifty  years.  Like  many  other 
writers  and  some  magnates,  who  have 
rushed  into  print,  Eric  thinks  this  is  a 
critical  year  in  baseball.  Some  folks. in  this 
neck  of  the  woods  have  the  same  opinion  : 
but  a  little  while  ago  they  were  opining 
that  empty  seats  were  wholly  due  to  the 
:hange  of  grounds  which  had  resulted  in 
a  reduction  of  temperature.  They  were 
saving  that  a  colossol  blunder  had  been 
nade  in  locating  the  diamond  too  near  the 
xrean.  Xow  it  appears  'to  me  that  there 
S  a  very  simple  hypothesis  on  which  to  ac- 
count for  the  falling  off  in  receipts  at  the 
loxoffice,  and  it  is  this, — that  people  are 
Stinting  themselves  somewhat  in  the  matter 
)f  luxuries  nowadays.  Why  should  baseball 
')e  the  only  business  on  earth  to  afford  no 
ndication  of  hard  times?  Baseball  is  a 
:orm  of  amusement,  and  every  other  form 
ii  amusement  people  have  been  denying 
hemselves  by  the  thousands.  Is  it  likely 
hey  would  make  an  exception  for  the  bene- 


fit of  baseball  magnates?  There  has  been 
greater  depression  in  the  theatrical  business 
than  in  any  other.  Theatres  have  been 
cli  ised  in  all  large  cities.  A  few  months 
ago  New  York  theatre  managers  were  in 
a  panic.  They  were  sending  out  rush  or- 
ders for  companies  on  the  road  to  disband 
and  return.  Even  the  movies  have  suffered. 
Assuredly  in  the  circumstances  it  is  not  to 
be  wondered  at  that  there  has  been  a  great 
reduction  in  the  number  of  "rooters"  at 
baseball  games. 

As  to  the  conjecture  that  people  have 
lost  interest  in  baseball  because  of  the 
wrangles  between  players  and  magnates 
and  the  prominence  that  has  been  given  to 
certain  commercial  features,  it  would  seem 
that  were  the  public  influenced  by  such 
matters  the  game  would  have  been  dead 
long  ago.  Wrangles  have  been  going  on 
through  the  years.  There  has  been  whole- 
sale contract- jumping.  In  the  days  of  the 
so-called  Brotherhood  there  was  much 
scandal  in  professional  baseball,  but  the 
gate  receipts  did  not  dwindle.  There  is  but 
one  danger  that  besets  baseball,  and  that  is 
the  danger  of  public  confidence  in  the  man- 
agement petering  out.  The  game  was 
killed  in  this  city  for  a  time  when  the  pub- 
lic perceived  in  the  days  of  the  old  grounds 
in  Stanyan  street  near  Haight  that  interest 
was  being  stimulated  artificially.  The  in- 
evitable "close  finish"  at  the  end  of  the 
season  aroused  suspicion,  and  as  a  conse- 
quence the  league  went  to  pieces.  Xow  it 
may  be  that  confidence  has  somewhat  re- 
laxed in  the  East,  where  there  have  been 
rumors  of  interlocking  directorates,  but 
that  the  business  has  suffered  more  from 
hard  times  than  from  anything  else  there 
need  be  no  doubt. 
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RUGBY  MEN  START  THEIR  PRACTICE 


Milton  llaley  gathered  his  ruggers  about 
him  on  Sunday  last,  and  piloted  them  to 
the  stadium  where  he  unhitched  them  for 
the  initial  practice  game  of  the  season. 
Some  thirty  odd  players  reported  for  duty, 
thereby  proving  the  fallacy  of  the  conscript 
idea.  Not  all  of  this  number  were  seen 
in  action,  the  football  commissioner  mak- 
ing selections  here  and  there  with  a  view 
to  testing  the  general  average  of  the  tim- 
ber on  hand.  Such  practice  games  are  of 
little  use  from  the  point  of  view  of 
prophesying,  but  to  the  untutored  eye  of 
the  writer  it  did  seem  that  Mr.  Haley  had 


gathered  into  the  fold  a  number  of  ra 
speed  players  who  give  promise  of  moul 
ing  into  the  design  of  a  championsh 
team. 

In  the  scrum  the  Winged  O  rugby  team 
loomed  up  strongly,  and  with  the  necessary 
loomed  up  strong,  and  with  the  necessary 
the  assiduous  practice  that  has  been  ar- 
ranged for,  these  big  fellows  will  be  mighty 
hard  to  sway.  A  number  of  the  players 
are  men  of  reputation  in  the  game  in 
other  parts  of  the  world,  such  for  instance 
as  Bate,  who  figured  in  the  front  line-up; 
Friesell,  a  powerful  back,  from  the  Anti- 
podes ;  and  Dr.  Stolz,  who  formerly  played 
on  the  Oxford  University  fifteen. 

Under  the  direction  of  Haley  practice 
will  be  conducted  at  the  Valencia  street 
grounds  on  the  evenings  of  Monday, 
Wednesday  and  Friday,  and  any  new  talent 
cropping  up  in  the  interval  will  be  tried 
out  there  with  the  others.

INCIPIENT  GOLF 

By   Filson   Young 


I  HAVE  been  studying  the  literature  of 
golf  lately,  especially  that  part  of  it  de- 
voted to  the  instruction  of  beginners,  and 
I  am  astonished  to  find  how  little  the 
expert  seems  to  know,  or  how  much  he 
seems  to  have  forgotten.  It  is  the  begin- 
ners who  should  write  the  books  ;  it  is  they 
who  really  know  everything  about  the 
game,  though  they  cannot  play  it.  Their 
minds  are  stored  with  a  magazine  of  theory 
and  of  method  that  contains  all  the  advice 
of  all  the  experts.  That  the  expert  has  for- 
gotten all  about  the  game  except  how  to 
play  it  is  apparent  from  the  kind  of  advice 
he  invariably  gives  to  the  beginner.  There 
are  several  types  of  book  on  golf.  The 
most  familiar  one  is  the  general  book  on 
the  game  written  by  some  famous  champion. 
The  plan  of  such  books  is  always  the  same. 
There  is.  first  of  all,  a  chapter  on  the  his- 
tory and  origin  of  the  game;  and.  as  no- 
body knows  its  origin,  this  chapter  gener- 
ally consists  of  a  more  or  less  diffuse  state- 
ment of  that  fact.  The  next  chapter  is  prob- 
ably called  "The  Choice  of  Clubs."  The 
beginner  is  told  that  there  are  a  great  many 
kinds  of  clubs,  that  he  must  not  get  too 
many,   and   that    he  must   not  get   too   few. 


There  are  good  clubs  and  bad  clubs,  he  is 
told,  and  the  advice  of  the  expert  is,  all 
things  considered,  that  he  should  get  good 
ones,  but  he  had  better  put  himself  into 
the  hands  of  a  professional  and  let  him 
choose  his  clubs  for  him ;  he  will  know  bet- 
ter than  the  beginner.  It  is  from  this 
moment  that  the  repressive  and  discourag- 
ing attitude  towards  the  beginner  is  appar- 
ent. That  innocent  soul,  who  has  taken 
up  the  game  with  the  idea  of  getting  some 
pleasure  out  of  it,  is  told  pretty  roundly 
that  he  had  better  not  attempt  to  do  this 
for  a  long  time.  If  he  is  doing  anything 
pleasant  with  his  clubs,  such  as  hitting  the 
oall  with  them,  or  happily  carving  his  way 
round  the  links,  he  is  told  that  he  can  never 
learn  to  play  golf  that  way.  If  he  light- 
heartedly  wishes  to  go  and  choose  a  set 
of  handsome  clubs,  he  is  ordered  to  throw 
them  away,  and  go  and  put  himself  in  the 
hands  of  a  professional,  and  take  what  he 
is  given.  Perhaps  the  next  chapter  in  the 
hook  is  on  halls,  and  the  beginner  learns 
that  there  are  many  kinds  of  balls,  good 
and  bad.  the  chief  difference  being  that 
the  good  ones  fly  true  and  the  bad  ones] 
do  not.     Here  the  advice  as  to  clubs  is  re- 
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ver>cd.  The  beginner  must  not  buy  good 
balls;  any  old  thing  will  do  for  him.  \\  hen 
he  is  an  expert  then  he  may  put  down  on 
the  tee  a  glossy  "zone-zodiac"  or  a  shining 
"colonel ;"  in  the  meantime,  any  common, 
rough,  uninteresting  ball  will  do  for  him. 
It  i>  almost  suggested  that  it  would  Lie  bad 
for  him  to  play  with  a  good  ball.  At  any 
rate,  let  him  put  himself  in  the  hands  of  a 

1  professional,  who  will  sell  the  necessary 
balls  to  him.  The  next  chapter,  on  learn- 
ing to  play  the  game,  is,  as  a  rule,  equally 
dispiriting.  The  beginner  must  not  try 
to  play  ;  he  must  not  even  use  his  new  balls 
or  his  clubs,  or  go  on  the  links  at  all.  Let 
him  stand  in  his  own  room  and  swing  with 
an  old  umbrella  for  a  month  or  two,  when, 
if  his  spirit  be  sufficiently  broken,  he  may 
be  stood  out  in  the  corner  of  a  meadow 
with  an  old  club  and  a  gashed  ball  to  take 
his  first  lesson  in  using  the  sacred  imple- 
ments. That  is  the  burden  ;  he  must  not 
try  to  play  or  enjoy  himself;  he  must  prac- 
tice. He  is  seriously  advised  to  go  into 
some  "quiet  corner"  with  a  ball  and  a  club 
to  practice  the  same  stroke  over  and  over 
again,  replacing  the  turf  every  time,  then 
going  and  fetching  his  ball,  hitting  it  again, 
replacing  the  turf,  and  so  on — as  if  anyone 
could  continue  such  an  occupation  for  more 
than  ten  minutes  without  going  out  of  his 
mind.  The  beginner  is  told  that  the  swing 
is  everything,  and  that  the  full  swing  is 
the  supreme  joy  and  perfection  of  golf.  He 
is  also  told  that  he  must  not  attempt  to 
swing.  Let  that  be  reserved  for  the  fin- 
ished player ;  the  beginner  must  be  content 

Ilwith  something  else  which  is  never  quite 
:learly   denned,   but   it   must   be   something 

llwithout  joy  or  satisfaction  in  it.  And  there, 
uiddenly,  advice  to  the  beginner  ends.  The 
lext  chapter  is  probably  on  the  mashie.  a 
:lub  the  pupil  so  far  has  not  been  allowed 
;ven  to  buy.  with  elaborate  hints  as  to  im- 
>arting  underspin  and  cut  to  the  ball,  and 
he  different  tactics  to  be  employed  if  one 


wishes  to  play  a  stroke  of  a  hundred  yards 

or  only  of  ninety-nine.  Out  swims  the  ex- 
pert into  the  wide  sea  of  talk  and  theory, 
leaving  the  unhappy  beginner  with  a  brassie 
la  club  of  which  he  is  in  dread),  a  cleek 
I  which  he  fears  and  hates),  and  an  iron, 
whose  only  apparent  use  to  him  so  far 
has  been  as  a  turf-cutter. 

There  is  another  type  of  book,  written 
by  someone  who  has  adopted  some  patent 
grip  or  stance  of  his  own  and  won  an  open 
championship.  In  order  to  impress  his 
patent  on  the  public  he,  too,  must  write  a 
complete  book  on  the  game  of  golf,  the 
frontispiece  of  which  probably  consists  of 
a  large  photograph  of  his  hands  tied  in  a 
knot,  and  a  ground-plan  of  his  feet.  This 
contrivance  and  its  bearing  on  the  game  are 
discussed  through  some  three  hundred 
pages,  and  at  the  end  he  probably  says :  "Al- 
though this  is  the  only  correct  method  in 
golf,  I  do  not  advise  it  for  the  beginner ; 
let  him  be  content,"  etc.,  etc. 

Then  there  is  the  other  little  book  of  a 
very  disarming  kind,  and  more  dangerous 
than  any.  In  it  the  writer  seeks  to  brush 
aside  all  that  has  been  written  by  anyone 
else.  Let  the  beginner  attend  to  these  few 
simple  pages,  and  it  is  promised  that,  if  he 
does  not  become  a  champion,  he  will  at 
least  have  no  difficulty  in  acquiring  a  good 
steady  game,  and  have  a  handicap  of  not 
more  than  six.  The  student  sighs  with  re- 
lief, and  thinks  that  here,  at  any  rate,  is 
something  that  he  can  master  ;  and  it  is  a 
very  alluring  method.  The  secret  is  that 
you  are  not  to  do  anything  that  is  uncom- 
fortable; that  all  the  old  theories  and  rules 
are  wrong;  that  you  must  just  stand  com- 
fortably in  front  of  the  ball  and  hit  it. 
There  is  only  one  thing — one  tiny  little 
thing;  and  that  is  the  position  of  your  little 
toe.  If  you  are  standing  right,  and  have 
your  little  toe  in  an  easy,  natural  and  free 
position,  the  ball  cannot  help  going  straight. 
Swinging   does   not   matter,   hitting   hardly 
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matters.  "Just  attend  t<>  the  little  toe,"  the 
writer  seems  to  say,  "and  see  that  it  is 
comfortable  and  doing  what  it  likes,  and 
the  ball  must  get  up  of  itself  oft"  the  tee, 
and  fly  to  the  green,  and  drop  into  the  hole." 
And  then  he  adds:  "But  if  the  beginner 
finds  that  he  plays  better  with  the  toe  in 
a  stiff  position,  then  he  had  better  not  at- 
tempt for  the  present  to  adopt  what  is, 
nevertheless,  the  only  natural,  logical  and 
scientific  method  of  golf." 

The  time  comes  when  the  beginner  must 
put  some  at  least  of  these  theories  into 
practice ;  when,  having  got  the  professional, 
in  whose  hands  he  is  supposed  to  have 
placed  himself,  safely  out  of  the  way.  and 
bought  a  really  good  driver,  he  puts  a 
new  half-crown  ball  on  the  tee  and  pre- 
pares light-heartedly  to  enoy  himself.  It 
is  then,  of  course,  that  the  baleful  influence 
of  the  experts  begins  to  assert  itself.  He 
addresses  the  ball  and  wonders  if  he  is  in 
a  natural  position,  or.  finding  he  is  not,  de- 
cides on  one  or  other  of  the  many  stances 
laid  down,  and  realizes  for  the  first  time 
that  it  has  ii"l  occurred  to  any  of  the  book- 
writers  to  publish  photographs  of  the  ball 
and  the  club  as  they  look  from  the  player's 
point  of  view,  instead  of  from  the  onlook- 
er's. 1  le  fixes  his  eye  cm  the  white  ball  and. 
as  the  club  swings,  all  that  he  has  ever  read 
on  the  subject  rushes  through  his  mind. 
1  suppose  there  is  no  moment  so  packed 
will:  pure  mental  processes  as  that  occupied 
by  the  swing  hack  of  the  beginner's  club. 
Pages  an. I  pages  of  printed  matter  flash 
across  his  mind  like  a  line  oft  a  reel.  When 
ih.  club  i-  shoulder-high  he  ha-  decided 
to  take  Taylor's  advice:  when  it  is  at  the 
top  of  the  swing  he  thinks  that  perhaps 
Braid  is  safer  for  a  beginner;  a-  he  begins 
to  conn-  down  he  think-  of   Vaile.  and  trie- 

to  remember  what  it  was  he  said.    And  so 


packed   with  thought   has  been   this  second 
or  two  that  it  appears  to  him  like  an  agony 
has  been  endured  for  months  and  must  be 
ended  somehow,  and  that  instantly,  lest  he 
sink  under  the  torture  of  it.     And  some- 
how in  the  final  swing,  or  rather  tumble- 
down,  of  the   club,   he   remembers   with   a 
guilty  pang  that  all  is  not  as  it  should  be 
with  his  little  toe.    There  is  a  horrible  con- 
cussion, and  the  ball  is  seen  lying  twenty 
yards  away  to  the  left.     It   is  then,   from 
these   dreadful   birth-throes,    that   the   true 
golfer  begins  to  be  born.     He  snatches  up 
his  clubs  and  runs  after  the  ball  as  though 
it   meant    to    escape    his   vengeance,    deter- 
mined only  upon  one  thing,  to  hit  it,  and  to 
hit   far   away,   mentally   registering  a  vow 
that  should  he  miss  it  he  will  go  home.    He 
runs  up  to  it,  seizes  an  iron  club,  and.  with- 
out  any    thought    of    stance    or    address, 
strikes  it  hard  and  in  anger ;  and  lo,  with 
a  click  and  a  song  in  the  air  the  ball  flies 
up  and  away,  straight  and  true,  now  a  grey 
dot   against   the   sky,   now    a   running  and 
bouncing  white  spot  on  the  green  slope  a 
hundred  and  fifty  yards  ahead.     The  mur- 
derous anger  in  his  face  is  smoothed  out 
into    a    happy    smile :    he    says    to    himself, 
"I   will  do  that  again."     And  he  goes  up 
to    the   ball   and   smites   once   into   the  air 
and  then  digs  up  a  pound  and  a  half  of  turf. 
Then  he  gives  it  up,  and  does  not  care  how 
he    hits ;   and   once   more   the   ball   mounts 
like   a   lark,  and  drops  a  yard  away  from 
the  hole,  into  which  it  is  rolled  by  the  be- 
ginner's lucky  putt.     "Down  in   six,"  says 
hi-  companion  in  congratulatory  terms:  but 
in  the  private  registry  of  his  mind  the  be- 
ginner marks  it  as  three,  and  feels  that  with 
a  little  more  care  he  might  have  done  it  in 
two.     And  when  he  has  done  that  his  feet 
have  entered  upon  the  road  that  has  no  end. 
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OLYMPIANS  LOSE  TO  BARBARIANS

tTT  tIIEX   an  organization  of  any  sort 
\X/    begins   to   show    signs   of   disinte- 
*  gration     it     means     one     of     two 

things.  Under  given  circumstances  it  may 
mean  both,  that  is:  overwhelming  pres- 
sure on  the  outside  or  rupture  on  the  in- 
side. Now  which  of  these  elements  was 
responsible  for  the  temporary  disintegration 
of  The  Olympic  Club  water  soccer  team 
last  week  when  it  lost  so  decisively  to  the 
Barbarians?  Are  the  Barbarians  an  in- 
vincible combination  of  water  poloists?  We 
think  not ;  although  it  is  no  part  of  our 
business  to  belittle  their  victory  or  be- 
smudge  their  claims  to  superiority.  As  a 
simple  matter  of  fact  they  have  been  beaten 
before  by  the  Winged  O  men.  That  brings 
us  to  the  other  alternative,  that  of  disinte- 
gration within  the  home  organization. 
.Many  people  who  witnessed  the  game  de- 
clared their  inability  to  understand  how  the 
Olympians  lost,  yet  the  score.  9  goals  to 
6  in  favor  of  the  Barbs,  is  clearly  beyond 
the  sphere  of  fluke  victories.  Others,  how- 
'  ever,  with  a  keener  eye  to  essentials  ob- 
served that  the  Olympians  ceased  from 
winning  and  began  playing  a  losing  game 
at  a  particular  period,  namely,  the  com- 
mencement of  the  second  half.  At  this 
point  they  had  what  appeared  to  be  a  com- 
fortable lead  of  four  goals  to  two,  and 
there  was  no  reason  to  suppose  that  the 
margin  would  be  other  than  increased  with 
the  lapse  of  time.  The  reverse  proved  to 
be  the  case,  however,  and  before  anyone 
realized  what  was  happening  the  Barbs 
were  level  with  their  opponents  at  six  all, 
and  thereafter  the  home  team  was  demoral- 
ized. Schultz  retained  a  remnant  of  his 
form  and  plied  shot  after  shot  at  the  Barbs' 
goalkeeper  but  the  midriff  of  the  custodian 
seemed  to  have  a  magnetic  influence  upon 
the  ball  for  it  never  failed  to  land  there  fair 


and  square,  as  was  clearly  and  painfully 
testified  to  after  the  match.  Smith  seemed 
to  lose  form  altogether,  and  his  excuse 
that  he  had  not  handled  a  ball  for  a  month 
found  a  ready  acceptance.  Desch  also  gave 
a  disappointing  exhibition  in  goal,  although 
it  was  obvious  that  they  were  all  trying 
hard  enough.  Bond,  Sundmann  and 
Johannsan  suffered  from  lack  of  support, 
and  contributed  to  the  general  debacle,  if 
such  a  hysterical  word  may  be  allowed  out 
of  the  war  zone,  by  a  failure  to  observe 
the  usefulness  of  passing  the  ball.  At  the 
interval  Weisenhaven  was  dropped  for 
Hanjes  at  back  but  this  substitution  proved 
to  be  other  than  inspired,  as  the  subse- 
quent events  showed.  In  fact  it  has  been 
blamed  for  the  entire  trouble,  but  of  course 
that,  if  not  altogether  a  libel  on  the  truth, 
is  a  gross  exaggeration  of  it.  The  Bar- 
barians, on  the  other  hand,  played  a  great 
game  and  deserved  their  win.  Their  de- 
fence played  steadily,  even  in  the  first  half 
when  they  were  having  the  worst  of  the 
going,  and  later  on  their  forwards  came 
into  the  running  with  a  string  of  tallies. 
Naturally  the  Barbs  were  elated  over  their 
victory,  since  it  is  the  first  one  that  has 
been  won  at  the  expense  of  the  Olympians. 
The  teams  are  due  to  meet  again  this  week 
at  Sutro  Baths,  and  it  is  expected  that  if 
the  Olympians  lose  again  there  will  be  no 
occasion  for  dancing  round  the  cause  of  it 
like  this.  Belief  is  strong,  however,  that 
the  Winged  O  aggregation  of  water  men 
will  succeed  in  turning  the  tables  and  plac- 
ing the  Barbarians  where  they  belong  in 
the  league  schedule.

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WEEKLY  BOXING  INAUGURATED

AFTER  several  postponements,  which 
might  have  had  the  effect  of  severe- 
ly diluting  the  natural  enthusiasm 
of  club  members,  the  weekly  boxing  sched- 
ule arranged  for  some  time  ago  by  the 
Athletic  Committee,  was  inaugurated  on 
Monday  evening,  August  10th,  and  so  far 
from  acting  as  a  detriment,  the  delay  would 
almost  seem  to  have  improved  the  occasion 
by  stimulating  curiosity  and  interest. 

Eight  bouts  were  staged  in  the  centre 
of  the  gymnasium,  and  while  the  talent  was 
not  inspiring  in  every  instance  the  average 
was  relieved  frequently  by  the  work  of 
sterling  performers,  who.  with  assiduous 
effort  and  study,  will  easily  bring  credit 
to  the  club  colors  in  time.  It  was  explained 
at  the  outset  that  the  bouts  were  merely 
try-outs,  and  not  fights,  but  in  spite  of  that 
injunction  the  contestants  naturally  insist- 
ed upon  giving  of  their  very  best  with  the 
result  that  the  audience  was  kept  in  a  state 
of  constant  apprehension  lest  the  no-de- 
cision  edict  might  find  itself  flaunted  by  an 
unexpected  knockout. 

The  gymnasium  was  comfortably  filled 
wln-n  Mr.  Stanley  Fay  climbed  through  the 
ropes  to  assume  the  role  of  referee;  and 
thereafter  the  crowd  kept  pouring  in  until 
all  the  available  seating  accommodation 
was  taken  advantage  of. 

Additional  interest  was  lent  to  the  pro- 
eedings  by  the  inclusion  of  one  or  two 
outsiders  in  the  program.  These  boys 
came  up  in  order  to  display  their  talent,  and 
the  matching  of  them  not  merely  brought 
"in  their  qualities  but  those  of  their 
<  Hympic  opponents  as  well. 

Perhaps  the  besl  bout  of  the  evening  was 
a  mixed  affair  in  which  Joe  de  Salvatore  of 
the  O.  C.  boxed  three  rounds  with  K. 
«  I'Keefe,  unattached.    I  I'Keefe  proved  him- 


self a  clever  two-handed  performer  and 
made  de  Salvatore  put  all  his  goods  on 
the  counter.  The  bout  went  three  rounds, 
and  at  the  close  the  audience  evinced  their 
appreciation  in  according  each  of  the  lads 
an  ovation. 

There  was  a  little  disappointment  ex- 
pressed over  the  bout  in  which  George 
Meyers  took  part.  This  Olympian,  who 
scales- about  150  pounds,  had  to  go  on  with 
an  outsider  named  Ray  Bowman,  unattach- 
ed, and  unfortunately  Bowman  could  not 
stand  the  pace  for  more  than  half  a  round, 
at  which  point  he  was  floored.  Meyers  has 
still  to  be  tried  out,  and  a  suitable  opponent 
will  have  to  be  provided  early. 

The  general  seriousness  of  the  evening's 
entertainment  encountered  a  stroke  of  rich 
levity  in  the  bout  put  on  by  J.  Steele  and 
J.  Duffy,  both  unattached.  The  footwork 
of  Steele  was  marvellously  intricate,  and  he 
deserves  credit  for  his  equilibrium  if  not  for 
his  boxing.  Three  rounds  of  earnest  foot- 
ing was  provided  in  this  way. 

Another  attractive  event  of  a  dissimilar 
sort  however  was  that  between  the  midgets 
Kline  and  Gerhardt.  These  precocious 
pugilists  slugged  at  one  another  merrily  for 
three  rounds,  and  the  final  bell  found  one  of 
them  still  so  absorbed  in  his  work  that  he 
let  fly  a  "haymaker"  which,  happily,  failed 
to  make  connections.  These  boys  showed 
splendid  courage  under  fire  and  the  effect 
of  careful  coaching  in  the  tight  places. 

MiUon  Schmidt.  O.  C,  and  Kurt  Scham- 
her,  (  ).  C.,  went  three  fast  rounds,  fight- 
ing all  the  time.  Rud.  Illing  boxed  three 
rounds  with  A.  Mosich.  a  youngster  with 
plenty  of  courage  and  not  a  little  hitting 
ability.  Illing  however  was  a  trifle  too 
strong  for  him.  The  weight  was  122 
pounds.      Clement      Gavioti      and     George 
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Locke  put  up  an  interesting  bout,  the  for- 
mer doing  the  most  of  the  leading,  and  in- 
cidentally most  of  the  landing,  while  Locke 
improved  his  evasive  talents  t<>  some  pur- 
Sbse.  Herbert  Guptill  learned  a  tew  things 
from  \V.  1..  Bojorques  in  their  bout.  Bo- 
lorques,  who  weighs  145  pounds,  ha--  come 
on  considerably  during  the  past  few  weeks, 
lie  scored  a  clean  knockdown  in  the  third 
round  and  had  his  man  weak.

Arrangements  are  completed  for 
Holding  a  similar  entertainment  on  Thurs- 
day.

PERHAPS  you'd  be  interested  in 
the  Story  of  how  Harry  C.  (  Bud) 
Fisher  started  his  Mutt  series — that 
laugh-provoking  conception  that  is  deemed 
wonderful  not  alone  because  of  its  real 
value  a>  an  amusement  feature  but  by 
reason  of  its  long-  run,  unusual  in  these 
days  when  we  are  apt  to  flit  from  one  thing 
to  another  and  lose  no  time  about  it.  As 
you'll  likely  remember,  Bud  Fisher  several 
years  ago  was  an  artist  on  the  Chronicle, 
lie  i-  a  Chicago  boy.  raised  in  the  Hyde 
I 'ark  High  School  that  was  made  famous 
by  Walter  Eckersall,  and  came  to  San 
Francisco  just  before  the  fire  of  1906. 
Finally  Fisher  '"broke  into"  sporting  car- 
tooning, and  in  the  fall  of  '06  went  to  Benny 
Benjamin,  then  sporting  editor,  with  a  sug- 
gestion of  a  strip  for  an  "A.  Mutt"  series. 
As  originally  suggested  it  was  planned  that 
Mutt  should  bet  on  the  races  then  in  their 
prime  at  the  Emeryville  track.  Doubtless 
Fisher  secured  the  germ  of  his  idea  from 
the  cartoons  published  some  time  before 
in  Chicago  by  Briggs.  under  the  heading, 
"A.  Piker,  Clerk."  At  all  events,  the  idea 
didn't  strike  Benjamin  as  being  an  inspira- 
tion. Space  conditions  were  bad  and  the 
scheme  was  turned  down.  Bud  packed 
away  his  submitted  cartoons  and  took  the 
answer  philosophically.  I  hit  he  didn't  for- 
get. When  racing  was  resumed  in  '07, 
Fisher  returned  to  Benjamin,  and  was  so 
insistent  thai  he  was  reluctantly  accorded 
permission  to  go  ahead. 

"But  be  careful."  warned  Benny,  "for 
you  can't  have  more  than  a  five  column 
Strip  and   it   must    be   kept   within   hounds." 

Bud  promised  and  kept  his  word — for 
One  day.  The  second  morning  he  turned 
in  a  seven-column  cartoon,  and  the  "hit" 
bi  ing     instantaneous     and     so     hip     he 


had  things  very  much  his  own  way.  In 
the  course  of  time  Fisher  carried  Mutt  and 
Little  Jeff  to  the  San  Francisco  Examiner, 
and  finally  cartooned  his  way  into  New 
York  where  he  has  been  ever  since.  The 
original  A.  Mutt  has  drifted  far  from  his 
old  moorings,  but  Fisher  is  grinding  out  his 
"stuff"  with  a  regularity  that  is  astound- 
ing, for  it's  some  job  as  any  artist  will 
tell   you. 

I  have  heard  it  said  that  to  be  a  suc- 
cessful politician  a  man  must  have  a  keen 
and  retentive  memory,  and  be  able  always 
to  recall  faces  and  names.  This  is  a  facul- 
ty cultivated  by  all  men  in  public  life,  and 
there  are  some  who  make  the  mistake  of 
affecting  it.  Jim  Corbett,  I  believe,  has 
the  faculty  well  developed,  and  preens  him- 
self on  it,  so  much  so  that  when  he  is 
"stumped"  he  hasn't  the  courage  to  con- 
fess, as  an  experience  that  I  had  serves  to 
show.  It  was  several  years  ago  when  he 
was  at  the  head  of  his  own  company,  play- 
ing in  a  melodrama  in  this  city.  Between 
acts  a  number  of  sporting  writers  were  in- 
vited to  meet  Corbett  in  his  dressing  room. 
Xow  I  had  never  met  Gentleman  Jim.  but 
was  glad  of  the  opportunity.  At  the  door 
of  the  dressing  room  was  a  mass  of  floral 
offering's,  and  there  was  a  group  of  close 
friends.  Conspicuous  in  the  group  was 
Tom  Corbett.  Brother  Tom  might  have 
appropriately  been  labeled  .the  lookout 
man.  He  was  there  as  the  master  of  cere- 
monies, and  handled  his  task  to  perfection. 
The  line  of  march  gradually  found  me 
within  striking  distance.  Tom  was  all 
smiles. 

"Jim,"  he  said,  "you  know  Harry  Smith:" 

"Well,  well,"  said  Jim,  with  that  double 

handshake     peculiar    to     some     State    sen- 
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ators.  "Well,  well,  of  course.  It's  a  long 
time  since  I've  seen  you,  hut  I'd  know  you 
anywhere." 

Over  in  London,  if  on  a  crowded  street, 
an  Englishman  accidentally  collides  with 
you,  instead  of  remarking,  a  la  United 
States,  "I  beg  your  pardon,"  he  will  say. 
rry,  so  sorry."  Willie  Ritchie  had 
heard  of  this  characteristic  of  the  men  of 
the  tight  little  isle,  and  he  was  ready  for 
them.  The  tirst  time  he  was  jostled,  even 
before  the  Londoner  could  get  the  words 
out  of  his  mouth,  the  little  San  Francisco 
boxer  turned,  shook  his  finger  roguishly  in 
the  other  fellow's  face  and  challenged  him 
with,  "I  knew  you'd  he  sorry.  I  just  knew 
it."

In 
he  past  year  we  increased  our  assets  in  the 
urn  of  $25,821.08  and  decreased  our 
iabilities  in  the  sum  of  $41,220.63,  making 
in  apparent    net    gain    of    $67,041.71.     Of 


this  increase  $7,911.98  is  due  to  gifts  from 
members.  So  the  net  gain,  according  to  the 
audit  for  the  year  ending  August  31st, 
1914,  after  deducting  from  the  operating 
profits  the  reserve  for  interest  on  first  and 
second  mortgages  and  the  amount  of  an- 
nual depreciation  is  $59,129.73.  The  oper- 
ating profits  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
August  31st,  1914,  amounted  to  $93,949.16. 
The  reserve  for  interest  amounted  to  $26,- 
910.00  and  the  deduction  made  for  depreci- 
ation was  $7,909.43,  thus  leaving  the  abso- 
lute net  profit  of  $59,129.73.  It  may  be 
supposed  that  the  sum  deducted  for  depreci- 
ation is  small,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact,  all 
things  considered,  it  is  very  large,  since  the 
cost  of  renewals  and  minor  improvements 
made  during  the  year  was  charged  monthly 
to  the  operating  expense  account.  Conse- 
quently it  is  only  because  the  Directors  wish 
to  be  on  the  safe  or  conservative  side  that 
they  wrote  off  an  arbitrary  sum  for  depreci- 
ation. Perhaps  it  should  also  be  explained 
that  the  assets  given  are  exclusive  of  bad 
accounts  which  were  written  off  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

From  the  statement  for  the  month  of 
August.  1914,  it  appears  that  there  is  a 
steady  increase  in  the  various  departments 
of  the  club.  The  gross  profits  were  $7,725.- 
78.  After  deducting  the  reserve  for  in- 
terest and  also  for  the  retirement  of  the 
mortgage  indebtedness  in  twenty  years, 
the  net  gain  was  $3,816.61.  This  is  a  re- 
markable showing  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  total  amount  received  from  initiations 
was  only  $515.00.  The  Directors,  by  the 
way,  feel  that  the  membership  is  already  a 
little  beyond  the  capacity  of  the  club,  and 
are  not  encouraging  applicants  for  active 
membership.  Within  a  short  time  no  fur- 
ther applications  for  juvenile  or  junior 
membership  will  be  received.  The  total 
membership  of  all  classes  on  August  31st, 
was  3,298.

It  is  be- 
lieved that  the  number  "t'  entries  will  ex- 
ceed  eight  thousand.  Though  war  may 
n  unhappy  effect  mi  the  meeting,  the 
scope  of  it   will   remain  as  planned,  and  at 


any  rate  there  will  lie  goodly  representa- 
tion from  all  section-  of  this  country.  The 
Amateur  Athletic  Union  of  the  United 
Slate-  has  already  decided  to  hold  all  its 
national  championship  events  at  the  Ex- 
position,  and  these  are  the  blue  ribbon 
events  of  the  athletic  world.  The  Inter- 
national Olympic  Committee,  which  con- 
trols  all  modern  Olympiads,  has  conferred 
on  the  Exposition  the  right  to  hold  the 
modern  Pentathlon,  which  hitherto  has- 
been  one  of  the  exclusive  features  "t'  tin 
Olympiads.  The  greatest  long  distance 
runners  of  the  w^orld  will  be  here  for  the 
Marathon  race,  and  there  will  be  a  round- 
up of  the  strong  men  of  the  world  for 
weight-lifting  contests.  It  is  planned  to 
devote  a  week  to  Irish  sports,  and  a  week 
to  Swedish  gymnastics  and  athletics.  In 
all  probability  there  will  be  a  continuous 
performance  by  the  athletes  of  the  world 
from  the  beginning  to  the  end  of  the  Ex- 
position, and  during  all  that  period  The 
Olympic  Clcb  will  be  a  centre  of  activitiv

In  our  specialty  the  thinking  is 
done  first.  See?  Of  course  I  will  admit 
that  the  bulk  of  the  achievement  is  due  to 
the  honest  effort,  and  only  the  caption  per- 
haps due  to  the  diplomacy.  Still  we  must 
have  the  caption. 

But  to  tell  the  truth  that  was  a  great 
time  we  had  at  Berkeley  on  Saturday, 
September  19th.  The  weather  conditions 
were  ideal,  and  the  track  shaped  up  much 
better  than  I  expected,  two  facts  which  are 
agreeably  testified  to  by  the  excellent  nature 
not  merely  of  the  results  but  of  the  new 
times  set  for  particular  distances.  Can 
you  imagine  Parker  stepping  the  furlong  in 
flat  time?  Well,  he  did  it,  and  the  great 
style  in  which  he  ran  almost  recompensed 
me  for  the  uneasy  thoughts  harbored  on 
account  of  cajoling  this  latest  of  athletic 
benedicts  from  the  post  of  marital  duty. 
Let  us  hope  it  recompensed  him  also.  To 
my  mind  Parker's  feat  was  the  event  of 
the  day.  Anyone  who  can  clip  a  fifth  of  a 
second  from  Drew's  time  is  a  flyer  and  no 
mistake,  as  Mr.  Drew  is  likely  to  learn  to 
his  cost  in  the  near  future. 

In  the  century  Parker  scored  another . 
win  in  10  1-5  seconds.  With  a  better  start 
he  can  make  even  time  over  this  distance 
and  you  need  not  be  surprised  to  hear  the 
fact  chronicled  at  Fresno.  One  of  the 
beauties  of  this  race  was  that  three  Olym- 
pians finished  in  the  honored  places,  Nolan 
and  Newhoff  following  their  chief  home  at 
a  great  gait.  As  a  matter  of  fact  both 
Nolan  and  Newhoff  contributed  greatly  to 
the  victory  by  the  consistent  manner  in 
which  they  ran  into  "places"  in  the  heats 
of  the  various  events. 

And  what  about  Goeppert?  This  lad 
tore  off  the  quarter  mile  in  0:50  2-5,  just 
one-fifth  of  a  second  worse  than  the  Cali- 
fornia track  record.  His  club-mate  Sloman 
followed  him  home,  and  helped  to  pile  up 
the  points.  Goeppert  ran  the  race  of  his 
young   life,   and    it   must  be  conceded  that

better  achievements  are  still  in  him  for 
is  young  and  gathering  strength. 

I  almost  hesitate  to  speak  of  Millard  and 
Ylught.  These  two  pedestrian  giants  car- 
ried off  their  respective  events  in  inimitable 
fashion,  never  giving  their .  opponents  a 
look-in.  Millard,  as  everyone  knows,  lower-* 
ed  the  Pacific  Coast  amateur  record  for 
five  miles  by  some  28  seconds,  his  time  be- 
ing 26:00  3-5.  He  simply  shook  off  all 
opposition  and  strode  on  by  himself  as  if  the 
devil    was    behind    him.

GEORGE    PARKER 
O.     G     Champion     Sprint 
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PUGILISM  OLD  AND  NEW 


ONCE  more  sporting  reporters  have 
reviewed  the  vexed  question  wheth- 
er the  heroes  of  the  London  prize 
ring  were  more  skilful,  more  courageous 
and  enduring  than  the  modern  professors 
of  the  art  as  refined  by  the  Marquis  of 
Queensberry.  Not  a  few  writers  have  been 
arguing  that  if  a  match  could  be  made  be- 
tween, say,  Carpentier  and  Savers  the  lat- 
ter would  win  easily  whether  the  fight  were 
with  gloves  or  naked  fists. 

It  is  possible  to  challenge  this  conclusion 
both  on  general  and  on  particular  grounds. 
There  can  be  no  doubt,  to  take  the  general 
joint  of  view,  that  modern  athletes  are  su- 
perior, sometimes  vastly  superior,  to  their 
predecessors  of  the  middle  of  the  last  cen- 
ury ;  the  early  celebrities  of  the  running 
rack,  for  example,  were  quite  incapable  of 
he  performances  of  competitors  in  the  last 
Olympiad.    And,  arguing  from  the  general 

0  the  particular,  we  may  at  any  rate  insist 
hat  the  burden  of  proof  rests  with  those 
vho  would  have  us  believe  that  pugilism, 
inlike  any  other  form  of  athletics,  has  not 
dvanced  but  actually  fallen  off  in  every 
vay  since  the  days — to  which  the  blue  mists 
•f  time  lend  an  indefinable  enchantment — of 
leenan  and  Sayers,  or  of  Deaf  Burke  and 
lendigo. 

The  issue  must  be  determined,  if  possible, 
n  particular  grounds.  We  cannot  unfor- 
mately  get  Sayers  and  Carpentier  into  the 
ng  together ;  if  we  could,  it  would  be  neces- 
iry  to  settle  which  of  two  very  difficult 
ames  they  should  play  at.  Fighting  with 
ie  naked  fists  (which  was  the  profession  of 
ayers)  and  glove-fighting  (which  is  Car- 
rier's vocation)  are  more  easily  contrast- 

1  and  compared,  not  only  because  the 
oved  hand  is  a  very  different  weapon 
om  the  bare  knuckles,  but  also  because 
e  rules  were  dissimilar  in  many  all-im- 
>rtant  respects. 


Let  us,  first  of  all,  consider  the  ancient 
code.  The  first  definite  rules  were  publish- 
ed in  1743  by  the  then  champion,  Jack 
Ilroughton,  who  had  the  Duke  of  Cumber- 
land for  his  chief  backer,  and  established 
a  regular  house  of  call  known  as  the  Am- 
phitheatre for  all  persons  interested  in 
pugilism.  Those  rules  were  drawn  up  "for 
the  better  regulation  of  the  Amphitheatre, 
approved  by  the  Gentlemen,  and  agreed  to 
by  the  Pugilists."  Here  are  the  rules  which 
governed  the  actual  fighting  in  a  match : 

1.  That  a  square  of  a  yard  be  chalked  in 
the  middle  of  the  stage ;  and  every  fresh 
set-to  after  a  fall  or  being  parted  from  the 
rails  each  second  is  to  bring  his  man  to  the 
side  of  the  square  and  place  him  opposite 
to  the  other,  and  till  they  are  fairly  set-to 
at  the  lines,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the 
one  to  strike  the  other. 

2.  That,  in  order  to  prevent  any  disputes, 
the  time  a  man  lies  after  a  fall,  if  the  second 
does  not  bring  his  man  to  the  side  of  the 
square  within  the  space  of  half  a  minute,  he 
shall  be  deemed  a  beaten  man. 

4.  That  no  champion  be  deemed  beaten, 
unless  he  fails  coming  up  to  the  line  in  the 
limited  time ;  or  that  his  own  second  de- 
clares him  beaten.  No  second  is  to  be  al- 
lowed to  ask  his  man's  adversary  any  ques- 
tions, or  to  advise  him  to  give  out. 

7 .  That  no  person  is  to  hit  his  adversary 
when  he  is  down,  or  seize  him  by  the  ham, 
the  breeches,  or  any  part  below  the  waist; 
a  man  on  his  knees  to  be  reckoned  down. 

The  gist  of  the  "London  Rules,"  which 
governed  the  famous  battles  of  the  19th 
century,  is  found  in  this  early  code ;  the 
period  of  recuperation  after  one  man  (or 
boy)  had  gone  down  was  increased  to  one 
minute.  Broughton's  square  became  "the 
scratch,"  or  a  mere  line,  and  minor  allevi- 
ations were  enacted  such  as  that  which  per-

used  tn  he.  ami  as  it  now  abounds  in 
musicians  ami  vocalists  it  has  been  sug- 
gested that  the  long  neglected  lyric  gem  be 
revived.  The  suggestion,  it  is  but  fair  to 
saw  emanated  from  that  distinguished 
lover  of  art  and  enthusiastic  dilletante  John 
Farley,  himself  no  mediocre  interpreter  of 
the  Italian  and  German  masterpieces,  not 
to  mention  the  Celtic  "comeallyes."  Col- 
onel Farley  is  among  other  things  an  en- 
thusiastic archaelogist,  and  some  time  ago, 
to  be  precise,  shortly  after  the  big  fire, 
while  digging  among  the  ruins  of  the  old 
club  building  in  quest  of  fragments  of  art 
treasures  he  found  a  scrapbook  that  had 
miraculously  escaped  the  fire.  In  this  scrap- 
book  was  pasted  a  newspaper  clipping  by 
which  was  preserved  the  old  song,  written 
it  appears  by  the  beloved  Bohemian  poet 
Daniel  O'Connell  for  the  celebration  given 
by  the  club  when  it  took  possession  of  the 
old  building  January  2nd,  1893.  This  is 
the  song : 

From  the  great  past,  renowned  in  song  and 
story, 
Come  the  shades  of  the  valiant  who  have 
boldly  proved  their  might : 
Then   men   who  have  won  the  wreath,   the 
laurel  wreath  of  glory,

Centuries  have  gone,  and  we,  wdio  in  these 
latter  ages 
For  the  crown  of  laurel  struggle,   meet 
foe  in  better  mood; 
We  battle  for  supremacy,  yet  in  our  his- 
tory's pages, 

May   rest  no  vengeful   records  of   rage, 
and  wrath,  and  blood. 

Ours  is  still  the  mission,  man's  vigorous  life 
improving,

To  prove  that  strength  opposed  to  strength 
is  not  opposed  to  loving,

The  music  for  this  song  was  composed 
by  Dr.  J.  Humphrey  Stewart,  but  alas!  itl 
has  not  survived  the  ravages  of  time.  At 
least  there  is  no  copy  of  it  hereabouts.  And 
Colonel  Farley  has  forgotten  the  tune  and 
lost  the  knack  of  improvisation.

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THE  "NOBLE"  ART

1AM  tempted  to  begin  this  article  by  ask- 
ing a  question,  not  from  any  high- 
souled  motive  of  curiosity,  but  with  the 
very  low-souled  intention  of  filling  space; 
..iu  pf  those  dangerous  and  perhaps  fatuous 
Oflestions  with  a  train  of  derivative  queries. 
In  popular  parlance,  who  is  the  guy  that 
put  nobility  in  the  art  of  self-defence,  and 
innocently  or  deliberately  led  to  the  incor- 
poration of  the  most  exclusive  of  adjectives 
in  the  polite  cognomen  of  boxing,  "the  noble 
art  of  self-defence"? 

Did  you  ever  hear  of  the  noble  art  of 
music,  or  the  noble  art  of  painting,  or  of 
sculpture?  No,  and  why?  Simply  because 
it  is  not  their  function  to  be  noble.  True, 
imprehend  nobility,  but  none  the  less 
true  they  comprehend  a  variety  of  other 
and  widely  divergent  qualities.  Rodin  has 
been  censured  for  the  magnificent  vulgarity 
of  his  figures  :  modern  painting  is  immersed 
in  the  intricacies  of  sartorial  decoration  ;  and 
music  is  a  polyandrous  jade.  Yet  no  one 
denies  that  art  is  implicit  in  all  of  these. 

See    how    the    question    expands.     Then 
who  is  the  wondrous  guy  that  gave  to  box- 
ing an  appellation  that  places  it  above  the 
adjectival  aspirations  of  the  triumvirate  of 
arts,  and  accords  to  the  meanest  frame-up 
i  record  among  the  immortal  jousts  of  time. 
It  certainly  was  not  the  original  Damoxen- 
is,  nor  the  original  Kreugas,  for  it  is  evi- 
lent  that  they  were  more  artful  than  noble. 
lespite    the    "bunk    fighting    posture"    at- 
ributed  to  them   by  a   recent  historian   of 
tank  fighting.     And  one  hesitates  to  accept 
he  emasculated  revival  of  these  immortals, 
vherein  Edward  O'Day.  with  a  faculty  for 
wisting  the  neck  of  history  until  it  looks 
ike  a   bas-relief   of   his   ethical   standards. 
Iresses    them    up    in    his    special    brand    of 
wentieth  century  morality  and  places  them 
i   the   "conventional"    fourth    act    setting. 


with  tear--,  forgiveness,  reconciliation,  and 
flub-dub,  blotting  out  the  memory  of  the 
glorious  past. 

No,  we  will  have  to  go  further  than  the 
Club  ball  to  find  the  truth,  and  that  is  un- 
fortunate since  it  limits  its  discovery  to  the 
very  few.  Again  it  is  unfortunate  as  it 
would  prove  such  an  admirable  conversa- 
tional introduction  to  be  able  to  lean  against 
Damoxenus,  let  us  say,  indulgently  meas- 
ure his  ankle  with  our  glowing  palm  and 
repeat  unaffectedly  such  a  line  as:  "Yes, 
this  is  the  fellow  that  put  the  nobility  in 
the  art  of  self-defence."  Can  you  imagine 
the  vistas  of  thought,  and  the  streams  of 
talk  that  such  a  statement  will  evoke  ? 

Ah,  you  would  suggest  that  the  adjective 
was  applied  because  at  one  time  boxing  was 
generally  patronised  by  the  nobility.  Well 
and  good,  but  that  is  altogether  too  obvious 
for  my  purpose.  If  I  had  entertained  that 
notion  for  an  instant  I  would  have  been 
able  to  dispose  of  the  question  with  reason- 
able satisfaction  in  a  sentence,  and  I  have 
to  fill  a  page.  See  how  the  question  ex- 
pands. 

Having  now  approached  within  measur- 
able distance  of  the  subject  I  will  announce 
it.  It  deals  with  the  special  boxing  and 
wrestling  tournament  held  by  the  Club  on 
the  evening  of  August  28.  On  that  occa- 
sion it  was  demonstrated  that  nobility  or  no 
nobility  the  art  of  self-defence  occupies 
a  proud  place  in  the  affections  and  interests 
of  Olympians.  Seldom  if  ever  has  the 
gymnasium,  in  its  auditorium  guise,  housed 
a  greater  crowd,  and  certainly  never  was 
there  a  better  entertainment  submitted  for 
the  delectation  of  the  Club  fight  fans,  not 
to  mention  the  wrestling  fans,  if  there  is 
such  a  species  extant. 

The  program  consisted  of  seven  boxing 
bouts  and   four  wrestling  matches,  and  in 
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practically  every  event  interest  was  sustained 
at  the  highest  point.  The  matching  of  the 
boxers  was  left  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  George 
Green,  and  that  of  the  wrestlers  in  the 
hands  of  Mr.  Miehling,  and  it  must  be  con- 
ceded that  they  discharged  their  work  in  a 
manner  that  produced  the  best  possible  re- 
sults. 

Strangely  enough  there  was  only  one 
knock-out  recorded,  and  it  occurred  in  the 
first  bout,  that  between  George  Locke  of 
The  Olympic  Club  and  J.  Duffy,  unat- 
tached. Duffy  was  outclassed  from  the 
start  and  after  sustaining  two  knockdowns 
was  counted  out.

In  the  second  bout  an  outsider  in  the  per- 
son of  Louis  Vincent  beat  R.  C.  Nolan,  O. 


C,  to  the  decision.  Vincent  started  off 
best  and  rattled  up  a  good  lead  before 
Nolan  found  his  gait.  In  the  last  period 
Nolan  was  making  up  the  deficit  but  his 
effort  came  too  late  to  discount  the  margin 
by  which  Vincent  held  him  at  the  outset. 

A.  P.  Rhodes  and  W.  L.  Bojorques,  both 
of  the  O.  C.,  clashed  in  the  next  bout. 
Rhodes  belongs  to  Foster's  squad  of 
pedestrians,  but  he  has  a  predilection  in 
favor  of  boxing,  of  which  it  is  to  be  feared, 
his  defeat  at  the  hands  of  Bojorques,  will 
not  entirely  cure  him.  The  lads  boxed  at 
145  pounds.  There  was  little  between 
them,  but  that  little  was  in  favor  of  Bo- 
jorques who  preserved  a  better  style,  al- 
though he  landed  with  scarcely  more  reg- 
ularity than  did  his  opponent. 

The  bout  between  Fritz  Illing  and  II.  S. 
Guptill,  also  O.  C.  boys,  sent  the  boxing 
stock  of  the  Club  soaring.  Both  boys  dis- 
played fine  skill,  and  revealed  a  nice  assort- 
ment of  punches.  At  the  end  of  the  stat- 
utory three  rounds  the  judges  could  not 
separate  them,  and  in  the  extra  round  Gup- 
till put  in  an  extra  spurt  and  earned  the 
decision. 

Another  great  bout  was  staged  when  A. 
F.  Mosich,  O.  C,  went  in  against  M.  N. 
Clark.  Clark  had  already  won  a  wrestling 
bout  over  an  opponent  of  superior  bulk  and 
his  appearance  in  the  ring  with  the  gloves 
for  a  try  after  another  medal  evoked  the 
applause  of  the  house  at  the  start,  which 
was  doubled,  when  at  the  end  of  an  extra 
round,  he  was  awarded  the  decision.  The 
boys  fought  a  ding-dong  battle  from  the 
first  gong,  and  the  fortunes' of  battle  fav- 
ored first  one  and  then  the  other.  Clark 
landed  the  cleaner  punches,  although  Mo- 
sich seemed  to  land  the  heavier  ones. 

Carl  Andres,  one  of  the  O.  C.  juniors,  op- 
posed Carroll  Searls,  O.  C,  in  the  next  bout 
and  ran  him  to  a  close  decision.  Andres 
was  the  sturdier  of  the  two  and  showed 
good    style,    but    the    experience   of   Searls 
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helped  him  to  maintain  a  slight  lead  over 
the  youngster. 

The  last  bout  was  that  between  George 
Meyers,  O.  C,  and  Ward  Cox,  then  unat- 
tached, but  now  happily  attached  to  the  O. 
£  Meyers  had  been  touted  as  the  best  boy 
if  hi>  weight  in  the  Club  prior  to  the  bout, 
iTn  1  (  "\  was  expected  to  offer  him  another 
lazanl  in  his  career,  so  that  their  appear- 
mce  in  the  stellar  role  justified  the  interest 
lisplayed  by  the  members.  The  boys 
weighed  at  156  and  in  the  ring  they  looked 
•verily  matched.  After  a  round  of  fibbing 
Uld  feinting  Meyers  opened  up  and  started 
hings.  Cox  stayed  with  him  at  a  fast  clip, 
nit  at  the  end  of  the  round  it  was  apparent 
hat  Meyers  had  the  edge.  In  the  third 
•ound  he  continued  to  land  on  Cox's  face 
vith  a  good  left  and  at  the  close  there  was 
10  demur  at  the  judges'  decision  in  favor  of 
he  Olympian. 

In  the  wrestling  events  one  or  two  sur- 
irises  were  sprung  which  greatly  delighted 
he  crowd.     For  instance,  in  the  first  match 


young  Brown,  a  Club  junior,  threw  E.  A.

OLYMPIAN  POLOISTS  TURN  TABLES 


HATS  off  to  The  Olympic  Club 
water  soccer  team ! 
After  tasting  the  bitterness  of  de- 
eat  at  the  hands  of  the  Barbarians  some 
ime  ago.  which  defeat  was  commented 
ipon  somewhat  splenetically  in  these  pages, 
lie  team  avenged  the  insult  to  its  dignity 
>y  taking  the  Barbs  into  camp  at  their  next 
Meting  to  the  tune  of  nine  goals  to  five. 
Ve  knew  it  could  be  done  all  along,  and 
ihile  our  adverse  comments  may  prevent  us 
rom  laying  claim  to  the  powers  of  proph- 
cy  in  the  matter  in  a  public  way,  we  freely 
itimate  that  in  private  we  are  delighted 
,ith  ourselves  as  prognosticators. 

Nine  goals  to  five  is  quite  a  tidy  beating 
-t  it  be  remembered,  and  in  addition  to 
^habilitating  the  team  with  its  traditions,  it 
•ill  doubtless  have  the  effect  of  discovering 


to  the  boys  that  their  most  difficult  oppon- 
ents are  their  own  lackadaisical  habits. 
Naturally,  upon  the  return  engagement,  the 
club  boys  were  keen  to  reverse  the  score 
which  enabled  the  Barbs  to  soar  into 
sublime  altitudes  of  pride  and  confidence 
for  a  brief  period,  and  that  very  keenness, 
for  a  time,  marred  their  play,  with  the  re- 
sult that  at  the  interval  the  Barbs  led  the 
way  by  five  goals  to  four. 

Not  a  heart  was  dismayed,  however,  by 
this  condition  of  affairs,  and  upon  the  re- 
sumption the  Olympians  started  in  at  a  great 
gait  to  overcome  the  lead  against  them  and 
to  establish  a  margin  of  credit  for  them- 
selves. In  the  first  minute  of  play  the  teams 
\\ere  on  an  even  basis,  and  thereafter  the 
Barbs  slowly  lost  their  pace  while  the 
Winged  O  contingent  seemed  to  enlist  new 
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from  unknown  sources.  Schultz 
and  Smith  led  the  attack  and  it  proved  ir- 
resistible, as  the  gratifying  score  of  nine 
to  five  indicates.  N  it  once  in  this  period  of 
play  did  the  Barbs  score  a  point.  Now  and 
then  they  rallied  desperately  but  the  defense 
of  the  Clympians  was  all  over  Litem. 

\\  hen  it  was  all  over  there  was  no  dispute 
a>  to  the  merit  of  the  victory  and  the  Barbs 
[reel)  admitted  that  they  had  been  bested 
on  the  level.  The  game  was  fraught  with 
the  usual  crop  of  disagreements  with  the 
derisions  of  the  referee,  which  of  course 
survived  the  game  and  provided  animated 
discussions  in  the  dressing  rooms.  One  case 
in  particular  arrested  attention.  Just  at  the 
interval  the  Olympians  scored  and  the  point 
was  disallowed  on  the  ground  that  the 
whistle  had  sounded  before  the  ball  was 
through  the  posts.  On  the  other  hand  it 
was  contended  that  the  ball  was  through  be- 


fore the  time  was  called.  Frankly  speaking 
there  was  something  to  be  said  for  both 
sides,  and  to  have  awarded  the  point  to  the 
O.  C.  would  have  been  an  equal  hardship 
upon  the  Barbs  as  the  denying  of  it  was  to 
the  Olympians.  I  lappily  that  point  was  not 
the  pivot  on  which  the  game  turned. 

<  )ne  purpose  it  serves,  however,  is  to 
raise  the  question  of  refereeing,  and  not 
merely  the  refereeing,  but  the  application 
of  the  rules  of  the  game.  To  anyone  who 
witnesses  one  of  those  league  games  it  is 
clear  that  flagrant  liberties  are  taken  with 
the  interpretation  of  the  rules,  and  it  is 
just  about  time  that  some  steps  wore  taken 
towards  the  appointemnt  of  properly  qual- 
ified referees,  unaffiliated  with  any  club,  and 
more  interested  in  the  game  itself  than  in 
the  conventional  victory  or  defeat  of  any 
team.

mitted  the  ropes  to  be  cut  down  when  one 
man  was  holding  the  other's  head  over 
them  and  gradually  strangling  him.  Hit- 
ting below  the  belt  was,  of  course,  from  the 
first  forbidden;  the  iniquity  of  it  was  so 
well  understood  that  Uroughton  does  not 
even  forbid  the  worst  of  fouls  in  his  pithy 
rules.  Wrestling  was  permitted,  providing 
no  hold  below  the  waist  was  taken;  trip- 
pin-  was  legal  and  the  winner  in  a  wrest- 
ling bout  could  fall  on  his  man  as  heavily 
as  possible— indeed,  this  was  an  important 
point  of  all-round  proficiency.  A  fall  end- 
ed the  round,  and  a  fighter  could  fall  when 
he  liked,  for  it  was  legitimate  tactics  to 
go  down  to  avoid  punishment. 

A  round  might  last  10  seconds  or  10 
minutes,  for  as  short  or  as  long  a  time,  in 
point  of  fact,  as  the  men  chose  to  go  on 
fighting.  When  John  L.  Sullivan  and 
Charley  Mitchell  fought  under  P.  R.  rules 
at  Chantilly  in  1888  the  first  round  lasted 
7  minutes  7  seconds,  the  second  50  seconds, 
and  the  third  3  minutes  20  seconds.  In 
some  of  the  early-Victorian  fights  rounds 
were  prolonged  for  20  minutes  and  more. 
Butting,  elbow-thrusting  and  shouldering 
were  not  forbidden;  there  is  at  least  one 
instance  of  an  old-style  contest  in  which 
an  adroit  butt  to  the  solar  plexus  was  the 
crowning  mercy.  Indeed,  the  upper-cut 
was  invented  to  discourage  those  who 
!  their  heads"  in  a  very  different  sense 
to  that"  attached  to  the  phrase  by  modern 
critics  of  boxing. 

The  long  rest  allowed  after  a  knock- 
down blow  and  the  right  to  go  down  to 
avoid  punishment  made  it  much  easier  for 
the  bare  knuckle  fighters  to  prolong  a  fight 
than  is  the  case  with  their  successors.  The 
number  of  knock-nuts  in  the  record  of  a 
in  idern  boxer  would  be  mightily  diminsh- 
(I  if  a  whole  minute,  or  even  half  a  minute, 
were  allowed  for  a  fallen  antagonist's  re- 


covery. The  ancient  battles  often  went  on 
hour  after  hour  until  the  two  men  were 
too  tired  to  deliver  an  effective  blow. 

In  comparing  the  demands  on  physical 
endurance  of  the  "London  Rules"  and 
those  which  govern  modern  boxing,  it 
would  appear  that  in  many  respects  the 
older  game  was  less  exacting.  If  the  old 
practitioners  had  to  combine  the  hardships 
of  wrestling  that  is,  clinching  pressed  to 
its  logical  ending  in  a  fall  with  those  of 
fighting  with  bare  knuckles,  they  were  not 
compelled  to  get  up  in  10  seconds— unless 
relieved  by  the  gong  marking  the  con- 
clusion of  a  round — after  having  been 
knocked  down,  and  they  could  make  the 
round  as  short  as  they  liked  instead  of  be- 
ing bound  to  go  on  hitting  and  being  hit 
and  rushing  up  and  down  and  in  and  out 
for  three  whole  minutes.  The  average 
time  of  the  rounds  in  the  Langham-Orme 
fight  was  about  40  seconds — a  fact  which 
must  be  carefully  considered.  The  differ- 
ence of  the  strain  and  stress  of  an  old 
P.  R.  battle  and  of  a  modern  boxing  con- 
test was  not  unlike  the  difference  in  the 
case  of  sprinting  a  quarter-mile  at  full 
speed  and  running  over  a  long  distance 
with  as  many  short  rests  as  you  choose  to 
take. 

Again,  the  difference  between  the  two 
weapons — the  bare  fist  and  the  gloved  hand 
—is  not  altogether  in  favor  of  the  modern 
game  and  its  players.  The  former  pro- 
vided a  blunt,  cutting  edge;  it  produced 
much  more  bloodshed  and  more  sharply- 
defined  bruises.  But  bare-knuckle  blows,  if 
they  hurt  the  recipient  more  acutely,  had 
not  the  dazing  effect  of  the  constant  buffet- 
ing from  a  gloved  hand,  which  distributes 
the  shock  of  impact  more  widely  over  the 
surface  nerves.  Roughly  speaking,  the  dif- 
ference is  the  same  as  that  between  the 
impact  of  a  stick  and  of  a  sandbag. 

Another  point  to  be  considered  is  that  a 
boxing-glove,  especially  if  bandages  which 
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were  unknown  to  the  P.  R.  heroes  arc  also 
Bed,  protects  the  hand  of  the  wearer  as 
well  as  the  face  of  the  man  who  is  being 
Bounded.  It  enables  the  wearer  to  use 
many  blows — such  as  hooked  hits  and  full 
swings — which  could  only  be  employed  by 
the  old-style  fighter  at  the  risk  of  knocking 
up  his  hand.  The  latter  avoided  hitting  the 
iNiny  portions  of  his  opponent's  anatomy; 
his  attack  was  concentrated  on  the  softer 
parts,  such  as  the  nose  and  the  upper  cheek 
and  the  middle  body-section  where  the  ribs 
fall  away.  "Bunging  his  peepers,"  to  use 
the  ancient  argot,  often  brought  victory  to 
the  bare-knuckle  artist. 

It  is  not  easy  to  gauge  the  skill  of  the 
old  pugilists.  The  best  of  them  were  ex- 
pert  wrestlers   in   the   North-country   style, 


and  this  branch  of  their  technique  must 
have  interested  the  spectators.  But  the  P. 
R.  chronicles,  being  for  the  most  part  writ- 
ten by  picturesque  reporters  with  a  mania 
for  metaphor  and  decorative  verbiage,  tell 
us  very  little  about  the  science  of  their  ar- 
tistrv.  We  know  that  they  used  the  solar 
plexus  blow,  but  cannot  say  wdiether  the 
"shift"  was  part  of  their  practice.  Prob- 
ably it  was ;  the  best  of  them  mixed  good 
brains  with  their  pugilism.  They  do  not 
seem  to  have  used  the  knock-out  blow  to 
the  point  of  the  chin,  perhaps  because  of 
the  great  difficulty  of  securing  an  accurate 
impact.  This  blow  is  infinitely  easier  with 
the  gloved  hand. 

It  is  not  a  subject  to  discuss  dogmatically, 
but,  if  Sayers  and  Carpentier  could  be 
matched  under  Queensberry  rules,  the  lat- 
ter's  greater  variety  of  tactics  would  give 
him  an  almost  certain  victory.  On  the 
other  hand,  with  a  couple  of  months'  prac- 
tice, he  might  hold  his  own  fairly  well  un- 
der the  old-style  code.  The  literary  men 
who  wish  to  contradict  these  conclusions 
must  first  acquire  some  knowledge  of  the 
two  games  in  question.  At  present,  to 
judge  by  their  descriptions  of  old  and  new 
pugilism,  they  have  no  right  to  make  crit- 
ical comparisons.

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mulated  by  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union. 
\\  i  refer  to  the  gentlemen  who  dissented 
at  the  recent  boxing'  tournament  from  the 
judgments  rendered  by  three  past-masters 
of  the  exhilarating  art  of  self-defense — 
lliib  McArthur,  Jack  Kitchen  and  Stanley 
Fay.  J  n  the  presence  of  so  much  expert 
knowledge  as  this  trio  embodies  it  ought 
to  be  easy  for  the  average  Olympian  to 
suspect  his  own  judgment,  but  it  was 
evident  enough  on  the  occasion  of  the 
tournament  that  reputation  and  prestige 
had  little  effect  on  the  spectators.  As  they 
viewed  the  contests  from  the  standpoint  of 
professionalism,  there  was  naturally  a  great 
difference  of  opinion  between  the  officials 
and  the  non-officials,  with  the  result  that 
sentiment  was  boisterously  expressed.  Now, 
according  to  the  amateur  rules  manifesta- 
tions of  brute  strength  are  of  little  conse- 
quence. The  object  of  these  rules  is  to 
exalt  technique.  The  question  for  the 
judges  to  solve  is  not  Which  man  received 
the  more  severe  punishment?  Nor  is  it  a 
question  as  to  which  man  has  the  greater 
endurance.  It  might  be  apparent  that  one 
man  could  not  survive  an  extra  round,  yet 
his  opponent  might  be  entitled  to  the  decis- 
ion. "In  amateur  athletics,"  says  the  Ama- 
teur Athletic  Union,  "the  decision  shall  be 
made  in  favor  of  the  competitor  who  dis- 
plays the  best  style  and  obtains  the  greatest 
number  of  points."  The  points  are  for 
attack  and  defense.  For  attack  the  points 
are  "direct  clean  hits  with  the  knuckles  of 
either  hand  on  any  part  of  the  front  or 
sides  of  the  body  above  the  belt."  The 
I" lints  to  be  made  in  defense  are:  "Guard- 
ing, slipping,  ducking,  counter-hitting  or 
getting  away."  When  points  are  evenly 
divided  the  decision  must  be  given  to  the 
man  who  did  the  most  leading.  Unless  an 
actual  knockout  is  achieved  there  is  no 
special  advantage  to  be  gained  from  slug- 
ging. A  blow  cleanly  landed  counts  as 
much    as    any    other,    irrespective    of  the 


force  behind  it.  These  being  the  rules,  of 
course  they  must  be  adhered  to.  As 
judges  are  not  to  be  held  responsible  for 
the  rules,  it  is  hardly  fair  to  abuse  them 
for  enforcing  the  rules. 


Something   worse    than    a    cramp    may 
happen  to  a  swimmer,  and  not  all  deaths  in 
the  water  are  the  result  of

drowning  in  the  ordinary 
acception  of  the  term. 
Vestibular  irritation  is  not  infrequently 
the  cause  of  death,  and  as  it  may  be  easily 
avoided  we  would  impress  swimmers  with 
the  importance  of  precaution.  Not  all 
swimmers  are  doctors,  and  therefore  it 
may  be  well  to  expound  vestibular  irrita- 
tion. It  is  an  irritation  that  occurs  in  the 
inner  ear  where  there  is  what  is  called  the 
vestibular  nerve.  It  renders  a  swimmer 
helpless.  He  can  neither  swim  nor  reach 
the  surface.  When  a  swimmer  is  seized 
with  vestibular  irritation  he  makes  motions 
but  to  no  purpose,  for  there  is  complete 
loss  of  orientation.  Presently  a  rotary 
reaction  occurs,  the  swimmer  turning  on  hi? 
own  axis.  According  to  a  writer  in  The 
Medical  Record  of  New  York  this  fatal 
irritation  is  caused  by  the  penetration  of| 
cold  water  into  the  ear.  It  is  a  menace: 
chiefly  to  persons  with  perforated  ear-; 
drums,  but  as  divers  may  suffer  an  acute 
traumatic  perforation  in  the  water  they 
should  beware  of  the  danger  of  vestibular 
irritation  and  close  the  vestibule  with  a 
package  of  cotton. 


Swimmers  will  doubtless  be  pleased  tc 
learn  that  there  is  no  more  danger  of  in- 
fection in  the  club  tank  thar 
there  is  in  the  deep  blue  sea 
As  a  matter  of  fact  the  sail 
water  in  our  tank,  by  fre- 
quent renewals  and  use  of  the  circulating 
system,  has  been  kept  as  free  from  infec

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tion  un  was  hitherto  possible,  but,  thanks 
to  science,  the  danger  of  infection  has 
lieen  reduced  almost  to  an  irreducible 
minimum.  We  now  have  what  is  known 
as  the  chlorine  treatment  for  disinfecting 
swimming  tanks   and   purifying   water.      A 


solution  of  chlorine  is  injected  into  the 
circulating  system,  and  lo ;  the  bad  bacilli 
vamoose  the  tank.  The  efficacy  of  this 
treatment  is  guaranteed  by  the  city's  Health 
Department,  which  lequires  the  adoption  of 
it  in  all   public  swimming  tanks.

THE  PRIZE-FIGHT  LAW

\\  hat  effect,  if  any,  will  the  anti-prize- 
fight legislation,  carried  at  the  recent  gen- 
eral election  and  soon  to  become  a  law, 
iiave  upon  the  amateur  boxing  game  in 
:he  state?  The  question  was  asked  the 
Jther  day  where  fans  of  fistiana  congre- 
gate and  apparently  is  a  topic  of  discus- 
sion. It  is  generally  recognized,  of 
'ourse,  that  the  new  law  will  not  inter- 
ere  with  the  boxing  game  in  amateur- 
lorn.  Indeed  it  provides  for  four-round 
•ncounters  in  the  event  of  three  rounds 
•eing  deemed  insufficient  by  the  judges. 
t  is  further  particularly  provided  that 
here  shall  be  no  bandages  (which  is  not 

good  clause)  and  that  by  way  of  com- 
pensation, the  boxers  shall  receive  tro- 
phies of  no  greater  value  than  $35.

The  question  hinges  on  the  all-impor- 
tant point  of  whether  professional  box- 
ing is  a  help  or  a  hindrance  to  the  simon 
pure,  amateur  article.  Critics  differ. 
Some  are  of  the  opinion  that  amateur 
bouts  will  be  in  for  a  boom.  Others  who 
have  long  been  associated  with  the  fight- 
ing game,  as  it  is  known  here  in  the 
West,  argue  that  without  the  incentive 
in  the  prospect  of  becoming  purse-win- 
ners the  interest  in  boxing  as  a  sport  will 
languish  and  finally  die.  To  the  writer's 
way  of  thinking,  this  is  not  at  all  the 
case  and  with  such  clubs  as  the  Olympic, 
where  the  game  of  give  and  take  is  fos- 
tered on  a  high  plane,  there  should  he  a 
tendency  to  increase  the  quality  as  well

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BOXING  CHAMPIONSHIPS  NEXT  MONTH 


Application  has  been  made  to  the  P.  A. 
of  the  A.  A.  I  .  for  the  boxing'  champion- 
ships of  1('14  to  be  brought  off  in  THE 
Olympic  Club,  and  already  arrangements 
are  under  way  to  stage  the  bouts  on  the 
17th,  18th  and  19th  of  December.  Orig- 
inally it  was  intended  to  pull  off  the  cham- 
pionships earlier  in  the  month,  but  in  view 
of  other  attractions  it  was  decided  to  post- 
pone them  until  the  dates  mentioned.  A 
long  entry  list  of  competitors  is  expected, 
and  it  is  believed  that  the  three  dates  es- 
tablished will  be  more  than  fully  occupied  in 
eliminating  the  losers  and  working  up  to  the 
top-notchers.  However,  should  the  three 
days  not  be  necessary  one  of  them  can 
easily  be  dropped.  The  boxers  of  The 
Olympic  Club  have  been  made  aware  of 


the  dates,  and  most  of  them  are  gradually 
working  into  shape.  As  a  preparatory 
measure  a  series  of  try-outs  will  be  held  in 
the  gymnasium  on  Saturday,  November 
28th.  In  connection  with  the  champion- 
ships it  may  as  well  be  stated  here  that  the 
weights  are  as  follows :  Bantamweight,  10& 
pounds;  featherweight,  115  pounds;

There  is  something 
ntimate  about  the  thumb-marks  of  the  mul- 
itude  that  have  preceded  you  in  the  perusal 


of  an  old  book ;  these  Bertillon  marks  of 
culture  which  we  imagine  as  bespeaking  the 
exclusive  pride  of  literature. 

And  it  is  just  of  such  books  that  we  have 
to  treat  on  this  occasion.  Through  the 
courtesy  of  Mr.  A.  G.  Fisk  the  club  library 
has  been  enriched  by  some  twelve  volumes, 
all  boasting  the  common  bond  of  age  and 
the  sanctified  odor  of  preciosity. 

Without  exception  they  have  adorned  the 
mental  atmosphere  of  some  old  library  for 
over  a  hundred  years,  which  fact  of  itself 
places  them  in  a  period  of  intense  historical 
and  social  interest,  but  when  it  is  considered 
that  they  treat  of  problems  and  conditions, 
the  outpourings  of  which  are  even  now  en- 
gaging the  rapt  attention  of  the  world  at 
large,  their  value  transcends  estimation. 

Taking  them  in  the  order  in  which  they 
come  to  hand  there  is  first  of  all  the  "Re- 
view of  Constitutions"  in  two  volumes  by 
M.  De  La  Croix.  These  volumes,  whicii 
comprise  a  series  of  lectures,  cover  an  im- 
mense  field   of   detailed   knowledge   of  the 
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domestic  history  of  Europe  as  it  was  viewed 
a  century  ago,  and  a  study  of  their  ele- 
ments will  do  much  to  familiarise  the  out- 
sider with  the  many,  apparently  exotic,  ideas 
and  conventions  that  baffle  the  all-compre- 
hending nationalism  of  the  American. 

"Picture  of  Paris"  by  M.  Mercier,  also 
in  two  volumes,  is  an  interesting  and  in- 
timate account  of  the  French  capital  after 
the  great  revolution,  and  is  in  supplement 
of  the  series  of  books  which  Mr.  Mercier 
devoted  to  the  Paris  under  the  Monarchy. 
There  is  an  obvious  abandonment  of  preju- 
dice in  the  treatment  of  the  subject  which 
does  credit  to  the  disinterestedness  of  the 
author  in  dealing  with  an  enterprise  so 
momentous  in  its  results  and  yet  so  in- 
dividual in  its  appeal. 

Of  more  purely  historical  value  are  the 
three  volumes  on  Charles  V  by  William 
Robertson  of  Edinburgh.  The  books  tra- 
verse the  history  of  the  old  world  from  the 
incipience  of  Roman  subversion  to  the  dawn 
of  the  sixteenth  century.  Naturally,  the 
religious  upheavals  which  characterized  this 
period  of  moral  adolescence,  occupy  a  great 
deal  of  attention,  and  Luther  plays  a  lead- 
ing role.  Something  also  of  the  stupen- 
dous accomplishment  of  the  German  em- 
pire may  be  gleaned  from  this  eminently 
erudite  contribution  to  that  phase  of  history 
which  is  at  this  moment  having  its  reflex 
in  tin.'  European  war. 

"The  French  Revolution"  ( in  two  vols.) 
by  J.  Moore  affords  one  an  opportunity  of 
Studying  the  impressions  which  that  event 
evoked  in  contemporaneous  minds.  At  the 
same  time,  by  comparing  it  with  later  ac- 
counts, it  reveals  the  margin  of  natural 
exaggeration  which  time  does  so  much  to 
dispel. 

The    Fisk   donation    is  completed   by   De 
Travels  in  two  volumes,  which  will 
lie    Found   an   attractive   diversion    from   the 
other  contributions. 

Another     donation     which     falls     to     be 


acknowledged  at  this  time  comes  from 
Charles  and  Edward  Brandenstein,  who 
have  joined  hands  in  completing  their 
edition  of  the  works  of  Lytton.  The  three 
volumes  now  listed,  through  their  courtesy, 
are:  "What  Will  He  Do  With  It,"  •'Ken- 
elm  Chillingly  and  Godolphin"  (in  one  vol.) 
and   "Parisians."

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JUVENILES'  DIVING  COMPETION 


ONE  of  the  disappointments  of  the 
recent  swimming  and  diving  cham- 
pionships held  in  the  cluh  tank  was 
that  no  time  was  available  for  The  Olym- 
pic Club  juveniles  to  settle  the  much  dis- 
puted title  of  diving  champion.  Mr.  Louis 
■cLane  of  the  Athletic  Committee  felt  the 
matter  almost  as  keenly  as  the  boys  them- 
selves, and  at  once  took  steps  to  have  the 
question  of  juvenile  supremacy  settled  at 
the  earliest  possible  moment.  This  was 
done  on  on  Saturday,  November  14th. 
Only  a  few  people  were  privileged  to  view 
this  interesting  event,  but  the  paucity  of 
spectators  did  not  detract  from  the  excite- 
ment and  enthusiasm  of  the  occasion.  No 
less  than  nine  juveniles  contested  for  the 
honor;  and  that  it  was  a  thorough  test  as 
well  as  an  eminently  fair  one,  may  be 
gathered  from  the  fact  that  the  boys  com- 
peted in  the  four-straight  compulsory  dives 
and  two  volunteer  dives.  For  the  volun- 
teer dives  the  trapeze  was  permitted,  and  a 


number  of  the  competitors  chose  to  make 
it  the  base  of  their  operations.  Some  very 
beautiful  dives  were  executed,  not  merely 
from  the  two  springboards,  but  also  from 
the  trapeze,  which  the  boys  now  use  with 
the  utmost  interpidity.

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AMATEUR  BOXING  ON  THE  BOOM 


IT  MAN  or  may  not  be  true  that  coming 
events  cast  their  shadows  before.  To  us 
ii  looks  like  a  very  ordinary  speculative 
fatuity.  But  the  affirmative  gains  color 
from  the  fact  that  the  prophets,  who  regard 
themselves  as  the  advance  shadows  of  the 
future  state,  have  the  world  at  their  feet. 
This  is  the  age  of  prophets,  all  proverbs  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding.  Today  the 
man  w  ithout  a  prophecy  is  infinitely  worse 
than  the  man  without  a  country,  for  the 
latter  can  always  emigrate  to  America. 

Prophecy  is  the  basis  of  progressive 
thought  as  well  as  of  progressive  whist,  only 
in  whist  the  problem  of  deciphering  the 
prophesy  as  to  the  strength  of  your  part- 
ner's  hand  from  the  faint  penumbrations  of 
her  eyes,  is  frequently  more  difficult  of  so- 
lution than  fixing  the  equations  in  lustrous 
dimensions.  Prophesy  in  life  is  akin  to 
the   postulate   in   art,   but   neither   of   them

'I  here 
was  onlj  one  knockout,  when  big  Rhodes 
succumbed  to  the  superior  guns  of  -Max 
Brodofsky  in  a  round;  but  there  would 
have  hern  several  others  had  not  the  ref- 
eree, Mr.  Stanley  Fay,  mercifully  stopped 
hostilities  at  the  critical  moments.  In  this 
undertaking,  while  he  may  have  disappoint- 
ed a  few  rabid  fans.  Mr.  Fay  undoubtedly 
had  the  support  of  the  vast  majority  of  the 
audience. 

There  were  ten  bouts  in  all,  and  its  grat- 
ifying to  report  that  from  eight  of  the  con- 
tents club  representatives  emerged  victor- 
ious. The  proceedings  were  "warmed  up"  by 
an  exhibition  given  by  Jimmy  Clabby,  now 
worM'>  middleweight  champion,  who  was 
then  training  for  his  fight  with  George  Chip. 
Clabby  sparred  with  Charlie  Horn,  one  of 
the  lost  legion  of  "White  Hopes." 

The  feature  bout  of  the  evening  was  be- 
tween J.  A.  Rhodes  and  J.  Moretto,  both 
of  the  O.  C.     The  outsider  who  was  matched 


with  Rhodes  declined  to  go  on  at  the  last 
minute  and  Moretto  tilled  the  breach. 
Rhodes  appeared  nervous  in  the  first  round 
and  ton- lit  far  below  his  best,  although  he 
managed  to  keep  Moretto  away  most  of  the 
time.  In  the  second  period  Moretto  got  to 
his  man  with  a  String  of  lefts  to  the  head 
and  body,  and  Rhodes  came  hack  with  one- 
right  hand  punch  to  the  jaw.  the  best  blow 
he  landed  in  the  bout,  and  at  that  his  fav- 
orite trick.  In  the  final  round  Moretto 
peppered  Rhodes  about  the  head  and  body 
with  his  left,  and  easily  won  the  decision. 
The  bout  was  disappointing.  Rhodes  is 
easily  capable  of  a  better  performance  than 
he  put  up,  and  it  has  to  he  considered  that 
he  did  not  figure  on  fighting  Moretto,  but 
had  trained  for  \  incent,  the  outsider. 

When  I'M  Williams  and  C.  Frtola  met 
in  the  centre  of  the  ring  the  concussion 
seemed  to  generate  a  cyclone  of  whirling 
gloves.  Ertola  tore  after  his  clubmate  like 
a  demon  and  belted  him  all  around  the  ringf. 
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Wiliams  covered  up  and  withstood  the  on- 
slaught which  lasted  about  a  round  and  a 
hall?  and  thereafter  stood  off  and  picked 
his  man  to  pieces  with  a  beautiful  left.  At 
the  end  of. three  rounds  he  pulled  down  the 
decision  easily. 

Jos.  De  Salvatore  lost  a  decision  to  little 
Joe  Garnett  (115  pounds).  The  boys  put 
up  a  clever  fight,  with  Garnett  nearly  al- 
ways the  aggressor.  In  the  second  round 
he  knocked  Salvatore  down  with  a  right 
cross,  and  for  the  rest  of  the  bout  held  him 
more  than  even. 

Another  terrific  tussle  was  witnessed 
when  A.  F.  Mosich,  O.  C.  (122  pounds), 
and  K.  O'Keefe,  Un.  (122  pounds),  entered 
the  ring.  In  the  first  round  O'Keefe  seemed 
to  have  it  on  Mosich  for  cleverness,  but 
every  time  Mosich  landed  he  raised  a  lump.

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THE  PASSION  FOR  ATHLETICS

IT  is  the  generally  accepted  theory  that 
the  pursuit  of  the  various  forms  of 
manly  athletic  outdoor  exercise  is  main- 
ly for  the  purpose  of  working  off  super- 
fluous animal  energy.  It  is  assumed  that 
the  average  healthy,  red-blooded  young 
man  must  have  an  outlet  for  the  constantly 
accumulating  excess  of  physical  vitality. 
No  little  stress  has  been  placed  on  this  as 
the  principal  raison  d'etre  for  the  many 
games  and  events  which  call  for  a  con- 
siderable physical  effort  on  the  part  of  the 
participant.  The  question  arises  in  the 
mind  of  the  writer,  whether,  after  all, 
there  is  not  a  stronger  motive  than  the  one 
generally  assigned.  Recent  telegraphic 
despatches  from  the  European  seat  of  war 
tell  us  that  the  English  soldiers  have  oc- 
cupied themselves  during  the  lulls  in  the 
fighting  by  making  up  sides,  and  engaging 
in  regular  games  of  Rugby  football.  The 
correspondent  goes  on  to  say  that  a  German 
airman  who  happened  to  be  flying  over- 
head returned  to  his  lines  and  reported  that 
the  allies  had  fallen  out  and  were  violently 
engaged  in  hand  to  hand  combats  among 
themselves.  In  this  story  there  may  be 
more  fiction  than  truth,  but  the  fact  is  that 
among  the  trenches  young  men  are  at 
times  engaged  in  a  certain  outdoor  sport 
which  is  generally  credited  with  being  one 
of  the  most  strenuous  in  all  our  calendar 
of  games.  These  same  young  men  have 
been,  day  in  and  day  out,  night  in  and  night 
out,  marching  and  countermarching,  dig- 
ging rows  of  great  trenches,  felling  and 
carrying  timber,  the  branches  for  the  con- 
cealment of  their  positions,  the  heavy  logs 
and  trunks  for  shoreing  and  supporting 
their  earthworks.  They  have  stood  for 
hours  at  a  time  in  their  trenches  waist  deep 
with    water.      They   have   slept   their   sleep 


in  snatches  whenever  the  roar  of  the  op- 
posing artillery  abated  sufficiently  to  per- 
mit of  it  or  when  outraged  nature  would 
no  longer  be  denied,  and  they  slept  sitting 
or  standing,  noise  or  no  noise.  Certainly 
no  body  of  men  could  endure  a  more  ter- 
rific strain.  It  would  be  supposed  that 
every  ounce  of  vitality  was  needed  for  the 
business  in  hand,  and  yet  these  soldiers  are 
running,  tackling  and  scrumming  back  of 
the  firing  line  during  their  hours  of  relief 
from  the  trenches. 

While  I  would  not  think  of  comparing 
the  present  gigantic  clash  of  arms  with 
our  late  trifling  unpleasantness  with  Spain 
(in  which  the  writer  took  an  humble  part 
as  a  private,  and  incidentally  covered  him- 
self rather  with  typhoid  germs  than  with 
glory),  I  am  reminded  by  the  present  war 
that  during  our  little  struggle  there  was 
the  same  passion  for  athletics  in  the  hours 
of  leisure.  There  was  scarcely  a  day  when 
those  who  were  off  duty  did  not  get  up  two 
nines  and  play  baseball.  There  were  inter- 
company and  inter-regiment  games  of  all 
kinds.  And  yet  the  players  had  their  long 
hours  of  arduous  duty  policing  camp,  stand- 
ing their  tricks  at  guard  duty  and  the 
hundred  and  one  things  demanding  phys- 
ical exertion  during  the  course  of  the 
twenty-four  hours.  I  was  one  of  a  detach- 
ment of  cavalry  which  rode  all  one  night 
m  the  saddle  to  a  town  where  an  outbreak 
was  reported  to  have  occurred.  It  proved 
a  false  alarm,  but  somehow,  from  some- 
where the  inevitable  ball  and  bat  appeared 
and  it  was  only  a  short  time  before  two 
sides  had  been  chosen  and  a  game  was  on 
while  the  horses  were  given  the  opportunity 
to  rest  for  the  return  march. 

Those  of  you  who  saw  the  moving  pic- 
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hires  of  tin.-  Scott  Antarctic  expedition  when 
they  were  exhibited  in  this  city,  were 
doubtless  impressed  with  the  hardships  the 
men  underwent  and  the  tremendous  amount 
of  physical  energy  necessary  to  accomplish 
their  objects.  Yet  you  will  remember  also 
the  I  leak  ice  field,  the  goal  posts  frozen 
in  the  ice  and  the  fur-clad  men  energetically

While  a  pack  of  cards  or  a  set  of  check- 
er- easily  may  he  slipped  into  a  haversack 
(and  many  of  these  games  are  carried  in 
war )  yet  there  is  no  diversion  so  satisfying 
to  the  mind  and  to  the  nerves  as  that 
which  is  found  in  athletics. 


BASKETBALL  CHAMPS  LOSE

AFTER  a  string  of  uninterrupted  vic- 
tories the  145-pound  baskethall  team 
of  the  club  has  met  defeat  at  last. 
The  turn  in  the  tide  took  place  on  Saturday 
at  Yacaville  where  the  local  baskethall  com- 
bination heat  the  Olympians  in  a  close  game 
resulting  in  a  score  of  28-26. 

That  is  the  fact.  Now  for  the  explana- 
tion. In  the  first  place  the  court  was  little 
more  than  half  the  size  of  the  club  court, 
which  of  itself,  impeded  the  movements  of 
the  Olympians  and  rendered  much  of  their 
passing  system  nugatory.  In  the  second 
place  the  referee  appeared  to  have  confused 
the  rules  of  tackling  with  those  applying  to 
the  catch  as  catch  can  style  of  wrestling, 
with  the  result  that  the  game  degenerated 
into  a  perpetual  melee.  In  addition  to  that 
the  majority  of  our  opponents  were  over- 
weight, which  naturally  added  to  their  list 
of  illegitimate  advantages. 

Viewed  from  any  angle  it  was  a  poor 
game.  1  do  not  say  that  because  we  lost ; 
for  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  the  loss  of  a 
game  or  two  is  the  best  thing  that  could 
happen  to  a  champion  team.  I  simply 
say  it  because  it  was  an  extremely  poor 
brand  of  basketball  that  was  served  up. 
However  the  defeat,  such  as  it  was,  should 
e  to  quicken  the  impulses  of  the  Olym- 
pians and  to  make  them  realize  that  they 
must  be  prepared  to  encounter  all  kinds  of 


difficulties  in  winning  games  around  the 
country,  and  especially  when  they  are  op- 
posed by  combinations  more  versed  in  the 
rough  stuff  than  in  the  finesse  of  the  game. 

This  was  the  first  set-back  the  145- 
pounders  had  suffered.  Up  till  then  they 
had  won  everything,  and  in  such  an  easy 
fashion  as,  perhaps,  to  incline  some  of  them 
to  think  there  was  "nothing  to  it."  Now 
they  know  different  and  I  am  sincerely  glad 
of  it.  When  they  leave  home  in  the  future 
to  engage  in  a  game  they  will  carry  with 
them  the  remembrance  of  their  experience 
at  Yacaville,  and  I  feel  confident  that  that 
will  stimulate  them  to  adapt  themselves  to 
the  circumstances  of  the  occasion. 

The  string  of  victories  that  preceded  this 
defeat  need  scarcely  be  enumerated  since 
they  were  obtained  practically  without  ef- 
fort. At  Pleasanton  and  Half  Moon  Bay 
the  145-pounders  and  the  heavyweights  both 
recorded  terrible  victories  over  the  local 
talent.  It  is  a  shame  the  scores  by  which 
they  won. 

But  as  I  said  before  a  defeat  at  this  time 
means  little  or  nothing  to  the  ultimate  rec- 
ord of  the  teams,  and  if  taken  in  the  proper 
spirit  it  may  mean  everything  that  is  de- 
sirable.

The  Olympic  Club  made  a  little  history 
this  month  of  which  it  may  justly  be  proud. 
It  put  twenty  thousand  dollars 
into  the  empty  treasury  of  the 
Associated  Charities.

MINSTRELS  OLD  AND  NEW 

By  T.  F.  B. 


IN  former  years  San  Francisco  was  the 
home  of  negro  minstrelsy.  It  is  one  of 
the  few  cities  of  the  country  that  ever 
supported  a  stock  company  of  minstrels. 
I  (ere  the  Emerson  and  Reed  Company  was 
supported  through  a  long  period  of  years. 
The  old  Standard  Theatre  in  Bush  street 
between  Montgomery  and  Kearny,  where 
the  minstrels  gave  a  weekly  change  of  bill, 
was  at  once  a  fashionable  and  a  popular 
playhouse.  There  Billy  Emerson,  the  most 
famous  of  all  negro  minstrels,  rattled  the 
bones  at  the  zenith  of  his  career.  On  the 
Other  end  was  the  great  San  Francisco 
favorite  Charley  Reed,  quaintest  of  all 
black-face  comedians.  There  Carroll  John- 
son of  the  old-time  team  of  Courtright  and 
Johnson  made  his  first  appearance  as  an 
endman.  Night  after  night  the  portly  Billy 
Rice  convulsed  the  audience  while  himself 
going  through  spasms  of  laughter  over  his 
own  jokes.  Willis  Swealnam  used  to  sing 
"Tiding-  of  Comfort  and  Joy"  in  the  old 
Standard.  Will  Bray,  a  product  of  the 
Mission,  who  wrote  "Papa's  Baby  Boy."  a 
song   still   to  be   heard    in   vaudeville,   and 


who  created  the  part  of  the  negro  in  Iloyt 
"Texas  Steer,"  was  for  a  time  a  mem  be 
of  the  old  Bush  street  minstrel  company 
So  were  the  Coghill  brothers  and  Walsh  an 
King,  dancing  teams  that  became  famous  it 
Europe.  It  was  at  the  Standard  Theatr 
that  Adelina  Patti,  sitting  in  a  box  on* 
night,  was  entranced  by  the  singing  o 
Franz  Wetter,  basso  of  the  old  Californi 
Quartet.  After  the  performance  she  in 
vited  him  to  join  her.  She  induced  him  t 
go  to  Europe  to  take  singing  lessons,  and  I 
little  later  he  joined  her  company  and  cam 
to  this  city  with  her  under  the  managemen 
of  Colonel  Mapleson. 

Attribute  not  these  minor  reminiscence 
to  the  incorrigible  habit  or  garrulity.  I  an 
coming  to  the  Olympic  Minstrels,  my  pur 
pose  being  to  indicate  that-  San  Francisc 
may  be  justified  in  affecting  a  taste  in 
form  of  entertainment  that  was  once  th 
vogue  throughout  the  country.  We  ar 
really  able  to  differentiate  a  good  from 
bad  minstrel  show,  and  competent  author 
itv  has  pronounced  the  performance  of  th 
Olympic   Minstrels   first  class.     There  is 
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.it  of  talent  in  this  company,  and  it  ought 
activated. 
Professional  negro  minstrelsy  has  gone 
nto  decay.  It  began  to  decline  when  the 
opnotchers  one  after  the  other,  were  lured 
ui"  farce  and  into  vaudeville.  Perhaps  it 
nay  never  have  a  vogue  again.  \'o\v  it  oc- 
ur-  to  me  it  should  be  worth  the  while  of 
imateurs  to  keep  it  alive  for  sentimental 
•easons,  for  negro  minstrelsy  is  of  Ameri- 
an  origin,  and  woven  into  the  history  of  it 
s  a  wealth  of  interesting  tradition  of  the 
heatre. 


Why  shouldn't  The  Olympic  .Minstrels 
lie  made  a  permanent  organization?  Mc- 
Kenzie,  Murphy,  Hunt,  Wallfisch,  ^guirre, 
Warren  Shannon — all  are  good  endmen, 
and  Stanle  is  a  dignified  interlocutor.  Even 
now  they  give  a  rattling  good  performance. 
What  might  we  expect  as  a  result  of  more 
frequent  association  in  the  crescent"'  The 
only  thing  lacking  is  the  regulation  quar- 
tet and  the  facile  exponent  of  the  dance 
as  practiced  in  plantation  days,  hut  the 
probability  is  the  club  has  artists  galore 
whom  modesty  has  kept  in  the  background.

Tl  [E  past  month  ha  been  on  oi  trial 
and  triumph,  so  far  as  basketball  is 
concerned,  with  the  trial  possibly  end- 
ing up  with  a  slighl  advantage.

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A  CRITICISM  OR  BARING 

Colonel    Farley    Has    Something    to    Say  About  Baths  and  Incidentally  About    Nero 


COLONEL  FARLEY  was  reading 
aloud  from  Maurice  Baring's  book 
"Round  the  World  in  Any  Number 
of  Days."    This  is  what  he  read : 

"There  is  also  a  wonderful  home  of  ath- 
letics, which  I  visited,  called  The  Olympic 
Club,  which  has  not  long  been  built.  It 
contains  every  kind  of  bath  you  can  imag- 
ine the  ancient  Romans  built  for  them- 
selves." 

Colonel  Farley  closed  the  book,  and  read 
no  more  that  day.  "The  ancient  Romans!" 
he  exclaimed  in  a  tone  of  displeasure. 
"That's  about  enough  for  Baring." 

"What  is  the  matter  with  Baring?"  he 
was  asked  by  Tom  McCann. 

"Whenever,"  said  the  Colonel,  "a  writer 
can  do  no  better  than  drag  in  the  ancient 
Romans  to  give  emphasis  to  something  he 
loses  me  right  away.  I'm  tired  reading 
about  those  old  pagans." 

"But  they  had  fine  baths,"  said  McCann. 

"There  was  nothing  in  all  Rome  like  our 
salt  water  tank." 

"What  do  you  know  about  the  baths  of 
ancient  Rome?" 

"All  about  them,"  said  the  Colonel.  "At 
any  rate  I  know  as  much  about  them  as 
Baring.  He.  has  probably  read  a  few  of 
the  old  Latin  authors  and  so  have  I.  Pe- 
tronius  lias  given  me  an  idea  of  the  Roman 
baths,  and  so  has  Horace  and  Juvenal  and 
a  few  more  of  them.  The  Roman  bath  was 
a  place  to  sweat  in,  to  get  soused  in  and 
to  get  rubbed  in.  The  Romans  didn't  be- 
gin to  know  what  we  know  about  hydro- 
therapy. If  old  Nero  had  ever  been  given 
a  real  bath,  such  as  you  can  get  in  The 
Olympic  Cr.ru  by  letting  Carl  or  Bill  or 
Dick   put   you   through    from   soup   to   nuts 


he'd  have  dropped  all  other  kinds  of  recre- 
ation and  become  quite  a  decent  fellow.  It's 
too  bad  Nero  didn't  know,  for  the  was  a 
pretty  good  Olympian." 

"I  thought  he  was  a  fiddler,"  McCann  ob- 
served. 

"He  ua>,"  said  the  Colonel,  "but  he  won 
the  crown  at  Olympia.  He  was  a  cham- 
pion.    You  didn't  know  that,  did  you?" 

McCann  confessed  his  ignorance. 

"Remarkable,"  the  Colonel  commented, 
"how  few  people  are  familiar  with  the  life 
of  Nero.  He  was  a  poet,  an  actor,  an  acro- 
bat, and  at  Olympia  the  Olympian  wreath 
was  put  on  his  curls,  the  Isthmian  laurel 
in  his  hand,  and  with  an  army  behind  him 
he  marched  to  Rome,  while  victims  were 
immolated  as  he  passed.  But  the  poor  fel- 
1  i\\  never  had  a  decent  bath.  There  was 
no  <  Hympic  Club  at  Olympia."

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SWIMMERS  AT  WORK  FOR  NEXT  YEAR 


Willi  a  view  to  being  in  readiness 
for  next  year's  swimming  and  div- 
ing championships,  which  take  place 
at  the  Exposition,  The  Olympic  Club's 
natatorial  squad  has  commenced  a  season 
of  hard  training,  which,  it  is  expected,  will 
carry  them  well  over  into  next  year  and 
leave  them  ripe  for  competition.  ' 

Every  Wednesday  evening  the  club 
swimmers"have  the  tank  to  themselves,  and 
in  the  few  hours  thus  allotted  to  them  they 
endeavor  to  crowd  as  much  effort  as  pos- 
sible. <  >f  course  it  must  be  understood  that 
the  boys  do  not  simply  waste  their  time  in 
executing  a  series  of  unimportant  aquatic 
tricks.  A  regular  schedule  of  events  has 
been  drawn  up  by  Mr.  L.  McLane,  the 
swimming  commissioner,  and  Mr.  Sic' 
( "avill.  the  instructor,  with  a  view  to  finding 
out  the  boys  who  are  best  capable  of  tra- 
versing certain  distances,  and  also  of  de- 
veloping this  latent  talent  along  the  right 
line. 

<  in  (.-very  class  night  there  is  a  handicap 
arranged  for  a  specific  distance.  Already 
I  es  of  this  sort  have  been  held  over  the 
l" -fly  and  hundred  yards  routes,  and  as  time 
?oeS  'in  all  the  championship  courses  will 
I  e  included.  By  this  means  it  is  believed 
that  the  best  talent  will  be  developed  in  the 
direction  most  suited  to  it. 

I  he  popularity  of  this  course  of  training' 
can  scarcely  be  estimated.     Swimmers  who 
figured  in  any  club  event  of  import- 
ance are  already  finding  themselves  in  one 
or  other  of  the  championship  distances,  and 
out  of  this    material    it    is    believed    that 
ral    excellent     representatives     will    be 
ed. 

iming  the  handicaps  Mr.  Cavill  en- 
deavors to  give  even  the  Worst  "outsider" 
hi-,  chance,  and  in  this  way  the  good  and  the 
near  good  are  encouraged   to  strive  their 


utmost.  Another  feature  of  interest  in  con- 
nection with  this  system  of  training  is  that 
a  recor  1  of  each  event  is  kept,  together  with 
the  handicaps  allotted,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
course  it  is  proposed  to  award  medals  to 
the  boys  who  succeed  in  amassing  the  great- 
est number  of  points. 

On  the  evening  of  Wednesday,  December 
9th,  a  hundred  yards  handicap  was  run  off, 
with  the  result  that  W.  M.  Pomeroy  (  10 
sec.)  finished  first,  with  H.  Emmal  (  12 
sec.)  second,  and  M.  Benton  (  5  sec. )  third. 
Xow  whoever  heard  of  Pomeroy  as  a 
sprinter?  Yet  he  won  the  hundred  yards 
handicap.  He  just  won  it  at  that,  for  Em- 
mal and  Benton  seemed  to  have'  their  hands 
out  at  precisely  the  same  instant.  So  much 
for  the  handicapping. 

On  the  previous  Wednesday  a  fifty  yards 
handicap  was  pulled  off  with  equally  satis- 
factory results.  Don  (2  sec.)  arrived  first. 
Bond  (  1  sec. )  second,  and  M.  Benton  (  1 
sec.)  third.  In  both  of  these  races  Ernie 
Smith  figured  at  scratch.  In  the  century 
he  succeeded  in  winning  his  heat  but  could 
get  no  nearer  than  fifth  in  the  final.  He  ex- 
plained afterwards  that  the  sight  of  the 
leaders  almost  a  lap  ahead  of  him  would 
take  the  heart  out  of  anyone,  and  that  the 
only  way  to  figure  in  a  handicap  was  to 
plug  away  as  if  you  were  the  only  man  left 
in  the  race. 

In  the  fifty  he  also  annexed  his  heat,  and 
might  have  been  placed  in  the  final  but  for 
running  foul  of  Bond  who  was  swimming 
next  to  him. 

While  writing  of  the  swimmers  it  is  well 
to  remember  the  juveniles,  and.  what  they 
are  doing  in  the  tank.  Many  people  connect- 
ed with  the  club  might  imagine  that  the  tank 
was  nothing  more  than  the  prime  diversion 
for  the  youngsters:  but  while  admitting  the 
diversion  one  must  be  careful  to  qualify  the 
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remark.  Perhaps  the  way  to  emphasize  the 
progress  that  is  being  made  by  the  juveniles 
in  swimming  is  to  refer  to  a  contest  held 

recently. 

Mr.  McLane  and  Mr.  Cavill  picked  out 
the  swimmers  and  ranged  them  at  the  shal- 
low end  with  instructions  to  race  one  lap. 
Eight  boys  entered  the  race,  and  from  the 
mi  iment  they  struck  the  water  the  struggle 
for  supremacy  was  on.  At  the  half  dis- 
tance Davitt  had  a  slight  lead  on  Cheney 
and  H.  Smith,  with  little  Dick  Julien  tear- 
ing after  them.  When  the  boys  touched  the 
judges  said  that  Cheney  was  first.  Davitt 
second  and  If.  Smith  third,  and  no  doubt  it 
was  so.  lint  anyone  minus  the  highly  trained 
eye  for  such  close  finishes  wouid  have  de- 
clared the  race  a  tie. 

The  time  occupied  in  making  the  lap  was 
0:9  2-5,  which  will  be  acknowledged  as  re- 
markable. Cheney  is  a  remarkable  swim- 
mer, and  Davitt  and  one  or  two  others  are 
practically  in  his  class.  With  such  boys  to 
build  from  The  Olympic  Club  need  be  in 
no  fear  as  to  the  future  of  its  swimming 
hi  mi  it's.

THE  YOUNGSTER  IN  ATHLETICS 

From  Notes  of    an    Interview    with  the      Late  James  E.  Sullivan 
By   Franklin    B.   Morse 


IX  the  wide  range  of  athletic  endeavor 
covered  by  Tin-:  Olympic  Club,  no  one 
branch  is  mure  important  than  the  work 
it  i^  accomplishing  for  the  furtherance  of 
-afi  and  sane  athletics  among  the  juvenile 
and  junior  members  of  the  organization. 
In  this  connection  the  following  views  of 
the  lair  James  [•'..  Sullivan  are  of  particular 
interest  and  importance.  They  are  from 
my  notes  of  an  interview  I  had  with  Mr. 
Sullivan  during  \pril  of  last  year.  The 
Following  question  was  put  to  him  during 
the  course  of  a  conversation: 

"  \re  we  still  engaged  in  sports  merely 
for  the  sake  of  winning  races  or  games,  or 
!  thei  an)  tendenc)  to  scratch  beneath  the 
surface  and  get  to  the  real  ulterior  motive 
of  physical  exercise,  namely  the  physical 
up]  uilcling  of  tin-  boy  or  man   " 

To    this     Mr.    Sullivan    replied    that     the 


physical  requirements  of  the  individual 
were  being  more  and  more  studied,  and  the 
sport  applied  in  each  case  which  would  do 
the  most  good. 

"Our  public  schools  athletic  league  in 
Xew  York  is  doing  a  fine  work  in  this 
direction,"  said  Mr.  Sullivan.  "It  too  fre- 
quently has  happened  that  a  promising 
youngster  who  shows  any  speed  or  strength 
is  rushed  into  training  for  the  sake  of  win- 
ning points  for  his  school,  and  by  the  time 
he  gets  into  college  or  goes  into  business 
life,  he  has  been  robbed  of  his  vitality. 

"These  youngsters  should  be  nursed 
along  and  should  never  be  allowed  to  over- 
lax  their  strength.  The  importance  of  this 
matter  is  becoming  more  and  more  recog- 
nized, and  1  believe  the  tendency  is  a  grad- 
ual trend  toward  safer  and  saner  athletics. 
1  f  we  are  going  to  sap  the  vitality  of  our 
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athletes  when  they  arc  boys,  we'll  have 
none  left  bj    the  time  they  are  men. 

"Tens  of  thousands  of  boys  are  being  in- 
telligently directed  in  their  athletics  to  take 
up  those  branches  which  are  best  suited  to 
their  physical  makeup  and  which  are  likely 
to  do  them  the  most  good  while  they  are 
growing  into  maturity.  This  will  tend  to 
a    more   perfect    race   physically. 

"I  believe  that  by  beginning  in  this  way 
with  the  youngsters,  we  are  building  for 
the  years  to  come,  and  it  is  for  this  reason 
that  I  expect  to  see  a  continuation  of  record 
breaking  in  the  future.  This  intelligent 
study  of  athletics  will  improve  our  athletes. 

"At  no  time  in  the  history  of  sport  have 
we  approached  our  play  more  understand- 
ing^. It  is  more  and  more  becoming  a 
study  in  which  men  and  women  are  special- 
izing as  students  with  a  view  to  learning 
just  what  benefits  will  accrue  along  the  dif- 
ferent lines.  We  arc  learning  the  relative 
values  of  the  various  sports,  just  what  they 
are  good  for,  and  to  what  extent  they  may 
he   indulged   in. 

"<  >ur  tendency  has  been  to  take  our 
sports  too  seriously.  By  this  is  not  meant 
from  the  point  of  view  of  the  resultant  good 
which  comes  of  participation  in  any  given 
sport.  It  has  been  entirely  from  the  view- 
point of  winning  or  losing. 

"For  instance,  an  athlete  is  being  pre- 
pared for  the  mile  run.  It  is  natural  that 
he  should  be  trained  along  lines  which  will 
combine  the  most  endurance  and  speed,  but 
this  training  has  been  applied  with  the  sin- 
gle aim  of  winning  that  particular  race. 
But  very  little  consideration  has  been  given 
the  more  important  question  as  to  what  ef- 
fect the  result  of  this  training  will  have  on 
the  future  health  of  the  athlete. 

"Football  coaches  are  prone  to  go  about 
their  work  in  the  same  manner.  Just  as 
long  as  their  men  are  keyed  up  for  the  win- 
ning of  a  big  game,  thev  reck  little  of  the 
after  consequences  on   the   system.     While 


all  sport  is  recreative  in  its  aim,  it  is  also 
assumed  to  have  the  two- fold  mission  of 
building  up  the  body.  In  the  desire  to  win. 
which  has  so  much  obsessed  us.  the  latter 
idea  has  often  entirely  been  lost  sight  of.  to 
the  physical  injury  of  many  a  promising 
athlete." 

Mr.  Sullivan  expressed  the  belief  that 
there  was  no  world's  record  now  standing 
which,  sooner  or  later,  would  not  be  broken.

Story 

Contest 


To  Thomas  Lloyd  Lennon  goes  the  first 
prize  in  our  short-story  contest.  Back  in 
October  the  Directors  of  the 
club  authorized  The  Olympian 
to  offer  a  prize  of  fifty  dollars 
for  the  best  short  story  by  a 
member  of  the  club ;  also,  a 
prize  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  the  second 
best.  It  was  suspected  that  the  club  pos- 
sessed  literary  genius  as  well  as  athletic 
talent,  and  it  turns  out  that  the  suspicion 
was  well-founded.  We  have  a  number  of 
Kiplings  and  Stevensons  and  Poes  among 
us,  and  some  pretty  good  stories  have  come 
to  hand,  all  of  which  have  been  read  by  a 
committee  of  five  appointed  by  President 
Humphrey.  The  committee  found  that 
there  were  two  stories  that  surpassed  all 
the   rest — one   by   Thomas    Lloyd   Lennon, 
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and  the  other  by  G.  B.  Waterman.  The 
merits  of  both  stories  received  careful  con- 
sideration, and  the  decision  was  in  favor  of 
Lennon  chiefly  for  the  reason  of  his  superior 
craftsmanship.  In  "The  Martyr,"  which  is 
printed  on  another  page,  he  has  given  us  a 
piece  of  fiction  composed  in  the  manner 
typical  of  the  short-story.  In  this  story 
there  is  unity  of  tone  and  narrative,  and  a 
direction  of  incidents  toward  a  single  goal. 
The  Waterman  story  is  a  little  involved,  its 
machinery  somewhat  laborious,  but  it  is  a 
good  story,  and  having  taken  second  prize 
will  be  published  next  month.  Mr.  Lennon 
is  an  Athletic  member  who  has  won  dis- 
tinction on  track  and  field.  He  is  a  student 
at  St.  Mary's  College.  Mr.  Waterman  is 
Secretary  to  Jno.  D.  Spreckels  Jr.  He  has 
written  some  very  good  verse,  and  it  is 
evident  that  he  has  the  knack  of  story-tell- 


The  Golf 

Enthusiast 


Indoor  golf  is  to  be  added  to  the  curri- 
culum of  athletic  studies  in  our  gymnasium, 
and  a  professional  instructor 
will  be  on  hand  to  give  lessons 
by  appointment.  Indoor  golf 
be  it  understood  is  a  means  of  learning  out- 
door golf,  and  it  is  also  good  exercise  and 
good  practice.  There  is  much  to  be  said 
for  indoor  golf  by  one  who  knows  nothing 
about  golfing.  Indeed  it  is  only  the  non- 
golfer  who  is  able  to  speak  intelligently  and 
without  exaggeration  about  any  kind  of 
golf.  Persons  addicted  to  golf  are  enthusi- 
asts, and  the  utterances  of  enthusiasts  are 
always  unrestrained.  By  way  of  illustra- 
tion consider  the  dithyrambic  observations 
of  former  President  Taft  respecting  golf. 
Mr.  Taft  is  a  man  with  a  judicial  mind.  A 
conservative  statesman  temperate  in  his 
views,  he  is  disinclined  to  superlatives,  but 
start  him  talking  about  golf  and  at  once 
he  is  like  the  poet  whose  eye  in  fine  frenzy 
rolleth.  Mr.  Taft  says  that  golf  "trains 
one  in  self-restraint,"  and  in  the  next  breath 


he  informs  us  that  gulf  "is  consistent  with 
social  enjoyment."  Is  Colonel  Bogey  an 
agreeable  companion?  Yes,  Colonel  Bogey 
envelops  himself  in  an  impenetrable  cloak 
of  silence.  If  learning  to  hold  one's  tongue 
is  the  first  step  toward  social  enjoyment, 
if  silence  is  the  esctatic  bliss  of  souls,  if  a 
judicious  reticence  is  the  shining  character- 
istic of  the  sociable  man,  then  Mr.  Taft  has 
spoken  the  truth  about  golf.  As  to  golf 
being  conducive  to  self-restraint,  indulge 
in  a  little  persiflage  just  as  the  gentleman 
on  the  links  is  about  to  push  the  pill  into 
the  hole,  and  you  will  see  how  perfect  is  his 
command  over  his  emotions.  Again:  "Golf," 
says  Mr.  Taft,  "introduces  one  to  nature 
in  its  most  attractive  form."  Fancy  a  golfer 
a-golfing  and  at  the  same  time  communing 
with  nature!  Oblivion  is  the  golfer's 
Utopia.  And  so  we  say  that  the  golfer  is 
an  untrustworthy  critic  of  golf.  The  truth 
is  that  golf  is  an  obsession,  but  a  wholesome 
one.  An  unsociable  game  is  golf,  so  un- 
sociable that  it  abstracts  a  man  from  the 
company  of  his  own  ego.  which  probably 
accounts  for  its  benign  effects.  It  is  well 
that  a  man  should  get  away  from  himself 
as  often  as  possible.  A  man's  greatest  bore 
is  himself,  especially  when  he  enters  the 
late  forties  and  is  given  to  much  solemn 
reflection.  We  are  told  that  golf  is  good 
because  it  is  an  outdoor  sport  that  brings 
both  fun  and  fresh  air  into  a  man's  life. 
Doubtless  it  is  good  for  this  reason,  but 
mental  relaxation  is  what  the  average  busy 
man  needs  more  than  all  else,  and  one  may 
get  that  playing  indoor  golf.

KERRICK  and  I  both  knew  that  Hum- 
pert  had  ni)  right  to  the  girl.

He  wasn't 
a  clean  runner  and  he  often  stumbled,  but 
we  were  hoping  that  this  time  perhaps  he 
might  be  falling,  and  all  is  fair,  you  know, 
in  The  Most  Foolish  Games. 

And  then  they  passed  us  again  and  were 
onto  the  last  lap.  Foster  looked  the  same ; 
he  was  gloriously  determined.  But  Hum- 
pert  had  changed :  his  face  was  far  from 
expressionless  now.  There  was  a  peculiar 
look  in  his  little  eyes — a  look  that  I  had 
seen  somewhere  before,  but  couldn't  ex- 
actly place — a  look  that  didn't  belong  to  a 
man  like  Humpert.  It  puzzled  me,  and 
made  me  wonder.  Brandon  fingered  his 
watch  and  hummed ;  Kerrick  bit  savagely 
at  a  hang-nail  on  his  thumb,  and  the  three 
of  us  tightened  up  for  the  finish.  We  saw 
Fi  *ter  shorten  his  stride,  put  his  head  down 
and  spurt.  We  waited  for  Humpert  to  cut 
loose  in  the  driving  finish  that  had  made 
him  the  coast  champion.     We  saw  Foster, 


now  fifty,  sixty,  seventy  yards  ahead,  in- 
crease his  speed.  And  still  we  waited  for 
Humpert. 

"He's  saving  up  for  the  last  two-twenty," 
muttered  Brandon;  "he's  going  to  let  Fos- 
ter tire  himself." 

Bobby  shot  into  the  stretch.  Humpert 
was  still  rounding  the  turn.  Xow,  with 
but  a  scant  two  hundred  yards  to  go,  was 
it  time  for  him  to  open  up.  This  was  the 
psychological  moment.

THE  MORNING  AFTER

IN  the  chill  gray  dawn  of  the  morning 
after  there  is  more  than  a  grain  of  the 
leavening  influence  of  time  upon  the 
high  impulses  and  radical  resolutions  con- 
ceived over  the  wine  cups  of  the  night  be- 
fore. Indeed,  it  would  seem  that  in  order 
to  achieve  the  fulfillment  of  such  impulses, 
and  to  translate  such  resolutions  into  more 
tangible  things,  it  were  necessary  to  re- 
main resolving  and  impulsing  all  night, 
rather  than  risk  a  mental  relapse  from  the 
exalted  attitude  by  addressing  it  to  the 
shock  of  the  morning. 

Something  of  this  argument  seems  to 
have  been  at  work  in  the  minds  of  a  con- 
siderable number  of  the  Olympians  who 
attended  the  Club  ball  on  New  Year's  eve. 
They  were  most  highly  resolved  to  take 
part  in  the  annual  hike  to  the  beach  on  the 
first  day  of  the  year,  and  instinctively,  or 
intuitively,  realised  that  their  only  chance 
lay  in  standing  by  the  idea  up  till  the  mo- 
men)  of  fulfillment.  And  so  they  did  not 
go  to  bed  at  all,  but  simply  stood  around  and 
waited  for  the  cumin-'  of  the  day.  That 
was  doubtless  very  Olympian-like.  In  fact. 
it  is  frankly  reminiscent  of  the  party  who. 
being  struck  blind  in  the  night,  spent  the 
remainder  of  his  life  in  waiting  for  the 
coming  of  the  dawn— and  the  lady.    Faith- 


fulness personified !  It  is  not  on  record 
that  he,  too,  was  booked  for  a  hike,  and 
that  being  so  there  is  no  reason  in  the 
world  why  we  should  not  proceed  to  im- 
agine that  he  must  have  been,  and  then  de- 
velop the  necessity  into  a  belief,  and  thence 
into  a  tradition,  which  is  infinitely  stronger 
than  a  belief  and  much  more  important. 
A  good  liar  is  a  social  amenity,  just  as 
a  good  historian  is  a  bad  advertisement. 
There  are  three  kinds  of  lies.  There  is  the 
lie  simple  (not  to  be  confounded  with  the 
lie  direct — good  liars  never  direct)  ;  the  lie 
aesthetic  and  the  lie  transcendental.  This 
entire  page  is  devoted  to  one  of  the  last 
named. 

Which  reminds  us.  Of  the  three  hundred 
Olympians  who  hiked  to  the  beach  on  the 
first  day  of  the  year,  only  a  very  small  per- 
centage paid  their  customary  homage  to 
King  Sleep.  Yet  everyone  hiked  well  and 
made  the  little  tramp  from  the  Panhandle 
of  the  Park  to  the  Beach  in  good  time. 

Grand  Old  Man  Greer  Harrison  led  the 
way.  arrayed  in  knickers  and  hose,  and  with 
him  on  the  front  line  were  W.  F.  Hum- 
phrey, the  president:  T.  I.  Fitzpatrick.  S.  X. 
Rucker  and  Frank  Foran,  all  dressed  up 
like  pugilists  on  the  road.  The  wonder  was 
not  to  see  them  there,  but  as  to  where  they 
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found  the  time  to  make  the  change  from 
glad  rags  to  rag  tags.  A  few  willing  spirits 
upon  whom  the  flesh  hail  proved  weak,  ac- 
companied the  hikers  in  their  ears  and  pro- 
vided Lenten  entertainment  on  the  road. 

Upon  arriving  at  the  Beach  everyone 
broke  forth  into  a  smile  for  the  benefit  of 
the  movie  man  who  was  on  the  job  hours 
before.  .And  then  came  the  feature  of  the 
outing — a  dip  in  the  ocean.  It  was  a  lovely 
morning,  previous  rains  having  left  an  en- 
trancing aroma  in  the  atmosphere.  Mr. 
Harrison  led  the  way  to  the  sea.  followed 
by  the  president  and  other  official  Olym- 
pians, and  was  the  first  to  shake  himself  in 
the  silver  surf.  In  a  moment  the  entire 
band  of  Olympians  were  disporting  them- 


selves in  the  water,  to  the  huge  delight  of 
the  spectators  who  had  come  out  to  see  the 
finish  of  the  Cross  Country  Marathon. 
Moving  pictures  and  photographs  were 
taken  of  the  party  and  then  everyone  ad- 
journed to  The  Surf  for  breakfast  and  the 
inevitable  sing-song. 

There  were  no  serious  casualties,  and 
only  one  accident  was  recorded.  One 
named  Gaviati  mistook  a  bottle  of  rubbing 
lotion  for  something  better  and  had  to  re- 
sort to  the  stomach  pump  for  relief  to  his 
feelings. 

Tiv  Kreling  conducted  the  impromptu 
concert  and  gave  entire  satisfaction  to 
everyone  by  the  efficient  manner  in  which 
he  manhandled  the  music. 


THE  ROCKBOUND  HERO 

A  Letter  Purporting  to  Have  Been  Written  by  President  Humphrey  and  Read  at 
the  Banquet  Given  at  The  Olympic   Club  in  Honor  of  James  J.  Corbett 


Los  Angeles,  Jan.  19,  1914. 
Dear  Bonnet :  As  the  case  is  still  on 
trial  here,  I  cannot  get  back  for  the  Cor- 
bett reception,  and  so  I  wish  you  would 
respond  for  me  to  the  toast — James  J. 
Corbett.  Please  assure  them  all  that  I  am 
deeply  grieved  at  being  detained  here,  as 
I  had  been  looking  forward  with  great 
pleasure  to  the  occasion.  There  wa>  much 
that  I  wanted  to  say  about  Corbett.  I  was 
especially  eager  to  respond  to  the  toast  be- 
cause of  a  letter  which  I  received  just  be- 
fore leaving  town.  It  was  an  anonymous 
letter,  but  the  writer  explained  that  he  was 
a  clergyman  with  an  abiding  prejudice 
against  pugilism.  Its  exponents  he  pro- 
nounced Sons  of  Belial,  and  he  said  it  would 
be  a  shame  for  The  Olympic  Club  to  do 
honor  in  a  conspicuous  manner  to  a  man 
who  had  been  the  world's  leading  exponent 
of  a  brutal  sport.  Further  he  threatened 
that    if    we    gave    Corbett    a    reception    he 


would  denounce  the  club  from  the  pulpit. 
What  do  you  think  of  that  ?  I  wonder 
what  more  we  are  expected  to  do  for  our 
reformers !  Apparently  there  is  no  way  of 
placating  them  except  perhaps  by  convert- 
ing the  old  town  into  a  New  England  vil- 
lage and  making  every  day  a  Puritan  Sab- 
bath. Notwithstanding  the  anonymous 
protest  if  I  were  on  hand  at  the  supper  I 
shouldn't  apologize  for  indulging  in  a  little 
frolic  in  honor  of  our  old  boxing  instruct- 
or. At  the  same  time — as  you  and  I  know 
— there  are  many  things  that  might  be 
urged  against  Corbett,  that  would  make  it 
a  pretty  tough  job  to  defend  him,  but  I 
don't  think  the  clergyman  knows.  In  his 
day  Corbett  was  a  running  mate  of  such 
men  as  Frank  O'Kane,  Jim  McElrov, 
George  Woolrich,  Bob  MacArthur,  the  Fay 
boys,  Jack  Kitchen  and  others  of  the  same 
non-ascetic  type,  and  tradition  tells  us  that 
he  was  some  pacemaker.     Those  were  the 
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days  when  the  lid  was  off,  when  San  Fran- 
cisco was  young,  and  the  joy  of  living 
meant  everything  from  pitch-and-toss  to 
manslaughter.  If  you  think  it  advisable 
you  may  get  some  spicy  anecdotes  of  that 
blissful  time.  Take  William  Greer  Harri- 
son aside  and  ask  him.  He  was  one  of  the 
boys  in  Corbett's  day.  and  he  made  some- 
what faster  time  than  at  the  last  New  Year's 
run.  But  perhaps  it  may  he  well  to  draw 
the  veil  over  that  remote  and  halycon 
period  of  Corbett's  checkered  career.  Any- 
way  there  is  probably  nobody  living  but 
Harrison  and  Corbett  whose  memory  ex- 
tends that  far  into  the  dark  backward  and 
abysm  of  time.  Besides  it  may  be  well  for 
you  in  the  interest  of  harmony  to  devote 
ni'  >-t  of  your  talk  to  justifying  the  club's 
tribute  to  Corbett.  To  do  this  you  must 
make  it  clear  that  we  are  celebrating  him 
not  as  a  past-master  of  the  pugilistic  art, 
but  rather  as  a  man  who  has  done  things 
worth  while.  Why  not  call  attention  to 
the  fact  that  he  has  distinguished  himself 
in  many  spheres  of  activity?  Between  our- 
selves this  is  a  vein  that  you  can  exploit 
till  the  cows  come  home,  for  Corbett  loves 
the  bull.  He  can  assimilate  the  very  largest 
chunks.  So  don't  be  timid:  You  see  he 
has  had  a  lot  of  experience,  for  he  is  un- 
usual in  this, — that  he  has  survived  even 
himself.  When  it  was  no  longer  possible 
fur  him  to  come  back  as  a  boxer,  he  bobbed 
up  as  an  actor — not  a  minor  actor,  but  a 
-tar.  A  headliner  in  two  professions,  a 
matinee  idol  for  worshipers  of  two  kinds 
cit"  gods — i^n't  that  going  some?  And  all 
the  while  a  hero  to  the  multitude!  Now 
heroes  don't  last  long  as  a  rule.  Tn  an- 
cient Greece  the  hero  had  a  statue  erected 
to  him  one  day  and  a  gibbet  the  next.  The 
transitory  character  of  the  hero  is  illus- 
trated in  our  own  time  by  such  absorbers 
of  public  affection  as  Roosevelt,  Dewey  and 
Hobson.  Corbetl  preceded  them  all  in  the 
limelight,  and  lie  i-  -till   there.     This  is  a 


thought,  my  dear  Bonnet,  that  you  may  use 
to  some  advantage — just  as  though  it  were 
your  own.  You  might  consider,  parentheti- 
cally, how  difficult  it  is  for  a  man  to  weather 
continuous  gales  of  adulation  through  the 
years;  how  great  the  achievement  to  come 
through  successive  tempests  of  applause 
with  all  his  wits  about  him,  and  all  his 
manly  qualities  intact.  Fancy  being  the  ob- 
ject of  hero  worship  wherever  you  go  for 
a  quarter  of  a  centry  and  coming  through 
with  all  your  faculties !  Roosevelt  couldn't 
do  it.  Hobson's  mind  was  ravaged  by  ap- 
plause, his  soul  with  kisses,  and  today  he's 
as  crazy  as  a  bedbug.  But  Corbett !  There 
he  is,  ready  at  any  moment  to  wear  the  air 
of  his  own  statue  done  in  bronze,  a  tribute 
of  public  esteem,  and  nevertheless  not  at  all 
the  spoiled  darling  of  fortune. 

You  see,  I'm  giving  you  pretty  good  stuff. 
Corbett  can  stand  it  because  he's  used  to  it. 
In  fact,  he's  callous  to  it.  You  might  ex- 
patiate on  his  wonderful  histrionic  ability. 
Acclaim  him  not  as  the  greatest  pugilist 
that  ever  lived,  but  as  one  of  the  great  stars 
of  the  American  stage,  an  actor  who  writes 
his  own  stuff  and  dramatizes  himself.  By 
way  of  illustrating  his  mimetic  talent  and 
power  of  simulation,  you  might  relate  the 
anecdote  that  long  since  went  into  club  tra- 
dition about  his  unexpected  meeting  with 
the  Irish  policeman  the  day  after  the  Choyn- 
ski-Kennealy  fight.  Corbett  had  advised  the 
policeman  to  bet  on  Kennealy,  who.  he 
thought,  was  a  sure  winner.  "It's  a  cinch," 
he  said,  "Kennealy  will  lick  the  Jew."  The 
next  day  Corbett  was  walking  along  the 
street  with  Choynski,  when  he  met  the  po- 
liceman. The  policeman  had  never  seen 
Choynski  and  he  said  to  Corbett :  "I 
thought  you  said  Kennealy  would  lick  the 
Jew."  What  Corbett's  emotions  were  one 
may  easily  imagine.  But  his  mimetic  talent 
stood  him  in  good  stead.  He  worked  his 
mobile  countenance  into  an  expression  of 
astonishment.     "Is   it   possible  you   misun- 
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derstood  me?"  he  exclaimed,  and  the  police- 
man thought  that  he  had. 

Another  thing  that  you  might  discuss  is 
Corbett  the  financier.  Jim,  you  know,  was 
being  trained  as  a  banker  long  before  he 
was  trained  for  a  fight,  and  if  he  had  not 
yielded  to  his  love  of  art  he  might  today  be 
.Morgan's  successor  in  Wall  Street.  His 
first  great  achievement  as  a  financier  of 
which  we  have  any  record  occurred  in  the 
town  of  Willows,  where  he  was  enjoying 
an  outing  with  some  fellow-Olympians, 
among  whom  was  Frank  Cooley,  a  runner. 
There  was  a  negro  runner  in  Willows  of 
whim  the  people  of  the  town  were  very 
proud,  and  a  leading  citizen  offered  to  bet 
$100  that  the  negro  could  beat  Cooley.  Cor- 
bett took  the  bet.  Now  in  those  days  Cor- 
bett could  imagine  $100,  but  he  hadn't  yet 
cultivated  the  financial  instinct  enough  to 
be  able  to  dream  of  having  $100.  How- 
ever, like  a  true  Napoleon  of  finance  lie 
solved  the  problem  offhand.  He  borrowed 
$100  from  the  leading  citizen  who  was 
backing  the  negro  and  put  up  the  money. 
Cooley  won.  Corbett  was  willing  to  divide 
with  Cooley.  but  reminded  him  that  if  he 
accepted  any  money  he  would  jeopardize 
his  amateur  standing.  Cooley  being  a  very 
enthusiastic  amateur,  refused  to  take  a  cent. 

So  you  see,  it  would  do  Corbett  great  in- 
justice to  celebrate  him  as  a  mere  pugilist. 
He  is  really  California's  premier  native 
son.    He  made  The  Olympic  Club  famous 


and  put  California  on  the  map.  San  Fran- 
cisco was  unknown  in  New  York  until  Cor- 
bett struck  Broadway.  He  was  the  nucleus 
of  the  California  colony  in  the  great  metrop- 
olis, and  it  was  on  his  recommendation  that 
many  a  Californian  obtained  his  first  foot- 
hold on  the  Great  White  Way.  You  can 
make  these  observations  as  strongly  as  you 
like,  for  they  embody  nothing  more  than  the 
truth.  So  you  see,  one  can  make  out  a 
pretty  strong  case  for  our  guest  of  honor. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  The  Olympic  Club 
is  proud  of  Jim  Corbett,  and  delights  in 
doing  him  honor.  Now,  old  man,  while 
there's  a  lot  to  be  said  about  Jim,  I  must 
warn  you  not  to  be  garrulous.  Remember, 
you're  talking  for  me  and  that  I  know  when 
to  quit.  Be  sure  to  leave  some  time  to  Jim. 
Don't  make  it  necessary  for  him  to  spar  for 
an  opening.  Which  reminds  me  that  among 
his  other  gifts  is  his  gift  of  post-prandial 
spellbinding  and  that  as  a  raconteur  he 
could  talk  his  way  around  the  world.  In- 
deed, no  small  part  of  his  success  has  been 
due  to  his  conversational  powers.  Any  re- 
porter will  tell  you  that  Jim  is  his  own  best 
press  agent.  Really,  the  more  I  think  of 
him,  the  more  I  marvel  at  the  man's  versa- 
tility. Now  I  think  I've  given  you  material 
enough  for  an  oration,  but  remember  that 
you  are  not  the  piece  de  resistance  of  the 
banquet — that  everybody  is  waiting  for  you 
to  sit  down  and  for  Corbett  to  get  up.

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SUCCESSFUL  BOXING  TOURNAMENT 

By  I.  S.  Chalmers 


JUST  when  the  professional  boxirg  gair^ 
in  California  was  more  or  less  gnce- 
Fullj  taking  the  count  the  amateur  end 
of  the  sport  received  a  considerable  fillip 
at  the  hand-  of  Tiik  Olympic  Club 
through  the  successful  staging  of  the  I'.  A. 
of  V  A.  I".  championships.  Three  succes- 
sive evenings,  the  17th,  18th  and  19th,  De- 
cember,  1914,  were  devoted  to  the  task  of 
reducing  the  army  of  contestants  to  the  thin 
red  line  i  >f  victi  trs. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  boxing  talent, 
it  i-  questionable  if  a  better  entertainment 
was  ever  staged  in  the  Club,  and  the  multi- 
plicity of  entrie-  injured  both  variety  and 
continuity.  In  order  to  eliminate  the  rank 
outsiders  and  pare  down  the  list  of  compet- 
itors  in  each  class,  the  byes  and  first  round 
bouts  were  disposed  of  on  the  first  night: 
the  second  round  bouts  on  tfie  second  night, 
and  the  final-  were  reserved  for  the  grand 
finale.  Unfortunately,  no  consideration  was 
given  to  the  fact  that  boxers  might  sustain 
injuries  in  wading  through  the  slough  of 
mediocrity,  with  the  result  that  on  the  final 
night  there  were  as  many  "walk-overs"  re- 


corded as  fights.  Broken  hand-  were  the 
principal  trouble,  and  of  course,  unsatisfac- 
tory as  many  of  the  results  necessarily  were. 
there  was  no  way  out  of  the  difficulty. 

On  the  final  night  one  contest,  that  be- 
tween C  J.  Gaviati,  O.  C,  and  J.  Stanton, 
Un.,  for  the  welter  weight  title,  went  a  long 
way  toward  consoling  the  audience  for  the 
scarcity  of  fights.  Both  men  had  reached 
the  final  after  hard  contests  in  the  prelim- 
inary rounds,  and  it  was  realised  that  a 
stiff  battle  would  be  the  outcome.  And  so 
it  proved.  The  judges  disagreed  at  the  end 
of  the  statutory  three  rounds,  and  as  Mr. 
Fay,  the  referee,  could  not  separate  them 
either,  he  sent  them  along  for  another 
round.  Again  the  judges  disagreed,  and  Mr. 
Fay,  exercising  the  authority  vested  in  him, 
rendered  the  decision  himself  and  awarded 
victory  to  Gaviati.  Naturally  the  Club 
man's  win  was  popular,  but  he  was  the  first 
to  confess  that  he  had  been  through  a  hard 
time.  Gaviati  landed  cleaner  than  his  op- 
ponent, particularly  with  his  left  hand,  but 
in    the    clinches,   or   semi-clinches.    Stanton 


A  group  of  Olympians  who   took  the  annual 
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worked  a  variety  of  fancy  tricks  that  had  a 
wearing  effect  on  the  enemy.  Stanton  is 
undoubtedly  a  great  piece  of  machinery,  and 
hi-  reappearance  in  the  Club  ring  will  be 
watched  with  interest. 

Throughout  the  final  bout  his  contest  with 
Phil  Noonon  of  the  Club  was  also  a  great 
battle.  Noonan  actually  knocked  his  man 
down,  but  failed  to  follow  up  his  advantage 
and  lost  the  decision  by  the  closest  of  mar- 
gin-. The  welterweight  class  undoubtedly 
proved  the  cream  of  the  entry  list,  for  in 
addition  to  the  boys  named  Core  were  Spen- 
cer of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  who  also  fought 
Stanton,  and  Herscovitz  of  the  O.  C.  who 
lost  to  Gaviati. 

Another  thrilling  encounter  was  that  be- 
tween Edgar  Williams  and  George  Locke, 
both  O.  C.  boys,  for  the  special  weight  title. 
Among  the  boxers  themselves  this  was  fig- 
ured to  be  the  best  contest  of  the  tourna- 
ment. Both  boys  had  trained  faithfully  and 
gone  through  their  preliminaries  without 
turning  a  hair.  The  odds  were  slightly  in 
favor  of  Locke,  who  had  an  O.  K.  to  his 
credit  over  Williams,  registered  several 
months  previously  in  the  St.  Francis  Hotel, 
and  two  O.    K.'s   in   the  preliminaries,   but 


the   philosophic    Edgar   was   not    worrying 

about  the  pasi. 

In  the  first  round  Locke  forced  tin  going 
and  seemed  to  have  the  edge.  The  psycho- 
logy of  that  knock-out  was  operating.  He 
chased  Williams  all  over  the  ring  and  drove 
lefts  and  rights  at  his  head  and  body,  but 
Williams  was  satisfied  to  remain  on  the  de- 
fensive. In  the  second  round  Williams 
came  through  with  a  great  left  hook  and 
took  all  Locke's  right  crosses  on  his  shoul- 
der. By  the  end  of  the  round  the  psychology 
of  the  knock-out  had  evaporated  and  when 
the  final  round  commenced,  it  was  odds  on 
Williams,  and  Williams  demonstrated  that 
the  odds  were  justified,  winning  the  decision 
cleanly  and  handily. 

R.  O'Meara,  O.  C,  brought  the  feather- 
weight title  to  the  Club  by  defeating  W. 
Coulsting,  in.  Victory  was  won  by  the 
decision  route,  but  there  was  never  any 
doubt  about  it.  O.Meara's  contest  with 
James  Locke,  brother  of  the  redoubtable 
George,  was  much  more  interesting.  Locke 
putting  up  a  cleverer  fight  and  pushing  the 
champion  to  the  limit. 

There  was  but  one  heavyweight  contest 
throughout  the  contest,  and  the  winner  of 
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the  title,  Eleverfield  of  the  O.  C,  did  not 
have  to  don  a  glove.  There  were  only  three 
entries,  and  while  Wilmans,  until  recently 
a  Club  junior  and  now  an  athletic  member, 
earned  the  right  to  a  contest  for  the  title  by 
defeating  J.  Hammer,  L'n.,  in  a  ding  dong 
battle,  he  was  unable  to  go  on  again,  and 
Eleverfield  won  by  default. 

Young  Frankie  Farren,  Un.,  won  his  way 
to  the  bantam  title  in  clever  fashion.  Un- 
fortunately, he  did  not  have  to  perform  in 
the  final,  as  his  opponent,  D.  McColgan,  had 
sustained  a  broken  hand  and  could  not  go 
on.  In  his  early  bouts,  however,  Farren 
proved  himself  a  clever  boxer,  using  a  good 
left,  and  executing  the  right  cross  with  fatal 
effect  when  the  opportunity  offered. 

Jack  Rhodes  of  the  O.  C.  got  away  with 
the  lightweight  championship  through  the 
defaulting  of  J.  Sneed,  Un.  Sneed's  face 
was  in  bad  shape  and  it  was  deemed  inad- 
visable tn  allow  him  to  box.  Rhodes,  how- 
ever, earned  a  clear  right  to  the  title  by  the 
manner  in  which  he  disposed  of  Bert  Rob- 
erts and  Al  Trimble,  bath  unattached.  Rob- 
erts was  an  awkward  fellow  to  handle,  but 
Rhodes  waltzed  around  him  and  peppered 
him  with  lefts  and  rights,  scoring  as  clean 
a  knock-down  as  one  could  wish  to  see,  and 
finally  taking  the  decision  by  a  city  block. 
With  Trimble  he  was  up  against  stiffer  tim- 
ber, and,  added  to  that,  early  in  the  fight  he 
sustained  an  injury  to  his  eye  nerve  which 
ted  his  sight.  By  skillful  blocking  and 
tive  countering,  however,  he  was  able 
to  win  the  decision  and  qualify  for  the  final. 

\V.  McCabe  of  the  l".  S.  Navy  won  the 
middleweight  title,  through  George  Meyers 
defaulting  with  a  broken  hand:  and  R.  Par- 
nell.  I'n.,  won  the  lighf  heavyweight  title 
through  the  defaulting  of  C.  Mcocriff.  O.  C. 

In  mam,   of  the  |„,„ts  the  results  were  so 


close  as  to  actually  warrant  the  loser  in 
demanding  another  chance,  and  with  this 
end  in  view,  Professor  Green  has  been  asked 
by  the  Athletic  Committee  to  arrange  a 
series  of  special  matches  for  February  13. 
On  that  date  Sneed  may  be  matched  to  box 
Rhodes,  and  a  suitable  opponent  may  be 
found  for  Stanton.  Another  boxer  one 
would  like  to  see  given  another  chance  is 
O'Keefe,  stablemate  of  Sneed.  These  boys 
were  drawn  together  in  the  first  round  and 
O'Keefe  lost  out,  largely  through  stalling. 
It  was  an  open  secret  that  the  clique  of  un- 
attached boxers  would  have  preferred  to  see 
O'Keefe  meet  Rhodes  in  the  lightweight 
final.  At  that,  however,  Rhodes  is  not  shy 
of  opponents,  for  two  of  the  Winged  O  box- 
ing fraternity  are  simply  dying  for  a  crack 
at  him. 

And  in  the  meantime  try-outs  are  being 
arranged  for  Saturdays,  January  23  and 
February  6,  with  a  view  to  classifying  the 
material. 

Mr.  Jack  Kitchen  and  Mr.  R.  McArthur 
officiated  as  judges,  and  the  third  man  in  the 
ring  was  Mr.  Stanley  Fay.  The  boxing  was 
well  attended  by  the  amateurs  and  consider- 
able enthusiasm  was  displaved.

BASKETBALL  SUCCESSES

Both  of  the  Club  basketball  teams  suc- 
ceeded in  negotiating  the  first  competitive 
hurdle  in  the  shape  of  championships  by  an- 
nexing the  titles,  in  their  respective  classes, 
in  the  San  Francisco  district  series. 

The  Unlimited  team  had  a  comparatively 
easy  passage  in  their  final  game  with  the 
Albions,  which  was  played  on  the  Club 
court  on  Thursday,  January  21,  winning  by 
the  considerable  margin  of  62  goals  to  15. 
It  was  clear  from  the  start  that  the  Winged 
O  men  were  the  superior  players,  and  as  the 
game  developed  they  made  their  opponents 
look  a  sorry  lot.  It  must  be  confessed,  how- 
ever, that  the  Albions  played  a  plucky  game 
against  superior  metal  and  took  their  gruel- 
ing in  a  good  spirit. 

On  the  same  evening,  which,  by  the  way, 
was  a  Ladies'  Night,  the  University  of  Cali- 
fornia 145-pound  team  just  nosed  out  the 
Berkeley  Y.  M.  C.  A.  boys  of  the  same 
weight,  the  score  being  28  to  24.  It  was  a 
great  game  throughout  and  the  result  was 
in  doubt  till  the  final  whistle  blew. 

While  all  this  excitement  was  sfoingr  on 


at  the  Club  the  O.  C.  145  aggregation  was 
enjoying  an  even  harder  struggle  over  in 
Oakland  in  disposing  of  the  claims  of  the 
St.  Ignatius  Varsity  boys  to  the  district 
title  at  the  welter  weight  limit.  When  hos- 
tilities ended  the  Olympians  were  ahead 
by  two  points,  the  score  being  28  to  26. 

Interest  now  centers  in  the  P.  A.  cham- 
pionships, and  while  it  is  dangerous  to  at- 
tempt to  forecast  results,  it  seems  reasonable 
to  suppose  that  the  Olympians  will  clash 
the  University  of  California  boys  in  the  final 
of  the  145-pound  class.

Green's  Awkward  Sailor 

The  prospect  of  the  discovery  of  a  new 
White  1  [ope  lured  some  of  our  connoisseurs 
of  the  pugilistic  art  to  the  gymnasium  the 
other  day.  The  report  had  gone  forth  that 
James  J.  Corbett,  who  had  arrived  in  town 
with  an  unknown  young  heavyweight  under 
his  wing,  had  kindly  offered  to  submit  him 
to  inspection.  Also,  limited  circulation  had 
been  given  to  the  grateful  rumor  that  Pro- 
fessor George  Green  was  taking  a  lively  in- 
terest in  a  mysterious  stranger  from  the 
high  seas  who  was  quite  eager  to  abate  the 
ambitions  of  Mr.  Corbett's  White  Hope. 
Part  and  parcel  of  this  rumor  was  the  in- 
timation that  the  object  of  Professor  Green's 
profound  interest  was  likely  to  prove  as  big 
a  surprise  as  the  new  Carmen  that  electrified 
an  Alcazar  audience  the  other  night.  Pro- 
fessor Green's  best  bet  was  described  as  a 
reincarnation  of  Tom  Sharkey.  We  were 
assured    that    he    was    a    man    with    "the 

punch."  a  natural  fighter  n<>t  to  be  Stopped 
with  anything  suiter  than  the  well-shod 
In  ill'  n|'  a  frivolous  mule.  So  here  was  the 
promise  of  a  mill  big  with  sensation  and 
thrill.  <if  course,  it  was  only  to  be  a 
friendly  hunt,  but  of  Green's  man.  Mr. 
Rudie  Peterson,  late  of  Norway,  it  was  said 
that    hi-   normal   mood    was   "tic   of   intense 


seriousness  and  that  to  him  give  and  take, 
even  with  belaying  pins,  was  but  an  appetiz- 
ing diversion.  Naturally  those  present  were 
filled  with  suspense  when  Tom  Cowler,  the 
new  White  Hope,  appeared  in  the  ring. 
Tom  is  a  youngster,  only  22,  and  he  weighs 
two-fifteen  stripped  for  action.  Peterson  is 
almost  thirty  pounds  lighter,  but  the  short- 
age of  driving  power  he  offsets  with  sheer 
awkwardness  that  might  disconcert  even  a 
veteran.  For  two  rounds  the  mill  was  a 
novel  spectacle.  The  Norwegian  style  of 
boxing,  as  exemplified  by  Rudie  Peterson, 
has  a  technique  all  its  own.  On  the  de- 
fensive, Rudie  covers  up  and  doubles  up. 
and  the  most  conspicuous  spot  of  interest 
presented  to  his  opponent  is  between  the 
shoulder  blades.  As  this  is  not  a  vulnerable 
spot,  it  received  little  attention.  When 
Rudie  rushes  his  opponent  there  is  always 
danger  of  an  accidental  kick  landing  some- 
where, but  it  wouldn't  take  a  belaying  pin 
to  stop  him.  At  the  end  of  the  go  it  was 
agreed  by  the  connoisseurs  that  Tom 
Cowler  was  an  exceptionally  fast  big  man 
with  a  stiff  punch  and  susceptible  of  a  high 
polish.  What  may  be  done  with  Peterson 
is  problematical,  but  assuredly  to  make  a 
fighter  out  of  him  he  must  be  revolutionized. 
Professor  Green  is  confident  that  this  is  not 
an  impossible  achievement.

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MILLARD  WINS  DOUBLE  EVEM

Oliver  Millard  began  the  New  Year  in 
the  same  victorious  vein  with  which  he 
traversed  the  old  one,  winning  the  Bulletin's 
Cross  Country  Marathon  on  Xew  Y'ear's 
Day.

away  ahead  of  any  other  organization,  even 
that  of  the  redoubtable  Caledonian  Club, 
may  be  taken  as  evidence  of  their  class  both 
individually  and  collectively.

Some  time  ago  it  was  suggested  in  these 
columns  that  we  should  celebrate  our  ath- 
letic heroes,  the  young  men 
who  carry  the  Winged  O  to 
victory  and  enlarge  our  col- 
lection of  trophies.  The  sug- 
gestion was  received  with  en- 
thusiasm by  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the 
Athletic  Committee,  and  it  has  been  de- 
cided to  make  the  heroes  of  the  several 
championship  events  of  1914  the  guests  of 
honor  at  a  banquet  in  the  club  dining  room 
on  Saturday  evening,  March  6th.  The 
program  of  festal  ceremonies  is  now  in 
course  of  preparation.  On  this  occasion 
Olympians  will  have  the  opportunity  of 
showing  that  they  are  not  lacking  in  en- 
thusiasm for  the  young  men  who  are  living 
up  to  the  best  traditions  of  the  Club.  Our 
athletes  are  doing  things  worth  while  and 
they  are  well  deserving  of  our  encourage- 
ment and  our  applause. 


It  might  be  an  interesting  question  for  a 
debate  in  the  gymnasium  whether  it  was 
Two  cowardice     or     supreme     moral 

Kinds  courage  that  Mr.  Miller  showed 

of  when  he  quit  the  ring  before  the 

Courage  time  Hmit  of  the  first  round. 
Mr.  Miller,  be  it  known  by 
those  Olympians  who  missed  a  great  box- 
ing tournament,  is  a  boxer  of  unknown  af- 
filiations who  contributed  to  the  gaiety  of 
the  evening  by  taking  a  short  cut  through 
the  ropes  in  the  midst  of  his  set-to  with  our 
champion  wrestler  R.  D.  Thompson.  Mill- 
er had  been  informed  that  Thompson  was 
a  novice  who  had  never  been  in  the  ring 
before.  The  assurance  was  the  truth,  but 
when  about  seven  straight  lefts  were  poked 
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into  Miller's  chin  he  showed  signs  of  scep- 
ticism.    And  as  he  studied  the  situation, 
and  could  see  no  way  of  executing  a  flank 
movement,  he  became  bewildered,  and  then, 
collecting  his  thoughts,  he  decided  to  with- 
draw  from  the  firing  line,  explaining  as  he 
did  so  that  to  him  it  was  clear  that  Thomp- 
son was  not  an  inexperienced  boxer.  Laugh- 
able to  be  sure,  but  let  us  not  hastily  con- 
clude that  .Miller  is  deficient  in  the  stuff  of 
which  heroes  are  fashioned.     There  is  in- 
volved here  an  academic  question  on  which 
<  llympians    might    profitably    reflect.     The 
great  point  of  honor  in  men  is  courage,  but 
not    the    kind    of    courage    that    books  of 
chivalry  tell  us  about.     The  knight-errant 
used  to  tackle  everything  he  met.     He  went 
about  challenging  men  stronger  than  him- 
self, seeking  opportunities  of  being  knocked 
on  the  head,  that  he  might  return  covered 
with  glory  to  claim  his  lady  love.     His  at 
best  was  a  holiday  kind  of  courage.     It 
lacked  the  circumspection  which  is  the  qual- 
ity  that   distinguishes   the   courage   of   the 
wise  from  the  rashness  of  the  foolish.   The 
man  with  true  courage  is  not  devoid  of  fear. 
Some  men    have    courage    wholly    for  the 
reason  that  they  have  not  the  intelligence 
to  appreciate  a  danger.    The  man  who  has 
fear,  and  subdues  it,  and  braves  the  dan- 
ger, is  possessed  of  the  truest  kind  of  cour- 
age.    Now  Miller  was  sensible  of  the  dan- 
ger of  going  three  rounds  with  Thompson. 
It  wa<  obvious  to  him  that  he  had  no  chance 
of  winning.     Also  it   was  obvious  to  him 
thai   no  profit   was  to  be  derived   from  the 
performance;  nothing  but  unhappy  experi- 
■  ir  himself  and  some  exhilarating  mirth 
for  the  spectators  at  his  expense.    The  cx- 
perience   he   might    like   to   have,    since   it 
would  serve  him  on  another  occasion,  but 
why.      be     may      have     argued,      why     be 
phlebotomized  to  make  an  <  >lympic  holiday? 
Miller  preferred  to  be  "as   valiant   as  the 
wrathful     d.,ve     or     mosl      magnanimous 
mouse,"    and    so    lie    quit    the    ring.     Me 


played  what  appeared  to  be  the  part  of  a 
poltroon,  but  some  there  were  at  the  ring- 
side  who,   on   second   thought,   viewed    his 
behaviour    as     proof    of     moral    courage. 
They  argue  that  whereas  it  requires  very 
little  physical  courage  to  take   a  pummel- 
ing   with   boxing  gloves,   it  calls   for   con- 
siderable moral  courage  to  act  what  seems 
to  be  the    part    of    a    coward.     The    aca- 
demic  question   is   not   one   to   be   decided 
offhand.      But   there   is   this   to  be   said, — 
that  moral   courage   is  a  virtue  of  higher 
cast  and  nobler  origin  than  physical  cour- 
age.    There   is   an   abundance  of  physical 
courage  in  the  world,  but  there  is  also  no 
end   of   false    shame,    which    is    a   sign   of 
moral   cowardice.     The   sensation   of   false 
shame  is  the  fruit  of  vanity.     It  is  the  re- 
sult   of   being    unreasonably    perturbed    at 
circumstances  we  cannot  alter.     The  man 
with  moral  courage  has  the  quality  w^hich 
defies  and  puts  to  flight  false  shame.     Pos- 
sessed of  this  quality  a  man  is  not  afraid 
to  appear  singular ;  he  has  the  courage  of 
his  convictions  ,and  he  will  do  right  in  the 
face  of  an  adverse  public  opinion.     There 
are  men  fearless  of  all  physical  danger  and 
possessed  of  great  talents  who  yet  remain 
in   obscurity  on   account  of  their  timidity. 
The   things    worth    having    in   this   world 
must  be  fought  for,  but  it  requires  moral 
courage  to  jump  in  and  scramble  for  them. 
Some  men    there    are    capable    of  looking 
without  flinching  into  the  barrel  of  a  gun. 
but  who,  fearful  of  their  ability  to  make  a 
home  for  a  wife,  have  not  the  courage  to 
gel  married.     These  men  owe  their  une; 
ness  to  a  susceptible  nature  which  is  pro- 
lific    of     imaginary     contingencies.     This 
is    a    weakness   which    has   changed    whole 
careers,   destroyed   the   advantages  of  edu- 
cation, and  induced  habits  of  moody  self- 
mplation  in  men  equipped  in  some  re- 
spects    for   the   highest   achievements.      All 
these  somewhat  pedantic  reflections  are  by 
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way  of  suggesting  to  young  Olympians 
the  need  of  lifting  their  strenuous  games 
into  an  atmosphere  of  sentiment  and  a 
world  of  ideals.  This  was  the  ancient 
Greek  idea  in  the  days  when  the  Olympic 


games  were  held  in  honor  of  Zeus  and  pre- 
sided  over  by  the  Graces.  The  training  of 
the  body  was  in  a  sense  the  training  of  the 
soul.  The  object  was  the  development  of 
a  harmonious  temperament. 


NATIONAL  CHAMPIONS  BEATEN 

And     the     Victors     Defeated     by     Tne     Olympians 
By  F.  F.  Foster 


BASKETBALL,  as  it  is  played  on  the 
Pacific  slope,  was  vindicated  on  Mon- 
day, February  22nd,  in  the  first  round 
of  the  National  A.  A.  U.  championship 
when  the  Oakland  V.  M.  C.  A.  dethroned 
the  Illinois  Athletic  Club  in  one  of  the 
greatest  games  ever  witnessed  on  the  coast, 
by  a  score  of  33  to  30.  Before  the  game 
commenced  it  was  conceded  that  the  Oak- 
landers  had  a  chance,  a  sort  of  long-odds 
chance  of  surviving  the  ordeal,  but  few 
indeed  were  prepared  to  gamble  more  than 
their  sympathy  on  this  frail  strand.  This 
was  not. to  be  wondered  at,  for  the  Illinois 
team  had  held  the  National  Championship 
for  three  years,  was  undefeated  for  five 
years  and  represented  the  very  acme  of 
basketball  ability  in  a  territory  covering 
thousands  of  miles  which  had  doubtless 
been  "toothcombed"  in  the  effort  to  bring 
the  individual  stars  together. 

The  idea  of  defeat  never  crossed  the 
minds  of  the  Illinois  players,  until  they 
found  themselves  two  points  behind  with 
two  minutes  to  go,  and  the  shock  of  the 
discovery  nullified  their  efforts  in  the  clos- 
ing rallies  of  the  game.  Oakland,  on  the 
other  hand,  playing  with  everything  to  gain 
and  nothing  to  lose,  were  above  themselves 
all  the  time,  responding  to  the  inspiring  im- 
pulse of  the  moment.  It  is  difficult  to  sit 
down  and  sanely  criticise  the  game  with- 
out coming  to  the  conclusion  that  Oakland 
deserved  their  victory.     It  is  true  that  their 


style  of  play  was  lacking  in  the  finer  polish 
that  characterized  the  work  of  their  op- 
ponents, but  as  a  scoring  machine  they  were 
the  superior  combination.  Illinois  was  sci- 
ence personified.  Their  speed  and  precision 
was  almost  marvelous.  It  was  certainly 
mystifying.  But  every  time  they  looked 
like  wdnners  the  Oaklanders  came  back 
with  an  irresistible  rush  and  a  beautiful 
field  goal.  It  was  largely  a  case  of  sys- 
tematic team  work  against  superhuman  in- 
dividual effort,  and,  as  the  gods  would  have 
it.  the  latter  won  out. 

Just  a  few  words  more.  The  team  that 
defeated  the  champions  from  Illinois  was 
defeated  Wednesday  night  by  the  Olympic 
team  in  perhaps  one  of  the  most  exciting 
contests  that  ever  took  place  in  our  gym- 
nasium. At  this  writing  it  is  too  late  to 
give  a  detailed  account  of  the  game.  Suf- 
fice it  that  at  the  end  of  the  first  half  the 
Oaklanders  had  a  lead  of  one  point.  The 
second  half  was  nip-and-tuck  down  to  the 
end.  though  for  a  brief  spell  the  Olympians 
had  a  lead  of  eight.  This  was  reduced  to 
a  close  margin,  and  then  at  the  very  wind- 
up  the  Winged  O  opened  a  gap,  winning 
by  four  points.  The  ups  and  downs  of  this 
contest  played  havoc  with  everybody's  emo- 
tions.  President  Humphrey  got  so  excited 
that  he  had  to  leave  the  scene  for  a  few 
moments  to  pull  himself  together.  Secre- 
tary  Frank  Foran   fell  off  his  chair  while 
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pulling  t"  windward  for  a  goal.  Director.-, 
llanity  ami  Kucker  were  threatened  with 
valvular  heart  trouble  and  when  the  gun 
was  fired  that  hunch  of  Directors  behaved 
like  a  group  .of  college  alumni  after  a  foot- 
hall  game.  But  why  not?  Here  were  the 
(  Hympians  fighting  for  a  national  cham- 
pionship  in  the  first  week  of  the  Exposition, 
with  everybody  feeling  that  a  victory  over 


the  team  that  defeated  Illinois  would  make 
the  championship  a  cinch.  Xo  wonder  the 
Directors  were  on  edge.  Xo  wonder  John 
Elliot  was  so  excited  that  when  it  was  over 
he  collapsed  in  the  arms  of  George  James. 
The  game  because  of  what  it  seemed  to  in- 
volve had  precisely  the  same  effect  as  a 
melodramatic  thriller  with  a  "punch"  hi 
every  scene.

BOXING  BOUTS  PROVE  BIG  DRAW

SOME  fourteen  boxing  bouts  were 
staged  in  the  club  gymnasium  on 
Saturday,  February  13th,  and  as  the 
program  ran  its  interesting  course  the  mem- 
bers were  afforded  an  opportunity  of  wit- 
nessing in  action  some  of  the  boys  who  will 
represent  The  Olympic  Club  in  the  various 
Exposition  tournaments.  Perhaps  the  most 
attractive  event  on  the  card  was  the  bout 
scheduled  between  Johnny  Moretto,  the 
Winged  O  title  holder  of  the  125-pound  bri- 
gade for  the  Pacific  Coast,  and  Morris 
Baker  of  the  Y.  M.  H.  A.  In  a  previous 
workout  Baker  had  showed  a  good  hand 
and  was  delighted  to  have  a  crack  at  the 
champion.  Disappointment  was  in  store  for 
him  however.  Moretto  stabbed  and  hook- 
ed him  with  his  left  hand  at  will,  and  oc- 
casionally brought  the  right  over  by  way  of 
accompaniment,  with  the  result  that  the 
touted  cleverness  of  Baker  was  completely 
overshadowed.  Recognizing  the  inevitable 
end  Tiv  Kreling  stopped  the  bout  in  the 
second  round  to  avoid  useless  punishment 
of  the  game  loser.  The  boys  mixed  at 
130  pounds.  Moretto's  showing  demon- 
strated the  fact  that  in  these  parts  at  all 
events  he  is  in  a  class  by  himself.      Another 


Olympic  Club-Y.  M.  H.  A.  combination  was 
put  on  when  George  Locke  went  against 
Harry  Le  Vine.  Le  Vine  tore  after  the 
Olympian  like  a  young  tornado,  swinging 
lefts  and  rights  with  fell  intent.  For  fully 
a  round  Locke  was  kept  busy  stepping  in- 
side and  outside  of  the  never  ending  circle 
of  blows  that  came  his  way.  In  the  second 
period  he  developed  a  jolt  to  Le  Vine's  jaw, 
which  he  varied  by  generous  attention  to 
the  middle  section.  In  the  third  round 
Locke  boxed  Le  Vine  in  great  style,  hitting 
him  from  anywhere  and  everywhere,  but 
he  could  not  stop  the  game  little  Hebrew. 
However  the  decision  was  Locke's  by  a 
large  margin. 

Among  the  heavyweights  R.  D.  Thom- 
son, the  O.  C.  champion  grappler,  stood 
out  as  the  shining  light  of  the  evening.  It 
was  his  first  fight  and  he  was  matched  with 
E.  A.  Miller,  mi.,  wrho  was  reputed  to  have 
several  scalps  dangling  at  his  belt  already. 
The  fight  lasted  about  a  minute  and  then 
Miller  "dogged  it,"  declaring,  as  he  left 
the  ring,  that  anyone  who  could  use  himself 
as  Thomson  did  was  no  amateur.  On 
coming  together  Thomson  pushed  out  his 
left  hand  and  connected  forcibly.  He  repeat- 
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ed  the  experiment — yes,  it  was  an  experi- 
ment— and  it  worked  every  time.  Then  re- 
membering his  right  hand  he  thought  a 
little  exercise  would  do  it  no  harm.  That 
settled  it.  When  that  right  hand  landed 
flush  on  Miller's  ear  he  held  up  his  hands 
and  cried   "enough." 

Rudie  Petersen,  the  other  O.  C.  heavy- 
weight, was  awarded  the  decision  over  H. 
Hendricks  in  the  second  round.  Hendricks 
was  not  suffering  from  punishment  but  he 
would  not  stand  up  and  fight.  As  a  mat- 
ter of  fact  the  bog  boys  came  nearer  hav- 
ing a  good  scrap  when  dressing  and  talk- 
ing it  over  than  they  did  in  the  ring. 

Ward  Cox,  Or  Ct  middleweight,  disposed 
of  the  third  Hebrew  contender  for  fistic 
honors  in  the  person  of  M.  Brodofsky. 
Brodofsky  fought  in  the  P.  A.  tournament 
and  was  only  eliminated  by  a  close  decision 
by  the  ultimate  winner,  McCabe  of  the  II. 
C.  Navy.  Cox,  however,  showed  up  with 
something  that  even  McCabe  does  not  pos- 
sess— considerable  skill  as  a  boxer  and  a 
punch  to  boot.  It  was  Cox  all  the  way, 
although  his  friends  suffered  a  shock  when 
they  saw  his  forehead  split  open  through 
■coming  in  contact  with  Brodofsky's  head. 
In  the  last  round  the  blood  kept  running 
into  Cox's  eyes  and  impairing  his  sight, 
"but  at  that  he  never  wavered  and  won 
■easily.  He  made  great  use  of  his  right 
hand,  bringing  it  over  with  startling  pre- 
cision and  effect  time  and  again. 

J.  YVilmans  and  F.  L.  Davenport,  two 
•club  men,  belonging  to  the  light  heavv- 
weight  class,  put  up  a  great  battle  for  the 
bonors.  Davenport  was  making  his  debut, 
and  in  tbe  first  round  he  nearly  crowned 
it  with  success.  Leading  with  a  good  left 
be  followed  up  with  his  right  hand  and 
landed  flush  on  Wilman's  jaw,  sending  him 
np  against  tbe  ropes,  but  instead  of  stay- 
ing: with  his  man  he  walked  away  and 
waited  for  him.  The  next  instant  he  was 
almost   upset  himself,    for   Wilmans   came 


back  strong  and  swung  a  couple  of  hooks 
on  to  his  jaw.  Thereafter  it  was  a  see- 
saw affair,  with  Wilmans  gradually  de- 
veloping the  ascendancy,  and  at  the  end 
of  the  third  round  he  was  awarded  the 
decision. 

Johnny  Stanton,  O.  C,  took  the  decision 
from  W.  Truscott,  O.  C,  in  three  rounds. 
The  bout  proved  little  more  than  a  work- 
out for  Stanton  as  Truscott  was  away  be- 
low his  natural  weight.  Truscott  was 
obliged  to  hold  on  after  the  first  round,  and 
the  bout  lost  interest.  At  that,  however, 
Truscott  sent  Stanton  to  the  dentist,  as  he 
dislodged  a  tooth  with  his  famous  left  hook 
in  the  first  minute  of  fighting.  When  the 
bout  was  over  Professor  Green  took  Trus- 
cott aside  and  told  him  to  make  himself 
scarce  for  two  months  and  build  up. 

R.  O'Meara,  O.  C,  again  curbed  the  am- 
bitions of  W.  Coulsting,  un.,  whom  he  de- 
feated in  the  final  of  the  P.  A.  tournament. 
Coulsting  seldom  got  near  the  champion 
featherweight,  and  whenever  he  did  the 
quick  firing  battery  of  O'Meara  was  work- 
ing on  him. 

Another  interesting  return  bout  was  that 
between  J.  S.  Locke,  O.  C,  and  Billy 
Hughes,  un.  Locke  again  proved  himself 
a  better  boxer  than  Billy,  using  a  clean  left 
hand  with  nice  effect,  but  Hughes  was  in 
better  shape  and  looked  capable  of  going 
on  indefinitely.  Locke  was  awarded  the 
decision  for  his  excellent  work  in  the  first 
two  rounds. 

Three  club  boxers  went  down  to  defeat, 
but  all  of  them  put  up  good  battles.  A. 
P.  Rhodes,  brother  of  the  lightweight 
champion,  was  badly  beaten  by  J.  Nelson, 
un..  at  150  pounds;  Chris  Meocrioff  was 
beaten  in  the  extra  round  by  M.  Wolgast, 
un..  175  pounds:  and  E.  Le  Chasseur  was 
beaten  by  J.  Murphy,  un.  The  remainder  of 
the  program  consisted  of  the  bout  between 
H.  E.  Jamison,  O.  C,  and  T.  Kelly,  un., 
which  Jamison  won  by  the  decision  route, 
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and  E.  Hartman,  un.,  and  \V.  Brodsky,  un., 
which  the  former  won  by  decision.  .Mr. 
Stanley  Fay  refereed  the  first  seven  bouts 
and  .Mr.  Tiv  Kreling  the  last  seven.  The 
judges  were  -Mr.  R.  McArthur  and  Mr. 
George  James. 

It  has  been  decided  by  the  Athletic  Com- 
mittee to  hold  another  program  of  special 
matches  on  March  20th.  As  a  preliminary 
to  that  workouts  will  be  held  in  the  gym- 
nasium on  Friday,  February  6th.  And  as 
a  last  preparatory  step  for  the  first  of  the 
championships  workouts  will  again  be  held 
on  April  3rd. 


WHAT  THE  JUVENILES  ARE  DOING 

To  those  who  believe  that  the  day  is  not 
far  distant  when  The  Olympic  Club  will 
breed  its  own  athletes  from  the  ground  up 
and  cease  from  trespassing  upon  outside 
preserves,  Saturday  mornings  in  the  swim- 
ming tank  with  the  Juveniles  are  a  source 
of  never  ending  faith  and  confidence.  It 
is  on  Saturday  mornings  that  the  Juveniles 
foregather  under  the  wing  of  Sid  Cavill  for 
their  swimming  lessons,  and  it  is  then  also 
that  the  club  resounds  with  the  shrill  treble 
pipes  of  the  youngsters  in  cumulative  ef- 
fect.

At  the  time  of  writing  D.  Julien  and 
his  team  are  in  the  lead  for  the  silver  bars 
that  have  been  promised  the  winning  team, 

but     one     named      Davitt     with     his     trusty 

henchmen  are  hot  on  the  trail,  and  at  the 
next  clash  it  will  not  be  surprising  should 


he  overtake  the  leaders.  These  races  are 
conducted  in  handicap  form  so  that  the 
poorest  can  compete  with  the  best,  and  al- 
ready the  wisdom  of  this  course  has  been 
proven.  Several  swimmers  who  formerly  re- 
fused to  compete  at  all  for  fear  of  defeat 
are  now  entering  confident  of  success. 
Since  the  races  were  inaugurated  Cheney, 
the  one  time  speed  king  of  the  juveniles,  has 
been  dethroned  by  Julien,  and  on  a  recent 
occasion  Davitt  nosed  out  the  new  cham- 
pion and  looks  to  repeat  at  the  first  oppor- 
tunity. And  in  the  ranks  of  lesser  lights 
new  talent  is  cropping  up  in  the  same  way. 


0.  C.  GYMNASTS  ARE  P.  A.  CHAMPS 

Professor  R.  Leandro  took  a  trip  to 
Berkeley  the  other  night  in  company  with  a 
small  group  of  his  gymnasts,  and  when  he 
returned  he  was  able  to  display  to  a  sur- 
prised and  delighted  audience  the  P.  A.  of 
A.  A.  U.  championship  trophy  for  gym- 
nastics. In  addition  to  the  team  trophy,  he 
was  able  to  point  to  R.  Mauritzen,  O.  C, 
as  the  championship  point  winner  of  the 
tournament.  The  championship  was  held  in 
the  Berkeley  Y.  M.  C.  A.  on  February  19th, 
and  while  the  club  men  had  little  or  no 
time  in  which  to  practice  the  feats  to  be  per- 
formed, the  demonstrator  and  the  entry 
blanks  arriving  somewhat  late  on  the  scene, 
they  easily  disposed  of  the  opposition.

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UNLIMITED  BASKETBALLERS  WIN  OUT

ON  Friday  of  last  week  at  St.  Man's 
College,  Oakland,  the  unlimited  bas- 
ketball team  of  The  Olympic  Club 
won  the  P.  A.  of  A.  A.  U.  championship 
from  the  Oakland  Y.  M.  C.  A.  aggrega- 
tion in  one  of  the  most  keenly  contested 
games  of  the  past  season.  The  final  score 
was  30  to  24  in  favor  of  the  Winged  O 
boys.  It  was  the  third  game  of  the  final 
series,  and  each  team  had  a  victory  to  its 
credit,  so  that  the  trophy  and  the  honor  of 
championship  hinged  upon  the  last  game. 
And  the  importance  of  the  occasion  was 
fully  borne  out  by  the  strenuous  run  of  the 
play,  and  the  feverish  excitement  engen- 
dered among  the  spectators.  From  the  out- 
set the  game  was  conducted  on  fast  and 
furious  lines,  and  that  very  fact  contrib- 
uted, in  a  measure,  to  the  ultimate  success 
of  the  Olympians,  for  they  were  trained  to 
the  minute  and  stayed  the  distance  in  great 
form  while  their  opponents,  though  fight- 
ing to  the  last,  had  lost  some  of  the  snap 
with  which  the  proceedings  commenced. 
After  taking  the  initial  basket  of  the  game 
the  Winged  O  men  had  to  trail  the  Oak- 
landers  right  to  the  interval.  At  times  they 
were  half  a  dozen  points  behind,  and  again 
they  were  on  a  level,  but  never  in  front — 
till  the  interval,  at  which  time  the  score 
board  read  15  to  11  in  favor  of  Oakland 
Upon  resuming  hostilities  however  Johnny 
Gilbert  carried  the  fight  straight  to  the 
enemy,  and  with  almost  herculean  efforts, 
and  the  co-operation  of  his  team  mates,  par- 
ticularly Berndt  and  Kemp,  he  wore  down 
the  margin  against  his  side  and  replaced  it 
with  one  of  the  right  order. 

In  the  last  ten  minutes  of  play  the  Olym- 
pians were  all  over  their  opponents  and  piled 
in  basket  after  basket  to  the  huge  delight 
of   the   coterie   of   supporters   that   traveled 


over  the  bay  with  them  to  witness  the  en- 
counter. In  the  closing  minutes  of  play 
numerous  fouls  were  called  on  both  sides, 
the  bulk  of  them  against  the  O.  C,  but  the 
point  getter  of  the  Oaklanders  appeared  to 
have  lost  his  cunning  by  that  time  and  few 
brackets  were  scored.  At  that  Oakland  put 
up  a  great  fight  and  earned  the  respect 
of  their  opponents.  Taken  all  in  all,  it  was 
a  bad  night  for  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  for  in  ad- 
dition to  the  defeat  of  the  Oaklanders,  the 
145-pound  and  130-pound  Fresno  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  teams  went  down  to  defeat,  the  first 
at  the  hands  of  the  University  of  California, 
who  thereby  won  the  145-pound  champion- 
ship ;  and  the  second  at  the  hands  of  North 
Beach.  It  was  the  Fresno  145-pound  team 
that  put  curtains  to  the  aspirations  of  the 
O.  C.  aggregation  of  that  class,  and  natur- 
ally there  was  a  little  satisfaction  in  seeing 
the  conquerors  conquered.

This  is 
the  mode  prescribed  of  introducing  a 
friend.  This  mode  must  be  followed ;  that 
is  to  say,  it  is  not  the  privilege  of  a  mem- 
ber to  introduce  a  friend  without  entering 
his  name  in  the  visitors'  book.  Further, 
according  to    the    same    section,    a   visitor 


from  the  city  or  any  point  within  fifty  miles 
of  the  city,  is  entitled  to  the  privileges  of

A  man  of  a  good  deal  of  per- 
sonal magnetism  was  Beachey.  Modest, 
unassuming,  of  a  kindly  nature,  as  gentle 
as  he  was  courageous,  in  the  club  which 
once  he  made  his  home  there  was  no  man 
more  warmly  esteemed.  To  many  Olym- 
pians the  news  of  his  death  brought  a  sense 
of  great  personal  loss.  To  the  whole  city 
it  was  a  shock  such  as  few  communities 
have  known ;  for  the  daring  aviator  had 
thrilled  us  so  often  girding  at  Death,  so 
often  gladdened  our  hearts  by  his  safe 
return  to  earth,  that  somehow  through  our 
emotions  he  had  come  to  have  a  strong 
hold  on  our  affections.  It  was  as  though 
we  loved  him  for  the  risks  he  took  to  please 
us.  For  after  all.  it  was  for  our  pleasure 
that  Lincoln  Beachey  made  a  daredevil  of 
himself  in  the  sky.  This  is  not  a  pleasant 
reflection,  but  perhaps  it  is  a  salutary  one. 


A  few  months  ago  several  boy  scouts 
took  a  bicycle  trip  of  eighty  miles  as  an 
endurance  test,  and  ever  since 
in  various  parts  of  the  coun- 
try there  has  been  discussion 
of  the  menace  presented  by 
the  tendency  to  deterioration  in  American 
youths   arising   from    severe   athletic   train-

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ing  during  the  adolescence  period.  It  is 
no1  to  !»-■  denied  that  the  strenuous  training 
of  college  students  has  been  productive  of 
some  lamentable  results.  In  some  instances 
the  training  is  too  strenuous,  in  some  the 
students  arc-  physically  unfit  for  any  kind 
of  violent  exercise.  It  was  recently  found 
in  the  Wisconsin  University  that  from  5 
to  10  per  cent  of  the  freshmen  were  suf- 
fering from  enlargement  of  the  heart  and 
dilation  attributable  to  indulgence  in  violent 
exercise  beyond  their  powers  of  endurance. 
This  sort  of  thing,  we  are  happy  to  say,  is 
not  encouraged  by  the  trainers  and  in- 
structors of  The  Olympic  Club.  The 
vigilant  members  of  our  athletic  commit- 
tee have  very  keen  solicitude  for  our  young 
athletes,  and  are  not  inclined  to  promote 
endurance  tests.  It  is  well  to  develop 
champions,  but  our  first  concern  here- 
abouts is  for  the  health  of  Olympians. 


Now  for 
a  Big 

Festival 


The  club  has  paid  tribute  to  its  gallant 
anil  victorious  band  of  1914-15  athletes. 
There  has  been  ceremonious 
recognition  of  the  achieve- 
ments by  which  they  reflected 
glory  on  the  winged  O.  Now 
there  is  talk  of  going  a  little  further.  It 
has  been  suggested  that  it  would  be  well 
to  make  the  celebration  of  our  athletes  the 
theme  of  a  masque  at  an  annual  outdoor 
festival.  This  suggestion  is  deserving  the 
consideration  of  our  directors :  for  one  way 
to  encourage  athletics  is  the  way  that  was 
Greek — by  associating  athletics  with  the 
things  of  the  mind.  A  somewhat  faint  re- 
flection  of  Greek  tradition  is  shown  at  the 
I  Hympiads,  which  have  served  to  stimulate 
interest  only  in  athletic  contests.  The 
Greek  games  had  for  their  object  a  train- 
ing "f  the  mind  and  a  development  of  the 
artistic  sense  as  well  as  the  attainment  of 
physical  excellence.  The  great  reward  of 
the  victor  was  not  the  symbolical  crown  of 
olive,  but  the  ode  in  which   his  praise  was 


sung,  the  procession  of  happy  comrades, 
and  all  that  inspired  the  great  lyric  festival 
when,  as  Pindar  has  it,  "the  lovely  shining 
of  the  fair-faced  moon  beamed  forth,  and 
all  the  precinct  sounded  with  songs  of  festal 
glee."  Now  why  should  not  The  Olympic 
Club  live  up  to  its  name?  The  name 
implies  something  more  than  a  consecra- 
tion to  athletics.  To  be  true  to  the  original 
conception  it  should  take  a  lively  interest 
in  esthetics.  It  should  inspire  the  very 
thing  that  is  here  agitated.  In  its  objects 
is  to  be  found  the  motif  of  a  masque.  For 
even  now  the  club  is  devoted  to  something 
higher  than  the  creature  comforts  of  its 
members.  If  it  has  not  lived  up  to  the 
ideals  of  old,  it  is  at  least  taking  an  interest 
in  the  training  of  youth  and  the  cultivation 
of  character.  It  is  rendering  a  public 
service,  the  importance  of  which  is  far  from 
manifest  to  many  of  its  members.  To  give 
all  a  true  conception  of  the  broad  character 
of  the  club  it  would  be  necessary  to  under- 
take something  in  the  nature  of  that  which 
has  been  sue'eested.     Let  us  talk  it  over.

The  foregoing  reflections  naturally  lead 
to  the  thought  that  some  day  The  Olympic 
Club  must  have  an  Olympia 
far  from  the  madding  crowd. 
This  thought  our  directors 
have  entertained.  A  country 
club  on  a  large  tract  of  land  that  may  be 
subdivided  into  home  sites  for  Olympians 
is  a  dream  which  may  be  realized  at  a  time 
not  far  distant.  At  present  the  project  is 
in  abeyance,  but  we  are  prospering,  and  it 
will  be  revived.  The  happy  consummation 
we  may  look  forward  to  with  absolute 
confidence.  Meanwhile,  let  us  hope,  a  club 
poet  may  be  seized  with  an  inspiration  and 
burst  into  song  and  deliver  himself  of  a 
grove  play,  one  that  will  make  us  all  realize 
how  important  it  is  that  we  should  have  a 
grove. 
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AN  OLYMPIAN  DINNER 

The  Guest  of  Honor  a  Notable  Figure  in  the  Social  Life  of  the  Nation's  Capital 


COLONEL  ROBERT  M.  THOMP- 
SON of  Washington,  D.  C,  was  the 
guest  of  honor  at  a  dinner  given  by 
The  Olympic  Club,  Saturday  evening, 
March  13th.  Colonel  Thompson  is  the 
chairman  of  the  Olympic  Games  Commit- 
tee. In  his  official  capacity  he  was  the 
guide,  philosopher  and  friend  of  the 
American  athletic  team  that  won  distinc- 
tion at  the  Olympiad  in  Stockholm.  In  all 
the  country  there  is  not  a  more  enthusiastic 
patron  of  amateur  athletics  than  Colonel 
Thompson.  He  is  also  a  very  enthusiastic 
American,  and  as  such  he  takes  a  deep  in- 
terest in  affairs  of  the  army  and  navy.  He  is 
beloved  by  army  and  naval  men  through- 
out the  land,  and  especially  by  the  students 
at  West  Point  and  Annapolis ;  and  even  the 
jackies  on  our  warships  recognize  in  him 
a  friend  who  is  always  concerned  for  their 
welfare.  Few  men  not  of  the  navy  have 
a  more  intimate  knowledge  of  its  affairs 
than  Colonel  Thompson.  Of  the  whole 
subject  of  national  defense  he  is  a  deep 
student,  and  of  course  he  is  of  the  Greater 
Navy  propaganda.  So  Colonel  Thompson, 
as  may  lie  conjectured,  is  an  interesting- 
man  to  entertain  at  a  dinner,  especially 
when  his  hosts  are  bent  on  eliciting  from 
him  matters  of  interest  about  which  he  is 
informed.  Such  was  the  case  at  the 
Olympic  dinner,  and  Colonel  Thompson 
told  of  the  splendid  achievements  of  the 
American  team  at  Stockholm,  and  of  the  fine 
behavior  of  the  athletes  that  won  for  them 
universal  esteem.  Nowhere  did  they  meet 
with  unpleasantness  save  on  one  occasion 
in  Paris  where  they  encountered  the 
Apaches,  one  of  whom  stole  a  watch  and 
passed  it  to  an  accomplice  who  made  off 
with  it.  The  athlete  who  had  been  robbed 
seized  the  thief,  a  sprinter  pursued  the  ac- 


complice. The  thief  was  given  proper 
chastisement,  the  sprinter  caught  his  man 
and  recovered  the  watch,  and  his  man  re- 
ceived some  punishment  too.  Thereafter 
the  athletes  had  no  more  fun  with  the 
Apaches.  Speaking  of  the  navy  Colonel 
Thompson  said  it  was  a  crime  for  our  sen- 
timental pacifists  to  lull  the  nation  into  a 
feeling  of  security.  He  compared  our  navy 
with  the  navies  of  the  world,  and  declared 
that  we  were  pursuing  a  policy  of  unpre- 
paredness  that  might  some  day  lead  to  the 
most  bitter  consequences. 

At  the  dinner  were  President  William 
F.  Humphrey,  Vice-President  Louis  Hoef- 
fler,  Directors  Drum,  Hanify,  McConnell, 
Foran,  Rucker,  Woods,  Postmaster  Charles 
Fay,  Hon.  Arthur  Arlett,  Major  Stanton, 
Frederick  W.  Lawrence  and  Theodore 
Bonnet. 

The  speeches  were  few,  but  sparkling 
was  the  flow  of  soul.  President  Humphrey 
took  occasion  in  the  course  of  his  remarks 
to  regret  the  prospect  of  the  postponement 
of  the  next  Olympiad  inasmuch  as  these 
are  halvcon  days  in  Olympic  Club  ath- 
letics. He  told  of  the  champions  the  club 
had  developed,  and  of  records  made  that 
justified  the  hope  that  the  club  might  play 
a  very  important  part  in  the  international 
games.  Speeches  of  a  very  happy  nature 
were  made  by  Mr.  Arlett  as  the  represen 
tative  of  Governor  Johnson,  who  regretted 
his  inability  to  be  present,  and  by  Major 
Stanton.

Many  were  disappointed 
because  The  Olympic  Club  team  did  not 
clash  with  the  old  champions ;  and  had 
they  met  in  the  tournament  a  terrific  game 
would  certainly  have  resulted. 

It  was  suggested  that  a  game  be  ar- 
ranged   after   the    final,   but   it    was    found 
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that  the  new  champs  were  in  no  shape  to 
enter  such  a  contest  immediately  after 
gruelling  their  way  through  to  the  final 
and  victory,  especially  as  the  Illinoisans  had 
been  resting  up  all  week  since  their  elim- 
ination on  the  first  night.  It  was  a  chance 
for  a  titanic  conflict  but  circumstances 
ruled  it  out  of  court. 


Johnny  Gilbert  will  take  his  team  east 
next  year,  to  whatever  point  is  selected  by 
the  A.  A.  U.  and  defend  the  title.  In  the 
meantime  the  plaque  presented  by  the  na- 
tional body  rests  in  the  trophy  case  and  is 
an  object  of  keen  interest  to  visitors  and 
members   alike. 


THE  FUGITIVE

HOW  the  rain  fell !  How  the  wind 
blew!  How  the  barges  creaked 
and  groaned  as  they  pressed  upon 
each  other!

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THAT  ATHLETIC  BANQUET 


DISCRETION  may  be  the  better  part 
of  valor,  as  some  bloodless  philos- 
opher steeped  in  the  futility  of 
thought  once  innocently  propounded,  hut 
it  i>  always  the  other  part  that  we  look  to 
for  inspiration,  enthusiasm,  achievement. 
Indiscretion  is  the  real  handmaid  of  human 
progress,  or,  for  that  matter,  any  other 
kind  of  progress,  since  all  that  the  word 
implies  through  its  multiplicity  of  definite  ins 
is  the  delectable  pivot  upon  which  nature 
turns  her  eccentric  fancies  without  too  much 
regard  for  hygiene,  selective  primary,  or  in- 
come prospectus.  And  happy  is  the  man 
who  marries  his  own  indiscretion,  With- 
out  indiscretion  there  would  be  a  slump  in 
iron  crosses,  Victoria  crosses,  ribbons  of 
honor,  and,  last  but  not  least,  medals  of 
merit.  Of  course  it  may  be  argued  that  the 
said  slump  will  eventuate  in  at  least  three 
of  the  above  mentioned  classes  once  the 
European  horizon  clears  sufficiently  for  the 
junk  man  to  appear  and  undertake  to  do 
"his  bit"  for  the  fatherland  or  the  mother- 
land by  taking  the  honors  in  exchange  for 
easy  bread  values,  but  for  the  medals  of 
merit,  the  highest  athletic  honor  of  Tin-: 
Olympic  Club,  there  will  be  no  such  mar- 
ket. 

Without  venturing  to  suggest  that  this 
delightful  comparison  was  thematized  by 
President  Humphrey,  on  Saturday,  March 
6th,  on  the  occasion  of  the  athletic  banquet, 
the  neutrality  edict  forbidding  indulgence 
in  any  such  friendly  truths,  it  is  not  stretch- 
ing the  point  too  much  to  suppose  that  other 
bright  minds  besides  that  of  the  writer  held 
it  in  concept.  As  a  matter  of  fact  the  presi- 
dent was  too  busily  engaged  in  trying  to 
convince  active  members  that  a  little  less 
passivity  on  their  part  would  render  their 
activity  all  the  more  agreeable  and  profit- 
able. 


In  a  speech  that  was  a  perfect  model  of 
precise  terminology  he  lauded  the  athletes 
whose  prowess  "by  flood  and  field"  i  liber- 
all)'  translated  meaning  by  tank  and  track) 
had  inspired  the  banquet  idea.  I  le  dwelt 
briefly  upon  the  achievements  of  the  past 
year  and  remarked  that  never  in  the  history 
of  the  club  had  such  a  wonderful  all-round 
record  of  successes  been  attained.  It  was 
his  pleasure  and  privilege  to  congratulate  the 
athletes  of  the  club  upon  making  the  name 
"Olympic"  resound  about  the  ears  of  the 
athletic  world,  and  it  would  be  his  purpose 
to  establish  the  athletic  banquet  as  an  annual, 
if  not  semi-annual,  institution  of  the  club  to 
which  they  could  all  look  forward  as  the 
occasion  on  which  the  conspicuous  perform- 
ers would  be  fittingly  crowned. 

The  President,  in  his  few  but  stirring 
words,  addressed  himself  to  the  task  of  cre- 
ating a  new  and  higher  spirit  of  harmony 
between  the  active  and  athletic  departments 
of  the  club,  and  future  aspirants  for  the  ac- 
tive degree  need  not  be  surprised  if  a  new 
qualification  in  the  form  of  athletic  interest 
be  demanded  of  them.  He  seemed  to  think 
that  the  line  of  demarcation  between  active 
and  athletic  membership  should  be  more 
finely  drawn  and  that,  in  fact,  it  should  be 
observed  as  an  unfortunate  though  inevit- 
able technicality  rather  than  as  a  living 
factor  in  the  diurnal  of  Olympians. 

Once  divested  of  this  speech  of  fire  the 
President  touched  upon  the  idea  that  had 
materialized  in  the  form  of  the  medal  of 
merit.  He  told  of  its  inception,  prosecu- 
tion and  conviction,  so  to  speak,  and  also, 
in  his  own  inimitable  fashion,  held  it  up  to 
the  mirror  of  eloquence  and  compared  it 
with  the  valorous  insignia  of  nations,  not 
forgetting  to  add  that  while  it  was  a  cross 
of  peace  it  was  none  the  less  hard  to  win. 

And  as  a  fitting  climax  to  his  address  he

pinned  the  medal  of  merit  upon  the  breasts 
of  three  of  the  Eour  Olympians  adjudged 
worth)  to  bear  it,  namely  Oliver  .Millard, 
George  Parker  and  Walter  Pomeroy — the 
absentee  being  <  >llie  Snedigar— amid  a 
scene  of  wild  enthusiasm.  Immediately 
the  ceremony  was  over  the  entire  banquet- 
ting  party,  which  numbered  something 
over  two  hundred,  rose  to  their  feet  and 
pledged  the  first  Olympians  to  be  decor- 
ated with  this  new  and  exclusive  honor. 

Thereafter  the  President  called  the  na- 
tional basketball  champions  by  name  and 
pinned  their  gold  medals  upon  the  lapels 
of  their  coats.  Needless  to  say  the  cham- 
pions were  pledged  with  equal  heartiness. 

From  every  point  of  view  it  was  an 
evening  to  remember.  The  banquet  itself 
was  excellent,  and  the  entire  company  was 
affected  with  the  atmosphere  infused  by 
the  President's  address.  And  as  there  were 
no  other  speakers  the  atmosphere  was  not 
disturbed. 

The  Board  of  Directors  was  represented 
in  full,  which  may  be  taken  as  a  reflection 
of  the  keen  interest  which  the  members  of 
executive  take  in  the  athletic  department; 
and  of  course  the  Athletic  Committee  was 
present  in  full  also.  As  a  matter  of  fact 
credit  for  the  banquet  must  be  given  the 
Athletic  Committee ;  and  also  for  the  medal 
of  honor.  They  wrought  hard  and  often 
with  these  problems  and  finally  brought 
them  to  a  (delightful  consummation,  so 
much  so  that  there  is  little  doubt  now  that 
the  President's  idea  of  making  the  banquet 
an  annual  institution  will  be  carried  out. 

No  attempt  was  made  to  mark  places  for 
individuals  at  the  different  tables  and  this 
resulted,  as  predicted,  in  the  happiest  pos- 
sible- way.  the  boys  of  various  classes  con- 
gregating  with  their  kind  and  establishing 
a  great  conglomerate  camaraderie. 

\n  orchestra  led  the  general  chorus  in 
^"iil;.  and  Willie  Kidd  Nelson,  Otto  Wall- 


fisch,  Judge  Brennan  and  one  or  two  others 
contributed  to  the  entertainment  in  a  gen- 
erous manner. 

Air.  Sword,  the  manager,  must  also  be 
congratulated  not  only  upon  the  success  of 
the  banquet  as  a  whole,  but  also  upon  the 
special  illumination  which  he  provided  for 
the  occasion.  The  gymnasium  was  a  blaze 
of  soft  alluring  light  all  the  time  from  the 
multi-colored   globes     which    canopied    the 

scene.

LIBRARY  ACQUISITIONS

SINCE  the  last  inventory  of  the  Club 
library  was  taken  a  few  months  ago,  a 
few  notable  additions  have  been  placed 
Dii  the  shelves.  This  accession  to  the  book 
lore  of  the  Club  has  been  accomplished 
chiefly  by  purchase,  that  inexorable  land- 
lordism of  the  muses,  and  but  a  few  inspired 
donations  fall  to  be  recorded. 

The  first  of  these  comprises  two  volumes 
of  the  works  (in  prospect)  of  Theodore 
Bonnet,  editor-in-chief  of  this  magazine 
most  of  the  time,  and  an  Olympian  all  the 
time;;  which  may  be  construed  as  meaning 
that  he  is  an  Olympian  by  design  and  an 
editor  by  accident — not  a  fatal  accident. 
One  volume  is  a  play  entitled  "A  Friend  of 
the  People,"  and  the  other  is  a  chronicle  of 
the  graft  prosecution  in  San  Francisco  of 


a  few  years  ago  and  is  named  "The   Re- 
generators." 

In  "A  Friend  of  the  People"  Mr.  Bonnet 
introduces  to  the  theatre  a  real  political 
grafter,  that  is,  in  potentiality,  any  man 
at  all  who  has  seen  the  light  since,  or  dur- 
ing, the  stone  age,  and  sets  him  up  in  the 
limelight  of  an  ordinary  political  phase  of 
the  Twentieth  Century.  Mr.  Bonnet's  hero 
is  not  the  grafter  of  melodrama,  although 
he  is  obviously  destined  for  the  calcium. 
The  grafter  of  melodrama,  in  real  life,  is 
usually  to  be  found  in  jail,  whither  he  has 
progressed  by  means  of  a  series  of  petty  lar- 
cenies, whereas  the  Bonnet  grafter  in  real 
life  is  to  be  found  just  where  he  belongs — 
in  office.  It  is  perfectly  clear  that  the  author 
did    not    invent     Governor    Hopkins ;     he 
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simply  culled  him  from  contemporary 
politics  and  rendered  him  histrionically 
articulate,  and,  let  us  hope,  publicly  intelli- 
gible. 

The  political  morality  of  Governor  Hop- 
kins consists  in  translating  his  private  vices 
into  public  virtues.  Hypocrisy  and  self- 
righteousness.  But  he  is  ever  human  and 
interesting,  and  when  the  denouement 
comes  he  naturally  evades  the  issue  by  com- 
mitting suicide  and  thereby  has  himself 
posthumously  accredited  with  an  unsus- 
pected vein  of  courage  by  the  omniscient 
feminine.  Exception  has  been  taken  to  the 
Governor's  suicide,  presumably  on  the  aes- 
thetic principle  that  the  tragedy  of  life  is 
not  that  we  all  must  die,  but  that  some  of 
us  go  on  living.  At  any  rate,  the  suicide 
follows  as  a  natural  sequitor  to  the  expose, 
and,  without  preudice,  if  exception  must 
be  taken  in  order  to  justify  the  critical  fac- 
ulty, we  prefer  that  it  be  taken  against  the 
expose  as  the  more  improbable  of  the  two 
events  or  circumstances. 

Another  Olympian  who  has  broken  the 
bounds  of  Olympus  to  poach  a  little  on  the 
plains  of  Parnassus,  is  Peter  B.  Kyne,  and 
he,  like  the  excellent  Olympian  he  is,  has 
contributed  his  bag  to  the  common  stock  of 
his  fellows.  The  bag  takes  the  form  of  a 
full-fledged  novel,  entitled  "The  Long 
Chance,"  and,  as  may  be  surmised,  deals 
with  the  glorious  uncertainty  of  Western 
life  as  it  is  understood  in  the  Bronx.  Mr. 
Kyne  is  a  past  master  in  the  art  of  endow- 
ing the  commonplace  with  an  atmosphere 
of  romance,  and  the  scenes  which  he  de- 
picts, whether  fanciful  or  actual,  are  al- 
ways alluring.  There  is  nothing  unconven- 
tional in  the  plot  of  the  story,  the  author 
depending  for  his  success  upon  vivid  char- 
acterization, intense  feeling  and  strong 
language. 

Mr.  Harry  W.  Gallet  enriched  the  Li- 
brary considerably  by  donating  his  copies 
of  Cellini's  Memoirs  and  Morier's  amazing 


"Adventures  of  the  Hajji  Baba."  The  Cel- 
lini volume  developed  an  immediate  vogue, 
and  a  porter  had  to  be  requisitioned  to  re- 
discover it  periodically  around  the  Club. 

The  list  of  books  purchased  for  the  Li- 
brary since  the  last  record  was  made  is  as 
follows  :  Italian  novelists,  seven  volumes  ; 
Macaulay's  Miscellaneous  Works,  and  His- 
tory of  England,  in  ten  volumes  each ;  com- 
plete sets  of  works  of  Charles  Kingsley  and 
Anatole  France,  and  Early  Poems  and 
Fugitive  Pieces  by  James  Whitcomb  Riley. 


WRESTLING  CHAMPIONSHIPS 

The  first  of  the  wrestling  championships 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Exposition  will  be 
held  on  March  29th  when  the  P.  A.  of  A. 
A.  U.  stages  its  annual  event.  For  this 
championship  The  Olympic  Club  has  en- 
tered twenty-three  men,  and  it  is  expected 
that  in  the  majority  of  the  classes  an  excel- 
lent showing  will  be  made.  The  boys  are 
training  assiduously  under  Professor  Yok- 
ell,  who  arrived  from  the  East  on  the  18th 
inst.  and  started  in  to  work  straight  away. 
Already  the  wrestlers  have  enthused  over 
the  efforts  of  the  professor  who,  by  the 
way,  started  his  wrestling  in  The  Olympic 
Club,  San  Francisco,  many  years  ago.  The 
Far  Western  Championships  take  place  on 
the  12th  and  13th  of  next  month.  The  pre- 
liminary tournament  for  this  event  was  held 
at  the  University  of  California  last  Wednes- 
day, and  the  Championship  Committee  made 
a  number  of  selections,  but  others  will  be 
selected  from  the  P.  A.  meet.  Among  the 
men  selected  to  represent  the  Pacific  As- 
sociation in  the  Far  Western  were  R.  D. 
Thomson  (heavyweight),  C.  E.  Allen  Jr. 
(heavyweight  and  light  heavyweight),  Carl 
Ricks  (middleweight)  and  A.  O'Connor 
(featherweight).  Emil  Heino,  the  State 
champion  at  the  lightweight  limit,  was  de- 
feated by  George  Nees,  the  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
crack,  and  Mausus,  also  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A., 
figured  among  the  winners,  with  the  result 
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that  Heino's  selection  though  practically 
certain,  depends  upon  his  performance  in 
the  P.  A.  championships.  Allen  disposed 
of  two  men,  one  in  the  heavy  and  the  other 
in  the  light  heavyweight  class.  Thomson 
was  selected  on  the  strength  of  his  reputa- 
tion. Rudie  Tiling  beat  Clark,  his  club- 
mate,  at  125  pounds,  but  lost  to  Iki,  the 
wonderful  Jap  of  the  University.  Mitchell 
threw  Skilling  at  the  same  weight  but 
Skilling  was  in  a  semi-conscious  state  at 
the  time  through  falling  on  his  head  against 
the  hard  floor  of  the  gymnasium.  In  the 
welterweight  class  Willie  Walter  took  the 
decision  from  Morrison  and  will  likely 
figure  in  the  Far  Western  selections. 


SOFT  HANDBALL  TOURNAMENT 

Largely  through  the  instrumentality  of 
Mr.  Tim  Fitzpatrick  soft  handball  will  be 
the  vogue  in  the  club  for  some  little  time 
to  come.  A  soft  handball  tournament  has 
been  arranged  by  the  Athletic  Committee 
to  commence  on  March  28th.  Entries  have 
been  pouring  in  for  the  past  few  days,  and 
judging  by  the  number  of  them  the  tourna- 
ment will  last  a  considerable  time,  as  well 
as  prove  one  of  the  most  attractive  ever 
held  in  the  club.  The  entries  are  being  re- 
ceived by  a  specially  appointed  committee, 
and  will  be  arranged  in  four  classes.     Two 


prizes  will  be  awarded  in  each  class.  Fn- 
tries  will  be  accepted  until  the  23rd  inst.

TRACK  WORK  BEGINS

IT  is  an  old  saying  that  you  can't  keep  the 
Irish  down,  and  in  accord  with  this  sen- 
timent they  had  first  fling  at  the  Expo- 
sition track  with  their  St.  Patrick's  Day 
meet.  From  an  athletic  point  of  view  the 
meet  was  brimful  of  interest  in  as  much  as 
it  afforded  an  opportunity  to  glance  over 
a  few  of  the  men  who  will  take  a  prominent 
part  in  the  Exposition  games,  and  also  be- 
cause it  was  the  first  track  meet  to  be  held 
in  the  Exposition  stadium.  Several  of  The 
Olympic  Club  track  men  were  out  in  uni- 
form for  the  first  time  this  year,  and  con- 
sidering the  time  of  year  their  performances 
must  be  passed  as  highly  creditable.  Both 
Nolan  and  Newhoff  ran  well  in  the  100. 
being  close  up  to  Fred  Murray,  the  Stan- 
ford crack,  who  made  a  field  day  of  it  by 
carrying  off  the  220  and  the  high  hurdles, 
in  addition  to  the  century.  Johnson,  who  is 
at  Santa  Clara,  disappointed  his  friends  by 
trailing  Murray  in  both  the  sprints.  Young 
Perkins  scored  a  creditable  win  in  the 
quarter  mile,  nosing  out  Gisen  who  was 
coming  at  a  great  gait  at  the  finish.  In  this 
event  Pyne,  who  set  a  cracking  pace,  fell 
at  the  tape  and  sustained  several  minor 
bruises  to  his  arms  and  legs.  Ed  Stout 
was  slow  in  getting  into  his  stride  in  the 
mile  and  could  only  finish  third,  although 
lie  was  coming  fast  at  the  finish.  In  a  few 
more  weeks  he  will  be  performing  in  better 
fashion. 

The  high  jump  had  to  be  abandoned  on 
account   of  the   soft    take-off,    but   Horine 
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carried  off  the  three  standing  jumps  and 
also  figured  in  the  flat  iron  throwing  con- 
test. Ryan,  another  club  man,  won  this 
event. 

The  track  team  will  have  a  better  work- 
out at  Stanford  on  Saturday,  March  20th, 
and  thereafter  the  training  grind  will  com- 
mence in  earnest.

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CHINESE  SPORTS 

By  I.  T.  Headland 


I  CONFESS  I  have  never  seen  a  people 
whose  children  were  more  given  to  play 
than  those  of  the  Chinese.  Yet  their 
games,  like  their  language,  literature,  phil- 
osophy,  science,  architecture,  instruments, 
t<»4s.  government — all  things  else  Chinese 
— have  never  gotten  beyond  the  elementary 
stage.  Their  games  are  in  many  cases  in- 
teresting, but  in  few  are  they  complicated. 
They  have  nothing  which  corresponds  to 
the  more  intricate  games  of  the  West,  such, 
for  instance,  as  cricket,  football,  baseball, 
croquet,  golf  and  a  hundred  others. 

One  of  the  roughest,  and,  consequently, 
one  of  the  most  manly,  sports  of  the  Chin- 
ese is  called  "pitching  the  stone  lock."  This 
may  be  played  by  two  or  by  half-a-dozen 
young  men  who  have  the  requisite  daring, 
muscle  and  skill.  It  is  played  with  a  large 
stone  in  the  shape  of  a  Chinese  padlock, 
weighing  from  fifteen  to  thirty  pounds. 
The  game  is  played  by  young  men  from 
twenty  to  thirty  years  of  age,  who  usually 
strip  to  the  waist.  They  arrange  themselves 
in  a  ring,  if  they  are  more  than  two,  and  one 
of  them  pitches  the  stone  up  into  the  air 
from  ten  to  twenty  or  more  feet,  whirling 
it  at  times  as  rapidly  as  he  can  make  it 
whirl,  in  the  direction  of  the  second  man, 
who  catches  it  by  the  handle  as  it  comes 
down.  To  the  looker-on  it  is  a  risky — not 
to  say  dangerous — game,  but  it  is  the  ele- 
ment of  risk  or  danger  that  makes  it  at- 
tractive. The  person  who  catches  it  pitches 
it  in  the  same  manner  to  his  next  neighbor, 
and  so  it  goes  around  the  ring. 

Another  game  played  by  boys  and  young 
men  is  called  the  "man-wheel."  It  requires 
five  pets,  ms.  The  largest  stands  in  the  mid- 
dle with  two  others  on  his  right  and  left, 
one  faring  the  direction  he  faces,  and  the 
Other    the   opposite   direction,   each    having 


an  arm  over  his  shoulder  and  clasping  each 
the  hand  of  the  one  on  the  other  side  of  the 
centre  player.  The  centre  one  then  takes 
one  hand  of  each  of  the  two  outsiders,  who 
are  the  smallest  boys.  They  with  their  other 
hands  clutch  the  girdles  of  the  other  two 
boys,  wdio  also  take  hold  of  their  girdles. 
Thus  they  are  all  bound  firmly  together. 
The  wheel  then  begins  to  revolve.  The 
small  boys  are  gradually  lifted  from  the 
grounds,  swung  in  the  air  and  go  whirling 
around  in  an  almost  horizontal  position.  It 
is  a  very  pretty  game. 

Horseback  archery  is  practiced.  Along 
one  side  of  a  race-track  there  are  set  up 
three  or  more  rolls  of  matting,  fifty  to  one 
hundred  feet  apart.  The  rider  starts  with 
three  arrows  in  his  girdle,  the  reins  of  his 
bridle  being  hung  on  its  saddle,  and  the 
horse  trained  to  go  at  full  gallop.  He  is 
expected  to  shoot  these  arrows  into  the 
three  rolls  of  matting  as  he  passes.  The 
nearer  the  rolls  of  matting  are  together,  the 
more  difficult  the  task  becomes,  for  then  he 
lacks  time  to  fix  his  arrow  and  take  aim. 

If  the  Chinese  have  a  national  game,  and 
I  think  they  may  be  said  to  have,  it  is  a 
species  of  battledore  and  shuttlecock,  the 
feet,  hands,  arms,  head,  shoulders,  any  part 
of  the  body  answering  -as  the  battledore, 
while  the  shuttlecock  is  composed  of  a  cash 
(a  copper  piece  of  money)  covered  with 
cloth,  to  which  is  fastened  a  bunch  of  feath- 
ers. Some  of  the  players  become  very  ex- 
pert. It  is  a  game  which  is  dignified  and 
quiet,  requires  little  exercise,  develops  a 
large  amount  of  skill  and  is  well  suited  to 
a  company  of  scholars.  Kite-flying  is  an- 
other game  indulged  in  by  all  ages  from 
seven  to  seventy.  The  kites  are  of  all 
shapes,  such  as  those  of  human  figures, 
birds,   dragons,   centipedes   and   frogs,   and 
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many  of  them  have  strings  stretched  across 
them  which  play  the  parts  of  an  Aeolian 
harp.  In  season  one  may  count  thousands 
of  kites  flying  over  Peking  at  one  time. 

Contortions  and  acrobatic  games  are 
popular  with  all  classes,  and  the  horizontal 
bar  is  brought  into  frequent  use.  I  have 
never  seen  them  box.  and  I  doubt  if  they 
know  anything  about  it,  as  it  is  a  well 
known  fact  that  when  Chinese  fight  they 
never  strike  out  from  the  shoulder,  but  only 
pull  hair  or  strike  with  the  palm  or  scratch.

across  roads  and  down  alleys  the  fugitive 
hurried.  Sometimes  they  had  no  egress, 
whereupon  he  turned  back,  reluctantly  re- 
tracing his  steps,  cursing  bitterly  the  while. 
Still  on,  slackening  perforce  his  half  trot, 
half  run,  into  obscurer  alleys  and  yet  dark- 
er places.  At  times  he  fancied  the  baying 
of  the  dog  had  ceased,  and  hope  rose  in  his 
heart ;  but  in  the  brief  silences  which  fol- 
lowed the  wild  rush  of  the  wind  and  the 
pitiless  beating  of  the  rain,  it  came  to  him 
again,  distinct,  insistent,  unmistakable,  and 
always  nearer ! 

For  the  fraction  of  a  minute  it  occurred 
to  the  wretched  man  to  ask  help  of  his  fel- 
lows ;  but  he  dismissed  the  thought,  know- 
ing only  too  well  that  it  would  be  useless. 
The  hand  of  every  man  was  against  him, 
for  even  as  he  had  sown  so  was  he  also 
reaping.  His  own  mother  had  repudiated 
him  and  cast  him  forth.  Oh,  Father  in 
Heaven,  what  manner  of  man  was  this 
whose  mother  turned  from  him  in  his  hour 
of  need? 

He  hurried  further  and  further  from  the 
lighted  streets  and  the  comfortable  warmth 
of  taverns,  and,  keeping  always  in  the  shad- 
ows, turned  down  one  of  the  allevs  which 
ended  at  the  bank  of  the  river,  thinking  that 
possibly  he  might  find  a  boat  in  which  to 
cross. 


He  stopped  for  a  moment  to  listen,  run- 
ning on  again  with  the  energy  of  despera- 
tion as  the  deep  baying  of  the  dog  came 
out  of  the  night,  following  him.  The  bread, 
which  he  had  only  half  eaten,  he  threw  away 
in  the  vain  hope  that  the  dog  might  be 
tempted  to  stop  for  it. 

Still  the  blood,  fresh  and  bright  red, 
marked  every  footstep,  and  still  on  his 
clothes  was  blood,  stale,  dull  red,  diluted 
with  rain  and  mud,  but  blood,  veritable 
precious  human  blood.

A  few  words  on  the  subject  of  advertis- 
ing may  not  be  uninteresting  or  unprofit- 
able. It  is  generally  con- 
ceded that  it  pays  to  adver- 
tise. The  Directors  of  The 
Olympic  Club  would  like  to 
convince  Olympians  that  The  Olympian 
is  a  valuable  advertising  medium.  They 
would  like  to  do  this  not  only  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  club,  but  in  the  interest  also 
of  the  members  of  the  club.  The  value  of 
an  advertising  medium  is  determined  chief- 
ly but  not  altogether  by  its  circulation.  A 
magazine,  for  instance,  that  appeals  to  a 
class,  such  as  a  magazine  devoted  to  golf, 
may  not  have  a  large  circulation,  but  it  is 
of  special  value  to  a  man  that  sells  golf 
balls.  Manifestly  it  would  be  better  for  him 
to  pay  a  reasonable  rate  to  bring  the  balls 
to  the  attention  of  a  few  thousand  readers 
of  a  golf  magazine  than  to  advertise  in  a 
daily  paper  at  a  rate  made  on  a  basis  of  a 
hundred  thousand  readers,  ninety  thousand 
of  whom  had  not  the  remotest  idea  of  the 
pleasures  of  the  links.  Now  precisely  on 
the  same  principle  The  Olympian  is  of 
special  value  as  an  advertising  medium.  It 
serves  directly  and  without  waste  the  pur- 
poses of  certain  advertisers.  It  serves  also 
to  bring  Olympians  to  the  attention  of 
Olympians.  In  a  club  of  over  three  thous- 
and members  all  are  not  acquainted.  The 
Olympian  brings  Olympians  together, 
tends  toward  the  promotion  of  esprit  de 
corps,  for  the  columns  of  this  magazine  are 
not  open  to  the  public.

So 
the  monthly  magazine  has  a  much  larger 
circulation  than  is  apparent.  Now  as  to 
the  circulation  of  The  Olympian.  There 
can  be  no  deception  on  that  subject.  Any 
member  can  find  out  at  the  office  in  his 
club  how  many  copies  are  printed.  The 
membership  of  the  club  is  steadily  increas- 
ing, and  so  is  the  demand  for  the  paper. 
Further,  there  is  no  waste.  Our  circulation 
is  not  swelled  by  "returns."  This  month 
we  are  printing  3600  Olympians.  In  ad- 
dition   to   guaranteeing   circulation    we   are

A  DISCOURSE  ON  CARDS 

By  the  Champion  Conversationalist  of   Olympia 


NOT  everybody  is  aware  that  our 
champion  steam-room  athlete,  Col- 
onel John  Farley,  is  a  vast  store- 
house of  information.  A  modest  man  is 
the  Colonel,  ami  reticent,  never  commun- 
icative save  when  fanning  the  flame  of 
conviviality  with  the  wing  of  friendship,  as 
I  )ick  Swiveler  used  to  say.  It  was  on  such 
an  occasion,  to  be  precise,  at  the  moment 
he  was  mixing  his  favorite  salad  that  he 
let  himself  go  on  the  subject  of  playing 
card-.  Me  -wore  off  card-playing  in  Vir- 
ginia City  \ear-  ago,  after  a  game  with 
Mark  Twain.  Dan  De  Quille  and  Sam  Davis. 
But  a  man  may  know  all  about  a  game  he 
doesn't  play.  Colonel  barley  knows  all 
about  cards,  Listen  to  him:  "Civilized 
mankind  has  been  playing  cards  since  the 
1200,  or  thereabout-,  and  it  is  prob- 
able that  the  prototypes  of  the  fascinating 
!  held  their  sway  over  the 
mind-   and    fortunes  of   men.   anion-    those 


whom  we  are  pleased  to  term  the  be- 
nighted people  of  the  dim  ages,  for  as  many 
years  before.  In  all  climes,  and  through 
all  the  periods  that  furnish  a  record  of 
card  playing,  their  fascination  seems  to 
have  been  paramount.  Cards  were  brought 
into  Europe  by  the  witches,  the  soothsay- 
ers and  the  mysterious  people  suspected 
with  being  in  league  with  the  evil  one,  and 
it  does  not  take  a  great  stretch  of  the 
imagination  to  conjure  the  idea  that  the 
cards,  too,  were  possessed  of  the  spell,  and 
wrought  the  influence  of  their  first  masters 
upon  all  who  subsequently  came  within  the 
range  of  their  potency.  For  what  whist 
player  will  deny  the  influence,  akin  to 
witchery,  of  the  cards  upon  him.  even  in 
this  day  and  generation,  when  it  is  no 
longer  necessary  to  burn  witches?  What 
poker  player  will  not  admit  the  devilish  at- 
traction of  two  kings  that  imperatively  de- 
mand him  to  draw  for  a  third :  or  the  siren 
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appeal  of  the  queen  who  clamors  for  a 
sister  to  keep  company  with  the  two  knaves, 
already  in  hand?" 

The  Colonel  paused  for  a  reply.  Not 
yetting  it  he  called  for  more  oil,  and  Tom 
McCann  passed  it  to  him  saying,  "Hurry 
up  with  the  salad,  John." 

The  Colonel  frowned.  "My  dear  Tom," 
he  said,  "a  little  suspense  is  a  good  condi- 
ment for  a  salad  dressing.  I  am  talking 
about  something  for  your  instruction.  Lis- 
ten. It  would  be  no  exaggeration  to  say 
that  cards  have  been  the  standard  form  of 
amusement  for  all  classes  for  nearly  eight 
hundred  years.  There  have  been  high- 
water  periods  in  the  era,  when  card  play- 
ing reached  the  extent  of  a  craze,  but  there 
has  been  no  low-water  mark. 

"It  is  interesting  to  follow  the  develop- 
ment of  card  playing  from  its  inception  in 
the  fortune-telling  stage,  through  the  gam- 
bling era  beginning  around  the  soldiers' 
campfire  and  extending  into  the  palaces  of 
kings  and  the  homes  of  fashion ;  so  on  to 
the  family  circle  where  it  begins  to  take  an 
intellectual  form  requiring  skill  and  science ; 
and  the  relegation  of  the  hazard  to  the 
club  room  and  the  substitution  of  small 
stakes  for  the  large  sums  won  and  lost  in 
the  old  time^.  In  all  these  ramifications 
covering  so  many  years,  the  variety  of  the 
games  varies  but  little.  There  is  improve- 
ment in  method,  the  cultivation  of  the  mind 
as  education  progresses,  demanding  amuse- 
ments consonant  with  improved  standards. 
Whist  goes  through  evolution  until  it  ap- 
pears in  the  product  of  the  day,  still  cap- 
able apparently  of  illimitable  thought  and 
Study.  The  game  of  the  gambler  evolves 
into  the  American  poker,  combining  the 
highest  form  of  commingled  chance,  char- 
acter study,  perception,  influence  and  self- 
control." 

"Tell  us  about  that  game  in  Virginia 
City,"  said  McCann. 


The  Colonel  ignored  the  interruption. 
"When  the  antiquarians,  whose  researches 
cumber  the  shelves  of  the  British  Museum 
and  the  Library  of  Congress,  agree  upon 
the  origin  of  cards,  it  will  be  well  to  go 
into  that  subject.

Another  loses  it,  to  pick  it 
up  in  China,  or  Egypt,  with  uncounted  cen- 
turies intervening.  Records  of  card  play- 
ing begin  to  appear  in — "

"As  I  was  saying,"  the  Colonel  resumed. 
"Records  of  card  playing  begin  to  appear  in 
Europe  about  the  year  1300.  The  cards 
in  use  in  the  preceding  century  were  in 
the  hands  of  the  wandering  gypsies  who 
came  across  the  mountains  of  southern 
Europe,  whence  no  one  knew.  These  cards 
were  known  as  tarots,  and  were  used  for 
fortune-telling,  as  shown  by  their  symbols. 
Tarot  cards  signified  'Royal  Road  of  Life.' 
Thus  there  are  found  on  their  faces  sym 
bols  of  the  emperor,  knights,  clowns,  jug- 
glers ;  emblems  of  justice,  temperance,  forti- 
tude, the  world,  the  stars  and  the  devil. 
Gradually  the  symbols  are  changed.  The 
old  Moorish  packs  contained  thirty-six  cards 
and  had  a  king,  a  knight,  a  prince  and  the 
common  soldiers.  When  card  playing 
worked  its  way  north,  the  gallant  French- 
man, recognizing  woman's  potency  in  high 
affairs,  added  the  queen.  The  imaginative 
sons  of  Provence  gave  the  knave  its  first 
distinctive  character.     It  was  called  'Tuch-

FAR  WESTERN  BOXING  CHAMPIONSHIPS

PROFESSOR  GEORGE  GREEN  is 
the  only  man  in  The  Olympic  Club 
entitled  to  a  life  membership  in  the 
"i-told-you-so-club,"  for  he  is  the  only  in- 
dividual who  dared  to  make  an  optimistic 
prediction  regarding  the  Far  Western  Box- 
ing Championships.  Whenever  he  was 
challenged  on  the  subject  of  the  club's 
chances  of  success  he  opened  up  a  rich 
and  flowing  vocabulary  of  fistic  promises; 
and  if  the  opposition  showed  a  practical 
turn  of  mind  he  would  dominate  the  bet- 
ting situation  by  gambling  his  cherished 
Owls  at  ridiculous  odds.  Out  of  eight 
such  bets  I  was  on  the  right  side  but  once, 
yet  I  have  Owls  to  burn,  but  can  find  no 
takers.  And  instead  of  being  satisfied  with 
himself  he  regrets  that  he  was  unable  to 
annex  another  title.  I  think  he  figured  on 
the  middleweight  title  coming  to  the  club 
in  the  palm  of  Meyers,  and  he  is  not  recon- 
ciled to  his  loss  so  far.  However,  more  of 
that  anon. 

The    Far    Western    Tournament    demon- 
strated   conclusively    that    Tin-.    Olympic 
boxers    are    in    the    very    front    rank. 

and  thai  they  will  take  the  measure  of  any- 
thing nol  quite  in  championship  class.  Out 
■  if  eighl  classes  four  championships  were 
won    I",    club    men.      And    as    Farren.    the 


bantamweight  champion,  is  really  a  mem- 
ber of  the  club,  and  was  only  debarred 
from  wearing  the  Winged  O  through  a 
technicality,  the  list  of  club  victories  can 
be  extended  to  five  out  of  a  possible  eight. 
It  will  be  seen  therefore  that  while  the  Far 
Western  was  a  district  championship  The 
Olympic  Club  actually  won  by  itself. 
H'ereaux,  the  heavyweight  champion,  was 
the  only  outsider  who  won  leading  points 
for  the  Pacific  Association  in  its  sweeping 
triumph  over  the  Northwest,  Southern, 
Rocky  Mountain  and  Intermountain  As- 
sociations. 

Of  the  boxing  itself  it  must  be  said  that 
better  exhibitions  were  never  seen  in  the 
city.  Some  of  the  boys  displayed  class 
that  would  give  them  pre-eminence  in  any 
pugilistic  company,  but  all  of  them,  regard- 
less of  where  they  hailed  from,  exhibited  a 
high  measure  of  skill,  great  fighting  cour- 
age and,  best  of  all,  condition. 

•  »n  the  first  night  of  the  tournament  one 
or  two  surprises  were  sprung.  For  exam- 
ple Fd  Williams  of  The  Olympic  Club 
lost  to  H.  Gleason  of  Seattle.  Gleason 
made  the  local  boy  look  slow  and  awkward 
as  he  danced  around  him  and  administered 
a  beating,  but  later  on  Williams  was  vin- 
dicated  by    the    manner    in    which    Gleason 
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waded  through  the  entire  125-pound  class, 
to  the  final  honors  and  the  title  of  cham- 
pion. With' nit  doubt  Gleason  was  one  of 
the  stars  of  the  tournament,  and  his  flag 
will  not  t'url  for  other  than  a  real  cham- 
pion. Green  declares  he  lias  the  boy  who 
can  turn  the  trick.     Here's  success  to  him. 

Johnny  Moretto  pulled  through  a  hard 
contest  on  the  opening  night  when  he  dis- 
posed of  Murphy  of  Kansas  City.  Murphy 
had  a  kick  in  cither  hand  that  would  glad- 
den the  heart  of  a  middleweight,  but  he 
would  not  lead  and  Moretto  won  the  de- 
cision clearly,  although  the  gallery  gods 
thought  otherwise.  In  the  final  Moretto 
stacked  up  against  Archie  Wyard  of  Se- 
attle when  another  great  contest  was 
witnessed.  Moretto  carried  the  fight  to 
Wyard  all  the  time,  leading  with  a  hard 
left  to  the  body  and  then  hooking  it  to  the 
head  at  close  quarters.  In  the  second 
round  Wyard  beat  Johnny  to  the  punch 
with  the  left  and  tapped  the  claret,  but  he 
still  continued  on  the  defensive  and  Mo 
retto  piled  up  the  points.  The  third  round 
saw  a  great  grandstand  rally,  both  boys 
fighting  like  wild  cats.  Towards  the  close 
of  the  round  Wyard  cut  loose  with  all  he 
had  and  crowded  the  champion  but  he 
could  not  land  an  effective  punch.  The 
judges  agreed  that  Moretto  won.  and  Jack 
Welsh  announced  him  the  winner,  to  the 
great  discomfiture  of  the  aforesaid  gallery 
gods  who  ventured  to  dispute  the  decision. 

Following  hard  upon  this  fight  George 
Myers,  middleweight,  boxed  Sontag,  Se- 
attle, for  the  title.  George  was  obviously 
flustered  by  the  demonstration  that  was 
going  on,  and  forgot  many  things  he  should 
have  remembered.  Xow  and  then  he  land- 
ed a  clean  left  on  Sontag's  jaw,  but  some- 
how he  never  settled  to  his  work,  and 
Sontag  won  the  decision.  Earlier  in  the 
evening  Meyers  had  been  through  the  mill 
winning  hi-  way  to  the  final,  and  that  first 


fight,  which  he  should  have  won  in  a  round, 
took  the  sap  out  of  him. 

Clem  Gaviati  did  all  that  was  expected 
of  him  in  winning  the  145-pound  cham- 
pion-hip. In  the  final  he  met  Ebeling,  a 
stripling  from  Yisitacion  Valley  and  won 
the  decision.  His  best  fight  however  was 
against  Johnny  Stanton,  his  club-mate, 
whom  he  also  beat  to  a  decision.  Stanton 
did  not  show  up  as  expected,  and  Gaviati 
outboxed  him  clearly  although  he  never  had 
his  opponent  in  any  danger.  As  a  matter 
of  fact  the  welterweight  title  came  ca-icr 
than  any  of  the  others. 

In  the  light-heavyweight  class  Rudy 
Petersen  justified  the  claims  of  Green  by 
annexing  the  title  and  in  so  doing  dispos- 
ing of  Miebus  of  Seattle  who  had  held  the 
title  for  the  past  six  years.  Miebus  simply 
could  not  keep  Rudy  away,  and  a  man  who 
can't  do  that  is  bound  to  lose  to  the  Olym- 
pic champion.  Petersen  came  back  later 
on  in  the  evening  and  tried  to  double  up 
by  winning  the  heavyweight  title  as  well 
but  the  obstacle  in  the  person  of  D'ereaux 
proved  altogether  too  bulky.  Petersen 
weighed  172  pounds  and  D'ereaux  over- 
reached that  figure  by  a  good  70  pounds. 
At  that  Rudy  had  the  big  fellow  blowing 
heartily  but  he  himself  was  too  far  gone 
to  follow  any  advantage  he  might  have 
had.  Petersen,  by  virtue  of  his  win  in  the 
light-heavyweight  class  and  his  second 
place  in  the  heavyweight,  brought  more 
points  home  than  any  other  individual  per- 
former of  the  meet. 

Billy  Hughes.  115  pounds,  tore  through 
the  opposition  in  his  class  to  the  title. 
Seattle  boys  were  his  victims  in  both  even- 
ings. In  the  final  he  went  against  Baird, 
a  rugged  boy  with  a  kick,  but  Billy  car- 
ried the  battle  to  his  bigger  opponent  all 
the  time,  leading  hard  lefts  ami  varying 
with  vicious  right  swings.  Baird  was 
stronger  at  the  close  but  the  judges  voted 
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unanimously  Eor  Hughes  on  the  strength 
of  his  superior  showing  throughout  the 
fight.  Hughes  has  not  been  in  the  club 
very  long,  but  his  victory  ensures  him  a 
place  in  the  heart  of  everyone  from  now  on, 
and  his  future  appearances  will  be  watched 
with  intense  interest  and  satisfaction. 

In  the  108-pound  class  the  club  was  of- 
ficially unrepresented.  W.  Coulsting,  who 
was  entered,  was  unable  to  compete  on  ac- 
count of  an  injury  to  his  eye  sustained  in 
the  trials.  Farren,  however,  who  boxed 
unattached,  is  a  member  of  the  club,  and 
will  wear  the  colors  in  future  contests.  In 
the  final  Farren  boxed  Tommy  Richards, 
otherwise  known  as  Spider  Richards,  of 
Los  Angeles,  and  won  a  decision.  Both 
boys  put  up  a  pretty  exhibition.  Richards 
proved  himself  a  clever  boxer,  but  Farren 
was  too  strong  for  him  and  nailed  him 
with  heavy  right-hand  punches. 

The  tournament  was  conducted  on  ex- 
cellent lines,  and  while  there  were  all  sorts 
of  disputes  as  to  decisions  at  the  moment 
of  their  delivery  it  is  almost  safe  to  say 
that  in  the  cool  of  afterthought  everyone 
was  at  least  reconciled  if  not  altogether 
satisfied.  In  amateur  boxing  close  de- 
cisions are  bound  to  occur,  and  when  they 
do  occur  they  ought  to  be  rendered  with 
out  fear  or  favor.  The  judges  who  had 
charge  of  the  bouts  are  experts  in  the  in- 
terpretation of  the  amateur  rules,  and  that 
they  agreed  in  every  case  ought  to  be 
sufficient  for  anyone  to  go  by.  And  inas- 
much as  draws  are  impossible  under  the 
rules  the  judges  must  base  their  decisions 
upon  the  finer  points  of  the  game  and  ig- 
nore the  public  clamor.  'What  might  ap- 
pear a  drawn  battle  in  the  eye  of  the  spec- 
tator may  very  easily  prove  a  clear  win 
for  one  or  other  of  the  contestants  under 
the  boxing  rules. 

The  attendances  on  the  two  evenings  at 
the   Auditorium   were   not   great   in   a   rev- 


enue producing  sense,  but  the  Exposition 
authorities  and  the  boxing  championship 
committee  expressed  themselves  as  satis- 
fied at  having  accomplished  something  to- 
wards giving  amateur  boxing  a  place  in 
the  sun  which,  with  proper  attention,  it 
ousrht  to  maintain  and  strengthen.

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NATIONAL  WRESTLING  CHAMPIONSHIP 


WHEN  Mike  Yokel,  wrestling  in- 
structor, went  to  the  office  on  Mon- 
day afternoon  and  requested  his 
pratique  the  last  shadow  of  doubt  as  to  the 
complete  rout  of  The  Olympic  Club 
wrestlers  in  the  great  National  Champion- 
ships vanished.  Mike  came  and  saw  but 
he  could  not  conquer — in  the  time  at  his 
disposal.  What  he  could  have  done  with 
the  wrestling  material  at  hand  must  remain 
a  matter  for  conjecture ;  what  he  did  is 
scarcely  realized,  although  the  boys  them- 
selves are  loud  in  praise  of  his  coaching 
efforts.  Mike  suddenly  opened  his  ears  to 
the  call  of  home  and  packed  up  on  the  in- 
stant, and  now  he  is  wrestling  with  the 
primitive  sod  in  an  isolated  section  of 
Wyoming  with  which  material  he  hopes  to 
achieve  better  results  than  favored  his 
talents  on  the  coast. 

One  man  stood  out  from  the  others 
among  The  Olympic  Clup.  representatives 
in  the  National,  but  even  he  could  do  no 
better  than  take  second  honors  in  two 
classes.  E.  C.  Allen,  after  winning  the  Ear 
Western  Championship  and  the  Pacific- 
Association  Championship  in  the  light- 
heavyweight  class,  was  accorded  an  outside 
chance  in  the  big  meet,  but  in  E.  Caddock 
of  Chicago,  who  defeated  Allen  in  both  the 
light-heavyweight  and  the  heavyweight 
class  finals,  he  was  up  against  a  man  who 
can  more  than  hold  his  own  with  the  best 
professionals  in  the  country  at  the  present 
time.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  when  it  became 
known  that  Caddock  was  coming  to  San 
Francisco  to  have  a  crack  at  the  title  the 
chances  of  all  the  coast  men  glimmered  and 
went  out.  Caddock  showed  his  class  in  his 
first  bout  against  big  Thomson  of  the  club 
whom  he  disposed  of  in  a  little  over  two 
minutes.  Thomson  was  under  the  impres- 
sion that  he  was  in  poor  shape,  but  he  was 
merelv  under  Caddock.    In  the  final  against 


Allen  seven  minutes  were  required  for  the 
fall,  but  at  that  the  issue  was  never  in 
doubt.  In  the  final  of  the  heavyweight  class 
Caddock  turned  the  trick  in  two  minutes 
and  seventy  seconds. 

In  the  middleweight  class  the  club  was 
not  represented,  Ricks  failing  to  show  after 
being  beaten  by  McCarthy  in  the  Far  West- 
ern Championships  at  the  Auditorium  sev- 
eral days  before.  With  the  people  on  the 
coast  McCarthy  of  the  Multnomah  Club, 
Portland,  was  considered  the  favorite,  de- 
spite the  undoubted  claims  of  Ben  Rubien 
of  Chicago,  the  title  holder.  Warrant  for 
tli is  attitude  of  mind  was  accorded  by  the 
fact  that  among  those  who  figured  Mc- 
Carthy to  win  was  Mike  Yokel.  To  those 
who  had  an  opportunity  of  cultivating  Mike 
to  some  extent  it  will  be  understood  that 
with  all  his  wrestling  skill  he  maintained  a 
spirit  of  modesty  altogether  foreign  to  the 
situation :  and  holding  this  belief  in  the 
capacity  of  McCarthy  to  win  the  middle- 
weight title  one  can  imagine  his  embarrass- 
ment when  Rubien  quietly  asked  him  how 
long  it  would  take  him  to  dispose  of  the 
aforesaid  McCarthy.  Mike  smiled  softly — 
the  sort  of  smile  that  preceded  a  strangle 
hold — and  intimated  that  McCarthy  was  a 
mighty  good  man  at  the  weight,  also  that 
he  had  never  seen  Rubien  in  action,  and 
would  not  like  to  express  any  definite  opin- 
ion. As  luck  would  have  it  Rubien  and 
McCarthy  were  drawn  together  early  in  the 
tournament  and  a  great  bout  was  antici- 
pated, but  Rubien  put  it  on  McCarthy,  and 
the  great  majority  of  the  spectators  as 
well,  by  pinning  his  man  in  the  astonishing 
time  of  one  minute  and  sixty  seconds.  In 
fact  McCarthy  was  down  and  had  his  arms 
stretched  out  in  the  act  of  giving  up  sev- 
eral seconds  before  Tiv  Kreling  was  aware 
of  the  fact.  Inquiry  afterwards  revealed 
that  a    "jack-knife."    otherwise    a  leg  and 
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head  hold,  had  accomplished  the  downfall 
of  McCarthy.  That  was  the  great  disap- 
pointment  of  the  Northwest.  They  did  not 
for  a  moment  imagine  that  McCarthy  could 
lose. 

Kuban's  wonderful  victory  made  him  a 
favorite  for  the  championship  in  the  final 
round  of  which  he  stacked  up  against  Saw- 
telle  of  Lehigh.  Sawtelle  is  a  man  of  won- 
derful strength  and  though  in  the  first  ten 
minutes  of  the  bout  Rubien  threw  him 
around  the  mat  he  could  never  pin  his 
shoulders.  Time  told  in  favor  of  Sawtelle 
and  in  the  last  three  minutes  of  the  sched- 
uled fifteen  he  was  atop  of  the  champion. 
Kreling  refused  to  decide  the  bout,  despite 
the  ruing  of  the  A.  A.  U.,  and  the  men 
wrestled  five  minutes  more,  at  the  end  of 
which  he  awarded  victory  to  Rubien.     In 


the  extra  bout  neither  man  secured  an  ef- 
fective hold,  but  Kreling  gave  it  to  Rubien 
for  his  determined  trying. 

Burns  of  Spokane  went  through  the 
tournament  in  the  145-pound  class  without 
ever  meeting  a  man  worthy  of  his  steel, 
and  carried  off  the  title  handily.  The  only 
man  who  gave  him  a  battle  was  H.  H. 
Jenkins  of  Chicago,  the  135-pound  cham- 
pion, and  perhaps  it  was  that  very  fact 
that  cost  Jenkins  his  title,  for  when  he 
went  against  Runchey  of  Seattle  in  his  own 
class  he  lost  the  decision  and  the  cham- 
pionship. 

Runchey  proved  to  be  one  of  the  best 
pieces  of  wrestling  machinery  seen  here  for 
some  considerable  time.  Weighing  little 
more  than  130  pounds  he  battled  his  way 
to  victory  in  a  class  that  invariably  proved 
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the  most  difficult.  Jenkins  gave  him  a  rare 
fight.  Neither  man  was  ever  really  in  dan- 
ger, but  Runchey  was  deserving  of  the 
judges'  award  for  his  aggressiveness.  He 
introduced  a  number  of  novelties  to  the 
game,  and  all  of  them  had  their  effect  upon 
an  opponent,  although  at  the  moment  they 
appeared  irrelevant.  It  was  Runchey  who 
disposed  of  The  Olympic  Club's  best  bet 
in  this  class,  E.  Heino.  Heino  lasted  about 
four  minutes  against  the  wild  cat  from  the 
North.  Runchey  beat  Kolks  of  Boston  in 
the  final. 

In  the  special  weight  class,  125  pounds, 
considerable  regret  was  expressed  at  the  in- 
ability of  Edgar  Frank  to  compete  on  ac- 


count of  an  injury  to  his  ribs,  sustained 
some  time  ago.  It  was  generally  conceded 
'that  Frank  had  an  excellent  chance  of  an- 
nexion the  title,  but  at  that  it  must  be 
borne  in  mind  that  the  class  produced  some 
wonderful  grapplers.  Vorres  of  Chicago 
who  carried  off  the  final  honors  displayed 
great  class.  He  won  the  final  bout  against 
Yosen,  also  of  Chicago,  in  the  record  time 
of  fifty  seconds.  That  Vorres  and  Frank 
would  have  made  a  great  match  was  the 
general  opinion,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted 
that  circumstances  prevented  it.  The  North- 
west captured  one  more  title  in  the  115- 
pound  class,  Glahe  proving  too  strong  for 
anv  of  the  boys  entered.

waived. 

The  signers  of  this  letter  had  the  pleasure 
of  accepting  your  hospitality  in  your  club 
house  some  years  since,  and  it  is  the  more 
pleasant  to  have  to  acknowledge  the  pro- 
posed act  that  will  make  more  attractive  the 
property  of  their  estates.

AMONG  THE  JUVENILES

FUR  THE  athletic  coach  drooping  in 
spirit  over  the  captious  athletes  of  the 
(.lull  who  have  attained  maturity  and 
an  exalted  opinion  of  their  prowess  there 
is  hope  in  the  juvenile  department;  for  it 
is  there  one  must  look  for  the  talent  of  the 
future  if  there  is  to  be  any  such  thing  as 
club  pride,  the  carrying  on  of  an  Olympic 
tradition,  or  indeed  anything  worth  while 
in  the  best  club  sense. 

The  athletes  that  are  reared  in  tfce  club 
are  imbued  with  the  right  spirit  and  as- 
sociation with  externals  may  impair  but 
will  never  completely  erase  it.  That  is  what 
gladdens  the  heart  when  one  sees  a  young- 
ster like  A.  Newhoff,  for  example.  A  pure 
club  product,  developing  along  the  right 
lines,  and  already  exhibiting  a  measure  of 
talent  that  promises  great  things  for  him 
later  on. 

Out  at  the  Dedication  Meet  at  the  Ex- 
position the  other  day  Newhoff  won  the 
juvenile  50-yard  dash  in  excellent  time.  On 
the  previous  day,  in  his  heat,  he  could  do 
no  better  than  third,  but  in  the  final  he 
came  through  in  his  true  colors  and  led  the 
field.  In  addition  to  that  he  won  the  100- 
yard  dash  at  the  Boys'  League  meet  at  the 


Stadium,  and  figured  prominently  in  the 
team  which  won  the  juvenile  relay  for  the 
club,  together  with  E.  Price,  Lenaris  and 
McGrath. 

At  the  same  meet  he  won  the  broad 
jump  from  a  big  field  of  competitors,  so 
that  altogether  he  must  be  regarded  as  one 
of  the  best  boys  in  the  juvenile  department. 

R.  Grady  took  second  place  in  the  100- 
yard  dash.  Garbarino  was  second  in  the 
220,  with  H.  Smith  third,  close  up.  And 
Abinanti  carried  off  the  half-mile  event. 
The  relay  in  this  class  also  proved  success- 
ful, Garbarino,  Abinanti,  Smith  and  Grady 
outpacing  the  other  teams  entered.  Grady 
took  a  winning  bracket  on  his  own  hook 
in  the  8-pound  shot,  and  Steiger  helped  out 
with  the  points  by  taking  second. 

The  club  scored  very  heavily  in  every 
class  the  boys  entered,  but  there  were  not 
nearly  enough  of  them  to  win  the  meet. 
This  arose  from  the  fact  that  a  number  of 
the  boys  failed  to  appear,  for  which  de- 
linquency they  are  now  being  called  down, 
as  it  is  an  offense  against  the  amateur  rules 
to  enter  and  not  compete  without  furnish- 
ing a  satisfactory  reason  to  the  Registra- 
tion Committee  of  the  amateur  bodv. 


SWIMMING  MARATHON 


Two  weeks  ago  a  swimming  marathon 
was  instituted  by  Mr.  L.  McLane  and  his 
side  kicker,  Sid  Cavill.  The  said  mara- 
thon consists  of  the  aggregate  number  of 
laps  swam  in  an  hour  each  day  for  thirty 
i lavs.  Some  marathon.  When  announce- 
ment of  the  marathon  was  made  the  swim- 
mers all  signed  up,  and  when  the  start  was 
made  some  twenty-five  boys  took  to  the 
water.  Naturally  a  number  of  them  dropped 


out,  and  others  merely  flirted  with  the 
event,  swimming  a  few  laps  and  then  rest- 
ing up.  But  a  round  half  dozen  of  the 
boys  have  stayed  with  the  game,  and  look 
good  for  the  remainder  of  the  distance.

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CLUB  GOLFER  WINS  HIGH  HONORS 


PERHAPS  the  best  argument  yet  ad- 
duced in  support  of  the  recognition  of 
the  golfing  fraternity  in  The  Olym- 
pic Club  is  to  be  found  in  the  fact  that  a 
clul)  golfer,  Robin  Hayne,  has  already 
placed  the  name  of  the  club  on  a  champion- 
ship  trophy,  emblematic  of  his  recent  vic- 
tory in  the  Northern  California  tourna- 
ment. The  golf  germ  has  been  steadily  de- 
veli  iping  for  some  time  and  another  crusade 
in  favor  of  the  establishment  of  a  ren- 
dezvous was  imminent  when  Hayne,  by 
virtue  of  his  achievement,  gave  the  club  an 
interest  in  the  royal  and  ancient  game  which 
no  amount  of  argument  or  assertion  could 
give.  Robin  Hayne  has  not  been  in  the 
club  very  long,  but  it  is  questionable  if 
anyone  has  succeeded  in  winning  his  spurs 
in  a  like  manner  over  a  period  of  years ;  and 
the  golfers  of  the  club  are  especially  grate- 
ful for  his  well-timed  victory.  Of  that 
victory  itself  little  need  be  said  at  tin's  time. 
He  won  the  title  in   face  of  strong  opposi- 


tion and  proved  himself  an  expert  in  every 
department  of  the  game.  Driving  an  ex- 
ceptionally long  ball,  he  maintains  an  even- 
ness of  play  with  his  iron  work  and  is  cool 
and  accurate  on  the  putting  green.  And 
with  it  all  he  preserves  an  excellent  golf- 
ing style.  And  as  every  golfer  knows,  bet- 
ter all  style  and  no  golf  than  all  golf  than 
no  style. 

After  winning  the  Northern  title  Hayne 
tried  his  hand  at  the  Southern  California 
title,  and  his  qualifying  round  seemed  to 
indicate  that  he  would  again  lead  the  field. 
He  traversed  the  unfamiliar  course  of  36 
holes  in  147  strokes,  four  strokes  better 
than  his  nearest  competitor,  Norman  Mc- 
Beth.  After  that  performance  it  seemed  a 
certainty  that  Hayne  would  figure  in  the 
final  rounds,  but  he  was  unexpectedly  elim- 
inated. At  that  however  be  established  a 
record  for  the  course  with  his  73,  and 
bracketed  himself  with  the  best  players  in 
the  country. 


OUR  DANDY  PISTOL  BRIGADE 


More  glory  for  The  Olvmpic  Cluh  ! 
This  time  it  is  reflected  by  the  shooting  sec- 
tion which,  alas!  and  alack!  has  been  too 
much  neglected  by  The  Olympian.  Our 
shooting  section  is  in  need  of  a  press 
agent,  for  so  keen  is  competition  for  pub- 
licity in  these  degenerate  days  that  merit, 
even  genius,  may  easily  suffer  eclipse.  W'e 
have  some  great  shots  in  our  club.  The 
oilur  day  George  E.  Kimball  shooting  in 
match  G  of  the  I'nited  States  Revolver 
Association  national  championship  shot  a 
score  of  237  out  of  a  possible  250.  This  is 
the  highest  score  by  seven  points  ever  re- 
corded  in  this  match  which  is  open  to  any 
shooter  who  has  never  won  a  national 
championship.

Last  week  George  Armstrong,  the  O.  C. 
champion,  shooting  in  the  National  In- 
dividual Indoor  Championship,  scored  478 
out  of  a  possible  500,  the  highest  score 
ever  made,  being  five  points  higher  than 
t'.ie  national  record  held  by  Armstrong  him- 
self. The  match  calls  for  fifty  shots  with 
any  pistol,  any  ammunition,  open  sights, 
within  a  time  limit  of  one  hour.  Armstrong, 
by  the  way,  is  the  holder  of  the  champion- 
ship cup  for  the  50-shot  outdoor  cham- 
pionship with  a  score  of  476  shots.  This 
i-   also  the  national  record. 

Robert   Mills,  one  of  the  vounger  mem- 
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I.cts  of  the  club,  is  the  winner  of  the  Na- 
tional Novice  Match  with  a  score  of  230 
out  of  a  possible  250. 

The  three  solid  silver  championship  cups 
will  soon  be  on  view  in  the  O.  C.  cabinet  of 
trophies. 

Our  pistol  team  finished  second  the 
other  day  in  the  United  States  Revolver 
Association  matches.  The  O.  C.  team 
tied  Springfield,  Mass.,  for  first  place,  but 
were  ruled  against  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee and  given  second  place.

More 

Minstrelsy 

Wanted 


Are  the  members  of  The  Olympic  Club 
in  favor  of  giving  another  minstrel  show 
for  charity  ?  This  is  a  ques- 
tion the  Directors  would 
like  to  have  answered.  Last 
year  when  the  Associated 
Charities,  beset  by  financial  difficulties, 
appealed  to  the  club  for  aid  there 
was  immediate  response.  The  club  min- 
strels gave  three  fine  performances, 
won  much  applause  and  enriched  the 
treasury  of  the  Associated  Charities 
enabling  that  organization  to  continue 
its  good  work.  Our  Directors  did  not  ex- 
pect to  be  called  upon  for  further  effort 
along  those  lines.  Indeed  notice  was  served 
that  they  would  not  again  call  upon  the 
membership  to  carry  through  so  arduous 
an  enterprise.  For  be  it  known,  rounding 
up  and  polishing  and  inspiring  talent  for  a 
minstrel  company  is  no  lazy,  lackadaisical 
man's  job.  Nor  is  this  the  sum  and  sub- 
stance of  the  matter.  Theatrical  perform- 
ances for  charity  are  not  given  automatic- 
ally. There  is  what  is  called  the  impresario 
end  of  the  business,  there  is  printing  to  be 
done,  there  is  something  in  the 'nature  of 
stage  management  required :  also  a  little 
business  management,  no  end  of  worrv,  and 
rehearsals  galore.  Xo  wonder  the  Direct- 
ors shied  at  the  suggestion  of  a  return 
match.  But — our  Directors  are  human,  and 
they  have  emotions  to  yield  to  the  appeal 
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of  charity.  They  have  been  asked  to  con- 
sider that  the  association  known  as  the 
Associated  Charities  is  a  quasi-public  insti- 
tution with  no  church  or  religious  body  lie- 
hind  it;  that  its  services  are  for  the  benefit 
of  all  charitable  institutions,  and  that  it 
is  non-sectarian.  Our  Directors  have  con- 
sidered these  things,  and  they  have  con- 
sidered also  that  The  Olympic  Club  is  a 
public-spirited  club  with  enthusiasm  for 
every  project  calculated  to  be  for  the  benefit 
of  the  city.  They  have  reflected  that  while 
it  would  certainly  be  to  the  credit  of  the 
club  to  accede  to  the  wishes  of  the  ladies 
of  the  Associated  Charities  it  might  also  be 
worth  while  to  contribute  to  the  preserva- 
tion of  that  distinctly  American  form  of  en- 
tertainment— negro  minstrelsy — which  has 
been  very  much  neglected  of  late.  But  the 
question  is  What  do  the  members  of  the 
club  think  about  it?  An  expression  of 
opinion  is  desired,  and  that  it  may  be  ob- 
tained a  ballot  form  is  printed  on  another 
page,  which  members  are  requested  to  fill 
out  and  drop  in  The  Olympian  box  in  the 
club.

.  YA'e  are  reminded  by  the  strident 

voice  of  that  hissing  beast  called 
Malice  which  sucks  up  the  greater  part  of 
her  own  venom  and  poisons  herself.  Just 
now  she  is  hissing  at  The  Olympic  Club. 
This,  alas !  is  what  has  come  of  the  rival- 
ries of  amateurdom.  Too  bad  of  course. 
One  of  the  objects  of  amateur  athletics  is 
to  promote  good  feeling  by  stimulating 
friendly  rivalry.  And  the  ideal  amateur 
athlete  is  a  gentleman.  Proper  training 
makes  for  amiability.  Gentle  and  cour- 
ageous, the  ideal  amateur  athlete  is 
honorable  himself  and  in  his  judg- 
ment of  others.  Incidentally  he  is  instinc- 
tively a  good  loser.    There  is  nothing  he  is 


afrai  1  of  except  to  be  thought  a  bad  lo-er. 
Now  we  of  The  Olympic  Club  have  al- 
ways assumed  that  it  was  the  aim  of  all 
amateur  athletic  clubs  in  good  standing  to 
develop  ideal  athletes.  It  may  be  that  we 
have  been  in  error.  At  any  rate  we  learn 
from  magazines  devoted  to  the  interests  of 
amateur  athletics  that  there  is  dissatisfac- 
tion with  decisions  rendered  in  the  boxing 
tournaments  held  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Panama- Pacific  Exposition,  and  we  are 
somewhat  amazed  to  find  one  of  these 
magazines  vouchsafing  its  columns  to  ir- 
responsible Malice  for  the  dissemination  of 
personal  abuse.  This  is  unfortunate :  for 
it  ought  to  be  the  aim  of  all  who  are  sin- 
cerely desirous  of  fostering  amateur  ath- 
letics to  protect  those  who  kindly  officiate 
at  amateur  contests  from  wanton  abuse. 
These  men  serve  in  an  official  capacity  not 
for  money  but  for  love  of  the  sport.  They 
serve  by  request ;  and  the  men  who  officiated 
in  the  national  championship  tournament 
were  men  of  high  standing  in  whom  there 
was  universal  confidence.  But  nobody 
holds  that  they  were  unmistaken  in 
all  their  decisions.  Even  in  The 
Olympic  Club  there  are  criticasters 
who  think  that  more  victories  should 
have  come  to  the  club.  Indeed,  be- 
fore the  contests  there  was  objection  in  the 
club  to  the  selection  of  members  of  the 
club  as  judges,  the  reason  being  that  it  was 
feared  that  in  their  eagerness  to  avoid  sus- 
picion of  partiality  to  Olympians  they  might 
"lean  back"  too  far.  On  account  of  this 
objection  President  Humphrey  wired  in 
vain  to  several  Coast  clubs  asking  that  they 
recommend  judges.  Now  it  is  no  easy  mat- 
ter to  get  concurrence  of  judgments  on  ama- 
teur boxing  contests,  as  the  same  points  are 
not  perceptible  to  all.  There  is  this  to  be 
said,  however — that  it  is  manifestly  to  be 
presumed  that  two  experts  at  opposite  sides 
of  the  square,  each  taking  pencil  note  of 
the  points  as  he  sees  them   and   working 
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out  his  simple  problem  at  the  end  should 
more  nearly  approximate  to  the  truth  than 
the  average  spectator,  or  even  the  average 
journalist.  Also,  there  is  this  to  be  said, — 
that    a    person    possessed    of    no   scientific 


judgment  of  the  result  of  an  amateur  con- 
test, who  presumes  to  affirm  dogmatically 
that  the  official  judges  are  in  error,  is  to 
say  the  least,  somewhat  rash.  If  such 
a   person    hails    from    an    amateur    athletic 


mean-   of    arriving    at    absolutely    correct      club  the  club  is  to  be  commiserated. 


MOLE  WARFARE 

A   Tale   of  the   Manchurian  War   Dealing  With   Incidents    Akin    to   Some   That 
Have  Been  Repeated  in  the  Present  Great  Struggle 


AT  LAST,  after  days  of  work,  the 
excavation  has  been  finished.  The 
actual  tunnel — the  mine-gallery — is 
but  a  replica,  life-size,  of  the  mine-chart 
kept  with  such  precautions  and  jealous 
care  by  the  Lieutenant-Colonel  of  Engi- 
neers, in  his  little  straw  shanty  down  in 
the  lodgement  whence  the  gallery  started. 
This  chart  is  plotted  out  on  a  large-scale 
parchment  map  of  the  fort  in  front,  dog's- 
eared  and  dirty  because  it  was  made  by  a 
Japanese  engineer  officer  when  working, 
before  the  war,  as  a  coolie  on  this  very  de- 
fense work. 

Degree  for  degree,  foot  for  foot,  with 
the  help  of  theodolite,  level  and  plumb- 
bob,  has  the  gallery  followed  its  minature 
prototype  on  the  greasy  parchment.  If 
plumb-bob  and  measure,  level  and  theodo- 
lite, have  not  lied,  the  desired  point  under- 
neath the  main  parapet  of  Fort has 

now  been  reached. 

The  chambers  excavated  at  right  angles, 
to  contain  the  explosive,  were  cut  as  soon 
as  the  main  gallery  was  estimated  to  have 
crossed  below  the  deep  ditch  and  to  be 
well  beneath  the  great  parapet  of  the  fort, 
the  object  to  be  blown  up. 

Into  these  chambers  tons  of  dynamite 
have  been  carefully  carried  and  closely 
packed.  The  men  who  stood  for  hours 
along  the  gallery  passing  the  cases  from 
one    tn    the    other   like   water-buckets    at   a 


fire  have  now  trooped  out.  The  means  of 
firing  the  charge  have  been  put  into  posi- 
tion and  connected.  The  charge  is  sealed 
up  by  the  mass  of  rock,  shale  and  earth 
which  has  been  placed  for  some  fifty  yards 
back  in  the  gallery  as  "tamping."  The 
ceaseless  scurry  to  and  fro  of  the  mining 
trucks — those  little  trucks  which  have  run 
forwards  empty  and  back  again  full,  their 
badly  greased  wheels  often  shrieking  a 
horror-struck  protest  at  their  task — has  end- 
ed and  the  mole-like  miners  have  come  up 
from  underground. 

As  usual,  no  chances  have  been  taken. 
As  far  as  possible,  the  means  of  firing  the 
first  charge  have  in  every  case  been  dupli- 
cated. First,  there  is  electricity.  For  this 
there  are  two  entirely  separate  circuits, 
each  connected  to  its  own  set  of  detonators 
in  the  charge  and,  to  prevent  possible  dam- 
age from  clumsy  foot  or  falling  stone,  the 
wires  have  been  carried  in  split  bamboos 
along  the  gallery.  The  circuits  have  been 
tested  several  times  and  each  time  the  little 
kick  of  the  galvano-meter-needle  has  shown 
that  there  was  no  break  in  the  line.  Be- 
sides the  electricity  there  is  the  ordinary 
fuse,  also  in  duplicate.  Each  is  made  up  of 
three  different  links  in  the  chain  of  ignition : 
the  detonators  in  the  charge,  the  length  of 
instantaneous-fuse  from  them  to  a  point 
some  yards  outside  the  tamping,  and,  lastly, 
the  short  piece  of  slow-burning  safety-fuse 
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joined  on  in  order  to  allow  time  for  escape 
to  the  person  igniting  the  charge. 

Far  away,  at  varying  distances,  are  the 
guns,  every  one  already  laid  on  the  doomed 
fort.  Some  will  fire  direct,  others  from  be- 
hind hills,  whence  the  target  cannot  be  seen ; 
but  as  soon  as  the  smoke  of  the  explosion 
shoots  up  and  spreads  mushroom-like  into 
the  sky,  all  will  concentrate  their  fire  on 
this  work.  Under  cover  of  this  squall  of 
bursting  steel  and  shrapnel  bullets  will  the 
assaulting  columns  storm  the  breach.  The 
stormers  are  now  crouching  under  cover  in 
the  lodgements  and  parallels  closest  to  the 
work. 

All  is  ready,  but  not  a  moment  too  soon, 
for  have  not  the  listeners,  lying  prone  in 
their  branch  listening-galleries,  heard  com- 
ing from  somewhere  in  the  womb  of  Mother 
Earth  the  strokes  of  the  Russians  counter- 
mining? Has  not  the  pebble  placed  on  the 
many  -  colored  captured  Russian  drum 
danced  to  the  same  vibrations?  Hard  it  is 
to  locate,  harder  still  to  estimate  their  dis- 
tance :  but  without  doubt  the  Russians  are 
working,   working  near   at   hand  too. 

Down  the  hillside  is  the  lodgement,  that 
hole  which  looks  like  a  distorted  volcanic 
crater.  Such,  in  fact,  it  is,  being  the  result 
of  exploding  a  few  small  mines,  so  spaced 
that  their  resulting  craters  intersect  and  by 
overlapping  form  one  elongated  pit,  a  broad 
and  very  deep  trench.  The  soil  vomited  up 
by  the  explosions  has  formed  a  parapet  all 
round  as  it  fell  back.  It  was  when  the  at- 
tackers found  that  they  could  advance  no 
closer  over  the  open  that  this  pit  was  made. 
A  tunnel  had  been  made  up  to  its  position, 
— this  was  the  commencement  of  the  mole's 
work. — and  the  mines  exploded.  At  once, 
even  while  the  sky  was  still  raining  rocks 
and  clods  of  earth,  the  sappers  and  infantry 
advanced  with  a  cat-like  rush  from  the 
parallel  behind  and  seized  this  point  of 
vantage.  Without  delay  they  started  with 
pick  and  shovel  to  improve  on  the  work  of 


the  explosives.  Cat-like,  too,  with  tooth 
and  nail  have  they  hung  on  to  their  newly 
won  position  against  all  counter-attacks.  In 
vain  have  the  desperate  Russians  surpassed 
themselves  in  their  nightly  attempts  to  try 
and  turn  them  out  with  bayonet,  bomb  or 
bullet.  A  foothold  once  established,  the 
men  of  Nippon  have  hung  on  to  the  spot, 
steadily  strengthening  it  the  while. 

From  this  lodgement  was  started  the 
gallery  for  the  great  mine  that  is  just  about 
to  be  exploded  to  give  them  a  road  into  the 
fortress,  and  it  is  here  that  all  interest  is 
now  centered. 

Down  at  the  bottom  of  the  hollow  is  a 
small  group  intently  waiting.  As  the  tele- 
phone in  the  straw  shanty  kneels  the  oper- 
ator. Over  the  top  of  the  parapet,  above 
which  bullets  and  shells  sing  their  way, 
peers  the  Lieutenant-Colonel.  Close  by,  in 
charge  of  a  heavily-built  sergeant,  lies  a 
curious-looking  box  with  a  handle ;  it  is  the 
dynamo-exploder.  Near  it  two  men  are 
standing,  each  holding  one  end  of  an  elec- 
tric wire  in  either  hand.  The  ends  of  these 
wires,  where  the  metal  protrudes  from  its 
black  insulation,  are  scraped  bright. 

The  telephone  orderly  speaks.  The  Col- 
onel gives  an  order.  Quickly  and  silently 
the  two  ends  of  wire  held  by  one  man  are 
placed  in  the  clamps  of  the  dynamo,  which 
are  screwed  down  to  grip  them.  The  mom- 
ent is  fateful  and  dead  silence  reigns  among 
the  little  group,  whose  drawn  and  dirty 
faces  wear  if  possible  a  more  anxious  ex- 
pression than  usual.  The  orderly  speaks 
again.  The  Colonel  turns  to  the  sergeant, — 
"Fire!" 

The  latter  throws  his  whole  weight  on 
the  handle,  forcing  it  down  with  a  purring 
rattle,  while  all  cower  down,  holding  their 
breath 

Nothing  happens. 

Again, — once  more  is  the  handle  jerked 
up  and    forced    down.     Nothing    happens!

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NATIONAL  BOXING  CHAMPIONSHIPS

IN  ORDINARY  parlance  The  Olympic 
Club  did  itself  proud  in  connection  with 
the  P.  P.  I.  E.  International  Boxing 
Championships  held  at  the  Auditorium  on 
the  6th  and  7th  inst.  Out  of  a  possible 
eight  (and  we  were  only  represented  in 
seven)  the  club  annexed  three  titles,  while 
the  Pacific  Coast  section  carried  off  two 
more,  leaving  the  short  end  of  the  honors 
to  be  scrambled  for  by  the  Eastern  contend- 
ers. Of  the  eight  National  Champions  who 
won  their  spurs  at  Boston  it  may  be  said 
that  they  came  and  saw  and  were  con- 
quered— with  one  solitary  exception,  Rat- 
nor,  the  welterweight,  who  hovered  most 
miraculously  on  the  margin  that  divides 
victory  from  defeat  and  finally  emerged  on 
the  right  side,  to  the  supreme  disgust  of 
one  Gaviati 

From  a  boxing  point  of  view  the  tourna- 
ment was  undoubtedly  the  best  ever  held  in 
San  Francisco,  if  not  in  the  entire  country. 
The  quality  of  boxing  exhibited  is  best 
exemplified  by  reference  to  the  fact,  already 
stated,  that  the  men  who  were  good  enough 
to  win  National  titles  in  the  East  were  net 
good  enough  to  duplicate  the  performance 
here.  And  that  remark  is  not  intended  in 
any  way  to  discredit  the  Easterners  but 
rather  to  suggest  the  almost  superlative 
quality  of  the  home  product. 

The  three  Olympians  who  threaded  their 
way  to  final  honors  were  Johnny  Moretto, 
lightweight ;  George  Meyers,  middleweight ; 
and  Rudy  Petersen,  light-heavyweight.  Mo- 
retto and  Meyers  had  three  contests  and 
Petersen  two,  but  the  last  named  had  a 
third  encounter  in  the  heavyweight  class, 
where  however  he  failed  to  qualify,  L 
Hcreaux  beating  Sheridan  of  Brooklyn  in 
the  final. 

It   would   be   impossible   as   well   as   in- 


vidious to  suggest  which  of  the  three  title- 
holders  had  the  roughest  row  to  hoe.  They 
were  all  rough,  and  never  was  there  any- 
thing resembling  an  easy  passage,  unless  of 
course  we  refer  to  the  mental  attitude  of 
Carr  (Boston  champ)  who  quit  cold  to 
Petersen  in  the  first  stanza  of  their  engage- 
ment. Every  champion,  Olympian  and 
otherwise,  had  to  battle  his  way  to  the  top 
and  when  the  awards  were  made  there  was 
nothing  to  cavil  at. 

As  was  generally  expected  the  light- 
weights proved  the  sensation  of  the  tourna- 
ment. With  Moretto  and  Stanton  of  the 
O.  C,  Wyard  of  Seattle  and  Crowley  of 
Boston  all  entered  fistic  fireworks  were 
anticipated.  The  preliminary  draw  brought 
Stanton  and  Moretto  together,  Murphy,  the 
other  O.  C.  entry,  getting  a  bye.  Moretto 
outpointed  his  club  mate  in  a  good  fight ; 
Wyard  graduated  for  the  semi-final  by  dis- 
posing of  Le  Vine,  a  rugged  little  Hebrew 
scrapper;  and  Crowley  by  disposing  of 
Tibbs  of  Salt  Lake.  The  next  round 
brought  Moretto  and  Wyard  together,  and 
Crowkley  paired  off  with  Murphy,  from 
whom  he  took  a  comparatively  easy  de- 
cision. 

The  crowd  was  on  its  toes  from  the 
moment  Moretto  and  Wyard  entered  the 
ring,  memories  of  their  last  encounter  in 
the  Far  Western  Championships,  and  the 
differences  of  opinion  as  to  the  decision  then 
rendered  in  favor  of  Moretto.  adding  zest 
to  the  general  excitement  of  the  occasion. 
Moretto  immediately  assumed  the  offensive 
and  landed  with  a  couple  of  left  hooks. 
Breaking  ground  he  made  Wyard  come  to 
him  and  in  a  pretty  exchange  of  punches 
he  floored  the  Seattle  favorite  with  a  left 
hook  to  the  jaw.  Wyard  was  up  in  an  in- 
stant but  Moretto  hit  him  time  and  again 
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.and  took  his  counters  on  his  shoulders.  In 
I  he  second  installment  Johnny  went  still 
further  ahead  and  worried  the  life  out  of 
\\  yard  with  his  elusive  feinting  tactics. 
W'yard  did  his  best  work  in  the  last  round 
but  at  that  he  did  no  more  than  hold  his 
own  and  with  the  first  two  rounds  distinct- 
ly against  him  he  was  clearly  a  loser. 

The  final  between  Moretto  and  Crowley 
provided  another  great  battle.  With  the 
advantage  of  height,  weight  and  reach  in 
his  favor  Crowley's  chances  appeared  ex- 
cellent. In  the  first  round  he  kept  Moretto 
away  but  did  not  do  any  good  for  himself. 
In  the  second  round  Johnny  began  to  reach 
his  bigger  opponent  and  scored  frequently 
with  his  left  to  the  body  and  right  to  the 
head.     Crowlev   in   the  meantime   was   an- 


other busy  fellow  and  his  left  made  numer- 
ous contacts. 

Moretto  tore  after  his  man  in  the  third 
and  seemed  to  have  cut  him  down  nearer 
to  his  own  size,  but  Crowley  kept  popping 
his  left  and  evening  up  the  exchanges.  At 
the  end  he  was  the  more  tired  of  the  two 
and  when  the  judges  disagreed  it  looked 
like  Needles  to  Owls  on  Moretto.  And  the 
little  fellow  made  good  the  bet  by  thump- 
ing the  big  fellow  all  over  the  ring  in  the 
extra  round.  Never  was  an  amateur  cham- 
pion boxer  more  entitled  to  his  honors  than 
Johnny  Moretto  and  we  are  confident  that 
few  if  any  will  wear  them  with  as  much 
grace  and  modesty. 

George  Meyers,  who  won  the  middle- 
weight title,  performed  that  greatly  vaunt-

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ed  feat  known  as  "coming  back ;"  for  it  will 
be  remembered  that  he  lost  to  Sontag  in  the 
Far  Western.  The  National  did  not  see 
the  same  Meyers  however  and  his  friends 
were  not  in  the  least  surprised  to  see  him 
land  the  title.  And  in  the  doing  of  it  he 
upset  a  darling  calculation  of  Van  Court 
who  was  here  with  a  protege  named  Geyer 
whom  he  openly  touted  as  the  winner. 
Geyer  was  reputed  to  have  put  it  over 
Sheridan,  the  National  heavyweight  cham- 
pion, down  in  Los  Angeles.  When  he 
stacked  up  against  Meyers  however  his 
stock  suffered  a  terrible  slump.  George 
poked  him  around  the  ring  with  his  left  for 
two  solid  rounds  and  in  the  third  brought 
him  to  the  mat  with  his  right.  Geyer  proved 
game  and  stuck  it  out  to  the  finish  but 
never  figured.  George  then  went  up  against 
Nelson  of  San  Francisco  and  administered 
a  terrible  beating  to  him,  without  however 
stowing  him  away.  It  appeared  that 
George  was  saving  himself  for  the  final  and 
this  proved  to  be  the  case.  Sontag  of  Se- 
attle lost  to  National  Champion  Kaufman 
of  Brooklyn,  so  that  Meyers  and  the  champ 
met  in  the  final.  Kaufman  proved  a  harder 
proposition  than  the  others  but  at  that  he 
did  not  figure  either  as  a  boxer  or  a  fighter 
alongside  the  rangy  Olympian.  Using  his 
left  hand  almost  exclusively  for  two  rounds 
Meyer  piled  up  such  a  lead  that  Kaufman 
would  have  had  to  drop  him  to  win.  And 
Meyers  went  in  to  fight  him  in  the  third 
and  in  that  department  of  tne  game  he  also 
proved  superior.  Throughout  his  contests 
George  never  lost  his  silver  smile,  and  that 
token,  to  those  who  know  his  peculiarities, 
was  a  safe  prediction  of  the  result. 

Rudy  Petersen,  alias  "Green's  white 
hope,"  justified  his  mentor's  faith  by  bag- 
ging the  light-heavyweight  title.  In  his 
first  bout  in  this  class  he  went  up  against 
Carr  of  Boston,  who  came  west  with  the 
National  title  dangling  at  his  belt  and  a 
rd  of  some  sixty  battles,  all  of  which 


he  had  won.  Needless  to  say  the  battles 
were  all  imaginary  and  the  title  a  joke. 
Petersen  crashed  his  ponderous  left  hand 
into  Carr's  stomach  by  way  of  introduction 
and  that  was  the  beginning  of  the  end. 
Carr  even  forgot  to  drop  and  stay  down  in 
his  excitement.  He  simply  seized  the  rope 
and  got  under  it  and  out,  away  from  the 
fearful  fighting  machine  he  had  been  drawn 
to  box.  El  Miebus  of  Multnomah  Club, 
Portland,  trimmed  Otto  Wallfisch  in  the 
other  preliminary  and  qualified  to  meet 
Petersen  in  the  final.  In  justice  to  Wall- 
fisch it  must  be  said  that  his  right  hand 
was  practically  useless  before  he  entered  the 
ring  and  when  he  had  used  it  once  it  be- 
came entirely  useless. 

Miebus  and  Petersen  put  up  a  great  tus- 
sle. The  first  round  was  all  Petersen.  He 
rammed  his  left  home  time  and  again  while 
Miebus  vainly  tried  to  counter.  In  the 
second  spasm  Miebus  had  slightly  the  best 
of  it,  getting  to  "Pete"  with  a  dangerous 
right  cross.  In  the  last  stand  however  the 
Olympian  giant  wore  better  and  closed  the 
round  by  cuffing  Miebus  all  over  the  ring. 
It  is  true  that  Petersen  is  not  a  fancy 
boxer,  but  neither  is  Miebus,  and  of  the 
relative  boxing  qualities  displayed  "Pete's" 
was  undoubtedly  the  superior  article.  Fight- 
ing in  his  unorthodox  manner  it  isn't  easy 
to  measure  his  effectiveness  in  ordinary 
terms,  but  his  opponents  invariably  bear 
witness  to  it. 

George  Green  and  Sub-Lieutenant  Foster 
were  in  the  corners  of  the  new  champs. 
That  may  mean  nothing  and  it  may  mean 
a  great  deal.     It's  all  in  the  point  of  view. 

The  other  Olympians  who  took  part  in 
the  tournament  were  Billy  Hughes  (115s) 
who  lost  to  Philadelphia  Maloney;  George 
Locke  (125)  who  lost  to  Gorman  of  Bos- 
ton :  J.  Rhodes  ( 125)  who  lost  to  A.  Nack, 
New  York:  and  J.  W.  Maloney  (125s)  who 
lost  to  H.  Gleason.  Seattle. 

One  of  the  feature  bouts  of  the  show  was 
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that  between  Matty  Herbert  of  New  York 
and  Howard  Root  of  Cleveland,  both  108 
pounds.  Root  won  the  championship  at 
Boston  and  Herbert  declared  he  was  robbed 
ami  then  came  west  to  substantiate  his 
claim.  The  boys  stood  toe  to  toe  at  times 
and  drove  their  hands  at  each  others'  jaws 
like  trip  hammers.  Matty's  proved  the 
heavier  weapon,  for  in  a  great  grandstand 
rally  in  the  second  round  he  brought  Root 
to  the  mat.  All  the  way  it  was  a  terrific 
fight  with  Matty  showing  the  edge  of  class. 
In  the  final  he  whipped  Frankie  Farren  of 
this  city. 

Gaviati  lost  an  extremely  close  decision 
to  Ratnor,  champion  welterweight,  in  a  bout 
that  went  four  rounds.  Most  people 
thought  the  Olympian  had  won  at  the  end 
of  the  third,  but  he  clearly  lost  in  the  fourth, 
all  in.  It  was  his  second  bout  that  even- 
ing. Locke  lost  a  wrestling  match  to 
Gorman  without  protest  but  when  Gor- 
man repeated  his  hugging  tactics  against 
Nack  of  Xew  York  he  was  promptly  dis- 
qualified. Xack.  by  the  way,  thought  he 
beat  Gleason  in  the  final  of  the  125  class 
and  many  spectators  were  of  the  same 
opinion.     The  bout  went  four  rounds. 


Phil  Wand  and  Jack  Kitchen  were  the 
judges  and  Stanley  Fay  officiated  as 
referee. 

The  bouts  were  handled  expeditiously  by 
Sid  Cavill,  and  there  were  no  delays  be- 
tween the  acts. 

F.  G.  O'Kane  staged  the  Championships 
on  behalf  of  the  P.  P.  I.  E.,  and  he  is  de- 
serving of  great  credit  for  the  interest  he 
succeeded  in  infusing  into  the  public  con- 
cerning them.  Great  crowds  attended  the 
fights  each  night  and  it  is  certain  that  good 
will  accrue  to  the  amateur  game  from  the 
exhibition.

Already  some  of  the  boys  have  come 
through,  as  it  were,  with  performances  that 
augur  well  for  us  in  the  championship 
clashes.  Take  Oliver  Millard  as  an  exam- 
ple. We  are  still  without  accurate  knowl- 
edge as  to  his  capacity  over  a  distance,  for 
every  time  he  starts  he  comes  home  a  win- 
ner, unpressed,  and  apparently  only  half 
tried  out.  About  two  weeks  ago  he  ran 
up  Mount  Tamalpais  in  record  time,  giving 
away  handicaps  to  the  extent  of  seven 
minutes,  His  actual  time  for  the  trip  was 
39  minutes  and  some  odd  seconds.  lie 
came  in  through  the  mist  and  the  rain 
smiling,  submitted  himself  to  the  desires  of 
the  "movie"  men  and  then  put  his  clothes 


on  without  going  through  the  formality  of 
a  rub. 

In  that  same  race  Ed  Stout,  off  a  very 
short  mark,  put  up  a  great  race  for  his 
inches,  coming  in  third.  Wykhoff,  Spurr 
and  Perkins  also  showed  up  well  off  their

Sloman  is  improving  steadily  and  before 
the  year  is  out  he  will  be  heard  from  in 
bister  meets  than  the  one  under  notice. 


Other  ( Hympians  who  showed  up  well 
at  this  meet  were  Berndt  of  basketball  fame 
who  was  second  in  the  220  hurdles  (un- 
limited) and  first  in  the  broad  jump,  and 
young  Postlethwaite  who  was  third  in  the 
120  hurdle  (limited).  Alimanti  carried 
off  two  first  prizes,  the  mile  and  half-mile 
falling  to  this  youthful  runner  with  com- 
parative ease.  His  time  for  the  half  was 
2:08,  which  is  not  at  all  bad  fur  a  young- 
ster. 

Ira  Jacobs  won  the  high  jump  with  a 
leap  of  5  feet  7  inches,  and  the  shot  put 
with  a  heave  of  38  feet  1-5  inches.  He  was 
also  second  in  the  discus  throw.  R.  Dan 
won  the  javelin  event,  putting  the  stick 
the  creditable  distance  of  141  feet  7  inches. 


FAR  WESTERN  AND  P.  A.  WRESTLING 


IX  THE  Far  Western  Wrestling  Cham- 
pionships The  Olympic  Club  figured 
to  win  at  least  two  titles,  the  light-heavy- 
weight and  the  heavyweight,  but  only  one 
of  them,  the  first  named,  actually  came 
home  to  roost.  E.  C.  Allen  carried  out 
expectations  to  the  full  and  defeated  all 
opposition  in  his  class,  and  in  order  to  ar- 
rive at  a  correct  estimate  of  his  perform- 
ance it  may  be  mentioned  that  he  beat, 
among  others.  McCarthy  of  Multnomah  in 
both  the  light-heavyweight  and  heavy- 
weight classes.  Thomson  who  was  touted 
to  win  the  heavyweight  was  defeated  by 
Thomas  of  Salt  Lake  after  two  minutes  of 
wrestling.  The  men  came  to  the  mat  to- 
gether, rolling  over  and  over.  In  the  opin- 
ion of  Tiv  Kreling  Thomson's  shoulders 
hit  the  mat  simultaneously  and  that  ended 
the  bout  and  the  chances  of  the  club  to 
score  another  bracket. 

Apart  from  those  two  classes  all  the 
other  Far  Western  titles  went  to  the  North- 
west contingent.     McCarthy,  who  took  part 


in  three  classes,  succeeded  in  winning  the 
middleweight  title.  His  hardest  bout  was 
against  Carl  Ricks  of  The  Olympic  Club, 
but  once  he  got  behind  his  man  Ricks  had 
no  chance. 

Burns  of  Spokane  won  the  welterweight 
title,  defeating  Willie  Walter  of  the  club 
in  the  final.  Burns  had  it  on  his  younger 
opponent  in  experience  as  well  as  in  skill 
and  easily  rode  him  to  the  decision. 

Runchey  of  Seattle  won  the  lightweight 
title,  defeating  such  wrestlers  as  Nees  of 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  in  the  first  round,  and 
Marus  of  the  same  organization  in  the 
final.  Xees  gave  him  the  hardest  battle  of 
the  series,  standing  up  with  him  for  the 
full  ten  minutes  and  losing  out  by  a  mar- 
gin of  aggression  on  the  part  of  Runchey. 
E.  Heino  lost  out  in  the  preliminary  round 
to  Maurus.  The  club  man  seemed  to  have 
the  decision  safe  in  his  keeping,  but  he 
took  a  chance  too  many  and  Maurus  pinned 
him  to  the  mat  just  before  time  was  called. 

Edgar    Frank    found    little    difhcultv    in 
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disposing  of  the  local  talent  in  the  special 
lightweight  class,  125.  He  threw  Clark  in 
Four  minutes  and  came  back  and  defeated 
[lling  the  same  evening.  In  the  final  he 
went  against  Humerick,  a  stout  lad  from 
the  L.  A.  A.  C,  but  he  scored  over  him 
also  and  won  the  championship. 

'  rlahe  of  the  Spokane  Club  annexed  the 
115-pound  title  in  comparatively  easy 
fashion. 

In  the  Pacific  Association  tournament 
Tin:  Olympic  Club  showed  up  pretty 
well,  winning  three  titles  out  of  the  eight. 
The  men  who  were  successful  in  carrying 
the  Winged  O  to  victory  were  R.  D.  Thom- 
son, heavyweight ;  E.  C.  Allen,  light-heavy  - 
weight :  and  \Y.  Walter,  welterweight.

The  man  holding  the  second  circuit  steps 
forward  and  the  exploder  is  quickly  con- 
nected with  it.  Once,  twice,  three  times  does 
the  handle  rattle  as  it  is  forced  down,  by 
two  men  now. 

Again, — nothing! 

"Who  connected  this  charge?" 

Captain  Yamatogo  of  the  Imperial  Japan- 
ese Engineers  steps  forward  and  salutes — 
a  small,  thin  man.  so  coated  with  dried 
sweat  and  earth  that  he  might  again  be 
taken  for  a  coolie.  He  is  responsible ;  he 
was  in  charge ;  but  he  happens  to  be  the  one 
chosen  among  many  volunteers  to  go  down 
and  light  the  fuse,  if  necessary,  and  to  go 
down  and  relight  it  should  it  not  act  the 
first  time.  The  matter  of  the  failure  of  the 
electricity  can  wait  till  later.

A  salute,  and  he  has 
gone  down  the  gallery,  picking  his  way 
carefully. 

As  he  strides  along,  his  thoughts  run 
over  the  possible  causes  of  failure.  He 
ponders  over  a  dull  boom  which  he  fancied 
he  had  heard  proceed  from  the  direction  of 
the  tunnel  some  five  minutes  a°fo.  just  be- 
fore they  connected  with  the  dynamo.  No 
one  else  had  noticed  it,  apparently,  amid  the 
storm  of  noise.  He  had  decided  that  his 
ears  must  be  playing  him  tricks,  for  he 
had  done  much  underground  listening  re- 
cently ;  but  now  his  thoughts  again  revert  to 
this  sound. 

After  walking  for  some  two  minutes,  he

The  enemy  have  driven  forwards  a 
lube  and  exploded  a  small  counter-mine, 
smashing  in  the  side  of  the  gallery.  Well, 
they  seem  to  have  succeeded  in  spoiling  the 
attackers'  plan,  for  the  present  at  any  rate. 
It  will  be  impossible  to  dig  these  tons  of 
earth  off  the  fuses  under  some  hours ;  the 
gallery  is  completely  blocked.  But  stay, — 
is  it?  He  sees  a  small  patch  of  darkness  on 
the  right-hand  top  corner  of  the  mound. 
Scrambling  up.  he  digs  with  his  hands  and 
finds  a  mere  crust  of  earth.

There 
is  a  hiss  and  a  jet  of  sparks.

Split 


Deplorable,  to  say  the  least,  is  the  split 
between  California  and  Stanford.  No- 
where is  it  to  be  lamented 
more  than  in  The  Olympic 
Club  which  has  always 
taken  a  sympathetic  interest 
in  the  athletic  contests  of  the  rival  univer- 
sities. Aside  from  the  fact  that  those 
contests  were  a  great  stimulus  to  athletics 
hereabouts,  and  therefore  of  value  to  the 
club,  the  discontinuance  of  them  is  to  be 
deplored  for  sentimental  reasons  obvious  to 
all  who  find  the  tradition  of  intercollegiate 
athletics  inspiring.  Of  course  all  that  the 
split  means  is  not  apparent  to  the  rival 
student  bodies.  Composed  of  youngsters 
who  take  their  responsibilities  lightly,   and 


who  have  no  reverence  for  tradition,  they 
have  an  idea  of  dignity  in  their  minds, 
which  is  really  nothing  more  than  an  over- 
weening self-importance,  and  they  take  their 
stand  on  punctilio  believing  that  they  are 
supported  by  a  principle  of  the  first  im- 
portance. Such  is  the  waywardness  (or 
shall  we  call  it  stubbornness?)  of  impetuous 
youth.  Too  bad  that  undergraduates  have 
it  in  their  power  thus  to  play  havoc  with 
their  own  interests  and  cause  damage  that 
it  may  take  years  to  repair.  This  split,  the 
immediate  result  of  which  is  to  be  the 
abandonment  of  Rugby  by  California,  will 
assuredly   have   far-reaching   consequences.

Owing  to  lack  of 
employment  in  this  city  they  have  tem- 
porarily accepted  positions  elsewhere,  and 
there  is  at  least  one  who  may  never  return 
because  of  the  fine  inducements  offered  in 
a  city  where  there  is  an  athletic  club  very 
much  in  need  of  athletes.  May  we  not 
observe  without  having  the  observation 
taken  amiss  that  athletes  of  championship 
calibre  are  so  highly  esteemed  by  athletic 
clubs  of  other  cities  that  enforced  idleness 
is  never  their  lot?  Now  it  is  important 
that  we  should  keep  our  athletic  team  in- 
tact, and  to  that  end  we  would  suggest  that 
a  deeper  interest  be  taken  in  the  welfare  of 
its  members. 


Golf  on 
the  Roof 


Beginners  at  golf,  some  folk  say,  can 
be  taught  too  persistently,  and  there  is 
such  a  thing  as  weariness  of 
excess  of  lessons.  Doubtless 
there  is  some  truth  in  these 
observations,  but  it  is  better  to  be  taught 
persistently  than  not  to  be  taught  at  all, 
unless  one  has  genius  for  golf.  But  genius 
for  golf  has  never  been  known  beyond  the 
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borders  of  Scotland.  Beginners  may  pick 
Up  a  certain  facility  by  persistent  practice, 
but  the  perfect  style  is  not  to  be  picked  up; 
not,  at  any  rate,  thousands  of  miles  away 
from  S.  Andrews  and  Wimbledon  where 
they  can  tell  a  Carnoustie  man  by  his 
waggle.  There  are  connoisseurs  of  golf 
who  are  such  sticklers  for  style  that  they 
look  to  the  bend  of  forefinger  and  thumb 
in  a  particular  grip.  So  get  thee  to  the 
roof,  thou  novice,  if  thou  woulds't  learn 
the  game  from  the  ground  up.  On  the 
roof  of  Olympia  there  is  much  swatting  of 
the  ball  these  days  by  beginners  burning 
with  anxiety  to  take  on  Colonel  Bogey  on 
the  links.  They  are  acquiring  a  style,  and 
soon  they  will  have  the  manner,  which  is 
partly  the  gift  of  the  open  life,  partly  of 
the  fellowship  and  discipline  of  the  game. 
A  refining  game  is  golf.  Courtesy,  almost 
chivalry,  belongs  to  its  way  of  competition. 
And  therefore  it  is  somewhat  different  from 
handball.

Avoid 
Degeneration 


Notwithstanding  the  glorious  achieve- 
ments of  science,  and  in  spite  of  improved 
sanitary  modes  of  living

is  increasing  annually.  Science  has  been 
a  great  help  to  us  in  many  ways,  but  it  has 
not  lengthened  our  lives.  Man,  proud 
man,  born  to  trouble  as  the  sparks  fly  up- 
ward lives  fewer  years  after  his  fourth 
decade  than  he  did  thirty  years  ago.  Such 
is  the  melancholy  news  that  comes  from  the 
federal  health  authorities  at  Washington. 
They  have  sounded  an  alarm.  They  have 
given  us  warning.  They  urge  us  to  be 
up  and  doing  that  we  may  ensure  ourselves 
a  tranquil  middle  life  free  from  aches  and 
pains.  We  are  going  a  rapid  pace  in  this 
country.  We  get  too  excited  about  busi- 
ness. We  let  too  many  things  get  on  our 
nerves.  As  a  consequence  of  these  indis- 
cretions .arteries  and  other  organs  degen- 
erate.    Now  the  man  who  would  preserve 
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something  of  the  lustiness  of  youth  must 
go  on  taking  a  little  exercise  after,  as  well 
as  before,  he  is  forty.  So  say  the  health 
experts.  Moderate,  persistent  daily  exer- 
cise is  the  secret  of  long  life.  Is  it  carry- 
ing coals  to  Newcastle  to  communicate  this 
advice  to  Olympians?  At  first  blush  it 
misrht  seem  so,  but  as  a  matter  of  fact  too 


many  Olympians  are  resting  on  their  laurels. 
A  man  may  acquire  sedentary  habits  even 
in  Olympia.  So  we  would  give  Olympians 
warning.  We  would  remind  Olympians 
that  indolence  spells  degeneration,  and  that 
he  who  has  no  dread  of  the  inelastic  artery 
will  not  be  able  to  resist  the  frigidity  of 
agre. 


THE   TRUTH   ABOUT  TIGERS 

By  J.  D.  Rees 


THERE  are  certain  articles  of  faith  as 
to  India  so  strongly  held  that  it  is 
hopeless  to  attack  them  with  much 
chance  of  success.  Not  only  is  all  India 
believed  to  be  hot,  and  all  natives  of  India 
to  be  black,  but  all  tigers  are  of  course  ful- 
filled with  original  sin,  and  if  not  invari- 
ably, are  at  least  usually,  man-eaters.  As 
a  fact,  the  man-eaters  are  rare  and  con- 
spicuous exceptions.  The  great  majority 
of  tigers  lead  innocent  lives,  and  their  car- 
nivorous habits,  instead  of  being  accounted 
to  them  for  righteousness,  should  be  re- 
garded as  their  chief  claim  to  public  esti- 
mation, for  their  diet  consists  chiefly  of 
those  animals  which  prey  upon  and  destroy 
the  crops  of  the  agriculturists.  Now  the 
cultivators,  or  at  any  rate  men  interested 
in  one  way  or  another  in  cultivation,  repre- 
sent 70  to  80  per  cent  of  the  population  of 
India,  and  whoever  serves  the  cultivator  is 
therefore  performing  a  valuable  public  ser- 
vice. 

Tigers  have  no  desire  to  come  in  contact 
with  mankind  which  indeed  they  shun  with 
all  their  might.  It  is  possible  to  live  close 
to  their  haunts  and  never  to  obtain  a 
glimpse  of  the  glorious  beasts.  I  have 
morning  after  morning,  for  months  to- 
gether.  wandered  through  forests,  seeing 
the  pug-marks  of  tigers'  feet  in  the  wet 
soil  of  such  path  as  exists,   which   is  gen- 


erally made  by  the  elephant.  Very  often 
upon  the  round,  flat  mark  of  the  foot  of 
the  elephant  would  be  superimposed  the 
lighter,  smaller,  but  not  altogether  dis- 
similar, mark  of  the  tiger's  foot,  but  in  no 
circumstances  is  the  sportsman  likely  to 
come  upon  the  tiger,  so  anxious  is  the  lat- 
ter to  keep  out  of  his  way. 

Once,  in  most  exceptional  atmospheric 
and  geographical  conditions,  upon  high 
lawns  over  7,000  feet  above  the  sea-level, 
enveloped  in  dense  clouds,  shifting  and 
rolling,  which  now  and  again  disclosed  a 
fragment  of  the  blue  tent  of  the  sky  above, 
or  a  glimpse  of  the  Arabian  Sea  below,  I 
did  stumble  upon  a  family  of  tigers  playing 
like  cats  upon  the  grass  beside  a  stream 
fringed  with  trees,  not  shrubs,  of  rhodo- 
dendron. But  in  normal  conditions  it  is 
only  by  locating  the  tiger  and  beating  him 
out  that  there  is  the  slightest  chance  of  see- 
ing him. 

If  however,  deer  are  scarce  in  the  forest, 
or  the  animal  is  too  lazy  to  hunt,  or  of  a 
curious  and  enterprising  disposition,  he 
will,  and  very  frequently  does,  establish 
himself  at  the  edge  of  the  forest,  just  be- 
tween the  desert  and  the  sown,  and  here 
he  will  live,  striking  down  and  devouring 
deer  and  pigs  which  otherwise  increase  and 
multiply  to  such  an  extent  as  to  make 
husbandry    un remunerative    or    impossible. 
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\.>\\.  of  all  tigers,  there  arc  conspicuously 
tin  friends  of  the  farmer,  but  it  is  just 
this  class   which   usually   falls  a  victim  to 

one  of  the  many  unlovely,  bastard  products 
of  the  commingling  East  and  West,  the 
professional  shikari.  So  long  as  the  Gov- 
ernment  of  India  offers  indiscriminate  re- 
wards for  the  destruction  of  tigers,  regard- 
less of  their  character,  so  long  will  this 
creature  flourish.  He  possesses  an  ancient 
weapon  which  he  fills  up  with  odd  bits  of 
lead,  or  any  other  substitute,  and  having 
learnt  the  habits  of  the  tiger,  which  of 
course  are  perfectly  well  known  to  all  the 
neighboring  villagers,  he  takes  him  or  her 
at  a  disadvantage  in  some  situation  safe  to 
himself,  and  empties  into  the  useful  and 
beautiful  creature  the  nondescript  contents 
of  his  gaspipe. 

Nothing  is  easier  or  more  profitable  than 
to  carry  out  this  odious  program,  in  the 
dry  weather,  when  the  few  pools  at  which 
the  greater  carnivora  come  to  drink  are  as 
well  known  to  the  villager  as  the  Round 
Pond  or  the  Serpentine  is  to  the  Londoner. 
For  each  skin  the  shikari  produces  he  re- 
ceives thirty  rupees,  a  sum  upon  which  he 
can  live,  and  according  to  his  lights  live 
well,   for   a   year.      Indeed   that   amount   is

just  the  average  income  per  head — not  per 
family — of  the  Indian  peasant. 

It  is  therefore  apparent  that  if  this  kind 
of  slaughter  is  continued  it  must  at  any 
rate  seriously  reduce  the  head  of  tigers.  No 
one  suggests  that  rewards  should  not  be 
given  for  man-eaters.  Indeed  such  re- 
wards might  well  be  increased,  and  of 
course  it  will  be  said  that  it  is  difficult  or 
impossible  to  distinguish  the  man-eater 
from  his  innocent  fraternity.  Such  how- 
ever is  not  the  case.  Wherever  there  is 
cultivation,  and  wherever  villagers  live, 
they  are  gathered  together  in  villages,  and 
are  not  scattered  about  like  farmers  in 
Europe.  They  leave  the  village  in  order 
to  attend  to  their  cultivation,  and  return  at 
night  to  sleep.  The  tiger  is  everywhere  a 
personage,  and  he  and  the  elephant  com- 
mand high  consideration  in  the  countryside, 
and  their  habits  and  their  numbers  are  per- 
fectly known. 

I  have  lived  for  weeks  alongside  quite 
small,  well-defined  forests  containing  tigers. 
Looking  down  from  the  hillside  I  could  al- 
ways tell  when  a  tiger  was  on  foot,  where 
he  was  walking,  and  when  he  lay  down  to 
rest,  for  all  these  movements  were  reported 
by  screaming  birds  and  chattering  apes 
from  the  tree-tops.  By  the  like  telegraphy 
and  by  the  woodcraft  which  is  born  in  them. 
by  the  interests  and  habits  of  countless 
generations,  the  villagers  are  perfectly  well 
posted  regarding  the  great  beasts,  and  par- 
ticularly regarding  tigers,  in  their  neigh- 
borhood. The  man-eater  is  known,  and 
well  known,  over  the  whole  of  his  some- 
times very  extensive  beat.  A  sportsman  ar- 
riving— providing  the  villagers  have  con- 
fidence in  him,  and  this  is  a  large  proviso, 
they  must  know  their  man — will  have  no 
difficulty  whatever  in  being  accurately  in- 
formed concerning  the  man-eater's  move- 
ments, but  whether  he  will  persuade  the

O.XE  OF  the  leading  characteristics  of 
The  Olympic  Club  entertainments 
is  the  observance  of  a  nice  balance 
as  between  the  extremes  of  hard  competi- 
tion and  purely  comical  divertissement,  and 
doubtless  that  is  why  they  always  have  such 
a  wide  appeal,  not  only  for  club  members 
but  for  outsiders  as  well,  particularly  those 
of  the  gentler  sex.

The  boys  turned  out  for  the  various 
evem*  in  gratifying  numbers,  and  from 
their  performances  one  would  never  have 
suspected  any  lack  of  incentive  towards  ef- 
fort, vrood  races  and  close  finishes  marked 
the  great  majority  of  events,  and  naturally 
excitement  ran  unbridled.  For  the  other 
wing  of  the  pendulum,  that  devoted  to  the 
purely  farcical  element,  the  Olympic  clowns 
had  provided  a  unique  spectacle,  of  splen- 
did topical  value,  of  which  more  anon. 

When  the  arrangements  for  the  "Night" 
were  concluded  it  was  not  anticipated  that 
anything  of  surpassing  interest  would  even- 
tuate, that  i-  from  the  practical  swimming 
point  of  vievs  but  in  this  regard  the  club 
officials  particularly  were  due  for  a  glad 
surprise. 

In  other  worns,  the  meet  unearthed  what 
is  colloquially  termed  a  "find."  Ernie 
Smith  was  responsible  for  introducing  the 
new  comer,   who  answers  to  the  name  of 


Jack  Robinson,  smith  told  stories  of  see- 
ing Robinson  tearing  through  the  water  in 
other  bath  houses  like  a  torpedo,  and  natur- 
ally nobody  believed  him.  No  one  entirely 
would  anyway.  But  in  spite  of  that  Robin- 
son was  the  cynosare  of  all  eyes,  that  is 
official  eyes,  on  Ladies'  Night,  fie  was 
entered  in  the  50  yards  and  100  yards  races. 
He  finished  second  in  one  and  third  in  the 
other.  But  where  lie  finished  is  beside  the 
point.  In  the  fifty  he  was  close  up  to  Bab 
Small,  who  was  clocked  in  25  1-5.  For  one 
lap  it  was  a  terrific  race  and  Small  just 
touched  ahead  of  the  novice.  In  making 
the  turn  and  in  the  final  drive  home  of 
course  Small  cinch*,  d  the  race.  In  the  cen- 
tury again,  with  his  sponsor.  Smith,  as  his 
leading  opponent,  and  George  Lindsay  and 
Lincoln  Johnson  filling  in,  he  placed  third, 
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Smith  winning  by  two  yards  from  Lindsay 
who,  in  turn,  just  Deat  out  Robinson  and 
Johnson.  Smith  made  the  pace  and  the 
others  stayed  with  him  for  two  laps.  At 
the  turn  for  home  Robinson  and  Smith  were 
abreast  and  a  great  tussle  appeared  im- 
minent, but  training  told  the  tale  and  while 
Smith  drove  to  the  line  in  great  style 
Robinson  was  forced  to  ease  up.  The 
time  was  61  seconds.  Smith  could  have 
bettered  the  time  if  he  had  started  a  faster 
pace,  for  at  the  conclusion  of  his  effort  lie 
was  still  fresh. 

While  there  was  nothing  sensational 
about  Robinson's  performances  it  was  made 
perfectly  clear  that  in  a  month  or  two  he 
will  be  a  force  to  be  reckoned  with  in  any 
aquatic  company.  His  addition  to  the  ranks 
of  the  club  swimmers  is  most  welcome,  and 
his  progress  will  be  watched  with  consider- 
able interest. 

Both  Small  and  Smith  showed  improved 
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form.  Small  worked  through  the  water  in 
great  style  in  the  half  century,  and  gave 
promise  of  a  return  to  that  meteoric  stroke 
which  enabled  him  to  pluck  a  leaf  from  the 
laurel  of  the  famous  Duke  Kahanamoku 
two  seasons  ago.  Smith,  in  addition  to 
winning  the  100  yards  event,  carried  off 
the  furlong  race.  In  the  latter  event  he 
recorded  the  best  time  ever  made  by  him 
for  the  distance,  namely  2  minutes  35-25 
seconds.  G.  Lindsay  was  his  only  oppon- 
ent, and  Ernie  had  to  make  the  pace  him- 
self, but  even  at  that  Lindsay  made  a  good 
race  of  it  although  he  really  never  threat- 
ened danger.  The  furlong  seems  to  suit 
Smith  better  than  the  shorter  distances,  and 
it  is  certain  that  he  will  clip  a  bunch  of 
seconds  from  his  present  time  before  very 
long. 

The  Australian  brothers,  Jim  and  Dick 
Eve,  both  champions  in  the  Antipodes,  who 
are  now  juvenile  members  of  the  club,  made 
their  official  debut  by  winning  everything 
they  entered  for.  Jim  won  the  century 
race  open  to  all  juveniles  in  the  club  and 
Dick  annexed  the  50  yards  in  the  100 
pound  class.  Both  boys  show  remarkable 
form,  and  their  association  with  the  club 
youngsters  is  bound  to  result  beneficially 
all  round.  Sid  Cavill.  who,  by  the  way, 
belongs  to  the  same  family  tree  of  swim- 
mers as  the  brothers  Eve,  has  taken  more 
than  a  relative's  interest  in  the  newcomers, 
and  with  his  guidance  they  can  easily  be 
relied  upon  to  develop  their  talents  in  the 
right  direction. 

Tn  the  minimus  class  young  Cameron 
Coffey,  who  admits  to  three  and  a  half 
years  of  existence,  scored  the  triumph  of 
the  evening.  P.aby  Coffey  enthralled  the 
cmwd  by  diving  first  off  the  low  spring 
board  and  then  off  the  twelve-foot  board.

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MAKING  TRACK  CHAMPIONS

WE  ARE  now  on  the  eve  of  the 
great  track  and  field  champion- 
ships of  the  country.  Next  month 
the  Far  Western  championships  are  on  the 
calendar,  and  in  August  the  east  and  west 
will  clash  in  the  greatest  athletic  festival  of 
the  year. 

It  is  no  wonder  therefore  that  a  little 
anxiety  begins  to  figure  in  the  general  cal- 
culations that  are  being  made  by  trainers 
and  coaches  all  over  the  country.  The  east- 
ern newspapers  keep  on  telling  us  of  the 
wonderful  performances  that  are  being 
made  by  their  star  track  men,  and  while 
we.  on  the  Pacific  slope,  do  not  lack  con- 
fidence, I  think  it  is  an  admission  without 
demerit  to  say  that  our  confidence  is  tem- 
pered by  anxiety. 

Of  course  all  the  external  conditions  are 
in  favor  of  the  western  athletes,  and  that 
fact  must  be  taken  into  account  without 
prejudice.  Climate  is  a  powerful  factor  in 
athletics,  as  in  most  other  things,  and  it  \* 
only  reasonable  to  suppose  that  it  is  going 
to  operate  in  our  favor.  Duffy,  the  great 
sprinter,  did  better  on  this  side  of  the  At- 
lantic than  he  ever  did  on  the  other.  As  a 
matter  of  fact  his  records  were  constantly 
questioned  in  England,  and  professionals 
of  the  "flat  time"  order  challenged  him  to 
abandon  his  amateurism  and  compete  with 
them,  and  when  he  refused  he  was  libelled 
more  for  his  fear  of  defeat  than  honored 
for  his  loyalty  to  his  amateur  status.  Craig 
experienced  the  same  difficulties  in  shading 
of  the  fractions  below  the  ten-second  mark- 
in  the  cooler  climate  of  England,  and  when 
at  Stockholm,  where  he  scored  such  re- 
markable successes  in  the  last  Olympic 
Games,  the  weak  calibre  of  the  opposition 
had  not  a  little  to  do  with  the  achievement, 
amateurs     or    professionals.       Postle     and 


Donaldson  literally  broke  the  clocks  in 
Australia,  their  native  country,  but  when 
they  went  "home,"  while  they  were  still  in 
a  class  by  themselves,  the  records  failed  to 
show  the  wonderful  times  accredited  to 
them  in  the  Antipodes.  So  much  for  our 
ally,  the  climate. 

Whatever  the  outcome  we  are  practic- 
ally certain  to  carry  off  the  honors  in  one 
or  two  events ;  and  if  we  do  that  the  coast 

And  the  same  story  can  be  said  of  prac- 
tically all  the  great  track  men,  whether 
ought  to  be  satisfied.  To  hope  for  a  clean 
sweep,  for  a  club  or  for  a  district,  or  even 
for  a  State,  is  absurd  arrogance.  It  sim- 
ply has  to  be  remembered  that  the  whole 
country  will  be  represented  at  the  A.  A. 
U  championships  to  realize  the  difficulty  of 
landing  even  one  winner.  With  the  ma- 
terial in  the  club  we  hope  for  the  best,  and 
frankly,  I  shall  be  disappointed  if  a  few 
National  champions  will  be  found  with  a 
Winged  O  on  their  shirts. 

George  Parker,  the  furlong  champion, 
and  holder  of  the  world's  record,  is  already 
in  training.  Up  at  home  he  is  taking  off  the 
rough  edges,  and  he  purposes  coming  to 
town  shortly  to  put  in  the  fine  work.  Parker

Other  men  who  have  been  showing  up 
well  in  the  spring  meets  are  Ken.  John- 
son who  is  making  steady  progress  in  the 
100  and  220  distances.  Before  the  Far 
Western  event  is  staged  I  would  not  be 
surprised  if  Johnson  struck  even  time  in 
the  century.  Nolan  and  Newhoff  are  also 
rounding  into  shape  and  can  be  relied  upon 
to  secure  points.  Sloman  who  is  making 
a  specialty  of  the  quarter  mile,  is  coming 
along  nicely.  Horine  is  still  there  at  the 
high  jump,  and  his  defeat  will  only  be  en- 
compassed by  a  remarkable  performance. 
Among  the  coast  jumpers  he  has  to  be 
handicapped  out  of  sight  in  order  to  make 
interesting  competition. 

Among  the  distance  men  Millard  and 
Stout  have  been  performing  most  consist- 
ency.    Millard  enjoyed  a  new  sensation  the 
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other  day  at  Shellmound  i'ark  when  he 
failed  to  catch  the  limit  man  by  a  few 
yards.  It  was  the  first  time  within  the 
memory  of  the  writer  that  the  lanky 
Olympian  has  failed  to  lead  home  his 
field,  but  when  it  is  remembered  that  Fuqua, 
the  youngster  who  beat  him  to  the  tape, 
had  a  start  of  175  yards  the  story  takes  on 
a  different  aspect.  I  won't  predict  a  vic- 
tory for  him  over  the  famed  eastern  cracks, 
but  I  will  venture  to  predict  the  race  of  a 
life  time  for  the  man  who  takes  his  meas- 
ure. 

Eddie  Stout  is  also  running  in  great 
form.  Over  the  half  mile  he  hovers  about 
the  two-minute  mark,  and  I  think  it  will 
be  found  that  when  the  championships  are 
settled  he  will  be  well  on  the  inside  of  that. 
Over  at  Shellmound  the  other  day  he  gave 
away  big  handicaps  and  romped  home  a 
winner  in  2.09.  Another  runner  who  has 
donned  his  shoes  again  is  Bobby  Vlught 
who,  it  will  be  recalled,  met  with  disaster 
at  Fresno  last  yeai  and  had  to  lay-up  for 
a  while.  Vlught  is  training  faithfully  and 
promises  to  be  in  shape  for  the  big  track 
meets. 

Of  the  field  performers  I  will  speak  at 
another  time.  With  Snedigar,  Gisen,  Ryan 
and  one  or  two  others,  however,  I  fancy 
we  will  be  able  to  hold  our  own.

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WHAT  THE  CYCLISTS  ARE  DOING 


It  is  only  a  few  weeks  ago  that  Hans 
Ohrt,  the  big  bicycle  champion  of  the 
club,  asked  for  leave  of  absence  in  order 
to  go  east  and  test  himself  with  the  best 
riders  of  the  country,  and  today  we  have 
the  gratification  of  knowing,  through  the 
press,  that  Ohrt  is  regarded  as  the  logical 
contender  for  the  Amateur  championship 
of  the  United  States. 

It  was  at  Newark,  X.  J.,  that  Ohrt  tried 
out.  There  he  was  up  against  some  of  the 
fastest  bike  riders  in  the  world,  yet  he  land- 
ed home  first  in  the  great  two-mile  test. 
It  is  in  this  fashion  that  the  Newark  Even- 
ing Star  speaks  of  the  young  Olympian: 

Hans  Ohrt,  who  sports  the  "flying 
doughnut"  of  Tjie  Olympic  Club  of  San 
Francisco,  appears  to  be  the  logical  choice 
for  amateur  championship  honors.  This 
fellow  Ohrt  can  travel  some  and  since  he 
got  used  to  the  track  at  the  Velodrome  he 


appears  to  be  making  such  headway  that 
the  prediction  of  him  wearing  the  amateur 
crown  this  season  is  not  out  of  the  way. 
Ohrt  let  loose  a  sprint  yesterday  in  the 
last  ten  yards  of  the  two-mile  open  amateur 
race,  a  regular  Frank  Kramer  sprint,  and 
nosed  out  Frank  J.  Whitney  of  the  New 
York  Athletic  Club  at  the  tape.  It  was 
Whitney  who  gave  Ohrt  a  hard  battle  on 
the  last  lap.  Whitney  seemed  to  have  the 
race  cinched  on  the  back  stretch,  but  Ohrt 
got  loose  from  the  back  field  and  came  with 
a  big  rush  on  the  home  stretch.  At  Brigh- 
ton Beach  Saturday  night  he  captured  the 
only  two  amateur  races  on  the  card. 

While  Ohrt  is  winning  new  laurels  for 
himself  in  the  east  the  Hoffman  brothers, 
and  Burger  and  Carman  are  developing 
themselves  on  the  coast.  Recently  at  San 
Jose  they  literally  swept  the  field,  and  it 
is  predicted  that  out  of  this  group  of  riders 
another  champion  will  be  evolved.

Wl  II'.X  the  Hoard  of  Directors,  that 
altruistic  body  of  gentlemen  in 
whose  hands  the  destiny  of  The

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OLYMPIAN   MAKES   NEW  PISTOL   RECORD

1  have  just  finished  reading  of  the  latest 
record  made  by  George  Armstrong  of  San 
Francisco.  Armstrong  is  certainly  fairly 
entitled  to  the  distinction  of  being  one  of 
the  finest  pistol  shots  this  country  has  ever 
seen.  He  has  broken  record  after  record 
and  holds  a  large  number  of  them  at  pres- 
ent. To  cap  the  climax,  he  has  again 
broken  the  indoor  pistol  record  by  a  score 
of  246  out  of  250,  a  score  which  would 
have  been  considered,  three  or  four  years 
ago,  a  vivid  pipe  dream.  The  scores  in 
five  shot  strings  ran  50-46-50-50-50,  using 
a  .22  caliber  pistol  with  a  10-inch  barrel, 
open  sights,  .22  long  rifle  Remington-UMC 
Lesmok  cartridges,  at  a  distance  of  twenty 
yards  on  a  bull's-eye  one  and  a  tenth  inches 
in  diameter. 

It  is.  of  course,  true  that  pistol  shooters 
of  all  degrees  of    skill    occasionally    make 


phenomenal  scores  of  two  or  three  strings, 
but  Mr.  Armstrong's  wonderful  record  is 
backed  up  by  such  a  formidable  array  of 
other  records  that  it  is  by  no  possibility  a 
gift  of  the  god  of  chance.  According  to 
the  news  reports,  he  averaged  in  the  league 
shooting,  this  year,  in  a  series  of  twenty- 
one  matches,  a  score  of  a  fraction  over 
237.  The  fact  that  this  is  a  wonderfully 
high  average  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  up 
to  1911  the  best  twenty-five  shot  score  ever 
made  was  but  239,  which,  incidentally,  was 
made  by  Armstrong. 

If  anyone  nowadays  hopes  to  establish 
a  pistol  record  which  is  likely  to  stand  for 
any  length  of  time,  the  only  way  to  do  it 
is  to  make  the  highest  "possible"  score  that 
can  be  made  by  anyone  under  the  condi- 
tions, otherwise  he  had  best  "let  George  do 
it." — Pacific  Hardware  Journal.

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THE  MARATHON   SWIM 


It's  an  old  story  now,  and  while  it  may 
hardly  be  classed  with  "the  story  that  will 
never  die,"  whatever  that  story  was,  it 
still  bears  telling.  The  great  marathon 
swim  inaugurated  some  considerable  time 
ago,  wherein  each  competitor  was  allowed 
to  swim  for  an  hour  each  day,  ended  in  due 
course  with  Ernie  Smith  a  clear  winner. 
Smith  swam  better  every  day  he  stayed 
with  the  race,  and  when  it  was  all  over  he 
was  in  better  condition  than  he  has  ever 
been  in  his  life,  both  of  which  facts  up- 
hold the  theories  of  Sid  Cavill. 

Smith  swam  2,497  laps  in  twenty-three 
days,  an  average  of  over  100  laps  to  the 
hour.  His  nearest  competitor  was  Wiessen- 
haven,  with  2,146,  and  next  to  him  King, 
with  2,063. 

Of  course  there  was  a  great  falling  off 
in  the  number  of  competitors  after  the  first 
few  days  of  the  race.  When  the  list  closed 
there  were  about  thirty  entrants,  including 
all  the  well-known  swimmers  of  the  club. 
Each  day  however  lopped  off  a  few,  and 
before  the  half-distance  was  reached  only 
seven  or  eight  remained. 

In  the  early  days  of  the  race  consider- 
able interest  was  evinced  in  the  three- 
cornered  dual  between  Smith,  Pomeroy  and 
Beck.  Pomeroy,  the  acknowledged  long- 
distance swimmer  of  the  coast,  found  that 
an  hour  a  day  was  not  enough  to  shake  off 
the  persistent  attentions  of  the  other  two. 
and  for  some  time  they  were  on  about  a 
par,  Beck  always  being  slightly  in  the  rear 
of  the  other  two,  but  still  distinctly  in  the 
party.  Unfortunately  Pomeroy  decided  to 
quit  the  race  on  account  of  cold,  and  more 
unfortunately  still,  he  ran  into  the  terrible 
accident  from  which  he  is  now  slowly  re- 
covering. 

With  Beck  and  Smith  in  the  lead  the 
race  went  on  with  interest,  although  it  was 


clear  that  the  latter  had  the  "lout"  of  the 
former,  and  then,  unexpectedly  Beck  re- 
tired from  the  contest,  leaving  Smith  with 
a  clear  lead  over  all  the  other  contestants. 
Perhaps  the  best  testimony  that  can  be 
adduced  in  favor  of  the  race  is  the  present 
form  of  Ernie  Smith,  who  is  showing  re- 
markable progress  both  in  speed  and  en- 
durance. Sid  Cavill  openly  avows  that  de- 
spite all  the  talk  about  Ludy  Langer's  recent 
performances  Smith  will  be  there  this  year 
to  give  him  a  race.

will  depend  entirely  upon  his  personal 
reputation.  It  is  easy  enough  to  build  a 
little  leafy  screen  in  a  tree  over  a  pool,  and 
to  sit  and  cloze  there  night  after  night  till 
the  tiger  comes  to  drink  in  the  moonlight 
and  cannot  be  missed,  but  it  is  quite  an- 
other thing  to  beat  out  and  face  the  man- 
eater  on  foot.  Consequently  the  sports- 
man does  not  always  get  taken  up  to  the 
man-eater,  hut  that  is  not  because  the  vil- 
lagers do  not  know  which  is  he.  or  rather 
she,  for  it  is  the  female  who  generally  preys 
on  man,  and  where  or  she  lives.  The  in- 
discriminate offer  of  rewards  in  no  way 
tends  to  the  destruction  of  the  real  man- 
eater,  while  it  ensures  the  wholesale  exter- 
mination of  the  useful,  indeed  indispensable. 
deer  and  pig  stalker  and  the  cattle-lifter. 
As  to  the  last-named,  it  must  be  admitted 
that  he  does  carry  off  the  villagers'  cattle, 
but  a  united  herd  can  always  repel  him. 
should  he.  which  is  unlikely,  attack  them. 
He  only  gets  a  straggler  now  and  again, 
in  return  for  which  he  kills  large  numbers 
of  animals  which  commit  enormous  depre- 
dations upon  crops  and  cultivation. 

There  are  of  course  districts  in  which 
timers  are  generally  of  a  man-eating  and 
malevolent  character.  At  any  rate,  there 
is  one  such,  the  Sunderbunds.  where  these 
animals  might  reasonably  be  regarded  as 
members  of  the  criminal  classes  with  a 
price  upon  every  head.  Whether  this  is 
because  the  species  degenerates  in  the  dis-

inal  possibilities,  but  young  Coffey  plunged

Olympian  by  a  number  of  years.  Of  course 
"Speck"  himself  was  no  mean  attraction. 
He  won  the  lap  race  in  the  75-pound  class, 
giving  away  a  heap  of  weight,  and  he  won 
great  admiration  for  his  daring  dives  from 
the  springboard,  and  later,  from  the  32- 
foot  board.  In  the  diving  he  was  given  an 
excellent  lead  by  W.  Williams,  the  club's 
one  bet  bet  in  this  line  of  endeavor,  who 
is  looked  upon  as  certain  to  attain  high 
honors  at  the  forthcoming  championship 
meets. 

"The  Gold  Brick"  might  have  been  the 
title  of  the  acquatic  sketch  staged  by  The 
Olympic  Club  group  of  clowns.  Garbed 
according  to  fictions'  unbending  edict  the 
bucolic  individual  arrived  in  town  ('the 
north  end  of  the  tank),  where  he  fell  in 
with  the  "welcome-to-our-city  boys"  who 
immediately  proceeded,  by  moral  suasion, 
to  unload  upon  him  the  proverbial  gold 
brick.  The  transaction  was  followed  hard 
by  discovery  of  the  fraud  and  there  ensued 
one  of  those  Charlie  Chaplin  chase  move- 
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ments  in  which  all  the  characters  converge 
tumultuously  upon  the  body  of  the  law  in 
the  guise  of  a  policeman.  In  the  general 
riot  which  followed  the  boys  went  through 
a  variety  of  diverting  acrobatics  from  the 
trapeze,  their  multi-colored  and  diversely- 
fashioned  habiliments  lending  "atmosphere" 
to  the  remote  business  of  the  sketch.

The  gun  men  of  The  Olympic  Club; 
that  is  i"  say,  the  men  who  shoot  at  tar- 
gets have  organized  The  Olympic  Club 
Rifle  and  Pistol  Club  which  has  made  ap- 
plication for  admission  to  membership  in 
the  National  Rifle  Association.  The  of- 
ficers of  the  new  club  are :  President, 
George  Armstrong;  secretary  and  treas- 
urer. Dr.  John  S.  Millikin;  scorer,  George 
Kimball ;  range  officers,  YV.  F.  Blasse  and 
C.   \Y.  Prichard. 


From  the  scores,  which  have  just  been 
made  public  of  the  U.  S.  R.  A.  annual 
indoor  championships,  which  were  shot 
simultaneously  all  over  the  United  States 
during  the  week  of  April  15  to  22,  it  ap- 
pears that  the  Olympians  distinguished 
themselves.  They  made  two  firsts,  one  sec- 
ond and  one  third  out  of  three  events. 

Match  A — Any  Revolver  Championship, 
50  shots  in  one  hour,  standard  American 
target  reduced  for  distance  60  feet,  George 
Armstrong  got  third  with  a  score  of  457 
out  of  a   possible   500. 

Match  P. — Any  Pistol  Championship — 
50  shots  in  one  hour,  conditions  the  same 
as  in  Match  A,  won  by  George  Armstrong 
with  a  record  score  of  478  out  of  a  pos- 
sible 500.  The  record  for  this  match  was 
473.  Tt  was  made  by  Armstrong  in  Se- 
attle in  1912.  The  prize  is  a  beautiful 
gold  medal  and  the  custody  for  one  year 
of  the   championship   trophy. 

X'  'vice  Match — Pistol  or  Revolver.  25 
shots  in  twenty-five  minutes,  open  to 
shooters  that  never  won  a  championship 
or  any  other  important  event :  won  by 
George  Kimball :  score,  237 — 250  record ; 
2nd.  Dr.  John  D.  Millikin:  score,  235— 
250  record.  This  match  was  won  in  1914 
by  Robert   Mills.  O.  C.  score,  231.

Temporarily  the  club  has  become  the 
headquarters  of  the  premier  athletes  of  the 
United  States.  Here 
they  are  foregathering 
on  the  eve  of  what  may 
prove  the  most  important 
athletic  meet  ever  held 
under  the  stars  and  stripes.  They  are 
coming  from  all  sections  of  the  country  to 
compete  in  the  track  and  field  championship 
meet  of  the  American  Athletic  Union  to 
be  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Panama- 
Pacific    International    Exposition.     Among 
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them  arc  athletes  of  world-wide  reputation, 
record-makers  of  Olympiad  fame,  stars  of 
classic  events.  All  are  athletes  of  the  very 
first  rank.  We  shall  see  in  action  at  the 
Fair  stadium  such  sprinters  as  Drew,  Park- 
er and  Smith,  and  we  shall  enjoy  the  spec- 
tacle of  a  middle  distance  contest  wherein 
shall  appear  Ted  Meredith  of  the  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania  who  has  done  48 
seconds  flat  in  the  quarter.  For  the  second 
time  in  the  United  States  the  first  in 
California,  the  grinding  440-yard  hurdles 
will  figure  in  a  track  meet.  In  the  mile 
event  will  be  seen  Homer  Taber  who  has 
lowered  the  record  of  4:12  3-5  that  had 
been  standing  since  1888  to  4:12  3-4. 
The  "Weight  Whales"  of  the  New  York 
Athletic  Club — McGrath,  McDonald  and 
McConnell.  will  be  here  to  throw  hammers 
and   others   things.     Oler   of   Yale,   holder 


of  the  Far  Eastern  Intercollegiate  record 
in  the  high  jump,  is  coming;  and  George 
Horine  of  The  Olympic  Club  and  Alva 
Richards  will  compete  with  him.  Surely 
this  is  a  meet  that  should  give  forth  many 
a  thrill.  In  the  heat  and  dust  of  it  new 
records  will  in  all  probability  be  established, 
and  we  shall  indubitably  see  some  wonder- 
ful examples  of  pluck,  agility  and  endur- 
ance. A  circumstance  that  should  make 
it  of  special  interest  to  our  club  is  that 
the  general  management  of  it  is  under  the 
direction  of  Olympians.  President  Wil- 
liam F.  Humphrey  is  the  head  of  the 
Exposition  Athletic  Committee,  and  on  his 
shoulders  rests  the  responsibilities  for  all 
the  details  of  management.

THE  HEROES  OF  STANFORD 

A  Fine  Tribute  from  an  Eastern  Journalist  to  the  Wonderful  Varsity 
Crew  from  Palo  Alto 


THE  varsity  race  of  the  intercollegiate 
regatta  on  the  Hudson,  on  June  27, 
may  be  regarded  as  an  epoch-making 
event  in  the  history  of  California  athletics. 
For  by  reason  of  that  race  the  whole 
country  saw  for  the  first  time  that  Cali- 
fornia oarsmen  arc  to  be  reckoned  with 
when  there  are  regatta  honors  for  distri- 
bution. June  twenty-seventh  was  a  red- 
letter  day  for  Stanford.  Cornell  won  but 
the  glory  was  Stanford's.  Cornell  had  the 
technique,  but  it  was  the  sheer  grit  of 
Stanford  that  thrilled  the  spectators.  "They 
never  knew  when  they  were  beaten,  those 
big,  jolly  lads  from  the  Palo  Alto  col- 
lege,"  says  the  critic  of  the  New  York- 
Sun.  "If  their  rowing  technique  had  ap- 
proached their  tremendous  power  and 
their   stoutness  of    heart    the    varsity  cup 


would  have  gone  out  to  the  Pacific  coast 
for  a  year."  He  adds:  "They  drove  down 
the  four  mile  river  lane  in  a  succession  of 
desperate  spurts.  Whenever  they  seemed 
to  be  beaten  and  out  of  the  race  hopeless- 
ly they  gathered  themselves  together  for 
another  effort  and  flashed  forward  to  even 
terms  with  the  flying  leaders. 

"They  will  go  back  home  with  the 
hearty  admiration  and  good  will  of  every 
person  who  saw  their  brave  struggle  this 
evening.  They  didn't  have  very  much 
cash  to  begin  with,  for  Stanford  doesn't 
spend  much  money  at  rowing  and  there 
are  no  rich  persons  among  the  crew.  What 
cash  they  had  they  had  wagered  upon  their 
chances  with  serene  confidence  and  it  is 
just  as  well,  perhaps,  that  a  loyal  alumnus 
in  New  York  city  came  to  their  rescue  with 
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the  price  of  return  tickets  to  California. 
But  empty  of  pocket  ami  deprived  of  vic- 
tory they  will  go  West  with  honors  almost 
as  great  as  if  they  had  led  the  wa)    over 

the  line. 

"There  was  one  crazy  moment,  one 
moment  when  bj  far  the  majority  of  the 
40,000  persons  who  watched  the  great 
race  went  simply  daft  with  excitement, 
when  it  looked  as  it  the  California  giants 
could  not  he  kept  back.  This  was  at  the 
three  and  three-quarter  mile  mark,  when 
Stroke  Maurer  of  Stanford,  responding  to 
the  frenzy  of  Goodman,  the  little  cox- 
swain, whipped  up  the  stroke  to  38,  in- 
spired his  tired  men  to  unbelievable  effort 
and  actually  passed  the  fast  speeding  Cor- 
nell shell.  For  200  yards  or  so  Stanford 
held  that  dearly  won  advantage,  but  it 
wasn't  in  flesh  and  blood  to  keep  up  a  pace 
so  terrific  after  the  strain  of  previous 
spurts. 

"Inch  by  inch  Stanford  dropped  behind 
and  inch  by  inch  the  Cornell  machine, 
perfect,  implacable,  irresistible,  forged  to 
the  front.  Syracuse  was  already  beaten, 
but  was  fighting  savagely  for  second  hon- 
ors, and  here  came  the  greatest  effort  of 
Stanford's  gameness.  Some  crews  with 
victory  snatched  from  them  the  last  quarter 
of  a  mile  after  heartbreaking  effort  would 
have  eased  up.  Xot  Stanford.  Evidently 
they  don't  know  out  on  the  coast  that  there 
is  any  such  word  as  quit.  They  kept  at  it 
to  the  final  inch  and  all  of  Syracuse's 
smoothness  and  power  was  not  quite 
enough  to  catch  them. 

"Stanford  was  the  surprise  of  the  race, 
a  delightful  surprise,  one  of  the  sort  that 
makes  regattas  remembered  for  years  to 
come.  Nobody  doubted  the  gameness  of 
the  Stanford  eight.  Nobody  underesti- 
mated the  strength  of  the  boat  load  of  six 
footers.  But  the  amazing  thing  was  Stan- 
ford's excellence  at  the  most  technical 
sport  in  the  world.     Nobody  thought,  save 


the  Californians  themselves,  that  these 
lad-  whose  training  can't  be  compared  with 
the  expert  training  of  the  Cornell,  Colum- 
bia, Syracuse  and  Pennsylvania  crews, 
wdiose  opportunities  for  development  have 
been  limited  and  circumscribed,  could 
come  here  and  very  nearly  win  the  grand 
honors,  so  nearly  indeed  that  the  veteran 
Courtney  admitted  tonight  he  was  still 
shivering  in  his  shoes. 

"  'If  that  race  had  been  five  miles  in- 
stead of  four,'  said  the  Old  Man  tonight, 
'Stanford  would  have  whipped  'em  all — ■ 
yes,  my  crew  included.  They  are  grand 
youngsters.' 

"Maybe  the  best  tribute  of  praise  came 
from  Jim  Rice,  the  Columbia  coach.  James 
was  not  happy  tonight.  Columbia  had  dis- 
appointed him  miserably.  The  beautiful 
machine  that  won  the  cup  last  year  and 
showed  the  way  to  Pennsylvania  and  Cor- 
nell was  gone.  This  year's  machine  clanked 
and  clinked  and  missed  fire.  It  wa<  n<  >t 
the  kind  of  crew  that  makes  a  proud 
coaches'  heart  leap  with  joy.  But  despite 
his  chagrin  Rice  had  the  fine  sportsman- 
ship to  praise  Stanford  for  nearly  achiev- 
ing the  impossible.  He  said  flatly  that 
if  he  could  have  the  fun  of  drilling  the 
Californians  for  a  month  or  less  he  could 
beat  any  crew  in  the  world  with  them,  and 
not  a  man  doubts  that  it  could  be  done. 

"If  this  account  seems  to  dwell  too  em- 
phatically upon  the  grand  effort  of  Stan- 
ford, with  less  mention  of  Cornell's  start- 
ling victory,  cut  it  down  to  an  accurate 
reflection  of  the  sentiment  of  the  enthusi- 
asm of  the  regatta  crowd.  From  Cornell 
one  expects  victories,  brilliant  oarsmanship. 
Until  1913  Cornell,  with  few  reverses,  had 
won  so  often  that  people  came  to  Pough- 
keepsie  merely  to  see  which  of  the  other 
crews  would  be  good  enough  to  o-ive  Cor- 
nell a  race.  Cornell  had  got  to  be  a  kind 
of  capable  nuisance,  a  perpetual   winner.

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THE  AMENITIES   OF  HANDBALL 

By   Reginald  P.  Ciiolmondlev 


HANDBALL  is  usually  described  as  a 
gentleman's  game,  but  the  amen 
ities  of  handball  are  somewhat  im- 
perfectly understood  in  this  country  as  I 
have  learned  during  my  brief  residence 
here.  I  have  seen  many  games  played  in 
The  Olympic  Cluh,  and  I  am  pleased  to 
say  that  they  afforded  me  the  utmost  grati- 
fication, so  charming  were  the  manners  of 
the  participants,  so  exquisite  the  delicacy 
with  which  they  conducted  all  arguments 
that  arose.  Seldom  in  the  club  have  I 
witnessed  any  violation  of  the  amenities  of 
debate — and  I  wish  to  say  that  debate  is 
one  of  the  thrilling  features  of  the  game. 
Played  by  such  accomplished  artists  as  Mr. 
George  Oxnard  and  Sandy  McNaughton 
Esq.,  the  great  Celtic  game  derives  its 
chief  interest  from  the  acute  intellectual 
controversies  that  are  conducted  after  every 
rally.  These  young  men  are  skilled  dialec- 
ticans.  They  remind  me  of  two  members 
of  Parliament — a  Tory  and  a  Nationalist — 
in  a  characteristic  discussion  of  the  Home 
Rule  question.  Air.  McNaughton  has  a 
slight  edge,  as  we  say  in  Piccadilly,  on  the 
genial,  affable  and  always  benign  and  cour- 
teous Mr.  Oxnard,  but  only  in  the  dry 
technique  of  the  game  itself.  Mr.  Oxnard 
has  so  fine  a  command  of  the  polite  lan- 
-  of  impassioned  controversy  that 
usally  he  wins  the  debates.  The  club  has 
many  excellent  handball  debaters,  but  the 
amenities  of  the  game  are  of  course  on  rare 
occasions  neglected,  as  for  instance  by  a 
certain  expert  witli  the  hard  ball  who  has 
a  habit  of  damping  it  occasionally  with 
the  noze  from  his  hide.  I  fancy  that  the 
dean  of  the  handball  game,  Mr.  J.  C. 
Nealon,  will  agree  with  me  that  a  damp 
ball  is  an  untidy  spheroid  to  manipulate. 

lay  recently  I  witnessed  a  game  in 


which  Mr.  John  Mahoney  and  Reardon 
Lyons  were  in  opposition  to  Mr.  George 
James  and  Dr.  Beardsley.  This  was  a 
most  extraordinary  contest,  so  frequent 
were  the  misunderstandings.  I  never  saw 
anything  like  it  in  England ;  nay,  not  even 
in  Ireland.  I  could  follow  the  game  but 
not  the  debates,  for  Mr.  Lyons  expressed 
himself  in  a  tongue  so  picturesque  in  its 
purple  patches  of  American  idiom  that  he 
was  quite  beyond  me,  I  declare.  And  Mr. 
Mahoney,  so  improvised  rules  for  the  oc- 
casion, rules  that  seemed  to  put  the  op- 
posing pair  at  an  enormous  disadvantage, 
that  Mr.  James  was  quite  beside  himself 
with  indignation,  the  sorry  consequence 
being  that  his  utterances  spreading  like 
loose  colors  in  a  wet  garment  improperly 
dyed  became  absolutely  incoherent.  Verily, 
I  assure  you  on  the  word  of  a  gentleman 
that  on  this  occasion  Mr.  James,  who  has 
no  mean  acquaintance  with  our  vocabulary, 
was  quite  inarticulate.  My  word !  how 
he  sputtered !  And  so  whereas  the  unfor- 
tunate Mr.  James  lost  the  debate  Mr.  Lyons 
and  Mr.  Mahoney  won  the  game.  I  felt  sor- 
ry for  Dr.  Beardsley,  who  plays  the  game 
mainly  with  his  hands  and  his  brain  and 
makes  a  wonderful  success  of  it  notwith- 
standing the  debaters  he  frequently  en- 
counters.

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THE   TEACHING  OF  GOLF 

By   Filson   Yor.vc, 


ISUPP(  >SE  I  shall  have  the  whole  host 
of   successful     amateur    players   against 
me  when  I  say  that  no  one,  except  pos- 
sibly the  man  who  picks  up  the  game  as  a 
child,  can  attain  to  his  full  powers  as  a  golf- 
er without  teaching.    The  majority  of  pro- 
fessional teachers  are  unconscious  quacks ; 
but  when  I  now  speak  of  teaching  I  mean 
genuine    and    scientific    teaching,    which    is 
not   based   on    any    academic    rules    but    is 
adapted  to  the  idiosyncrasies  of  each  pupil. 
It  is  regarded  as  little  short  of  revolution- 
ary to  suggest  that  there  is  hardly  an  ama- 
teur  golfer    with    a     form     below    scratch 
whose  game  could  not  be  improved  by  the 
right   kind   of   teaching.      I    do   not   know 
why  such  a  statement  should  be  so  regard- 
ed,   but   nearly    every    self-taught   amateur 
player,    from    the    twelve    handicap    man 
downwards,  thinks  that  he  is  a  living  proof 
to  the  contrary.     Among  the  rank  and  file 
of  such  golfers  there  is  (it  is  not  too  much 
to  say)    a  violent  prejudice  against  teach- 
ing.    One  cause  of  it  is  the  teachers  them- 
selves.    The  other  lies  in  the  books  which 
some  of  the  teachers  have  written.     The 
plain  man  of  sense  reads  these  books  and 
perceives  them  to  consist  largely  of  mere 
verbiage,    journalistic    padding,     and   gar- 
rulous nonsense.     If  after  reading  them  he 
tries   to   apply   some   of   their   precepts    he 
finds  that  he  has  been  thoroughly  put  off 
his   game ;     he    becomes    angry    with   the 
books  and  contemptuous  of  their  writers ; 
lumping   all   theory,   science,   theorists   and 
scientists   of   the   game   together,    declares 
that  golf  cannot  be  taught :  and.  teeing  up 
his  ball,  gives  it  a  hefty  smite  in  the  way 
that  comes  natural  to  him,  and  regards  its 
gentle  curve  to  the  right  as  a  slip  of  his 
own   which   he  will   put   right  at  the   next 
stroke. 

One  of  the  commonest  theories  of  such 


golfers  is  that  "teaching  is  all  right  during 
the  lesson;  you  play  the  strokes  beautifully 
under  the  eye  of  your  coach ;  but  when  you 
get  on  the  links  you  are  as  bad  as  ever 
again."     That  is  surely  one  of  the  strang- 
est  criticisms   of  teaching  that  could  pos- 
sibly  be    made.      No    one    expects    to   be 
taught  to  play  a  scale  on  the  violin  in  a  les- 
son ;  and  one  of  the  greatest  difficulties  of 
the  golf  teacher  is  that  he  is  expected  to 
demonstrate    his   powers    in    an    occasional 
single  lesson.     Single  lessons  are  of  course 
no    use    to    anyone    except    the    established 
player    who    finds    himself    suffering    from 
some  fault  and  goes  to  his  coach  to  have 
it   cured.      The    indifferent    golfer   cannot 
possibly  hope  to  benefit  from  anything  less 
than    a    course    of,    say,    a  dozen  lessons ; 
and   then    he    must    work    as    hard    as    his 
teacher.     The  teacher  knows  exactly  what 
he  wants  his  pupils  to  acquire,  but  it  some- 
times   takes    a    long   time    to    discover   a 
method  of  getting  him  to  acquire  it.     The 
art,  that  is  to  say,  is  empirical.     Here  is 
a    very   good    example.      A    golfer    of   my 
acquaintance   who    was    studying   under    a 
good    teacher    reached    a    point    when,    al- 
though his  other  play  was  improving,  his 
full   shots  were   all  both  short  and   sliced. 
His  teacher  knew,  and  he  knew  the  cause ; 
owing  to  his  body  coming  round   slightly 
in    advance   of   his    arms,    he   was   pulling 
his    arms    in     and     not     following-through 
properly.     To  cure  this  fault  he  was  told 
to  try.  after  striking  the  ball,  to  take  the 
club  head  out  on  a  line  to  the  right  of  the 
line  of  flight.     This  cured  the  fault.     But 
when  he  next  played  a  round  he  gradually 
got  hack  into  his  old  vice  of  leading  with 
the  body,  and  all  its  attendant  evils.     After 
some  further  efforts  his  coach  told  him  to 
try.   when  the  down   *wing  was  beginning, 
to  "throw  the  club  head  out  at  the  ball." 
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Again  for  a  time  there  was  a  cure;  but 
its  efficacy  vanished  like  the  last;  and  try 
as  he  might  he  found  that  his  <>ld  fault  had 
returned.  The  coach,  endeavoring  to  hit 
upon  some  idea  which  would  cause  his 
pupil  to  let  his  hands  lead  instead  of  his 
body,  found  the  cure  in  a  quite  fantastic 
notion — which  was  that  the  player  should 
think  of  his  shoulders  separately  from  his 
arms  and,  at  the  top  of  the  stroke,  pause  for 
a  fraction  of  a  second  with  his  shoulders 
before  beginning  the  movements  of  the 
down  stroke,  but  not  to  pause  at  all  with 
the  hands.  Such  a  direction  sounds  com- 
plicated and  absurd,  and  is  no  scientific 
description  of  what  takes  place  in  an  ac- 
curate stroke:  but  it  did  the  business  for 
this  particular  player.  It  cured  him  of  his 
fault.  It  gave  him  an  idea  which  suggested 
the  muscular  movements  which  were  neces- 
sary to  prevent  his  body  from  leading  his 
arms  in  the  stroke.  My  point  in  telling 
this  story  is  that  if  my  acquaintance  had 
not  been   havinsr  a  course  of  lessons,  and

had  stopped  at  either  of  the  two  tempor- 
ary cures,  and  had  then  found  himself  as 
bad  a^  ever  again,  he  would  have  become 
an  enthusiastic  member  of  the  golf-can't- 
be-taught  brigade,  and  would  for  ever  af- 
terwards have  gone  about  saying  that 
"teaching  was  all  right  during  the  lesson 
but  no  good  when  you  got  on  the  links." 
It  is  not  for  me  to  say  how  golf  should 
be  taught.  Theoretically  the  ideal  way 
would  be  that  beginning  with  the  six-inch 
putt  and  finishing  with  the  full  drive.  But 
that  method  leaves  human  nature  out  of 
consideration.  It  would  be  all  right  if 
people  would  do  it ;  but  they  won't.  The 
lust  for  having  a  full  smack  at  the  ball — 
which  is  after  all  the  supreme  physical  joy 
of  golf — is  too  powerful  to  be  thwarted  for 
long.  And  the  keener  a  man's  enthusiasm 
for  the  game,  the  keener  he  is  to  get  to 
good  hard  hitting  as  soon  as  possible.  It 
may  not  be  scientific,  but  it  is  natural,  and 
it  is  with  natural  men  and  women  that  the 
teacher  has  to  deal.  If  the  full  shot  from 
the  tee  is  the  first  one  taught,  it  is  easy 
enough  to  set  out  its  component  parts  in 
their  order,  but  how  the  pupil  is  to  be  made 
to  acquire  each  one  of  them  correctly  is 
a  matter  for  the  teacher's  individual  art. 
It  is  easy  to  get  the  grip  right,  the  stance 
right,  and  the  angle  of  the  body  right. 
Some  teachers  at  this  point  begin  to  lay 
great  stress  on  the  follow-through :  but  I 
am  sure  that  from  the  teacher's  point  of 
view  the  follow-through  should  come  last 
of  all,  and  should  be  a  finishing  touch  ap- 
plied to  the  stroke.  The  follow-through 
is  a  result,  and  cannot  be  a  cause  of  a  good 
shot.  I  am  among  those  who  believe  that 
the  ordinary  beginner's  chief  trouble  lies 
in  the  left  arm  and  wrist,  and  that  until 
the  action  of  these  is  right  it  is  useless  to 
teach  anything  else.  Until  the  left  arm 
can  he  taken  up  with  little  or  no  bend  at 
the  elbow,  and  any  amount  of  flex  at  the 
wrist,   there   will  be    no    good    stroke.     J 
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think  that  somebody  has  somewhat  dark- 
ened counsel  by  writing  so  much  about  the 
'"fallacy  of  the  left  arm."  The  effect  of 
this  teaching  will  be  to  make  people  neglect 
their  left  arm.  It  is  wrong  to  say  that 
the  golf  stroke  is  a  right-arm  hit :  I  should- 
have  described  it  as  a  left-handed,  back- 
handed stroke,  which  is,  during  its  latter 
half  before  the  impact,  strongly  reinforced 
by  the  right  hand.  But  most  people's  left 
arms  are  so  inefficient  as  compared  with 
their  right,  and  the  tendency  to  do  every- 
thing with  the  right  is  so  marked,  that  if 
you  encourage  them  to  think  that  the  stroke 
must  really  be  played  with  the  left  you  will 
ultimately  get  the  balance  about  right. 
This,  however,  is  a  matter  for  expert 
teachers  to  decide  among  themselves. 
To  go  back.     The   real   difficulty   about 


teaching  golf  is  in  the  appetite  and  im- 
patience of  the  pupil  to  play  it.  There  are 
the  chilis,  there  is  the  ball,  there  is  the  long 
stretch  of  undulating  green — he  must  have 
at  it.  That  is  why  the  golf  course  is  a  very 
bad  place  for  lessons.  In  the  presence  of 
all  its  allurements  it  is  ton  much  to  expect 
the  pupil  to  concentrate  his  attention  on, 
say,  his  wrist.  It  is  like  trying  to  teach  a 
famished  street  arab  to  eat  daintily  with 
a  platter  of  smoking  beef  under  his  nose. 
And  that  is  the  value  of  golf  schools.  Two 
or  three  hours  a  week  of  serious  concen- 
tration on  the  business  in  hand  in  a  golf 
school  is  worth  a  fortnight  of  turf-cutting 
on  the  links.  It  is  also,  what  busy  men 
would  do  well  to  realize,  a  good  tabloid 
form  of  exercise. 


IN  THE  NEW  TENNIS  COURT

THE  informal  opening  of  the  new 
tennis  court  on  Saturday  afternoon, 
June  5th,  afforded  a  great  treat  to 
several  score  of  tennis  lovers.  Maurice 
E.  McLoughlin,  Lindley  Murray,  William 
Johnston.  Dr.  Sumner  Hardy  and  J.  C. 
Rohlfs  were  the  participants,  an  aggrega- 
tion of  talent  that  it  would  be  hard  to 
equal  anywhere  in  the  world  (and  all  club 
members).  McLoughlin  and  Hardy  op- 
i  Murray  and  Johnston  at  the  outset, 
and  one  of  the  prettiest  sets  of  tennis  that 
has  ever  been  seen  on  the  coast  resulted. 
Hardy,  who  is  not  in  condition,  tires  rap- 
idly. And  so  it  was  in  this  battle.  He 
played  almost  perfect  tennis  for  eight  or 
ten  games,  and  he  and  McLoughlin  ran 
into  a  lead  of  -1 — 1  in  double  quick  time. 
Meanwhile  Murray  and  Johnston  were 
fighting  hard  for  a  foothold,  and  by  forc- 
ing the  play  for  every  point  managed  to 
deuce  the  games  at  5 — 5.  From  that  point 
to   10  all    it   was   anvbodv's   set.   with   first 


one  side  and  then  the  other  appearing  to 
have  the  chance  to  score  it.  McLoughlin 
was  slowly  getting  his  drives  and  volleys 
under  control,  and  his  service  too  steadied 
and  took  on  added  sting.  Hardy  was  fast 
wearing  out  with  the  stress  of  the  pace, 
but  kept  up  by  grit  alone,  and  found  holes 
in  the  volleying  of  Johnston  and  Murray 
with  clever  drives  at  some  very  critical 
moments.  The  latter  pair  displayed  some 
lack  of  teamwork,  but  tried  hard  and 
brought  off  a  great  many  individual  plays 
of  brilliant  character.  They  were  not 
quite  good  enough,  however,  and  Mc- 
Loughlin and  Hardy  took  the  set  at  last. 
12 — 10.  Dr.  Hardy  retired  after  this  long 
hard  set  and  so  McLoughlin  partnered  with 
John  Rohlfs,  and  again  opposed  Murray 
and  Johnston.  Before  two  games  were 
played  it  was  evident  that  the  latter  pair 
were  suffering  a  slight  relapse.  They  ap- 
peared somewhat  overconfident  and  were 
slow    to   take    matters   seriously.      Possibly 
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they  held  Rohlfs  a  bit  too  lightly.  Rohlfs. 
however,  was  off  like  a  streak,  and  he  was 
fairly  bubbling  over  with  energy,  He 
Started  them  over  like  bullets,  and  bound- 
ing in  to  cut  off  the  returns.  His  answers 
to  service  in  the  following  game  were 
splendid ;  fast  traveling  drives  to  his  op- 
ponents' feet — the  result  of  a  powerful 
Lawford  stroke.  As  it  became  more  and 
more  patent  that  Rohlfs'  streak  of  good 
play  wasn't  going  to  wear  off  in  a  hurry, 
the  smile  on  McLoughlin's  face  broadened 
and  became  a  fixture.  The  pace  had  loos- 
ened up  his  strokes,  and  he  was  getting 
into  well-oiled  condition.  The  way  he 
leaned  on  his  drives  and  smashes  was 
worth  traveling  miles  to  see — and  they 
were  going  in.  To  make  a  long  story  short, 
McLoughlin    and     Rohlfs     took     two    sets 


without  the  loss  of  a  game.  One  would 
have  thought  the  winning  pair  had  played 
together  for  years,  so  machinelike  and  ac- 
curate was  their  game.  In  decided  con- 
tact was  the  tennis  of  the  losers.  Murray's 
position  wa^  usually  bad,  although  his  won- 
derful activity  hid  this  fault  somewhat. 
His  service  returns  were  too  high  and  soft, 
and  his  volleying  lacked  severity.  John- 
sti  in  was  less  steady  than  his  partner  and 
made  less  effort  to  stem  the  tide,  which 
fairly  swept  them  off  their  feet.  He  was 
really  too  disgusted  to  continue  after  the 
second  set,  his  motto  evidently  being  to 
"let  bad  enough  alone."  Well,  it  was  a 
bad  defeat  to  be  so  completely  snuffed  out 
as  6 — 0.  6 — 0  indicates.  It  was  the  most 
one-sided  exhibition  match  that  has  ever 
been  pulled  off  locally.

In  the  East  the  two- 
mile  race  is  regarded  as  the  stellar  attrac- 
tion, and  a  great  effort  was  made  to  keep 
the  title.  So  strong  was  the  feeling  that 
the  winning  streak  of  Ohrt  must  be  broken 
into  thai  the  officials  there  gave  way  to  the 
plea  I"  reinstate  Taylor  to  the  amateur 
ranks.  Taylor  is  a  crack  cyclist,  but  had 
been  barred  on  account  of  professionalism.

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SWIMMING  RECORDS   BROKEN

WHEN  the  officials  of  the  A.  A.  U. 
in  the  East  went  back  on  their 
word  and  deleted  the  Indoor 
Swimming  Championships  from  the  list  of 
events  to  be  held  in  San  Francisco  under 
the  aegis  of  the  Panama-Pacific  Interna- 
tional Exposition  it  was  felt  that  a  severe 
blow  had  been  dealt  the  acquatic  end  of 
the  program.  Nor  did  the  officials  in  the 
West  take  the  matter  lying  down,  but  all 
their  efforts  went  for  nought  in  the  face 
of  the  immediate  pressure  and  influential 
suasion  of  the  Eastern  clubs,  with  the  re- 
sult that  the  Indoor  Championships  were 
parcelled  out  among  these  big  institutions. 
And  now,  in  the  light  of  later  events,  it 
must  be  confessed  that  the  action  of  the 
A.  A.  U.  proved  the  greatest  possible 
boon  to  the  art  of  natation  on  the  Pacific 
Coast  and  incidentally  led  to  the  organiza- 
tion of  what  has  rightly  been  termed  the 
greatest  swimming  meet  ever  held.  It 
came  about  in  this  way.  The  local  of- 
ficials conferred  with  the  P.  P.  I.  E.  and 
drew  up  a  plan  for  an  Exposition  Cham- 
pionship meet,  along  the  same  lines  as  the 
Exposition  Boxing  Championship  meet, 
the  titles  of  winners  not  actually  to  super- 
sede the  National  titles  in  the  event  of  the 
custodians  of  these  honors  being  humbled, 
but  virtually  to  do  that  very  thing. 

As  was  the  case  with  the  boxing  tour- 
nament the  swimming  meet  inspired  the 
interest  and  enthusiasm  of  everyone  on 
the  coast  and  further,  with  the  result,  al- 
ready stated,  that  the  greatest  swimming 
meet  ever  held  was  staged  at  Sutro  baths 
on  July  16th  and  17th.  All  the  renowned 
swimmers  of  the  East  came  out,  together 
with  that  wonderful  group  of  natatorial 
experts,  the  Illinois  Athletic  Club's  team, 
to  compete  with  the  best  men  on  the  coast, 
and   also,   what  was  more  important,   with 


the  world-famed  Hawaiians,  in  whose 
ranks  were  such  noted  figures  as  Duke 
Kahanamoku  and  George  Cunha. 

In  this  way  the  Championships  took  on 
an  international  flavor,  and  literally  soar- 
ed, in  importance  and  repute,  above  the 
Nationals  that  had  already  been  held  in 
the  East.  Perhaps  the  best  test  of  this 
statement  is  to  be  found  in  the  fact  that 
only  two  of  the  National  champions  suc- 
ceeded in  retaining  the  prestige  that  walks 
with  victory.  And  these  two  were  spec- 
iali-ts  of  no  mean  order,  Hebner,  the  back 
stroke  swimmer,  and  McDermott,  the  breast 
stroke  swimmer.  All  the  free  style  cham- 
pions went  down  to  defeat.  The  I.  A. 
C.  had  won  as  they  pleased  in  the  Nation- 
als, Perry  McGillivray  even  taking  the 
50  yard  dash  in  order  to  give  his  team 
mate  Art  Raithel  the  chance  of  a  record 
in  the  100,  which,  by  the  way.  lie  secured, 
making  the  trip  in  54  2-5  seconds.  And 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  Chicago  club 
did  not  w  in  a  first  place  in  the  free  style 
events  they  succeeded  in  carrying  off  the 
meet  by  a  narrow  margin  from  the  team, 
headed   by   "the   Duke,"   from   the   islands. 

From  the  individual  point  of  view  the 
great  feature  of  the  meet  was  the  swim- 
ming of  Duke  Kahanamoku  who  finished 
first  in  the  50,  the  100  and  the  200,  and 
third  in  the  breast  stroke.  Prior  to  the 
meet  there  was  a  strong  curent  of  opinion 
in  favor  of  the  crack  Illinoisans  breaking 
into  the  winnig  streak  of  the  wonderful 
Kanaka:  and  while  justification  for  this  be- 
lief was  found  in  the  improved  perform- 
ances of  these  boys  it  was  doomed  to  meet 
frustration  in  the  more  improved  form  of 
"The  Iron  Duke"  himself.  Art  Raithel, 
lii^  great  rival  of  last  year  year,  who 
snatched  the  50  from  him  and  came  close 
to  annexing  the  100  also,  failed  to  catch 
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up  with  the  dusky  one  this  time,  although 
at  that,  lie  must  have  been  swimming  even 
faster  than  he  did  last  year. 

Ludy  Langer  of  the  L.  A.  A.  C.  was 
the  onlj  swimmer  who  scored  for  the 
coast  aggregation.  He  swam  in  the  220 
and  placed  fourth,  but  on  the  following 
day,  in  the  500  event  he  went  off  by  him- 
self and  broke  the  American  record.  In 
that  race  it  is  doubtful  if  anyone  alive 
could  have  kept  pace  with  Langer,  for 
even  the  speedy  McGillivray  of  the  I.  A. 
C.  trailed  practically  from  the  start  with 
the  distance  between  them  ever  widening. 

The  event  in  which  The  Olympic  Club 
evinced  the  greatest  interest  was  the 
sprinboard  diving  in  which  Billy  Williams 
was  sporting  the  winged  doughnut,  as  they 
say  of  our  emblem  in  the  vulgar  East. 
Williams,  diving  in  great  form,  nosed  out 
some  of  the  best  men  in  the  United  States. 
Only  once  did  he  break,  and  his  recovery 
was  so  perfect  as  to  nullify  one  poor  score. 
His  form  in  the  compulsory  dives  was  irre- 
proachable, and  with  the  one  exception 
indicated,  his  performance  in  the  volun- 
taries was  equally  so.  His  final  "two-and- 
a-half"  was  what  is  untechnically  known 
as  a  "peach."  Billy  also  took  part  in  the 
high  diving,  but  in  this  event  he  met  his 
masters  in  Louis  Balbach  of  Multnomah  A. 
C.  and  Cliff  Bowes  of  the  L.  A.  A.  C, 
these  boys  finishing  in  the  order  named. 

In  the  50  yard  dash  the  boys  got  away 
to  a  poor  start,  Lane  and  Kreuger  of  the 
Hawaiians  breaking  before  the  pistol. 
Kanahamoku,  Small  and  Raithel  took  the 
water  together.  At  the  half  distance  it 
looked  any  odds  on  Lane,  the  diminutive 
islander,  but  three  yards  from  the  line  his 
captain  caught  him  up,  and  they  went 
over  practically  locked.  Lane  on  the  Duke's 
-boulder.  Cunha  was  placed  third  by  the 
judges,  Raithel,  who  was  swimming  on 
the  inside  was  close  up  at  the  finish,  and 
one   of    the    judges    placed    him    second. 


Small  looked  good  for  a  time  but  faded  at 
the  finish  and  was  placed  fifth.  The  of- 
ficial time  was  24   1-5  seconds. 

In  order  to  win  the  220  yards  race  Duke 
Kahanamoku  had  to  break  the  record. 
There  was  a  great  array  of  swimming  tal- 
ent in  this  race,  including  Perry  McGilli- 
vray, Ludy  Langer,  J.  Wheatley  of  New 
York  A.  C,  George  Cunha  of  the  islands, 
Norman  Ross  of  Multnomah  and  E.  M. 
Smith  of  The  Olympic  Club.  From  the 
crack  of  the  pistol  McGillivray  set  the  pace, 
and  it  was  a  hot  one.  At  the  first  turn  he 
led  Smith,  Langer  and  Ross  by  two  yards, 
with  the  Duke,  Wheatley  and  Cunha  trail- 
ing. At  the  second  turn  the  little  fellow 
from  Chicago  was  still  ahead  and  going 
Langer  did  not  look  so  good,  while  the  big 
Hawaiian  was  ploughing  along.  When 
fifty  yards  from  home  Duke  Kahanamoku 
took  a  last  look  at  the  field  in  front  of  him, 
lowered  his  head  in  the  water  and  ripped 
for  the  line.  Swimming  with  great  power 
he  overtook  McGillivray  in  the  last  few 
yards  and  won  by  an  arm's  length  amid  the 
wildest  excitement.  Cunha  finished  third, 
several  yards  away,  and  Langer  and  Smith 
followed.  The  official  time  was  2  min- 
utes 26  2-5  seconds.  In  the  same  race  last 
year,  in  which  the  Duke  just  nosed  out 
McGillivray,  the  time  was  two-fifths  of  a 
second  slower. 

The  world's  record  went  by  the  board 
in  the  100  yards  race,  Duke  Kahanamoku 
beating  out  Raithel  after  a  tie.  In  the 
first  race  these  two  led  all  the  way.  with 
Cunha  close  up  third.  Some  of  the  judges 
awarded  the  race  to  the  Hawaiian  and  oth- 
ers were  positive  that  Raithel  won  by  the 
proverbial  hairsbreadth.  It  was  decided 
that  the  tie  should  be  swam  off,  and  amid 
great  excitement  the  boys  came  back  later 
for  the  great  test.  This  time  Duke  made 
no  mistake,  swimming  by  two  feet,  and 
taking-  twofifths  of  a  second  off  the  record, 
the  recorded  time  being  54  2-5  seconds.    At 
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i'h  half  distance  the  hoys  were  even,  but 
in  going  for  the  turn  Duke  hurst  ahead 
half  a  yard  and  coming  up  for  the  tape 
Raithel  was  unable  to  catch  his  opponent, 
and  lost  one  of  the  greatest  races  ever 
w  itnessed  in  any  tank. 

Ilarr\  Hebner  broke  his  own  world's 
record  by  a  fifth  of  a  second  in  the  150 
hack  stroke  event.  In  this  race  the  I.  A. 
C.  took  the  three  places,  Mott  and  Handy 
finishing  second  and  third  respectively, 
Gardner  and  Johnson  of  The  Olympic 
Club  were  expected  to  figure  in  the  places, 
but  while  they  showed  a  good  turn  of 
speed,  they  were  not  there  at  the  finish. 
Johnson  just  caught  his  team-mate  on  the 
line  for  fourth  place,  and  Gardner  scored 
the  dummy.  Time,  1  minute  53  3-5  sec- 
onds. 

In  the  200  breast  stroke  the  other  spec- 
ialist of  the  I.  A.  C.,  "Turk"  McDermott, 
also  broke  the  world's  record  by  two- 
fifths  of  a  second.  McDermott  led  from 
the  start  with  lleraty,  an  unattached 
swimmer    from    the    Mid-Atlantic   Associ-

ation,  second,  and  Duke  Kahanamoku, 
Halbert,  O.  C,  and  Pretzkow,  O.  C.,  fol- 
lowing. At  the  finish  the  "Turk"  had 
established  a  good  lead  from  Heraty,  and 
the  Duke  beat  out  the  others  for  third 
place.  The  time  was  2  minutes  49  2-5 
seconds. 

Perhaps  the  most  thrilling  event  of 
the  meet  was  the  relay  race  which  was 
scheduled  as  the  last  event  on  the  program. 
Three  teams  entered,  namely,  the  I.  A.  C., 
the  Hawaiians  and  The  Olympic  Club. 
The  first  race  resulted  in  a  dead  heat  be- 
tween the  I.  A.  C.  and  the  islanders,  Duke 
Kahanamoku  and  Perry  McGillivray 
touching  like  one  man  at  the  finish  of  a 
most  gruelling  race  in  which  1  2-5  seconds 
had  been  clipped  from  the  world's  best 
time.  It  was  decided  to  run  the  tie  off 
and  everyone  was  on  tiptoe  for  the  coming 
sensation.  Hebner  went  off  first  against 
Cunha  and  greatly  reduced  the  first  lead 
of  the  latter  at  the  75  yard  mark.  Lane 
came  second  for  the  islanders  against  Yos- 
burg  of  the  I.  A.  C,  and  the  little  Pla- 
waiian  representative  increased  his  lead  to 
three  yards.  Kreuger  took  off  third  for 
the  island  team  against  Raithel  and  this 
proved  the  crucial  lap  of  the  race.  At  the 
50  vard  mark  the  speedy  Easterner  was 
close  up  and  at  the  finish  he  was  a  good 
yard  ahead.  Perry  McGillivray  was  just 
in  the  water  when  the  Duke  took  off  and 
the  greatest  duel  of  swimming  history  was 
on.  The  spectators  burst  forth  in  a  medley 
of  hysterical  shouts  that  would  have 
stunned  the  ears  of  the  contestants  could 
they  have  heardt  it.  At  the  twenty-five 
yard  mark  Duke  Kahanamoku  had  gained 
imperceptibly,  and  everyone  thought  he 
would  surely  win  and  add  another  glorious 
triumph  to  his  already  long  list :  but  at 
the  fifty  yard  mark  he  was  still  behind. 
Fighting  desperately  in  the  last  third  he 
lost  ground  rather  than  gained  it,  and 
Perry    scored   the    greatest   victory   of   the 
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meet  by  nearly  two  yards,  thus  demonstrat- 
ing that  the  "iron"  of  the  Duke  can  at 
length  become  atrophied.  And  again  the 
world's  record  was  broken  by  a  two-fifths 
of  a  second. 

Miss  Francis  Cowells,  a  San  Francisco 
girl,  swept  the  boards  in  the  ladies'  races, 
winning  the  50  yard  dash,  the  fifty  back 
stroke,  the  100  yards  dash  and  the  220. 
Mi"  Dorthy  Becker  was  unable  to  com- 
pete against  her.  and  every  event  was 
practically  a  walk-over.  Even  at  that  Mis 
Cowells   put   up   some  very   creditable   per- 


formances, and  gives  the  impresion  of  be- 
ing able  to  invade  the  record  books  further 
when  pressed. 

There  was  a  faint  hope  that  The  Olym- 
pic Club  might  recover  a  ray  of  its  depart- 
ed glory  in  the  projected  water  polo  game 
against  the  I.  A.  C,  but  when  the  relay 
race  ended  in  a  tie  it  was  decided  that  to 
ask  the  Easterners  to  compete  in  water 
polo  after  the  second  gruelling  race  with 
the  Hawaiians  would  be  rather  less  than 
fair.  Consequently  the  game  was  aban- 
doned. 


CHAMPION   SWIMMERS   GIVE   EXHIBITION 


T  Is  an  open  secret  that  the  great  Bach- 
rach  lost  many  pounds  on  the  last  night 
of  the  P.  P.  I.  E.  swimming  champion- 
ships held  recently  on  account  of  the  ex- 
tremely narrow  margin  that  separated  him 
and  his  proteges  from  defeat  at  the  hands  of 
the  Hawaiians.  The  relay  race,  which  he  so 
nearly  lost  the  first  time,  and  seemed  certain 
to  lose  the  second,  proved  the  bulkhead  of 
the  occasion  and  his  reputation,  so  to  speak ; 
and  thereafter  he  speedily  regained  his 
precious  fleshpots,  with  the  result  that,  if 
it  were  sartorially  possible,  he  would  be 
bigger  and  bulkier  than  ever. 

Last  Friday  evening  he  arrived  at  the 
omega  of  his  distinction  in  San  Francisco 
when  he  gave  an  exhibition  of  swimming, 
under  the  auspices  of  The  Olympic  Cluu, 
in  the  club  tank.  Pray  do  not  misinterpret 
the  words.  What  he  gave  he  gave  by  proxy ; 
that  is  to  say.  he  said  the  official  and  com- 
manding word,  and  his  wonderful  team  of 
champions  did  the  work,  assisted  by  a  num- 
ber of  Olympians  and  visiting  swimmers 
anil  divers. 

There  was  no  element  of  competition  in 
tlie  program  but  the  appearance  of  the  Il- 
linois Athletic  Club's  team  of  swimmers, 
crippled  as  it  was  by  the  absence  of  the 
redoubtable    Terry    McGillivray    and    Vos- 


l.urg,  proved  sufficient  guarantee  of  quality, 
and  the  galleries  and  other  available  spaces 
t<  ir  housing  spectators  were  taken  advan- 
tage of  to  the  fullest  possible  extent. 

And  even  without  competition  an  ex- 
tremely attractive  program  was  submitted. 
Art  Raithel,  American  champion  sprint 
swimmer,  gave  an  exhibition  of  the  stroke 
that  carried  him  to  a  dead  heat  with  Duke 
Kathanamoku  in  the  100-yards  race,  swim- 
ming against  his  team  mate  Max  Mott. 
1  larry  Hebner,  world's  champion  back 
stroke  swimmer,  attempted  to  break  his 
own  record  of  30  seconds  for  50  yards,  and 
came  within  four-fifths  of  a  second  of  it, 
assisted  competitively  by  L.  Johnson  of  the 
O.  C.  M.  McDermott,  otherwise  known  as 
"the  Turk,"  who  holds  the  world's  record 
for  the  back  stroke,  showed  his  wonderful 
style  of  propulsion  over  150  yards.  Jamison 
Handy  provided  a  gratifying  interlude  by 
a  great  exhibition  of  fancy  swimming,  us- 
ing his  body  to  represent  anything  in  the 
water  from  sharks  to  submarines,  each  ef- 
fect having  some  feature  essentially  typical 
of  the  object  represented.

WHATEVER  may  happen  in  the 
Junior  and  Senior  track  champion- 
ships of  the  United  States  I  am 
more  than  satisfied  that  the  club  will  figure 
prominently  in  the  Far  Western  meet  which 
takes  place  at  the  Exposition  on  the  last 
two  days  of  the  month.  The  team  to  repre- 
sent the  district  has  been  selected,  and  it 
will  be  found  that  Olympians  easily  pre- 
ponderate in  the  list. 

In  the  trials  last  Saturday  the  star  track 
and  held  men  of  the  Pacific  Association 
district  struggled  against  elimination,  and 
in  doing  so  achieved  one  or  two  very  re- 
markable results.  For  example  Frank  Slo- 
man  of  the  Winged  O  team  traversed  the 
quarter  mile  in  the  record  time  of  48  2-5 
seo  inds.  Needless  to  say  this  is  much  faster 
than  the  Olympian  ever  traveled  before. 
The  race  was  run  on  the  horse  track  which 
afforded  a  straightway  course,  but  the  wind 
was  blowing  moderately,  and  of  course 
nullified  the  record.  At  that  however  Slo- 
man  is  "going  good"  and  can  be  relied  upon 
to  cover  the  distance  inside  50  seconds  un- 
der normal  conditions. 

Another  notable  performance  was  that  of 
Nolan  in  the  220  .  He  made  the  distance 
in  22  2-5  seconds,  and  incidentally  beat  out 
the  world's  champion  over  the  distance,  his 
team  mate  George  Parker.  Parker  how- 
ever had  already  won  the  century  in  even 
time,  and  was  not  breaking  blood  vessels 
in  the  furlong. 

Fred  Murray  put  in  two  exhibition  train- 
ing stunts  by  winning  both  the  low  and 
the  high  hurdles.  The  times  were  not  of 
great  account,  but  the  manner  in  which  he 
headed  off  the  opposition  was  a  treat  to 
see.  J.  Norton  again  exemplified  the  won- 
derful influence  of  habit  by  finishing  second 
to  his  old  college  mate  in  both  events.     It

Ill 
health  may  curtail  your  efforts,  it  may  even 
cut  you  down ;  fire,  panic,  tornado,  or 
floods  may  put  your  business  out  of  exist- 
ence, but  it  cannot  destroy  your  "good- 
will."

"So  in  winning  todaj  Cornell  rowed 
truly  to  past  form.  The  victory  was  not 
unexpected.  As  a  matter  of  fact  Cornell 
was  the  favorite  among  rowing  experts 
long  before  the  start.  Shrewd  judges  of 
form  were  for  offering  even  money  on 
Cornell  against  the  field..  Stanford,  on  the 
contrary,  was  the  dark  horse,  the  under- 
dog, the  mysterious  outsider.  The  lads  of 
the  crew  had  made  themselves  remarkably 
popular,  with  their  breezy  good  humor, 
their  warm  friendliness,  their  clean  cut 
notions  of  sport.

TRACK  AND  FIELD  TRIUMPHS 

By  F.  F.  Foster 


NOW  that  it  is  all  over  and  everybody 
knows  as  much,  or  more,  about  it 
than  I  do  myself  it  seems  needless 
to  recount  it  all.  However  for  the  sake  of 
the  records,  and  also  because  there  are  one 
or  two  things  I  would  like  to  say  on  the 
subject  in  general,  I  propose  to  fill  in  a 
little  space. 

Everyone  tells  me  what  a  great  surprise 
it  was  that  The  Olympic  Club  should  win 
both  the  Junior  and  Senior  championships 
of  the  United  States  on  consecutive  days. 
I  must  admit  frankly  that  I  was  rather  sur- 
prised myself,  but  in  the  light  of  events  I 
must  hasten  to  add  that  I  would  now  be 
more  surprised  if  we  hadn*t  done  so.  The 
trouble  with  us  was  not  that  we  over- 
estimated the  talent  of  the  East  but  that 
we  underestimated  the  talent  of  the  coast. 
A\  e  had  heard  so  much  about  their  won- 
derful performances  that  we  never  stopped 
to  consider  them  in  the  light  of  the  human- 
ly possible,  and  consequently  when  we 
stacked  them  up  against  ordinary  mortals 


in  athletic  mould  we  recovered  our  equilib- 
rium  and — well,  you  know   the   rest. 

The  results  of  the  track  and  field  meets 
will  be  a  stern  lesson  to  the  overweening 
scribes  of  the  East,  and  inversely  they 
should  serve  as  a  no  less  powerful  lesson 
to  the  coast.  Xow  that  the  die  is  cast  and 
the  coast  men  have  assumed  the  upper  hand 
in  athletics  it  is  up  to  us  to  maintain  it. 
not  merely  here,  but  throughout  the  coun- 
try, wherever  national  competition  is  staged. 
In  this  connection  I  am  reminded  of  the 
insistent  optimism  of  "Bill"  Unmack  who 
never  lost  an  opportunity  of  stating  in  pub- 
lic and  in  print  that  the  Easterners  were 
due  for  the  surprise  of  their  lives.  True, 
he  did  not  predict  an  out  and  out  success  for 
us.  He  was  doubtless,  like  ourselves,  too 
near  to  the  home  talent  to  accord  it  full 
credit,  or  to  recognize  its  real  worth.  But 
if  ever  a  scribe's  writings  were  vindicated 
by  results  Unmack's  attacks  on  the  bom- 
bastic Easterners  were. 

And  there  was  one  other  man  in  The 
Olympic  Club  who  never  lost  faith  for  an 
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instant.  That  was  Billy  Von  Poellnitz,  the 
trainer,  who  pulled  the  team,  both  teams, 
Junior  and  Senior,  through  one  of  the 
greatest  ordeals  ever  experienced  in  ath- 
letics.    Bill   stayed   with   his   charges   and 

1 sted   them   along   when   things   did   not 

look  so  rosy  on  the  sixth  and  seventh.  Mil- 
lard, Sissons,  Murray,  Sloman  and  Parker 
can  and  will  hear  ready  testimony  to  this. 
I '.m  the  point  is  that  Bill  never  lost  faith, 
lie  would  not  predict  a  victory,  but  when- 
ever he  figured  the  events  out  there  was 
an  Olympian  "in  the  money."  And  of 
course  he  swore  by  "Feg"  Murray  in  both 
the  hurdle  events  despite  the  sheaves  of 
scribblings  anent  the  startling  performances 
of  Simpson  and  Kelly.  When  Murray  pub- 
licly acknowledged  his  indebtedness  to  Bill 
at  the  club  banquet  last  Saturday  evening 
he  put  into  words  the  sentiments  of  every 
athlete  on  the  team,  and  I  need  scarcely 
add  that  they  reflected  my  own. 

Naturally  I  am  prouder  of  the  Seniors 
than  the  Juniors,  since  the  former  repre- 
sents  the  best  in  the  land,  but  I  would  not 
have  anyone  attempt  to  belittle  the  Juniors' 
triumph.  It  was  through  them  that  we 
began  to  sec  ourselves  in  the  Seniors.  Think 
for  a  moment  of  Frank  Sloman  tearing  off 
the  quarter  mile  in  47  seconds  flat,  equalling 
the  fastest  time  ever  made  for  the  distance. 
It  i-  a  long  time  since  Maxey  Fong  made 
his  record,  but  it  will  be  a  longer  time  be- 
fore anyon<  of  us  forgets  how  Sloman  made 
it.  On  the  following  day.  in  the  Seniors, 
Frank  came  back  and  finished  two  yards 
behind  Ted  Meredith,  world's  champion,  in 
precisely  the  same  time.  And  only  a  few- 
days  previously,  in  the  Far  Western  cham- 
pionships, he  cracked  the  coast  records  by 
making  the  quarter  in  47  3-5  seconds.  These 
three  performances,  inside  of  a  week,  con- 
stitute a  wonderful  record  in  themselves. 
Frank  i-  little  more  than  a  boy.  and  with 
another  year  or  two  over  his  head  there 
is  no  telling  what   he  will  do. 


It  was  also  in  the  Juniors  that  Millard 
came  to  the  front  as  a  runner  of  national 
quality,  winning  the  five-mile  race  from 
Pores  of  New  York  in  masterly  fashion. 
Nobody  knew  what  Millard  could  do  until 
this  meet,  and  even  at  that  many  a  good 
guess  went  agley  when  on  the  following 
day  he  raced  the  famous  Kohlemainen  over 
five  miles  to  a  six-inch  finish  in  one  of  the 
greatest  races  it  has  ever  been  my  privilege 
to  see.  I  may  be  wrong  but  I  still  think 
that  Millard  can  take  the  measure  of  the 
Finn.  On  coming  to  the  dressing  room 
after  the  race  Oliver  was  mad,  not  at  his 
defeat,  but  because  he  made  a  mistake.  He 
was  counting  his  laps  and  figuring  out 
when  to  start  his  sprint  when  someone 
shouted  to  him  that  he  had  one  more  than 
he  anticipated.  As  a  matter  of  fact  the 
"shouter"  was  wiong,  but  the  evil  was  done 
for  Millard  never  doubted  the  good  of- 
fices of  the  official.  That  meant  that  when 
he  did  take  the  lead  from  the  Finn  he  had 
not  time  enough  to  extract  the  pep  from 
his  rival,  with  the  result  that  in  the  final 
drive  home  he  was  outpaced  by  less  than  a 
foot  in  one  of  the  most  thrilling  encount- 
ers the  track  world  has  ever  witnessed.  But 
at  that  everyone  knows  Oliver  Millard  of 
The  Olympic  Clue  now,  the  tall  spec- 
tacled youth  whom  Tim  Fitzpatrick  brought 
out  over  the  Dipsea  course  a  number  of 
years  ago.  No  man  was  prouder  of  Mil- 
lard that  day  than  Tim  himself,  for  even 
in  defeat  he  proved  himself  one  of  the 
greatest  distance  runners  in  the  world. 

Another  Junior  who  ran  above  himself 
and  scored  a  notable  victory  was  little  Ed- 
die  Stout  who  won  the  mile  event  from  a 
classy  field.  Stout  used  splendid  judgment, 
and  put  a  larger  measure  of  heart  into  his 
work  than  I  have  seen  him  do  for  some 
time  past.  At  the  three-quarters  he  gave 
up  the  pace  and  his  friends  thought  that 
was   surely  the  end.  but  he  challenged  the

THE  evolution  of  eating  is  the  evolu- 
tion of  the  soul ;  and  since  the  science 
of  athletics  is  closely  allied  to  the  ec- 
centricities of  digestion  it  may  be  argued, 
with  a  reasonable  disregard  for  logic,  that 
the  athlete  is  several  leagues  nearer  Heaven 
than  those  of  us  who  belong  to  the  several 
other  branches  of  the  human  family.  It  is 
true  that  he  may  not  be  entirely  conscious 
of  his  preferment,  but  then  consciousness 
at  best  i-  a  purely  dramatic  quality,  and  its 
development,  as  judged  by  the  slough  of 
despond  into  which  the  theatre  has  fallen, 
is  to  be  deplored  rather  than  encouraged. 
Thus  is  the  athlete  placed  atop  of  the 
human  heap. 

"Eating  and  the  Athlete"  might  well 
have  been  the  foreword  of  civilization.  It 
is  the  silent  letter  in  eugenics,  suffragism, 
socialism,  syndicalism  and  the  new  sus- 
pender. And  it  was  ever  thus.  Ancient 
Rome  (so  much  more  human  than  modern 
Rome  with  its  hordes  of  human  calendars 
in  spectacles)  divided  its  time  between  eat- 
ing and  athletics.  After  the  fight  came 
the  feast — for  those  that  were  left ;  and  no 
one  has  ever  heard  the  others  complain  of 
the  arrangement.  Today  the  same  prin- 
ciple holds  good.  We  had  an  excellent 
example  of  it  the  other  day  when  the  ath- 
letes from  all  over  the  country  sat  down 
to  a  banquet  in  The  Olympic  Club  after 
the  spoils  of  the  athletic  day.  or  rather 
days,  had  been  awarded. 

In  every  respect  save  one  the  old  tradi- 
tions were  revived  and  played  up  to.  The 
exception  involves  half  of  the  human 
species,  somewhat  humorously  known  as 
"Woman."  But  everything  else  was  most 
faithfully  reproduced:  those  who  spoke 
having  nothing  to  say.  and  those  who  im- 
posed silence  upon  a  full  heart :  those  who 


ate  not  wisely  but  too  well,  and  those  who 
ate  not  wisely  but  too  little — to  counter- 
act the  generous  flow  of  wine.  Never  in 
the  history  of  the  club  was  there  another 

such  scene,  and  never  in  the  history  of  the 
club,  or.  for  that  matter,  any  other  club, 
was  there  such  an  inspiring  occasion.  The 
titanic  struggle  for  the  premier  athletic 
honors  of  the  United  States  was  over  and 
the  gladiators  sat  down  together,  victors 
and  vanquished,  to  do  honor  to  each  other, 
and  justice  to  the  occasion. 

Everybody  who  is  anybody  in  athletics 
in  this  broad  land  of  ours  was  present. 
President  W.  F.  Humphrey  presided  over 
the  function  and  conducted  it  through  its 
varying  gradations,  from  calm,  almost  in- 
different sentiment,  to  warmth  of  feeling, 
thence  to  enthusiasm,  and  finally  to  a  spon- 
taneous glow  of  harmonic  influences,  with 
his  accustomed  suavity  and  charm  of  man- 
ner. Never  at  a  loss  for  a  happy  phrase 
he  ingratiated  himself  with  everyone,  and 
placed  the  losers  on  a  par  with  the  winners, 
at  least  in  the  festival  hall  if  not  on  the 
field  of  conflict.  President  Lill  of  the 
Amateur  Athletic  Union  caught  something 
of  the  general  feeling  when  he  expressed 
the  wish  that  the  president  of  The  Olym- 
pic Club  become  the  next  head  of  the 
national  athletic  organization. 

The  club  directorate  was  represented  to 
the  full,  as  also  was  the  Athletic  Commit- 
tee, and  each  and  everyone  took  a  hearty 
interest  in  promoting  the  general  enthusi- 
asm. When  the  medals  were  awarded  a 
rule  was  adopted  making  it  imperative  that 
the  winner  deliver  a  little  speech.  That 
rule  evolved  a  few  orators,  a  very  few.  but 
it  also  evolved  a  most  beautiful  athletic 
spirit,  as  expressed  by  Norman  Taber,  the 
wonderful   mile    runner   of  the   Boston    A. 
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C.  who  was  beaten  here  by  Joie  Ray  of  the 
I.  A.  C.  Tal>cr  said  lie  only  wished  that 
his  former  companions  of  the  great  Eng- 
lish relay  learn  (which  team  included  Jack- 
son, the  Olympic  champion)  could  have 
been  present  to  take  part  in  the  meet  and 
the  festivities.  To  those  who  knew  that 
the  bones  of  Jackson  and  the  others  were 
rotting  on  the  plains  of  Flanders  the  little 
tribute  of  Taber's  had  a  kind  of  heart- 
searching  effect. 

Music  and  singing  filled  in  the  evening 
in  excellent  fashion.  As  a  special  favor 
Willie  Kidd  Nelson,  "the  sweet  singer  of 
Olympia,"  addressed  "A  Little  Bit  of 
Heaven"  to  Pat  Ryan  of  the  Irish-Ameri- 
cans. Pat  appreciated  the  approposity  of 
the  favor  by  exhibiting  his  wonderful  bulk 
in  an  effort  to  make  a  curtsey.     Of  course 


Nelson  sang  other  songs,  and  scored  a 
royal  triumph.  Otto  Wallfisch  gave  a  very 
successful  impersonation  of  a  German  try- 
ing to  be  neutral,  and  J.  Brennan  brought 
the  roof  down  with  the  strong  language 
Charlie  Service  put  into  "The  Dangerous 
Dan  McGrew." 

The  gymnasium  was  nicely  decorated 
with  flags,  and  here  and  there  could  be 
detected  pennants  bearing  the  colors  or 
emblems  of  the  leading  clubs  participating 
in  the  championships.  The  lighting  was  of 
the  variegated  sort  and  gave  the  banquet 
hall  an  atmosphere  of  warmth  and  comfort 
which  everyone  appreciated.  Outside  the 
building  variegated  lights  were  strung 
from  the  roof  to  the  first  floor  in  beautiful 
long  streamers,  giving  the  entire  clubhouse 
an  air  of  festivity. 


OHRT  NOW  AMATEUR  CHAMPION 


CONGRATULATIONS  to  Hans  Ohrt, 
national  amateur  cycling  champion 
of  the  United  States.  The  redoubt- 
able Hans  cinched  his  claim  to  the  title  a 
few  weeks  ago  by  winning  the  five-mile 
race  from  a  field  of  the  best  wheelmen  in 
the  country.  He  is  now  the  undisputed 
champion,  and  will  bring  back  with  him  to 
Tin-:  Olympic  Club  a  number  of  signifi- 
cant medals  and  the  championship  trophy. 
There  is  a  world  of  credit  due  Ohrt  for 
the  plucky  tight  he  has  made  against  al- 
most unsurmountable  odds.  He  went  East 
all  alone,  with  nothing  to  support  his 
claims  to  class  except  the  Winged  O  which 
he  wore  on  his  shirt  and  cap.  Early  in  the 
series  of  races  which  decide  the  champion- 
ship his  calibre  was  recognized,  and  from 
then  on  In-  had  not  merely  to  fight  against 
other  individual  riders  but  a  combination 
of  them  who  seemed  not  to  care  who  won 
the  title  so  long  as  it  remained  in  the  East. 
But,  as   events   proved.  <  Ihrt    was   too  good 


for  them,  and  he  emerged  from  their  plots 
and  stratagems  a  greater  victor  than  ever. 

His  victory  in  the  East  is  happily  in  line 
with  the  great  track  and  field  achievements 
of  the  club  on  the  coast,  and  will  serve  to 
drive  a  nail  into  that  pet  illusion  of  the 
Eastern  scribes  which  precludes  the  possi- 
bility of  a  coast  man  performing  creditably 
away  from  home.  Ohrt  has  successfully 
carried  the  fight  into  the  enemy's  camp, 
and  there  is  no  room  for  doubt  at  all  that 
next  year,  when  the  occasion  arises,  his 
chili  mates  in  other  athletic  spheres  will 
follow  in  his  footsteps. 

In  order  to  show  exactly  the  conditions 
which  Ohrt  was  up  against  in  trying  to 
wrest  the  amateur  crown  from  the  East 
eri  potentates  the  following  excerpt  from 
one  of  the  leading  Newark  papers  is  ap- 
pended : 

"Hans  Ohrt.  of  The  Olympic  Clur.  of 
San  Francisco,  is  the  new-  national  amateur 
champion,  clinching  the  title  by  capturing 
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first  place  in  the  five-mile  open  title  race 
last  night.  Ohrt  rode  a  great  race,  al- 
though it  was  apparent  that  he  was  "alone" 
on  the  track,  as  the  other  riders  tried  their 
best  to  hem  him  in  throughout  the  contests. 
Ohrt  was  in  a  bad  position  on  several  oc- 
casions,  but   as  the  race  neared  the  finish 


he  managed  to  crawl  out  and  advance  to 
the  front.  He  started  a  sprint  with  a  third 
of  a  mile  to  go,  and  continued  out  in  fronl 
to  the  finish,  crossing  the  line  almost  a 
length  ahead  of  Fred  Taylor,  of  this  city, 
who  was  second.  Eddie  Kane,  of  the  New 
York  A.  C.  finished  third. 


THE  JUNIOR-JUVENILE  PICNIC

TO  the  "regular"  members  of  the  club 
one  of  the  most  important  of  club 
outings  is  the  New  Year's  run  to  the 
beach.

Arriving  there 
at  10:45  a.  m.,  the  fellows  endeavored  to 
give  an  exhibition  of  how  to  undress  with 
minimum  effort  and  the  maximum  amount 
of  noise.  All  wore  bathing-suits,  which 
for  the  rest  of  the  day  seemed  to  answer  all 
sartorial  needs.  After  robing,  or  rather 
disrobing,  the  various  inclinations  of  the 
party  soon  showed.  The  future  Beck. 
Bond  and  Smith  headed  for  the  tank,  while 
the  coming  knights  of  the  cinder-path  hied 
themselves  to  the  open  road,  where  the 
track  meet  was  to  be  staged.     Under  Mr. 


Bunyan's  watchful  eye  the  races  went  off 
very  smoothly,  and  some  interesting  com- 
petition developed.  The  senior  100  yards 
was  a  race  worth  going  farther  than  Wood- 
acre  to  see.  While  a  fairly  large  field  was 
entered,  the  stars  that  loomed  out  were 
Cafagni,  the  late  Lowell  120  lb.  man,  and 
Bradly  and  Gaborino  also  of  Lowell.  For 
ninety  yards  the  men  ran  a  dead  heat  when 
Cafagni  pulled  a  little  ahead  and  finished 
first.  The  race  was  not  clocked,  or  some 
excellent  time  would  have  been  recorded. 
The  other  races  were  run  off,  and  some  of 
the  smaller  fellows  made  fine  showings. 

After  the  meet,  and  the  awarding  of  the 
winners'  ribbons,  the  party  repaired  to  the 
tank,  where  a  few  races  were  swum  but 
under  difficulty,  as  the  shape  of  the  tank 
prevented  much  straight  swimming.  Steig- 
er  and  Postletwaite  swam  a  good  fifty, 
which  the  former  won.  The  Junior  team 
swam  a  well-judged  race,  and  proved  too 
much  for  the  smaller  fellows  on  the  Juv 
enile  team. 

By  this  time  most  of  the  fellows  found 
themselves  the  possessors  of  very  hearty 
appetites,  so  the  call  to  lunch  was  heeder 
by  all.  And  it  was  some  lunch.  The  club 
had  sent  from  the  city  by  auto-truck  an  ap- 
parently unlimited  supply  of  sandwiches, 
cakes  and  fruit.  Two  tubs  of  lemonade 
were  there,  looking  large  enough  to  slake 
the  thirst  of  an  army.  And  an  army  it 
proved  to  be,  an  army  possessed  of  won- 
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derful  appetites.  Before  them  the  lunch 
melted  like  snow  in  the  rain.  The-  "un- 
limited supply"  was  soon  gasping  for  help, 
luit  fortunately  lasted  until  everyone  had 
' ened  his  belt  and  pronounced  "enuff." 

After  lunch  the  boys  followed  their  own 
desires.  Some  started  on  alleged  hikes, 
but  it  is  to  be  feared  that  most  of  the  hik- 
ing done  was  in  and  around  the  various 
orchards  that  so  pleasantly  abound  in 
Woodacre.  Others  played  ball,  and  a  still 
greater  number  never  deserted  the  tank. 

In  this  way  the  afternoon  passed  all  too

Reaching  the  city  the  crowd 
disbanded  after  giving  a  club  yell,  and  vot- 
ing the  picnic  the  best  ever.

After  we  had  won  four  cut  of  five  games, 
Dr.  E.  •  i  McConnell  was  kind  enough  to 
in  a  good  word  for  the  team,  whereupon 
the  club  was  generous  enough  to  give  us 


a  set  of  suits.  The  team  was  christened 
"The  Olympic  Club  Whitesox."  They 
have  made  a  record  of  four  straight,  their 
most  notable  victory  being  a  win  over  the 
fast  Fort  Miley  nine  which  secured  only 
four  hits  off  the  delivery  of  "Husky"  Jack- 
son. The  fielding  of  the  team  in  this  game 
was  a  fine  exhibition  of  skill.  Following 
is  the  full  team  record : 

At  Ewing  Field.  May  7th,  1915— Defeat- 
ed San  Francisco  Boys'  Club.  2 — 0.  Mor- 
risey  only  allowing  two  hits. 

At  Ewing  Field.  May  15th.  1915— Defeat- 
ed a  picked  team  from  the  club,  among 
whom  were  John  Kennedy.  Jimmy  Rior- 
dan,  "Wild"  Bill  Larzelere  and  Frank 
Foran,  5 — 2.  Jackson  allow  them  only  five 
bits. 

At  Ewing  Field.  May  22nd.  1915— De- 
feated the  Young  Men's  Hebrew  Associ- 
ation. 4 — 2.  The  team  was  only  in  danger 
once,  when  the  Association  boys  had  three 
men  on  bases  with  none  out.  but  were  un- 
able to  score. 

At  Ewing  Field.  May  30th.  1915— Del 
feated  People's  Place  Club,  for  champion- 
ship of  league.  6 — 4. 
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At  Ewing  Field,  June  5th,  1915 — Lost 
to  a  picked  team  from  the  club.  11 — 7.  This 
was  a  slugfest,  but  the  Juniors  came  out 
second  best.  In  the  seventh  inning  with 
three  men  on  bases,  Kennedy  of  the  picked 
team  shot  a  long  drive  to  the  center  field 
fence  for  a  clean  home  run. 

At  the  Presidio,  June  10th.  1915— De- 
feated a  team  of  soldiers  from  Fort  Win- 
field  Scott,  9 — 1.  "Babe"  Maggini  twirled 
this  game,  and  never  was  in  danger  from 
start  to  finish.  Home  runs  were  a  special- 
ty in  this  game,  Carberry  securing  two  and 
Handley  one. 

At  North  Beach  Grounds,  June  26th, 
1915 — Defeated  Troop  G  from  the  Pre- 
sidio, 9—2. 

At  Ewing  Field,  July  17th,  1915— The 
picked  team  and  the  White  Sox  met  for  the 
supremacy,  and  the  picked  team  came  out 
second  best,  losing  by  the  score  of  9 — 2. 
"Wild"  Bill  Lazerlere  was  hammered  all 
over  the  lot  in  this  s^ame. 

At  Fort  Milev.   July  24th.  1915— Defeat- 


ed the  soldier  boys  6 — 2.  Although  the 
team  knew  they  were  up  against  one  of  the 
best  teams  in  town,  they  went  on  the  field 
with  a  world  of  confidence,  and  swept  the 
soldiers  off  their  feet.  Before  the  game 
was  over  the  fort  team  had  their  best  play- 
ers in  the  game  trying  to  stave  off  defeat. 

During  the  whole  nine  games  there  was 
not  one  pitcher  who  could  hold  the  boys  in 
check,  their  hitting  being  a  feature  of  every 
game.  In  fact  the  hitting  has  been  so  tre- 
mendous among  the  members  of  the  in- 
field that  they  have  been  termed  "the  wreck- 
ing crew."  It  behooves  the  baseball  com- 
missioners  therefore  to  look  among  the 
Juniors,  as  well  as  among  the  Juveniles,  for 
players  who  probably  would  make  better 
players  than  those  who  now  wear  the 
Winged  O,  as  Athletic  Members,  and  who 
most  of  the   time   won't   show   up. 

A  Winter  League  has  been  suggested, 
and  if  it  be  organized  and  the  Juniors  be 
allowed  to  enter,  watch  out  for  the  boys 
who  sport  the  white  sox.  for  they  will  sure- 
lv  cut  a  big-  dash. 


AN  ALL-ROUND  TRIUMPH

VERY  gratifying  to  ah  concerned  was 
the  success  of  the  big  A.  A.  U. 
championship  meet.  Great  was  the 
triumph  of  our  athletes,  but  not  greater 
than  the  triumph  of  our  club  as  a  host 
or  the  triumph  of  our  President  and  his 
associates  in  directing  and  managing  the 
meet   for   the   Exposition. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American 
Amateur  Association  in  Xew  York  in  1912 
I  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended  and 
that  San  Francisco  be  granted  all  cham- 
pionships for  1915.  The  motion  was  pro- 
nounced preposterous,  but  it  was  seconded 
bv    Barton    S.    Weeks   of    New    York    who 


remarked  that  though  it  was  unusual,  so 
too  were  the  people  of  the  West.  "They 
do  big  things."  he  said.  Well,  the  of- 
ficials of  the  A.  A.  U.  have  returned  to 
their  homes  convinced  that  big  things  are 
done  in  San  Francisco.  When  they  saw 
the  multitude  at  the  Stadium  on  August 
10th  they  were  amazed.  In  the  history  of 
the  A.  A.  1'.  there  never  was  a  more  sat- 
isfactory meet  either  in  point  of  attendance 
or  in  point  of  performance.  Never  before 
in  this  country  did  so  many  yreat  stars  of 
the  athletic  world  compete  on  the  same  day. 
The  hundred  yard  event  alone  with  How- 
ard   Drew.    H.   L.    Smith.   Joseph    Loomis. 
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George  Parker  and  Sol  Butler  all  10- 
md-and-better  men,  was  a  headliner 
par  excellence.  In  the  broad  jump  there 
was  1  'law  Adams,  the  Olympic  champion. 
In  the  hurdles  there  were  two  world's- 
record  holders  Fred  Kelly  and  Bob  Simp- 
son,  besides  Norman  Faber,  the  world's 
greater  miler,  Ted  Meredith,  the  fastest 
quarter-miler  in  the  world  and  the  great- 
distance  man  ever  on  a  track,  Haunes 
Kohlhamainen,  the  Finn,  an  Olympaid  win- 
ner. Desmond,  the  colored  wonder  from 
the  University  of  Chicago  who  has  been 
credited  with  going  the  quarter  mile  un- 
der forty-eight  seconds.  And  there  were 
also  such  champions  as  Rooy  Campbell,  D. 
S.  Caldwell  and  D.  M.  Scott.  There  are 
only  two  prominent  athletes  in  the  whole 
country  who  did  not  appear — Pat  Mc- 
Donald, the  shot-putter,  and  Mat  McGrath, 
the  hammer-thrower. 

In  all  its  aspects  and  features  it  was  a 
great  meet,  the  greatest  ever  held  in 
America. 


HOUSE  RULES 


GUESTS 

Resident  and  non-resident  visitors  are 
entitled  to  limited  privileges  of  the  club  as 
provided  in  the  By-Laws. 

Club  rooms  may  not  be  used  for  the 
transaction  of  private  business. 

Except  when  required  for  club  purposes, 
members  may  have  the  use  of  the  private 
dining  room  for  the  entertainment  of 
guests,  provided  twelve  hours"  notice  has 
been  given  to  the  House  Manager.  No 
meal  will  be  served  in  the  private  dining 
room  for  less  than  six  persons. 

Cards  and  other  games  will  be  permitted 
only  in  the  rooms  set  apart  for  such  pur- 
lin- Hoard  of  Directors  will  cxer- 
cise  its  authority  to  suppress  any  and  all 
-  which,  in  its  opinion,  may  be  cal- 
culated  to  bring  the  club  into  disrepute,  or 
to  disturb  its  harmony. 


Dice  throwing  or  matching  for  money 
is  absolutely   forbidden. 

No  members,  except  those  occupying  bed- 
rooms in  the  club,  will  be  admitted  after 
midnight,  at  which  hour  all  club  rooms  will 
be  closed. 

No  servant  may  be  sent  from  the  club 
on  the  private  business  of  any  member.  No 
reprimand  may  be  given  servants  by  mem- 
bers of  the  club.  Inattention  to  duty  or 
lack  of  courtesy  must  be  reported  to  the 
Manager. 

Complaints,  other  than  those  referred  to 
in  the  preceding  rule,  should  be  made  in 
writing  to  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Pipe  smoking  will  be  allowed  only  in 
sleeping  rooms. 

Gymnasium  costume  must  consist  of  at 
least  running  drawers,  shirt  and  gymnasium 
shoes. 

Immediately  before  entering  the  tank 
every  person  must  take  a  shower  bath. 

Members  will  not  be  permitted  to  smoke 
or  drink  in  the  gymnasium,  handball  courts, 
hot  rooms,  steam  rooms,  or  any  of  the  bath- 
ing apartments  with  the  exception  of  the 
cooling  room.  No  drinks  or  refreshments 
will  be  served  in  the  writing  room  or 
library. 

Dressing  and  undressing  will  be  per- 
mitted only  in  the  dressing  rooms  or  locker 
space,  and  will  not  be  allowed  in  the  cool- 
ing or  drying  room. 

Feeing-  of  servants  is  strictly  prohibited, 
and  violation  of  this  rule  will  render  a 
member  liable  to  expulsion. 

The  sleeping-  apartments  (with  the  ex- 
ception of  those  which  are  reserved  for 
guests  of  the  club)  are  intended  for  the  use 
and  accommodation  of  members  who  make 
such  rooms  their  homes,  and  cannot  be  held 
or  rented  by  members  not  making  actual 
use  of  them  for  a  longer  period  than  thirty 
days,  without  special  permission  of  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

No  transfer  or  subletting  of  bedrooms  is 
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permitted,  and  only  members  and  holders 
of  courtesy  cards  may  occupy  them.  The 
club  is  not  responsible  for  property  left  in 
bedrooms,  locker  rooms  or  lockers.

Books,  papers  or  periodicals  must  not 
be  taken  from  the  rooms  where  they  are 
placed,  but  the  San  Francisco  daily  papers 
may  be  used  in  any  room  on  the  first  or 
second  floor  of  the  club.  Mutilation  of 
books,  papers  or  periodicals  is  forbidden. 

Conversation  in  the  library  is  prohibited. 

No  property  of  the  club  shall  be  removed 
from  the  club  rooms  in  any  circumstances 
without  permission  of  the  Board  of  Direct- 
ors. 

Members  will  be  charged  for  any  prop- 
erty of  the  club  that  may  be  destroyed  or 
damaged  by  them  or  their  guests.

leader  in  the  home  stretch  and  fought  him 
almost  to  a  standstill,  winning-  ultimately 
by  several  yards. 

To  Fred  Murray  belongs  the  unique  hon- 
or of  winning  both  the  Senior  hurdle 
events  the  same  day.  Fred  was  in  his  best 
timber-topping  form  and  nothing  could  stay 
with  him  and  get  over  the  hurdles.  Which 
reminds  me  of  the  saying  of  John  Elliott, 
the  doyen  of  coast  athletics.  He  said 
that  the  man.  be  he  Kelly  or  be  he  Simpson, 
who  finished  alongside  of  Murray  would 
leave  a  trail  of  fallen  hurdles  behind  him. 
You  know  what  happened.  Kelly  finished 
fir-t.  but  four  of  his  sticks  were  on  the 
ground,  and  Murray  led  Simpson  to  the 
tape.  In  the  furlong  hurdles  Murray  and 
Kelly  put  up  a  great  race,  the  Olympian 
having  to  put  in  a  terrific  finish  to  shake 
<>ff  the  persistent  Southerner.  Kelly  never 
made  a  better  showing  over  the  low  sticks 
and  his  performance  in  beating-  out  Simp- 
son for  second  place  worked  a  great  upset 
on   the  dope-sheet. 

In  the  straight  sprints  we  did  not  figure. 
Parker  breaking  down  with  a  strained  ten- 
don. The  century  event  was  extremely 
close,  A.  Meyer  of  the  Irish-Americans,  big 
Loomis   of    Chicago     Athletic     Association 


and  Morse  of  the  Brooklyn  Crescent  Club, 
finishing  in  a  line.  The  judges  had  to  do 
a  lot  of  thinking  before  they  gave  the  race 
to  Loomis,  and  I  see  that  Robertson  of  the 
Irish-Americans  now  claims  that  Meyer 
was  "robbed."  However,  no  one  could  say 
who  won  but  the  judges.  A  similar  thing 
occurred  in  the  Junior  220  hurdles  when 
Norton  appeared  to  break  the  tape  ahead 
of  two  Easterners.  The  best  Norton  could 
get  out  of  the  judges  was  third.  Please 
note  this  is  not  a  complaint,  but  merely  an 
illustration. 

The  ever-green  George  Horine  jumped 
high  enough  to  stall  off  competition  and 
win  that  event  and  the  much  needed  five 
points  for  the  club.  The  height  was  only 
6  feet  ->4  inches,  rather  low  for  national 
competition,  but  that  was  enough  to  beat 
out  Larsen  of  Brigham  Young's  University, 
Utah,  and  Guy  Nicholls  of  the  L.  A.  A.  C. 
Talking  of  the  L.  A.  A.  C.  reminds  me  that 
before  the  championships  that  team  looked 
strong  on  paper  with  Drew  and  Kelly  in 
the  van.  But  Drew  did  not  figure  in  the 
Senior  century  at  all,  and  Kelly  could  nut 
do  better  than  second  to  Murray  in  the  low 
hurdles. 

A  great  field  of  runners  started  in  the 
mile  championship,  including  Norman 
Taber,    world's    champion,    Abel    Kiviat   of

The  pace  was  too  hot  for  Wilson  and  he 
retired  ;it  the  half-distance  with  Taber 
breaking  the  wind.  A  third  of  a  mile  from 
raber  lead  by  four  yards,  but  Kay, 
Kiviat  and  Marceau  were  still  going  strong. 
Taber  led  to  the  turn  for  home  when  Ray 
challenged  and  beat  him  to  the  tape  by 
nearly  ten  yards.  Marceau  finished  third. 
Kiviat  fading  away  altogether  at  the  finish. 
The  time,  4  minutes  23  seconds,  was  re- 
markable, considering  the  wind  on  the  back 
stretch.  In  my  opinion  Taber  used  poor 
judgment.  If  he  intended  to  make  the  pace 
at  all  he  should  have  made  it  so  hot  as  to 
take  the  sap  out  of  the  others  so  that  in 
the  final  drive  he  would  have  as  much  left 
as  they  had.  As  it  was  he  simply  acted  as 
a  buffer  against  the  wind  for  them.  Not 
that  the  time  was  slow,  far  from  it,  but  it 
might  have  been  faster  if  Taber  had  used 
a  little  strategy.  At  that  this  boy  Ray  is 
a   remarkable  miler. 

In  the  field  events  the  club  picked  up 
one  or  two  seconds  and  thirds  and  fourths, 
just  enough  to  give  us  a  safe  lead  to  the 
ionship.  Caughey  gathered  his 
points  in  the  shot-put  against  the  super- 
men of  the  East,  and  Shattuck,  Snedigar 
and  Sisson  added  to  the  general  toll.  Sis- 
son  took  third  in  the  broad  jump,  despite 
an  injury  to  his  leg  which  Von  Poellnitz 
1  along  for  him. 

Two  other  men  who  scored  points  for  in 
the   Seniors  were   Nolan,   who  was   Fourth 
in  the  220.  and  Muenter,  who  was   fourth 
quarter-mile  hurdles.

We  did  not  pack  the  lists,  that  is, 
we  did    not    carry    a    super-abundance  of 

entries.  Only  twelve  men  took  part  in  the 
Seniors  and  ten  in  the  Juniors  for  The 
Olympic  Club.    Chicago  had  nearly  twice 


that  number,  and  Los  Angeles  exceeded  it 
also.  As  a  matter  of  fact  it  is  generally 
considered  that  an  entry  of  twenty  would 
not  be  too  many,  but  as  we  had  little  more 
than  half  in  the  Seniors  and  nothing  more 
in  the  Juniors  there  is  not  a  single  word  to 
be  said  on  that  score. 

The  winning  of  the  dual  championships 
is  the  greatest  triumph  that  can  come  the 
way  of  any  athletic  club  or  organization, 
and  that  it  should  come  the  way  of  Tin-: 
Olympic  Club  during  my  regime  as  coach 
is  just  another  example  of  the  unapproach- 
able luck  which  George  Green  always  ac- 
cuses me  of  enjoying.  Much  credit  is  due 
President  Humphrey  and  the  Board  of 
Directors  for  their  unfailing  interest  in  the 
athletic  department,  and  also  to  the  Ath- 
letic Committee.  Dr.  McConnell  and  John 
Elliott  have  been  pillars  of  strength  during 
preparation  period,  and  now  I  know  I  need 
not  thank  them,  for  they  have  thanks 
enough.

Crocker  in  the 
third  when  F.  G.  Drum  became  treasurer. 
The  only  youngsters  are  James  Woods,  S. 
X.  Rucker,  Frank  Foran  and  John  Hanify. 
All  have  been  working  in  harmony  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  club.  All  are  in 
sympathy  with  the  aims  of  President 
Humphrey.  It  was  a  big  task  that  Mr. 
Humphrey  assumed  eight  years  ago,  and 
during  his  administration  the  club  passed 
through  the  most  critical  period  in  its 
career.  He  feels  that  now  there  is  straight 
sailing  and  no  more  storms  to  weather,  but 
the  members  of  the  Nominating  Committee 
deemed  it  important  to  keep  the  adminis- 
tration intact  awhile  longer.

From  all  sections  of  the  country  come 
words  of  appreciation.  Olympians  have 
reason  to  be  proud  of  the  acclaim  which 
their  club  has  received,  and  doubtless  in 
time  those  who  have  been  too  busy  to  at- 
tend to  the  little  matter  of  a  contribution 
to  the  cost  of  hospitality  will  "come 
through."  Of  course  the  bills  have  been 
paid  by  the  club.  But  there  was  never 
any  intention  of  depriving  any  Olympian  of 
the  gratification  of  assessing  himself  for  a 
fraction  of  the  cost.  .And  be  it  known  the 
cost  was  considerable.  For  nearly  four 
hundred  visitors  enjoyed  the  hospitality  of 
the  club,  and  there  were  few  dull  moments 
in  the  period  of  their  sojourn.  The  cost  of 
entertaining1  them  was  nearly  three  thous- 
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and  dollars.  (  >f  that  amount  nearly  one- 
half  has  been  paid  in  by  much  less  than 
cine-halt  of  the  total  number  of  members.

Managerless 
Club 


Henry  Ford  is  reported  to  have  invented 
a  pilotless  aeroplane  for  war  purposes.  We 
.  are  not  at  all  astonished  at

this.  Since  the  discovery 
of  electric  waves  we  have 
found  nothing  to  wonder 
at  but  scepticism.  We  took  wireless  teleg- 
raphy as  a  matter  of  course,  and  when  we 
were  told  a  few  weeks  ago  that  a  scientist 
had  learned  how  to  make  a  stone  wall 
transparent  we  were  not  incredulous.  We 
only  speculated  as  to  what  was  to  become 
of  privacy.  Every  day  science  is  getting 
nearer  the  threshold  of  its  supreme  triumph. 
Meanwhile  so  accustomed  are  we  becoming 
to  the  miracles  of  science  that  the  su- 
preme triumph  will  hardly  get  a  hand 
from  the  gallery.  It  will  probably  be 
received  as  a  step  in  the  ordinary  course 
of  events  like  a  managerless  club,  one  that 
runs  automatically  as  it  were,  like  an  ele- 
vator. Here  is  a  triumph  of  science  that 
nobody  has  remarked.  It  is  here  in  The 
Olympic  Ci.it;    which    has    been    running 


without  a  house  manager  for  two  months; 
and  yet  not  a  stroke  of  apoplexy  has  oc- 
curred on  the  premises.  Now  a  club 
is  one  of  the  simplest  forms  of  democ- 
racy, and  simple  democracy,  according  to 
the  highest  authorities,  is  but  one  de- 
cree removed  from  anarchy.

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THE  TEACHING  OF  GOLF 

I'.V    FlLSOX    Y0U1XG 


THE  golf  professional  is  a  curious 
person.  lie  is  usually  a  person  who 
began  life  as  a  cad  lie.  and  who.  prob- 
ably tn  the  grief  of  his  parents,  refused  to 
forsake  the  links  For  any  more  disciplined 
and  regular  occupation;  who  nevertheless 
ha-  survived  physically  and  morally  the 
loafing  years  of  caddieship,  who  has  work- 
ed in  a  desultory  way  at  club  making,  or 
rather  club  assembling,  who  has  shown  a 
definite  aptitude  for  the  game  and  gained 
an  entrance  into  the  envied  ranks  of  the 
"plus"  men,  and  who  has  ultimately  got  per- 
manent employment  as  professional  at  a 
golf  chili.  I  am  not  speaking  now,  of 
the  brilliant  few  who  have  achieved  at  some 
time  or  other  the  open  championship,  but 
of  the  ordinary  working  professionals  who 
are  unknown  to  anything  but  a  local  fame. 
It  is  these  men  who  are  responsible  for  the 
so-called  teaching  of  nine  golfers  out  of 
ten:  and  a  more  haphazard,  inefficient  busi- 
ness it  would  be  hard  to  find.  To  the  inno- 
cent beginner  there  is  something  magical 
in  the  word  "professional:"  it  is  held  to 
imply  a  knowledge  of  all  the  mysteries  of 
the  most  mysterious  game  in  the  world: 
and  because  the  professional  can  himself 
play  the  game,  it  is  taken  for  granted  that 
It-  <;in  also  teach  it.  I  have  before  me  six- 
books  on  golf,  all  written  by  professionals: 
and  each  book,  in  the  part  devoted  to  an 
attempt  to  expound  the  proper  methods  of 
learning  the  game,  contains  the  advice  "put 
yourself  in  the  hands  of  your  professional." 
<  if  every  ten  people  who  begin  to  play 
lb.-  game  of  golf  I  suppose  that  live  pick- 
it  up  I'm-  themselves,  and  arrive,  by  natural 
aptitude  and  practice,  at  a  form  which  rep- 
resents pretty  well  their  full  capability  in 
the  matter.  <  If  the  other  live,  perhaps  one 
will    seriously    look    until    he    finds    a    really 


efficient  teacher,  and  so  in  time  achieve  a 
good  style  and  a  decent  game ;  the  other 
four  confidingly  "place  themselves  in  the 
hands  of  their  professional,"  and  either 
give  up  the  game  in  disgust  as  a  conse- 
quence or  else  spend  the  rest  of  their  golf- 
ing life  as  confirmed  slicers,  toppers,  found- 
erers,  and  more  or  less  contented  foozlers. 
I  know  it  is  a  serious  thing  to  say  a  word  in 
criticism  of  a  body  of  men  who  are  held  in 
almost  superstitious  esteem  ;  who  are,  more- 
over, for  the  most  part,  very  decent,  agree- 
able fellows.  But  I  do  seriously  say  that 
the  average  professional,  considered  as  a 
teacher  of  golf — which  is  one  of  the  things 
he  professes — is  a  complete  though  prob- 
ably unconscious  fraud. 

Let  us  consider  what  happens  to  the  golf- 
er who  "places  himself  in  the  hands  of  his 
professional."  You  may  see  him  about  on 
the  links  accompanied  by  this  same  profes- 
sional and  a  caddie  carrying  a  very  new 
and  expensive  bag  heavily  stocked  with 
clubs.  For  the  first  thing  a  professional 
does  is  "to  fit  you  out  with  a  bag  of  clubs." 
A  part  of  his  living,  of  course,  is  derived 
from  these  sales,  and  if  he  did  his  business 
honestly  he  would  be  much  the  best  person 
to  act  as  a  beginner's  adviser  and  provider. 
But  he  understands  the  business  of  selling 
no  better  than  the  business  of  teaching.  In- 
stead of  selling  his  victim  one  club  at  a 
time,  and  teaching  him  the  use  of  that  club 
and  making  him  able  to  play  with  it.  and 
SO  producing  such  confidence  that  the  learn- 
er feels  that  it  is  these  chilis,  and  these 
alone,  with  which  he  can  play,  he  loads  him 
at  once  with  a  full  assortment  of  mysterious 
implements.  "Let  me  see."  he  says,  esti- 
mating the  enthusiasm  and  purse  of  the 
victim  with  a  hungry  eye.  "you  will  want 
a  driver,  and  a  brassey  to  match  it."     He 
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selects  one  n[  these;  but  the  victim,  prefer- 
ring the  polish  and  finish  of  another  one, 
indicates  a  faint  preference  for  that.  "Yes, 
that's  a  good  club  too,"  says  the  profes 

il,  and  allows  him  to  make  his  own 
ignorant  choice.  "Then  you  will  want  a 
cleek" — the  poor  wretch  will  not  want  it. 
and  probably  will  soon  earnestly  desire  to 
be  without  it — "and  an  iron,  and  a  mashie, 
and  a  putter."  The  one  club  that  a  be- 
ginner probably  wants  to  possess  is  a 
niblick,  for  he  is  attracted  and  reassured  by 
it-  large  surface.  This  is  also  chosen  for 
him,  and  he  feels  that,  he  i-  complete. 
"There'-  a  beautiful  club."  say-  the  profes- 
sional, handing  him  a  driving  mashie:  "you 
can  get  a  very  long,  straight  ball  with  that." 
As  the  learner  wishes  to  get  long,  straight 
balls  he  buys  it.  "Then  you  want  a  jigger 
for  running  up,"  says  the  professional,  "and 
on  this  course  a  baffy  is  very  useful :  in  fact 
you  must  have  it  on  this  course.  You  won't 
want  any  more  clubs."  With  a  pair  of 
gl  ives,  a  tin  of  some  adhesive  substance. 
and  a  box  of  the  most  expensive  golf  balls 
in  the  market  the  victim  sallies  forth  to 
the  first  tee.  feeling  that  the  battle  is  more 
than  half  won. 

lie  make-  several  attempts  to  hit  the  ball 
with  his  driver:  the  professional  gives  him 
a  few  simple  directions,  and  tells  him  t>  i 
take  it  easy,  and  not  try  to  hit  the  ball  too 
hard.  The  first  time  that  he  misses  it  he 
is  told  that  he  took  his  eye  off  it;  the 
second,  that  he  raised  his  head  :  the  third, 
that  he  moved  his  body:  the  fourth,  that 
he  came  down  on  it ;  the  fifth,  that  he  took 
his  eye  oft'  it :  the  sixth,  that  he  fell  over 
on  it :  the  seventh,  that  he  took  his  eye  off 
it :  the  eighth,  that  he  went  back  too  quick  : 
and  the  ninth,  that  he  took  his  eye  off  it. 
How  the  professional  could  be  sure  of  this. 
seeing  that  at  the  moment  the  stroke  was 
made  he  was  interestedly  watching  an  ap- 
proach shot  by  a  scratch  player,  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  know  ;  but  the  victim  takes  his  word 


for  it.     The  professional  then  himself  takes 

the  club,  and  saying,  "You  want  to  do  it 
more  like  tin-,"  drives  with  lightning  rapid- 
ity a  very  satisfactory  and  agreeable  ball 
Straight  away  for  some  two  hundred  and 
twenty  yards.  He  likes  it  so  much  that 
he  does  another,  and  another;  the  sensa- 
tion of  driving  nice  new  golf  balls  off  the 
tee  being  one  which  custom  has  not  staled 
even  for  the  jaded  professional.  "Do  it 
more  like  that."  he  says  .  and  reluctantly 
surrenders  the  club  into  the  hands  of  the 
beginner,  who  by  this  time,  stimulated  by 
admiration  and  the  appearance  of  ease  with 
which  it  is  done,  is  thirsting  to  have  another 
lunge  at  it.  A  heavily  socketed  stroke,  ac- 
companied by  a  faint  crack,  sends  the  ball 
about  thirty  yards  to  the  extreme  left.  The 
professional  picks  up  the  driver  and  exam- 
ines its  heel.  "I  am  afraid  you  have  done 
for   it."   Ik-    savs;   "you   came   rierht   down 
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on  it."  The  fracture  of  the  driver  is  be- 
yond a  doubt.  "I  can  put  a  new  head  on  it," 
says  the  professional,  "but  of  course  it 
won'l  be  the  same  club.  I  tell  you  what 
I  will  do;  you  had  better  have  another 
driver,  and  1  will  fix  this  one  up  for  you 
SO  you  can  play  with  it,  and  keep  it  as  a 
second  one.  Now  I  think  we  had  better 
try  some  brassey  shots."  The  same  pro- 
cess is  gone  through  again,  all  except  the 
breaking  of  the  club.  Perhaps  by  this  time 
the  learner  is  showing  some  dawning  abil- 
ity to  hit  the  ball ;  but  he  never  knows  why 
he  hit  it.  The  professional  never  tells  him 
that,  although  it  is  the  only  thing  worth 
knowing  and  learning  at  golf.  There  may- 
be any  one  of  a  hundred  reasons  why  he 
fails  to  bit  the  ball,  but  if  he  does  get  it 
fairly  it  is  because  he  is  doing  something 
right :  it  is  that  something  which  it  is  so 
important  he  should  know.  The  pupil's 
grip,  his  stance,  position  of  his  body  and 
shoulders,  the  action  of  his  left  arm  and 
wrist  are  all  wrong;  and  as  he  makes  stroke 
after  stroke  the  teacher  draws  attention  now 
to  one,  now  to  another  of  these  defects ;  he 
never  addresses  himself  to  one  at  a  time 
in  order  to  get  it  right.  And  just  as  the 
pupil  is  getting  dimly  to  understand  some 
of  the  first  principles  of  handling  one  club, 
he  is  put  on  to  another  that  requires  quite 
different  treatment,  so  his  mistakes  begin  all 
over  again.  At  the  end  of  the  lesson  he 
retires  with  an  aching  body  and  a  collection 
of  hacked  ami  gashed  balls,  and  with  an 
understanding  that  if  he  would  learn  to  play 
golf,  he  must  repeat  this  process  continu- 
ally with  the  professional,  and  "stick  at  it." 
lie  does  stick  at  it.  until  he  is  weary.  The 
professional,  feeling  that  there  are  no  more 
sales  to  be  effected,  grows  weary  also,  anil 
departs  to  some  new  victim.  By  this  time 
the  learner  is  convinced  that  it  is  his  clubs 


that  are  wrong,  and  goes  secretly  by  him- 
self to  a  shop  and  buys  new  ones.  He  is 
ashamed  to  be  seen  by  the  professional 
playing  with  them,  so  he  avoids  him ;  and 
this  is  one  of  the  many  reasons  why  the 
professional  is  a  bad  business  man. 

The  teaching  of  a  thing  is  a  science  quite 
different  from  the  performance  of  it.  As 
a  rule  only  a  man  can  teach  a  thing  who 
has  either  learned  it  or  who  has  thoughtfully 
analyzed  and  discovered  the  principles  which 
govern  his  instinctive  and  natural  doing  of 
it.  But  the  ordinary  golf  professional  is 
equipped  in  neither  way.  Poor  teacher, 
how-  can  he  teach  who  never  learned  ?  He 
picks  his  golf  up  as  a  little  boy.  in  the 
bright  sunshine  of  some  seaside  links, 
trudging  through  the  bents  with  the  other 
ragamuffins,  with  the  noise  of  the  sea  in 
his  ears  and  the  wind  in  his  face ;  he  never 
thought  how  the  thing  was  done,  he  just 
did  it.  And  now  that  he  is  making  a  living 
out  of  his  ability  to  do  it,  he  is  called  upon 
out  of  his  own  knowledge  and  experience 
so  to  converse  with  some  stiff,  middle-aged, 
sedentary  gentleman  that  he  also  will  be 
able  to  do  it.  Xo  wonder  that  such  teach- 
ing is  a  failure.  You  might  as  well  ask 
some  peasant  from  a  vineyard  on  the  banks 
of  the  Rhone  to  teach  French  in  an  English 
academy  of  young  ladies.  The  golf  links 
are  studded  with  the  results  of  such  teach- 
ing. You  may  recognize  them  anywhere — 
men  playing  stiffly,  awkwardly,  and  anx- 
iously, with  the  hands  far  apart,  the  left 
arm  bent  like  a  bow-,  the  club  overswung  till 
it  is  pointing  almost  to  the  ground,  the  heels 
of  their  drivers  marked  as  though  with  a 
punch.  They  are  happy  or  unhappy,  ac- 
cording to  temperament,  but  what  they  are 
playing  is  not  golf.  The  consideration  of 
what  might  have  been  done  with  them  must 
be  left  for  another  article. 
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A  SUCCESSFUL  BENEFIT

WRAPPED  neatly  away  among  the 
heroic  ideals  of  athleticism  is  the 
enduring-  spirit  of  comradeship,  the 
germ  of  humanity  that  relieves  conquest  of 
its  sting,  the  "thumbs  up"  signal  that  for 
ever  (let  us  hope)  recognizes  the  import- 
ance of  the  conquered  in  the  making  of  any 
kind  of  triumph. 

It  is  seldom  that  this  unwritten  letter  of 
the  game  of  sport  demands  concrete  ex- 
pression, so  adequate  is  its  general  applica- 
tion to  the  circumstances  of  modern  ath- 
letics; hut  now  and  then,  more  for  the 
purpose  of  self-expression  than  idle  conceit, 
it  is  necessary  to  intensify  the  sentiment  by 
creating  an  atmosphere  of  need,  or,  as  the 
wise  men  of  the  East  would  say,  invoking 
the  postulate. 

Just  such  an  atmosphere  was  created  re- 
cently in  the  precincts  of  Olympia,  the  gap- 
ing postulate  was  successfully  invoked  (as 
if  it  ever  failed,  attacked  from  whatever 
angle  ) ,  the  sentiment  of  comradeship  was 
intensified  to  the  point  that  those  who  ran 
could  read,  and  one  Walter  Pomeroy  had 
occasion  to  rejoice  that  in  Olympia,  at  all 
events,  the  distinguished  losers  do  not  pass 
without  honor. 

Most  Olympians  will  recall  that  several 
months  ago  Walter  Pomeroy,  the  club's 
long  distance  swimmer,  met  with  a  serious 
accident  which,  for  a  time,  threatened  his 
life.  Thanks  to  his  splendid  constitution 
and  perfect  physical  condition  (which  he 
readily  attributes  to  the  advantages  of  The 


Olympic  Club),  he  pulled  through  the 
toughest  ordeal  of  his  life,  and  is  now  well 
on  the  high  road  towards  complete  recov- 
ery. Of  course  for  a  considerable  time 
Walter  was  out  of  commission,  and  it  was 
that  fact  which  created  the  "atmosphere  of 
need"  (to  quote  a  distinguished  person)  in 
the  minds  of  his  fellow  Olympians,  and  in- 
duced them  to  organize  what  is  generally 
known  as  a  benefit. 

The  said  benefit  befittingly  took  the  form 
of  a  swimfest,  and  it  was  held  last  week 
over  in  one  of  the  Alameda  bathing  houses. 
All  the  prominent  swimmers,  not  merely  in 
the  club,  but  on  the  coast,  took  part  with 
the  result  that  a  very  attractive  program 
was  submitted.  The  boys  enjoyed  the  meet 
for  its  own  sake,  let  alone  the  added  pleas- 
ure which  accrued  to  them  from  the  knowl- 
edge that  they  were  doing  something  for 
an  old  friend  and  incidentally  one  of  the 
greatest  distance  swimmers  the  Pacific 
Coast  has  ever  produced. 

In  connection  with  the  benefit  a  word  of 
thanks  ought  to  be  accorded  Ernie  Smith, 
who  shouldered  the  responsibility  for  the 
venture.  Ernie  devoted  a  considerable  por- 
tion of  his  valuable  time  to  the  task  of  sell- 
ing tickets  and  enthusing  others  over  the 
work.  His  able  lieutenants  around  the  club 
were  Charlie  O'Day  and  "Wallv"  Walten- 
spiel.  Needless  to  say  the  club  directorate 
contributed  its  quota,  and  the  members 
followed  suit  in  generous  fashion.

FABRE,  the  great  Canadian  runner,  had 
won  the  race,  and  I  lonahan  of  New 
York  and  Millard    of   The   Olympic 

Club  had  trailed  him  into  their  respective 
places  of  second  and  third:  several  others, 
including  the  bulky  Gianakapolous,  had 
also  Finished  the  course  and  gone  home  to 
.sleep  the  weariness  out  of  their  bones;  the 
Exposition  track  was  deserted,  and  the  last 
checker  was  about  to  retire  from  his  post 
on  Van  Ness  avenue,  deeming  it  impossible 
that  au\  mil  could  be  so  far  behind  and  yet 
possess  ambition  enough  to  finish,  when 
through  the  twilight  haze  a  man  in  white 
trunks  was  seen  to  flutter  weakly  up  the 
street. 

Being    curious,    and    perhaps    more   than 


usually  punctilious,  the  checker  waited.  The 
runner  was  A.  Monteverde  of  Carmel,  New 
York.  His  features  were  buried  under  a 
thick-  coating  of  dust  and  he  gave  the  im- 
pression of  having  been  engaged  in  a  life- 
long Marathon,  which  impression,  by  the 
way,  proved  to  have  a  penetrating  simile  in 
the  truth  to  be  learned  later.  He  was  all 
in,  but  was  bent  on  making  the  journey  and 
putting  the  period  at  the  end  of  the  sen- 
tence, so  to  speak.  He  did  not  know  the 
way  to  the  grounds  so  the  checker,  adopting 
the  proper  pace,  accompanied  him  through 
the  Zone  and  the  grounds  to  the  track 
where  he  checked  him  in  as  the  last  man  to 
complete  the  race. 

Now  as  someone  had  to  be  last  it  might 
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as  well  have  been  Monteverde  as  anyone 
else,  i'.ut  that  is  m>t  the  point.  Monte- 
verde proved  to  he  interesting  in  himself. 
He  told  the  checker,  who  retailed  the  story 
to  the  writer,  that  he  had  been  running  in 
Marathon  races  all  his  life.  For  the  last 
fifteen  years  he  had  taken  part  in  every 
Marathon  that  had  been  run  in  his  district, 
and  whenever  it  was  possible  for  him  he 
had  traveled  elsewhere  to  take  part.  In 
all  he  has  run  in  over  forty  of  these  man- 
killing  events,  running  unattached  and  rep- 
resenting nobody  but  himself.  The  long 
grind  never  had  a  mure  faithful  devotee 
than  Monteverde.  but  he  has  never  been 
able  to  break  into  the  front  rank-  of  Mara- 
thoners.  Several  times  he  has  been  second 
tn  the  greatest  men  in  the  country,  but 
always  there  was  at  least  one  better  than 


he.  lie  came  to  San  Francisco  to  run  in 
the  Exposition  Marathon  race  and  see  the 
Exposition,  not  to  see  the  Exposition  and 

run  in  the  Marathon  race. 

The  checker  wondered  for  a  time  how  he 
was  able  tn  pass  the  doctor,  with  all  those 
years  of  running  over  his  head,  but  when 
Monteverde  had  had  his  bath  and  cleaned 
up  and  dressed  the  riddle  solved  itself.  He 
doesn't  look  a  day  over  27  although  he  ad- 
mits to  42.  So  that  after  all  the  great  race 
has  its  graces  for  him.  It  may  be  a  killing 
obsession  in  most  cases,  but  with  him  it 
appears  to  be  a  life-giving  tonic.  It  is  true 
that  he  rannot  win  a  Marathon  but  he  keeps 
his  health  and  youth,  and  few  if  any  of  the 
winner--  ran  say  that.  Here'-  to  you. 
Monteverde.

Wl  I  EN  (  Hivpr  .Millard  took  the  great- 
est Marathon  runners  in  the  world 
over  the  Exposition  Marathon  route 
at  a  terrific  clip  for  fifteen  miles,  broke  the 
hearts  of  every  contender  save  two,  the 
men  who  finished  in  front  of  him,  many 
people  thought  that  he  had  shot  his  bolt, 
not  merely  for  that  event,  but  for  a  very 
long  time  to  come.  These  people  did  not 
know  Millard. 

Within  a  week  or  two,  when  the  Oakland 
Tribune's  Marathon  (modified  to  about  7 
miles )  was  scheduled  the  lanky  Oliver 
signified  his  intention  of  competing.  I  en- 
tered him,  but  I  did  not  care  a  great  deal 
whether  he  ran  or  not  because  I  knew  that 
he  had  put  in  a  strenuous  season,  and  also 
that  from  the  point  of  prestige  he  had  every- 
thing  to  lose  and  nothing  to  gain.  How- 
ever  he  was  obdurate,  and  ran,  beating  out 
a  field  of  nearly  200  runners,  and  establish- 
ing a  new  time  for  the  race.

Incidentally  the  club  carried  off  the  team 
prize,  Stout,  Perkins,  Spurr  and  Berg  com- 
pleting the  course  before  any  other  aggre- 
gation of  runners.  Millard  ran  a  great 
race  and  won  on  his  merits.  He  was 
pressed  harder  than  ever  before  over  this 
distance  by  a  lad  named  Ludwig,  who  fin- 
ished a  close  second.  Stout  was  third. 
Millard  showed  better  judgment  than  in  the 
big  Exposition  race,  and  did  not  go  out  in 
front  until  he  was  reasonably  sure  that  the 
pace  was  his  to  make.  And  when  he  did 
start  there  was  nothing  to  it. 

Stout  put  up  a  great  exhibition  but  was 
lacking  in  the  fine  sense  of  racing.  From 
the  crack  of  the  gun  he  went  off  like  a  bullet 
.and  stayed  in  front  for  a  long  time,  killing 
off  everyone  who  tried  to  trail  him.  As  a 
matter  of  fact  Stout  made  the  race  a  cer- 
tainty for  Millard.  By  taking  the  good  boys 
along  with  him  at  break-neck  speed  Stout 
did  a  great  though  unconscious  service  for 
his  team-mate.  At  that,  Stout  finished  in 
good  form,  but  if  he  had  used  better  judg- 
ment I  think  he  would  have  been  nearer 
the  front  than  he  was.  His  gameness  was 
beyond  question.  He  proved  that  when  he 
won  the  Junior  Championship  mile  at  the 
Exposition  track  some  time  ago,  but  some- 
how he  makes  a  point  of  beating  himself 
every  now  and  then  when  he  seems  to  have 
a  big  chance  of  victory,  as  he  had  in  the 
Lake  Merritt  Marathon. 

Spurr  and  Berg  ran  game'  races  and 
finished  in  good  style.  Perkins  suffered  in 
the  course  of  the  race,  but  came  back  at  the 
finish  and  overhauled  a  string  of  the  men 
who  had  passed  him  when  he  was  in  diffi- 
culties.     It    was    largely    due   to   his   cour- 
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ageous  finish  that  we  were  able  to  annex 
the  team  prize. 

The  next  athletic  attraction  on  the  pro- 
gram is  the  Pacific  Association  champion- 
ship, which  will  probably  be  over  before 
this  gets  into  print.  In  connection  with 
this  meeting  there  are  many  things  thai 
might  be  said  to  advantage,  but  in  view  of 
the  time  I  think  it  better  to  leave  them  un- 
said until  after  the  event.

For  some  time  the  impression  was  gen- 
eral that  in  the  world  of  sport  boxers  were 
the  only  individuals  who.  in  the  hour  of 
their  defeat,  and.  for  that  matter,  ever  af- 
terwards, could  "dope"  themselves  into 
victory.  George  Green  has  been  overheard 
in  making  the  remark  that  there  never  was 


a  boxer  who,  under  the  proper  influence, 
could  not  read  himself  into  the  champion- 
ship of  the  world.  He  himself  does  it  every 
day  before  lunch,  just  as  an  appetizer. 

But  it  was  not  generally  understood  that 
the  trait  was  characteristic  of  the  exponents 
of  other  sports,  track  and  field  for  example ; 
yet  today  the  evidence  is  at  hand  which 
demonstrates  conclusively  that  track  and 
field  men  are,  in  this  respect  at  least,  birds 
of  a  feather  with  the  boxing  element.  We 
all  remember  the  recent  track  and  field 
championships,  and  how  they  brought  un- 
told glory  to  the  banner  of  The  Olympic 
Club.  Xot  for  a  single  instant  did  anyone 
imagine  that  there  might  be  a  smudge 
placed  upon  the  escutcheon  of  that  victory, 
a  solitary  reflection  that  the  glory  had  a 
taint  in  it.  yet,  upon  reading  the  accounts 
of  the  championships  in  the  magazines  of 
other  competing  clubs,  the  Los  Angeles 
Athletic  Club  and  the  Chicago  Athletic 
Association,  we  are  gently  led  to  under- 
stand that  the  athletes  of  these  respective

ors. And  when  the  magazines  of  other 
competing  clubs  come  to  hand  with  their 
respective  accounts  of  the  athletic  tourna- 
ment it  is  scarcely  to  be  doubted  that  the 
victory  will  have  been  won  by  all  of  them. 

Xo  excuses  are  ottered  for  defeat,  and  if 
the  victory  of  The  Olympic  Clt  b  is  ad- 
mitted at  all.  it  is  immediately  covered  up 
in  a  world  of  speculative  shibboleth  as  to 
what  would  have  happened  if — and  so  on 
ad  lib. 

It  must  be  remembered  however  that 
the  argument  is  for  the  losers,  and  the  only 
suggestion  we  have  to  make  is  that  '"ac- 
counts" of  these  chroniclers  should  be  inter- 
changed among  themselves  with  a  view  t<  > 
stimulating  a  spirited  contest  in  handling 
the  machinery  of  that  most  elusive  quality, 
"dope." 


SWIMMING  ORGANIZATION 

Things  are  now  humming  round  the  club 
tank  since  the  Athletic  Committee  decided 
upon  reorganizing  the  system  of  training, 
and  there  is  a  vague  sort  of  expectation  that 
in  the  course  of  a  few  months  the  change 
will  be  productive  of  beneficial  results. 

The  change  simply  means  that  the  swim- 
mers have  to  do  a  whole  lot  more  swim- 
ming, and  that  they  have  to  do  it  in  a 
whole-hearted  manner.  Instead  of  having 
one  swimming  class  each  week  there  will 
be  three  in  future,  Mondays,  Wednesdays 
and  Fridays  being  agreed  upon  for  this 
purpose. 

Instructor  Cavill  is  being  supplied  with  a 
desk  and  a  book  and  in  the  book  he  will  re- 
cord the  performances,  at  various  times,  of 
his  pupils,  so  that  he  will  always  be  in  a 
position  to  state  whether  they  are  progress- 
ing or  retrograding,  and  when  anyone  be- 
gins to  retrograde  there  is  a  certain  body  of 
men  anxious  to  know  the  reason  why. 


Handicap  races  will  be  held  frequently, 
over  various  distances,  and  in  this  way  it 
is  believed  that  the  average  will  gradu- 
ally develop  into  the  first  class,  and  the 
first  class  into  the  superlative.  Cavill  is 
delighted  with  the  change  that  has  been 
made  and  the  boys  themselves  are  not  slow 
in  appreciating  the  necessity  for  such  move ; 
and  between  them,  the  swimmers  and  the 
instructor,  it  is  believed  that  a  greater 
measure  of  aquatic  talent  will  be  evolved 
than  exists  at  present.

OM  \K  \\  II.DI'..  who  had  little  reas- 
love  the  United  States,  and 
measured  his  affection  by  the  need, 
once  squared  accounts  with  his  literary 
detractors  on  this  side  of  the  pond  by  re- 
marking thai  the  United  States  and  the 
United  Kingdom  had  everything  in  com- 
mon save  language.  Admitting  the  bril- 
liant- of  the  mot,  and  purposely  evading  a 
quarrel,  it  may  be  reasonably  assumed  that 
in  his  opinion  the  two  countries  had  nothing 
in  common  save  language,  which,  of  course, 
is  no  mot,  but  is  nevertheless  a  much  more 
considerable  statement. 

And  yet,  with  many  qualifications,  that 
is  the  altitude  adopted  by  the  book  under 
review,  -imply  termed  "Holland"  for  which 
the  club  is  indebted  to  the  author,  the  Hon. 
II.  A.  van  Coenen  Torchiana.  Hon.  Tor- 
chiana  is  obviously  well  equipped  with  in- 
formation on  his  subject,  and  what  he  says 
in  demonstration  of  his  argument  is  said 
ably  and  well,  without  prejudice,  except 
where  prejudice  is  to  be  overcome,  and 
with  a  strong  desire  for  the  dissemination 
of  a  more  historically  accurate  conception 
of  these  United  States. 

As  may  be  gathered  from  the  title  of  the 
book  Holland  is  accredited  with  being  the 
country  to  which  the  United  States  is  most 
indebted  for  her  institutions,  and  naturally, 
with  the  barrier  of  England  in  the  way, 
from  long  association  of  thought  an  1  habit. 
the  book  now  and  then  assumes  an  argu- 
mentative vein  that  invariably  results  in 
the  elucidation  of  old  confusions,  and  in 
the  main,  to  the  credit  of  the  theme.  Hon. 
chiana.  without  being;  at  all  exhaustive 
on  the  subject,  is  full  of  effective  illustra- 
tions and  interesting  statements.  Of  course 
the  book  ha-  a  larger  issue  than  that  of 
merel)  carping  about  credit.  It  reveals  in 
a  few  chapters  tin-  indisputable  influence  of 
Hollan  I  upon  the  civilizion  of  both  the  "1  ! 


and  new  world,  and  is  a  valuable  addition 
to  the  literature  on  the  subject. 

"The  Japanese  Problem  in  the  United 
State-."  by  II.  A.  Millis,  is  also  a  contribu- 
tion of  the  month.  The  volume  treats 
exhaustively  of  this  very  important  sub- 
ject, and  is  published  for  the  Commission 
on  Relations  with  Japan,  under  the  author- 
ity of  the  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches 
of  Christ  in  America.  Though  largely 
statistical  the  book  contains  many  valuable 
observations,  viewed  from  any  angle,  and 
is  worthy  of  perusal  by  any  student  of  the 
problem. 

Upon  leaving  for  the  East  Edkar  Wil- 
liams, former  Olympic  Club  boxer,  be- 
queathed a  portion  of  his  library  to  the 
club.  The  books  are  all  devoted  to  physical 
culture,  and  as  such  will  be  welcomed  by 
his  old  friends.  In  this  connection  it  may 
be  remarked  that  Williams,  in  his  new 
sphere,  is  doing  exceptionally  well,  except 
when  his  thoughts  wander  to  San  Fran- 
cisco and  The  Olvmtic  Cr.un.  when,  it  is 
stated,  he  loiters  deolorablv. 

"TTistorv  of  California."  by  Zoeth  Skin- 
ner Eldridee.  in  five  volumes,  is  the  only 
purchase  of  the  month.

to  that  end  I  let  down  the  porches  of  my 
ear  to  that  distinguished  raconteur  of 
Olympia  Colonel  (or  is  it  General?) 
Farley.  But  in  vain.  I  concluded  that 
the  last  thing  in  which  an  Englishman  can 
have  community  with  Americans  is  their 
jocularity;  also  that  to  perceive  how  wide 
the  gulf  is  that  separates  the  average 
Englishman  from  the  average  American 
one  must  compare  the  object  that  shakes 
the  diaphragm  of  a  Farley  with  the  highly 
complex  pleasure  that  I,  for  example  de- 
rive from  a  profound  witticism.  But  due 
diligence  has  brought  light  and  edge  to 
my  perceptive  faculties.

all.  who  find  delightful  relaxation  in  giv- 
ing  utterance  to  their  grievances.  But 
perhaps  nowhere  docs  one  meet  with  so 
much  learned  criticism  as  among  the 
epicures  of  the  dining  room.  I  find  that 
many  Olympians  are  disciples  of  llrillat- 
Savarin.  They  have  a  very  keen  relish 
fir  the  good  things  of  life,  but  love  to 
talk  of  the  Shortcomings  of  the  cuisine  and 
the  long-comings  of  the  service.

GREAT  BOXING  TOURNAMENT 

By  J.  S.  Chalmers 


OXH  of  the  best  indications  that  the 
amateur  boxing  game  is  coming  into 
its  own  is  to  he  found  in  the  an- 
nouncement that  another  great  Exposition 
tournament  will  be  held  in  this  city  next 
month,  the  exact  dates  being  11th  and 
12th  November. 

This  forthcoming  tournament,  in  point 
ot  number^  and  breadth  of  representation, 
will  eclipse  the  one  held  in  May,  which 
was  then  regarded  as  the  biggest  and  best 
ever    held    in    the    country.      For    the    No- 


vember tournament  the  best  amateur  box- 
ers will  he  sent  from  all  the  leading  cen- 
ters of  the  East,  and  in  addition  to  that 
it  has  been  arranged  to  bring  out  a  team 
of  champions  from  eastern  Canada. 

Every  title  won  at  the  tournament  will 
have  an  international  flavor,  the  worth  of 
which  could  scarcely  be  improved  upon 
even  if  the  English  and  Australian  cham- 
pions were  to  return  from  the  trenches  for 
the  occasion.  The  Canadians,  by  the  way, 
earned    a    great    reputation    for   class   quite

recently  bj  disposing  of  a  number  of  the 
national  title  holders  of  these  United  States. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  organizers  of 
this  tournament  to  set  the  hall  mark  upon 
amateur  boxing  throughout  the  country. 
In  San  Francisco  at  the  present  time  tin 
-au  k-  is  thriving  splendidly,  despite  the 
competition  of  the  alleged  amateurs  who 
have  been  drafted  into  the  thinning  ranks 
of  the  old  four-round  professionals.  Need- 
less  i"  say  The  Olympic  Club  has  played 
a  prominent  part  in  keeping  the  simon 
purr  commodity  to  the  fore,  and  the  club 
will  doubtless  figure  conspicuously  in  mak- 
ing the  coming  tournament  the  success  it 
deserves  to  be. 

All  the  arrangements  are  practically  com- 
pleted. A  strong  publicity  campaign  has 
been  mapped  out  and  will  shortly  be 
launched,  so  that  no  one  in  the  city  and 
district  who  is  interested  in  the  amateur 
end  of  the  game  of  fisticuffs  will  have  an 
excuse  for  missing  what  promises  to  be 
the  greatest  boxing  festival  ever  held. 

The  Civic  Auditorium  has  been  selected 
as  the  scene  of  these  championships,  and 
all  who  witnessed  the  last  tournament  will 
realize  that  a  better  choice  could  not  have 
been  made.  The  ring,  which  was  built 
for  the  last  tournament  by  the  club  car- 
penter, will  again  be  called  into  service. 
I  rnfortunately  the  gloves  are  reported  miss- 
ing and  a  new  consignment  will  have  to  be 
purchased,  unless  the  "mystery"  connected 
with   the  disappearance  can  be  solved. 

It  will  be  readily  recalled  that  the  bulk 
of  the  honors  attached  to  the  last  Mxpo- 
— i  t  i •  >t  1  tournament  was  cornered  by  the 
VV<  -t.  that  is  the  Far  West,  The  Olympic 
Club  taking  three  championships  as  its 
own  share  of  the  spoils.  Just  what  The 
IPK  Club  will  succeed  in  doing  on 
this  occasion  remains  to  he  seen.  The  pes- 
simists are  already  pointing  out  thai  this 
is  rather  an  unfortunate  time  to  hold  such 
an    auspicious    tournament,    Morretto,    the 


lightweight  champion,  being  under  the 
doctor's  care.  Gaviati,  our  star  welter- 
weight, having  retired,  and  -Meyer,  the 
champion  middleweight,  having  embraced 
the  professional  end  of  the  game. 

But  Professor  Green,  who  never  pays 
any  attention  to  the  darkening  clouds,  be- 
lieves that  in  some  of  his  younger  boys 
will  be  found  the  next  champions.  He  has 
already  selected  a  number  of  boys  who 
have  a  chance  to  represent  the  club  in  the 
tournament,  but  as  the  number  is  greater 
than  necessary  it  is  likely  that  an  elimina- 
tion tournament  will  be  held  in  the  club 
in  the  near  future  with  a  view  to  giving 
all  the  boys  their  chance  of  making  good.

THE  MORALITY  OF  GOLF 


SOME  games  are  so  good  that  it  is 
a  sort  of  high  treason  to  take  them 
lightly;  some  so  radically  inferior 
that  only  earnest  competition  makes  them 
tolerable.  You  owe  it  as  a  debt  to  foot- 
ball to  play  the  game  with  intention,  even 
though  experimental  haphazard  football 
may  have  virtues  of  its  own.  To  lawn 
tennis  we  owe  no  debt,  but  must  play  it 
seriously  because  it  becomes  an  irritation 
and  a  weariness  the  moment  competition 
ceases:  the  bumble-puppyism  in  it  shows 
its  hoof.  Golf  comes  somewhere  in  be- 
tween these  extremes.  The  competition 
in  it  is  but  a  part  of  the  pleasure.  Of 
course  match-making  is  a  much  finer  thing 
than  medal-play,  as  appears  in  the  in- 
genious creation  of  bogey :  but  in  match. 
medal  or  bogey  play  the  happy  golfer  feels 
a  constant  pleasure  in  each  stroke  by  virtue 
of  its  efforts  after  some  unattainable  pat- 
tern. Except  billiards,  to  which  it  has 
many  affinities,  it  is  the  only  game,  unless 
figure-skating  is  a  game,  which  can  be 
played  with  real  pleasure  by  a  solitary 
player :   and   only   the  player   who   delights 


in  the  "sweet  silent  sessions"  by  himself 
is  likely  to  reach  scratch.  We  can  imagine 
a  philosopher  extracting  from  a  game  a 
close  analogy  with  life.  Here  is  Harry 
\  anion  whose  book  on  golf  T  am  reading 
earnestly  desirous  "so  to  act  that  each 
tomorrow  find-  him  further  than  today:" 
and  says  in  a  fine  ethical  maxim,  "it  takes 
longer  to  kill  tin-  golf  in  a  man  than  to 
breed  it."  Vardon's  language  continually 
suggests  that  golf  i-  not  only  a  game,  but 
as  it  were  some  playful  test,  like  the  three 
caskets  or  the  peas  under  the  feather  bed-, 
of  noble  attributes  entering  in  the  player  : 
and  it  surelv  a  fine  compliment  to  the 
power  of  a  game  when  we  find  a  profes- 
sional, who  makes  his  livelihood  out  of  the 
game,  speaking  continually  with  this  sort 
of  hushed  reverential  air  of  the  duty  of 
playing  seriously,  of  the  lively  satisfaction 
of  the  strokes,  of  the  characteristic  virtues 
of  its  players,  of  the  pleasure  of  handling, 
one  may  say  fondling,  the  clubs,  of  the 
hope  of  continuing  to  excel  and  of  the 
fear  lest  Americans  should  play  better 
srnlf   than    the   English    from    their    faculty 
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I'cir  careful  practice.  The  analogy  with 
life  might  be  worked  out  in  many  ways. 
serious  or  humorous.  What  a  fable  for 
example  could  he  extracted  from  .Mr.  Bal- 
four's fortnight  in  bunkers  with  a  niblick! 
If  only  we  could  have  life-diagrams — as  of 
these  stances  and  postures  that  Yardon 
sets  so  great  store  by — by  which  to  cor- 
recl  our  moral  attitudes  in  making  for  the 
various  goals  and  greens  and  escaping 
from  the  hazards  of  the  game.  Yardon 
almost  suggests  that  we  have.  "Deeds  of 
great  men"  is  the  motto  he  recurs  to. 
From  the  time  that  at  the  age  of  seven 
he  made  his  first  club  out  of  oak  and 
blackthorn  till  his  fourth  championship  he 
took  no  lesson  and  followed  no  instruction  ; 
but  imitated  and  assimilated  the  best  in 
all  the  players  he  saw  until  he  perfected 
the  style  that  Scotchmen  contemn  as 
too  southron.  We  must  approve  the 
best  when  we  see  it :  and  there  is  the 
whole  secret  of  the  best  golf  and  the  reason 
why  great  players  all  grip  the  club  in  the 
same  locked  embrace.  Vardon  attributes 
hi--  success  in  one  championship  solely  to 
his  play  with  the  brassy  and  we  may  be- 
lieve him.  Of  late  years  the  professionals 
have  extended  the  scientific  treatment 
which  belongs  more  naturally  to  play  near 
the  hole  to  play  with  the  wooden  clubs. 
Though  the  great  accuracy  is  not  ac- 
quired, in  one  detail  science  has  more 
scope.  Not  all  the  mathematics  of  Pro- 
fessor Tait  have  solved  the  mystery  of  the 
curl  on  a  golf-ball.  The  idea  is  the  spin 
accumulates  before  it  a  wad  of  air  which 
is  i.i  divert  the  hall's  course,  as  a  stream 
hollows  a  hank  till  the  hay  holds  the  stream 
in  an  eddy.  But  whatever  the  mechanics 
of  the  subject  it  is  certain  that  a  good 
professional  can  by  the  nature  of  his 
swing  ensure  that  his  ball  shall  swerve 
in  the  air  this  way  or  that  as  he  pleases; 
and  the  power  to  do  so  often  enough  means 
the    winning    of    a    hole.      I    believe    that 


Vardon  can  both  slice  and  pull  a  ball 
round  an  obstruction  of  trees;  but  the 
art  of  pulling  and  slicing,  so  carefully  de- 
scribed in  this  book,  are  especially  of  use 
in  wind  :  the  scientific  player  can  make  of 
the  obstruction  a  use  and  wrest  value  from 
a  handicap.  If  the  wind  is  from  the  right 
he  drives  into  it  with  a  slice  and  can  so 
increase  the  length  of  the  drive  by  thirty 
yards  or  more.  Andrew  Kirkaldy  for 
instance  was  supposed  to  be  able  to  beat 
anyone  on  the  Muirfield  links  simply  be- 
cause of  his  skill  in  gauging  and  so  using 
the   cross    winds   that   prevail. 

These  refinements  of  the  art  are  enough 
perhaps  to  frighten  rather  than  attract  the 
lesser  player,  as  may  the  conventions  and 
subtler  finesses  of  bridge.  But  the  con- 
solation is  that  like  the  service  and  re- 
verse spin  of  which  Americans,  Australians 
and  continental  lawntennis  players  talk 
large,  it  is  generally  beaten  by  the  straight- 
forward game.  A  truly-hit  ball  is  little 
hurt  by  wind,  and  the  art  of  driving  is 
sufficiently  learnt  if  all  can  drive  low.  hit- 
ting the  ball  with  a  descending  club, 
against  wind  and  drive  high,  with  an  as- 
cending club,  down  it.  Later  when  we 
can  hit  the  ball  clean  every  time  with 
every  club  most  will  depend  on  that  senti- 
ment of  distance  which  is  as  far  beyond 
the  instruction  of  professors  as  the  moral 
sense  was  beyond  the  Scotch  professors 
who  invented  it.  Is  it  a  little  absurd  so  to 
associate  ethical  and  golfing  science?  Xot 
perhaps  for  the  hedonistic  philosopher : 
and  anyway  it  is  a  better  thing  to  admire 
and  preach  a  game  because  "there  is  so 
much  in  it"  than  because  you  get  so  much 
out  of  it.  And  the  best  professionals,  as 
in  real  tennis  and  to  some  extent  in  cricket. 
adopt  an  attitude  of  mind  which  elevates 
the  game  into  a  master  before  whom  they 
feel  almost  humble,  picking  up  wrinkles 
on  the  links  as  Newton's  child  the  pebbles

I  hie  of  the  most  important  and  tin 
most  keenly  contested  events  was  tin 
Military  Riffle  Team  match  for  the  Gov- 
ernor's trophy.  The  requirements  were 
a  team  of  five  men.  each  shooting  ten 
shots  at  an  eight-inch  bull's  eye  at  200 
yards ;  military  rifle ;  offhand  shooting. 
This  event  was  won  by  Tut:  Olympic 
t'l  ri:  team  by  a  margin  of  six  points  over 
the  team  of  the  crack  National  Rifles. 
Our  team  did  not  have  any  practice  and 
had  but  two  military  rifles  between  them. 
We  have  but  recently  taken  up  military 
shooting  and  affiliated  with  the  National 
Rifle  Association  of  the  United  States, 
which  is  under  direction  of  the  War 
Department.  Those  holding  records  with 
a  military  rifle  throughout  the  United 
States  must  "shoot  some"  from  now  on 
or   have   their   honors   taken    from   them. 

Captain  C.  F.  Armstrong,  a  member  of 
The  Olympic  Club  Military  Rifle  Team, 
made  the  high  score  of  83  out  of  a  pos- 
sible 100.  This  score  practically  won  the 
match,  although  other  members  made  good 
scores.  Those  shooting  on  The  Olympic 
Club  team  in  this  match  were :  Captain 
C.  F.  Armstrong.  W.  F.  Blassee.  C.  Ran- 
dall. W.  Pritchard  and  George  Armstrong

We  have  yet  to  tell 
of  the  pistol  shooters. 

In  the  re-entry  match  of  the  best  five 
targets  of  five  shots  on  each  target  with 
score  with  the  pistol.  The  most  exciting 
possible  score  250,  The  Olympic  Club 
won  l-2-3-4-5-7-8th  place.  George  E. 
Kimball  and  Dr.  John  D.  Milliken  were 
tied  for  first  place  with  a  score  of  246 
out  of  a  possible  250;  Kimball  won  on  the 
shoot-off.  George  Armstrong,  no  doubt 
the  best  pistol  shot  in  the  world  today, 
was  third  by  one  point.  This  was  ac- 
counted for  by  the  fact  that  Mr.  Arm- 
strong was  ranger  officer  and  was  too 
busy  to  do  his  best,  but  George  Armstrong 
must  get  busy  from  now  on  as  Kimball 
is  shooting  like  a  '"house  on  fire."  Both 
Kimball  and  Milliken  made  a  perfect 
raise  their  score:  Milliken's  next  shot  (he 
finish  was  made  in  this  match  with  Kim- 
ball and  Milliken  tied  and  George  Arm- 
strong one  point  behind  all  shooting.  When 
the  whistle  blew  Kimball  and  Milliken 
both  had  one  shot  to  go  with  a  chance  to 
raise  their  score:  Milliken's  next  shot:  he 
raised  his  pistol  to  shoot,  what  might 
have  been  the  winning  shot  i  was  stopped 
by  the  whistle  that  ended  the  match.  To  be 
able  to  shoot  bulls'  eyes  under  this  excite- 
ment  takes   nerve,   or   lack   of   same. 

The  real  test  of  the  best  pistol  shot  was 
the  Individual  50-Shot  match.  Conditions, 
50  yards,  three-inch  center.  50  shots  with 
pistol  within  one  hour,  for  championship 
medal,  best  possible   score  500.

WITH  the  advent  of  the  fall  season 
and  the  passing  of  the  great  swim- 
ming meets  of  the  Exposition  year 
tlie  game  of  water  soccer  has  come  into 
its  own  again,  particularly  in  the  city  of 
San  Francisco  and  district.

Lee  Blackwell, 
who,  representing  nobody  hut  himself,  fin- 
ished ahead  of  a  great  field  of  runners 
in  the  cross-country  class  of  the  year  from 
a  handicap  mark  of  seven  and  a  half 
minutes. 

Vfter  that,  second,  third  and  fourth  was 
all  that  could  In-  got  out  of  the  winged 
legion  in  the  honors  list:  hut  when  the 
nature  of  the  handicaps  are  understood 
that    little   group   of   prize   winners    may   he 

ded  t"  he  enough  fi  »r  a  day.  As 
already  stated  the  winner  had  a  handicap 
of  seven  and  a  half  minutes.  That  half 
proved  altogether  too  much.  Mason  Hart- 
well,     running     from     scratch,     made     the 

t  time  and  finished  thirdd.  Oliver 
Millard,     also      from      scratch,     made    the 


second  best  time  and  finished  fourth,  whilt 
little  Eddie  Stout,  from  the  three  and  a 
half  minute  mark,   finished  second. 

Handicaps  up  to  the  generous  limit  of 
fifteen  minutes  were  given  away  lavishly, 
but  with  the  exception  of  Blackwell,  who 
proved  himself  a  sterling  cross-country 
runner,  the  hack  markers  of  The  Olympic 
Club  overtook  them  all.  So  that  when  all 
is  said  and  done,  and  due  honor  paid  the 
victor  for  his  achievement,  the  Winged 
O  contingent  is  not  undeserving  of  a 
little  commendation.  In  making  the  fast- 
est time  Hartwell  had  precedent  in  his 
favor,  having  accomplished  the  same  feat 
on  three  previous  occasions.  He  was  up 
against  Millard,  however,  who  had  two 
"fastest  time"  records  in  his  favor.  As 
was  expected  these  two  put  up  a  great 
hattle  for  supremacy.  Hartwell  winning  by 
a  narrow  margin  in  one  of  the  best  races 
in   the   the   history   of  the   event. 

It  appears  that  Hartwell  is  better  adapt- 
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id  tn  this  hill  and  dale  pedestrianism  than 
i>  Millard.  In  the  first  place  he  is  better 
constructed  for  such  work,  being  rather 
short,  stocky  is  the  word,  and  built  for 
strength  and  endurance,  coupled  with  an 
enviable  gathering  power  in  making  the 
ascents  and  descents  wit  hwhich  the  course 
abounds.  On  the  other  hand  Millard  is 
long  ami  rangy,  with  great  driving  power 
on  the  flat,  and  not  too  little  on  the  grade, 
but  just  a  little  less  than  hi>  rival.  It  is 
hard  to  imagine  Millard,  the  man  who  so 
nearly  conquered  Kohlemainen  over  the 
five-mile  course  on  the  level,  mixing  in 
this  rough  stuff  and  more  than  holding  his 
own  with  the  best  in  the  country.  Even 
in  defeat  he  is  truly  great. 

It  was  undoubtedly  on  the  grades  that 
Hartwell  showed  his  heels  to  Millard.  On 
the  stretches  Oliver  pulled  him  in  per- 
ceptibly, but  every  time  he  looked  like 
catching  up  an  >ther  grade  balked  him  of 
his  purpose.  The  heat  was  intense  through- 
out   and    the     dust     fairly     begrimed     the 


runners  so  that  at  Willow  Camp,  where 
a  sharp  look-out  was  maintained  against 
the  hill  side,  it  was  impossible  to  identif) 

the  runners  until  they  were  within  hail- 
ing   distance   of   the   finish.      Emblems   of 

all  kinds  looked  strangely  similar  through 
the  glass  <>n  accounl  of  their  dust  fringe. 
No  mie  win  i  Started  from  a  mark  lie 
hind  Blackwell,  the  winner,  ever  headed 
him  at  any  period  of  the  race.  Setting 
up  a  fair  pace  he  pulled  in  the  limit  men 
by  degrees  and  when  he  finally  --hut  nut 
in  front  it  was  clear  that  nothing  short 
of  a  miracle  would  result  in  his  defeat. 
A  rather  amusing  rumor  Was  current  after 
the  race,  in  fact  while. the  runners  were 
still  coming  in.  It  was  to  the  effect  that 
l.ee  Blackwell  had  only  run  the  half  dis- 
tance, and  that  his  twin  brother  Win,  an 
experienced  cross-country  runner,  carried 
the  race  that  far.  The  hoys  are  "like  as 
two  peas,"  as  the  saying  goes,  and  the 
officials  of  the  race  had.  perforce,  to  in- 
vestigate the  allegation,  only  to  find,  hap-

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pily,  that  there  was  not  a  vestige  of  truth 

in    it. 

Lloyd  Perkins  finished  ninth,  and  Burg 
and  P.  A.  Rhodes  brought  up  the  rear 
guard  of  the  club's  representatives  some- 
where  in  the  twenties.  Of  the  sixty-four 
starters  only  one  failed  to  report  at  the 
finish.  And  at  the  finish  line  the  ser- 
vices of  a  doctor  and  the  ubiquitous  Billy 
von  Poellnitz  were  awaiting  demand.  Not 
a  single  mishap  was  reported,  and  the 
boys  all  strolled  down  to  the  beach  and 
took  a   much-needed   dip  in  the  ocean. 

The  day  was  ideal  for  an  outing,  and 
the  annual  festival  of  the  Dipsea  Indians 
of  The  Olympic  Club,  that  band  of  en- 
thusiasts who  fathered  the  Dipsea  race 
ten  years  ago,  was  favored  more  highly 
than  ever  before.  Big  Tim  Fitzpatrick, 
the  mogul  of  the  organization,  and  lieu- 
tenants Kreling,  Hickey,  Finnigan,  et  al, 
attended  to  the  distribution  of  service  to 
the  athletes,  and  made  the  occasion  for 
them,  as  well  as  for  the  great  host  of 
visitors,  one  to  be  remembered.  It  is 
questionable  if  a  bigger  crowd  of  Dipsea 
fans  ever  treked  across  the  winding  trail 
to  the  sea  to  watch  the  finish  of  this 
thrilling  race.  Arrayed  in  the  approved 
hiking  togs  hundreds  of  boys  and  girls 
tramped  to  Willow  Camp  and  took  in 
the  excitement  of  the  finish  and  the  gen- 
eral oy  of  the  occasion. 

Comparatively  few  motor  cars  made 
the  round  about  trip.  The  big  chief  him- 
self was  guilty  of  this  offense,  but  the 
charge  was  withdrawn  when  it  became 
known  that  his  mission  was  charged  with 
the  charitable  object  of  bringing  out  the 
scribes  and  the  pharisees  to  the  scene, 
said  scribes  being  "Dugey"  F.rksine  and 
Joe  Purner;  the  pharisees  bcin^-  utttaen- 
tionable.  \s  luck  would  have  it  Tim  han 
to  perform  an  easy  protean  stunt  for  him 
by  assuming  the  role  of  Samaritan  to  a 
party    of    ladies    whose    car    had    thought- 


lessly left  the  twisting  ribbon  of  road  and 
deposited  them  in  an  ugly  gully  abutting 
on  one  of  the  hairpin  corners,  bereft  of 
dignity  and  consciousness.

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THE  BLAMELESS  SPORT 


By  Sydney  Buxton 


FISHING,  fly-fishing  especially,  is  a 
very  absorbing  sport ;  but  the  fisher- 
man, if  keen  as  he  should  be,  is  an 
observant  person,  and  partly  consciously, 
and  partly  unconsciously,  he  takes  in  what 
he  sees,  and  absorbs  the  beauty  of  his  sur- 
roundings. Xo  man  is  the  worse,  most 
of  those  who  fish  are  the  better,  for  being 
fishermen.  It  is  a  healthful  sport,  a  recre- 
ation and  a  rest  in  the  best  sense  of  the 
term — good  for  the  spirits,  for  the  temper, 
for  the  nerves,  for  the  brain  and  the  mind. 
Then,  and  this  is  something,  of  all  sports 
founded  on  killing,  fishing  is  the  least 
cruel.  Further,  a  blank  day,  which  to 
sportsmen  in  any  other  field  is  anathema, 
may  have  been  to  the  fisherman  full  of 
interest  and  pleasure.  He  would  rather, 
of  course,  have  caught  some  fish,  but  he 
is  often  content  even  if  he  has  not  been 
successful.  For  during  most  of  the  day 
he  thought,  and  he  hoped,  that  he  would 
catch  fish :  and  now  he  is  convinced  that 
he  will  catch  them  next  time,  when  he 
intends  to  combine  better  luck  and  greater 
skill.  And  if  he  be  successful: 
"...  where  now  is  Doubt, 
Or  Disappointment?  For  the  day  we  bid 
Defiance  to  their  power,  and  yield  our  soul 
To  all  the  fulness  of  successful   sport." 

His  lines  are  cast  in  pleasant  places.  Flow- 
ing water,  ever  varying,  is  of  all  things 
most  attractive  and  most  soothing;  while 
a  river  brings  with  it  scenery,  beautiful 
coloring,    a    breezy    atmosphere,    bird    life. 

Rut  to  the  fisherman  the  extraordinary 
fascination  of  fishing  with  a  rod  requires 
neither  explanation  nor  elaboration.  To 
the  non-fisherman,  no  words,  however  elo- 
quent, can  thrill  his  pulse  or  move  his  soul. 
or   endow    him    with    this   additional    sense. 

"How  I  caught  my  fish?"  How  indeed? 
What  fly-fisher  can  really  describe  on  paper 


(though  it  is  often  attempted)  how  it  is 
done?  How  it  is.  why  is  it.  that,  in  the 
hands  of  a  true  expert,  the  tiny  fly,  the 
drawn  gut,  shooting  out  true  and  straight, 
is  lightly  projected  beyond  the  the  thicker 
gut,  the  heavier  line,  each  part  of  the 
chain  taking  its  appropriate  but  illogical 
place?  A  stifftsh  rod,  a  well-balanced  line, 
a  delicate  touch,  good  eyesight,  combined 
with  patience  and  practice,  ever  practice, 
alone  will  teach  the  way.  Watch  a  friend, 
"imc  ocular  demonstration."  as  an  old 
writer  says,  "will  make  a  deeper  impres- 
sion than  twenty  verbal  lectures."  Ami, 
moreover,  it  is  a  pretty  sight  to  watch  an 
accomplished  fisherman  casting  his  line 
straight  and  light.  Better  still,  get  his 
active  help,  even  though  he  be  not  quite 
sure  how  he  does  it  himself. 

But  this  much  may  be  said.  For  the 
golfer  there  are  three  primary  and  essen- 
tial rules,  "do  not  press,"  "slow  back," 
"keep  your  eye  on  the  ball  :*'  admirable 
rules,  and  equally  applicable  and  essential, 
with  adaptations,  to  fly-fishing.  "Do  not 
press" — the  less  brute  force  used,  the 
lighter,  the  straighter.  the  more  accurate 
the  cast :  wrist  and  rod  should  work  to- 
gether. "Slow  back" — a  slow,  not  a  quick 
return  of  the  line  is  needed  to  enable  to 
properly  to  curve  at  the  back.  "Keep  your 
eye  on  the  ball" — for  accurate  casting  the 
eye  must  be  kept  fixed  on  the  exact  spot 
on  which  the  fly  should  light. 

Casting-  for  salmon  is  not  quite  such  a 
delicate  art  as  casting  for  trout.  A  bad 
cast  matters  less:  the  salmon  observes  it 
not.  and  heeds  it  but  little  if  the  fly  comes 
dancing  round  to  him  in  the  end.  But 
trout  will  notice  and  not  forgive.  All  the 
same,  casting  with  a  salmon  rod  is  an  art : 
and   while   the   clumsy   fisherman    may    get 


ill 
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a  fish,  the  expert  will,  in  the  long  run1, 
leave   him    very    far   behind. 

What  flies  shall  we  use?  As  regards 
salmon-flies,  unless  you  are  one  of  those 
fanatic-  who  believe  in  the  all-round  qual- 
ities of  some  particular  fly,  you  will  prob- 
ahl\  and  sensibly  take  the  advice  of  host 
or  guide.  In  all  probability  ii  does  not 
matter  very  much  what  fly  you  select. 
There  is  no  rise  of  fly  to  tempt  the  salmon 
in  the  surface,  or  to  induce  him  to  be  on 
the  look-out  for  food  passing  over  him; 
nor,  indeed,  is  it  appetite  alone,  if  at  all, 
that  induces  him  to  take  the  misnamed 
"fly."  Who  can  say.  therefore,  with  any 
certainty,  that  a  particular  salmon  desires 
one  particular  work  of  art  more  than  an- 
other in  that  particular  pool  on  that  par- 
ticular day?  Indeed  he  probably  has  no 
preference  at  all:  why  should  lie?  The 
fly  is  an  isolated  object,  unlike  anything 
he  has  seen  before.  Atmospheric  condi- 
tions, the  state  of  the  water  and  the  size 
and  play  of  the  fly,  are  probably  much 
mere  potent  than  the  variation  of  the 
pattern. 

How  greatly  the  satisfaction  of  salmon- 
fishing  would  be  increased,  and  our  knowl- 
edge of  the  beast,  if  we  could  only  see  our 
fish,  or  miiiii1  of  them,  in  the  course  of 
the  day.  But  often  we  do  not  know  even 
if  he  is  there;  we  do  not  know,  as  a  rule. 
if  the  fl\   goes  over  a  score  of  fish  or  over 

a  blank  ] 1.     The  fisherman  has  no  means 

of  knowing  if  the  fish  is  treating-  him  with 
o.ntrmpt  or  indifference;  or  whether, 
though  the  salmon  does  not  actually  rise, 
he  is  not  taking  that  interest  in  the  move- 
ments of  the  fly  which,  if  one  only  knew, 
would  induce  to  redoubled  efforts;  and 
which  would  subsequently  justify  more 
accurate  dogmatism  on  the  respective  merits 
of  particular   flic-. 

Now  a  trout-fly  is  professedly  an  imita- 
tion of  the  real  article,  and  the  nearer  it 
approaches  to  nature  the  more  attractive  it 


becomes.  Innumerable  patterns  of  trout- 
flies — both  wet  and  dry — are  depicted  in 
book-;  and  scores  of  different  samples  are 
to  be  seen  in  the  -hops.  But  one  lives 
and  learns;  and  each  succeeding  year  of 
experience  tends  to  reduce  the  varieties  of 
flies  that  are  actually  used.  Indeed,  on 
some  streams,  the  fisherman  finds,  at  the 
end  of  the  season,  that  though  he  may 
have  carried  about  a  dozen  or  so  of 
varieties,  only  some  three,  or  at  the  most 
four,  sorts  ( those  of  course  of  different 
sizes)  have  been  actually  used — say  a 
medium  olive,  an  iron  blue  and  a  red 
quill.  Every  one  of  these  in  its  due  season 
is  as  certain  to  tempt  a  rising  fish  as  any 
other  pattern  of  fly.  Much  wear  and  tear 
of  mind  is  avoided  by  reducing  the  need 
of  selection  ;  and  much  valuable  time  is 
saved  if  the  fish,  instead  of  being  allowed 
to  exercise  a  fastidious  and  irritating 
choice,  is  forced  to  take  a  particular  fly — 
or  leave  it.  In  wet-fly  fishing,  also,  the 
tendency  of  the  experienced  fisherman  is 
to  limit  his  varieties  of  flies.  An  old  and 
successful  fisherman  was  asked  w  hat  choice 
of  flies  he  presented  to  his  fish.  "Oh ! 
I  give  them  a  march-brown  as  tail,  and 
then  $  offer  them  a  march-brown  as  bod. 
and  I  add  a  march-brown  as  third  fly.  and 
if  they  won't  fancy  one  of  these  they  won't 
take  anything." 

No  doubt  fly-fishing  has  its  drawbacks. 
Salmon  will  not  rise  unless  the  fit  takes 
them  ;  trout  mostly  will  not  rise  unless  on 
the  feed,  and  there  is  something  in  the 
nature  of  a  rise  of  fly  :  while  I  suppose  that 
a  perch  or  a  barbel  is  likely  at  all  times 
to  be  open  to  a  worm,  and  a  roach  to 
paste,  if  put  before  him  with  due  discre- 
tion. And,  as  Sydney  Smith  said.  "I  give 
up  fly-fishing :  it  is  a  light  volatile  dissipated 
pursuit.  r>ut  ground  baiting  with  a  good 
steady  float  that  never  bobs  without  a  bite, 
is  an  occupation  for  a  bishop,  and  in  no 
ways  interferes  with  sermon-making."    Rut. 
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after  all,  fly-fishing  is  cleaner,  neater,  less  players  from  the  entire  list.  G.  Chipchase

At  this  writing  there  are  very  strong 
in  lications  that  ere  long  a  new  world's 
champion  will  be  towering  among  his 
fellows  of  Tut:  <  Ilympk  Club.  One  does 
not  see  how  the  club  can  be  denied  now 
that  Gus  Cole,  the  Irish  champion,  is 
among  the  losers  of  1'.  P.  I.  E.  handball 
t  purnament  for  the  championship  of  the 
world.  Gus  Cole  has  been  beaten,  and  so 
has  the  man  who  beat  him.  Frankly.  Cole 
was  something  of  a  disappointment:  not 
that  he  is  an  inferior  player,  but  that  he 
proved  no  better  than  the  crack  players  of 
(  llympia.  Our  crack  players  have  gone 
along  unappreciated.  Not  till  we  saw  the 
amateur  champion  of  Ireland  in  action  did 
we  become  fully  aware  of  the  merits  of 
our  home  talent.  Cole  is  an  amateur  of 
the  first  rank,  and  were  it  not  for  ex- 
treme nervousness  on  the  occasion  of  his 
iirst  contest  among  stranger1;  in  a  strange 
court  he  might  have  proved  a  much  tough- 
er job  for  his  opponent  Joe  Collins.  An 
easy,  graceful  player  is  Cole  with  perfect 
command  of  the  ball  in  the  service  and 
with  plenty  of  speed.  Tt  is  in  the  play 
between  series  that  he  shows  a  positive 
weakness.  Collins  won  two  straight  games: 
21—8:  21—19.  Two  weeks  later  Collins, 
who  had  meanwhile  beaten  J.  A.  Russ 
C21 — 14  and  21 — 8L  was  toppled  from 
his  pedestal  by  Tom  Lydon.  The  result 
of  this  contest  was  somewhat  unexpected. 
Lydon  was  not  generally  regarded  as  a 
match  for  Collins.  He  has  been  under- 
rated for  the  reason  that  he  lias  only  one 
good  hand — his  left.  Now  it  is  this  cir- 
cumstance that  makes  him  so  formidable. 
Lydon  always  plays  handball  to  win  :  never 
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to  develop  his  weakest  point.  He  never 
takes  a  chance  with  his  right  hand  if  he 
can  use  his  left.  Consequently  he  has  an 
advantage  over  the  average  player  who 
depends  on  both  hands  though  one  be  less 
efficient   than   the  other. 

At  this  writing  we  are  looking  forward 
with  keen  expectancy  to  the  contest  be- 
tween Lydon  and  Joseph  Condon,  who 
would  doubtless  be  a  favorite  in  the  bet- 
ting if  there  were  any  betting.  Thus  far 
1  ondon  has  won  three  games.  He  beat 
George  James  (21—10  and  21—4);  W. 
[;.  Rampt  (21—10  and  21—5);  W.  Dug- 
gan  i  21 — 9  and  21 — 0).  These  scores 
are    tint    of    much    significance. 

The    great    surprise    of    the    tournament 

was  the  poor  showing  of  "Midgy"  Maguire, 
formerly    the   club's   crack   player.     Never 


did  player  retrograde  so  rapidly  as  Ma- 
guire. To  be  sure  he  has  had  no  prac- 
tice and  he  is  not  in  condition,  but  even 
so  his  poor  showing  was  astonishing.

SLIPPING  through  the  old  four-

Sometime-,  with  the  best  intentions  in 
the  world,  it  is  hard  to  pay  a  man  a 
compliment.  The  difficulty  is  probably  in 
the  word:  for  not  infrequently  the  turgid 
compliment  is  a  gratuitous  insult  to  the 
truth.  A  real  compliment  is  the  spon- 
taneous expression  of  a  sentiment  which 
everyone  knows  to  be  true  but  which  few 
have  the  grace  to  admit :  an  unreal  com- 
pliment is  the  equally  spontaneous  ex- 
pression  of  a  sentiment  which  everyone 
knows  to  be  untrue  but  which  few  have 
the   courage   to   deny. 

Tims,  when  James  W.  Coffroth  endeav- 
ored to  pay  Professor  George  Green  the 
compliment  of  his  attention  in  his  pugilistic 
breviary  he  only  succeeded  in  evoking  an 
argument :  not  because  the  point  was  not 
well  taken  but  simply  because  it  was  not 
well  received.  Happily,  the  effort  of  Coff- 
roth was  two-handed,  and  the  one  with 
which  we  are  here  concerned  is  of  such 
a  nature  as  to  eliminate  all  dispute.  After 
dealing"  with  the  professional  fighter's  ca- 
reer insofar  as  it  came  within  his  juris- 
diction Coffroth  turned  his  attention  to 
the  boxing  instructor  and  delivered  him- 
self in  the  following  (  what  we  regard  as 
real)    complimentary    terms : 

"When  he  quit  the  ring  as  an  active 
fighter.  Green  developed  into  a  very  com- 
petent instructor  of  boxing,  and  today  is 
considered  one  of  the  best  in  the  United 
States. 

"He  takes  as  much  interest  in  hi-  'boys.' 
as  he  calls  his  pupils,  as  would  their  own 
fathers,  and  it  amuses  me  to  Ree  him 
fussing  around  Tin-.  Olympic  Club  and 
devoting  as  much  attention  to  novices  who 
are  hopeless  as  prospects  as  he  would  to 
a  lad  of  whom  he  expected  to  make  a 
world's  champion. 

"That  Green,  an  ex-professional,  should 
lake  SO  much  interest  in  amateurs,  i-  old. 
That    very    seldom    happens.      When    the 
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average  professional  is  through,  ami  par- 
ticularly one  who  fought  the  hest  of  them, 
as  <  irt-en  did,  he  usually  want-  in  remain 
in  the  professional  end  of  the  game.  He 
becomes  a  manager  or  promoter.  Souk 
of  them  establish  training  quarters  and 
attempt  to  utilize  their  fame  to  bring  them 
patrons. 

"But  not  Green,  lie  is  satisfied  with 
teaching  novices  the  art  of  boxing,  and  is 
seldom  seen  at  any  but  amateur  show-. 
He  is  a>  much  a  part  of  The  Olympic 
Club  as  is  its  gymnasium  or  swimming 
tank." 


SLOMAN  BREAKS  RECORD 

By  F.  F.  F. 

Frank  Sloman  of  The  Olympian  Club 
i.ine  more  broke  into  the  record-shattering 

cla  -  of  athletes  when,  on  Saturday  morn- 
ing morning,  October  16th,  at  the  Ex- 
position stadium,  he  tore  off  a  straight 
quarter  mile  in  48  1-5  seconds,  thus  de- 
throning the  great  Ted  Meredith  as  the 
title  holder  of  Champion  High  School 
quarter-miler  of  the  world. 

In  order  to  give  Frank  a  chance  at  the 
record  the  race  was  held  in  the  morning 
before  the  wind  commences  it-  stead) 
drive  in  the  Golden  Gate  and  up  the  bay. 
A  flock  of  official-  turned  out  to  see  the 
result  of  the  test,  although  the  High  School 
meet  proper  was  scheduled  for  the  after- 
noon at  the  Golden  Gate  Park.  and.  as 
already  indicated.  Sloman  did  not  give 
them  their  trip   for  nothing. 

As  a  matter  of  fact  the  time  as  taken 
represented  the  -lowest  of  the  watches  in 
use.  Other  time-keepers  clocked  the 
runner  in  47  3-5  seconds  and  47  and  4-5 
seconds.  As  a  race  the  event  was  devoid 
of  interest,  the  other  competitors  being 
hopelessly  outclassed  from  the  start.  Run- 
ning  by    himself    from    the    50-yard    mark

easily  broke  the  Meredith  High  School 
record.  With  suitable  opposition  to  draw 
him  out  it  i-  on  the  card-  thai 
wonder  would  have  got  well  within  hailing 
distance  of  that  mosl  remarkablle  of  all 
record-.  47  flat,  which  stands  to  the 
credit    of    Maxey    Long.

in,  Of  course  the  question  might  be  solved 
in  this  grand  little  democracy  of  ours  by 
means  of  a  plebiscite,  but  Olympians  are 
very  much  like  the  average  citizen.  They 
have  little  enthusiasm  for  the  polls.  When 
this  irritating  question  was  broached  a  year 
in-  ited  a  tesl  of  sentiment  by 
letter,  but  the  response  was  nol  at  all  in 
proportion  to  the  volume  of  noise  made  bj 
swimmers  who  insisl  on  having  the  water 


precisely  as  the  doctor  ordered.  At  that 
time  we  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
great  majority  of  our  swimmers  find  the 
water  grateful  at  any  temperature.  It 
may  be  that  we  were  in  error.  If  so  it 
will  be  easy  to  set  us  right.  Let  the  dis- 
satisfied ones  come  forward  and  proclaim 
their  grievance  in  as  few  words  as  pos- 
sible. The  Olympian  will  gladly  report 
the  number  to  the  Board  of  Directors  and 
make  a  digest  of  sentiment.  But  be  it 
known  the  Directors  have  not  been  indif- 
ferent to  the  burning  question.  Indeed 
they  have  given  it  earnest  study.  They 
have  pondered  the  exacerbating  problem 
from  many  standpoints.  They  have  given 
due  consideration  to  the  wishes  of  the 
vigorous  young  athlete  who  likes  a  thrill 
with  his  plunge.  They  have  reflected  on 
the  effect  desired  by  those  maturer  mem- 
bers who  are  at  times  somewhat  enervated 
by  their  devotion  to  the  social  whirl,  and 
to  whom  a  swim  is  less  than  a  stimulant 
without  a  shock.  They  have  tnought  of 
the  gentlemen  who  have  abandoned  the 
follies  of  their  youth  and  who.  taking  a 
swim  as  a  mild  soporific  or  as  light  exer- 
cise, are  disposed  to  float  at  their  leisure, 
relaxing  their  limbs  in  a  genial  element 
wherein  every  tired  sense  and  faculty  may 
be  dissolved  in  joy.  And  the  young  men 
whose  athletic  specialty  is  swimming,  and 
who  are  expected  to  contribute  to  the 
glory  of  the  club — they  too  have  been  in- 
cluded in  the  situation  surveyed  by  our 
alert  and  vigilant  Directors.  It  is  not 
to  their  advantage  to  practice  their  art  in 
water  cold  enough  to  keep  a  salmon  in 
good  health.  So  we  see  the  vexed  prob- 
lem is  not  for  the  judgment  of  a  Dog- 
berry but  rather  for  the  wisdom  of  a 
Solomon.  The  Directors  tackled  it  with 
/est.  and  resolved  upon  an  experimental 
compromise.  Hereafter  the  temperature 
of  the  water  will  be  raised  to  sixty-five  in 
the  forenoon,  and  at  high  noon  more  heat 
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will  be  applied  until  the  temperature 
reaches  seventy  degrees.  It  is  the  theory 
of  the  Directors  that  all  but  the  abnormal 
will  be  satisfied  bv  this  arrangement.

that  there  are  many  in- 
terested in  the  literature  of  golf.  On  all 
sides  are  evidences  of  the  popularitv  of 
golf.  Railroad  stations  are  thronged  with 
golfers — men  who  would  not  journey  a 
few  miles  from  their  homes  unencumbered 
with  the  necessary  clubs.  There  are  men 
who  talk  nothing  but  golf  save  when  they 
are  on  the  golf  links.  We  understand  that 
the  first  rule  of  golf  etiquette  is  that  no 
player,  caddie  or  spectator  shall  move  or 
talk  during  a  stroke.  After  the  stroke 
all  sorts  of  violent  language  are  permis- 
sible. In  our  travels  through  the  State 
it  has  seemed  to  us  that  California  is 
gradually  being  mapped  out  into  golf 
links.  In  this  city  there  is  a  tee  near 
Lands'  End,  another  on  the  roof  of  The 
Olympic  Club.  Starting  on  the  links 
near   Ingleside  a  strong  player  might  play 


a  continuous  game  down  the  peninsula 
so  well  sprinkled  is  it  with  holes  for  the 
golfer.  Apparently  the  pursuit  of  the 
white  pill  is  universal.  Our  correspondent 
says  golf  is  "not  a  game  for  athletes,  and 
therefore  should  not  figure  in  Tin-:  Olym- 
pic Club."  We  do  not  agree  with  him. 
Golf  is  a  sport  by  which  the  athlete  may 
remain  an  athlete  all  his  life.  Golf  knows 
not  the  restriction  of  time,  season  or  cir- 
cumstance. At  no  age  is  a  person  in- 
efficient at  golf.  A  child  of  nine  is  not 
too  young,  a  boy  of  ninety  is  not  too  old. 
For  some  men  along  in  years  golf  is  a 
career.  Golf  absorbs  all  the  energies  of 
many  a  man  who  might  otherwise  be  a 
bore.  Were  it  not  for  the  plus  player 
some  men  would  have  no  hero  to  wor- 
ship. Were  it  not  for  the  foozle  some 
men  would  never  be  able  to  get  rid  of 
the  tears  behind  their  eyes.  The  mystery 
of  the  fascination  of  golf  is  beyond  our 
power  of  solution,  and  we  have  not  per- 
mitted ourselves  to  cultivate  a  taste  for 
golf  because  we  dread  the  tyranny  we  see 
it  exercising  over  some  of  our  friends. 
Nevertheless  we  feel  under  obligations  to 
our  readers,  and  we  know  there  are  some 
who  would  never  have  the  plasure  of 
reading  anything;  if  we  did  not  supply 
them  with   an  occasional  article  on  golf. 


STANFORD  POLICY  IN  ATHLETICS 

Why   Rugby    Is    Preferred    to    American    Football    at   the    Palo    Alto    University 


TO  MEET  inquiries  in  regard  to 
Stanford's  position  in  the  present 
football  situation  as  well  as  to  settle 
rumors,  we  beg  to  submit  the  following 
statment  which  is  also  practically  a  state- 
ment of  Stanford*s  general  athletic  policy". 
The  college  game  of  football  was  abol- 
ished by  the  Stanford  faculty  and  the 
Rugby  game  taken   up   by  the   students   as 


an  outcome  of  a  deliberate  policy  of  in- 
creasing participation  and  pleasure  in 
athletic  sports  in  general  and  in  football 
in  particular. 

Briefly,  the  football  conditions  at  Stan- 
ford formerly  were  what  they  are  today 
in  a  great  majority  of  American  colleges; 
a  relatively  small  squad  of  men.  significant- 
ly termed  "material."  is  trained  and  drilled 
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bj  a  coach  according  to  his  ideas  of  tac- 
tics and  strategy,  with  the  purpose  oi 
forming  a  varsity  team  to  play  intercol- 
legiate uames.  This  is  in  no  sense  a  col- 
lege  sport.  In  this  respect  the  change 
to  Rugby  football  at  Stanford  brought 
about  results  which  we  consider  desirable: 
the  number  of  football  players  has  greatly 
increased  and  the  period  of  play  has  often 
lasted  up  to  the  end  of  the  semester  in- 
stead of  stopping  absolutely  with  the  "big 
game."  Men  of  all  sizes  and  weights  have 
entered  into  the  sport,  most  of  them  with 
small  hope  and  many  with  no  intention 
of  "making"  the  varsity.  Besides  sporadic 
class  and  departmental  games,  a  regularly 
organized  volunteer  league  has  played 
through  the  season  and  the  limit  of  the 
number  of  players  was  the  limit  of  the 
capacity  of  the  three  football  fields.  An 
unexpected  outcome  of  the  change  to  Rug- 
by football  was  the  increase  in  the  num- 
bers of  those  taking  part  in  other  sports: 
the  number  of  track  and  field  men  grew 
rapidly  and  a  regularly  playing  baseball 
league  came  into  existence.  The  tradition 
then,  of  intercollegiate  teams  being  de- 
veloped on  a  basis  of  college  sport  is  grow- 
ing up  at  Stanford.  That  the  conditions 
are  ideal,  we  do  not  pretend,  but  that 
athletic  atmosphere  has  been  remarkably 
improved  within  the  last  ten  years  is  a 
common  remark  of  the  older  alumni. 

\i  the  present  juncture  Stanford  has 
been  urged  to  take  up  the  college  game  on 
Hi-  grounds  that  the  game  has  been  opened 
up  and  treed  from  certain  objectionable 
feature-  of  ten  years  ago.  We  think  there 
can  he  no  reasonable  doubt  of  the  truth 
•  it"  these  statements,  but  it  is  also  evident 
tint  the  game  has  grown  in  complication 
with  the  inevitable  tendency  of  necessitat- 
ing an  earlier  selection  of  a  team,  which 
again  i-  opposed  to  the  Stanford  idea. 
This  tendency  is  shown  in  the  East  in 
convening    tenuis    for    practice    before    the 


opening  of  college  and  even  in  keeping  a 
am  at  work  during  the  vacation.  This 
i-  nut  sport;  it  is  business,  the  business 
of  winning  intercollegiate  games.  Fur- 
thermore, we  desire  to  say  frankly  that 
any  game  whose  rules  call  for  us  of- 
ficials on  the  field  of  play  to  watch  teams 
of  eleven  players  is  quite  incompatible  with 
the  system  of  spontaneous  athletics  which 
we  are  trying  to  establish  at  Stanford. 
But  the  changes  in  the  college  game  hardly 
meet  the  objections  which  lead  to  its 
abolition  here.  As  noted  above,  the  sport 
as  it  exists  at  the  great  majority  of  Amer- 
ican colleges  consists  in  the  drilling  of  a 
small  and  rapidly  diminishing  number  of 
players  to  form  a  team  to  play  inter- 
collegiate matches.  This  is  one  of  the 
conditions  which,  in  place  of  pleasure  of 
competition,  has  developel  the  "win-at- 
any-cost"  spirit  prevalent  in  American 
football.  It  is  still  a  game  where  weight 
is  at  a  premium  over  agility ;  the  combined 
average  weight  on  the  Yale-Harvard  teams 
last  fall  was  about  185  pounds,  and  the 
crack  Exeter  School  eleven  last  fall  was 
above  180.  The  light  and  agile  stars  of 
the  Rugby  game  whose  clever  work  has 
delighted  spectators  during  the  past  eight 
years  would  have  but  little  chance  to 
"make"    a    high-class    college   team. 

Again  we  find  that  the  college  game  is 
still  a  coaches  game  in  the  double  sense 
that  it  has  been  devised  by  coaches  and  the 
actual  movements  of  the  players  are  dic- 
tated by  a  coach.  Rugby  is  a  players' 
game  in  the  sense  that  it  was  developed  by 
players  for  the  pleasure  of  players  who 
themselves  initiate  the  tactics  to  meet  the 
situations  of  the  game.  This  is  what  is 
meant  by  the  saying  that  in  Rugby  the 
player  thinks  for  himself  and  in  the  col- 
lege game  the  coach  thinks' for  him.  Which 
of  these  games  is  preferred  by  the  public 
is  a  question  which  we  presume  will  be 
answered  more  according  to   temperament 
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.Hid  custom  than  according  to  reason,  luit 
which  is  more  democratic  in  spirit  and 
mure  helpful  in  the  development  of  char- 
acter and  in  the  qualities  of  leadership 
in  high  school  and  college  students  arc 
questions  which  so  far  as  our  observation 
goes,  are  to  be  answered  very  decisively  in 
favor  of  the  Rugby  game. 

The  coach,  so-called,  at  Stanford,  is 
elected  as  "instructor  in  football"  and  his 
functions  are  mainly  those  of  organizing 
and  instructing.  At  present  his  work  is 
chiefly  with  freshmen.  He  confers  with 
the  leading  players  on  the  status  of  the 
teams,  but  the  actual  shaping  of  play  dur- 
ing a  game  is  left  to  the  players,  more 
especially  the  captain.  The  Palo  Alto 
high  school,  which  the  New  Zealand  ex- 
perts pronounced  the  best  exponents  of 
Rugby  football  coming  under  their  ob- 
servation in  this  country,  have  for  four 
years  had  no  coach.  The  popular  belief 
that  they  copied  the  Stanford  players  is 
incorrect :  the  school  devised  its  own  sys- 
tem of  practice  and  worked  out  its  own 
tactics  according  to  Australian  and  New 
Zealand   models. 

The  argument  that  the  college  game  is 
American  and  Rugby  English  is,  of  course, 
an  appeal  to  prejudice  that  has  nothing  to 
do  with  the  merits  of  the  game  :  no  par- 
ticular demerit  attaches  itself  to  hand- 
ball, tennis,  golf  and  intercollegiate  row- 
ing because  they  are  of  British  origin. 

So  far  as  we  know  the  student  body  feel- 
ing at  Stanford  is  for  Rugby :  if  the 
sentiments  of  the  student  body  officials, 
the  president,  vice-president  and  manager 
are  an  index  the  students  are  strongly  for 
the  game.  An  influential  portion  of  the 
faculty  at  Stanford  is  not  in  favor  of  inter- 


collegiate games  in  general  and  it  is  safe 
to  saj  that  almost  all  of  the  faculty  in- 
cluding the  faculty  athletic  committee  are 
against  any  form  of  intercollegiate  game 
which  has  not  a  broad  basis  of  pleasurable 
college  sport.  The  college  game  as  it 
exists  in  most  of  the  colleges  on  the 
Pacific  Slope  has  little  chance  of  coming 
back  to   Stanford. 

In  sending  out  this  statement,  we  wish 
to  say  we  intend  no  criticism,  explicit  or 
implied,  on  the  action  of  the  athletic 
authorities  at  the  University  of  California 
in  reverting  to  the  old  game;  the  condi- 
tions for  sport  at  Stanford  and  Berkeley 
are  essentially  different.  With  over  twice 
as  many  men  as  at  Stanford,  with  one 
turf  football  field,  which  is  also  a  varsity 
baseball  diamond,  the  conditions  at  Berke- 
ley are  suitable  for  intercollegiate  matches 
of  the  college  game,  but  not  for  college 
sport.  In  any  case,  California  can  prob- 
ably look  after  her  own  affairs  without 
advice  from  Stanford. 

We  hold  no  brief  for  the  Rugby  game: 
the  football  conditions  at  Stanford  might 
be  paralleled  with  soccer,  hockey,  lacrosse 
or  any  other  form  of  player-made  game 
in  vogue.  But  with  the  students'  prefer- 
ence for  a  tackling  form  of  football,  the 
elasticity  of  the  Rugby  game  has  wrought 
out  at  Stanford  a  fairly  broad  and  pleas- 
urable participation  in  the  game  which 
would  vanish  under  the  conditions  of 
directive  coaching  and  prearranged  signals.

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OLYMPIANS  WIN  BOXING  TOURNAMENT

YET  another  Exposition  placquc  has 
found  its  way  to  the  somewhat  con- 
gested trophy  case  upstairs  where 
the  honors  of  this  resplendent  year  seem 
to  elbow  each  other  in  the  attempt  to  ar- 
rest tlie  eye  of  the  spectator.  This  last 
addition  to  the  decorative  features  of  the 
trophy  case  represents  or  rather  symbol- 
izes the  repeated  supremacy  of  The 
Olympic  Club  in  the  development  of 
boxers. 

It  is  an  old  story  now,  but  doubtless  it 
will  bear  repeating:  out  of  the  eight  inter- 
national championships  competed  for  at 
the  Civic  Auditorium  recently  the  club 
succeeded  in  annexing  three,  and  thereby 
carried  off  the  placque  representative  of 
the  bulk  of  the  honors,  no  other  organ- 
ization   taking   more   than   a    solitary   title. 

Not  a  little  surprise  was  evinced  at  the 
outcome  of  the  tournament.  There  were 
many  loyal  ( Hympians  who  dreaded  and 
openly  forecasted  an  all-round  defeat  for 
the  Winged  ( )  representatives  in  the 
squared  arena.  We  were  minus  the  ser- 
vices of  a  Moretto.  a  Meyers,  a  Gaviati, 
and  even  a  Peterson.  Our  chances  of 
victory  over  the  far-famed  Easterners  were 
not  calculated  to  inspire  confidence,  and, 
be  it  understood,  that  the  tournament  re- 
solved itself  largely  into  a  dual  contest 
between  the  picked  men  of  the  East  and 
The  Olympic  Club  boxers,  the  outside 
element  being  inconsiderable  in  numbers 
if  not  in  quality. 

We  entered  upon  our  task  with  faint 
hope,  continued  in  desperation  and  fin- 
ished in  a  blaze  of  glory.  Where  we  won 
we  won  decisively,  and  where  we  lost 
there  was  always  room  for  argument, 
without    attempting  to  say  anything  preju- 


dicial to  the  judgment  of  the  presiding 
officials. 

Johnny  Stanton,  that  rare  old  ringster 
of  the  club,  brought  home  the  first  title 
in  the  lightweight  division.  In  the  final 
session  he  squared  off  with  Monpier  of 
Portland,  and  despite  the  fact  that  his  left 
hand  was  broken  early  in  the  battle  he 
carried  the  fight  to  his  antagonist  through- 
out and  won  a  clean-cut  decision.  Handi- 
capped as  he  was  Stanton's  work  in  the 
ring  lacked  a  little  of  the  trickiness  for 
which  he  is  noted  but  his  wonderful  grit 
and  fighting  instinct  carried  him  through. 
His  other  victim  i«  the  tournament  was 
Fred  Murphy,  a  clubmate,  with  whom  he 
was  drawn  in  the  first  round.  Murphy 
put  up  a  game  battle  but  was  outpointed. 

Later  on  in  the  evening  when  Olympians 
were  consoling  themselves  with  the  thought 
that  at  least  they  were  "blanked"  came 
the  sensation  of  the  tournament,  Monte 
Wolgast,  O.  C,  a  last  minute  entry,  put 
in  more  for  the  sake  of  the  show  than 
for  any  possible  effectiveness,  came  through 
and  won  the  light-heavyweight  champion- 
ship, beating  to  a  pulp  the  greatly  touted 
Spengler  of  Xew  York  who  has  worn 
the  ribbon  of  his  class  undisputed  for 
years.  Not  a  soul  in  the  great  arena 
thought  for  an  instant  that  Wolgast  could 
win,  unless  it  was  Wolgast  himself,  and 
all  we  hoped  for  was  a  creditable  show- 
ing on  his  part.  Up  against  a  man  of 
greater  ring  experience  and  admittedly 
more  clever  than  himself.  Wolgast  was 
easily  behind  on  points  in  the  first  two 
rounds.  His  right  hand  drive  for  the  body 
seemed  his  only  asset  and  'it  was  not  win- 
ning for  him.  In  the  last  round  he 
suddenly  switched  his  punch  for  the  jaw 
and.    presto,    champion    Spengler    hit    the 
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llnor  in  a  disintegrating  lump.  That 
punch  settled  the  fight;  for  though  Speng- 
ler  got  up  and  landed  a  few  punches  on 
Monte  who  was  himself  wearying  of  the 
contest  he  could  not  knock  him  off  his 
pins,  and  in  another  minute  the  lanky 
Olympian  swung  another  right  hand 
punch  to  the  jaw  and  again  the  champion 
hit  the  floor.  Stanley  Fay  lust  his  voice 
roaring  the  count  into  his  ear  and  at 
"six"  or  "seven"  he  succeeded  in  balanc- 
ing himself  on  legs  that  did  not  appear 
to  belong  to  him.  While  this  little  drama 
was  being  enacted  Monte  swung  gently 
mi  the  ropes,  as  if  waiting  for  his  cue. 
The  round  seemed  interminable,  and  it 
was  alleged  afterwards  that  the  time- 
keepers threw  in  another  minute  of  the 
nerve-wrecking  excitement  just  for  full 
measure.  But  those  knock-downs  won  the 
fight    for    Monte    Wolgast.      Spengler,    on 


his  feet,  invited  himself  to  the  assistance 
of  his  opponent  in  keeping  the  rest  of  his 
body  off  the  floor  for  the  last  minute  of 
the  fight;  and  while  a  good  punch,  solidly- 
placed,  would  have  given  the  fight  to 
either  on  a  knock-out.  that  greatly  to  be 
desired  quality  had  long  since  departed 
from  the  stock  in  trade  of  either  protagon- 
ist. 

Our  third  and  last  success  was  in  the 
heavyweight  class  where  "Fat"  L'Heureux 
outpointed  and  outfought  Sheridan  of 
Xew  York.  This  was  the  second  contest 
between  these  two,  the  first  having  taken 
place  in  May  when  the  Olympian,  a 
regular  ball  of  fat,  thumped  the  Easterner 
fi  ir  fair.  His  task,  on  this  occasion, 
proved  heavier,  and  he  was  pressed  to  the 
finish  to  win  out  over  the  speedy  Sheridan.

In  the  preliminary  round  Leonard 
fought  Billy  Hughes  of  The  Olympic 
Club  and  was  given  the  decision  at  the 
end  of  three  rounds.  His  right  to  the 
verdict  rested  upon  his  good  work  in 
the  first  round  and  a  half  wherein  he  kept 
p., king  his  left  hand  into  Billy's  face, 
piling  Up  points  without  inflicting  any 
damage.  In  the  final  round  Billy  went 
after  his  man  openly  and  before  the  bell 
sounded  had  him  hanging  on  in  a  help- 
less  manner.  An  extra  round,  which 
many  thought  was  the  least  Hughes  was 
entitled  to,  would  undoubtedly  have  proved 
the  end  of  Leonard,  but  the  judges  gave 
the  decision  to  Leonard  for  his  work  in 
the    early    stages   of   the   bout.

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TRIUMPH  OF  THE  "REDS'

THERE  was  something  revolutionary 
about  the  triumph  of  the  Reds  over 
the  Whites  at  water  polo  the  other 
evening,  the  triumph  that  deposed  the 
lattei  from  pride  of  place  as  the  club's 
best  water  soccer  bet,  and  rendered  the 
parting  kick  to  what  we  had  all  come  to 
regard  as  the  established  order  of  things. 

By  a  score  of  four  goals  to  three  the 
Olympic  Reds  ousted  the  Olympic  Whites 
from  the  coveted  championship  of  the  dis- 
trict, and  incidentally  jumped  their  claim 
to  the  more  coveted  balls,  in  miniature, 
which  have  been  promised  the  winners. 
The  men  on  the  Whites  were  so  sure  of 
victory  that  old  medals  had  already  been 
shed  from  their  watch  fobs  in  order  to 
prepare  a  place  for  the  globular  emblems 
of  water  soccer  supremacy.  But  now  the 
tarnished  medals  will  resume  their  wonted 
place — looking   more    tarnished   than    ever. 

The  game  which  produced  this  surpris- 
ing result  was  not  brilliant  by  any  means. 
In  fact  it  suffered  by  comparison  with 
most  of  the  previous  encounters  witnessed 
in  the  cub  tank  :  but  it  was  fought  out  to 
the  last  ditch,  so  to  speak,  and  what  was 
lacking  in  beauty  or  precision  was  more 
than  made  up  for  in  the  excitement  of  the 
battering  ram  tactics  of  the  players.

Smith  played  a 
strenuous  game,  and  broke  into  the  honors 
list  with  a  goal  or  two,  but  he  was  not 
the  Ernie  Smith  we  are  accustomed  to  see 
in  action. 

On  the  other  hand  Resleure,  Ros.-.  Bond 
and  Co.  were  taking  everything  that  came 
their  way.  It  is  true  that  Ross  missed 
several  good  chances  of  augmenting  the 
score  through  his  tendency  to  make  use  of 
an  exaggerated  trajectory,  but  otherwise 
he  played  a  good  game. 

The  busiest  man  in  the  game  was  the 
referee,  and  his  unexpected  strictness  was 
somewhat  accountable  for  the  changed  as- 
pect of  the  game.  That  his  influence  was 
good  there  can  be  no  denying,  and  several 
repetitions  of  his  performance  on  the  line 
will  be  calculated  to  bring  the  game  well 
within  the  provisions  of  the  rule  book.

•Midgy"     Maguire,    O.     C,    Wins    the    Panama-Pacific     International     Handball 

Championship 


THAT  handball  tournament  for  the 
international  amateur  championship 
Opened  with  lamentation  and  ended 
with  thrills.  VToung  Mr.  Cole,  the  Irish 
champion,  filled  us  with  disappointment  at 
the  ^tart.  for  whereas  we  expected  him  to 
dazzle  us  with  his  brilliance  lie  only  made 
us  yawn  with  his  mediocrity.  It  was  not 
till  toward  the  close  of  the  tournament  that 
the  handball  enthusiasts  of  the  club  thought 
it  worth  while  to  sit  up  and  take  notice. 
There  were  some  prophets  by  whom  an 
easy  victory  was  predicted  for  Joe  Con- 
don, who  made  it  clear  in  the  early  days 
of  the  tournament  that  he  had  more  speed 
and  control  than  anybody  in  his  class. 
But  all  the  while  "Midgy"  Maguire  was 
coming  from  behind.  Maguire  having 
lost  his  first  game  to  a  second-rater 
gave  the  impression  that  his  handball  days 
were  over.  Not  only  was  he  carrying  too 
much  weight :  he  had  lost  his  cunning,  his 
technique,  his  self-confidence ;  in  short, 
everything  worth  having ;  everything  but 
the  one  thing  that  an  athlete  needs  above 
all  things — heart.  It  must  have  been  very 
discouraging  to  Maguire  to  find  how  far 
he  had  retrograded :  for  it  was  incredible 
that  an  athlete  in  his  twenties  could  go 
so  far  1  iack ward  as  he  had  gone.  But 
evidently  he  determined  to  "come  back." 
In  the  midst  of  the  tournament  he  went 
into  training,  ami  gradually  lie  returned 
i"  form,  disposing  of  the  easy  ones  with 
less  and  less  difficulty  till  lie  encountered 
the  undefeated  Condon.  They  were  to 
play  a  series  of  nine  games — four  one  day 
and  the  others  a  week  later.  At  their 
first  meeting  each  won  two  games.  Ma- 
guire was  still  far  from  good  condition  : 
and  taking  advantage  of  the  fact  Condon. 


who  was  in  perfect  trim,  set  the  pace. 
The  result  was  that  after  winning  two 
games  Maguire  was  "all  in,"  and  Con- 
don took  the  other  two. 

The  second  session  was  another  story. 
Again  Maguire  won  the  first  two  games. 
Condon  won  the  third,  but  this  time 
he  was  virtually  given  the  game.  In  this 
series  Maguire  did  not  permit  himself  to 
be  rushed  as  in  the  first.  He  jockeyed  for 
time,  and  saved  his  wind.  At  the  end  of 
the  second  game  he  showed  signs  of  dis- 
tress, but  having  only  one  more  to  win  to 
gain  the  championship  while  Condon  had 
to   win  three   straight,   "Midgy"   spent  his

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lime  in  the  third  recuperating.  In  the 
fourth  game   which   he   won   he   was   able 

for  the  first  time  to  show  his  "class."  For 
now  being  assured  that  he  could  go  the 
distance  and  have  a  little  to  spare  his 
mind  was  win >lly  on  the  game  and  not 
the  least  bit  on  his  wind.  So  he  extended 
himself,  making  manifest  his  technical 
superiority. 

From  beginning  to  end  the  Maguire- 
Condon  series  of  handball  games  was  per- 
haps the  best  ever  seen  on  this  Coast. 
Never  was  a  handball  player  so  severely 
tried  in  the  winning  of  a  championship 
as  "Midgy"  Maguire.  He  had  to  play 
till  the  last  ace  was  made.  Me  made  a 
gallant  fight  for  the  championship  and 
deserves    the    title. 

If  there  is  a  man  in  his  class  among  the 
world's  amateurs  that  man  is  James  Dunn 
of  Brooklyn,  who  may  be  induced  to  come 
to  San  Francisco  to  play  the  Olympian.  If 
he  does  come  the  Olympic  champion  will 
have  to  be  in  better  form  than  he  is  at 
present. 


HANS  OHRT  HOME  AGAIN 

With  the  world's  and  national  cycling 
championship  emblems  dangling  from  his 
watch  fob  Hans  Ohrt  of  The  Olympic 
Club  returned  from  the  East  some  few 
days  ago. 

It  is  difficult  to  describe  the  meteoric 
career  of  Ohrt  without  descending  to  hy- 
perbole. A  young  man.  comparatively  un- 
known in  athletics,  he  went  East  to  try 
his  luck  against  the  big  cycling  stars  of 
the  country,  and  today  he  is  home  again 
with  the  scalps  of  all  his  rivals  in  his  belt. 

In  the  course  of  a  brief  half  year  the 
great  Olympian  scored  forty  firsts,  two 
seconds,  three  thirds  and  three  fourths, 
also  winning  five  match  races  or  every 
match  he  started  in.  both  pursuit  and 
sprint    races. 

Ohrt    brought    with    him    the    beautiful 


silver-point  trophy  donated  by  Walter 
Evans,  a  prominent  Newarker,  for  the 
amateur  scoring  the  most  points  at  the 
Xewark  Velodrome.  Ohrt  started  a  month 
after  the  season  opened  hut  won  with 
168  points,  and  Fred  Taylor  of  Xewark 
was  second  with  88  points. 

Rumors  of  Ohrt  turning  professional 
are  wrong  as  he  expects  to  return  East 
next  May  to  sport  the  silks  of  The 
Olympic  Club  and  defend  his  title.  Harry 
Hoffman  and  Eddie  Carroll,  two  of  the 
Olympic's  best  cyclists  will  likely  go  with 
him.

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PHIL   WAND'S  CRITICISM 

A  Letter  of  Inquiry  and  Comment  from 
'An  Olympian" 

Editors,  The  '  )lympian. 

Gentlemen:  Some  days  ago  I  read  a 
criticism  of  The  Olympic  Clue  in  one 
of  our  lovely  daily  papers  which  refers 
to  the  club  as  the  "big  and  rich  Olympic 
Club."  The  criticism  is  not  by  a  reporter. 
It  is  from  a  member  of  the  club.  It  is 
not  a  friendly  criticism.  It  is  a  querulous, 
mean,  unfair  criticism,  the  kind  of  criti- 
cism I  imagine  to  be  most  pleasing  to  the 
paper  that  describes  the  club  as  "big  and 
rich"  as  though  these  are  regarded  as 
terms  of  opprobrium  and  likely  to  excite 
the  hostility  of  men  who  are  not  members. 
Mr.  Phil  Wand  is  the  critic.  I  wish  to 
call  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Direct- 
ors to  Mr.  Wand's  criticism ;  also  to  Mr. 
Wand.  He  is  described  as  "one  of  the 
club's  most  influential  members."  I  want 
to  know  whether  that  is  so.  Is  it  pos- 
sible that  Mr.  Wand  is  a  member  of 
the  club  in  good  standing?  I  don't  know. 
T  inquire  because  it  seems  incredible  that 
a  member  in  good  standing  should  go  to 
a  newspaper,  which  for  some  reason  dis- 
likes the  club,  to  reflect  discredit  on  his 
own  home  and  his  own  associates.  I  have 
always    understood    that    a    club    man    in 

g 1    standing    in    his    club    never    voices 

criticism  of  his  club  except  inside  its  four 
walls.  I  believe  it  is  a  very  serious  breach 
of  club  etiquette  to  abuse  one's  club  pub- 
licly. Therefore  I  am  calling  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Directors  to  Mr.  Wand  and 
his  criticism  which  is  not  only  unfriendly 
but  misleading.  Mr.  Wand's  ignorance  is 
the  only  thing  to  be  urged  in  mitigation  of 
his  offense  against  the  proprieties. 

He  opens  his  criticism  with  congratula- 
tions to  the  hostile  newspaper  for  censur- 
ing   the    club    "for    entering    professional 


boxers  in  the  Exposition  tournament."  He 

goes  on  to  say  that  the  club  stands  for 
clean  sport,  but  if  it  entered  professionals 
it  should  be  condemned.  Mr.  Wand  ap- 
parently assumes  that  the  club  is  a  trib- 
unal of  supreme  power  and  that  it  must 
inquire  into  the  decisions  of  the  Pacific 
Amateur  Athletic  Union  and  presume  to 
reject  the  evidence  of  registration  sup- 
plied by  the  governing  body  of  amateur- 
dom.  And  so  he  goes  on  to  retail  rumors 
of  the  professional  experience  of  Olym- 
pians. He  appears  to  confound  The 
Olympic  Club  and  the  1'.  A.  A.  Inci- 
dentally he  confounds  professional  and 
amateur  boxers  who  happen  to  be  of  the 
same  name,  from  which  I  infer  that 
though  he  may  be  a  very  influential  mem- 
ber he  is  not  very  well  informed  about 
athletes.  He  talks  of  the  need  of  a  house- 
cleaning  and  intimates  that  he  is  voicing 
the  sentiments  of  "a  big  majority  of 
Olympians"  who  have  left  the  running 
of  athletics  in  the  hands  of  a  very  few." 
Obviously  this  is  a  smash  at  our  Athletic 
Committee.  Now  I  would  ask.  is  it  right, 
is  it  decent,  for  a  member  of  the  club 
to  hurl  innuendos  in  public  at  the  gentle- 
men of  a  club  committee  who,  it  is  but 
fair  to  assume,  are  performing  their  duties 
honestly  and   conscientiously? 

I  would  ask  you  gentlemen  who  are 
editors  of  The  Olympian  to  answer  my 
questions  in  this  issue.  I  trust  that  you 
will  at  least  give  us  an  editorial  expres- 
sion of  opinion,  telling  us  whether  a  man. 
if  he  be  a  member  of  The  Olympic  Club 
in  good  standing,  may  do  what  Mr.  Wand 
has  done  without  incurring  the  danger 
of  losing   his   good   standing. 

I  am  a  young  member  of  the  club :  that 
is  to  say,  I  have  been  a  member  only  a 
few  years,  and  I  am  not  well  informed  as 
to  the  license  we  may  enjoy.  You  will 
greatly  oblige  by  letting  me  know  whether 
one  has  the   privilege   in   the  event  of  his 
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finding  any  unclean  linen  lying  around  of 
taking  it  out  on  l'ost  street  and  expound- 
in-  its  general  character  through  a  mega- 
phone.

mystery  of  giving  in  which  it  is 
well  for  men  to  be  more  or  less 
versed.  The  art  of  giving  is  much  more 
complex  than  the  art  of  receiving.  In- 
deed the  art  of  receiving  as  practiced  by 
the  average  man  is  hardly  anything 
more  than  a  commonplace  accomplish- 
ment. From  the  receiver's  standpoint  all 
gifts  are  divided  into  things  that  we 
want  and  things  that  we  don't  want.  To  be 
an  artist  in  receiving  one  must  receive  what 
he  doesn't  want  with  as  much  skill  and 
grace  as  he  receives  what  is  intrinsically 
desirable.  All  that  the  cheerful  giver  ex- 
pects, or  should  expect,  is  appreciation, 
and  therefore  the  receiver  should  rise 
superior  to  the  sense  of  obligation,  for 
obligations  are  irksome,  and  it  is  not  the 
intention  of  the  cheerful  giver  to  make 
anybody  unhappy.  Consequently  in  order 
that  his  kindly  intention  may  not  be 
frustrated  the  cheerful  giver  should  be 
an  intelligent  giver.  As  he  presumes  to 
choose  for  another,  he  should  choose  with 
an  understanding  mind.  He  should  not 
make  it  difficult  for  the  receiver  to  dis- 
play his  accomplishment.  As  his  object 
should  not  be  to  show  his  ingenuity  or 
to  vaunt  himself,  but  merely  to  impart 
pleasure  to  a  friend,  it  is  advisable  to 
make  the  gift  appropriate  and  pat  to  the 
moment.  A  silver  water  pitcher  may  be 
very  handsome,  but  it  requires  superb 
artistry  to  receive  one  gracefully.  The 
subject  is  one  that  would  require  main- 
pages  of  The  Olympian  to  exhaust,  but 
we  have  no  desire  to  plunge  to  its  depths 
since  our  only  purpose  is  to  point  out 
that  it  doesn't  require  much  intelligence 
for  an  Olympian  to  assist  in  increas- 
ing the  happiness  of  the  folks  under  our 
roof  who  labor  for  us  throughout  the 
year.  To  contribute  gracefully  to  the 
Christmas  fund  one  need  only  remember

to  his  own  benefit  gain 
glimpses  that  reveal  to  him 
his  whole  life  in  a  different  aspect  from 
that  to  which  he  has  accustomed  himself. 
We  believe  it  an  excellent  thing  to  make 
this  effort  at  self-inspection ;  and  to  make 
formal  recommendation  of  it  to  Olympians 
we  are  writing  this  little  lay  sermon  for 
the  holiday  season.  It  will  be  an  amiable 
sermon,  as  befits  the  season  of  good  will 
among  men.  This  is  the  season  when 
some  men  get  ready  to  turn  over  a  page 
with  the  idea  uppermost  of  starting  afresh. 
This  is  an  excellent  idea,  but  it  is  pooh- 
poohed  by  some  folk  who  regard  very 
carelessly  and  indifferently  anniversaries 
of  all  kinds.  Such  folk  are  pleased  to 
style  themselves  logical,  which  they  are. 
but  at  the  expense  of  sentiment  which  is 
more  valuable  than  logic.  It  is  not  profit- 
able to  a  man  to  become  so  prosaic  as  to 
regard  it  as  absurd  to  take  note  of  the 
milestones  alone:  the  pathway  of  life's 
journey.  Tn  his  aim  to  be  logical  he  loses 
a  source  of  refreshment  which  he  can  ill 
afford  to  despise.  A  milestone  on  a  lone? 
road  does  not  merely  measure  miles.  Tt 
indicates  a  new  point  of  departure,  and 
like  a  pacemaker  it  varies  the  monotony 
of  the  journey  and  gives  the  traveler  a 
fresh  impulse.  Now  the  anniversaries  are 
milestones  from  which  we  may  derive  a 
moral  impulse.  We  should  not  neglect 
them.  Some  of  us  do  not  nesrlect  them  : 
and    presently    at    the    stroke    of    midnight 


we  shall  indulge  in  our  annual  custom 
of  personifying  an  abstraction.  We  shall 
imagine  the  death  of  an  old  grey-beard 
whom  we  call  1915 ;  also  the  birth  of  a 
personality  whom  we  shall  call  New  Year; 
and  then  will  go  formally  into  effect  cer- 
tain resolutions.  There  are  dull,  un- 
imaginative persons  who  will  tell  us  that 
this  practice  of  making  New  Year's 
resolutions  is  absurd.  They  pronounce  it 
absurd  because  men  do  not  always  stick 
to  their  resolutions.  How  absurd  is 
such  a  conclusion !  Of  course  we  do  not 
always  stick  to  our  resolutions.  If  we 
did  we  might  all  be  saints.  You  cannot 
pass  a  private  statute  to  fix  the  outlines 
of  your  future  conduct,  but  it  is  certainly 
beneficial  to  cultivate  the  will  to  improve. 
And  one  should  not  be  discouraged  by 
lapses  from  the  course  marked  out.  Sam 
Johnson  continued  for  seventy  years  to 
resolve  that  he  would  be  an  early  riser. 
and  was  no  nearer  success  at  the  end  of 
the  period  than  at  the  beginning.  But 
he  was  not  discouraged.  Neither  was  Sam 
Pepys  whose  pathway  through  life  was 
strewn  with  broken  resolutions.  A  man 
may  stand  a  good  chance  of  sticking  to 
New  Year's  resolutions  if  before  making 
them  he  give  himself  up  to  self-inspection. 
Ymi  cannot  be  sure  of  the  new  resolutions 
until  you  are  sure  of  yourself.  Therefore 
you  should  see  vourself  from  the  outside. 
We  do  not  mean  that  you  should  see 
yourself  precisely  as  others  see  you.  for 
that  miarht  be  cruel  and  unusual  punish- 
ment. Every  man  has  spectators  who  are 
more  or  less  prejudiced.  No.  it  is  suf- 
ficient for  a  man  to  go  into  executive 
session  with  himself,  earnestly  intent  on 
seeing  himself  as  his  friends  see  him  and 
considering  whether  he  has  been  frittering 
away  his  time  and  talents  on  totally  un- 
worthy objects.  Tn  this  mood  he  may 
make  important  discoveries.  He  may  dis- 
cover   that    he    has    been    for    manv    years 
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pursuing  the  wrong  course  in  business  or 
al  home.  These  arc  wholesome  discoveries. 
\lso  he  may  discover  that  he  is  a  prig 
or  an  ass.  Without  dwelling  upon  topics 
of  this  exalted  nature,  we  would  suggest 
that  however  alarming  the  discovery  a  man 
may  make  respecting  himself  something 
ma\  be  dene  toward  improvement  if  he 
be  not  too  sanguine  or  lavish  in  his  reso- 
lutions.  One  should  never  exaggerate 
the  potentialities  of  self-improvement.  By 
aiming  too  high  a  man  may  suffer  griev- 
ous disappointment.  Remember  that  what- 
ever you  resolve  your  character  will  re- 
main, and  try  only  to  make  the  best  of 
your  qualities.  For  example,  should  you 
regard  yourself  as  a  clever  conversation- 
alist, and  should  it  be  your  habit  to  lard 
your  conversation  with  disagreeable  say- 
ings and  unpleasant  comments  by  way  of 
being  thought  smart,  you  may  resolve  to 
refrain.  You  may  continue  to  think  mean 
things,  if  such  be  your  nature,  but  con- 
sider that  the  saying  of  a  mean  thing  is 
seldom  a  moral  necessity.  As  an  Olym- 
pian there  are  several  good  resolutions 
that  it  may  be  advisable  for  you  to  make, 
especially  if  you  are  inclined  to  judge  the 
club  from  the  standpoint  of  your  own 
hobby.  The  Olympic  Club  is  a  very  big 
club.  Tt  has  many  interests  and  many 
aims.  Jt  does  more  than  foster  amateur 
athletics.  It  is  doing  things  not  only  for 
the  benefit  of  its  members,  but  for  the 
benefil  of  the  whole  community.  It  pro- 
vides relaxation  for  the  tired  business  man 
and  the  tired  professional  man.  and  it 
them  in  good  health.  Tt  teaches 
the  young  idea  how  to  shoot  in  many 
directions.  Think  it  over,  and  if  you  are 
ed  with  imagination  you  will  see 
that  there  is  spiritual  uplift  as  well  as 
physical  training  to  be  had  in  The 
Olympic  ('i.rn.  There  is  much  plastic 
day  being  moulded  into  citizens  in  this 
little    eluh    community    of    ours,    and    the 


club  as  a  club  is  from  time  to  time  vin- 
dicating its  public  spirit.  The  Olympic 
Club  is  the  one  wholly  unselfish  club  in 
San  Francisco,  and  to  be  a  member  of  it 
is  indeed  something  to  be  proud  of; 
churlish  criticism  of  it,  or  of  any  of  its 
agencies,  something  to  be  deeply  resented. 
These  observations  we  offer  in  no  quer- 
ulous spirit  to  all  earnest  Olympians  who 
would  occupy  themselves  with  good  reso- 
lutions in  this  season  of  the  vear.

NEW  TEAR'S  RUN 

It  Will  Be  Held  as  Usual,  Starting  from 

the  Club  at  Eight-thirty  and  from  the 

McKinley    Monument    at    Nine 

Once  again,  despite  a  multitude  of 
criticism,  the  annual  run  of  The  Olympic 
Club  to  the  beach  will  take  place  on  New 
Year's  morning.  The  members  will  gather 
together  at  the  clubhouse  at  eight-thirty 
or  the  McKinley  Monument  at  nine  and 
follow  the  usual  course  to  the  beach, 
where  the  hardy  spirits  will,  according 
to  tradition,  divest  themselves  of  their 
clothing  and  purge  themselves  of  the 
sins  of  the  year  just  gone  through  with  a 
dip  in  the  briny.

but  it  would  appear,  in  competition,  that 
it  is  not  yet  strong  enough  to  combat  the 
sentiment  which  is  in  favor  of  continuing 
as  at  present.  Christmas  Day  and  the 
day  following  the  advent  of  New  Year 
have  been  suggested  as  suitable  days  for 
the  celebration,  principally  because  they  do 
not  radically  interfere  with  any  particular 
of  the  night  before,  and  also, 
which  is  incidental  to  the  other  reason,  he- 
it  is  probable  that  a  greater  attend- 
ance of  members  might  be  secured  for  the 
hike.

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  re- 
ceiving the  party  of  hikers  at  the  M  and 
M  resort.  Stripping  facilities  are  said  to 
be  of  the  best,  and  as  the  food  supply  is 
being  superintended  by  club  officials,  every- 
thing is  expected  to  pass  off  in  the  most 
satisfactory  manner. 

Those  who  make  the  run  will  have  the 
double  privilege  of  taking  part  in  one  of 
the  standard  events  of  the  club,  and  at 
the  same  time  of  witnessing  the  finish  of 
the  cross-country  race  to  the  beach;  organ- 
ized by  The  Bulletin,  in  which  a  number 
of  prominent  Olympic  Club  athletes  are 
entered.

All  of  which,  by 
the  way,  is  something  we  should  give  a 
thought  to.  Giving  a  big  minstrel  show 
is  something  more  than  merely  going  on 
the  stage  of  a  theatre  and  entertaining  an 
audience  in  a  mood  to  be  entertained.  Tt 
means  the  sacrifice  of  much  time  for  many 
days  and  some  nights.  It  is  no  easy  mat- 
ter, even  when  you  have  the  talent  ready 
to  hand,  to  achieve  anything  like  the 
smoothness,  the  clockwork  precision  and 
the  brilliance  of  the  performances  that 
were  given  by  the  Olympic  Minstrels  at 
the  Valencia  Theatre.  Those  were  really 
fine  performances,  so  fine  that  they  called 
for  no  kindly  indulgence  on  the  part  of 
the  audience.  As  the  writer  whom  I 
have  already  quoted  very  truly  says: 
"  Aside  from  the  object  to  which  they 
have  been  dedicated  such  performances  as 
the  '  Hympians  give  are  very  welcome  at 
thi<  time  of  the  year,  for  they  are  redolent 
of  the  holiday  season,  and  there  is  in  them 
that  certain  zest  which  has  been  lacking 
since  the  old  Tivoli   went  out  of  business. 


If  they  are  amateur  performances  they 
are  not  at  all  amateurish  in  quality."  He 
tells  us  that  The  Olympic  Club  abounds 
in  talent  for  entertainment,  and  that  the 
performances  given  at  the  Valencia  "were 
characterized  by  a  smartness  and  finish 
such  as  we  look  for  only  in  professional 
companies  of  long  experience."

Jack  Hunt,  Charles  Hamlin.  Dennis  Jor- 
dan, George  Murphy,  Roy  Folger,  William 
L'Heureux,  Sol  Vogel  and  Frank  Hill 
are  really  artistic  in  their  specialties.  And 
what  about  our  sweet  singer  William 
"Kid"  Nelson?  He's  of  headliner  altitude 
in  any  vaudeville  performance.  Charles 
Bulotti  is  another.  Add  to  all  that  was 
contributed  by  our  stars  the  spice  sup- 
plied by  K.  C.  B.  and  Art  Smith,  the  idol 
of  the  people,  and  then  even  though  you 
were  not  there  you  might  make  an  ap- 
proximate estimate  of  the  kind  of  show 
we  gave   for   sweet   charity.

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CHARACTER  IN  GAMES 


"C 


HARACTER  shows  in  games:" 
"The  real  man  comes  out  in  a 
game."  Common  sayings;  like 
most  common  games,  untrue.  The  real 
man  due-  not  come  out  in  a  game,  or,  if 
he  dues,  by  accident;  it  is  the  other  side 
of  the  man  that  comes  out.  The  intellectual 
man  or  a  very  able  man  of  any  kind  seldom 
plays  cards  well :  the  man  who  plays  bridge 
marvellously,  remembering  every  card, 
knowing  what  every  one  is  going  to  play, 
i>  often  at  everything  else  almost  a  fool, 
not  infrequently  he  is  quite.  And  the  aver- 
age are  like  the  extremes :  the  generally 
good  man  at  cards  is  not  good  at  other 
tilings ;   the    ordinarv   able   man    is    seldom 


more  than  third-rate  at  cards.  How  many 
brilliant  chess-men  are  brilliant  at  any- 
thing more  important?  How  many  mas- 
ters are  masters  of  anything  else?  Some- 
one, of  course,  will  say  that  chess  is  so 
exacting  that  none  could  be  a  chess  master 
and  master  of  anything  else.  Maybe :  but 
it  is  not  to  our  point.  In  chess,  no  more 
than  in  other  games,  do  you  see  the  real 
man ;  the  master  of  chess  is  not  a  master 
san  qualite.  He  is  generally  not  a  first- 
class  man  at  all.  It  is  almost  certain  that 
were  he  a  first-class  man,  he  would  not 
give  his  life  to  playing  chess.  If  he  played 
chess,  he  would  do  it  for  fun,  and  would 
hardly  rise  above  third-rate.     Certainly  you 
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would  not  see  the  real  man,  that  is  to  say, 
his  dominant  character,  in  his  cliess-playing. 
Vet  the  real  man  might  discover  himself 
in  a  professional's  play  in  any  game,  for 
the  simple  reason  that  to  him  it  is  not  a 
game  hut  a  business.  So  that  if  you  can 
guagc  a  professional's  character  from  his 
tennis  or  his  golf  or  his  chess,  it  is  nothing 
against  us.  Xo  one  supposes  you  cannot 
see  a  man's  character  in  business,  in  his 
work,  And  it  is  only  natural  that  you 
should  not  be  able  to  do  this  in  games  that 
are  games,  played  for  recreation.  A  man 
that  takes  his  recreation  seriously  is  fool- 
ish, therefore  a  serious  man  will  not  do  it. 
If  you  see  a  man  deadly  in  earnest  about 
croquet,  you  would  go  very  far  astray  if 
you  expected  to  see  him  equally  in  earnest 
about  any  work,  if  he  does  any 
work  or  has  any  ambition.  If  he 
makes  his  croquet  eminence  his  life's  am- 
bit inn,  the  question  drops.  It  is  no  longer 
a  game  :  it  is  not  an  amusement.  We  are 
arguing  that  a  man's  character  is  not 
shown  either  by  or  in  his  amusements.  It 
may,  of  course,  come  out  in  spite  of  them : 
it  may  show  through  them :  but  amuse- 
ments do  not  draw  it  out  or  show  it  in 
clear  relief. 

As  with  ability  or  earnestness,  so  is  it 
with  temper.  One  often  hears  the  remark 
of  surprise  that  so  good-tempered  a  fellow 
is    so   hot   or   irritable   or   even   nasty   in   a 

And    the    other    way    is    almost    as 

common.  Irritable  folk  are  sometimes 
angelic  in  games.  Always  the  best  players 
are  the  best  tempered  in  play,  but  they  are 
by  no  means  always  the  best  tempered  or 
even    good    tempered    men.       Good    temper.

happily  not  played  for  money  or  played  for 
trifling  wagers,  as  with  most  outdoor 
games,   explosions   are   allowable. 

1  'sychologically  bad  temper  in  games  is 
a  curious   thing,     it   seems   so   improbable 
because    so    unnecessary,    so    unreasonable, 
so  hurtful  to  the  player,  so  feeble,  so  un- 
worthy.    From  no  point  of  view — of  inter- 
est,  of   reason,   of  pleasure,   of   morality — 
is    anything   to   be   said    in   excuse   of   bad 
or  indeed  of  anything  but  the  most  cheery 
good  temper  at  games.     Yet  how  common 
it   is :    not   perhaps   bad   temper — very    few 
are  sulky — but  irritability  is  common :  and 
uncheeriness  in  adversity,  to  put  it  euphe- 
mistically,   is    very    common.      And.    once 
more,  the  good  tempered  boy  or  girl,  man 
or   woman,    is    sometimes    the    most   easily 
upset  in  a  game.     It  is  hard  to  understand, 
and  harder  to  none  than  the  "sick"  player 
himself.      The    unfortunate    golfer   who    is 
playing  badly  and  falling  behind  finds  him- 
self, all  against  his  will,  growing  depressed. 
He    hates   himself   for   his    stupid    strokes. 
(It   is   not  mere  charity  to  put   clown   his 
discontent    to    this    rather    than    his    being 
beaten.)      To   him   in   that   state   a   foozle 
is  maddening.     He  knows  he  is  a  fool  for 
being   in   a   bad   temper :   he   knows   he    is 
ruining  his  game  besides  his  character ;  he 
knows  it  does  not  matter  a  straw  whether 
he  wins  or  loses,  that  two  hours  hence  he 
won't  care  in  the  least  either  way.  and  will 
be  wondering  how  he  could  have  minded 
so   much.      He   despises   himself   for  being 
sick,  and  is  all  the  sicker.     Well,  of  course, 
by  this  time  the  poor  man's  nerves  are  in 
a    very    turmoil    of    conflict.      He    goes    to 
pieces.      The    opponent    should    humor    the 
unfortunate  a  little.     He  need  not  proclaim 
his    nrowinof    tale    of    holes    up    louder    or

ABSENT  FRIENDS

THAT  is  a  good  custom  by  which  men 
and  women,  met  together  for  any 
glad  or  solemn  festivity,  when  they 
have  duly  toasted  themselves  and  each 
other,  commemorate  the  absent  in  one  gen- 
erous and  inclusive  cup.  It  is  towards  the 
close  of  things  that  our  thoughts  turn  to 
them — at  the  end  of  the  week  at  sea,  at  the 
end  of  a  feast,  at  those  gatherings,  half 
convivial,  half  pathetic,  that  mark  the  close 
of  the  year,  and  on  all  such  occasions  when 
our  hearts  are  full ;  for  although  life  and 
experience  teach  us  that  our  friends  do  not 
always  like  one  another,  and  that  some  of 
them,  equally  dear  to  us,  are  better  apart, 
yet  there  is  in  every  generous  soul  a  purely 
human  instinct  to  bring  everyone  and 
everything  he  cares  for  together  within  the 
circle  of  his  love.  And  so  we  lift  our 
glasses,  and  with  a  mingling  of  pleasant 
and  sad  thoughts,  memories  and  regrets, 
murmur  "Absent  Friend';." 

There  are  so  many  of  them  ;  and  he  has 
either  very  few  friends,  or  is  singularly 
fortunate  in  the  presence  of  many,  for 
whom  the  absent  are  not  in  the  majority. 
And  there  are  many  kinds  of  absent 
friends.  There  are  those  who  are  always 
absent  when  they  are  most  needed,  to 
whom  one  does  not  think  of  turning  in  the 
tight  places,  who  are  present,  like  all  other 
agreeable  superfluities,  only  when  the  road 
is  smooth  and  the  sun  is  shininq- :  and  who 
are  destined  to  be  absent,  not  only  from 
you  and  me,  but  from  everyone,  all  through 
life,  who  might  reallv  have  need  of  their 


friendship.  They  are  the  people  who 
"never  mix  themselves  up"  with  anything 
difficult,  who  "never  take  sides,"  who 
"never  interfere" — in  a  word  who  avoid 
all  centres  of  trouble,  and  so  miss  the  only 
places  in  life  where  treasures  and  sweet 
things  may  certainly  be  found.  Poor 
friends,  absent  from  life  itself! 

And  there  are  others  who  if  they  are 
absent  are  never  friends,  or  if  they  are 
friends  are  seldom  absent.  They  are  the 
shallow  souls  to  whom  only  what  is  actu- 
ally present  is  real,  whose  friends  are 
always  their  next-door  neighbors  in  life, 
who  are  intimate  with  their  partners  at 
dinner,  and  bosom  friends  of  a  season 
in  town.  What  is  beyond  their  sight  or 
touch  is  beyond  their  feeling.  They  are 
the  "I  meant  it  when  I  said  it"  brigade, 
who  may  mean  the  direct  opposite  a  week 
afterwards.  They  are  often  lovable,  amus- 
ing, and  agreeable :  they  do  no  good  at  all. 
and  very  little  harm ;  we  will  remember 
them  in  our  toast,  although  they  assuredly 
will  not  remember  us.  How  little  we  miss 
them  compared  with  those  truly  and  ter- 
ribly absent  ones  whom  life,  and  not  death 
or  time,  has  sundered  from  us  ;  with  whom 
we  once  walked  as  familiar  souls,  sharing 
life  and  breath,  and  with  whom  we  shall 
never  walk  more.  Yet  even  from  the^e, 
although  gulfs  impassable  divide  us.  we 
are  often  less  far  off  than  we  think :  their 
verv  absence  takes  the  sting  from  their 
and  our  offences :  the  sad  things  fade  from 
memory,  while  the  joys  remain  ever  green. 
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When  the  laughter,  is  going  round,  and  we 

seei si    absorbed   in   the  moment,   the 

absent  arc  often  most  near  to  us,  seen  and 
communed  with  in  those  mysterious,  de- 
tached and  radiant  chambers  of  the  mind 
where.  ;h  in  a  shrine,  we  keep  what  we 
love  best,  But  the  eontrast  between  the 
radiance  within  and,  perhaps,  the  gloom 
without,  is  painful  and  disturbing;  it  is 
tints  that  deep  natures  are  often  most 
lonely  in  a  crowd,  because  they  are  neither 
part  of  it  nor  wholly  detached  from  it.  but 
statu  1  midway  between  the  absent  and  the 
present,  at  home  with  neither,  but  dis- 
tracted by  both.  For  absent  friends  can- 
not always  be  invoked,  even  in  the  spirit. 
Sometimes    our    affections    fly    like    birds 


from  one  to  another,  and  find  nowhere  to 
alight ;  sometimes  they  come  back,  bearing 
some  reassuring  olive  leaf;  and  sometimes 
and  happily  they  find  lodging  and  refresh- 
ment in  the  wilderness,  and  come  back  to 
us  no  more. 

And  there  is  that  other  company  of  the 
absent — those  who,  in  the  familiar  yet  mys- 
terious figurative  expression,  have  passed 
beyond  the  veil  that  divides  us  from  those 
who  live  no  longer  in  time  and  space — 
that  veil  which  seems  sometimes  to  have 
the  substance  of  steel,  and  sometimes  of 
mere  gossamer  that  a  breath  or  a  prayer 
can  agitate,  and  which  nevertheless  is  more 
impenetrable  than  a  thousand  stone  walls. 
It  is  one  of  the  faults  of  a  certain  kind  of 
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religion  that,  in  dwelling  on  the  realities 
of  another  world  and  another  life,  it  has 
for  many  people  magnified  and  made  more 
terrible  the  physical  fact  of  death.  In 
such  a  conception,  while  there  is  a  possi- 
bility of  ultimate  reunion,  there  is  the  cer- 
tainty of  complete  separation  in  the  pres- 
ent. Need  it  really  be  so  complete?  Death 
may  be,  in  the  Arabian  phrase,  the  De- 
stroyer of  Delights  and  Sunderer  of  Com- 
panies, but  it  certainly  is  not  necessarily 
the  divider  of  friends.  The  fact  of  death 
may  be  strangely  small,  as  you  can  realize 
for  yourself.  You  have  a  friend  in  the 
Antipodes ;  he  dies :  and  three  weeks  later 
you  get  the  news,  and  begin  to  sorrow 
But  for  three  weeks  he  has  been  dead,  and, 
just  because  no  one  told  you,  you  felt  no 
loss  or  grief:  you  still  thought  of  him  and 
loved  him  and  possessed  him  in  your  heart 
The  day  and  hour  of  his  death  made  no 
impression  on  you.  Only  when  the  post 
came  you  suddenly  felt  that  you  had  lost 
him.  And  if  there  had  been  no  post,  and 
no  one  had  ever  told  you,  you  might  have 
gone  on  for  the  rest  of  your  life  in  the 
secure  possession  of  him.  Absent  in  the 
body  he  would  always  have  been,  but  that 
was  true  from  the  moment  he  sailed,  and 
death  added  nothing  to  it.  The  idea  of 
him,  which  is  all  we  ever  possess  of  those 
who  are  physically  absent,  was  yours 
equally  before  and  after  the  little  moment 
of  death. 

And  are  not  our  friends  who  are  absent 
in  this  sense  peculiarly  our  own  ?  Deatli 
stops  the  development  of  friendship,  but  it 
also  stops  its  decay.  It  does  not  end.  it 
fixes  friendship.  What  your  relationship 
was  on  the  day  your  friend  left  you,  it 
remains  as  long  as  you  live,  unalterable  by 
any  human  frailty  or  failure,  and  beyond 
the  reach  of  any  evil  chance.  Von  have 
seen  life  divide  friend  from  friend,  and 
the  lover  from  the  beloved,  but  never 
death  :  life  is  stronger  than  love,  and  may 


destroy  it,  but  love  is  stronger  than  death. 
No  one  who  really  loves  life  can  entirely 
hate  death,  which  is  a  part  of  it;  and  thus 
even  when  it  is  most  terrible  we  may  cheer 
ourselves  by  thinking  of  it  not  as  the  thief 
but  as  the  guardian  of  our  treasures. 

One  very  obvious  lesson  we  might  learn 
from  our  absent  friends,  yet  we  never  do 
quite  learn  it — and  that  is  to  remember 
those  who  are  still  present.  It  is  absurdly 
simple,  yet  the  whole  root  of  the  matter  lies 
there.  We  have  only  a  little  time  in  which 
to  love  and  value  them ;  and  if  we  could 
but  use  every  moment,  save  and  fulfil  the 
flying  opportunities,  be  always  and  entirely 
kind,  then  at  the  toast  of  "Absent  Friends" 
we  might  drain  our  glasses,  and  find  there 
no  drop  or  taste  of  bitterness.

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THE  VINDICATION  OF  CROSSETT 

How  Injustice  was   Done  to  an  Olympian 


S(  ).\l  E  three  weeks  ago  Napier  M.  Cros- 
sett, a  well  known  and  highly  reput- 
able manufacturers'  agent  of  this 
city,  was  arrested  on  a  charge  of  embez- 
zlement preferred  by  certain  stockholders 
of  the  Dominion  Oil  Company.  Crossett 
was  charged  specifically  with  embezzling 
$5,000  of  the  funds  of  the  oil  company 
of  which  he  is  secretary,  but  in  the  scare- 
heads  with  which  the  papers  accentuated 
the  news  of  his  arrest  the  statement  was 
made  that  the  total  embezzlement  would 
amounl  to  some  $500,000.  Nobody  who 
knew  Crossett  could  believe  that  he  was 
guilty  of  embezzling  a  single  dollar,  but 
unfortunately  the  general  public  did  not 
know  him  and  the  damage  to  his  reputa- 
tion was  bound  to  be  very  great.  When 
the  case  came  into  court  Crossett  was 
immediately  released,  it  developing  that 
he  had  been  guilty  of  nothing  more  serious 
than  imperfect  bookkeeping.  The  case 
is  an  example  of  the  terrible  harm  which 
may  be  done  an  innocent  man  when  ill- 
advised  associates  jump  to  hasty  con- 
clusions concerning  his  accounts,  enlist  the 
services  of  the  police  and  automatically  set 
the  machinery  of  newspaper  publicity  in 
action  for  his  undoing.  It  never  happens 
in  such  matters  that  the  news  of  the  vin- 
dication receives  the  same  amount  of  space 
in  the  papers  as  the  news  of  the  original 
charge  :  for  the  charge  is  sensational  and 
appeals  to  our  sensational  press  while  the 
new--  of  the  vindication  is  "tame"  and  is 
not  "played  up."  There  has  been  a  not- 
able exception  to  this  general  rule  in  the 
ent  instance.  The  Call  published  the 
news  of  the  dismissal  of  the  cnarge  on 
the  day  when  this  occurred;  and  on  the 
follow  in-  day  it  gave  almost  a  column  to  a 
special  vindication,  publishing  also  the 
I'i'turc  of  Crossett   it   had   published 


with  the  news  of  his  arrest.  This  was  a 
manly  thing  to  do,  a  thing  which  deserves 
special  commendation  because  it  is  with- 
out precedent.  The  other  papers  should 
have  followed  the  example  of  the  Call, 
but  they  did  not.  No  paper  ever  loses 
prestige  by  confessing  that  it  has  been 
the  innocent  doer  of  wrong.  Napier  Cros- 
sett was  thoroughly  vindicated  in  court, 
but  there  must  be  many  people  in  San 
Francisco  who  are  ignorant  of  this  because 
the  news  of  his  vindication  was  not  ac- 
centuated as  the  news  of  Ids  arrest  had 
been.  Had  the  other  papers  done  as  the 
Call  did  Cresset's  case  would  show  that 
truth  can  overtake  and  overwhelm  false- 
hood when  given  a  proper  chance. — Town 
Talk. 


HANDBALL  TOURNAMENT 

On  or  about  the  6th  of  February  of  next 
year  the  handball  fans  of  The  Olympic 
Cr.rn  will  have  an  opportunity  of  getting 
in  their  good  work  once  more.  Judge  Tim 
Fitzpatrick  broke  into  the  councils  of  the 
Athletic  Committee  the  other  evening  with 
the  suggestion  that  at  least  two  tourna- 
ments, one  hard  ball  and  the  other  soft, 
should  be  organized  by  the  club  each  year ; 
and  as  his  suggestion  seemed  to  fall  on 
productive  soil  he  immediately  went  ahead 
and  fixed  the  date  referred  to  above  as  a 
suitable  day  on  which  to  commence  hos- 
tilities. 

The  arrangements  for  the  tournament 
were  then  turned  over  to  the  judge  to  be 
taken  up  with  Frank  Foran.  From  the 
brief  sketch  of  his  plans,  as  submitted  to 
the  Athletic  Committee.  Judge  Fitzpatrick 
figures  on  running  the  tournament  on  an 
unusually  large  scale.  It  is  likely  that  the 
entries,  which  are  even  now  being  invited, 
will  be  classified,  and  that  four  distinct  de- 
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partments    will    comprise    the    tournament 
proper. 

It  should,  of  course,  be  stated  that  the 
soft  ball  will  be  used  in  this  tournament ; 
and  after  witnessing  the  gruelling  hard  ball 
contests  for  the  Exposition  championships 
it  is  not  unlikely  that  the  change  will  be 
welcomed.     The  use  of  the  soft  ball  opens 


the  lists  to  a  far  greater  number  of  mem- 
bers than  does  the  use  of  the  hard  ball,  al- 
though the  hard  pill  is  coming  in  for  a 
greater  measure  of  support,  and  it  is  prob- 
able that  when  the  entry  list  closes  it  will 
be  found  to  contain  a  greater  number  of 
players  than  have  participated  in  any 
previous    club    tournament.

which  his  flying  visit  drove  us  into ;  for 
among  the  older  generation  of  Olympians 
the  name  of  Eddie  Nell  is  the  key  to 
numerous  legends  reflecting  honor  and 
glory  upon  the  Winged  O.  Not  that  his 
inlluence  was  always  of  the  solemn,  up- 
lift order;  far  from  it;  although  in  his 
sphere  of  baseball  captain  he  clipped  the 
wings  of  all  his  rivals  and  added  strength 
and  endurance  to  the  eagles'  plumes  of  the 
club  emblem ;  but  even  in  his  most  frolic- 
some humor,  when,  for  example,  he  led 
the  select  band  of  Olympic  knockabouts, 
he  never  failed  to  accomplish  something 
memorable. 

During  his  stay  in  the  city  his  friends 
took  him  everywhere  and  that  means  more 
in  San  Francisco  than  anywhere  else  in 
the  world  at  the  present  time.  But  of  all 
the  entertainments  devised  in  his  honor 
the  banquet  tendered  him  in  the  Jink's 
Room  of  the  club  on  the  second  of  De- 
cember stands  out  as  the  most  pleasing.

Fa<t  and  was  nalurallv  crowded  with 
duties,  but  he  would  not  miss  the 


opportunity  of  just  stealing  in  for  a  few 
minutes  in  order  to  satisfy  his  mind  that 
he  had  taken  a  hand  in  celebrating  the  visit 
of  one  of  their  best  friends. 

Before  the  lights  were  turned  out  on  us 
I  had  the  pleasure  of  pinning  a  Winged 
'  K  beautifully  jeweled,  on  the  lapel  of 
Eddie's  coat,  just  as  a  reminder  that  he 
is  still  an  Olympian,  and  also  as  a  slight 
token  of  the  regard  in  which  his  fellow 
Olympians  hold  him. 

Eddie  himself  essayed  a  little  speech  in 
which  he  returned  thanks  for  the  courtesies 
shown  him,  but  every  now  and  then  his 
eyes  wandered  to  the  pretty  ornament  on 
his  coat,  and  Jack  Hunt,  the  ever-ready, 
supplied  the  words,  punctuation,  and  ap- 
plause for  him. 

As  the  hour  was  still  comparatively 
young  it  was  suggested  that  an  auto  trip 
to  the  beach  would  fill  in  the  night,  and  it 
was  so  ordered,  the  party  leaving  the 
club  to  the  accompaniment,  performed  by 
themselves,  of  that  catchy  refrain  which 
decorates  the  head  of  this  account. 

After  that,  that  is  several  days  after. 
Eddie  was  escorted  through  the  Exposition 
grounds,  his  bodyguard  consisting  of  such 
stalwarts  as  Harry  McKenzie.  Jack  Hunt. 
Otto  Wallfisch  and  Mike  Slone.  Later 
still  he  was  inveigled  into  umpiring  one  of

Strenuosity  "*»***■  Atte»tion  wa*  re- 
cently  directed  to  this  sub- 
ject by  the  death  of  a  popular  young  ath- 
lete who  succumbed  to  an  attack  of 
pneumonia.  A  young  man  of  splendid 
physique,  he  lacked  the  constitutional 
stamina  which  counts  most  in  favor  of 
recovery.  More  than  once  we  have  ad- 
verted in  these  columns  to  the  importance 
of  limiting  boys  to  systematic  and  mildly 
exacting  exercises  and  guarding  against 
nervous  and  muscular  strain  during  the 
growing  period  of  life.  Very  injurious  is 
violent  competitive  work  or  severe  en- 
durance tests,  like  the  one  reported  re- 
cently of  an  eighty-mile  bicycle  trip  made 
by  several  Boy  Scouts.  Experiments  made 
at  the  Wister  Institute  some  time  ago 
showed  that  all  the  organs  of  the  body 
are  enlarged  by  exercise  during  the  grow- 
ing period.  The  heart,  kidneys  and  liver 
showed  an  average  excess  of  twenty  per 
cent  among  the  animals  that  exercise  vig- 
orously in  revolving  cages  compared  with 
their  companions  which  were  confined 
without  exercise.  Investigations  made  at 
Wisconsin  University  have  clearly  shown 
that  from  5  to  10  per  cent  of  the  fresh- 
men have  enlargement  of  the  heart  and 
dilation  attributable  to  indulgence  in 
severe  competitive  athletics  in  preparatory 
schools.  The  human  body  is  a  self-regulat- 
ing machine,  the  parts  of  which  adjust 
themselves  to  conditions  pretty  well  after 
maturity  has  been  reached.  If  the  con- 
stitutional stamina  necessary  to  resist  the 
onslaughts  of  infectious  diseases  after 
maturity   is  to  he  developed   for  the  battle 
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of  life  there  must  be  conservation  in  the 
formative  period.  Excess  of  exercise, 
change  of  diet  and  habits  and  self-denial 
in  training,  all  have  an  injurious  effect  on 
the  growing  boy.  The  robust  man  is  one 
whose  vital  organs  are  normally  pro- 
portioned. 


The 
Making 
of  a 
Man 


Lest  some  of  our  readers  be  driven  to 
the  other  extreme — excess  of  caution — we 
shall  point  to  the  case  of  that 
veteran  athlete,  some  seventy 
years  young,  Mr.  William 
Greer  Harrison,  who,  according 
to  the  Examiner  of  the  20th 
inst.,  was  getting  ready  on  that  day  to 
come  out  of  a  hospital  where  he  was 
convalescing.  Mr.  Harrison  is  the  dean 
of  American  athletes.  He  began  taking 
exercise  for  his  lungs  somewhere  in  Ire- 
land about  the  year  1840,  and  he  has 
been  exercising  ever  since.  When  he 
reached  the  first  decade  of  his  three-score 
year  period  he  took  a  walk  to  San  Jose  from 
this  city  to  celebrate  the  event  in  the  open 
air.  He  has  never  found  it  hard  to  resist 
the  ravages  of  anything  but  leisure,  a 
little  of  which  he  rashly  took  some  weeks 
ago  after  writing  a  book  called  "The 
Making  of  a  Man."  Hence  the  hospital, 
but  it  couldn't  hold  him.  Having  made  a 
mighty  good  man  of  himself  Mr.  Harri- 
son thought  he  owed  it  to  his  fellow  men 
to  tell  them  how  he  did  it.  His  principal 
recipe  calls  for  athletics.  Read  his  book, 
and  you  will  learn  how  not  to  over-do 
the  process  of  physical   development.

Meanwhile  you  must 
possess  your  soul  in  patience,  for  there 
are  many   obstacles   in   the   way   of   taking 


a  picture;  one  of  them  i>  the  inability  of 
the  artist  to  visualize  a  picture  that  does 
not  exist.  This  Olympic  Club  Annex  is 
a  picture  yet  to  be  realized.  To  the  un- 
imaginative it  may  seem  premature  to 
editorialize  on  the  Annex  at  this  time, 
when  it  is  nothing  more  than  a  dream. 
But  we  know  that  Olympic  dreams  are 
forms  and  shadows  of  coming  events,  as, 
for  instance,  was  the  dream  of  our  present 
home  when  we  lived  in  a  shack.  In  this 
instance  our  dreaming  is  not  an  act  of 
pure  imagination.  Like  the  dream  of  the 
sculptor  who  sees  the  graceful  form  in 
the  rough  block  of  marble,  it  is  the  fore- 
runner of  the  assertion  of  creative  power. 
President  Humphrey  and  the  directors  of 
the  club  have  had  the  dream.  Next  will 
come  the  selection  of  a  suitable  site,  a 
whole  block  of  land  close  to  the  Ocean 
boulevard,  which  will  be  transformed  into 
athletic  grounds  on  which  will  be  reared 
a  beautiful  club-house  possessing  some 
very  attractive  features — a  solarium  with 
all  the  latest  contrivances,  a  grill,  sleeping 
apartments  and  lockers.  It  is  intended  to 
have  the  grounds  enclosed  by  a  quad- 
rangular building  above  which  will  rise 
(  slanting  inward  )  the  supports  of  a  glass 
roof  so  constructed  that  it  may  be  divided 
and  opened  for  ventilation,  thus  ensuring 
protection  from  the  weather  whenever  it 
is  desired.  The  whole  plan  has  been 
thought  out  by  competent  minds,  and  al- 
ready several  sites  have  been  offered, 
which  are  now  under  consideration,  and 
readv  hands  have  been  extended  for  the 
bonds  that  will  be  issued.  Oh.  be  assured, 
this  beautiful  dream  is  no  freak  of  fancy. 
Rather,  to  be  precise,  it  is  a  project  under 
way.  1  "he  day  is  not  far  distant  when  any 
member  of  the  club  will  be  able  to  take 
his  morning  "tub"  in  the  Pacific  Ocean 
and  breakfast  at  his  club  on  the  beach  :  or 
take  a  run  out  in  the  afternoon,  read  the

air  handball  court.  <line  in  a  grill-room 
fronting  the  expiring  sun  as  it  slants  its 
beams  across  the  waves,  and  be  lulled  to 
sleep    by    the    symphony    of    the    surging 


breakers.  An  inspiriting  picture,  as  we 
see  it,  of  life  in  modern  Olympia.  And  how

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PACIFIC   COAST  SWIMMING  CHAMPIONSHIPS 

By  T-  S.  Chalmers 


SANCTIONS  have  been  practically 
granted  The  Olympic  Club  by  all 
concerned  for  the  holding  of  the 
Pacific  Coast  Swimming  Championships 
at  Sutro  Baths  on  March  10th,  and  ar- 
rangements are  now  under  way  to  make 
the  occasion  one  of  the  greatest  in  the 
swimming  history  of  the  club  and  of  the 
city. 

Mr.  L.  McLane  has  been  charged  with 
the  heavy  role  of  putting  on  the  show,  and 
those  who  know  the  enthusiastic  Louis 
must  realize  that  he  regards  the  successful 
staging    of   the    coming    championships    as 


the  event  of  his  life.  He  is  so  full  of 
talk  on  the  subject  that  he  literally  exudes 
it  on  the  slightest  provocation,  and  anyone 
whose  interest  in  swimming  is  purely 
academic  is  hereby  advised  to  steer  clear 
of  him  until  after  the  championships. 

In  order  to  make  the  swimming  cham- 
pionships a  proper  success  it  will  be  neces- 
sary to  have  outside  competition.  Mr. 
McLane  realizes  this  to  the  full,  and  is 
sparing  no  pains  to  have  representatives 
here  from  Los  Angeles  and  Portland,  and 
probably  from  the  islands.  It  is  his  idea 
to     have     at     least     four    men     come     up 
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from  Los  Angeles.  These  boys  could 
compete  in  the  individual  races  and  also 
form  a  relay  team ;  and  as  the  L.  A.  A.  C. 
is  understood  to  be  strong  at  the  present 
time  in  natatorial  artists  nothing  that 
could  he  devised  would  work  better  for 
the  success  of  the  championships  than  to 
have  its  representatives  here  in  competition 
with  the  swimmers  of  The  Olympic  Club. 

Of  course  a  strong  effort  is  also  being 
put  forth  to  have  L.  Ralbach,  the  sensa- 
tional high  diver  of  the  Multnomah  A.  C, 
here  for  the  diving  competition.  With 
Cliff  Howes  ami  Billy  Williams  ( the  latter 
formerly  of  the  O.  C.)  of  the  L.  A.  A.  C. 
in  competition  with  Balbach  of  Portland, 
and  also  with  one  or  two  of  The  Olympic 
Club  divers  much  of  the  inevitable  dreari- 
ness of  the  event  would  be  removed. 

There  is  also  a  movement  on  foot — 
that  is  on  Mr.  McLane's  foot — to  have 
the  famous  Duke  Kahanamoku  come  here 
from  the  islands.  Should  it  be  possible 
to  persuade  the  Duke  to  come  to  this 
meet  considerable  interest  would  undoubt- 
edly center  upon  his  meeting  with  Norman 
Ross  of  The  Olympic  Cll'p..  Not  that 
Ross  has  anything  in  the  record  book  to 
compare  with  the  incomparable  Duke,  but 
he  is  coming  all  the  time,  and  has  once 
or  twice  got  within  hailing  distance  of 
the  Hawaiian's  best  times  for  the  100  and 
the  200  yards. 

There  is  also  the  possibility  of  Art 
Raithel.  the  noted  I.  A.  C.  streak,  being 
here  during  the  meet.  Of  course  he 
would  not  be  eligible  to  compete  in  any 
of  the  championship  races,  but  it  is  on  the 
cards  that  a  special  match  race  would  be 
organized  with  the  Duke.  Ross  and  Raithel 
a*   the  contestants. 

The  program  of  events  will  cover  the 
regular  championship  schedule.  The  ladies 
will  have  at  least  two,  and  probably  three, 
races  devoted  to  them.  In  this  connection 
it    may    be    stated    that    Mr.    McLane    is 


anxious  to  have  Mrs.  Connie  Meyer  come 
here  from  Portland  to  offer  some  compe- 
tition for  the  local  girls.  Miss  Dorothy 
Becker  is  sure  to  be  a  competitor,  and 
Miss  Cowells,  who  jumped  into  fame  by 
winning  everything  and  breaking  records 
every  time  she  started,  is  more  than  likely 
to  defend  her  titles. 

All  The  Olympic  Club  swimmers  are 
in  training,  for  it  is  patent  that  with  the 
L.  A.  A.  C,  the  University  of  California, 
Multnomah  A..  C.  and  probably  the  Duke 
thrown  in  for  good  measure,  the  winning 
of  the  meet  is  going  to  call  for  the  greatest 
possible    effort   from    everyone. 


OLYMPIC   CLUB  CARDINALS    REAL 

CHAMPIONS 

The  Olympic  Club  Cardinals,  holders 
of  the  P.  A.  A.  State  championship  of 
their  division  for  the  past  three  years,  and 
undoubtedly  one  of  the  fastest  pieces  of 
machinery  in  the  State,  are  out  this  year 
to  win  laurels  in  the  130-pound  division. 
The  O.  C.  Cardinals  started  their  basket- 
ball career  three  years  ago  in  the  110- 
pound  division,  representing  St.  Joseph's 
School,  and  went  through  the  entire  sea- 
son without  losing  a  game,  winning  the 
110-pound  division  of  the  P.  A.  A.  in  easy 
fashion.

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HIS   POST   OF    DUTY 


FIRE! — the  most  appalling,  the  most 
terrifying  word  that  can  be  whispered 
at  sea. 
It  had  broken  out  in  the  hold  amidships. 
Smoke  was  oozing  in  sluggish  wreaths 
from  the  hatches.  The  cargo  down  there 
was  smoldering.  And,  at  any  moment, 
that  smolder  might  hurst  into  fierce,  rav- 
aging,  devouring  flames.  The  captain, 
cool  in  the  presence  of  danger,  prompt 
to  think  and  act,  had  mounted  with  steady 
step  to  the  bridge  and  taken  charge.  The 
ship's  officers  of  every  grade  were  at 
their  posts.  There  was  no  noise,  no 
fuss,  no  confusion.

As  a  matter  of  fact 
tn  be  recorded  in  the  athletic  statistics  of 
tfie  club's  archives,  all  previous  records 
for  the   annual   run   were   beaten   on    Janu- 


ary 1st.  1916,  much  to  the  amazement  of 
Mr.  Hoefler,  V.  P.,  who  never  knew  he 
had  the  speed  in  him.  From  the  pan- 
handle to  the  beach  the  trip  was  made  in 
fifty  minutes — fifteen  better  than  ever  be- 
fore.

It  was  a  feast 
of  reason  and  a  procession  of  juicy  steaks, 
frijoles.  corn  bread  and  steaming  cups  of 
coffee.  Then  followed  a  flow  of  soul 
stimulated  by  William  L'Herieux,  Otto 
Wallfisch.  George  Murphy,  Jack  Hunt.  Sol 
Vogel  and  Dangerous  Dan  Magrew.  Dan- 
gerous Dan  was  a  late  arrival,  and  was  on 
his    third    steak    when    called    on    for    his

It 
is  not  generally  known,  but  this  rare  bird 
was  the  winner  in  a  finish  fight  in  the 
cellar  of  the  Alcazar  when  the  club  was 
located  in  that  building.  Walter  Watson, 
our  old  teacher,  was  his  mentor  and  held 
him  on  his  knee  and  talked  to  him  be- 
tween rounds.  His  opponent  was  Lew 
Hagan.  who  was  no  slouch  and  was  older 
and  more  experienced  than  Kitchen.  Hagan 
knocked  him  down  three  times  in  the  first 
two  rounds,  but  Kitchen  landed  a  straight 
right  Hush  to  the  jaw  in  the  third  round 
and  was  upstairs  taking  a  shower  when 
they  brought  Hagan  to  his  senses.  Jack 
is  rather  reticent,  but    if  you  can   get  him 
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to  talk  about  this  contest,  you  will  get  some 
club  history.  Kitchen  and  MacArthur 
are  both  successful  San  Francisco  mer- 
chants. The  three  small  boys  in  this 
class  upheld  the  dignity  of  their  Alma 
Mater  on  the  cinder  track  and  helped  to 
beat  the  U.  C.  for  a  number  of  years. 
That  was  before  Stanford  took  up  the  poor 
man's  burden,  but  anyway  this  side  of 
the  bay  still  raises  the  hardier  athletes. 
Espinosa  had  the  record  for  1000  yards, 
2:27  2-5.  MacArthur  had  the  one-half 
mile  record,  2:02  2-5,  and  the  mile  record, 
4:40  2-5,  made  on  the  old  U.  C.  track, 
and  Cooley  had  the  five-mile  record,  then 
28  minutes  13  seconds.  Well,  to  make  a 
long  story  short,  we  all  went  down  to  the 
dining   room,   something   we   did   not   have 


in  the  club  in  those  days,  and  sat  into 
some  of  the  club's  finest  steaks  and  wines, 
and  although  some  of  the  buy-  had  gone 
back  a  little,  Cooley  showed  that  he  was 
still  a  champion.  May  these  birds  have 
another   meetinsr   soon.

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THE  ISLE  OF  SKULLS

THERE  is  a  lonely,  wind-swept  island 
eighty  miles  off  the  coast  of  Ven- 
tura county,  called  St.  Nicholas,  of 
which  we  have  not  heard  much  in  these 
part>.  I  first  heard  of  it  in  the  steam- 
room  the  other  night  when  my  friend  the 
sea  captain  was  in  reminiscent  mood.  This 
island  used  to  he  called  the  Isle  of  Skulls 
because  it  was  covered  with  the  bones  of 
skeletons,  most  of  which  were  gathered 
about  twenty  years  ago  by  archaeologists 
from  our  universities.  In  1835  the  padres 
of  Santa  Barbara,  learning  that  of  the 
Strange  Indian  race  that  inhabited  the 
island  only  sixteen  were  left  decided  to 
bring  them  to  the  mainland.

Sixteen  years  later  Captain  George  Nidever 
and  two  men  went  from  the  coast  on  a 
sloop  to  hunt  otter  off  San  Nicholas.  On 
landing,  they  were,  like  Crusoe,  astonished 
to  discover  human  footprints  in  the  sand. 
They  saw  no  one,  however,  and  a  storm 
compelled  them  to  put  to  sea.  It  was 
two  years  thereafter  that  the  adventurous 
captain,  revolving  in  his  mind  the  sight 
of  the  footprints  in  the  uncanny  island. 
determined  to  go  and  discover  and  bring 
over  the  lonely  woman  of  whom  he  had 
vaguely  heard.  Men  accompanied  him,  and 
at  length  they  saw  on  the  surf-beaten  shore 
a  woman  with  long,  tawny  hair,  dressed 
in  a  queer  garb  of  colored  bird-skins,  and 
scraping  with  a  bone  knife  the  blubber 
from  a  seal.  They  surrounded  ami  ap- 
proached  her   stealthily,  and.  although    sud- 


denly confronted,  she  did  not  appear  in  the 
least  afraid,  but  smiled,  and  then  falling 
on  her  knees  prayed  to  the  sun.  The  wild 
woman  offered  no  objection  when  by 
signs  she  was  made  to  understand  that  she 
was  to  go  with  them  in  the  boat,  'i  uey 
reached  Santa  Barbara  across  the  rough 
sea.  and  the  first  thing  the  woman  saw  was 
a  man  riding  a  horse.  She  had  never  seen 
nor  heard  of  any  object  like  it.  and  thought 
the  man  and  horse  were  one.  and  she 
knelt  on  the  shore  and  offered  her  de- 
votions to  it.  Two  weeks  afterward  the 
last  inhabitant  of  rock-ribbed  San  Nicholas 
died  from  eating  food  to  which  she  was 
unaccustomed,  furnished  by  her  rescuers, 
and  the  curtain  fell  on  the  race  forever. 
Her  dress  of  red  and  blue  feathers,  a  won- 
derful creation  of  barbaric  hands,  was  sent 
to  the  Pope.  Relic  hunters  have  gathered 
mortars,  pestles,  ollas,  toy  steatite  canoes, 
and  other  curious  things  on  the  island  and 
shipped  them  to  various  Eastern  and  Euro- 
pean universities.  Skeletons  and  parts  of 
skeletons  have  also  been  collected  in  large 
numbers,  but  even  today  the  bones  of 
thousands  of  Indians  are  scattered  about 
there.

social  intercourse.  It  is  really  remarkable 
that  in  a  club  where  a  thousand  men  or  so 
spend  some  part  of  every  day  there  should 
be  absolute  freedom  from  friction.  Human 
nature  is  so  constituted  that  almost  every 
man  gets  on  some  other  man's  nerves 
once  in  a  while.  What  is  true  of  the 
world  at  large  is  true  of  every  com- 
munity howsoever  small,  excepting  of 
course  The  Olympic  Club.  This  is  all 
the  more  remarkable  since  The  Olympic 
is  an  athletic  club  the  purpose  of  which 
is  to  induce  competition  and  rivalry. 
Contest  is  the  staple  of  our  pastime,  but 
notwithstanding  that  the  number  of  us 
and  the  inelasticity  of  the  four  walls  neces- 
sitate a  little  crowding  at  times  we  never 
jostle.

"After  you,  my  dear  Alphonse"  is  a  very 
fine    attitude    to    practice    everywhere    but

worm.  One  word  more:  it  is  well  to  be 
mindful  of  the  fact  that  we  have  a  very 
efficient  house  manager,  and  that  to  him 
the  employees  of  the  club  are  beholden  and 
responsible,  not  to  any  member.

Other  novel- 
ists are  proud  to  become  best-sellers  after 
they  have  become  familiar  to  the  lovers 
of  fiction,  but  this  literary  artist  of  Olym- 
pia  has  himself  crowned  on  his  first  ap- 
pearance. Such  was  the  achievement  of 
Peter  Clark  Macfarlane,  one  of  the  most 
enthusiastic  members  of  our  club.  Mr. 
Macfarlane  is  well  known  in  the  maga- 
zine world,  but  he  never  turned  his  pen 
to  novel  writing  till  he  sat  down  to  write 
Held  to  Answer  which  was  published  as 
a  serial  story.

is  danger  of  a  minor  infection 
in  our  tank.  Evidently  the 
doctors  are  not  afraid  to  en- 
counter the  mischievous  bacillus, 
for  some  of  them  plunge  into  the  salt 
water  every  day.  Now.  as  a  matter  of 
fact  there  is  really  far  more  danger 
of  an  infection  in  the  open  air  than  in 
our  big  natatorium.  This  we  learn  from 
Director  McConnell,  who,  being  a  phy- 
sician, naturally  takes  a  scientific  interest 
in  such  matters.  He  has  an  examination 
of  the  water  made  every  little  while,  and 
reports  are  filed,  reports  from  Dr.  Kellogg, 
bacteriologist    of     the     board     of     health. 
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These  reports  reveal  what  may  be  re- 
garded as  a  singular  phenomenon,  which 
is  this:  the  water  is  purer  on  the  day  it 
goes  out  than  on  the  day  it  comes  in. 
For  example,  according  to  the  latest  re- 
port, there  were  150  bacteria  per  IS  drops 
of  water  the  day  the  tank  was  filled. 
These    were    the    ordinary    water   bacteria. 


of  no  consequence  whatever.  The  thing 
that  counts  is  what  the  doctors  call  the 
bacillus  coli  communis,  and  of  that  there 
was  no  sign.  After  the  chloride  treat- 
ment the  water  was  analyzed  again  and 
then  it  was  found  to  be  free  not  only 
from  bothersome  bacilli  but  also  from  the 
bacteria.

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WRESTLING  REVIVAL

COINCIUKNT  with  the  revival  of 
professional  wrestling  on  the  Pa- 
cific Coast  the  amateur  end  of  the 
sport,  with  which  of  course  we  are  more 
intimately  related,  is  receiving  a  hearty 
fillip.

In  the 
meantime,  however,  he  is  more  nearly 
concerned  with  getting  his  grapplers  into 
shape  for  the  forthcoming  P.  A.  cham- 
pionships, which  is  reported  to  be  sched- 
uled for  some  time  next  month.  Just 
where  the  tournament  will  be  held  it  is 
impossible  to  say  at  the  present  time,  but 
the  time  and  the  place  are  always  second- 
ary in  the  mind  of  Professor  Williams 
to  that  of  the  condition   of  the  boys. 

At  the  last  tournament  the  club  lost 
out  in  the  lighter  classes  and  scored  in 
the  heavier  ones,  annexing  the  titles  in 
welterweight,  light-heavyweight  and  heavy- 
weight divisions.  Willie  Walter,  E.  C.

represent  the  club  in  the  middleweight 
class,  and  Allen  will,  in  all  probability, 
strive  for  In  mors  in  the  lighlheavy  and 
heavyweight   classes.

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CHAMPION  SWIMMERS  TO  CLASH

IN  a  very  few  days  from  now  many 
arguments  will  be  settled  once  and  for 
all  as  to  the  swimming  supremacy  of 
the  aquatic  artists  who  are  privileged  in 
the  meantime  to  masquerade  as  cham- 
pions. On  the  evening  of  March  10th 
at  Sutro  Baths  these  several  kingpins 
from  various  parts  will  clash  and  when 
the  smoke  clears  away  all  doubts  and 
disputations    will    be    set   at   rest. 

Very  recently,  in  Tin-:  Olympic  Club 
tank,  the  occasion  being  the  last  Ladies' 
Night  held  under  the  auspices  of  the 
club  to  date,  it  was  thought  by  some  that 
"a  line"  might  be  obtained  on  the  re- 
spective merits  of  candidates  for  premier 
honors,  at  least  in  some  of  the  champion- 
ship events,  but  the  times  recorded  con- 
veyed little  or  nothing  to  the  man  who 
endeavors,  by  form  and  past  performance, 
to  "dope  'em  out."  It  is  true  that  Nor- 
man Ross,  The  Olympic  Club's  giant 
swimmer,  annexed  the  honors  in  the  fifty 
and  the  hundred,  but  in  neither  of  these 
races  was  he  called  upon  to  extend  him- 
self to  the  limit.  In  the  "fifty"  George 
Lindsay  of  the  University  of  California, 
who  will  captain  the  Blue  and  Gold  ag- 
gregation at  the  Sutro  meet,  followed  hard 
upon  the  heels  of  Ross,  and  finished  a 
good  second.  That  gave  many  of  us 
reason  to  pause  in  our  championship 
speculations,  for  Lindsay  was  generally 
supposed  to  shine  better  over  a  longer 
route.  Furthermore,  he  threw  another 
bomb  into  the  Olympic  camp  when  at 
Piedmont  the  other  evening  he  swam 
Boss  to  a  head  heat  in  the  "fifty."  Ross 
won  the  "swim-off." 

However,  between  now  and  the  cham- 
pionships Ross  has  every  opportunity  to 
polish  up  a  bit,  and  there  is  no  reason 
to  doubt  that  he  will  do  so.     As  a  matter 


of  fact  he  must  do  so  if  he  hopes  to  win 
the  sprint  races,  for  George  Cunha,  his 
club  mate,  is  traveling  in  great  style  now. 
This  beautiful  swimmer  has  got  down  to 
within  hailing  distance  of  record  time  in 
the  fifty  and  hundred  yard  events  during 
the  past  few  weeks,  and  he  declares  him- 
self confident  of  beating  all  comers ;  al- 
though it  will  be  recalled  that  Ross  has 
a  tank  decision  on  him  over  the  century. 
Ernie  Smith  did  not  show  up  well  on 
Ladies'  Night,  but  this  was  due  to  the 
fact  that  he  was  suffering  from  neuralgia. 
Rissman  showed  up  well,  as  also  did 
Re>leure.  Gardner  won  the  back  stroke 
event  rather  easily  from  Johnson  and 
Tensen.

contestant  who  swam  with  his  head  clear 
of  the  water.  George  Lindsay  and  Stuart 
Masten  finished  just  ahead  of  him  but 
were  disqualified  for  dipping  their  "nob." 
To  get  back  to  the  big  meet,  there  is 
every  indication  now  that  the  meet  will 
prove  one  of  the  most  representative  of 
coast  championships  ever  held.  Balbach. 
national  high  diving  champion,  will  be 
lure  from  Portland,  representing  the 
northern  division,  and  at  least  two  (still 
unnamed)  representatives  will  be  here 
from  the  San  Diego  Rowing  Club..  Mr. 
Neil  Brown,  secretary  of  this  organiza- 
tion, was  in  town  the  other  day  in  con- 
ference with  Louis  McLane.  and  between 
them  they  arranged  for  the  appearance 
of    two    or    three    southern    swimmers    at 


the  meet.  Los  Angeles  will  be  represented 
by  Billy  Williams,  national  diving  cham- 
pion, which  title  he  won  as  an  Olympian, 
and   possibly   two   others. 

The  University  of  California  promises 
to  enter  a  team  of  about  eight,  including 
such  well  known  swimmers  as  Ludy 
Langer,  world's  champion  long  distance 
swimmer,  and  George  Lindsay.

With  such 
other  swimmers  as  Booth  and  Hyde  Lewis 
on  the  roster  the  university  bids  fair  to 
have  an  exceptionally  fast  team  in  the 
relay  race. 

Around  the  bay  district  a  number  of 
unattached  entries  have  been  picked  up 
and  the  closest  possible  competition  is  as- 
sured in  every  event.  The  local  Y.  M. 
C.  A.,  together  with  the  Oakland  Y.  M. 
C.  A.,  will  have  one  or  two  representatives.

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DEVELOPING  YOUTHFUL  OLYMPIANS 


OXIi  of  the  most  attractive  "Ladies' 
Night"  programs  pulled  off  in 
The  Olympic  Club  in  many  a 
day  was  that  arranged  some  little  time 
ago  by  Professor  "Bob"  Leandro,  in 
which  the  younger  element  of  the  club 
played  the  leading  role.

1WISII  too  call  the  attention  of  the 
members  of  Tut:  Olympic  Club  to  the 
facilities  available  for  their  instruction 
in  the  art  of  pistol  and  rifle  shooting. 

At  the  present  time  the  Olympic  Pistol 
and  Rifle  Team  has  nineteen  members,  all 
of  whom  are  representing  the  club  in 
various  matches  now  being  held  under  the 
auspices  of  the  United  States  Revolver 
Association  and  the  National  Rifle  As- 
sociation. The  latter  association  is  under 
direct  supervision  of  the  War  Department. 
By  affiliation  with  the  National  Riflle  As- 
sociation, members  of  The  Olympic  Club 
may  secure  Springfield  rifles  and  ammuni- 
tion at  cost,  and  also  may  secure  permis- 
sion to  use  the  State  and  Government 
ranges   for  practice. 

At  the  present  time  our  pistol  team  is 
holding  its  own  and  in  fact  leading  all 
other  teams  in  the  United  States.  The 
rifle  team  is  standing  among  the  best  ten 
teams  in  the  United  States,  but  should 
have  additional  members  in  order  to 
strengthen    the   team    scores. 

With  the  growth  of  the  sentiment  favor- 
ing  national  preparedness,  the  rifle  game 
is  receiving  great  stimulus,  and  last  year 
more  than  300  new  rifle  clubs  were  formed 


in  this  country,  to  which  were  issued 
3.000  rifles  and  1,000,000  rounds  of  am- 
munition. California  stood  second  only 
to  New  York  in  the  number  of  teams 
organized. 

We  have  gained  the  impression  from 
our  observations  that  a  great  many  of  the 
Olympians  would  be  glad  to  enjoy  the 
privilege  of  using  the  shooting  range  and 
of  preparing  themselves  to  be  marksmen 
against  the  hour  of  need.  Therefore  I 
think  it  well  that  they  should  be  informed 
of  the  things  I   have  recited. 

Our  present  range  facilities  on  the  locker 
floor  consist  of  four  booths  from  which 
20  and  25  yard  ranges  are  available.  Two 
tables  for  prone  shooting  have  been  pro- 
vided and  are  used  in  the  National  Rifle 
Association's  indoor  league  matches..  At 
present,  on  account  of  league  matches, 
the  range  is  reserved  for  the  quahtecl 
team  members  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday, 
Thursday  and  Friday  evenings  and  on 
Saturday  afternoon  as  well  as  in  the  even- 
ing. Arrangements  may  be  made  with 
the  writer  for  use  of  the  range  at  other 
times,  and  he  would  like  to  be  advised  by 
all   who  are  desirous  of  learning:  to  shoot.

A  New  Government  Law  and  How 
It  Operates 

Of   Interest  to   Those  Who   Desire  to  Smoke  Genuine  Havana  Cigars 


Upon  evidence  being  presented  to  the 
63d  Congress  that  over  50%.  of  cigars 
marked  and  sold  as  Havana  were  either 
Porto  Rica,  Java,  American  seed  tobacco, 
or  mixed  tobacco,  a  law  was  made  per- 
mitting cigars  if  made  wholly  of  imported 
Havana  tobacco  to  be  manufactured  under 
government  supervision  and  by  the  gov- 
ernment guaranteed  pure  Havana.  To 
safeguard  this  law  the  Cuban  government 
ships  the  Havana  tobacco  to  the  U.  S. 
Collector  of  Customs ;  the  duty  is  assessed 
and  the  tobacco  delivered  to  a  customs 
inspector  always  present  in  the  factory. 
Under  his  supervision  this  tobacco  is  made 
into  cigars  and  when  ready  for  shipment 
each  box  is  stamped  with  a  customs  stamp 
stating  the  origin  of  tobacco,  place  of 
manufacture  and  character  of  labor  used  in 
it-  construction — the  same  guarantee  as  the 
Cuban  government  places  on  its  product. 
This  is  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the 
l'.  S.  Government  thai  an  article  has  been 
so  guaranteed.

-afeguard  the  smoker.  If  bonded  cigars 
were  made  in  Cuba  of  identically  the  same 
tobacco  and  workmanship  and  then  im- 
ported into  the  United  States,  the  duty 
would  be  $4.50  per  pound  (medium  sized 
cigars  weigh  12  lb.  per  thousand)  whereas 
by  making  them  in  bond  at  Tampa,  Fla., 
a  duty  is  paid  only  on  the  tobacco,  thereby 
saving  the  smoker  35%  on  a  cigar  equal  in 
every  way  to  the  imported  one.  Those 
who  want  cigars  of  imported  Havana 
tobacco,  may  obtain  them  by  asking  for 
Bonded  Cigars  and  seeing  that  "Spanish 
Method"  is  printed  on  the  box  stamp.  The 
stamp  reads  "Long  filler  without  binder. 
Spanish  Method."  In  the  Spanish-made 
cigar  the  workman  lays  the  filler  to  burn 
with  the  grain  of  the  tobacco  and  rolls 
the  wrapper  on  without  a  binder.  This  is 
the  way  the  imported  cigar  is  made.  In 
a  German-made  cigar  the  bunch  is  rolled 
in  a  binder  or  two  and  then  a  wrapper 
is  put  on,  the  filler  being  laid  without  refer- 
ence to  burning  with  the  grain.  This  type 
of  work  costs  from  $3.00  to  $10.00  per 
thousand  less  than  the  Spanish  Method. 

The  Jose  Vila  Cigar,  made  in  bonded 
factorv  No.  1,  was  the  first  cigar  to  be  J 
made  under  this  law.  Berriman  Bros., 
manufacturers  of  the  Jose  Vila  Cigar,  are 
the  authors  of  the  Manufactured  in  Bond 
Bill.

Hedging 

the 

Amateur 


[s  there  any  reason  for  making  tighter 
the  fence  around  athletic  amateurdom? 
This  question  lias  been  raised 
by  reason  of  the  action  of  the 
United  States  Golf  Associa- 
tion in  adding  to  the  list  of 
professional  golfers  all  players  who  accept 
nr  hold  as  agent  or  employee  any  position: 
"That  includes  as  part  of  its  duties  the 
handling  of  golf  supplies  or  to  engage 
in  any  business  wherein  one's  usefulness 
or  profits  arise  because  of  skill  or  promi- 
nence  in  the  game  of  golf." 

This  appears  to  be  a  case  of  drawing 
the  line  pretty  tight.  Generally  speaking, 
professionalism  is  to  play,  compete  or 
exhibit  in  any  athletic  contest,  game  or 
sport  for  profit.  In  other  words,  an  ama- 
teur in  sports  must  have  no  other  purpose 
therein  than  his  own  entertainment,  such 
as  is  derived  from  competition,  from  the 
Strife  to  win  for  the  sake  of  winning.  To 
consider  profit  is  to  trespass  beyond  the 
pale.  Fundamentally  an  amateur  cuts 
himself  off  from  the  amateur  ranks  when 
he  competes  or  exhibits  for  profit  derived 
from  the  competition  or  exhibition,  but 
in  amateur  athletics  there  are  ways  of  beat- 
ing the  devil  around  the  stump,  and  the 
new  rule  of  the  United  States  Golf  As- 
sociation was  probably  made  to  fit  some 
particular  case.  Too  often  the  commercial 
spirit  i-  in  i  vidence  in  amateurdom.  and 
it  is  well  to  guard  against  it.  Ordinarily 
the  commercial  athlete  is  not  the  man  who 
si  IN  things  that  athletes  use,  but  rather 
the  man  who  in  anywise  profits  from  his 
services  to  any  amateur  athletic  club  or 
organization.  . 


Commercialism 

and 

Contamination 


According  to  some  critics  of  the  United 
States  Golf  Association  the  new  rule 
is  unreasonable  inasmuch 
as  it  goes  beyond  the 
underlying  principle  of 
amateur  athletics  which 
is  motived  in  the  spirit  of  fair  play.  These 
critics  assume  that  in  differentiating  ama- 
teurs and  professionals  the  only  purpose 
to  be  served  is  to  exclude  athletes  who,  by- 
reason  of  the  consideration  of  profit,  might 
find  it  expedient  rather  to  lose  than  to 
win  or  might  succumb  to  the  temptation 
to  cheat.  This  is  a  very  narrow  view 
of  the  matter.  Of  course  the  paramount 
principle  in  athletics  is  the  principle  of 
fair  play  and  honest  sport,  but  this  prin- 
ciple should  be  regarded  as  important  in 
professional  as  in  amateur  athletics.  And 
it  is  wrong  to  imply  that  a  professional 
athlete  is  not  to  be  trusted.  We  know  that 
professional  baseball  players  have  rarely 
incurred  suspicion  of  dishonesty.  We  have 
the  testimony  of  A.  W.  Tillinghast,  the 
Philadelphia  amateur  golf  player,  that  it 
was  his  experience  that  professionals  may 
be  counted  on  to  follow  the  rules  as  hon- 
estly, if  not  more  honestly,  than  amateurs. 
It  is  a  matter  of  golf  history  that  at  a 
tournament  in  Garden  City  three  seasons 
ago  two  well  known  amateurs  were  dis- 
qualified for  bringing  in  a  full  card  al- 
though they  had  skipped  the  fourteenth 
and  fifteenth  holes  on  account  of  rain. 
While  it  is  very  important  to  preserve 
amateur  athletics  from  the  taint  of  dis- 
honesty, it  is  also  important  to  preserve 
the  best  traditions  of  amateurdom  and  to 
exclude  from  amateur  athletics  all  persons 
who,  in  any  degree,  exercise  their  athletic 
talents  in  a  professional  way.  In  other 
words,  it  is  not  only  a  question  of  fairness, 
but  a  question  of  commercialism.  When 
the  athletes  of  Greece  began  to  degenerate 
it  was  not  because  of  dishonesty,  but  be- 
cause  commercialism  spelled  contamination. 
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HE  NEVER  TALKED  POLITICS 

(This   is  not   fiction.     It   is  a   true   tale  told   y  ears    ago    by    an    inimitable    teller    of    tales- 
John   S.  Wise.) 


N<  >\Y  it  so  happened  that  when  I 
lived  in  Virginia  I  formed  a  warm 
attachment  f o  r  a  deaf-mute.  Tit- 
was  a  remarkable  character  in  this,  that 
notwithstanding  his  infirmity  he  was  an 
ardent  sportsman  and  a  wonderful  handler 
of  dogs.  He  was  very  bright  and  very 
pertinacious.  He  broke  dogs  with  a  whis- 
tle and  by  signs,  and  as  he  could  not  yell 
at  them  and  confuse  them  as  so  many  dog- 
breakers  do,  his  pupils  were  singularly 
well  broken..  He  and  I  became  sworn 
friends,  and  I  gave  him  many  dogs  to 
break. 

When  we  first  met  I  wore  a  tall  silk  hat, 
from  which  he  began  to  refer  to  me  as 
'"Stove-pipe,"  and  continued  to  call  me  that 
until  he  died,  only  shortening  the  designa- 
tion to  "S.  P.,"  as  mutes  are  wont  to  do. 
He  taught  me  the  sign  language,  and  he 
also  wrote  a  remarkable  hand  very  rapidly. 

He  was  a  man  of  unusual  intelligence, 
interested  in  literature  and  politics.  T  do 
not  think  he  had  very  definite  political 
views,  but  it  yas  sufficient  for  him  to  know 
that  his  friend,  "S.  P.,"  was  a  Republican 
to  make  him  one  also.  The  poor  fellow, 
in  answer  to  my  comments  upon  his  ex- 
cellent information,  had  always  but  one 
reply.  He  would  shrug  his  shoulders  and 
say:  "What  good  does  it  do  me?  I  cannot 
apply  my  knowledge.  There  is  nothing 
for  a  deaf-mute  to  do." 

After  Harrison's  election  I  aided  in  hav- 
ing him  made  postmaster  at  the  little  town 
where  he  lived,  and  it  was  a  veritable  God- 
send to  him.  It  was  the  position,  above  all 
others  in  the  world,  for  which  he  was 
peculiarly  fitted.  He  knew  every  patron  of 
the  office :  he  was  very  methodical,  sober, 
domestic,  and  always  at  his  place..  Accus- 
tomed   to    study    every    writing    submitted 


to  him,  no  instruction  or  requirement  of 
the  Department  escaped  him,  and  they  told 
me  at  the  Post-Office  Department  in  Wash- 
ington that  his  office  was  really  a  model 
in  regard  to  reports,  details  and  observance 
of  requirements. 

He  was  the  proudest  creature  I  ever 
saw.  Obtaining  that  little  office  and  finding 
that  his  work  in  it  was  so  satisfactory  to 
his  employers  gave  him  a  new  joy  in  life, 
and  made  him  no  longer  feel  that  there  was 
no  sphere  of  usefulness  for  him  by  reason 
of  his  infirmity.  His  letters  to  me  were 
voluminous,  and  filled  with  gratitude  and 
renewed    hope. 

When  Cleveland  came  back  into  power 
the  Virginia  Democratic  statesmen  gave 
notice  that  "to  the  victors  belong  the 
spoils."  Poor  old  Turner  (that  was  the 
mute's  name)  wrote  me  doleful  letters, 
telling  me  that  the  Democrats  had  their  eye 
on  his  place  and  intended  to  turn  him  out. 
not  only  because  he  was  a  Republican, 
but  because  I  had  put  him  there.  He  took 
it  philosophically,  but  showed  that  he  felt 
no  hope.  I  tried  to  cheer  him  up.  but  did 
not  know  on  what  ground  I  could  encour- 
age him. 

One  cold  evening  in  the  winter  of  1892- 
3,  after  the  Presidential  election,  but  before 
Mr.  Cleveland's  inauguration.  I  found  my- 
self standing  at  the  Rector  Street  station 
by  the  side  of  Mr.  Cleveland.  Tt  was 
snowing  and  we  were  waiting  for  a  train 
on  the  elevated  road  to  take  us  to  our 
homes.  I  had  received  that  very  day  a 
mournful   letter   from  Turner. 

"Ah !  Mr.  President."  said  I  cheerily. 
"This  is  an  unexpected  pleasure — unless 
you  are  so  proud  of  your  victory  that  you 
will  not  speak  to  Republicans." 

"Hello,    Wise."    said     he     in     the     most 
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democratic   fashion.     "Oh,  no,  I'm  not  so 

proud.      I    iliink   you   may   be   regarded   as 

00  longer  d:mgcrous." 

The  train  came  up  and  we  took  seats 
side  by  side.  I  said  something  pleasant  of 
a  personal  nature,  and  we  soon  began  to 
talk  aboul  shooting.  He  said  it  would 
be  a  fine  da)   for  brant  shooting. 

"Mr,  President,"  said  I,  "if  any  one  had 
told  me  I  would  he  holding  up  my  plate 
for  soup  to  you  some  day,  T  think  \  would 
have  resented  it,  but  here  I  am  among  the 
earliesl    wanting  a  favor." 

I  then  told  him  about  the  deaf-mute  who 
was  such  a  fine  dog-trainer..  That  inter- 
ested  him ;  particularly  the  way  the  man 
used  his  whistle  and  made  signs  with  his 
hands.  I  then  told  him  the  pride  he  took 
in  his  post-office  as  I  have  told  it  above. 
He  listened  attentively  and  finally  said: 

"Of  course  he  ought  not  to  be  turned 
out.  But  robbing  a  poor  devil  like  that 
of  the  only  thing  he  is  fit  for  would  not 
be  politics,  but  just  petty  meanness.  T  can- 
not   remember   things   like   this,   but   when 

1  name    my    Postmaster-General    you    see 
him.   and   if   he   doesn't   help  you    T   will." 

So  Mr.  Cleveland  and  I  parted  at  his 
station    better    friends    than    ever. 

Soon  after  he  was  inaugurated  and  his 
Cabinet  had  been  announced,  I,  being  in 
Washington,  called  upon  Mr.  Bissell,  his 
Postmaster-General,  and  begun  to  tell  him 
6f  the  case  of  J.  Marshall  Turner,  post- 
master at  Walkerton,  Virginia,  and  my 
desire  to  have  him  retained.  He  inter- 
rupted  me  by  saying: 

"Didn't  you  say  something  about  this 
to   the    President?" 

"Yes,  I  did."  I  replied;  "but  it  was  a 
long  time  ago  and  I  had  no  idea  he  re- 
membered  it." 

"Well,  T  do  not  think  he  remembered  the 
details,  but  he  told  me  that  if  Wise  came 
to  see  me  I  must  help  him.  And  this  is 
the  case,  is  it     you  and  Mr.  Cleveland  and 


the  dog-breaker?  Go  and  see  Maxwell, 
Fourth    Assistant.      He'll   help   you." 

So  I  went  to  Maxwell,  a  New  Yorker 
and  good  fellow. 

"I'll  help  you,"  said  he.  "I'll  just  lose 
the  papers,  and  it  will  be  a  long  time,  I 
promise  you,  before  anybody  finds  them." 

Thanking  him,  and  feeling  sure,  from 
knowdedge  of  how  such  things  are  done, 
that  it  would  be  a  long  time  before  they 
turned  Turner  out,  I  wrote  him  to  be  of 
good  cheer.     He  thought  I  was  a  magician. 

Fully  twelve  months  went  by  and  I 
heard  no  more  of  Turner,  by  which  I  knew 
he  was  still  in  office.  One  day,  just  as 
I  was  preparing  to  go  to  Washington  on 
other  business.  I  received  a  telegraphic 
wail :  "I  am  turned  out..  See  Richmond 
paper."  In  half  an  hour  a  Democratic 
paper  published  in  Richmond  was  placed 
in  my  hands.  It  had  a  flaming  announce- 
ment: "Bouncccd  at  Last.  Wise's  Man 
Must  Go.  Congressman  Jones  Triumphs 
.After  a  Hard  Fight."  Then  the  paper  told 
what  a  valiant  and  protracted  battle  Con- 
gressman Jones  had  made  to  get  this  of- 
fice for  a  worthy  Democrat,  against  my 
wily  tricks  to  keep  Turner  in.  and,  at  last, 
I  had  been  vanquished  and  a  new  man 
whose  name  I  have  forgotten  had  been  ap- 
pointed. I  laughed  heartily,  for  I  am  sure 
I  had  not  heard  a  word  about  Turner 
or  his  post-office  for  a  twelve-month.  But 
there  had  been  battles  royal  in  Washing- 
ton. 

The  next  day  when  I  had  finished  the 
business  which  took  me  to  the  Capital,  I 
called  at  the  Post-Office  Department,  and 
first  sought  out  Mr.  Maxwell.  He  met  me 
with  a  broad  grin,  and  said: 

"Well,  old  fellow,  I  did  the  best  I  could. 
T  held  the  papers  until  a  peremptory  de- 
mand that  I  should  find  them  came  from 
the  Postmaster-General."  •

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CLUB  SWIMMERS  ANNEX  MEET 

By   Sid  Cavill 


IN  winning  the  Pacific  Coast  swimming 
championship  meet,  held  at  Sutro  Baths 
on  the  evening  of  March  10th,  The 
Olympic  Club  boys  did  no  more  than  was 
expected  of  them  ;  but  the  decisive  manner 
in  which  they  trailed  off  the  opposition 
into  obscure  places  was  worthy  of  com- 
mendation even  from  their  best  friends — 
if  one  may  be  permitted  the  indulgence  of 
irony  in  the  moment  of  triumph. 

For  perhaps  the  first  time  in  the  history 
of  the  meet  one  could  read  a  literal  inter- 
pretation into  the  title  of  the  championship 
and  not  be  astonished  at  the  general  ap- 
plication of  so  much  to  what  has  hitherto 
proven  so  little.  In  other  words,  the  meet 
was  representative  of  the  Pacific  Coast 
in  its  broadest  possible  sense.  From  San 
Diego  to  Portland  the  best  swimmers  and 
divers  of  the  coast  were  gathered  together 
in  competition  at  Sutro  Baths,  and  as  a 
result  one  of  the  best  meets  ever  held  in 
this  section  was  placed  on  the  record  books. 
And  just  what  this  means  to  the  sport  at 
this  time  is  rather  hard  to  estimate,  but 
it  is  surely  safe  to  suggest  that  since  San 
Francisco,  through  The  Olympic  Club, 
lias  made  possible  the  recognition  of  the 
art  of  natation  as  a  major  sport,  other 
centres,  such,  for  example,  as  the  clubs 
and  universities  of  the  State,  may  be  in- 
duced to  put  one  foot  forward,  however 
gingerly,  in  the  same  direction,  and  assist 
in  according  to  straight  aquatics  "a  place 
in  the   sun." 

One  of  the  most  attractive  features  of 
the  meet  was  the  inclusion  of  strong  teams 
from  the  Universities  at  Berkeley  and 
Stanford.  Of  course  the  University  of 
California  has  already  established  a  repu- 
tation in  the  swimming  world,  but,  on  the 
other  hand.  Stanford  was  making  her 
debut :  and  on  that  account   it   was  unfor- 


tunate that  at  the  last  moment  her  strength 
was  sapped  through  the  inability  of  two 
of  the  members  of  her  team  to  make  the 
trip.  Through  the  exceptional  back  stroke 
work  of  Buckingham,  however,  Stanford 
recorded  a  winning  bracket  which,  it  is  to 
be  hoped,  will  inspire  a  greater  love  for 
the  game  among  the  Cardinal  boys  and 
lead  to  the  establishment  of  swimming  at 
the  University  as  one  of  the  major  sports. 
In  the  first  event  on  the  program,  the 
100  yards  championship,  The  Olympic 
Club  jumped  into  the  lead,  George  Cunha 
leading  his  field  to  the  rope  in  comfortable 
fashion.  It  was  generally  felt  that  with 
the  enforced  absence  of  Ross  from  the 
meet  there  would  be  little  opposition  to 
the    Olympic    wonder    in    the    sprint    races 
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swimmer,    O.    C,    who 
tie    hundred    yard    events 
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and  this  proved  to  be  the  case;  for  in  the 
50-yard  race  he  repeated  his  victory  in  a 
rather  hollow  manner.  George  Lindsay 
of  the  University  of  California  was  his 
nearest  opponent  and  he  was  never  near 
enough  to  stretch  the  champion.  Ross's 
non-appearance  was  a  keen  disapointment 
to  everyone,  as  the  big  fellow  had  been 
going  well  in  workouts  prior  to  being  laid 
up,  and  that  he  would  have  made  a  race 
of  it  instead  of  a  procession  goes  without 
saying. 

Cunha's  greatest  rival  in  the  meet  was, 
of  course,  Ludy  Langer,  world's  champion 
half-miler;  they  both  annexed  the  majority 
of  points  for  their  respective  teams,  and 
when  they  hooked  up  in  that  great  middle 
distance  race,  "the  220,"  one  of  the  finest 
struggles  in  the  history  of  aquatics  was 
witnessed.  Sutro  Baths  has  been  the 
scene  of  many  great  swimming  battles. 
It  was  there  that  Duke  Kahanamoku  estab- 
lished the  world's  record  for  the  distance 
two  years  ago  when  he  won  from  Perry 
McGillivray  of  the  Illinois  Athletic  Club. 
Whether  he  won  or  not  no  one  but  the 
judges  could  say,  but  at  all  events  he  was 
given  the  decision  in  what  was  then  re- 
garded as  the  closest  finish  on  record. 

But  the  Cunha-Langer  finish  was  closer 
than  that.  For  two  laps  the  boys  were  a 
perfect  team,  with  the  exception  that  Lang- 
er used  a  faster  stroke  than  Cunha.  Com- 
ing clown  for  home,  and  swimming  close 
together,  it  was  observed  that  the  Olym- 
pian gained  a  foot  on  his  man  which 
advantage  he  retained  until  they  were 
almost  under  the  wire.  They  passed  over 
the  finishing  line  like  one  man  with  four 
arms  and  less,  and  Langer  was  declared 
the  winner  by  the  imperceptible  margin  of 
an  eyelash.  Langer  had  already  won  the 
500-yards  race,  and  Cunha  had  won  the 
50  and  the  100,  so  that  the  time  recorded. 
2  minutes  30  seconds,  was  really  wonderful. 
Ernie  Smith,  O.  C,  finished  third. 


In  the  500-yard  event  Langer's  only 
serious  opponent  was  Jim  Resleure,  O.  C. 
Jim  kept  up  a  hot  pace  for  the  champion 
for  half  the  distance  and  then  Langer  went 
out  by  himself  to  win,  which  he  did  easily 
enough,  although  Jim  stayed  with  him 
tenaciously,  and  earned  a  hearty  round  of 
applause   from  the  spectators. 

Some  surprise  was  occasioned  in  the 
back-stroke  event  by  the  victory  of  H.  W. 
Buckland  of  Stanford  University.  He  de- 
feated Lincoln  Johnson  and  H.  F.  Gardner 
of  the  club,  and  established  himself  as  a 
swimmer  of  considerable  merit.  In  the 
breast  stroke  Steuart  Masten,  the  winged 
O  representative,  made  a  strong  bid  for 
fame,  but  was  incapable  of  wearing  down 
that  old  master,  Gunnard  Sundman,  in  his 
specialty.  For  more  than  half  the  dis- 
tance Masten  seemed  to  have  the  edge  on 
his  opponent,  but  a  bad  turn  lost  him 
ground    which    he    was   never   able    to    re- 
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cover.,  Haylock,  the  L.  A.  A.  C.  cham- 
pion, was  third,  close  up. 

The  relay  race,  which  was  expected  to 
be  the  feature  of  the  meet,  with  six  teams 
entered,  proved  a  sad  disappointmnt,  only 
three  of  the  six  taking  the  water.  The 
race  was  really  between  the  club's  number 
one  team  and  the  University  of  California, 
the  club  winning  rather  easily,  Cunha  de- 
cisively beating  Langer  in  the  last  lap, 
and   squaring  accounts,   so  to   speak. 

Billy  Williams,  of  the  L.  A.  A.  C,  in- 
ternational diving  champion,  won  the 
spring-board  event  in  a  competition  that 
lacked  its  customary  interest.  Billy  himself 
was  not  at  his  best,  and  it  was  well  for 
him  that  his  rivals  were  similarly  disposed. 
L.  Balbach  of  Portland,  whose  sensational 
high  diving  was  the  feature  of  the  Ex- 
position meet,  was  away  off  form  and  was 
lucky  to  take  second  place.  George  Bond 
of  the  O.  C.  annexed  third  place  from 
the  rest  of  the  field. 

The  girl's  relay  race,  over  the  50-yard 
course,  was  a  fiasco.  J.  Scott  Leary,  the 
starter,  drew  a  bull  in  this  one  event,  with 
the  result  that  some  of  the  girls  were  well 
on  their  way  while  the  others  remained  on 
their  marks.  As  the  race  has  since  been 
declared  void,  however,  and  will  be  re- 
swam  on  the  9th  of  April  at  Sutro  Baths 
there  is  no  necessity  to  comment  further 
upon  it  than  to  say  that  Miss  Ethel  Daly 
finished  first,  after  starting  first;  Miss 
Dorthy  Burns  of  the  L.  A.  A.  C,  second, 
after  starting  last ;  and  Miss  Dorothy 
Becker  third,  after  starting  in  the  first 
flight.  Miss  Burns  was  the  only  swimmer 
entitled  to  the  time  recorded,  0:32  1-5,  as 
she  started  late  and  finished  right  up  with 
the  winners.  In  a  straight  race  she  ought 
to   win. 

The  novice  event  over  fifty  yards  pro- 
duced great  competition,  eight  boys  start- 
ing in  each  of  the  two  heats,  and  finishing 
practically  in  a  lump.     In  the  rousing  final

placed  first,  H.  McElroy  of  Berkeley  High, 
second,  and  E.  Mahy  of  The  Olympic 
Club,  third.

CALIFORNIA 

By  William  Greer  Harrison 


THE  origin  of  the  word  California  is 
an  interesting  study  that  has  occupied 
many  minds.  Many  ingenious  guesses 
have  been  made  as  to  the  origin  of  the 
word  and  its  meaning.  Happily  the  origin 
has  been  determined  and  a  very  good  guess 
has  been  made  as  to  its  meaning. 

Not  only  is  California  a  land  of  ro- 
mance ;  its  very  name  is  of  romantic 
origin.  It  is  to  be  found  in  one  of  the 
most  romantic  books  ever  published — the 
"Life  and  Adventures  of  Las  Sergas  de 
Explandian,"  son  of  Amadis  of  Gaul,  the 
gallant  knight  whom  Cervantes  took  for 
the  prototype  of  his  hero  Don  Quixote. 
The  book  was  written  by  Vasco  de  Lo- 
beyra,  a  Portuguese,  and  it  was  translated 
into  Spanish  by  Garcia  Ordognez  de  Mon- 
talvo  who  published  it  in  1510.  From 
the  Spanish  it  was  translated  into  English 
by  Robert  Southey.  Long  before  the  dis- 
covery of  California  all  Spain  was  familiar 
with  the  entrancing  romances  of  Mon- 
talvo.  In  these  works  is  to  be  found  the 
origin  of  the  belief  of  all  the  early  Spanish 
navigators,  including  Columbus,  that  in  the 
Indian  '  Icean  they  would  find  the  Isle  of 
Sweet  Content — Paradise.  Montalvo  makes 
his  hero  lead  an  expedition  in  search  of  this 


isle..  Instead  he  discovered  the  Isle  of  the 
Amazons — women,  women  everywhere,  and 
not  a  man  to  mate.  This  island  was  called 
by  its  Queen,  California  (spelt  in  1510 
just  as  we  spell  it  today).  Its  Queen  was 
named  Califia  (beautiful).  She  had  quite 
a  fleet  and  an  army  of  Griffens  and  Ama- 
zons. She  received  the  expedition  most 
courteously  and  was  persuaded  by  the  hero 
to  join  forces  against  thee  Turks  who  were 
at  war  with  Spain.  On  her  arrival  in 
Europe  Califia  elected  to  join  the  Turks 
rather  than  the  Spaniards.  This  offended 
Amadis  of  Gaul  and  Explandian,  both  of 
whom  were  challenged  to  mortal  combat 
by  the  heroic  queen.  Explandian  accepted 
the  challenge,  which  read  as  follows:  "I, 
Califia,  Queen  of  California,  a  region  rich 
in  gold  and  silver  and  precious  stones, 
challenge  you,  Amadis  of  Gaul,  and  Ex- 
plandian, your  son.  Knight  of  the  Serpent, 
to  combat."  The  duel  took  place  and 
Explandian  conquered  the  Sultan  of  a 
Turkish  island  and  Amadis  subdued  the 
queen.  To  soften  her  defeat  Amadis  be- 
stowed upon  the  queen  his  nephew,  and 
these  two  returned  to  California,  the  Isle 
of    the    Amazons. 

Tn    the    challenge    made    bv    Califia    the 
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word  California  is  for  the  first  time  pre- 
sented to  the  world.  The  question  natural- 
ly arises,  where  did  Montalvo  get  the 
word?  The  answer  is  that  he  coined  it. 
He  was  a  native  of  Medino  del  Campo.  He 
had  a  relative  who  lived  some  twenty 
miles  distant.  -This  gentleman's  name  was 
Calahorra  or  Calaforro  (the  letters  h  and 
f  being  interchangeable  in  Spanish).  It 
is  more  than  a  guess  that  Calaforni  was 
used  by  Montalvo  as  the  basis  for  Cali- 
fornia. It  is  a  matter  of  history  that  for 
perhaps  two  hundred  years  after  the  dis- 
covery of  California  it  was  believed  to  be 
an  island.  Cortez  and  Diaz  (his  historian) 
were  quite  familiar  with  Montalvo's  ro- 
mance. When  they  visited  the  peninsula 
of  Lower  California,  believing  it  to  be 
an  island,  it  is  quite  likely  that  they  recog- 
nized a  likeness  to  the  Isle  of  Amazons, 
and  that  Cortez  applied  the  name  Cali- 
fornia to  Lower  California,  the  name 
formally  given  to  the  State  as  it  was  and 
is.  Diaz,  in  describing  the  scenes  wit- 
nessed   by    Cortez    and    himself,    savs    that 


the  scenes  described  in  reference  to  Califia's 
California  established  a  degree  of  com- 
parison. The  point  he  made  is  that  Diaz 
and  Cortez  were  familiar  with  Montalvo's 
legend;  hence  the  island  and  hence  "Cali- 
fornia." 

Of  course  there  was  much  speculation 
in  reference  to  the  word  California.  Calida 
Fornax,  the  Latin  for  a  hot  furnace — a 
guess  with  nothing  to  sustain  it.  Another 
writer  presents  the  theory  that  the  In- 
dians of  California  were  descendants  of 
Coreans  who  had  made  their  way  to  Cali- 
fornia, and  that  the  Coreans  called  them- 
selves Caoli,  hence  California. 

The  Rev.  E.  C.  Hale  disposes  of  all  the 
guesses  by  reminding  his  readers  that  the 
word  California  was  in  print  and  in  use 
twenty-five  years  before  the  discovery  of 
California;  referring  his  readers  to  Mon- 
talvo's works,  where  the  name  of  our 
State  is  first  presented. 

It  is  a  beautiful  State,  has  a  beautiful 
name  and  we  can't,  even  if  we  wanted  to, 
help   loving  it. 


FAR  WESTERN  BOXING

THE  sanction  to  hold  the  Far  Western 
Boxing  Championships  this  year  has 
been  awarded  to  the  Seattle  Athletic 
Club,  and  will  takee  place  in  that  arid  city 
about  the  end  of  April.  It  may  be  recalled 
that  last  year  these  championships  were 
held  in  San  Francisco  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Exposition,  and  also  that  The 
Olympic  Club  annexed  the  placque 
emblematic   of   the   tournament    winners. 

It  was  in  that  tournament  that  Johnny 
Moretto  came  to  the  front  as  the  best  135- 
pounder  developed  in  this  section  of  the 
country.  It  was  also  in  that  tournament 
that  Billy  Hughes  won  the  115-pound 
title ;    and    Rudy    Peterson    completed    the 


roll  of  honor  by  winning  the  light-heavy- 
weight crown. 

For  the  coming  tournament  in  Seattle 
Johnny  Moretto  will  not  be  able  to  defend 
his  title,  but  Billy  Hughes  is  in  hopes  of 
transferring  his  from  the  bantamweight  to 
the  special  weight  class,  as  he  now  scales 
125  pounds.  His  place  in  the  lower  weight 
class  can  be  effectively  filled  by  Ray  Rose 
who  has  been  doing  some  excellent  work 
during  the  past  year.  His  best  performance 
was  his  easy  defeat  of  Matt  Locke  at  the 
entertainment  devised  for  the  delegates 
to  the  Dental  Congress  last  September. 
On  a  more  recent  occasion  he  disposed  of 
Frank   Cuneo   in   a    single   round,   Referee 
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Stanley  Fay  rightly  stopping-  the  bout 
rather  than  permit  the  outsider  to  suffer 
needless    punishment. 

Other  boys  who  are  going  well  are 
George  Locke  (who  is  blossoming  into  a 
full-Hedged  135-pounder),  Johnny  Stanton, 
Jack  Barkley,  welterweight,  who  seems  to 
rival  J.  Ebeling  of  the  Visitacion  Valley 
Club  for  the  right  to  represent  the  Pacific 
Association  district  in  the  Far  Western 
Championships.  Eddie  Rooney,  who  boxes 
at  120  pounds,  is  also  in  good  shape,  but 
is  temporarily  out  of  the  running  through 
bumping  heads  with  Rose  and  opening  a 
cut  over  his  left  eye. 

Another  boxer  of  note  to  be  considered 
in  connection  with  the  Far  Western  Box- 
ing Championships  is  Clem  Gaviati,  the 
star    welterweight     of     Olympia     of     last 


season.  Clem  announced  his  retirement 
some  considerable  time  ago,  but  the  lure 
of  the  game  has  induced  him  to  retract, 
and  he  now  stands  ready  to  do  battle  with 
anyone  in  his  class.  Needless  to  say,  his 
return  is  a  great  asset  to  tne  boxing 
strength  of  the  club,  and  everyone  will  be 
delighted  to  see  him  don  the  gloves  and  the 
little  trunks  with  the  slanting  winged  O 
adorning  their  side. 

Among  the  younger  boys,  there  is 
Charles  O'Malley  who  gave  such  a  pol- 
ished exhibition  recently  in  his  fight  with 
Al  Brodsky..  O'Malley,  with  the  careful 
handling  he  is  now  receiving,  will  un- 
doubtedly develop  into  a  great  performer 
with  the  gloves,  and  his  future  appearances 
will   be   watched   with   keen    interest.      Of

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OLYMPIANS  IN  HONOLULU

F<  MRTEEN  ( )lympians  left  San  Fran- 
cisco  mi  the  steamer  Great  Northern 
January  25th  to  invade  Honolulu  with 
the  prime  motive  of  playing  the  great 
American   game   of   baseball. 

The  trip  was  arranged  by  Eddie  Nell, 
an  Olympian,  who  is  at  present  located 
in  Honolulu,  and  the  arrangements  were 
all  that  could  be  expected  and  then  some; 
so  the  club  itself  was  put  to  no  expense. 
All  expenses  were  borne  by  the  peopie  of 
Honolulu.  Mr.  A.  L.  Castle  took  the 
chance  of  advancing  the  cash  and  gambled 
on  the  weather  and  on  our  team  being  a 
drawing  card. 

I  am  glad  to  state  that  our  team  more 
than  made  good  in  every  way.  We  were 
drawing  card  enough  to  reimburse  Mr. 
( 'astle.  and  at  the  same  time  we  revived 
baseball  in  Honolulu  which  had  suffered 
a  little  slump  owing  to  lack  of  outside 
competition.  The  Olympians  put  up  such 
a  fine  article  of  ball  against  all  the  island 
teams  that  the  game  took  a  new  lease 
of  life,  and  now  the  fans  of  Honolulu  are 
anxious  to  have  us  make  the  trip  again 
next   year. 

The  baseball  teams  in  Honolulu  are  of 
the  highest  standard,  and  there  are  about 
two  dozen  good  ball  clubs  there.  The  most 
formidable  ones  were  selected  to  play  our 
boys,  and  six  teams  were  selected  as  fol- 
lows: Chinese,  St.  Louis  Punahou,  Hono- 
lulu, First  Infantry,  Twenty-fifth  Infantry. 
All   proved  worthy  opponents. 

Of  course  the  island  teams  had  the  ad- 
vantage of  being  acclimated  and  in  condi- 
tion, whereas  our  boys  were  not  in  the 
be  i  of  shape  owing  to  the  rainy  weather 
we  had  in  San  Francisco  just  previous  to 
our  departure.  Besides  nine  or  ten  of  the 
were  quite  seasick  going  down,  for 
we     encountered     heavy     weather.       How- 


ever, we  were  able  to  win  eight  out  of 
twelve  games,  which  is  some  showing  for 
a  visiting  team,  especially  so  for  a  bunch 
of  boys  most  of  whom  had  never  been 
out  of  the   State. 

All  our  games  were  tough  ones,  and 
although  we  got  off  to  a  bad  start,  being 
defeated  by  the  Chinese  team  in  our  first 
game  5  to  2,  we  came  back  the  next  day 
and  beat  the  crack  St.  Louis  team  5  to  3, 
ten  innings.  But  even  then  the  boys  were 
not  going  good,  and  they  were  beaten  by 
the  Punahau  team  in  the  next  game  2  to 
1..  After  that  they  struck  their  stride  and 
won  five  in  a  row,  getting  revenge  on  both 
the  Chinese  and  the  Punahou  teams  by 
defeating  them  in  return  games.  Then 
we  lost  a  hard  game  to  the  Twenty-fifth 
Infantry  3  to  0.  This  team  we  found 
the  toughest  of  them  all.  although  the 
Chinese  have  some  team.  We  next  won 
two  games  from  the  First  Infantry,  and 
lost  our  final  game  to  the  Twenty-fifth 
Infantry  2  to  1.  This  game  was  played 
in  the  rain,  the  ball  was  very  hard  to 
handle.  The  score  stood  1  to  1  up  to 
the  ninth.  They  finally  broke  up  the  game 
with  a  home  run.  The  clout  made  by 
Johnson  was  the  loudest  hit  ball  ever  seen 
in  Honolulu,  and  it  lost  for  us  the  game 
we  wished  to  win  above  all.  Our  boys 
played  the  best  kind  of  ball  under  the 
conditions  but  baseball  luck  -was  with  our 
opponents  and  they  won. 

On  our  way  down  we  visited  San  Pedro 
and  incidentally  paid  a  visit  to  the  Los 
Angeles  Athletic  Club.  The  boys  were 
shown  every  courtesy  by  Prof.  Van  Court, 
an  ex-Olympic  Club  boxing  instructor. 
He  came  to  San  Pedro  with  us  and  saw  us 
off  on  way  to  Honolulu.  'More  power  to 
him  !   his  heart  is   with   us. 

On  our  way- — we  had  quite  a  rough  trip. 
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and  as  most  of  the  boys  were  seasick — 
not  much  sport  was  indulged  in,  until  we 
were  in  the  tropics  and  in  calm  seas.  The 
boys  came  to  then  and  we  put  on  a  mock 
trial  in  which  Otto  Wallfisch  was  the 
judge,  Tramutola  was  prosecuting  attor- 
ney, Burke  was  attorney  for  the  defend- 
ants. Jack  Kennedy  lived  up  to  his  repu- 
tation by  acting  the  part  of  detective  and 
Jim  McGrath  was  the  court  bailiff.  The 
court   proved   a   howling   success. 

The  next  was  a  school  day  skit  written 
for  the  occasion  by  Wallfisch  and  produced 
with  the  aid  of  all  the  boys.  This  proved 
highly  amusing  as  all  the  boys  were  painted 
and  dressed  for  the  occasion  and  many 
foolish  questions  were   in   order. 

We  next  conducted  a  mock  marriage 
which  was  also  a  great  success  and  the 
captain  and  crew  of  the  Great  Northern 
were  very  sorry  when  the  day  came  for  us 
to  land. 

Landing  at   Honolulu,  February  1st,  we 


were  met  by  Ed  Nell  and  a  bunch  of  fans, 
who  took  us  in  autOS  around  the  town 
and    to    several    points    of    interest,    after 

which  we  were  driven  to  our  hotel,  known 
as  Heine's  Tavern,  located  on  the  beach 
at   Waikiki,   and  the   season  began.. 

During  our  stay  in  Honolulu  we  were 
royally  entertained  by  Eddie  Nell,  and 
the  boys  rated  him  the  best  fellow  ever, 
as  he  overlooked  nothing.  He  was  helped 
out  by  Al  Castle,  Ray  O'Brien,  Jack  Grace, 
Harry  Gray,  Bert  Lowry  and  a  few  more 
of  his  friends,  and  the  boys  all  feel  deeply 
indebted  to  them  for  making  their  stay  so 
pleasant  and  interesting. 

On  leaving  Honolulu  we  were  all  well 
bedecked  with  leis,  but  one  lei  which  stuck 
out  more  prominently  than  the  rest  was 
the  one  placed  on  each  boy's  neck  by  Ezra 
Crane,  our  mascot.  This  one  was  red 
and  white,  the  club  colors,  and  it  had  a 
flowing  bow  of  red  and  white  ribbon. 
These  colors   touched   each   of  our   hearts,

ONE  of  the  best  doubles  soft  hand- 
ball tournaments  ever  held  in  The 
Olympic  Club  reached  its  final 
stages  last  Sunday  when  two  of  the  classes, 
third  and  fourth,  were  run  out.  In  the 
third  class  H.  C.  Hellwig  and  Jerry 
O'Connor  won  the  title  from  two  of  the 
Cardinal  boys,  J.  T.  Ryan  and  J.  C.  Dono- 
van, after  three  games;  and  V.  V.  Rogers 
and  R.  Schaubel  carried  oft"  the  honors 
in  the  fourth  class  from  J.  F.  Brennan 
and  \V.  J.  Clarkson. 

In  the  first  class  final  Inyo  Russ  and 
<  ieorge  Svetenich  came  up  from  behind 
and  won  two  straight  games  from  C.  S. 
Huntington  and  C.  Hyde  Lewis,  the 
youngsters  who  have  been  defeating  every- 
one of  late;  and  as  a  result  of  this  set- 
back t •  >  the  latter  team  another  joust  will 
be  Staged  a  week  hence  to  decide  the 
issue.  While  Russ  and  Svetenich  earned 
the    bracket    in    straight    games    it    must 


not  be  supposed  that  they  had  an  easy 
time.  Far  from  it.  No  team  can  loaf  on 
the  job  and  hope  to  defeat  such  a  pair  of 
marvels  as  Huntington  and  Lewis.  But 
Russ  simply  excelled  himself.  There 
were  times  wdien  he  seemed  to  carry  the 
entire  burden  of  the  game  on  his  shoulders 
and  it  was  just  then  that  he  shone  to 
greatest  advantage.  Throughout  the  two 
periods,  however,  Svetenich  rendered  him 
invaluable  assistance  in  the  "clinches," 
killing  effectively  at  unexpected  moments, 
and  always  trying  his  opponents  with  a 
baffling   service. 

Neither  Huntington  nor  Lewis  showed 
at  their  best,  but  that  may  simply  be  the 
old  story  of  the  champion  who  always 
looked  wonderful  until  he  met  his  peer. 
They  appeared  nervous  and  missed  in- 
numerable opportunities.  At  that,  they  al- 
ways played  well  enough  to  make  the 
frames    the    class    of    the    tournament,    and 
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by  week  they  may  have  settled  down  to 
their  old  form. 

The  second  class  game,  H.  Flinn  and 
C.  Robinson  versus  F.  J.  Foran  and  H. 
Poheim,  was  postponed  on  account  of 
Flinn   being   unable   to   play. 

Throughout  the  tournament,  which  has 
lasted  several  weeks,  excellently  contested 
games  were  the  rule  rather  than  the  ex- 
ception, and  eliminations  came  hard.  One 
of  the  most  unfortunate  of  these  was  that 
of  Jack  Johnson,  partner  of  W.  Ranft. 
Another  led  to  the  summary  dismissal  of 
C.  M.  Fickert  and  T.  Smith  of  the  third 
class,  Smith  injuring  his  shoulder  in  pick- 
ing a  fast  ball  off  the  side  wall. 

Speaking  of  Fickert  reminds  one  of  the 
brilliant  mot  of  Tiv  Kreling,  partner  of 
Judge  Fitzpatrick.  Tiv  and  the  judge 
had  been  rather  soundly  trounced  by  the 
district  attorney  and  his  partner,  but  after- 
wards, in  describing  the  sensations  of  the 
game,  Tiv  squared  accounts  by  likening 
the  legal  luminary  to  the  cross  on  Calvary 
Hill.  Judge  Fitzpatrick  disclaimed  any 
title  to  a  doubles  player  after  the  same 
game  and  Tiv(  after  taking  another  look 
at  the  score,  declined  to  argue  with  his 
partner   on    the    subject. 

"Wild"  Bill  Larzelere  packed  a  lot  of 
commotion  into  the  short  period  he  en- 
joyed in  the  tournament,  and  treated  the 
spectators  to  a  little  sketch  entitled  "A 
Trip  to  Aphasia"  in  which  he  mistakes 
the   handball   court    for   the   baseball    field. 

Some  of  the  "outs"  were  accomplished 
in  mysterious  fashion,  but  the  greatest 
mystery  of  all  is  how  Jack  Cunningham 
allowed  Frank  Marisch  and  J.  Cal  Ewing 
to  slip  one  over  on  him  and  his  partner 
and  get  into  the  next  round  without  play- 
ing a  game.  Jack  didn't  mind  going  out 
at  all ;  he  realized  the  inevitableness  of  the 
exit,  but  he  insists  that  he  should  have 
been  shown  the  door  and  not  kicked  out 
of   the   window,    so   to    speak. 


Among  the  younger  players  who  showed 
improved  form  in  this  tournament  was 
Dick  Shannon,  whose  killing  was  almost 
perfection,  but  whose  game  was  marred 
by  erratic  play  in  the  open.  He  and  his 
team  mate,  Byington  Ford,  were  eliminated 
after  a  strenuous  contest  with  Frank  Foran 
and   Hugo   Poheim. 

The  committee  handling  the  tournament 
is  deserving  of  credit  for  its  painstaking 
efforts   to   please   everyone.

It  is  all  right  to  put  a  few 
burdens  on  posterity,  for  at  all  events 
posterity  is  to  have  a  fine  heritage,  but 
it  is  pleasant  to  realize  that  the  sailing  is 
smooth  with  no  rocks  ahead.  Hence  it  is 
that  although  we  know  of  several  direc- 
tions in  which  we  might  expand  much 
to  the  general  j'oy,  President  Humphrey 
has  thought  it  advisable  to  take  on  only 
the  burdens  we  are  able  to  bear.  This 
was  the  sentiment  he  expressed  at  a  re- 
cent meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
and  the  sentiment  was  warmly  approved. 
At  his  suggestion  it  was  decided  to  as- 
certain the  sense  of  the  club  with  respect 
to  several  propositions  and  with  the  under- 
standing that  we  should  undertake  only 
one  enterprise  at  a  time.

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THE   NEW-GOLFERS'   MEDITATIONS 


THE  caddies'  course  is  a  fair  stretch 
of  the  open  field  by  the  sea,  close  to 
the  real  links.  It  is  four  holes  out 
and  four  home.  No  one  laid  out  the 
caddies'  course.  It  laid  itself.  It  has 
nature's  tees,  nature's  greens,  nature's 
hazards.  The  one  thing  unnatural  is  the 
holes.  They  were  partly  cut  with  clasp- 
knives,  partly  scooped  with  the  fingers. 
The  greens  are  very  small,  a  square  yard 
or  two,  but  flat,  being  trod  so  by  heel. 
What  is  the  profit  of  a  large  green  to  me 
if  I  am  three  on  it?  No  caddie  has  a 
putter.  It  is  a  needless  luxury.  Why  is 
it  not  a  needless  luxury  to  me  too,  if  I 
take  three  on  the  green?  A  caddie  will 
drive,  pitch,  run  up,  putt  out  with  a  sort 
of  brassy ;  a  second  with  a  rusty  cleek ; 
a  third  with  an  antique  iron.  All  the  clubs 
used   on   the  caddies'   links   with   such   skill 


are  clubs  cast  off  as  bad  by  us  near-golfers 
at  real  links.  Yet  see  the  caddies  drive  off. 
Six  of  them  stand  in  a  row,  all  teed  up. 
Five  of  the  six  balls  will  fly  clean  and 
straight  off  those  old  outcast  clubs  a  dis- 
tance of  a  hundred  and  sixty  or  a  hundred 
and  eighty  yards.  Look  at  the  caddie's 
stroke.  Here  is  none  of  the  over-swing 
which  one  sees  on  the  real  links ;  nor  of  the 
half-golf  drive  with  the  forearm  which 
we  can  only  venture  on.  It  is  the  real  arc 
in  the  air,  clean,  complete,  followed 
through.     Here  is  golf. 

We  who  have  handicaps  of  eighteen  or 
twenty — and  don't  deserve  them — play  golf 
of  course  just  "for  the  exercise" — this  at 
least  is  what  we  bitterly  or  philosophically 
say  after  struggling  through  the  eighteen 
holes  in  anything  between  ninety-five  and 
a  hundred  and  twelve,  bogey  being  seventv- 
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six.  Sometimes  (who  knows?)  we  may 
take    more    than    a    hundred    and    twelve. 

Bui  in  truth  after  a  certain  number  of 
Strokes  no  more  need  be  counted.  I  may 
be  said  to  have  gone  round  in  anything; 
or  in  nothing'.  Yet,  though  wc  only  play 
for  the  sake  of  fresh  air  and  exercise,  it 
is  as  well  perhaps  not  to  watch  the  caddies 
teeing  up  and  driving  soon  after  we  have 
had  a  particularly  aggravating  struggle 
round  the  real  links.  It  may  raise  this 
question :  Ought  we  to  have  caddies  at 
all  to  carry  our  bags?  Is  it  not  humiliat- 
ing for  a  caddie  who  can  handle  clubs  to 
carry  for  me  who  can't  handle  clubs? 
Should  I  not  carry,  instead,  for  the  caddie 
— pay  him  to  take  the  exercise  for  me? 
I  should  then  see  golf  instead  of  not-golf, 
if  over  a  rude  course.  I  could  sand  and 
clean  the  caddie's  clubs  as  we  go  along. 
Id  has  often  done  it  for  me.  Besides,  it 
would  be  a  light  toil.  The  caddie  rarely 
lias  more  than  a  single  club,  usually  an 
iron  of  sorts.  One  has  often  seen  how 
badly    it   wants   cleaning. 

The  more  one  thinks  of  carrying  for 
the  caddie  the  better  seems  the  idea.  Think 
of  the  abasement  it  will  spare  us.  After 
all,  as  things  are,  it  is  not  only  the  caddie 
who  is  lowered  by  carrying  for  me — I 
am  lowered  through  being  carried  for  by 
the  caddie.  Tt  is  grotesque  for — virtually 
— the  near-player  of  golf  to  have  clubs 
which  he  cannot  wield  carried  for  him. 
gravely  handed  to  him  by  the  player  of 
golf  when  the  time  comes  inanely  to  foozle 
into  the  rough.  There  is  no  exercise  in 
foozling,  It  is  only  bad  gymnastics.  Nor 
is  the  air  fresher  because  T  struggle  round 
in  what  mighl  total — were  they  counted 
every  one-  a  full  hundred  and  five  strokes. 
\nd  bogey  is  seventy-six ! 

Dwelling  on  the  sorrows  and  absurdities 
of  this  (fame  of— whatever  else  it  may  be 
If,  o,,c  may  recall  that  pitiful  say- 
ing   of     Renan     about     human     life:       "We 


who  labor  without  reaping,  and  who  will 
never  see  the  fruit  of  that  which  we  have 
sown."  How  true  to  our  struggle  round 
the  links !  We  do  labor — labor  at  the  tee, 
labor  till  we  sink  in  those  terrible  bunkers 
and  pots,  dykes  and  whinbushes — without 
reaping.  Is  it  reaping  anything  to  be 
down  in  the  unspeakable  seven  perchance, 
where  bogey  is  down  in  four?  What  fruit 
shall  we  ever  see  ripen  from  the  barren 
seeds  of  golf  that  we  have  sown  in  a 
sand   bunker  ? 


FOR  MEMBERS  ONLY 

A  By-Law  More  Honored  in  the  Breach 
Than  the  Observance 

THE  by-laws  of  a  club  are  not  the 
kind  of  reading  that  keeps  a  man 
awake  at  night.  Some  members  of 
The  Olympic  Club  would  rather  read 
a  novel  than  the  by-laws.  Some  never  read 
the  by-laws  at  all,  and  as  a  consequence  it 
becomes  necessary  at  times  to  call  their 
attention  to  infractions  of  the  rules.  There 
is  one  rule  that  is  so  frequently  violated 
that  it  has  been  deemed  advisable  to  call 
general  attention  to  it  in  the  colums  of 
The  Olympian.  This  is  the  rule  where- 
by the  plunge  and  other  attractive  features 
of  the  club  are  reserved  for  members.  It 
is  to  be  found  in  Section  2  of  Article  YI 
of  the  by-laws  which  deals  with  the  sub- 
ject of  resident  visitors  and  reads  as 
follows : 

A  member  may  personally 
introduce  any  gentleman  residing  in  or 
within  fifty  miles  of  the  city  by  recording 
the  names  of  himself  and  friend  in  the 
visitors'  book.  The  visitor  shall  be.  for 
that  visit,  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the 
social  rooms  only.  No  resident  visitor 
shall  lie  introduced  more  than  twice  in 
twelve  months,  and  members  introducing 
resident  visitors  shall  be  responsible  for 
their  conduct  and  for  any  indebtedness 
that  may  be  incurred." 
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OUR  THREE  NEW  BOXING  CHAMPIONS 

An  Account  of  a  Trip  to  Seattle  and  the  Things  that  Were  Done  There

WE    went     north     on     the     steamer 
Governor.     Air.   Krueger  made  all 
arrangements    for   us.   and   we   had 
the    best    on    the    boat. 

"Fat"  L'Hereaux  was  the  last  to  ar- 
rive. This  star  cutup  of  the  party  came  on 
board  waving  his  hands  to  friends  just 
as  the  boat  was  weighing  anchor.  Strang- 
ers asked  "Who  is  that  ?"  I  told  them  he 
was  the  amateur  heavyweight  champion 
of  the  world.  One  of  the  passengers  said, 
"He  may  be  an  amateur  in  the  athletic 
world  but  I'll  wager  he  is  a  professional 
in  the  publicity  game."  Half  an  hour 
after  we  left  the  wharf  L'Hereaux  was  the 
life  of  the  party.  He  was  known  to 
everybody  on  the  boat.  Coming  into 
luncheon  the  first  day  out  he  caught  sight 
of  Coulsting.  "Oh.  it's  you,"  he  said,  "I 
thought  it  was  just  a  little  picture  painted 
on    the   seat." 

On  deck  after  luncheon  the  boys  were 
discussing  the  probabilities  of  getting  sea- 
sick. "Fat"  said  that  if  he  got  sea-sick 
he  would  lose  more  than  Coulsting  ever 
weighed. 

To  pass  the  time  some  of  the  boys 
played  quoits  and  Shiller  entertained  the 
passengers  with  ragtime  selections  on  the 
piano.  It  looked  as  though  all  the  life 
on  board  ship  centered  in  our  party,  the 
hoys  were  so  full  of  fun  and  enthusiasm. 
"Fat"  kept  pulling  a  lot  of  new  stunts, 
joshing  and  kidding,  keeping  our  bunch 
and  the  passengers  in  an  uproar  of  laugh- 
ter. 

We  were  not  able  the  first  day  to  get 
permission  to  box  on  board  the  boat  but 
on  the  second  day  we  were.  The  cour- 
tesy came  through  the  chief  engineer.  Mr. 
Reed,  whom   I  had  been   introduced  to  bv 


Jack  Cosgrave  (a  long  distance  runner 
for  the  O.  C.)  twenty-three  years  ago 
when  Coach  Foster  and  I  were  making 
a  trip  to  Tacoma  where  I  was  to  engage 
in    my   first   professional   contest. 

The  chief  seemed  pleased  to  renew  the 
acquaintance,  and  striking  the  iron  while 
it  was  hot  I  asked  him  if  he  could  arrange 
it  so  that  the  boys  could  work  out.  He 
took  me  to  the  captain's  room  and  intro- 
duced me  to  the  captain  who  said  he 
would  have  a  place  fixed  up  for  us  on  the 
top  deck  where  no  one  was  allowed.  He 
was  put  to  a  little  expense  doing  this,  but 
would  accept  no  remuneration. 

Everyone  on  board  treated  us  with  the 
greatest    consideration. 

On  the  second  day  the  boys  started  to  do 
road  work  around  the  deck  of  the  ship, 
Pop  Krueger  setting  the  pace.  At  ten 
o'clock  we  went  up  on  the  top  deck  and 
put  on  our  tights  and  did  some  boxing  and 
general    athletic    stunts. 

That  evening  "Fat"  entertained  the 
passengers  by  singing  some  songs  and 
telling  some  funny  stories. 

The  next  morning  we  were  quite  dis- 
appointed to  learn  we  had  lost  a  good 
bit  of  time  on  account  of  a  broken  shaft 
on  one  of  the  propellers,  so  we  didn't  ar- 
rive in  Victoria,  B.  C,  until  late  in  the 
afternoon.  We  all  went  up  town  with 
the  exception  of  Mr.  Krueger  who  had 
carelessly  left  the  I  nited  States  without 
his  naturalization  papers,  and  who  was 
made  nervous  by  the  boys  continually 
calling  him   the  German   Ambassador. 

We  took  the  tram  and  rode  up  to  the 
center  of  town  where  we  got  off  and 
walked  around.  We  were  often  approached 
by   English   soldiers   who   wanted   to  know 
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if   we   wanted   to  enlist   in   the  army,  but 

as  we  saw  many  crippled  soldiers,  most 
ni  them  had  ln>t  an  arm  or  a  leg,  it 
didn't  look  like  a  healthy  sport  to  us. 

We  ,^"t  back  to  the  boat  in  time  for 
dinner,  then  left  for  Seattle  where  we 
should  have  arrived  at  7:30  but  instead 
u  was  1  :30  a.  m.,  so  we  remained  on  the 
boat  until  morning  when  we  got  a  taxi 
and  went  to.  the  Seattle  Athletic  Club, 
arriving   there   about   half   past   nine. 

After  breakfast  we  took  a  ride  out  to 
Lake  Washington  and  enjoyed  the  beauti- 
ful scenery  of  the  surrounding  country, 
and  then  returned  to  the  club  for  lunch. 
In  the  afternoon  we  all  worked  out,  had 
a  swim  and  a  rub  and  then  dinner  and 
afterwards  to  the  Orpheum. 

Wednesday  morning  after  breakfast  we 


strolled  around  town,  took  a  ride  to  Alki 
Point,  came  back  to  the  club  for  lunch 
and  in  the  afternoon  at  3  :30  the  boys  all 
worked  out. 

Mr.  Krueger  had  invited  Duncan  Mc- 
Donald (a  famous  fighter  of  the  old  days 
who  had  fought  both  Sullivan  and  Corbett 
to  a  draw)  to  see  the  O.  C.  boys  in  action, 
and  he  was  high  in  his  praise  of  them. 

Thursday,  after  eating  lunch  Hughes 
weighed  127  pounds ;  so  we  decided  to 
go  in  two  classes,  125  pounds  and  135. 
About  four  o'clock  I  got  a  taxicab,  and 
Hughes,  Coulsting  and  I  got  in  it  and 
went  over  to  Alki  Point,  and  there  got  out 
at  the  station  house,  dismissing  the  taxi. 
It  was  raining,  and  Hughes  had  to  step 
out  anl  run  on  the  beach  in  the  rain.  He 
jogged  along  the  beach  for  the  better  part 
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of  an  hour.  We  then  got  into  the  car  ami 
went  back  to  the  club  where  we  weighed 
in.  Coulsting  in  the  108-pound  class  and 
Hughes    in    the    125-pound   class. 

I  withdrew  Schiller  from  the  125-pound 
class  when  Billy  Hughes  and  he  were 
drawn  together. 

Schiller  deserves  a  great  deal  of  credit 
as  he  was  willing  to  go  on  with  anybody 
or  do  anything  I  suggested,  and  when  I 
explained  to  him  we  would  be  consuming  a 
lot  of  the  club's  energy  if  he  and  Hughes 
fought,  he  gracefully  withdrew  and  no 
doubt  it  was  quite  a  disappointment  to 
him. 

We  had  a  light  dinner  at  the  club  and 
then  went  to  the  arena.  The  first  contest 
for  our  boys  this  evening  was  Billy 
Hughes'  first  fight  in  the  135-poimd  class. 
He  defeated  Claude  Scott  of  the  Seattle 
A.  C.  in  the  three  rounds'  decision.  Our 
second  contest  that  evening  was  in  the 
108-pound  class  when  Wm.  Coulsting 
knocked  out  Roy  Amundson  of  the  S. 
A.  C.  in  the  second  round.  The  next 
bout  that  we  engaged  in  was  in  the  135- 
pound  class — Billy  Hughes  and  Archie 
Wyard.  These  two  youngsters  battled 
toe  to  toe  every  step  of  the  distance.  At 
the  end  of  the  three  rounds  the  judges 
called  for  an  extra  round.  At  the  end 
of  the  extra  round  the  referee  gave  the 
decision    to   Wyard. 

"Fat"  L'Hereaux  won  a  decision  from 
Nick   Nelson   by   default. 

On  Friday  night  the  finals  were  fought. 
Our  first  contest  was  between  Earl  Baird 
of  Seattle  A.  C.  and  Billy  Hughes  in 
the  125-pound  class.  They  waged  a  very 
close  battle  for  three  rounds  and  the 
judges  ordered  an  extra  round.  At  the 
end  of  the  bout  the  judges  were  still  un- 
able to  agree  and  the  referee  would  not 
make  a  decision.  The  referee  finally  de- 
cided  by    a    flip   of   the    coin    which    gave 


the  decision  to  Hughes.  It  certainly  was 
a  close  contest  but  I  think  Hughes  was 
entitled   to   it. 

Next  came  Bobby  Harper  of  the  Se- 
attle A.  C.  and  Wm.  Coulsting.  Coul- 
sting won  the  decision  but  Harper  put 
up   a   plucky    battle. 

"Fat"  L'Hereaux  of  the  O.  C,  na- 
tional heavyweight  champion,  simply  toyed 
with  Bill  Pierce  and  made  a  hit  with  the 
crowd  by  his  good  nature.  He  plainly 
did  not  want  to  hurt  Pierce. 

The  show  was  well  handled  and  the 
big  crowd  went  away  pleased.  The  tour- 
nament was  quite  a  boost  for  boxing. 

Col.  W.  M.  Ingilis  and  Charlie  Hulen, 
the  committee  which  had  charge,  deserve 
credit.  Hulen  acted  as  one  of  the  judges 
and   showed  himself  a  good  square   sport. 

Biddy  Bishop  had  the  thankless  job  of 
referee. 

Mr.  Krueger  left  by  train  for  San 
Francisco  the  following  day  although  he 
had  a  return  trip  ticket  by  steamer.

The  rest  of  our  party  left  the  following 
Tuesday  on  the  steamer  Congress  for 
home  and  although  it  was  quite  cold  the 
boys  all  discarded  their  vests  and  left 
their  coats  unbuttoned  so  as  to  display 
three  championship  belts  of  which  we  are 
all  very  proud.

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CLUB  WINS  WRESTLING  CHAMPIONSHIPS

By  winning  four  out  of  the  seven  titles 
conti  ted  Eor  The  Olympic  Club 
ranicd  off  the  honors  in  the  Pa- 
i  ific  \ssociation  wrestling  championships 
held  last  month.  The  University  of  Cali- 
fornia, under  the  ahle  guidance  of  their 
new  wrestling  instructor.  Mr.  Andrews, 
took  a  brace  of  titles,  and  the  University 
of  Nevada  earned  the  odd  one. 

One  of  the  great  features  of  the  tour- 
nament was  the  come-back  performed  by 
R.  1).  Thomson,  the  club's  heavyweight. 
After  indulging  in  a  short  series  of  dis- 
astrous  boxing  exploits  Thomson  returned 
to    his    first    love,    wrestling,    and    rather 


easily  disposed  of  his  opponents  in  this 
class,  C.  E.  Allen  and  M.  Phillips,  both 
clubmates,  who  had  been  clamoring  for 
a  ehance  at  his  title  for  some  consider- 
able time.  Allen  was  taken  by  surprise 
and  fell  a  victim  to  the  big  fellow  in  about 
four  minutes.  He  was  not  satisfied  with 
the  result  and  claims  that  in  a  special 
match  he  will  do  better.  Phillips,  how- 
ever, fared  no  better,  being  pinned  in 
less  than  half  the  limit  of  time  allowed. 
Allen  proved  his  class  in  the  light- 
heavyweight  class  by  earning  the  decision 
over  R.  H.  Hazzard  of  the  University  of 
California.      Last    year    Hazard    won    the 
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middleweight  title,  but  in  the  interval  he 
lias  grown  heavy.  They  met  in  the  final 
and  while  they  mixed  things  up  a  lot  no 
fall  was  recorded,  the  decision  being  based 
on  the  aggressiveness  of  Allen.  Phillips, 
who  also  wrestled  in  this  class,  again 
showed  lack  of  experience,  but  all  the 
natural   attributes   were   his   in   abundance. 

The  class  in  which  the  keenest  com- 
petition occurred  was  the  lightweight 
division  with  such  men  as  Nees,  Heino 
and  Maurus  all  competing  for  the  club. 
I  leino,  who  lost  his  title  of  king-pin  of 
the  class  last  year  to  Nees,  made  a  won- 
derful showing  and  lost  to  Nees  in  the 
final  by  the  closest  possible  margin.  Tiv 
Kreling  admitted  that  Heino  was  on  top 
for  a  longer  period  than  his  opponent  but 
he  claimed,  and  rightly,  that  when  Nees 
was  on  the  offensive  he  had  Heino  in 
danger  on  several  occasions.  The  big 
surprise  of  the  tournament  came  when 
Maurus  was  pinned  by  Heino  in  the  semi- 
finals. Maurus  was  looked  upon  as  the 
most  dangerous  contender  in  me  division, 
and  his  defeat,  by  a  fall  at  the  hands  of 
Heino  whom  he  threw  last  year  in  the 
P.  A.  championships,  upset  the  dope  sheet 
altogether.  Heino  was  of  the  opinion  that 
he  should  have  been  awarded  the  decision 
against  Nees.  and  nothing  short  of  a 
special  match  will  satisfy  that  the  title- 
holder  is  his  master. 

Both  Nees  and  Maurus  were  entered 
in  the  welterweight  class,  but  after  his 
unexpected  defeat  in  his  natural  division 
Maurus  declined  to  compete  against  the 
bigger  fellows.  Nees,  however,  waded 
into  them  and  took  the  decision  from  one 
only  to  lose  out  later  on  to  H.  Duncan 
on  a  decision.  These  matches  were  sand- 
wiched in  between  his  lightweight  bouts 
so  that  when  he  met  Heino  he  had  trav- 
eled the  route  once  oftener  than  the  chal- 
lnger,  and  that  may  explain  his  rather 
slow    appearance.      The    welterweight    title 


was  won  by  E.  Sewell,  O.  C,  who  took 
a  decision  from  Duncan.  Some  persuasion 
had  to  be  used  to  induce  Duncan,  who 
has  won  more  wrestling  championships 
than  he  cares  to  count,  to  enter  the  tour- 
nament. When  it  was  all  over  with  he 
doffed  his  hat  to  nature,  admitted  that 
youth  must  have  its  way,  and  added  that 
he  didn't  think  he  had  gone  back  "that 
far."  Sewell  is  a  very  forceful  wrestler, 
weighs  right  at  the  limit,  and  has  picked 
up  a  wonderful  lot  of  mat  knowledge  in 
the    past    six    months. 

In  the  middleweight  class  the  univer- 
sity proved  to  have  the  right  man  in 
C.  P.  Short.  In  the  final  round  he  went 
against  Zeh  of  The  Olympic  Club  and 
won  the  decision.  Zeh  was  greatly  dis- 
appointed at  the  result  although  of  course 
he  readily  admitted  that  Short  had  had 
it  on  him.  In  training  Zeh  is  one  of  the 
best  amateurs  in  the  business,  but  when 
he  gets  into  a  contest  he  appears  to  lack 
something.  In  knowledge  he  is  invari- 
ably the  superior  of  his  opponent  and  in 
strength  he  is  well  able  to  hold  his  own, 
although  of  course  his  weight  is  a  dis- 
advantage as  he  is  just  as  nearly  a  welter- 
weight as  he  is  a  middleweight.  This 
division  brought  two  other  Olympians  to 
the  mat,  Schroder,  a  recruit  from  the  foot- 
ball ranks,  and  Sam  Wallfisch,  brother  of 
the  famous — or  is  it  infamous — Otto. 
These  boys  showed  up  well,  and  while 
they  were  not  good  enough  to  win  they 
showed  marked  improvement  in  their 
work. 

To  take  a  big  step  down  the  ladder  and 
get  in  among  the  featherweights,  it  can 
be  said  with  honesty  that  George  Tki,  the 
lap  boy  from  the  University  of  California. 
is  still  cock  o'  the  walk,  so  to  speak.  Some 
Olympians  versed  in  wrestling  lore  had 
a  sort  of  idea  that  young  O'Connor  would 
make  the  Jap  travel.  Well,  he  did  at  that 
for  a  spell,  but  before  the  time  limit  ex- 
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pired  Iki  had  his  shoulders  planted  square- 
1\  on  the  mat  for  a  fall.  For  O'Connor 
it  must  be  said  thai  he  made  a  good 
showing  for  five  minutes,  and  might  have 
continued  to  do  so  bul  his  stomach  went 
back  <in  him,  paradoxical  as  it  may  seem, 
and  he  weakened  toward  the  end.  At 
that  he  is  anxious  for  another  crack  at  the 
champion,  and  to  those  who  have  seen  him 
work  in  the  gymnasium  since  his  defeat, 
no  further  justification  of  his  demand  is 
necessary.  Rudy  Illing  was  in  poor  form 
and  did  not  do  himself  justice. 

Little  Howard  Brown,  who  won  the 
babv  class  last  year,  came  down  from  the 
University  of  Nevada  to  have  a  tilt  at 
the  115-pound  class.  He  took  the  said 
tilt  and  went  home  with  the  champion- 
ship  medal  in  his  pocket.     In  order  to  win 


he  had  to  defeat  De  Chenne  of  the  uni- 
versity, and  another  boy,  both  of  which 
feats  he  accomplished  to  the  satisfaction 
of   everyone. 

An  excellent  crowd  graced  the  show  and 
evinced  considerable  interest  in  the  long 
series  of  matches.  Two  mats  were  requi- 
sitioned in  order  to  have  the  tournament 
over  before  the  chief  of  police  could  step 
in  and  call  it  a  day.  Tiv  Kreling  and  E. 
Van  Court  officiated  as  referees,  and  their 
work  was  of  the  usual  high  standard.  The 
new  list  of  P.  A.  champions  is  appended :

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EDDIE  STOUT  WINS   AGAIN

YOUNG  EDDIE  STOUT  of  The 
Olympic  Club,  who  jumped  into 
national  fame  last  year  by  winning 
the  junior  five-mile  championship  of  the 
United  States,  added  more  laurels  to  his 
store  last  week  by  winning'  the  modified 
marathon  held  in  connection  with  the 
floral  celebrations  at  San  Rafael. 

The  race  lay  between  Mill  Valley  and 
San  Rafael,  over  a  difficult  course  contain- 
ing innumerable  ascents  and  descents,  but 
Stout  negotiated  the  country  with  his  cus- 
ti  unary  display  of  stamina,  ran  down  all 
his  opponents,  and  won  with  something  to 
spare.  The  race  was  a  handicap  event,  and 
Eddie  had  to  start  from  scratch,  and  give 
away  substantial  time  leads  to  all  his  men. 
There  was  a  considerable  entry  list,  but  at 
the  last  moment  a  number  of  the  boys  were 
not  allowed  to  start  as  they  had  failed  to 
observe  the  amateur  body's  ruling  regard- 
ing   the    necessity    for    registering. 

The  exact  distance  of  the  race  is  in 
doubt  but  it  is  generally  estimated  at 
about  eleven  miles,  and  as  Stout  ran  the 
course  in  sixty-four  minutes  it  will  be  con- 
ceded that  he  was  traveling  at  a  fast  clip 
throughout.  In  this  race,  however.  Stout 
did  not  attempt  to  win  before  the  race 
was  over,  so  to  speak.  He  ran  a  most 
judicious  race,  detached  himself  entirely 
from  the  pace  of  his  rivals,  many  of  whom 
spent  themselves  before  the  half  distance 
was  reached,  and  long  before  the  finishing 
post  was  sighted  he  had  the  race  in  safe 
keeping. 

Governor  Johnson,  who  graced  the  gen- 
eral festivities  with  his  presence,  compli- 
mented Eddie  upon  his  performance,  and 
expressed  his  double  pleasure  at  the  fact 
that  a  fellow  Olympian  had  lived  up  to 
the   traditions   of   the   club. 


Lloyd  Perkins,  who  also  represented  the 
club  in  the  race,  finished  sixth.  Perkins 
was  not  in  the  best  of  shape  and  he  started 
merely  to  render  what  possible  assistance 
he  could  to   his   club  mate. 

Stout's  victory  augurs  well  for  his 
career  as  a  successful  distance  runner. 
Over  a  five-mile  course  he  is  now  one  of 
the  best  boys  in  the  country.  Since  his 
recent  defeat  of  Millard  he  has  gained  in 
confidence  considerably,  and  while  it  would 
be  a  rash  act  to  predict  that  he  could  re- 
peat that  victory  with  lanky  Oliver  in  top 
form  it  is  very  safe  to  assert  that  it  would 
1  in  »ve    a    wonderful   battle.

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AN   ENCOUNTER   WITH   MOUNTAIN  LIONS 

A    Clergyman's    Actual    Experience 


I  REMEMBER  still  how  cold  it  was  at 
tliivi-  o'clock  that  Saturday  morning. 
train  did  not  stop  at  Swanscott, 
where  I  lived,  and  I  had  five  miles  to  walk 
to  catch  the  five  o'clock  morning  express. 

I  kissed  my  wife  good-by.  stole  a  glance 
at  my  sleeping  babies,  and  trudged  out 
into  the  cold.  I  had  gone  about  half  the 
way  when  1  came  to  a  place  where  the 
railway  crept  unusually  close  to  the  sandy 
cliff  or  bluff  along  the  side  of  which  it 
uilt.  As  I  was  walking  along  this 
stretch  with  steady,  swinging  steps,  some- 
thing— some  angel  of  a  primeval  instinct, 
some  sound  so  slight  that  it  reached  my 
attentive  animal  ears  only,  not  my  brain 
— made  me  glance  hastily  up,  and  I  jerked 
myself  back  just  in  time  to  escape  being 
hit  by  a  large  body  flying  in  front  of  me. 

I  distinctly  felt  the  rush  of  air  as  the 
creature  passed.  I  knew  at  once  that  it 
was  a  mountain  lion  that  had  jumped  at 
me  from  the  cliff.  Missing  me,  it  hit  the 
earth  the  other  side  of  the  track,  and  I 
could  hear  it  scramble  along  the  ground  as 
it  tried  to  save  itself  from  going  down 
the  hill. 

I  was  terribly  frightened.  I  ran.  I 
ran  very  fast.  Did  you  ever  feel  the  hair 
rise  prickling  with  terror  all  over  vour 
head?  1  did  then.  It  seemed  to  me  it 
would  lift  my  cap — queer  how  one  thinks 
"f  trivia!  things  at  such  a  time.  If  ever 
a  man  took  ten  feel  at  a  jump  in  run- 
ning,  I   did  then. 

I  knew  the  beast  would  be  after  me 
again,  and.  sure  enough,  in  a  little  while 
I  heard  bis  steps  behind  me.  Then  I  could 
hear  him  panting-  no  doubl  he  heard  me 
panting  too.  In  an  agony  of  terror,  it 
came  to  me  that  I  must  face  him  or  die. 
and.    without     reasoning,     1     obeyed    the 


impulse  and  suddenly  wheeled  about.  The 
lion  stopped,  too,  both  of  them — for  I  saw 
now  that  there  were  two — as  soon  as  they 
could  control  their  momentum. 

We  glared  at  each  other  motionless  for 
a  minute.  I  saw  I  must  fight,  and  I  was 
ready.  I  raised  my  hand  very  slowly  and 
buttoned  my  coat  collar  very  slowly  about 
my  neck — they  always  jump  for  the  throat, 
you   know. 

Then,  with  still  a  passing  thought  of 
escape,  I  began  taking  long,  slow  steps 
backward,  my  eyes  still  fixed  on  my  foes. 
But  when  I  moved  they  moved  too,  slow- 
ly creeping  toward  me.  For  every  step  I 
took  they  took  two.  So  I  stopped  again, 
choosing  a  place  when  the  ground  was 
level    and   the    footing    sure. 

This  time  the  lions  did  not  stop  when 
I  did,  but  as  I  expected,  came  creeping  on, 
the  larger  one  ahead.  I  could  see  in  the 
starlight  their  crouching  forms  back  of 
the  eyes  that  glowed  like  literal  balls  of 
fire  in  the  darkness.  I  had  no  weapon, 
nothing  but  my  little  leather  satchel.  That 
was  packed  solid,  however,  and  I  lifted  it 
slowly  above  my  head,  intending  to  strike 
with    it   at  the  first  one  that  jumped. 

My  plan  of  defense  was  perfectly 
definite.  My  shoes  were  heavy,  and  I 
had  kicked  football  in  my  college  days. 
It  came  into  my  mind  in  another  odd  flash 
of  inconsequent  memory  how  little  I  knew 
what  I  was  really  training  for  in  the  old 
football    team. 

The  situation  was.  to  say  the  least,  in- 
teresting, and  every  detail  is  burned  into 
my  memory.  Once  before  in  my  life  I 
had  been  in  danger  from  wild  beasts — 
attacked  by  a  bear,  or  rather  chased  by 
one.  Then  I  had  the  help  of  a  dog — noble 
fellow,  his  life  went  to  save  mine — but  this 
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lime  I  was  thrown  entirely  on  my  own 
resources,  and  they  could  fairly  be  pro- 
nounced rather  slender. 

Yet  I  was  not  afraid.  That  was  the 
most  interesting  part  of  it  all- — my  feel- 
ings. I  remember  them  perfectly.  I  have 
often  recalled  them,  and  have  used  them 
sometimes  in  my  sermons  to  illustrate  a 
psychological  point.  'When  I  was  running 
I  was  afraid — horribly,  miserably  afraid. 
But  as  I  faced'  the  lions  every  particle 
of  fear  left  me,  and  I  flashed  into  an 
exalted  state  of  mind  and  body  that  was, 
I  think,  courage  in  the  highest  degree. 

I  did  not  dread  the  moment  of  conflict. 
I  waited  it  with  intense  eagerness,  just 
as  we  wait  sometimes  for  the  end  of  an 
exciting  story.  Every  ounce  of  my  body 
was  alertly  ready.  I  never  in  my  life  telt 
so  big  and  so  alive — so  entirely  confident. 
I  suppose  psychologists  would  say  that 
1  was  no  longer  a  man,  that  T  had  dropped 
back  into  a  purely  animal  condition — the 
condition  of  a  creature  that  had  had  thous- 
ands of  experiences  of  conflicts  through 
myself  and  my  savage  ancestors,  and  had 
always  come  oft"  victorious. 

Yet  with  these  purely  animal  sensations 
and  impulses  1  used  my  human  reason  in 
planning  my  course.  Moreover.  1  had  a 
wonderful  spiritual  quickening — a  kind  of 
clearing  away  of  sense  barriers  between 
me  and  God.  My  soul  flashed  out  to  him 
in  intimate  contact.  1  was  exultingly  sure 
that  he  was  with  me  and  that  he  would 
help   me. 

I  know  now,  of  course,  that  I  hadn't 
a  ghost  of  a  chance  with  the  beasts.  A 
single  mountain  lion  is  altogether  too  much 
for  an  unarmed  man — I  hadn't  even  a  pen- 
knife— and  here  were  two  ferocious  creat- 
ures famished  by  the  long  Montana  winter! 

Vet,  in  spite  of  all,  I  was  perfectly 
confident — sure  I  should  win  in  the  con- 
flict. 

The    foremost    lion    was    on    his    bellv 


crawling  toward  me  an  inch  at  a  time. 
Tlie  big  muscles  on  his  haunches  knotted 
themselves  for  the  spring.  But  at  what 
seemed  the  very  last  moment  there  was  a 
tremendous  whistle  that  seemed,  in  the 
clear  air,  to  sound  in  our  very  ears,  and 
a  freight  train  came  booming  around  a 
slight  curve  in  the  road,  the  headlight 
glaring  full  into  the  face  of  the  two  beasts. 

They  turned  and  bounded  up  the  sides 
of  the  cliff,  screeching  at  every  jump. 
They  had  been  as  silent  as  death  before, 
but  now!  I  never  had  heard  such  blood- 
curdling   yells.      My    fear   all   came   back. 

My  hair  came  up  again,  prickling  all 
over  my  head,  and  again  I  turned  and 
ran.  I  had  another  little  bluff  to  pass, 
and  I  was  horribly  afraid  the  big-  cats 
would  be  waiting  for  me  there,  but  they 
were  not.

Post  and  Mason  streets.  We  have  se- 
lected three  reflecting  all  shades  of  opin- 
ion, and  these  are  to  be  found  printed  on 
another  page.  What  the  views  of  the 
directors  are  we  have  not  yet  been  able 
to  ascertain,  as  there  has  been  no  ex- 
pression of  opinion  among  them,  but  we 
are  assured  that  action  will  be  taken  be- 
fore  long. 


The  club  library  is  growing.     Its  growth 
is  rapid  under  the  enticing  touch  of  Wil- 
liam    Greer     Harrison.      There 
Our  are   no   empty   shelves.      Indeed 

Growing  the  shelves  are  overflowing,  and 
Library  many  of  the  books  that  have 
been  donated  have  been  stored 
owing  to  lack  of  space.  While  our  liter- 
ature has  increased  in  bulk  there  has  been 
no  enlargement  of  space  for  the  accom- 
modation of  readers.  The  fact  is  we  are 
crowded.  Naturally  the  architect  of  a 
building  dedicated  to  athletics  provided 
more  space  for  a  gymnasium  than  for  a 
library.  It  was  not  for  him  to  assume 
that  the  club  would  develop  a  passion  for 
literature,  or  that  a  craving  for  the  polite 
pastime  of  exploring  between  book  covers 
would  seize  athletes.  And  so  there  is  a 
problem  for  solution  in  our  library  which 
has  become  one  of  the  most  popular  feat- 
ures  of  the    club. 


To  a  great  general  who  is  passing  let  us 
pay    the    tribute   of    a    sigh.      Unsurpassed 

in  his  day  was  Charles  E. 
Cornell's  Courtney,  coach  of  Cornell 
Famous  University,  moulder  of  more 
Coach  successful  boat  crews  than  any 

other  wizard  of  rowing  tech- 
nique. Charles  Courtney  commands  the 
admiration  of  the  athletic  world.  A  great 
athlete,  an  oarsman  of  the  first  rank,  it 
was  a  tradition  that  under  his  tuition  and 
disciplined    as    he    dictated,    any    crew    of 
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youngsters  could  be  made  invincible  on 
the  water.  The  famous  coach  is  now  an 
old,  broken  man  under  the  care  of  a 
physician  and  attended  by  a  nurse,  but 
officially  he  is  still  head  coach  at  Ithica 
and  Poughlceepsie.  Also  he  remains  a 
hero  to  the  students,  and  though  forbidden 
by  his  physician  to  go  out  in  the  Cornell 
launch  he  was  never  far  away  when  the 
boys  were  in  training  for  this  year's  an- 
nual race  on  the  Hudson.  The  once 
powerful  voice  so  often  heard  through  the 
megaphone  controlling  the  stroke,  com- 
manding and  encouraging,  was  still,  hut 
the  veteran's  eye  retained  its  cunning,  and 
l'n.m  a  hillside  near  the  river  he  watched 
and  studied  and  gathered  data  for  advice. 
It  i-  said  that  he  will  have  to  retire,  hut 
Cornell  doc-  not  want  to  part  with  him. 
Stroii-  is  his  hold  on  the  affections  of 
undergraduates   and   alumni.

Nowadays  people  are  more  inclined  than 
formerly   to   consider   their    food   in   terms 

of  amount  as  well  as  of  kind. 
The  The      war      in      Europe      has 

Cornaro  changed  the  note  of  discus- 
Cult  sion.     Over  there  people  are  no 

longer  interested  in  fads  and 
isms  which  are  concerned  with  particular 
kinds  of  food  and  drink.  Eat  what  you 
please  but  eat  less  is  a  gospel  growing  in 
favor  even  in  this  country,  and  so  we 
shall  probably  call  for  a  reduction  of  the 
size  of  service  dishes  by  which  men  are 
insensibly  induced  to  overeat.  Doctors 
continually  tell  us  that  we  eat  too  much, 
and  they  are  not  telling  us  anything 
new.  Eat  less  is  the  gospel  of  the  Cor- 
naro cult  which  dates  back  to  the  sixteenth 
century.  Cornaro  was  an  Italian  who 
wrote  books  to  prove  that  small  eating 
and  long  living  are  as  cause  and  effect. 
He  limited  himself  to  twelve  ounces  of 
food  and  fourteen  of  drink  a  day.  He 
was  eighty-three  when  he  wrote  a  treatise 
entitled  Benefits  of  a  Sober  Life,  and  he- 
died  a  centenarian  in  Padua  in  1566,  con- 
vincing many  of  the  wisdom  of  two  Italian 
proverbs:  "He  that  eats  little  eats  much" 
(  being  spared  to  eat  for  many  added 
years),  and  "The  food  which  is  left  after 
a  meal  does  more  service  than  that  which 
hath  been  already  eaten."  Cornaro  made 
no  rules  on  the  choice  of  foods.  Eat  what 
agrees  with  you  hut  eat  little  was  his  only 
rule.  Of  course  he  did  not  believe  in 
teetotalism.  lie  drank  wine.  In  modern 
times  the  virtue  of  Cornaro's  gospel  has 
been  proved  by  many  notable  individuals; 
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among;  others  Gladstone  and  Mark  Twain, 
both  of  whom  were  small  eaters.  The 
humorist  lived  to  be  an  octogenarian,  yet 
he  smoked  like  a  chimney  and  what  he 
smoked  was  a  cig-ar  too  strong  for  the 
average  man.  Edison,  who  is  now  in  the 
seventies,  is  a  disciple  of  Cornaro,  and 
so   was   his   father,   who   died   at  94,   and 


his  grandfather  and  great-grandfather  who 
were  centenarians.  Our  custom  today  is 
greatly  at  variance  with  Cornaro's  gospel. 
We  overwork  and  overeat,  and  then  take  a 
steam  bath.  Too  often  our  athletes  de- 
pend wholly  on  exercise  to  make  them- 
selves  fit    for   a   contest. 


WHAT  THE  DIRECTORS  SHOULD  DO 

Views   of   Members   Expressed   in   Letters   On  the   Subject  of  the   Alternate 

Propositions 


The  Three  More  Floors 

Editor  Olympian,  Sir:  As  an  old-time 
Olympian,  proud  of  his  club  and  always 
glad  to  see  it  grow  and  to  contribute  to  its 
welfare  I  feel  it  to  be  my  duty  to  respond 
when  called  upon  for  a  word  of  advice  or 
a  bit  of  suggestion  You  have  invited 
members  to  express  their  views  regarding 
certain  propositions  which  the  directors  of 
the  club  have  under  consideration  The 
question  is  whether  we  should  enlarge  the 
club  building  or  acquire  certain  properties. 
There  is  also  the  question  what  property 
we  should  acquire,  if  any?  It  seems  to  me 
there  should  not  be  a  moment  of  hesita- 
tion in  deciding  on  these  matters  If  a 
man  has  an  incomplete  home,  one  thai  is 
inadequate,  he  will  not  think  of  indulging 
at  luxuries  until  he  is  comfortably  settled  : 
not  unless  he  thinks  it  advisable  to  engage 
in  some  kind  of  speculation  Surely  The 
Olympic  Club  ought  to  be  more  con- 
cerned about  its  home  than  anything  else. 
Further,  it  ought  to  consider  the  interests 
of  the  majority  rather  than  the  interests 
of  the  few.  I  take  it  that  the  majority  of 
Olympians  are  interested  principally  in 
their  home.  Those  that  want  an  outside 
luxury  are  certainly  not  in  the  majority. 
But  the  chief  thing  to  consider  is  this, 
that  we  started  to  build  a  club-house  some 
years    ago,    and    have    not    finished    it   yet. 


As  I  understand  it,  the  present  build- 
ing was  designed  to  carry  three  more 
floors.  I  am  told  we  can  put  on  those 
floors  for  much  less  than  $200,000.  Let 
us  build  them.  YYe  need  them.  We  are 
crowded.  We  haven't  space  enough  for 
lockers.  The  hat-room  is  so  small  that 
we  have  to  wait  for  our  hats  when  we  are 
in  a  hurry.  The  card-room  is  too  small. 
The  office  is  too  small.  The  billiard-room 
is  too  small.  There  is  not  room  enough 
for  half  the  men  who  want  to  live  in  the 
club.  I  am  told  that  it  is  intended,  in  the 
event  of  our  building  three  more  floors, 
to  put  the  dining-room,  the  kitchen  and 
other  departments  pertaining  thereto,  on 
the  roof.  Then  we  shall  be  able  to  en- 
large the  card-room  and  billiard-room  by 
adding  to  them  part  of  the  present  dining- 
room,  the  remainder  of  which  we  shall  be 
able  to  convert  into  a  library,  which  is 
something  we  need,  the  present  library 
being  too  small  and  not  well   ifghted. 

Another  thing  to  be  mindful  of  is  tne 
increase  in  membership  and  the  large  in- 
crease of  dues  with  but  a  small  increase 
in  overhead  expenses.  We  shall  be  able 
to  take  in  at  least  five  hundred  more  ineni- 
hrs.  and  from  all  accounts  more  than 
five  hundred  applications  will  pour  in 
the  moment  the  waiting  list  is  temporarily 
abolished.     Here  is  immediate  revenue  that 
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will  go  a  long  way  toward  paying  for 
the  improvements.  Add  to  the  income 
initiation  fees  the  income  that  will 
quickly  follow  from  dues  and  the  monthly 
rental  "i"  lockers  and  new  bedrooms  on 
tun  floors  and  you  will  see  that  within  a 
very  short  time  alter  enlarging  the  build- 
ing we  shall  have  a  treasury  that  will 
justify  us  in  looking  about  for  an  annex 
at  the  beach,  and  even  in  buying  a  garden 
next   door. 

'That  next  door  lot  of  course  ought  to  be 
annexed.  But  not  at  the  present  price. 
Surely  there  is  no  danger  of  its  purchase 
in  the  near  future  at  the  present  price. 
I  am  told  that  should  we  need  more  ad- 
jacent land  we  could  get  a  lot  in  the  rear 
fronting  on  Sutter  street  for  much  less 
than  is  asked  for  the  corner  lot  though 
property  on  Sutter  is  worth  more  than 
property   on    Post.

Buy  the  Lot 

To  The  Olympian:  In  regard  to  the 
expansion  of  the  club  I  would  suggest  the 
purchase  of  the  northwest  corner  of  Post 
and    Mason   streets. 

At  the  present  time  city  property  is 
cheaper  than  it  ever  will  be.  Our  club 
house  is  already  too  small,  and  building 
an  additional  three  stories  on  the  present 
building  is  expensive  and  would  in  future 
be    of    very    little    value. 

A  country  or  seaside  house  is  costly 
to  maintain.  It  would  only  be  patronized 
during  a  short  season  of  the  year  by  a 
limited  number.  The  income  of  the  coun- 
try or  seaside  house  would  be  taken  away 
from  our  city  club,  so  after  all  there 
would  be  no  additional  benefit. 

From  an  economic  standpoint,  the  club 
would  profit  at  all  times  by  buying  the 
northwest  corner  of  Post  and  Mason 
streets,  and  erecting  a  building  for  offices, 
main  and  private  dining-rooms,  all-day 
grill  room,  bar,  card  and  billiard  rooms, 
a  ball-room  and  an  amphitheatre  for  ex- 
hibitions and  other  functions,  the  latter 
could  also  be  rented  to  outsiders.  We 
could  then  use  the  present  building  for 
hotel  and  athletic  purposes  exclusively. 
This  large  piece  of  property  could  be 
sold  in  time,  to  good  advantage,  if  we 
should  desire  to  change  our  location, 
whereas  three  stories  on  top  of  our  present 
building  would  be  of  no  market  value  at 
any  time.  Should  we  desire  a  country 
club  in  the  future,  we  can  watch  our 
chances  and  pick  up  a  suitable  piece  of 
property  at  a  reasonable  figure.

When  the  present  membership  is  well 
supplied  with  attractions  and  entertain- 
ment then,  in  my  opinion,  it  would  be 
advisable    to    take    up    the    other    proposi- 


tions in  due  time,  such  as  an  addition  to 
the  club  or  purchasing  the  adjoining 
property,  or  even  having  another  place 
over  in  Paradise  Cove  for  those  members 
that  would  enjoy  it.  In  my  opinion,  how- 
ever, the  first  thing  to  do  is  to  kindly

THE  FASCINATING   OTTER 

By  J.   T.   L. 


A  VERY  remarkable  animal  is  the 
otter,  more  remarkable  than  almost 
any  other  animal,  and  his  ways 
are  almost  past  finding  out,  but  he  has 
been  studied,  and  some  of  his  manners  and 
customs  are  known  to  students  of  natural 
history.  As  the  otter  haunts  places  not 
far  from  San  Francisco  perhaps  there  are 
Olympians  who  would  like  to  learn  some- 
thing on  their  own  account  of  this  shy. 
elusive  animal.  It  is  good  sport  trying 
to  get  acquainted  with  him.  Heartily  I 
can  recommend  it. 

The    otter    is    remarkable    for    qualities 


that  enable  it  to  keep  going  in  spite  of 
man's  persecution.  Where  other  animals 
have  been  exterminated  the  otter  survives. 
One  reason  is  that  it  has  comparatively 
few  wild  enemies ;  another  is  that  its 
activities  are  in  great  part  nocturnal,  and 
that  it  is  thoroughly  amphibious.  Also 
is  it  very  shy  of  repeating  itself  and  shifty 
in  its  hunting,  and  leaves  so  faint  a  scent 
that  few  dogs  save  hounds  have  been 
trained  to  detect  it.  Part  of  the  secret 
of  its  survival  lies  in  its  catholicity  of  ap- 
petite, for  while  it  depends  in  the  main 
on   eels,   trout,   salmon,   pike   and   the   like, 
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ii  condescends  to  mussels  on  the  seashore 
(biting  through  their  shells)  and  the  frogs 
in  the  marsh.  It  also  rises  to  wild  duck 
and   rahliit. 

if  the  admirable  qualities  of  the 
otter  is  the  intensity  of  its  parental  af- 
fection. The  young  are  born  in  a  soft- 
lined  nest  under  the  shelter  of  an  in- 
accessible bank.  At  first  the  mother  will 
hardly  leave  them  save  on  feverish  rushes 
after  the  food  necessary  to  keep  up  the 
supply  of  milk.  To  guard  them  she 
sleeps,  like  many  a  human  mother,  with 
at  least  one  ear  awake.  When  they  open 
their  eyes  she  cautiously  carries  them  to 
bask  For  awhile  in  the  winter  sunshine, 
their  birthday  often  occurring  in  January. 
When  they  can  clamber  she  teaches  them 
WOOdcrafl     and    the    complete    alphabet    of 

inds  that  spell  danger.  With  her 
teeth  she  punishes  disobedient  daring  and 
foolhardiness — especially  on  the  part  of 
male  cubs — but  shares  in  their  frolics  when 
danger  i^  obviousl)  past.  When  they  are 
a  little  over  eight  weeks  old  she  takes 
them  tn  a  pool  and  teaches  them  to  swim. 
In  about  a  week  they  can  swim  with  the 
fishes — a  week  of  irresponsible  and  ap- 
parently joyous  apprenticeship  to  the 
future  business  of  life,  when  the  mother 
seems  to  renew  her  youth  as  she  shares 
in  the  hide-and-seek  and  gambols  of  her 
cubs.  It  is  an  interesting  fact  in  regard 
t'>  this   fascinating  animal  that  playfulness 

quite  leaves  it:  that  even  the  fathers 
and  mothers  of  families  cannot  resist  the 
appeal  of  situations  that  suggest  a  frolic, 
and    that     they    will    play    Up    to    the    very 

of  death. 
Tn  return  to  education,  the  young  cubs 
have  also  t<>  learn  t<>  like  the  taste  of  fish, 
t"  catch  them  without  fuss,  and  to  eat 
them  in  the  proper  way — the  eel  from  the 
tail  and  the  trout  from  the  head.  They 
have  t"  Kani  how  to  catch  frogs  and  how 
to  vkiu  them,  for  the  outside  i^  unpalatable; 


how  to  guddle  for  trout  and  eels ;  how  to 
detect  the  place  in  the  shallow  waters  of 
the  bay,  hidden  in  or  against  the  sand, 
with  only  their  eyes  showing.  They  have 
to  learn  how  to  deal  with  rabbit  an  1 
moorhen,  and,  through  it  all,  they  have  to 
keep  working  away  at  the  long  alphabet 
of  danger-sounds — especially  those  pro- 
ceeding from  man  and  dog.  They  have 
to  learn  all  the  diverse  ways  of  lying  perdu 
in  and  out  of  the  water.  There  can  be 
no  doubt  that  the  prolonged  youth  and 
the  elaborate  parental  instruction  count 
for  much  in  the  persistent  survival  of  the 
otter — a  kind  of  fact  still  inadequately 
appreciated  by  those  who  hold  to  a  con- 
ception of  the  struggle  for  existence 
which  is  too  literal  and  wooden  to  be 
accurate. 

Another  attractive  feature  about  the 
otter  is  its  nomadism :  it  has  the  roving 
spirit.  "The  homeless  hunter,"  a  natural- 
ist calls  it,  "the  Bedouin  of  the  wild."  It 
has  been  known  to  travel  fifteen  miles 
in  a  night,  and  not  infrequently  the  holts 
where  it  lies  up  during  the  clay  are  ten 
to  twelve  miles  apart.  It  passes  from 
creek  to  stream,  from  river  to  shore :  it 
swims  far  out  to  sea  and  reaches  isolated 
rocks ;  it  wanders  along  the  cliffs  and 
explores  the  caves :  it  crosses  the  hills, 
and  even  the  mountain  passes,  sheltering 
among  the  bushes  or  in  the  heart  of  a 
cave :  it  neither  stores  nor  hibernates,  but 
is  always  on  the  move — a  gipsy  among 
carnivores. 

Resourceful  is  the  appropriate  word  for 
an  otter.  For  it  is  equally  at  home  on 
land  and  in  water,  by  night  and  by  day. 
in  a  dry  burrow  or  on  a  shelf  under  a 
waterfall ;  it  can  enter  the  water  without 
a  splash,  swim  near  the  surface  with  scarce 
a  ripple :  it  can  dive  in  a  spiral  full  fathoms 
five,  and  lies  under  the  bank  on  a  stream 
for  hours  with  its  nostril  in  a  space  be- 
tween   water    and    earth.       It    knows    its 
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own  footsteps  in  the  thicket  and  will  not 
retrace  them ;  it  never  goes  hack  to  a 
kill,  for  that  way  danger  lies ;  it  will  carry 
a  water-trap  on  its  shoulders  and  wrench 
it  off  on  the  alder-roots ;  it  will  dive  at 
the  flash  of  the  gun  and  elude  the  bullet ; 
it  is  an  outlaw  of  unsurpassed  alertness 
and  resource.  There  are  savage  fights 
between  two  dog-otters  who  desire  the 
same  mate,  and  the  strength  of  the  parents 
is  often  severely  taxed  in  providing  for 
the  young:  but  the  main  struggle  for  ex- 
istence among  these  sharp-toothed,  strong- 
jawed  beasts  of  prey  is  not  in  any  intra- 
specific  competition,  but  in  circumventing 
difficulties  and  in  securing  food.  The 
severest  of  tests  is  a  hard  and  prolonged 
frost.  At  first  it  gives  an  added  spice 
to  life,  for  strings  of  wild-fowl  arrive  and 


the  ice  on  the  mere  is  a  rare  playground. 
It  is  possible  to  hunt  for  pike  beneath 
the  ice,  for  eels  and  tench  buried  deep  in 
the  mud.  But  I  have  heard  of  terrible 
experiences  when  the  breathing  holes  in 
the  ice  freeze  quickly  and  the  otter  is 
apt  to  be  imprisoned  below,  when  tne 
parents  are  tied  down  by  cubs  too  heavy 
to  carry  and  not  strong  enough  to  travel, 
when  the  wild-fowl  leave  the  sealed  waters 
fi  >r  the  shore,  when  the  snow  threatens 
to  smother  the  family.  It  is  only  in 
such  straits  that  the  otter,  in  desperation, 
begins  to  experiment  by  nights  with  the 
farmer's  ducks.  This  last  resource  is 
very  restricted,  however,  and  the  condi- 
tions may  prove  too  severe,  the  mother 
at  least  succumbing  to  her  efforts  to  get 
food.

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A  FIGHT  WITH   A  RAINBOW

YES,  it  was  quite  a  rainbow,  the 
largest  I  have  ever  caught.  It 
weighed  eight  pounds  and  measured 
twenty-eight  and  three-quarter  inches. 
Don'l  forgel  the  quarters,  for  it  of  such 
trifles  that  records  are  constituted.  L'ntil 
I  had  him  in  the  toils  I  had  never  ex- 
perienced  the  real  thrill  of  the  fisherman, 
having  hitherto,  like  most  other  followers 
of  the  rod  and  line,  caught  more  fish 
stories   than    fish. 

My  fish  was  the  largest  taken  this  year 
out  of  Lake  Almanor  in  Plumas  county. 
'That  gives  some  significance  to  the  fish 
and.  let  us  hope,  some  dignity  to  the  tale. 
[t  is  true  that  larger  fish  have  been  caught. 
Far  be  it  from  me  to  deny  it;  but  the 
evidence  i>  not  on  the  table  and  therefore 
cannot  he  considered  without  an  adjourn- 
ment. Last  season,  however,  a  fish  weigh- 
ing eleven  and  a  half  pounds  was  landed 
from  Lake  Almanor,  and  I  am  informed 
that  the  State  Fish  Commissioner  exerted 
his  prerogative  a  few  years  ago  and  landed 
one  scaling  twelve  pounds.  Perhaps  that 
poor  fish  had  been  drowned  and  was 
weighed  with  the  water  still  in  its  system. 
However,  I  can  hardly  hope  to  inspire 
belief  in  my  tale  of  a  fish  if  I  appear  scep- 
tical about  the  exploits,  imaginative  or 
otherwise,    of   my    fellow   fishermen. 

There  is  a  world  of  satisfaction  in  catch- 
ing something  that  measures  up  to  a  bit 
more  than  the  "shiner"  class,  and  I'll  not 
deny  that  T  found  pleasure  in  the  deed, 
but  at  the  same  time  I  must  admit  that 
my  preconceptions  of  the  fighting  spirit 
of  the  big  trout  were  somewhat  rudely 
dissipated.  I  had  hoped  and  prayed  for 
a  tight  and  I  only  got  the  fish.  He  liter- 
ally lay  down  to  me  after  the  first  ex- 
change of  courtesies.  Like  an  amateur 
1  tried  to  get  him  in  the  net  from  an  im- 


possible angle  with  the  result  that  the 
fish  made  off  with  that  very  necessary 
part  of  my  equipment  securely  fastened  to 
the  hooks  in  his  mouth.  I  gave  him  lots 
of  hope  and  then  headed  him  off  in  my 
boat,  and  there  he  was  following  me  up 
like  a  prize  bull  at  a  stock  show.  After 
trolling  for  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  I 
Came  up  with  a  companion  who  knew  how 
to  handle  the  net,  and  with  his  assistance 
my  fish  was  speedily  in  the  boat.  In 
addition  to  having  a  net  and  being  able 
to  use  it  expertly  my  friend  was  equipped 
with  a  scale  so  I  weighed  my  catch  before 
it  had  an  opportunity  to  do  any  drying 
out  and  thus  rob  me  of  a  few  ounces  of 
prestige.

BUSINESS   MEN'S   NOON-DAY  CLASS 

By   Prof.    Elwood 


IX  writing  this  article  I  am  actuated 
mainly  by  the  desire  to  bring  before 
the  members  of  the  club  the  proper 
functions  of  the  noon-day  or  business 
men's  class  and  to  point  out  all  the  bene- 
fits   to    be    derived    therefrom. 

From  various  questions  asked  me  by 
members  desirous  of  joining  the  class, 
it  is  apparent  the  impression  prevails  that 
it  is  restricted  to  athletes  or  those  con- 
ditioning themselves  for  athletic  purposes. 
The  contrary  is  absolutely  the  case.     The 


object  is  primarily  to  give  the  business 
man  or  active  member  an  opportunity  of 
availing  himself  of  a  course  in  physical 
culture  in  a  class  composed  of  others  in 
a  like  physical  condition  with  himself  and 
no  athletic  ability  is  necessary  or  required. 
With  that  end  in  view  I  have  arranged  a 
course  consisting  of  setting  up  and  deep 
breathing  exercises  followed  by  matt,  wall- 
weight  and  medicine  ball  work  that  is  not 
hard,  nor  it  is  an  overexertion ;  in  fact, 
the    goodfellowship    that    prevails    in    the 
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class  makes  the  exercise  a  pleasure  and 
affords,  aside  from  the  physical  fitness, 
;i  mental  relaxation,  the  value  of  which 
ting  a  man  in  his  business  pursuits 
i-  beyond  calculation.  In  verification  of 
which  1  refer  to  any  of  the  present  mem- 
la--  -tarts  at  about  12  o'clock  every 
day  (  Sundays  and  holidays  excepted)  and 
a  new  pupil  should  attend  daily,  starting 
with  a  few  minutes'  work  and  increasing 
gradually  for  about  two  weeks;  after  which 
he  will  find  himself  fitted  to  take  the 
full  course  and  an  attendance  of  three 
or  four  times  a  week  is  then  sufficient. 
The  full  course  consisting  of  about  a  half 
hour's  work,  followed  by  a  hot  shower, 
a  plunge  in  our  commodious  tank,  a  brisk 
towel  rub,  a  light  lunch  and  back  to  the 
office  feeling  like  a  two-year-old  and  with 


the  assured  knowledge  that  the  elixir  of 
youth  has  been  found :  all  of  which  should 
not  consume  more  than  an  hour,  which 
the  busiest  member  can  spare  three  times 
a  week;  the  physical  and  mental  benefits 
derived  soon  convincing  him  that  the  in- 
vestment   of    time    is    invaluable. 

I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  state  that 
interest  in  this  work  has  increased  won- 
derfully the  past  year,  the  register  show- 
ing a  monthly  attendance  of  from  275 
to  300.  But  there  is  room  for  all  who 
care  to  join ;  the  directors  having  kindly 
had  additional  apparatus  installed,  and  all 
instruction   is   absolutely   free. 

I  shall  be  delighted  to  answer  any 
questions  or  give  any  further  details  to 
those  desiring  same  at  any  noon  hour  in 
the    club    gymnasium.

THE  THREE  ELMS

THEY  were  of  equal  age  and  beauty, 
the  three  elms,  and  the  memory  of 
man  failed  and  became  extinct  be- 
fore it  reached  back  through  the  years  to 
the  hour  of  their  nativity.

in  opposition   to  what  is  re- 
garded   a-    an    attack    on    the    righ  id 


liberties  of  clubmen.  The  officers  of 
The  Olympic  Club  have  discussed  the 
matter  and  have  expressed  their  senti- 
ments on  the  subject,  making  it  quite 
clear  that  they  are  not  at  all  apathetic. 
They  realize  that  were  the  proposed 
amendment  adopted  this  club,  in  which 
some  of  us  live  and  where  hundreds  of 
men  spend  a  great  deal  of  time  very  bene- 
ficially to  themselves,  would  no  longer  be 
a  home  in  the  commonly  accepted  sense 
of  the  term.  The  proposed  amendment 
would  put  every  club  in  a  class  with  all 
kinds  of  public  resorts.  Now,  as  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,  our  club  is  a  home  and  is 
so  regarded  by  its  members,  and  it  is 
therefore  desirable  that  they  should  be 
informed  as  to  the  design  of  the  authors 
of  the  proposed  amendment.  To  that  end 
the  officers  of  the  club  will  presently  do 
what    thev    deem    to    be    their    duty.

The  tragic  death  of  Louis  Rosenfeld 
July  20th  was  a  shock  to  many 
members  of  the  club,  for  he  was 
a  man  who  enjoyed  the  very 
warm  esteem  of  everybody  who 
knew  him  intimately.  He  made 
the  club  his  home,  and  he  was 
very  fond  of  it.  Years  ago  Mr.

Maybe  some  day  in  the  category  of 
athletic  sports  will  be  found  the  peculiarly 
American  pastime  of  buck-and-wing  danc- 
ing, tf  so  The  Olympic  Club  will  be 
credited  with  having  introduced  it,  for 
here  it  has  become  a  form  of  exercise,  like 
handball.

He  won  three  straight  games 
in  the  last  set  without  the  loss  of  a  single 
point  and  ran  his  opponent  off  his  feet. 
The  clay-court  title,  by  the  way.  has  been 
won  four  times  by  the  Pacific  Coast:  in 
1910  by  Melville  H.  Long,  in  1913  by 
John  R.  Strachan  and  in  the  following 
year  by  Clarence   T.   Griffin.

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GREAT  GIRL  SWIMMERS  AT  SUTRO'S

WHEN  posterity,  in  an  idle  mom- 
ent, takes  upon  itself  to  sit  in 
judgment  upon  the  sins  of  commis- 
sion and  omission  of  the  present  members 
of  the  Pacific  Association  of  the  A.  A. 
U.  kindly  let  it  be  remembered  that  it 
was  they  who  took  the  girls  under  their 
wing  at  a  critical  period  in  the  develop- 
ment of  aquatics  on  the  Pacific  Coast  and 
granted  unto  them  the  "'suffrage"  emblem- 
atic of  recognition  by  the  great  lords  of 
amateurism  of  these  L  nited  States ;  and 
thereby  made  it  possible  for  the  public  of 
San  Francisco,  on  the  greatest  fete  day  of 
the  year,  July  4th.  to  witness  one  of  the 
finest  exhibitions  of  swimming  ever  staged. 

The  occasion  was  the  I1.  A.  swimming 
championships,  and  the  scene  Sutro  Baths. 
Mr.  W.  M.  Coffman,  who  managed  the 
meet,  and  incidentally,  made  a  great  suc- 
cess of  it.  had  applied  for  the  national 
100-vards  swimming  championship  for 
girls  a  long  time  ahead,  and  when  he  was 
informed  that  his  application  had  been 
acted  upon  favorably  by  the  A.  A.  U. 
he  promptly  arranged  to  pull  off  the  P. 
A.  events  and  the  girls  national  event  to- 
gether :  hence  the  very  considerable  inter- 
est and  enthusiasm,  as  evidenced  by  the 
great    throng    of    spectators. 

Of  course  the  great  majority  of  people 
went  out  to  see  the  girls  swim,  and  in  point 
of  interest  it  must  be  admitted  that  for 
the  nonce  the  female  of  the  species  easily 
reserved  the  honor  of  the  calcium.  Miss 
©lga  Dorfner,  an  eighteen-year-old  girl 
from  Philadelphia,  who  came  here  already 
fossessed  of  the  national  title,  defended 
it  successfully  against  a  field  of  sterling 
aspirants  from  all  parts  of  the  country. 
It  was  expected  that  she  would  prove  the 
winner.  Past  performances  all  counted 
in    her    favor,    but    there    were    not    a    few 


who  fondly  believed  that  with  the  advent 
of  keen  competition  one  or  other  of  the 
coast  swimmers  would  so  far  excel  her 
previous  best  as  to  enable  her  to  cross  the 
line  first.  However,  the  girls  swam  true 
to  form,  and  third  was  the  best  that  the 
coast  contingent  could  get  out  of  it. 

When  the  timers  decided  finally  that 
their  chronometers  had  not  lied  it  was 
found  that  a  new  American  record  had 
been  established  by  Miss  Dorfner.  Her 
time  was  1  :08  4-5.  which  is  4-5  faster 
than  her  former  record.  Of  almost  equal 
interest  is  the  fact  that  all  the  compe- 
titors, from  first  to  last,  finished  within 
the  best  time   for   the   Pacific   Coast,   so   it

In  the  ruck, 
so  to  speak,  came  Miss  Frances  Cowells 
of  San  Francisco,  who  was  expected  to 
do  better;  Miss  Ethel  Daly  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, who  escaped  from  the  cellar  posi- 
tion with  her  penultimate  stroke ;  and  Miss 
licrnice  Lane  of  Honolulu,  who  made  the 
trip  from  the  islands  to  participate  in  the 
event. 

Miss  Dorfncr  established  herself  as  the 
best  girl  swimmer  in  the  country  and  prob- 
ably in  the  world  at  the  present  time  over 
100  yards  route.  Miss  Galligan  is  cred- 
ited with  taking  her  measure  over  the 
furlong,  but  it  is  just  a  question  now  of 
how  long  that  measure  will  last.  There 
is  no  such  thing  as  a  perfect  stroke  in 
swimming,  at  least  it  would  appear  so  from 
the  heated  arguments  on  the  subject  by 
experts  who  are  supposed  to  belong  to 
the  same  school ;  but  Miss  Dorfner  has 
developed  what  can  only  be  termed  an 
eclectic  stroke,  and  with  it,  very  naturally, 
she  outclasses  all  her  rivals.  It  was  rather 
disappointing  to  San  Franciscans  to  have 
no  representation  in  the  first  flight,  but 
this  feeling  was  mitigated  to  some  extent 
when  Miss  Cowells  won  the  fifty-yard 
dash  for  the  district  championship,  and  in 
doing  so,  broke  the  coast  record  for  the 
distance,    her     new     time     being     31    3-5 

'ids. 

In  the  P.  A.  championship  event-  some 
very  exciting  contests  were  staged.  One 
of  the  best  of  these  proved  to  be  the  150- 
yard  back  stroke  which  was  won  by 
Line  Johnson  of  the  O.  C.  in  record  time, 
2:12  I  5.  Johnson  and  Sundman  of  Pied- 
monl  put  up  a  terrifice  battle  all  the  way. 
Sundman     led     for    practically     the    entire 


route,  but  in  a  driving  finish  the  popular 
Olympian  reached  out  in  front  and  won 
handily. 

Jack  Robertson  stole  a  few  hours  from 
his  labors  at  Boyes  Springs  and  came  to 
the  city  in  time  to  annex  the  100-yards 
championship.  In  doing  this  he  disposed 
of  such  sterling  swimmers  as  Ernie  Smith 
and  Gus  Rissman,  also  Olympians.  His 
time  was  60  1-5  seconds.  In  the  50  yards 
Robertson  came  back  and  placed  second 
to  S.  Goodman  of  the  Commercial  High 
School.  Goodman  showed  his  class  to  a 
field  that  included  Robertson  and  Stieger 
of  the  O.  C.  Steiger  looked  like  the 
winnter  until  two  strokes  from  the  lines, 
when  he  faded. 

In  the  breast-stroke  event  Stewart 
Masten,  O.  C,  had  to  accept  a  second 
position  to  Sundman  of  Piedmont.  Masten 
lost  ground  on  his  turns  and  could  not 
catch  the  transbay  swimmer  in  the 
stretches. 

In  the  furlong  and  500-yard  races  there 
was  little  or  no  competition.  Norman 
Ross,  O.  C,  won  both  events  as  he  pleased, 
and  this  fact  naturally  militated  against 
his  chance  of  securing  a  record  which 
many   enthusiasts   had   hoped   for. 

In  the  novice  race  a  little  surprise  packet 
was  introduced  in  the  person  of  M.  Kirk- 
sey,  the  club's  crack  sprinter.  Entered  at 
the  last  moment,  he  proved  the  class  of 
the  field  and  by  the  length  of  his  arm  in 
the  excellent  time  of  27  seconds  odd. 

George  Bond  took  the  honors  in  the 
diving  competition.  D.  \Y.  Day  and  EJ 
L.  Reeve  took  the  other  places.  Bond's 
diving  was  something  of  a  revelation  to 
those  who  have  not  witnessed  his  won- 
derful progress  during  the  past  six  months. 
He  took  all  the  unconventional  dives  on!

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FAR  WESTERN  TRACK   CHAMPIONSHIPS

WITH  the  advance  of  the  athletic 
season  it  becomes  more  and  more 
difficult  to  make  any  reasonable 
predictions  regarding  the  Far  Western 
Track  and  Field  Championships  which 
are  scheduled  for  the  18th  and  19th  of 
August  at  San  Diego  Exposition  grounds. 
One  thing  is  certain,  however,  and  that 
is  that  the  nature  of  the  opposition  will 
be  tough,  to  say  the  least;  all  the  more 
tough  since  The  Olympic  Club  will  In- 
minus  the  services  of  several  of  her  nest 
performers.  Fred  Murray  is  high  and 
dry  in  the  East,  and  his  great  hurdling 
rival  at  Stanford,  Norton,  is  with  the 
militia  on  the  border.  In  addition  to  that 
George  Horine  has  just  intimated  that  he 
is  through  with  the  jumping  game  for 
good.  Of  course  this  latter  may  be  a 
Patti  farewell,  due  for  several  repetitions 
before  finally  becoming  final,  but  from 
what  I  hear  of  the  great  leaper  he  is  de- 
voting his  time  and  effort  to  the  raising 
of  alfalfa,  or  some  other  such  wealth- 
producing  stuff  of  the  soil.  Already,  he 
says,  it  is  getting  up  higher  than  he  ever 
got    himself. 

Under  these  circumstances  the  build- 
ing- up  of  a  team  to  compete  successfully 
against  the  best  aggregation  in  the  West- 
ern States  is  beset  with  difficulties.  Not 
that  I  would  have  you  understand  that 
the  situation  is  without  hope.  Far  from 
it.  For  there  are  still  in  the  ranks  of 
the  club  team  a  number  of  athletes  in 
the  various  branches  qualified  to  clip  the 
wings  of  the  best  of  them,  and  if  the 
support  accorded  them  by  the  rank  and 
file  be  strong  enough  there  is  no  reason 
to  suppose  that  the  winning  of  the  pennant 
is    out    of   the    question.      As    a    matter    of 


fact    the    more    1     con    the    situation    the 
more  pleased  I  am   with  it. 

Just  in  my  hour  of  need,  as  it  were, 
a  number  of  men  who  have  been  laying 
oft"  a  while  have  jumped  back  into  har- 
ness, and  before  the  big  meet  comes  off 
they  will  be  traveling  in  good  form. 
Frank  Sloman,  for  example,  is  full  of 
running'  now,  and  with  the  extra  time 
at  his  disposal  he  has  an  excellent  chance 
of  establishing  a  new  record  for  the 
quarter  mile,  under  auspicious  circum- 
stances. Carl  Goeppert  is  also  back  in 
town  and  traversing  the  half-mile  and 
the  quarter  in  good  shape.  Then  again 
there  are  Kirksey.  Nolan  and  Xewhoff. 
All  three  of  them  are  in  good  condition 
and  guaranteed  to  give  an  excellent  ac- 
count of  themselves  in  the  shorter  dis- 
tances. Oliver  Millard  tells  me  that  the 
rheumatism  has  departed  and  that  he  is 
in  Al  condition.  Eddie  Stout  will  also 
be  on  the  mark  in  the  distance  races,  and 
he  will  merit  the  attention  of  the  best  in 
the  game  whenever  he  starts. 

In  addition  to  these  men  there  are 
others  of  less  distinction  but  they  are 
important  none  the  less  in  the  gathering 
of  the  points.  In  the  field  events  I  have 
an  idea  that  the  club  will  show  up 
strongly.  While  there  is  no  Horine  in 
the  jumps  it  must  be  remembered  that 
the  other  competing  contingents  have  no 
Horine  either.  And  with  such  performers 
as  Bohnert  in  the  team,  and  improving 
all  the  time,  the  chances  appear  to  be 
about  equal.  In  this  regard  there  is  an- 
other feature  of  value  to  be  considered, 
but  I  prefer  at  this  time  to  await  develop- 
ments, before  committing  myself  beyond 
my  depth.

come hurdles  that  arc  otherwise  impossible 
to  him,  and  anyone  with  experience  of 
racing  in  any  form  will  admit  the  truth 
of  this.  Should  Ross  go  south  and  com- 
pete in  the  mile  championship  against 
Langer  the  eyes  of  the  swimming  world 
will  be  on  him ;  for  he  has  always  been 
regarded  as  a  coming  champion.  Of 
course  Langer  is  not  the  only  man  in 
the  race.  There  is  H.  Vollmer  of  New 
York,  who  recently  gave  the  great  Duke 
Kahanamoku  the  beating  of  his  life  over 
the  furlong,  and  in  addition  to  him  there 
will  be  one  or  two  other  stars  from  the 
eastern    firmament. 

I  notice  that  Harry  Hebner  of  the  I. 
A.  C,  Chicago,  gives  the  palm  to  his 
clubmate,  Perry  McGillivray,  as  being 
the  greatest  swimmer  for  the  year  1916. 
X'ow  the  year  1916  has  been  a  rather  re- 
markable one  in  the  swimming  world,  and 
several  very  notable  performances  have 
been  made.

THE  derner  cri  in  athletics  hereabouts 
i-  ice  hockey.  introduced  at  the 
Techau  Tavern  tee  Palace  a  few 
months  ago  it  "caught"  on  at  once 
and  we  have  a  Hay  Counties'  League 
comprising  the  following  teams:  Olym- 
pii  I  lull.  Polo  Club,  San  Francisco  Ca- 
nadian. Indoor  Yacht  and  Caledonian. 
The  schedule  was  started  on  the  18th  hist. 
and  will  last  until  about  the  middle  of 
October  when  another  schedule  will  he 
agreed  upon  to  last  through  the  winter 
months. 

tee  hockey  has  been  for  years  one  of 
the  most  popular  of  winter  sports  in 
Canada.  It  was  introduced  in  this  coun- 
try by  the  Victoria  Hockey  Club  and  the 
McGill  University  team  of  Montreal.  As 
far  back  as  1881  the  first  hockey  code 
was  adopted  and  thereafter  amendments 
were  made  from  time  to  time.  New  clubs 
came  into  existence  at  Ottawa,  Quebec 
and  in  1884  a  general  tournament  was  held. 

Three  years  later  "The  Amateur  Hockey 
Association  of  Canada"  was  formed  and  a 
complete  code  of  rules  drawn  up.  A 
short  time  afterwards,  in  consequence  of 
exhibitions  given  by  the  best  Canadian 
teams  in  some  of  the  larger  cities  in  the 
United  States,  the  new  game  was  taken 
up  by  American  schools,  colleges  and 
athletic  .-I, il.-,  and  it  became  almost  as 
popular  in  the  Northern  States  as  in  the 
Dominion.  The  Intercollegiate  Athletic 
Association  ha-  a  regular  hockey  league, 
the  team,  of  which  play  scheduled  games 
in  the  Boston  arena  and  the  St.  Nicholas 
rink    in    New    York. 

The  regulation   rink  is  90   feet   wide  by 

180  feet  long.     Seven  players  form  a  side. 

'   £Oals   are   six    feet    wide   and    four    feet 

hi'di  and  an-  provided  with  goal-nets. 
The   centre   of   interest    in    this   very    fast 
•'in-  game  is  a  small  objeel  made 
:ed    rubber,   one    inch    in    thick- 


ness and  three  inches  in  diameter,  called 
a  puck.  The  sticks  are  of  one  piece  of  wood 
and  may  not  be  more  than  three  inches 
'  wide  at  any  part.  The  game  is  played 
for  two  half  hour  or  twenty  minute  per- 
iods with  an  intermission  of  ten  minutes. 
At  the  beginning  of  a  match  and  also  when 
a  goal  has  been  made  the  puck  is  "faced :" 
i.e.,  it  is  placed  in  the  middle  of  the  rink 
between  the  sticks  of  the  two  left-centers 
and  the  referee  calls  "play."  Whichever 
side  then  secures  the  ball  endeavors  by 
means  of  passing  and  dribbling  to  get  the 
puck  into  a  position  from  which  a  goal 
may  be  shot.  The  puck  may  be  stopped 
by  any  part  of  the  person  but  not  carried 
or  knocked  except  with  the  stick.  No 
stick  may  be  raised  above  the  shoulder 
except  when  actually  striking  the  puck. 
When  the  puck  is  driven  off  the  rink  it  is 
placed  five  yards  inside  the  rink.  The 
goal  keeper  must  maintain  a  standing 
position. 

Although  this  sport  is  a  new  one  to  The 
Olympic  Club  the  response  to  the  call  for 
hockey  players  about  two  months  ago 
showed  the  club's  usual  "preparedness"  to 
attack  any  sport  which  may  come  before 
the  public.  A  team  was  organized,  and 
played  the  Canadians  on  June  13th,  and 
although  the  Olympic  team  had  been  or- 
ganized only  a  week,  they  were  defeated 
by  the  small  score  of  six  to  three.  Since 
this  game  the  club  has  been  regularly  at 
practice,  and  the  boys  have  shown  re- 
markable  improvement   at   their   work. 

The  team  hopes  to  make  a  creditable 
showing  in  the  league  contests  and  would 
appreciate  having  a  large  rooting  section 
of  club  members  present  during  the  games. 
The  club  team  is  made  up  of  men  who 
have  had  a  great  deal  of  experience  in 
Canada  and  the  eastern  part  of  the  United 
States.

His  opinion  of  either  man,  woman  or 
child  that  came  into  the  house  and  could 
not  answer  as  to  which  way  the  wind 
blew,  was  not  very  high.  The  fact  was 
always  known  to  himself,  but  he  was 
never  satisfied  if  others  did  not  show  the 
same  interest.  If  they  did  not,  he  judged 
them  to  be  of  small  account,  and  took  no 
trouble  to  entertain  them.

Xo  sooner  would 
my  grandfather  see  us  all  preparing  for 
bed  than  he  would  stand  in  the  middle 
of  the  kitchen — a  big.  red-faced,  bearded 
old    man — and    roar,    at    no    one    in    par- 


ticular. "Is  everything  made  fast?"  The 
maidservant  would  always  answer  for  the 
back  door,  saying:  "I  have  bolted  the 
back  door.  Captain  Davies."  But  in 
spite  of  these  words,  my  grandfather  was 
always  the  last  to  go  to  bed,  and  he  was 
to  be  heard  trying  all  the  locks,  bolts  and 
latches  for  some  time  after  we  had  all 
gone  upstairs.  Other  people  locked  their 
doors  and  fastened  their  windows  at 
night  for  one  reason  only — to  keep  out 
thieves.  But  that  old  sea  captain  knew 
the  power  of  a  strong  wind,  and  feared  no 
other  house-breaker  at  night.

My  own  wandering  blood  comes  from 
my  seafaring  grandfather,  who.  after  he 
had  left  the  sea  and  settled  on  shore,  still 
governed  his  house  by  a  ship"s  rules.  I 
was  quite  young  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
but  I  remember  it  well.  I  had  been  left 
in  the  room  to  watch  him.  with  orders  to 
call  for  help  if  anything  happened  which 
I  did  not  understand.  A  small  fire  was 
burning  in  the  grate — a  proof  that  the 
old  sea  captain  was  dying,  or  he  would 
not  have  had  a  coal  fire  in  a  bedroom.

Get  ready  for  the  Dipsea  Trail.  The 
date  fixed  for  the  race  is  Sunday,  Sep- 
tember 17th.  Such  is  the  announcement 
of  Judge  T.  I.  Fitzpatrick,  chairman  of  the 
Dipsea  Indians  Committee.  On  that  day 
the  Indians  will  add  another  chapter  to 
their  glorious  history.  In  the  fall  of 
1905  an  enthusiastic  band  of  Olympians 
who  had  beaten  a  trail  over  the  Marin 
hills  from  Mill  Valley  to  Willow  Camp 
in  their  weekly  outings  resolved  upon  mak- 
ing the  hike  an  annual  Olympic  Club 
event.  Thus  originated  the  now  cele- 
brated Dipsea  race  which  has  become  on; 
of  our  star  competitions,  and  which  has 
had  a  far-reaching  influence  in  outdoor 
affairs.  It  has  made  much  interesting  tra- 
dition for  the  club,  and  it  is  recog'nized 
as  one  of  the  most  notable  of  cross-country 
races  in  this  section  of  the  country.  The 
Dipsea  course  is  perhaps  unsurpassed  as 
a  means  of  testing  the  stamina  and  speed 
of  aspiring  athletes.  It  is  a  health-giving 
affair,  this  fine  outing.  Taking  the  trail 
is  no  child's  play.  The  pleasant  task  is 
only  for  the  man  who  is  fit  to  follow  a 
heart-breaking  pace,  like  a  deer  or  an  In- 
dian. Up  hill  and  down,  across  creek  beds 
and  over  winding  paths  through  the  red- 
woods,   this    race    has    attracted    hundreds 
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of  young  men  and  compelled  them  to  put

As  interesting  as  the  race  itself,  and 
offering  an  opportunity  for  tlmse  who've 
been  overtaken  by  years  or  who  have  al- 
lowed their  muscles  to  become  flabby  and 
their  wind  to  grow  short,  is  the  big  "pow- 
wow" of  the  night  before.  Each  year  it 
has  been  the  habit  of  the  officials  in 
charge  of  the  race,  the  newspaper  men, 
friends  of  competitors  and  veterans  of 
bygOne  days  to  assemble  on  the  beach  at 
Willow  Camp  and  enjoy  an  outdoor  "so- 
cial."

Records  on  the  Trail

previous  time  was  made  by  Jeff  Hassard 
in  1906  when  he  covered  the  course  in  49 
minutes  and  56  seconds.  <  Itto  Boeddiker 
of  The  Olympic  Club  made  the  best  time 
in  1907  and  1908  but  was  unsuccessful  in 
establishing  a  record.  The  difficulty  of 
the  feat  can  only  be  appreciated  by  those 
who  have  journeyed  over  the  "tough" 
trail  that  leads  from  Mill  Valley  to  the 
sea.

What  Are  We  Coming  To? 
Editor  <  Hympian,  Sir:  I  read  with 
nteresl  the  editorial  in  our  club 
paper  entitled  "An  Attack  on  our  Home." 
The  discussion  was  timely  and  instructive, 
for  as  I  have  since  learned  from  several 
members  of  the  club,  there  was  wide- 
spread ignorance  of  the  general  nature 
of  the  proposed  prohibition  amendments. 
They  knew,  of  course,  that  an  attempt 
was  to  be  made  to  make  California  dry, 
but  they  had  given  no  thought  to  the 
second  amendment,  which  provides  that 
iholic  liquor  "shall  be  kept,  given 
away  or  sold  in  any  saloon,  dramshop, 
dive.  -tore,  lmtel,  restaurant,  cafe,  club," 
etc.  This  is  surely  an  attack  on  our  home. 
It  i-  an  attack  on  every  clubman's  name, 
and  I.  for  one.  am  glad  that  our  Board 
of  Managers  has  sat  up  and  taken  notice. 
I'm  astonished  the  clubs  of  the  State  have 
not  ri>en  in  a  body  to  protest  against 
such  a  law.  This  amendment  excepts 
from  its  operation  pharmacies  and  the 
"premises  where  such  liquor  is  manufac- 
tured." In  other  words,  the  prohibition  is 
to  apply  to  club-  but  nol  to  a  brewery  or 
a  distillery  or  a  drug  -tore.  But  aside 
from  this,  what  a  pretty  piece  of  im- 
pertinence to  class  our  club  with  dives 
and  dramshops.

The  individual  member  of  The 
Olympic  Club,  in  return  for  the  mem- 
bership fee  of  $5.00  a  month,  may  enjoy 
the  luxuries  which  a  well  appointed  ath- 
letic club  affords.  A  member  may  have 
a  home  which  is  the  equal  of  many  our 
wealthiest  citizens  possess.  If  the  pro- 
posed legislation  is  enacted  any  citizen 
may  obtain  wine  and  consume  it  at  his 
home,  yet  if  that  citizen  should  happen 
to  be  a  member  of  our  organization,  with 
his  home  in  The  Olympic  Club,  he  may 
not  enjoy  a  glass  of  claret  at  his  meal-. 
In  other  words,  if  this  amendment  is  en- 
acted it  may  be  lawful  for  a  citizen  who 
is  fortunate  enough  to  have  a  home  apart 
from  his  club,  to  take  wine  and  beer  at 
his  meals,  while  the  citizen  whose  only 
home  is  his  club,  will  be  a  criminal  if  he 
drinks  a  glass  of  claret  at  dinner. 

This  amendment  is  a  direct  attack  on 
every  club  in  the  State,  because  in  this 
way  a  man  is  penalized  for  living  at  his 
club.  Is  this  freedom?  'Where  is  the 
Goddess    of   Justice?

Destroying;    the    Home 

Editor,  Tin'.  Olympian,  Pear  Sir:  So 
we  are  threatened  with  total  abstinence 
even  in  our  own  club  and  our  own  home! 
Well,  ours  is  not  a  bibulous  club,  and  I 
am  not  much  of  a  drinker,  but  I  do  value 
my  personal  liberty  and  1  do  appreciate 
the  general  objects  of  our  club.  I  think 
the  average  club  is  deserving  of  encour- 
agement   for   the   rea-on    that   it   is   a   place 
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supported  by  the  many  for  the  benefit  of 
the  few;  thai  is  to  say,  the  many  who  have 
families  and  homes  yet  make  it  possible  for 
the  less  fortunate  to  enjoy  a  homelike  at- 
mosphere. Why  should  the  prohibition- 
ists break  up  these  arrangements?  The 
more  the  club  approaches  the  idea  of 
home  the  greater  is  its  success.

The  club  that  combines  all  these  most 
nearly  approaches  the  ideal  of  cluhdom, 
because  it  is  a  home.  Is  it  to  he  penal- 
ized hecause  it  is  homelike?  Is  it  to  be 
punished  because  it  affords  a  home  to  men 
whi'  have  no  home  and  opens  opportunities 
for  a  stranger  visiting  our  city  to  find 
the  same  atmosphere  and  environment  he 
would  find  at  home:  It  would  seem  un- 
just to  vi^it  such  a  penalty  upon  the  club 
and  yet  this  is  proposed  by  the  contem- 
plated legislation.  For.  as  we  learn  from 
one  of  the  proposed  amendments,  all  clubs 
are  to  he  under  police  regulations  and  sub- 
ject to  certain  inhibitions  that  would  place 
them  on  the  same  basis  with  places  of 
public  resort  and  entertainment.  This  is 
indeed  a  proposed  invasion  of  the  home. 
something  that  should  be  tolerated  in  no 
free    country.

fitting  them  for  the  best  kind  of  citizen- 
ship. Does  any  university  do  more  for 
the  State?  I  don't  think  so:  nor  do  I 
think  any  university  does  the  thing  more 
efficiently.  Another  thing :  The  club 
trains  men  and  keeps  them  in  good  health. 
Further,  it  provides  them  a  home  where 
many  of  them  live.  These  prohibitionists 
regard  themselves  as  moralists,  hut  sure- 
ly, t  even  from  the  very  narrowest  stand- 
point of  morality,  it  is  better  for  a  man's 
morals  to  live  in  the  environment  of  The 
Olympic  Club  than  in  the  average  hotel 
or  boarding  house.

In  their  own  words 
they  yield  a  tribute  to  a  liner  ascendency 
of  spirit  than  that  which  gave  them 
dominance  in  their  various  callings. 

The  Olympic  Club  is  an  organization 
of  strong  and  successful  men.  Their  wing- 
ed emblem  means  aspiration  and  power. 
In  the  corridor  of  the  club  building  are 
statues  of  Apollo  Belvedere,  the  Discus 
Thrower,  and  heroic  groups  which  typify 
tin-  club's  ideal  of  fine  physical  manhood. 
The  membership  of  the  club  is  composed 
of  lithe,  deep-chested  young  athletes,  fresh 
a  plunge  i'i  the  marble  pool,  or  mid- 
dle-aged men  with  the  glow  of  youth  in 
their  faces,  all  of  them  eager  and  assured 
ami    strong. 

[■'iittr  \ear-  ago  there  came  among  these 
winner-  in  life's  tourney  a  little  crippled 
girl.  Her  face  was  worn  and  lined  with 
suffering-  but  smiling.  She  took  her  place 
at  the  switchboard.  Mere  at  the  nerve 
center  of  thi-~  complex  of  buoyant  life,  of 
ze-t  and  power  and  camaraderie  and  youth, 
whom  all  these  things  had  been 
denied. 

The  clnb  had  men  operators  and  the 
service  was  in  chaos.

An  incom- 
ing call  always  met  a  cheerful  response. 
!f  the  member  sought  was  not  at  the 
club.

hearty    chaps    who    thronged 


the  club  began  to  feel  a  certain  depend- 
ence on  the  little  cripple  at  the  switchboard, 
and  nearly  all  of  them  took  pleasure  in 
stopping  and  chatting  with  her  whenever 
opportunity    afforded. 

"It's  odd,"  said  one  young  Hercules,  "I 
could  have  thrown  that  little  kid  over  the 
roof,  and  yet  when  I  wanted  to  get  keyed 
up  just  right,  I  used  to  go  and  talk  to 
her,  and  I  always  felt  better  and  stronger 
when  I  did,  for  she  had  something  I 
haven't  got." 

At  1231  Jackson  street  Miss  Frenna 
kept  a  little  home.  Her  parents  were  dead 
and  she  provided  for  the  education  of  her 
younger  sister.  In  her  spare  hours  she 
gave  music  lessons.  She  was  an  artist 
of  considerable  ability,  and  her  work  was 
highly   commended  by  good  critics. 

Miss  Frenna  had  been  crippled  from 
birth  and  suffered  almost  constantly,  said 
Dr.  E.  F.  McConnell.  her  physician.  Yet 
no  one  ever  heard  her  complain.  She  was 
invariably  cheerful,  eager  and  interested 
in   her  work. 

Once  in  a  long  time  Miss  Frenna  would 
succumb  to  her  chronic  illness.  Her  chair 
would  be  vacant  for  a  day  or  two.  and 
then  she  would  return — perhaps  a  bit  more 
pale  and  shrunken,  but  with  her  spirit  as 
brightly  burning  as  if  it  were  housed  in 
a   perfect  temple. 

She  worked  Thursday  night,  alert,  ac- 
commodating and  resourceful  as  ever.  Fri- 
day afternoon  she  was  found  dead  in  her 
home.  All  day  long  the  phone  of  Presi- 
dent Humphrey  rang  yesterday  with  calls 
from  members  who  wanted  to  know  where 
to  send  flowers,  as  their  tribute  to  the 
valiant  little  spirit  they  all  admired  and 
will  all  miss. 
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ROSS  SECOND  TO  LANGER 


EVERY  now  and  then  the  outsider 
romps  home  ahead  of  the  field  to 
upset  calculations  and  till  the  pock- 
ets of  the  bookmakers,  and  after  the  event 
it  is  invariably  discovered  that  the  cal- 
culators were  wr\  remiss  in  figuring  the 
chances  of  the  candidate  and  writing  up 
tlie  odds.  Just  such  a  thine;  almost  oc- 
curred at  Ocean  I 'ark,  Los  Angeles,  last 
week  in  connecti"ii  with  the  mile  swim- 
ming  championship  of  the  United  State-. 
Norman  Ross  of  The  Olympic  Club  was 
the  rank  outsider  of  the  meet,  not  alone 
to  the  public  but  to  the  experts  who  ought 
t<>  have  known  better,  yet  he  very  nearly 
won  the  race.  And  there  are  those  who 
declare  that  with  proper  attention  he 
would  have  lowered  the  colors  of  the 
present  champion. 

Langer  finished  the  course  in  23  minutes 
11  seconds,  a  world's  record,  and  Ross 
was  ten  yards  behind  him  in  23  minutes 
22  seconds.  These  figures  speak  for  them- 
selves. Anil  where  were  the  other  can- 
didates? Nowhere.  Right  from  the  crack 
of  the  gun  the  race  developed  into  a  duel 
between  Langer  and  Ross.  Twice  in 
kicking  away  from  the  ends  Ross  swam 
into  Langer's  heels,  the  later  having 
deviated  from  the  line  through  faulty 
turns,  and  later  on  Ross  had  the  mis- 
fortune to  crash  right  into  Ted.  Cann 
of  Xew  York  coming  the  other  way,  a 
lap  behind  the  leaders.  Each  of  these 
mishaps  lost  time  for  Ross  and  ought  to  be 
taken    into    consideration. 

Perhaps  the  best  feature  of  the  event 
is  to  be  found  in  Ross's  confidence  that  he 
can  beat  the  peerless  one.  Many  others 
at  least  hold  to  the  view  that  if  Langer 
can  be  beaten  at  all  Ross  is  the  man  to  do 
it.  Apart  from  the  wonderful  contest  i  if 
scientific  swimming  and  physical  endur- 
ance which  the  race  produced  the  time  re- 
corded  for  the  entire  distance,   as   well   as 


for  the  intermediate  distances,  i-  amazing. 
Langer  established  a  new  world's  record 
for  the  mile,  and  Ross  was  only  four 
seconds   outside    the   previous   best. 

\\  hen  a  mile  swimmer  can  place  in  a 
440  or  220  against  men  who  have  trained 
for  the  sprints,  the  performance  is  con- 
sidered creditable.  The  distance  man  is 
deemed  to  ply  his  strokes  with  an  aim  to 
enduring,  while  the  sprinter  may  burn  his 
energy  entirely  up  so  long  as  he  finishes 
his    allotted    course. 

\\  hat  an  extraordinary  performance  it  is 
then,  to  have  two  swimmers,  each  distance 
men,  break  world  records  in  both  the 
440  and  880.  and  to  do  it  when  they  are 
racing  over  a  mile  course.  This  unusual 
thing  was  accomplished  by  Xorman  Ross 
and  Ludy  Langer,  who  swam  recently 
at  Ocean  Park  in  the  national  mile  contest. 

Ross,  who  beat  Langer  to  the  timers' 
barge  by  a  couple  of  inches  every  lap  un- 
til the  1100  yards  was  reached,  will  be 
awarded  a  world's  record  in  both  the 
400  and  880.  although  Langer  gets  the 
mark  for  the  mile.  The  Olympic  Club 
athlete  touched  the  barge  a  fraction  of  a 
second  before  Ludy  in  the  440,  after 
ploughing  through  the  swells  in  5:27,  just 
5  -15  seconds  better  than  the  world  time, 
made  by  Langer  at  the  Exposition  last 
year. 

For  a  while  in  the  next  440  the  two 
swimmers  stroked  together,  but  again  Ros- 
touched  the  barge  first,  this  time  in  11:25. 
36  seconds  better  than  Langer's  winning 
time  in  Xew  York  two  weeks  ago.  The 
table  below  shows  the  official  time  for  this 
swim,  undoubtedly  the  most  remarkabL 
made   for   many   years :

Noble  Starr 
of  Pasadena,  was  awarded  the  decision, 
largely,  it  appeared,  on  his  courage  and 
endurance.  Rudy  did  not  put  up  the  best 
fight  of  his  career,  and  under  other  cir- 
cumstances can  be  relied  upon  to  turn  the 
tables   on   his  victor.

balance any  loss.  Gleason  had  to  fight 
but  once.  His  opponent  was  Earl  Baird  of 
Seattle,  who  will  be  remembered  as  car- 
rying Billy  Hughes  to  an  extra  round  and 
thence  to  the  toss  of  a  coin  for  a  decision. 
Gleason,  though  entered  as  a  lightweight, 
did  not  scale  anywhere  near  that  mark, 
and  the  boys  were  practically  on  a  par  in 
this  respect.

Wy- 
ard had  taken  on  weight  and  joined  the 
ranks  of  the  welters,  as  also  had  Mur- 
phy, who  boxed  as  a  lightweight  last  year. 
Scarcely  anyone  on  the  ground,  excepting 
Murphy  himself  and  George  Green  here 
in  San  Francisco,  conceded  him  a  chance 
of  defeating  the  clever  Seattle  boxer.  But 
he  did  it  nevertheless,  and  in  the  most 
clean-cut  fashion.  In  the  first  round  he 
had  a  shade  on  his  opponent,  which  he 
developed  in  the  second  to  amazing  pro- 
portions, thumping  Wyard  all  round  the 
ring.  In  the  last  session  the  northerner 
rallied  to  no  purpose.  Murphy  met  him  at 
all  points  of  the  game  and  hammered  home 
the  most  conspicuous  victory  of  the  night.

nli    leisure    for    anything    but 

play.      As    to    tennis,    veteran    players    of 

elightful  game  have  cast  aside  their 
rackets   and   taken    up   with   "drivers"   and 


"putting-irons."  Now  one  meets  them  at 
summer  resorts  monopolizing  conversations 
by  dwelling  incessantly  on  their  favorite 
topic.  The  fisherman  with  a  consuming 
passion  to  narrate  his  improbable  experi- 
ence has  no  chance  where  there  is  a  golfer 
on  hand  to  boast  of  his  strokes  or  lament 
the  scores  that  were  spoiled  by  misses. 
It  is  certainly  a  fascinating  game,  worthy 
of  a  page  in  any  first-class  magazine.  It 
is  not  to  be  gainsaid  that  as  a  serious 
sport  it  is  fit  to  engage  the  conversational 
powers  and  well-preserved,  if  not  tumul- 
tuous, energies  of  the  middle-aged.  Some 
folk  there  are,  we  regret  to  say,  who  do 
not  appreciate  the  element  of  companion- 
ship that  enters  into  golf.  They  approach 
the  links  in  a  spirit  of  self-sacrifice,  as 
though  it  were  according  to  the  ethics  of 
the  game  to  bar  light-hearted  joy  from 
the  green.  Indeed,  the  first  rule  of  golf 
etiquette,  according  to  these  serious  en- 
thusiasts, is  that  no  player,  caddie  or  on- 
looker should  move  or  talk  during  a  stroke. 
True,  after  the  stroke  the  most  picturesque 
blasphemies  are  permissible,  but  this  al- 
ternation of  silence  and  self-reproach  is 
not  in  aid  of  good  digestion.  There  is  a 
tragedy  in  golf  of  this  kind  that  makes  it 
hazardous  for  clergymen  to  venture  near 
the  tee  at  all.  We  much  prefer  conversa- 
tional golf  even  though  it  be  conducive  to 
carelessness  of  scores.  If  we  are  inclined 
to  prefer  it  to  tennis  it  is  because  the  net 
yawns  and  stretches  between  tennis-players, 
requiring  them  to  keep  apart.  In  tennis 
hardly  anything  is  communicable  but  the 
ball.  It  is  an  unsociable  game  even  when 
compared  with  handball,  which  is  at  least 
conducive  to  freedom  of  conversation  and 
the  use  of  robust  language.  But  it  is  not 
our  purpose  to  descant  on  the  features 
of  divers  games.  We  merely  wish  to  as- 
sure a  correspondent  that  there  is  space 
in  The  Olympian  for  the  literature  of 
srolf.

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CLUB'S  SWIMMERS  TRIUMPH  IN  BIG  SPRAY

ERMEN  of  Los  Angeles  and  San 
Diego  are  still  swallowing  the 
wash  of  The  <  )lympic  (  '.lub's 
Stati'  championship  swimming  team.  The 
triumph  of  the  club  team  was  complete. 
First  place  in  every  event  on  the  State 
Championships  at  San  Diego,  with  the 
on  "t'  the  diving  and  breast  stroke, 
fell  to  our  tearing  water  dogs.  The  re- 
lax race,  which  was  figured  by  the  south- 
ern fans  to  be  the  property  of  the  San 
Diego  Rowing  Club,  was  won  by  our 
team  after  an  uphill  tussle.  The  victory 
of  the  team  was  a  worth-while  one,  for 
2,000  enthusiastic  people  witnessed  the 
afternoon's   sport. 

Norman  Ross  was  the  whale-in-chief 
of  the  afternoon's  activities.  The  big 
swimmer  swam  for  three  races  and  finished 
the  relay  for  us.  In  the  100  yards  he 
plowed  in  four  yards  ahead  of  the  field, 
slipping  under  the  wire  in  59  2-5  seconds; 
fast  time  considering  the  right-angle  tide 
that  -wept  the  course.  The  quarter  mile 
also  went  to  the  Venus  (Ross's  maritime 
non  de  plume),  with  Jerry  Witt,  a  Los 
\n-i'le-  Athletic  Club  man.  gasping  only 
live  yards  in  his  wake.  The  time  in  the 
<|iiarter  gave  the  audience  a  thrill,  for  the 
announcer  pronounced  "five-forty-nine  and 
two-fifths."  Lincoln  Johnson  also  entered 
tin-  race,  hut  fell  a  victim  to  the  whirling 
tide  and  had  a  set-to  with  a  spectator's 
canoe,  injuring  the  prow  and  skinning  his 
Ross's  third  success  was  in  the 
furlong  which  he  had  all  to  himself,  the 
urit.-r  trailing  him  eight  yards  away.  Nor- 
man was  supreme  in  this  race,  leading  from 
the  .live  and  easily  hoi, iino-  n;s  ten-yard 
I  he  time  was  2:32  1-5  seconds,  only 
"iids  slower  than  Duke  Kahan- 
amoki  ink  record. 

I 'ut    Ross    was    not    the    only    glittering 


one  of  the  Winged  O  fishes.  Line  Johnson, 
our  veteran  mono-leg  champion,  carved 
his  name  once  more  in  the  championship 
plank.  In  the  150-yard  back  stroke  event 
he  was  always  four  yards  ahead  of  the 
famed  Tod  Burns  of  the  L.  A.  A.  C. 
He  finished  four  yards  ahead  of  the  south- 
ern champ,  thereby  gaining  the  supremacy 
of  the   State   in  the   dorsal  paddling. 

The  third  bright  star  on  our  team  was 
our  youngest,  tallest  and  freckliest — Sandy 
Goodman.  Always  confident  and  never 
worried,  he  backed  up  his  good-natured 
smile  with  a  fine  victory  in  the  fifty  yards. 
This  race  was  the  fastest  outdoor  ex- 
hibition I  have  ever  witnessed.  Walter 
Grace,  the  Piedmont  entry,  set  the  pace 
for  thirty  yards,  skimming  the  water  with 
his  choppy,  fast  arm  stroke.  Then  Good- 
man's longer  stroke  told,  and  slipping 
through  the  water  like  a  seal  he  passed 
the  speeding  Grace.  The  local  boy  left 
a  churning  wake  in  the  last  ten  yards, 
swimming  as  though  a  Jersey  shark  were 
nibbling  at  his  heels.  The  result  was  a 
finish  that  caused  the  judges  no  trouble : 
"Godman  wins  by  a  yard."  And  even  a 
layman  in  watermanship  may  know  that 
fifty  yards  in  24  2-5  seconds  is  marvelous 
time. 

The  great  relay  victory  capped  our  per- 
fect score.  Robertson,  who  had  the  breaks 
against  him  in  the  100  yards,  swam  a 
good  lead-off  lap  giving  Goodman  a  little 
better  than  an  even  break  against  San 
Diego.  Goodman,  swimming  110  yards 
in  competition  for  the  first  time,  performed 
like  a  veteran  against  the  San  Diego  man, 
Mcintosh,  a  crack.  The  writer  swam 
against  George  Jessop  of  San  Diego  and 
Mark  Howlett  of  Los  Angeles,  the  Cres-

The  Night  Before 

And  where  is  life  so  fair  and  free? 
An  outdoor  life  is  the  life  for  me. 
Such  was  the  prevailing  sentiment  on 
the  beach  at  Willow  Camp  the  night  be- 
fore The  Olympic  Club's  great  classic 
event — the  Dipsea  race — the  twelfth  now 
recorded  in  our  club  annals.

A  Dipsea  Winner  Killed 

of  the  annual  Dipsae  race 
some  of  us  heard  for  the  first  time  of  the 
death  of  Donald  Dunn,  familiarly  known 
a*  "Jimmy  Dunn,"  winner  of  the  nineteen- 
twelve  race.  He  was  killed  in  France. 
This  popular  athlete  was  a  sophomore  at 
the  University  of  California  when  the  wa-r 
broke  out.  He  joined  a  Canadian  regi- 
ment, and  eight  months  ago  was  sent 
across  the  channel  to  "somewhere"  on 
the  western  front.  He  won  a  lieutenant's 
commission  for  bravery  and  was  in  com- 
mand of  a  mine-laving  squad  when  killed. 
The  entire  contingent  was  wiped  out  in 
a  counter-charge  by  the  Germans.  When 
killed  Dunn  was  acting  as  captain,  his 
superior  officer  having  been  killed  in  the 
tir-t  five  minutes  of  action.  Dunn  was 
horn  in  Melbourne,  lived  in  South  Africa. 
went  to  school  in  England  and  came  to 
Berkeley  six.  years  ago.  He  took'  to  the 
Marin  hills  early  and  was  a  great  favorite 
among  the  enthusiastic  hikers  who  later 
applauded  him  in  his  achievement  of  1012.

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OUTSIDER  WINS  CLASSIC  DIPSEA

WITH  a  handicap  allowance  of 
twelve  minutes  II.  A.  Anderes,  an 
unattached  runner,  succeeded  in 
breasting  the  tape  at  Willow  Camp  on 
Sunday  morning  ahead  of  a  sterling  field 
of  athletes  and  thereby  earned  the  right 
to  have  his  name  inscribed  on  the  roll  of 
fame  as  one  of  the  winners  of  the  great 
cross-country  classic  of  the  Pacific  Coast, 
the   Dipsea  race. 

Off  the  limit  mark,  Anderes  plugged 
along  with  his  companions  similarly  fav- 
ored by   the   handicapper,   never  permitted 
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himself  to  be  headed,  and  in  the  final  drive 
down  the  slope  to  the  village  he  uncorkd 
a  sufficient  reserve  of  speed  to  distance 
his  rivals  and  secure  the  coveted  honors  of 
the  day.  The  fact  that  he  was  never 
considered  in  the  light  of  a  winner,  or 
prospective  winner,  is  testified  to  by  the 
prodigality  of  the  handicap  allowed  him, 
but  as  he  tore  down  the  lane  of  spectators 
gathered  at  the  camp  he  took  on  the 
semblance  of  a  champion  and  made  one 
think  regretfully  of  the  futile  efforts  of  the 
back-markers  to  overtake  him. 

Anderes  was  followed  in  by  a  couple 
of  high  school  boys,  M.  H.  Roach  of 
Fremont  High  and  J.  Fredericks  of  Mis- 
sion High,  in  the  order  named,  after  a 
lapse  of  about  twelve  seconds,  both  of 
whom  started  from  the  same  mark  as  the 
winner.  Then  followed  a  regular  plethora 
of  limit  and  penultimate  limit  men  ;  that  is. 
runners  of  the  long-distance  marks,  and 
by  the  time  W.  H.  Jones  of  Stockton  ar- 
rived off  the  thirty-second  mark  he  found 
that  no  less  than  ten  men  had  preceded 
him.  The  timers  were  immediately  aware 
of  the  fact  that  Jones  had  made  excellent 
time,  however,  despite  the  human  margin 
that  seemed  to  separate  him  from  the 
prize  list,  and  in  a  few  minutes  it  was 
announced  that  he  had  made  the  trip  in 
51  minutes  18  seconds,  which  equals  the 
best  time  ever  made  by  The  Olympic 
Club  champion.  Oliver  Millard.  Jones 
w-as  the  first  of  the  back-markers  to  show 
up.  and  he  was  given  a  rousing  reception. 
Then  the  glasses  were  turned  to  the  hill- 
side again  in  quest  of  the  men  who  started 
behind  Jones,  but  these  were  not  sighted 
until  it  became  clear  that  the  Stockton 
wonder  who  jumped  into  fame  by  win- 
ning the  Mounta  Tamalpais  race  in  June, 
had  cinched  his  right  to  the  time  prize. 
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rhe  first  Olympic  runner  i<>  arrive  at 
the  camp  was  Lloyd  Perkins,  off  nine 
minutes,  ami  he  finished  fourteenth.  Four 
units  divided  him  from  J.  Fuller,  O.  C, 
who  earned  his  place  after  a  brilliant 
tussle  down  the  stretch  with  I".  Knack 
mi'  the  V'isitacion  Valley.  W.  <  >'Callaghan 
ran  into  twenty-third  position,  and  follow- 
ing him  came  <  (liver  Millard  from  scratch. 
Though  beaten  on  time  by  Junes  it  was 
found  that  Millard  had  made  the  second 
best  lime  of  the  day.  which,  if  it  means 
anything  at  all,  is  a  compliment  to  the 
handicappers. 

John  Maurus.  the  lightweight  w:restler, 
made  his  maiden  trip  over  the  trail  and 
finished  well  in  thirty-second  position  off 
the  eight-minute  mark.  He'  was  immedi- 
ately fallowed  by  Eddie  Stout  (  who  tore 
off  the  last  hundred  yards  in  record  time), 
off    the    two    minute    fifteen    second   mark. 

Lee  Blackwell,  who  won  the  race  last 
year,  made  good  time  and  won  third  time 
prize,  oil'  two  minutes  and  thirty  seconds. 
lie  finished  strong  and  looked  as  though 
he  had  not  taxed  himself  to  the  limit. 
\-  a  matter  of  fact  that  remarks  applies 
to  a  L^rcat  many  of  the  runners.  Stout, 
for  example,  looked  as  though  he  could 
have  turned  hack  and  gone  over  the  course 
again  without  turning  a  hair.  When  seen 
afterwards  several  of  the  hoys  who  started 
from  behind  expressed  the  opinion  that 
tin-  handicaps  were  too  great,  but  a  close 
scrutiny  of  the  results  does  not  bear  out 
this  contention.  There  were  seventy-four 
starters  altogether,  and  the  margin  of 
time  between  the  first  and  the  last  was  less 
perhaps  than  on  any  previous  occasion; 
and  the  manner  in  which  the  back-mark- 
ni  among  the  time  prizes  without 
annexing    the   other   trophies   prove     con- 

Lisively    that    the   handicappers    have    noth- 
repent    of.     <  if   course   it    was   un- 
fortunate,   from    the    spectacular    point    of 
that    on,'   ,,i-   other   of   the   boys   on 


the  low  marks  did  not  break  into  one  of 
the  leading  positions.  One  thing  is  clear, 
however,  as  a  result  of  the  race:  that  is 
is  that  the  race  has  been  given  a  great 
boost  among  the  schools,  and  after  all  it 
is  the  new  talent  that  must  be  looked 
after,  provided  it  can  be  done  without 
positive  injustice  to  the  old-timers  and 
seasoned    runners. 

One  of  the  most  agreeable  features 
of  the  race  was  the  grandstand  finish 
of  old  man  Locke  of  the  Letter  Carriers' 
Association.  Off  the  limit  mark  with  a 
number  of  boys  less  than  half  his  age 
(spare  us  if  we  do  him  wrong  in  trying 
to  bedeck  him)  he  ran  into  sixth  position 
in   excellent  time. 

Willie  Howden,  a  former  winner,  and 
a  great  cross-country  runner,  who  shared 
the  honors  with  Willard  of  starting  from 
scratch,  could  get  no  nearer  than  fiftenth, 
but  he  finished  gamely  and  smiled  all  the 
way    down    the    lane.

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RENEWED  FENCING  ACTIVITIES

THE  older  members  of  the  club  re- 
member the  great  proficiency  an  1 
activity  in  fencing  which  prevailed 
in  our  O'Farrell  street  gymnasium  and  in 
our  former  home  on  Post  street,  particular- 
ly during  the  professorship  of  Master- 
at-Arms  Louis  Tronchet  between  18cS^ 
and  1901,  when  on  the  occasions  of  our 
Ladies'  Nights,  also  at  the  Circus  Maxi- 
mus  (April,  1893)  and  at  entertainments 
for  charities,  in  theatres  and  halls,  without 
as  well  as  within  our  city,  the  O.  C.  fencers 
gave  a  variety  of  exhibitions  of  swords- 
manship, classical.  Roman,  mediaeval  and 
modern,  realistic  and  theatrical,  in  merit 
never    approached    west    of    Chicago    and. 


in  certain  respects,  never  excelled  in  the 
United    States. 

But  Professor  Tronchet  passed  away, 
some  of  these  brilliant  swordsmen  left 
the  city,  the  others,  deprived  of  the  ad- 
vantage of  a  good  fencing  master,  gradu- 
ally deserted  the  fencing  room,  so  that 
for  a  decade  fencing  remained  at  a  low 
ebb  in  our  gymnasium. 

It  is  most  gratifying  now  again  to 
know  that  this  most  finished,  scientific  and 
beneficial  exercise  is  on  the  threshold  of 
new  glories  in  our  club. 

The  Directors  have  engaged  Professor 
Robert  B.  Miller  from  New  York;  he  has 
been    with    us    since    September    1st.

once  more  exult  that  in  swordsmanship, 
as  in  so  many  of  the  other  athletic  sports, 
The  Olympic  Club  is,  west  of  Chicago, 
and  of  all  that  half  o'  the  world  washed 
by  the  Pacific,  the  nonpariel  and  unexcel- 
lable.

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AMONG  THE  MOTORISTS

WHILE  the  attention  of  the  local 
automobile  industry  were  recently 
centred  "ii  the  record-breaking 
achievement  of  the  Hudson  Super  Six  on 
its  transcontinental  trip  which  was  made 
in  the  remarkable  time  of  five  days  three 
hours  and  thirty-One  minutes,  members  of 
I'm  Olympic  Club  have  been  contribut- 
ing less  conspicuously,  but  notably  never- 
theless,  to  the  activities  of  the  motor 
world.  Ralph  Brown,  for  instance,  made 
some  interesting  motor  history  on  a  round 
trip  between  this  city  and  Chicago.  Brown 
made  the  long  journey  of  6,361  miles 
in  a  six-passenger  model  21  Winton  car. 
The  other  day  he  was  regaling  members 
of  the  club  with  the  story  of  the  trip 
from  which  one  realizes  that  it  was  well 
worth  the  time,  money  and  hard  work. 
And  there  was  a  good  deal  of  hard  work 
as  well  as  experience,  for  Brown  was 
the  only  man  in  the  car  and  the  only 
driver.  "I  had  for  a  crew,"  he  says,  "my 
wife,  a  twenty-months-old  daughter,  my 
mother  and  aunt." 

The  party  left  here  on  July  3  at  7:30 


a.  m.  Following  the  route  of  the  Lincoln 
Highway,  they  arrived  in  Chicago  on 
July  28th.  After  seeing  Chicago  they 
started  on  the  return  trip  on  August  11th, 
arriving  in  San  Francisco  on  September 
1.  There  is  nothing  remarkable  in  the 
time  made,  but  "as  an  undertaking  for 
ambitious  travelers,"  says  Brown,  "it  has 
its  attractive  features."  The  party  passed 
through  ten  States,  camping  as  the  cir- 
cumstances dictated  and  finding  much  of 
unusual  interest  all  the  way.  Forty-four 
miles  per  day  was  the  average  drive.  The 
longest  single  drive  was  recorded  on  the 
return  trip  between  Chicago  and  Hannibal, 
Mo.,  by  way  of  Aurora  and  Galesburgh, 
a  distance  of  320  miles,  which  found 
Brown  at  the  wheel  for  a  steady  twenty- 
two  hours. 

The  total  weight  of  Brown's  car  in- 
cluding passengers,  tents  and  kitchen 
equipment  attached  to  the  rear  of  the  big 
Winton  was  6,500  pounds.  Nine  tires 
were  used  on  the  trip,  which  is  not  con- 
sidered exceptional  in  view  of  the  rough 
stretches    of    road    experienced    at    certain

points,  and  the  weight  to  which  they  were 
subjected.

WILL  MAHAN  DELIVER?

WHEX  Eddie  Mahan  came  out  of 
the  East  to  coach  the  bear--  of 
Berkeley  town  he  brought  with  him 
a  plenteous  supply  of  pep  and  personality, 
a  real  and  regular  sheepskin  from  John 
Harvard's  little  college,  an  international 
reputation  as  an  atha-lete  and  a  question. 
The  pep  and  the  personality  have  quite 
excited  us,  the  sheepskin  has  satisfactorily 
overawed  us,  and  the  reputation  has  im- 
pressed us  deeply ;  but  it  is  the  question 
which  really  concerns  us  the  most.  For 
its  answer  will  decide  definitely  whether 
Rugby  football,  which  has  won  the  hearts 
of  not  a  few  loyal  gridiron  enthusiasts, 
is  to  remain  with  us  for  a  while  longer 
or  be  supplanted  by  American  or  intercol- 
legiate football — known  generally  as  the 
Old  Game.  Will  Rugby  go? — that  is  the 
question  the  decaying'  East  has  sent  us 
through  the  medium  of  the  Greatest  of 
Them  All.  and  that  is  the  question  we 
Western  people  have  got  to  answer  be- 
fore the  close  of  the  present  season  or 
languish  for  another  weary  year  without 
the  thrills  and  throbs  of  a  real  big  game. 
It  may  not  be  obvious  but  the  fact  is 
that  it  lies  in  Mahan's  power  to  make  us 
answer  this  question  in  any  way  he  pleases. 
The  long-chinned  young  man  who  set  the 
East  afire  with  the  brilliance  of  his  play- 
ing and  made  many  a  good  Christian  for- 
get Charlie  Brickley  and  his  iron  toes, 
packs  the  answer  to  the  question  as  well 
as  the  question  itself.  He  knows  pretty 
well  whether  Rugby  is  on  its  way  back  to 
Australia  or  whether  the  Old  Game  i-  on 
its  way  back  to  the  East.  In  that  close- 
cropped  noodle  of  his  reposes  the  dope 
on  the  destiny  of  Pacific  Coast  football. 
He's  the  Wise  Aleck,  the  Smart  Kid  of 
the  gridiron.  And  he's  going  to  make 
some   very   important    sporting   history    be- 


fore he  hops  aboard  the  S.  P.  and  beats 
it  back  to  Boston. 

What's  Mahan  done  to  incur  all  this? 
It  isn't  what  he's  done,  it's  what  he's 
doing.  Eddie  Mahan's  official  job  at 
dear  old  California  (Rah!  rah!  rah!)  is  to 
coach  the  backfield  men.  The  back-field 
of  an  American  football  team  is  its  most 
important  asset.  It  is  the  human  batter- 
ing ram  that  is  supposed  to  bust  the  otner 
team  wide  open,  score  touchdowns,  kick- 
goals,  and,  incidentally,  smash  itsett  to 
smithereens  for  the  honor  of  its  Alma 
Mater.  A  mediocre  line  and  a  brilliant 
backfield  will  always  win  games.  A  bril- 
liant line  and  a  mediocre  backfield  may 
never  lose ;  but  the  combination  will  rarely 
win.  Xow  if  Eddie  Mahan  is  able  to 
polish  the  metal  of  his  backfield  men  'till 
it  gleams  with  the  lustre  of  a  stovepipe 
hat  California  is  going  to  march  all  over 
everything  that  gets  in  its  way.  Already, 
playing  what  Mahan  terms  "straight"  foot- 
ball, the  Bears  have  whipped  two  teams 
23  to  0.  And  the  presumption  is  that 
they'll  do  a  darnsite  better  when  he  has 
taught  them  a  few  of  the  "crooked"  ele- 
ments  of  the   game.    Eh  ? 

Aside  from  his  official  duties  the  well 
known  Bachelor  of  Arts  is  rendering  a 
great  service  to  the  intercollegiate- code  in 
another  way.  He  seems  to  be  about  the 
best  little  press  agent  it  has  ever  had.  If 
he  wags  his  Woodrow  Wilson  jaw  for  one 
word  about  football  —  bam  ! — somebody 
throws  it  into  type,  present^  it  with  a 
headline,  and  kicks  it  into  a  newspaper.

NOTES  ON  THE  NATIONAL  MEET

WHEN  one  comes  to  consider  the  re- 
sults of  the  National  Track  and 
Field  Championships,  held  recent- 
ly at  Newark.  N.  J.,  it  is  difficult  to  shake 
off  the  feeling  that  the  fates  were  very  un- 
kind to  The  Olympic  Club  in  disintegrat- 
ing our  team  just  as  we  figured  on  depart- 
ing for  the  East;  for  it  is  clear  to  me  that 
with  an  even  break  in  the  luck  we  would 
have  figured  prominently  in  the  score  sheet, 
and  mighty  possibly  have  won  out  once 
more  with  premier  honors.- 

Apart  from  the  events  in  which  the  exist- 
ing records  were  eclipsed  (and  do  not  for- 
get that  one  of  them  was  by  our  own 
"Feg"  Murray  performing  in  the  unhappy 
guise  of  "unattached")  the  meet  was  not 
productive  of  sensational  results,  and  the 
team  coordinating  the  best  average  talent 
in    every    branch    of    the    s:ame    won    out. 


Now  in  looking  over  the  names  of  the  boys 
who  figured  to  represent  the  club  at  the 
big  meet  I  cannot  get  away  from  the  idea 
that  we  most  certainly  stood  high  average. 

Take,  for  example,  M.  Kirksey,  who  fail- 
ed at  San  Diego  through  tearing  a  muscle 
as  he  was  about  to  cross  the  line  ahead 
of  Williams,  the  ultimate  winner.  It  is 
true  that  Williams  did  not  win  in  the  East, 
but  it  is  equally  true  that  Kirksey,  if  he 
had  retained  his  form,  would  have  done 
better,  and  most  probably  won.  At  all 
events  it  is  a  moral  certainty  that  he  would 
have  placed  both  in  the  century  and  in  the 
furlong  events ;  and  the  thing  to  remem- 
ber in  connection  with  championships  is 
that  it  is  not  the  isolated  winners  who  turn 
the  trick,  but  the  boys  who  persistently 
run    into   the   places. 

What  Murray  did  in  the  hurdles  for  no- 
body he  would  have  done  with  better  grace 
for  The  Olympic  Club,  and  Johnny  Nor- 
ton would  undoubtedly  have  been  there 
at  the  finished  to  share  his  honors.  With 
Sloman  and  Goeppert  in  the  quarter  mile, 
we  may  not  have  won,  but  again  we  would 
have  placed  and  mustered  in  the  points. 
The  half  mile  we  can  safely  leave  to  the 
Easterners,  though  Hoenich  proved  that 
all  the  talent  in  this  event  is  not  located  be- 
yond the  Rockies.  In  the  mile  event 
Vlught,  running  as  he  ran  at  San  Diego, 
would  have  been  in  the  first  flight ;  and  in 
the  five  miles  Millard,  I  think,  would  have 
won. 

There,  already,  would  be  a  pile  of  points 
in  hand  that  would  be  hard  to  equal  by 
any  other  aggregation  of  athletes.  Of 
course  in  the  field  events  we  would  have 
suffered,  and  the  recollection  of  that  fact 
darkens  up  the  picture  a  bit,  but  neverthe- 
less, without  stating  definitely  that  we  could 
have  won,  I  honestly  think  we  missed  a 
great  chance,  not.  of  course  through  any

$154,078.  Now  let  us  glance  at  our  prob- 
lem. It  is  estimated  that  the  cost  of  con- 
templated improvements  of  which  plans  and 
sketches  have  been  made  will  approximate 
$175,000.  The  club  is  indebted  to  the 
New  York  Life  Insurance  Company  in 
the  sum  of  $220,000  at  an  annual  interest 
of  five  and  one-half  per  cent  and  by  the 
terms  of  the  loan  is  obligated  to  carry 
fire  and  earthquake  insurance  in  the  amount 
of  $300,000.  The  present  floating  indebt- 
edness is  $60,000  on  which  sum  interest 
is  paid  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent.  To 
pay  for  the  improvements  it  is  proposed 
to  borrow  not  to  exceed  $500,000  (or, 
if  possible,  to  avoid  interest  at  seven 
per  cent  on  the  present  second  mort- 
gage bonds  a  sum  sufficient  to  refund 
the  entire  indebtedness  and  to  com- 
plete improvements)  at  an  annual  rate 
of  interest  not  to  exceed  five  and  one-half 
per  cent  secured  by  a  first  mortgage  on 
the  club  property,  on  terms  that  will  per- 
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mit  its  repayment  in  monthly  installments 
of  not  less  than  $2,000.  This  sum  will 
be  more  than  sufficient  to  pay  the  first 
mortgage  debt  and  the  floating  indebted- 
ness and  to  make  all  desirable  improve- 
ments. But  to  accomplish  this  the  holders 
of  the  second  mortgage  bonds  which  have 
been  reduced  from  $186,150  to  $140,000 
must  consent  that  the  lien  of  the  mort- 
gage to  secure  the  new  loan  shall  be 
superior  to  the  lien  of  the  deed  of  trust 
which  secures  the  payment  of  these  bonds. 
During  the  past  four  years  the  average 
monthly  profits  after  deducting  interest 
charges,  depreciation  and  reserve  for 
doubtful  and  uncollectible  accounts  has 
been  $4,076.35.  and  it  is  fair  to  assume 
that  in  the  future  this  average  will  not  be 
materially  reduced.  It  is  ample  to  pay 
not  only  the  interest  on  the  intended  in- 
debtedness and  the  second  mortgage  bonds 
but  also  $2,000  monthly  on  account  of 
the  principal  of  the  first  loan  and  $620 
monthly  into  a  sinking  fund  to  redeem  the 
second  mortgage  bonds  before  July  31, 
1935,  the  day  when  they  shall  mature,  and 
leave  a  monthly  balance  of  more  than 
$1,000  for  incidentals,  maintenance,  re- 
pairs and  any  emergency.  The  Directors 
of  the  club  realize  that  the  improvements 
under  consideration  will  add  greatly  to  the 
comfort  and  pleasure  of  the  members  and 
make  their  home  far  more  attractive. 
These  improvements  comprise  two  floors 
of  living  rooms  to  be  rented  at  very  mod- 
erate rates;  a  third  floor  (or  roof)  for  a 
kitchen  and  beautiful  dining  room ;  the 
transformation  of  the  second  floor  into  a 
well-appointed  billiard  room  and  large 
and  comfortable  card  room  and  luxurious 
living  room  ;  also  the  enlargement  of  the 
library,  office  and  hat-room  and  essential 
alterations  to  our  system  of  ventilation. 
Notwithstanding  their  views  on  the  sub- 
ject the  Directors  deem  it  advisable  to 
submit  the  whole  matter  to  a  vote  of  the 


members.  While  the  vote  will  be  merely 
advisory  it  will  of  course  receive  earnest 
consideration.  Within  the  next  few  days 
each  member  will  be  requested  to  vote  on 
the  important  question  whether  the  im- 
provements should  be  made. 


What  a  sad  thing  was  the  death  of  Jack 
Hunt!

The  news  of  this  cruel  tragedy  filled  all 
the  club  with  gloom  and  sorrow.  For 
Jack  Hunt  was  a  man  we  all  loved :  a 
big-hearted,  good-natured  young  athlete 
bubbling  over  with  enthusiasm  for  the  de- 
lights of  life ;  his  very  presence  was  in- 
spiriting. He  went  about  scattering  the 
seeds  of  courtesy  and  kindness,  doing  much 
to  increase  the  joys  of  social  intercourse. 
The  mere  thought  of  death  in  the  case 
of  a  friend  in  whom  life  is  exuberant  is 
saddening,  but  the  news  of  Jack  Hunt's 
death  at  the  hands  of  a  murderous  wretch 
to  whom  he  had  done  no  injury,  to  whom 
in  all  probability  he  was  trying  to  render 
assistance,  was  shocking  and  dumfound- 
ing.

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of  the  club  is  interwoven  with  the  history 
the  city,  for  as  a  club  it  has  played  a 
part  m  the  development  of  the  city  and 
in  the  advancement  of  its  interests.  It 
ponded  to  calls  on  its  patriotism. 
a>  ..ii  the  day  of  the  I 'reparedness  Parade, 
and  it  has  responded  to  calls  on  its  loyalty 
to  the  city  itself,  participating  in  public 
events  designed  to  promote  the  public  wel- 
t'.ire.  and  itself  at  times  assuming  full 
responsibility  in  events  having  as  their  ob- 
ject  the  advancement  of  charitable  and 
educational  causes.  The  Olympic  Club 
i>  never  waited  on  public  sentiment;  it 
has  been  a  leader  of  sentiment,  and  many 
-  has  the  sanity  of  its  leadership  been 
vindicated.  So  the  attitude  of  the  club 
.n  the  propositions  to  destroy  the  privacy 
of  all  clubs  and  to  abrogate  certain  per- 
sonal rights  of  all  citizens  is  quite  in  har- 
mony with  its  best  tradition.  For  what- 
ever  views  men   mav   have   as   to  teetotal- 


ism  or  as  to  the  wisdom  of  trying  to  en- 
force in  this  State  laws  that  are  productive 
nowhere  else  of  anything  but  lawlessness 
and  hypocrisy,  assuredly  the  proposition 
is  not  to  be  challenged  that  Prohibition  in 
California  would  mean  the  destruction  of 
vast  property  interests  and  the  complete 
dissipation  in  San  Francisco  of  an  atmos- 
phere that  has  been  the  boast  of  the  city 
round  the  world.  Now  The  Olympic 
Club  was  born  in  this  State  and  fostered 
in  this  atmosphere,  and  all  the  while  it  has 
been  developing  men  and  improving  men 
physically,  morally  and  mentally,  and  the 
explanation  of  its  present  attitude  prob- 
ably is  that  it  has  not  been  persuaded  that 
it  would  be  better  to  experiment  with  some 
new  environment  and  cultivate  new  man- 
ners and  customs  than  to  pursue  the  life  in 
which  we  have  nourished  through  the 
years.

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CLUB  WRESTLERS  SHOW  CLASS

Tu  produce  wrestlers  we  must  have 
competition;  whether  with  outsiders 
or  among  ourselves  is  immaterial,  but 
we  must  have  it.  or  the  sport  will  fall  into 
a  decline,  ami  nothing  in  the  world  is  so 
hard  to  rev:v<  a£  interest  in  a  pastime 
that  has  once  lost  its  hold  on  the  public 
fancy.  Hence  my  desire  for  periodical  ex- 
hibitions  and  club  championships.  By 
keeping  the  boys  keyed  up  to  the  mark  it 
i-  ]>. is^ildt-  to  sustain  an  interest  in  the 
mat  game  that  could  not  be  accomplished 
otherwise.  Besides  it  is  hard  for  others  to 
avoid  the  contagion  of  interest  thus  radiat- 
ing  towards  them. 

Tlie  first  exhibition  of  this  order,  which 
was  held  in  the  gymnasium  last  Friday 
evening,  demonstrated  several  important 
things.  While  the  department  had  suf- 
fered serious  losses  through  the  resigna- 
tion of  such  men  as  Heino  and  Sewell, 
both  boys  of  championship  calibre,  it  was 
obvious  that  there  was  no  apparent  weak- 
lier in  the  ranks,  and  before  the  even- 
erformance  was  ended  one  or  two 
new  names  had  developed  a  familiar  ring 
to  the  ear  portending  a  more  than  passing 
significance  to  the  wrestling  game  in  the 
club. 

Of    course    the    big    feature    of    the    ex- 
hibition was  the  meeting  between  big  Bob 
Thomson,     coast      heavyweight     champion, 
and   t '.    E.   Allen,   his   most    persistent   chal- 
lenger.      Thomson    had    been    out    of    the 
game    for    some    considerable    time    until 
a   few  months  ago  when   he  returned   with 
renewed  /est   only  to  find  that   Allen,  his 
only   rival    for   the   title,   had   been    working 
hard   right   along   with   a   view   to  enthron- 
self  in  the  coveted   scat   of  honor 
I    the    tirst    opportunity,   or,    failing    such 
rtunit]  .  I-  assume  the  titular  dis- 
n  b)   default  of  the  custodian. 


Personally  I  was  of  the  opinion  that 
Allen  would  exhaust  his  bulkier  opponent 
if  given  sufficient  time,  and  with  the  end 
in  view  of  giving  talent  its  opportunity 
over  time  I  arranged  with  the  Athletic 
Committee  to  extend  the  duration  of  the 
bouts  as  far  as  might  seem  necessary  or 
desirable  within  the  interests  of  the  sport. 
And  for  fully  twenty  of  the  twenty-five  min- 
utes that  the  men  were  on  the  mat  Allen  was 
distinctly  the  aggressor.  Right  from  the 
jump  he  carried  the  battle  to  his  opponent 
after  the  fashion  of  a  true  challenger,  and 
while  he  succeeded  in  getting  behind  his 
man  on  many  occasions  he  failed  to  make 
an  impression,  and  it  became  clear  that  if 
he  was  to  win  at  all  it  would  be  by  the 
decision  route.  Once  or  twice  Thomson 
put  a  little  concerted  effort  into  his  work 
and  had  Allen  in  a  precarious  position,  but 
that  was  all  he  did  until,  with  a  super- 
human stroke  of  muscularity  combined  with 
a  nicely  balanced  avoirdupois,  he  pinned 
his  man  with  a  body  scissors  and  arm  lock. 
The  time  was  25  minutes  30  seconds. 

An  excellent  debut  was  made  by  A. 
Holmer,  one  of  our  new  men  in  the  welter- 
weight class.  He  disposed  of  Vic  Pela- 
rogue  in  4  minutes  22  seconds  with  a 
head  scissors  and  cross  bar  arm.  To  those 
who  had  seen  Holmer  working  in  the 
gym  his  performance  did  not  come  as 
much  of  a  surprise  for  it  was  clear  that 
he  carried  a  lot  of  class.  The  most  sur- 
prised man  in  the  house  wras  Pelarogue 
who,  of  course,  is  not  accustomed  to  being 
pinned  at  all  by  anyone  of  his  weight. 
What  Holmer  will  do  in  open  champion- 
ships remains  to  be  seen,  but  I  have  very 
great   hopes   for   him. 

It  was  my  intention  to  stage  a  wild 
cat  rally  between  George  B.  Nees,  present 
lightweight    champion,    and    John    Maurus, 
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contender  in  that  fashionable  division  of 
the  sport,  but  an  accident  to  Maurus  pre- 
vented me  from  carrying  out  my  designs, 
much  to  the  disgust  of  Maurus  and  not  less 
to  the  chagrin  of  Xees.  In  the  circum- 
stances I  selected  H.  Smulson  for  the 
task  of  testing  the  mettle  of  Xees.

TRIBUTES  TO  "JACK"  HUNT 


THE  funeral  services  of  John  A. 
(Jack)  Hunt,  the  Olympian  who  met 
a  tragic  death  a  few  weeks  ago,  were 
conducted  by  San  Francisco  Lodge  No. 
3  of  Elks,  the  deceased  being  a  member 
of  that  fraternal  society.  On  the  occasion 
of  the  funeral  services  the  beautiful  lodge- 
room  of  the  Elks  was  thronged  with  sor- 
rowing friends,  and  many  floral  pieces 
bore  testimony  to  the  esteem  in  which  the 
young  man  was  held.  Eloquent  tributes 
of  esteem  were  paid  by  several  of  Jack 
Hunt's  friends,  among  them  Mr.  William 
II.  McCarthy  and  Mr.  James  F.  Brennan. 
In  part  Mr.  McCarthy  spoke  as  follows : 
"And  we  shall  miss  him,  miss  him  in  our 
work  and  miss  him  in  our  play  and  many 
will  miss  him  with  us.  I  remember  well 
but  two  short  years  ago  when  the  As- 
sociated Charities  sent  forth  their  plea  for 
assistance.  They  told  of  the  babies  who 
would  starve,  of  the  old  who  would  die  and 
of  the  sick  who  would  suffer  unless  funds 
were  provided.  I  remember  how  The 
Olympic  Club  came  to  the  rescue.  The 
one  who  donned  a  fool's  coat  and  played  a 


fool's  part,  so  that  the  babies  might  be  fed 
and  the  old  might  not  die  and  the  sick 
might  not  suffer,   was  Jack   Hunt. 

"I  remember  when  the  Indoor  Yacht 
Club  gave  its  Kiddies'  Day  and  thirty 
thousand  children — the  children  of  the 
poor — thronged  the  Civic  Auditorium. 
There  was  a  band  of  clowns  and  twice 
thirty  thousand  baby  eyes  followed  their 
antics  and  thirty  thousand  baby  laughs  and 
baby  smiles  echoed  to  the  lofty  dome.  The 
man  who  led  them  in  their  play  was  Jack 
Hunt.  And  on  our  summer  vacations 
and  only  a  fortnight  ago  over  the  winding 
hills  to  Willow  Camp,  along  the  Dipsea 
trail,  his  was  always  the  laugh  that  was 
merriest.  Tomorrow  night  his  feet  would 
have  played  along  the  Path  of  Gold ;  to- 
night they   rest  at   God's  golden   footstool. 

"And  so  we  come  today  to  testify  our 
love,  our  affection  and  our  esteem  ;  to  tell 
of  our  sorrow  and  grief.  And  would  we 
could  lift  the  heavy  burden  from  the  backs 
of  the  poor  father,  the  sisters  and  brothers 
he  left  behind.  Oh,  could  we  but  find  for 
them  the  silver  lininer  that  is  hard  to  find 
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in  this  'lark  cloud  !  <  >h,  could  we  but  poinl 
i"  thai  bright  star  thai  shines  somewhere 
in  tin'  dark  night  of  their  grief  ana  de- 
spair ! 

"We  knew  him  with  his  smiles  and  laughter. 
We  knew  him  as  he  radiated  sunshine 
and  hope  and  gladness.  Like  the  rose  that 
buds  and  blooms  and  fades  he  had  com- 
pleted his  all  too  short  existence  and  the 
Creator  called.  Across  the  Great  Divide 
he  has  gone  into  that  unknown  and  un- 
explored land  of  Tomorow.'  He'll  be 
waiting  there  with  the  smile  that  we  all 
loved  hut  you  loved  best.  He'll  be  longing 
there,  for  they  must  long  eyen  in  that  Land 
of  Eternal  Sunshine,  and  he'll  be  happy 
and  we'll  be  happy,  too,  when  we  are  all 
reunited  with  our  loved  ones  who  have 
gone  before,  in  'Our  Father's  Home,' 
where  sickness  and  sorrow — tears  and 
tragedy — are  unknown.

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AMONG  THE  MOTORISTS

GOOD  roads  are  the  State's  greatest 
asset  and  the  adherents  of  improved 
highways  are  no  linger  limited  to 
the  ranks  of  motor  dealers  and  automobile 
enthusiasts.  While  these  two  classes  have 
always  been  strong  supporters  of  move- 
ments to  improve  the  roads,  the  booster 
of  today  is  the  farmer,  the  teamster,  the 
property  owned  and  every  citizen  who  has 
come  to  understand  the  great  benefit  of 
good  boulevards.  The  achievements  of 
the  State  Highway  Commission — safety  to 
human  life  and  a  tremendous  increase  in 
traffic — are  evidences  obvious  to  all  of  the 
wisdom   of   maintaining   good   highways. 

Number  3  on  the  ballot  at  the  forth- 
coming election  provides  for  a  bond  issue 
of  15.000,000.  The  defeat  of  it  would  be 
a  calamity.  Our  State  highway  system 
thus  far  projected  has  given  the  people 
generally  reason  to  be  proud  of  what  has 
been  accomplished.  It  is  now  proposed 
to  vote  the  money  necessary  to  complete 
this  important  and  beneficial  work  so  that 
California's  great  enterprise  may  be  uni- 
versally   recognized. 

One  of  the  chief  aims  of  the  State  High- 
way Commission  is  to  make  the  roads  of 
California  "safe  and  fool  proof."  Reports 
from  the  commission  show  that  during  the 
months  of  July.  August  and  September 
there  were  1102  accidents  in  California. 
the  large  majority  of  which  were  attributed 
at  least  indirectly  to  bad  crossings.  It  is 
desirable  that  all  enthusiastic  Olympians 
should  get  behind  Number  3  on  November 
7th.

WHAT  has  come  over  our  junior 
members?  They  show  little  if  any 
interest  in  athletics  of  any  si  irt. 
Amongst  those  who  have  graduated  from 
the  juvenile  class  are  boys  or  rather  young 
men  who  showed  great  promise  either 
in  the  tank  or  on  the  track.  They  are  now 
rarely  seen  around  the  club  and  do  not 
report  to  Coach  Foster.  Of  our  150  and 
odd  juniors  the  average  attendance  is 
about  twelve.  This  is  a  very  poor  show- 
ing and  I  often  wonder  if  the  parent-  or 
guardians  of  these  hoys  think  they  are 
availing-  themselves  of  the  advantages  of- 
fered them  and  for  which  they  pay  S2.

Jaehne  i-  the  only  one  to  satisfy 
the  requirements  of  the  Athletic  Com- 
mittee. 

The    enthusiasm    amongst    our    juveniles 


is  in  strong  contrasl  with  the  apathy  of  our 
juniors.  It  would  interest  our  older  mem- 
bers to  visit  the  club  any  Saturday  morn- 
ing between  9  and  1 1  o'clock.

WHEN  through  the  medium  of  the 
daily  press  the  public  were  in- 
formed of  the  junior-juvenile  track 
and  field  meet  the  same  daily  press  took 
occasion  to  comment  in  a  serio-humorous 
fashion  upon  the  far-seeing  policy  of  the 
club  in  developing  or  assisting  the  develop- 
ment of  its  stars  and  near  stars  in  this 
manner.  But  track  is  not  the  only  thing 
that  is  being  helped  along.  This  year 
under  the  guidance  of  that  wheel-horse 
of  the  sport,  Edgar  Pomeroy,  a  junior 
soccer  team  has  been  organized.  If  things 
turn  out  in  the  way  that  is  promised,  that 
most  noticable  thing  about  local  soccer, 
viz.  the  Scotch  burr  and  the  English  ac- 
cent will  not  be  so  common  in  the  local 
soccer   teams    of   the    near    future. 

Soccer  as  we  all  know  is  not  an  Ameri- 
can game.  Developed  in  the  British  Isles, 
it  has  reached  the  point  where  it  is  to 
the  British  what  baseball  is  to  us.  A  big 
league  soccer  player  receives  in  some 
cases  and  on  some  clubs  as  much  for  one 
game  a  week  as  our  big  leaguers  get  for 
a  week's  services.  Most  of  the  really 
good  soccer  players  here  learned  the  game 
in  the  old  country.  But  the  soccer  type 
is  changing  now  that  the  sport  is  creeping 
more  and  more  into  favor  in  this  country, 
thanks  to  the  public  playgrounds  on  which 
the  game  is  fostered  and  developed  among 
the  boys.  In  the  East  its  hold  is  very 
pronounced  and  its  popularity  is  growing 
in  the  West.  In  Alameda  county  there 
are  over  sixty  registered  soccer  teams, 
amongst  which  there  is  great  rivalry.  In 
San  Francisco  the  game  is  played  by  a 
good  many  of  the  grammar  schools,  for 
tin-  presenl  superintendent  of  athletics,  Mr. 
De  Groot,  is  a  great  admirer  of  the  game 
and    is    doing    his    best    to    introduce    it. 


Rugby  and  American  football  enthusiasts 
forget  all  their  differences  and  unite  glee- 
fully when  soccer  is  mentioned.  To  hear 
them  hold  forth  one  would  think  that 
the  powder  puff  and  hand  mirror  were 
the  most  necessary  adjuncts  of  the  game. 
This  seems  to  be  a  rather  common  idea. 
As  a  matter  of  fact  soccer  football  is  a 
more  scientific  game  than  either  American 
or  Rugby  (chorus  of  anguished  howls  from 
A.  and  R.  fans).  If  in  soccer  you  have 
none  of  the  tense,  breathless  moments  of 
suspense  while  some  player  with  the  ball 
under  his  arm  charges  the  line  and  leaves 
portions  of  his  anatomy  scattered  over 
the  field,  anyway  you  can  always  see  the 
play  for  of  all  football  games,  soccer  is 
by  far  the  most  open  and  easy  to  follow. 
Nor  in  soccer  are  you  ever  called  upon 
to  endure  the  long  periods  of  inaction  so 
common  to  the  "big  game."  Then  for 
thrills,  what  can  be  prettier  than  watching 
a  pair  of  flying  forwards  taking  the  ball 
down  the  field,  dribbling  from  side  to  side, 
evading  halfs,  backs  and  finally  scoring 
from  a  sharp  angle  past  the  waiting  goal- 
keeper? During  all  this  time  the  ball  has 
never  been  touched  by  the  hands.  How- 
ever, let  us  come  back  to  the  juniors 
ere  I  am  declared  off  side  for  lack  of 
space.  September,  the  24th,  Mr.  Pome- 
roy, ably  seconded  by  our  guide,  philo- 
sopher and  friend,  Tom  Bunyan,  had  about 
forty  of  the  boys  out  at  Olympian  Field, 
nee  Ewing.  A  team  was  formed  and 
played  against  the  big  club  team  which 
was  out  for  practice.  All  the  boys  were 
able  to  get  into  the  game  and  in  this 
manner  the  coaches  were  able  to  get  a  line 
on  the  various  likely  candidates.  Several 
Sunday  practices  were  held  before  Messrs. 
Bunyan     and     Pomeroy     felt     justified     in 
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picking  a  team.  Fifteen  men  wire  -elected 
and  practice  was  set  about  in  dead  earnest. 
At  this  juncture  the  Athletic  Committee 
came  through  handsomely  with  complete 
outfits  for  the  entire  team,  thanks  to 
Judge  Fitzpatrick  and  his  colleague.-  of 
the  committee.  For  the  benefit  of  the 
game  a  six-club  league  known  as  the  Ba) 
Counties  Soccer  Football  League  was  or- 
ganized. A  delicate  tribute  was  paid  to 
the  club  in  electing  us  president  of  the 
league.

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ATHLETES  IN  THE  MAKING

OUT  in  the  I 'ark  Stadium  some  few 
Sundays  ago,  during  a  lull  in  the 
progress  of  the  club's  annual  field 
meet  for  September,  our  gymnasium  in- 
structor "Mob"  Leandro  produced  from 
nowhere  in  particular,  so  it  seemed,  a 
surprisingly  dignified  and  methodical  band 
of  miniature  athletes.  They  grasped  bus- 
iness-like looking  dumb  bells  in  their  hands 
and,  at  a  word  of  command,  lined  up  in 
regular  formation,  much  like  soldiers  on 
parade. 

"Little  shavers"  they  were,  all  of  them, 
and  they  stood  at  attention  so  unusually 
speechless  that,  without  thinking,  one  look- 
ed to  see  if  they  might  be  muzzled.  Such 
was  not  the  case.  To  be  silent  was  a 
part  of  their  "stunt." 

The  series  of  dumb  bell  manoeuvres 
which  they  produced  spoke  volumes,  how- 
ever; these  juvenile  gymnasts  of  ours  are 
well  trained.  An  expert  manipulator  of 
a  group  of  jumping-jacks  could  not  have 
created  a  more  rhythmic  or  a  more  spirited 
exhibition. 


It  is  interesting  to  have  this  insight  into 
the  disciplined  physical  training  which 
forms  a  regular  part  of  the  club  life  of  all 
our  small  boy  members.  The  procession 
of  club  events  across  the  calendar  seldom 
brings  the  activities  of  the  juvenile  gym 
classes  into  the  spotlight  of  general  com- 
ment. Nevertheless  the  work  which  is 
being  done  every  day  toward  the  physical 
development  of  youthful  Olympians  merits 
reflection.

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HANDICAPPING  THE  BILL1ARDISTS

THE  winter  billiard  tournament  will 
start  Monday  night,  November  27th, 
at  eight  o'clock.  The  entry  list  is 
filling  up  rapidly,  and  it  looks  as  if  we 
were  going  to  have  all  four  classes  filled, 
and  then  some.  The  Billiard  Committee 
has  been  asked  to  add  a  fifth  class  for  be- 
ginners, and  as  these  tournaments  are  given 
for  no  other  reason  than  to  interest  all 
lovers  of  the  game  I  will  say  that  it  is 
more  than  probable  that  a  fifth  class 
will  be  added. 

In  the  handicapping  of  the  players  there 
has  always  been  considerable  discussi  >n 
and  criticism  over  whoever  was  unfortun- 
ate enough  to  be  appointed  to  attend  to 
that  end  of  the  work.  The  committee 
feel  and  know  that  it  is  impossible  to 
satisfy  everybody,  and  have  made  up  their 
minds  to  the  fact,  that  the  only  way  to 
handicap  satisfactorily  any  tournament 
with  so  many  players  in  it  is  to  let  them  do 
their  own  handicapping  in  each  class. 
Therefore  all  the  players  in  each  class 
will  be  expected  to  turn  in  a  list  of  what 
handicap  every  player  should  get,  leaving 
out  his  name  name,  thus  giving  every 
player  a  chance  to  place  all  his  opponents, 
but   not   himself. 

At   the   close   of   the   billiard   tournament 


the  club  will  >tart  a  three-cushion  tourna- 
ment with  the  handicaps  ranging  between 
the  15  and  25  mark;  that  is,  all  those 
entering  this  tournament  must  expect  to 
play  somewhere  between  the  above  marks. 
The  B.  B.  C.  Co.  rules  will  govern  all 
games.

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THE  FOOTBALL  SITUATION 

By  Joseph  Hickey 


WILL  Stanford  go  back  to  the  "old 
game?"  Now  that  the  football 
season  of  1916  is  a  matter  of  his- 
tory,  and  the  cardinal  jerseys  of  Stanford, 
the  while  of  the  Mission  lads  at  Santa 
Clara  and  the  blue  and  gold  uppers  of 
California  hang  in  silent  testimony  to  past 
athletic  endeavor,  the  topic  among  those 
associated  with  college  affairs  is  the  pos- 
sible  reunion  of  Stanford  and  California 
on  the  football  field.  Just  ten  years  ago 
the  rival  teams  that  had  contributed  to  the 
tradition  of  a  generation  wherein  was  de- 
veloped the  fine .  spirit  that  marks  the 
rivalries  of  intercollegiate  contests,  ap- 
peared on  California  Field  with  a  new 
toy — Rugby.  This  was  a  style  of  foot- 
ball not  unfamiliar  to  the  athletic  world, 
but  to  the  lovers  of  American  college 
football  it  was  an  alien  sport.  It  was  a 
game  known  to  our  forefathers  that  had 
gone  through  a  process  of  assimilation. 
Meanwhile  the  professional  coach  had  in- 
troduced the  feature  of  interference  which 
along  with  mass  formations  and  other 
novelties  caused  a  great  change  in  the 
character  of  the  game,  provoking  much  un- 
favorable criticism.  The  result  was  a 
scathing  denunciation  of  the  gridiron  game 
in  1905.  Then  was  presented  at  Stanford 
and  California  the  alternative  of  entirely 
eliminating  the  annual  contest  or  adopting 
Rugby  as  a  substitute.  The  students  de- 
cided to  revive  the  game  as  it  was  first 
played  in  American  colleges.  Of  course 
there  were  many  objections,  and  much 
exciting  history  was  made  before  Rugby 
was  given  a  trial.  The  students  hated  to 
abandon  the  old  game  and  isolate  them- 
selves from  the  balance  of  the  college 
world.  To  make  matters  worse  the  first 
Rugby  contest  was  Rugby  in  its  crudest 
Form,   but    in   time  the   natural   rivalry   be- 


tween Stanford  and  California  asserted 
itself,  and  when  the  Australian  and  New 
Zealand  Rugby  teams  visited  the  city  and 
exhibited  their  brilliant  tactics  the  game 
grew  in  popularity.  Greater  interest  was 
taken  in  it  when  a  team  picked  from  both 
universities  visited  the  Antipodes. 

Two  years  ago,  as  a  result  of  a  con- 
troversy over  Rugby,  Stanford  and  Cali- 
fornia severed  football  relations.  This  is 
another  story.  But  here  it  should  be 
stated  that  as  to  Rugby  itself  it  has  proved 
itself  entirely  satisfactory  from  the  purely 
athletic  standpoint.  It  has  done  every- 
thing but  preserve  amiable  relations  be- 
tween Stanford  and  California.  What- 
ever be  one's  opinion  as  to  the  relative 
merits  of  the  two  games,  it  is  certain  that 
Rugby  is  the  more  conducive  to  sound 
physical  development.  And  it  is  not  lack- 
ing in  attractive  spectacular  features.  It 
provides  a  kaleidoscope  of  action  that  is 
not  equaled  in  team  play,  in  the  series  of 
slow  methodical  evolutions  by  which  the 
American  game  is  marked,  but  which  ap- 
pears to  appeal  to  American  lovers  of 
the  sport,  though  to  many  it  was  perhaps 
weirdly  fascinating  to  observe  the  de- 
feat of  California  by  the  mysterious  Dobie 
and  his  gray-sweatered  charges  from  the 
northwest!  At  the  same  time  no  doubt 
they  thought  of  many  desirable  features  in 
the    present    American    game. 

The  recent  agitation  at  Stanford  for  a 
return  to  the  American  game  is  due 
chiefly  to'  a  desire  to  play  California,  but 
while  there  is  a  difference  of  sentiment 
in  the  student  body,  the  faculty  is  united 
for  Rugby.  It  has  been  predicted  that 
in  time  California  will  return  to  Rugby 
in  order  to  compete  with  Stanford,  but 
■  m    the    other    hand,    there    are    authorities 
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who   say   that   Rugby    with   all   its    advan 
tages  will  never  get  beyond  the   Stanford- 
Santa    Clara    match,    and    that    we    should 
not    take    the    Stanford-Santa    Clara    .■ 
of    this    year    as    any     kind     of     criterion. 
While  the  Cardinal   was  hopelessly  beaten

OLYMPIAN  ADDS  MORE  RENOWN  TO  OUR  CLUB

AMONG  the  rivc-man  track  and  field 
team  that  was  selected  by  our  na- 
tional authorities  to  represent  the 
United  States  in  Europe  was  our  fellow 
Olympian  Fred  (Pheg)  Murray,  who 
competed  in  thirteen  events  excepting  the 
relay,  scoring  a  total  of  35  points:  having 
won  three  first,  six  seconds  and  four  thirds, 
besides  being  an  anchor-man  in  the  relay. 
lie  won  every  start  in  the  low  hurdle,  was 
second  five  times  in  the  high  and  finished 
first  on  one  occasion ;  and  always  placed 
in  the  shot. 

The  American  team  consisted  of  Loomis 
and  Ward  of  Chicago.  Simpson  of  the 
Missouri  Athletic  Club  and  Meredith  of 
the  Meadow  Brook  Athletic  Club,  together 
with    Murray. 

During  their  entire  trip  abroad  they 
were  never  defeated  in  a  relay  race  and 
this,  together  with  their  other  perform- 
ances, speaks  volumes  for  the  American 
athlete  and  exemplifies  the  speed,  strength, 
endurance  and  courage  of  our  manhood 
in  comparison   with  the  flower  of   Europe. 

While  it  is  true  that  Ted  Meredith  suf- 
fered defeat  in  the  800  metre  he,  however, 
was  victorious  in  every  start  of  the  400 
metre:  and  I  have  frequently  been  asked 
why  he  did  not  do  better. 

When  you  stop  and  consider  that  last 
winter  he  was  running  in  the  indoor  meets 
at  Madison  Square  Garden  in  Xew  York 
and   the   Armory   at    Boston   and   that   this 


spring  he  competed  in  all  the  college  meets, 
running  every  race  in  record  time,  it  was 
quite  natural  that  he  should  go  into  a 
•slump."  and,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  prior 
to  the  championships  at  Newark  he  was 
suffering  from  boils,  due  to  a  run-down 
condition,  and  was  only  beaten  "inches" 
by  Halpin  in  close  to  record  time. 

However,  as  the  time  approaches  f,  ,r 
the  sailing  of  the  team,  his  condition 
seemed  to  be  improving  and  the  committee 
decided  that  he  had  again  regained  his 
form  :  but  most  likely  the  trip  across  the 
Atlantic,  together  with  the  change  of  food, 
water  and  atmosphere,  had  a  tendency  to 
impair  not  only  his  ability  but  that  of  the 
other  Americans  as  well.  Even  with  these 
adverse  conditions  they  won  practically 
every  meet  they  entered  into  in  all  the 
Scandinavian  countries.  And  a  postal  just 
received  from  Russia  indicates  Murray 
somewhere  in  the  Czar's  domains. 

Considering  that  these  athletes  went  over 
the  sea  after  wonderful  work  on  the 
American  soil  and  that  they  competed 
directly  after  leaving  the  ship  has  proved 
that  the  United  States  ranks  first  with 
brain  that  can  think  and  muscle  that  can 
travel  fast,  leap  far  and  high,  and  handle 
the   weights   with   due  credit.

The  middle  distance  runners  acquire 
strength  for  spring  racing  and  when  they 
start  training  they  can  put  their  attention 
to  form  and  speed ;  and  when  you  have 
enough  strength,  speed  and  good  form  you 
always  bring  home  the  medal.

By  William  Greek  Harrison 


THE  work-  of  William  Shakespeare 
teem  with  reference  to  the  outdoor 
sports  of  his  day.  These  arc  no 
glib  allusions  but  the  phrases  used  by  a 
master  of  venery,  of  woodcraft  in  all 
its  forms,  of  hunting,  hawking,  of  the 
■ays  of  the  horse,  the  dog,  the  hare,  the 
deer,  indeed  of  all  things  that  lived  in 
the  forest,  or  pinioned  through  the  air. 
m  -wept  out  of  vision  through  brakes 
and  brambles,  over  hills  and  dales,  across 
the  babbling  streams,  or  upward  over  the 
inviting  hills,  harking  to  the  musical  cry 
of  the  hounds  and  the  chorus  of  the 
huntsman    following. 

THE   HORSE 

Shakespeare  knew  his  subject.  The 
noblest  of  four-footed  animals,  the  horse, 
was  his  especial  joy,  and  his  reference- 
to  him  in  a  hundred  passages  -how  his 
intimacy  with  and  his  mastership  of  a 
splendid  nature,  dear  to  the  immortal 
bard.  Here  is  the  most  perfect  descrip- 
tion of  a  horse  ever  written.  It  is  taken 
from    Shakespeare's    Venus   and   Adonis: 

Round     hoof'd,     short     jointed,     fetlocks     sliaj; 
and    long. 

Broad   breast,    full    eye,    small    head,    and    nos- 
trils   wide. 

High     crest,     short     ears,     straight     li  E 
passing   strong. 

Thin    mane,    thick    tail,    broad    butt  ick,    tender 
hide, 

Look,    what    .1    horse    should   have    he   did   not 
lack.

During    Shakespeare's   life   the   question 


as  to  the  value  of  a  cloud   in   the  horse's 
face — meaning   the    white   mark    frequently 
was    much    discussed.      It    was    held 
that    "it    is    an    excellent    good    mark    also 
to    have    a    white    star    in    his    forehead." 
The  cloud  however   was   not   esteemed.   In 
Antony   and   Cleopatra    we    read: 
Eno.     Will     Caesar     «■ 
Vgrippa      lie   has  a  cloud   in's   face 
Eno.      He    were    the    worst     i"r    that     were    he 
a    horse. 

Si  i   i-   he,   being   a    man 

In  the  year  of  Shakespeare's  death  there 
was  imported  into  England  the  first  of 
those  Arabian  horses  from  whom  the  thor- 
oughbred traces  his  descent.  The  intro- 
duction of  this  Barb  led  to  judicious 
crossing  of  the  best  native  with  the  best 
Arabian  strain-.  This  was  the  origin 
of  the  "thoroughbred."  now  unrivalled 
throughout  the  world  for  speed,  courage 
and  beaut_\.  During  the  life  of  the  poet 
neither  the  race  horse,  the  carriage  horse, 
the  cart  horse,  the  hack,  nor  the  hunter,  as 
we  now  understand  the  term-,  were  in 
existence.  The  horses  in  use  were  the 
Turke.  the  Barbarian,  the  Sardinian,  the 
Mapoliton,  the  jennet  of  Spain,  the  Hun- 
garian, the  high  Almaine,  the  Friezeland 
hor-e.  the  Flanders  horse,  the  Irish  hobbie. 
The  last  named  had  not  attained  the  qual- 
ity and  the  reputation  of  hi-  descendants; 
luit  -till  he  was  "a  prett)  tine  horse,  hav- 
ing ;i  good  head,  and  a  bodie  indifferently 
well  proportioned,  saving  that  many  of 
them  be  -lender  and  pin-buttocked,  the 
tender  mouthed,  nimble,  light,  plea-ant. 
and  apt  to  be  taught,  and  tor  the  most 
part  they  be  'ambler-.'  and  therefore  verie 
meete  for  the  saddle  and  to  travel  by  the 
way."  This  prose  reference  has  been 
utilized    again    and   again    by    Shakespeare

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WILLIAM  GREER  HARRISON 

A    Tribute   by   Rev.    Dr.    Frederick    W.     Clampett 


WILLIAM  GREER  HARRISON 
passed  out  just  in  the  way  that 
he  would  have  chosen,  only  that 
the  passing  out  was  not  quick  enough  to 
suit  him.  I  te  hated  the  very  thought  of  a 
slow  death,  not  because  of  fear,  for  of 
all  men  he  feared  only  God.  But  his  love 
of  life  was  so  great  and  his  vital  powers 
so  strong  that  the  rude  check  which  death 
seems  to  produce  was  acutely  repulsive 
to  him.  This  I  can  say  with  much  assur- 
ance, for  we  have  spoken  many  times  on 
the  subject  of  death  and  I  knew  his  wishes 
and  his  feelings,  as  if  he  were  a  little 
child.  The  Clock  kept  measured  time  for 
eighty  years  and  over,  and  it  was  the 
kind  of  time  that  tried  the  hearts  of  men. 
Keen,  quick,  intense  intellectual  life,  never 
off-guard,  never  sluggish,  always  concen- 
trated. Robust,  athletic,  physical  life,  as 
fit  at  seventy  as  the  average  man  at  thirty. 
There  was  much  of  the  giant  in  him. 
His  rules  of  living  were  safe  and  sound, 
and  well  worth  the  following;  but  his  ways 
of  living  would  have  killed  the  average 
man.  When  the  Psalmist  of  old  cast  the 
measuring  line  over  the  span  of  human 
life,  this  was  his  calculation: 

"Though  men  be  so  strong  that  they 
come  to  four  score  years,  yet  is  their 
strength  then  but  labor  and  sorrow." 

Young  at  Eighty 

This  dictum  of  the  sacred  writer  be- 
longs not  to  the  career  of  William  Greer 
Harrison,  for  at  eighty  years  and  over,  his 
eye  was  undimmed,  his  natural  force  not 
abated,  for  the  joy  of  youth  crushed  the 
travail  of  old  age.  It  is  worthy  of  notice 
thai  the  last  article  from  his  pen  was  a 
study  of  the  horse,  as  expressed  by  the 
mind   and   plays  of   Shakespeare. 

Each  and  every  life  might  be  likened  to 


the  dropping  of  a  stone  into  a  still  pond 
There  will  be  found  an  infinite  numbei 
of  concentric  circles,  ever  widening  ii 
their  course.  Calling  these  certain  wave: 
of  influence,  it  may  be  asked,  how  di( 
the  life  of  Greer  Harrison  produce  th< 
cycle  of  such  waves,  and  to  what  end 
The  life  divided  itself  into  three  distinc 
stages. 

His  youth  was  given  to  Ireland,  hi: 
young  manhood  to  New  Zealand  and  hi: 
best  and  maturest  manhood  to  America 
Remember,  as  one  of  the  closest  friend 
of  the  man  I  am  asking  the  question,  a 
if  he  were  face  to  face  with  me,  wha 
stands  out  in  that  life,  most  distinct,  mos 
constructive,  the  thing  of  thing  he  woul< 
be  proudest,  happiest,  most  content  to  b> 
judged? 

He  belonged  to  the  world  of  business 
and  yet  (I  speak  as  from  myself)  i 
surely  was  his  destiny  rather  than  hi 
choice.  I  can  well  imagine  how  the  end 
less  details  of  a  business  life  would  hav 
caused  him  constant  irritation.  The  mi 
business  man  is  he  who  best  knows  th 
real  value  of  money  and  how  best  t< 
make  it,  and  judged  by  that  standard  h 
was  no  business  man.  That  which  wa 
literary  in  him  seemed  to  crowd  out  al 
that  might  have  been  commercial.  I  ca- 
see  him  so  distinctly  with  the  ledger  o: 
the  desk  before  him  and  a  copy  of  Shake 
speare    in   his    hand. 

Society's  Appeal 
He  belonged  to  the  social  world,  but  th 
flabbiness  and  unreality  of  things  tha 
capture  society  could  never  appeal  to 
nature  that  hated  all  sham  and  artifice.  H 
was  never  at  his  best  in  a  dress  suit.  Th 
starch  and  stiffness  and  conventional^ 
overpowered   him.      Now.   if   we   are   com 
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pelled  to  exclude  the  business  and  the 
social  life,  what  was  left  to  a  man.  who 
took  mi  part  in  the  life  of  politics?  There 
was  left  but  one  thing.  It  was  the  su- 
preme thing,  that  by  which  he  will  best 
be  judged,  the  darling  of  his  heart,  the 
motive  of  his  life,  the  tiling  by  which 
he  was  always  prepared  to  Stand  or  fall. 
Founded   Great   Club 

He  inspired,  and  in  a  very  real  sense, 
founded  and  fostered,  and  for  thirteen 
years  presided  over  The  Olympic  (mi: 
of  San  Francisco.  Foremost  of  any  such 
type  of  club  in  America,  it  now  exults  in 
its  strength  and  in  its  representative  mem- 
bership of  3.600  men.  But,  the  highest 
honor  belongs  tn  the  man  who  nursed 
it  in  its  infancy,  who  rocked  it  in  its 
swaddling  clothes  and  carried  it  safely 
through  all  the  acute  stages  of  every 
known    infant    disease. 

That  splendid  institution,  standing  pre- 
eminently for  clean  life  and  clean  sport, 
cultivating  the  things  that  make  men 
physically  strong,  and  thereby  forming 
the  greater  foundation  for  moral  strength. 
challenging  the  members  to  a  life  of  tem- 
perance, with  all  bodily  subjection — that 
institution  can  never  cease  to  honor  the 
life  of  the  man  with  its  growing  t;reat- 
ness.  It  was  ushered  into  his  life  with  the 
rising-  of  the  sun.  and  remained  fixedly 
there  until  the  going  down  thereof.  Thus 
far  have  we  beheld  him,  as  it  were,  from 
a  distance.  We  have  seen  a  great  lift- 
work  well  and  nobly  accomplished.  If  he 
were  horn,  simply  to  do  that  one  thing, 
life  were  worth  the  living,  for  the  organ- 
ization of  that  club  was  the  crown  of  his 
life  and  the  steady  development  thereof 
his    perpetual    monument. 

An  Artist's   Soul 

Now,  we  would  fain  get  a  little  closer 
and  discover  something  fundamental,  his 
weakness  as  well  as  his  strength,  for  only 
in   that   way   may   we  be   true   to  any  life. 


His  dominating  force  came  of  a  strong 
mentality.  He  had  the  soul  of  an  artist, 
the  sense  and  intuition  of  a  man  of  let- 
ters. His  Shakespeare  was  his  Bible, 
marked  off  in  chapters  and  verses  and 
texts  innumerable.  Few  men  cared  to 
clash  swords  with  him  over  a  disputed 
Shakespearian  passage.  Eight  years  ago, 
a  scholar  of  Philadelphia,  ripe  in  his 
Shakespeare  and  a  profound  believer  in 
the  Baconian  theory,  was  my  guest  in 
Carmel-by-the-Sea.  1  brought  the  men 
together.  The  duel  lasted  for  three  hours, 
and  it  was  a  rare  treat,  acute,  logical, 
strong  t"  the  last  degree.  His  facile  pen 
suggested  the  literary  mind  in  the  "Circus 
Maximus"   and   "Runnymeade." 

But,  at  a  time  like  this,  that  which  we 
seek  goes  deeper  than  the  mere  finish  of 
a  literary  excellence.  The  personality  as 
made  up  of  character,  of  temperament,  of 
disposition,  this  is  the  thing  that  counts. 
The  breed  of  a  man,  the  stock  from  which 
he  comes,  the  blood  test,  the  early  environ- 
ment, the  milk  of  a  mother's  breast,  they 
all   count    in   the   last   analysis. 

Sturdy   as   an   Oak 

Son  of  Donegal,  he  was  as  sturdy  as  the 
oldest  oak  that  braved  her  angriest  winds. 
Beyond  the  moor  land,  out  on  the  bold 
coast  line,  where  the  rocks  rise  to  fear- 
ful heights  and  the  storms  try  to  rise  high- 
er in  the  lash  of  the  seas,  you  get  your 
type  of  man.  His  character  was  the  re- 
flection of  all  this,  just  as  the  cypress  of 
Monterey  reflects  the  angle  of  the  wind. 
Like  all  men  of  strong  convictions  he  was 
positive,  even  to  excess. 

Many  a  time  I  have  lost  patience  with 
him.  and  anger  has  burned  within  me, 
with  his  sharp  insistence,  but  the  ring  of 
that  laugh  of  his  would  act  like  oil  on  a 
turbulent  sea.  His  anger  was  like  the 
summer  storm,  breaking  over  the  bogs 
of  Donegal,  sweeping  the  clouds  down  the

I  [ow  absurd  when  you  come  to  think  about 
it — when  you  reflect  that  this  is  the  season 
of  the  year   when   beneficence   is   practiced 
conscientiously.      It    was    from    Christ   that 
mankind    learned    that    of    all    the    virtues 
necessary    to    the    completion    of    the    per- 
fect    man     none    is    more    important    than 
the  exquisite   feeling  of  love  and  kindness 
that   inspires  true  benevolence.     Too  often 
we    are    inclined    to    regard   life   as    a   con- 
stant   repetition    of    sacrifices    and    duties. 
As  a  matter  of   fact   it   is  the  little   things 
thai     make    life    worth    while — the    smiles 
and    kindnesses    that    become    a    habit    and 
the   obligations   we    incur   and    repay.     One 
of    the    great    charms     permitted     to     the 
average  man  comes   from  cultivating  kind- 
ness   as    part    of    the    business    and    art    of 
life.      This    art    is    the    second    means    of 
grace,  Lei  us  nol  neglect  it;  and  like  good 
i   hristians   be    it    remembered    that    the    best 


tiling  to  give  your  enemy  is  forgiveness. 
Let  us  also,  like  good  Olympians,  re- 
member the  folks  whom  we  call  our  ser- 
vants in  the  true  democratic  spirit — be- 
cause they  serve  us.  Especially  remember 
that,  like  good  Olympians  through  the 
year,  we  abstain  from  cultivating  indi- 
vidual preferences  in  the  matter  of  ser- 
vice. This  is  the  inexorable  rule  of  the 
club  that  keeps  us  all  on  the  same  foot- 
ing. As  a  consequence  we  are  all  in 
debt  at  this  season  of  the  year.  We  are 
in  debt  to  our  employees  who  have  served 
us  faithfully,  and  so  we  make  up  a  uni- 
versal purse  for  distribution  in  order  to 
reward  the  deserving.  So  be  of  good 
gift  as  well  as  of  good  cheer.  Take  no 
stock  in  the  old  aphorism  that  it  is  the 
will  and  not  the  gift  that  makes  the  giver. 
As  an  old  Roman  once  said  there  is  no 
grace  in,  a  gift  that   sticks  to  the  fingers.

Never  were  those  interests  subordinated 
to  his  personal  business.  Dying  on  the 
third  of  December,  his  last  words  were 
of  the  club.  The  club  owed  him  much 
and  paid  its  debt  without  discount 
or  reservation.  X"  love  was  ever  re- 
ciprocated so  warmly  as  was  his  love 
for  the  club.  A  great  part  of  his 
life  was  given  to  the  club  and  when 
he  crossed  the  summit  of  the  hill  of 
life,    descended    its     precipitous     side     and 

Si 1  on  the  shores  of  the  ocean  of  eternity. 

Olympians  still  held  him  to  their  grateful 
hearts  with  the  invisible  and  everlasting 
bonds  of  affection.  As  their  librarian 
and  friend  they  insisted  their  home  should 
be  his  abode,  their  service  at  his  command. 


and  when  he  died  they  assumed  charge  of 
his  funeral  and  burial  as  a  loving  duty. 
In  beautiful  Carnicl-hy -the-Sca  are  kept 
the  ashes  of  his  beloved  wife.  The 
Olympian,  believing  that  a  lasting  monu- 
ment sin  mid  In-  erected  to  his  memory, 
would  suggest  that  a  granite  shaft  be 
erected  at  Carmcl  where  the  urns  contain- 
ing the  ashes  of  himself  and  wife  are  to 
be  kept.

Not  only  that:  members 
have  offered  to  subscribe  to  a  fund  for 
the  purchase  of  the  lot,  and  one  enthusi- 
astic Olympian  stood  ready  to  write  his 
check  for  one  thousand  dollars.  This  fund 
is  not  under  consideration,  but  the  idea 
is  inspiriting.  The  spirit  in  which  it  was 
conceived  and  proposed  is  deserving  of 
applause,  since  it  bespeaks  a  very  tine 
feeling.  Fortunately  The  Olympic  Club 
is  able  to  pay  its  way.  but  it  is  refreshing 
to  know  that  among  its  members  are  men 
eager  to  advance  its  interests  at  consider- 
able pecuniary  cost  to  themselves.  Con- 
sidering in  what  degree  the  club  con- 
tributes to  the  general  welfare  and  the 
part  it  plays  as  a  quasi-public  institution 
when  called  upon  for  service,  it  may  not 
lie  fanciful  to  reflect  that  some,  day  we 
may  develop  in  the  midst  of  us  a  philan- 
thropist so  grateful  for  his  training  as 
to  regard  the  club  fully  as  deserving  of 
hi~  esteem  as  one  of  the  great  universities. 


Doubtless  it  was  assumed  that  the  ques- 
tion regarding  the  character  of  improve 
ment  to  be  made  had  been 
Lot-Buying  disposed  of  by  the  recent 
Proposition  plebiscite  when  an  over- 
whelming majority  of  the 
members  voted  in  favor  of  carrying  out 
the  plans  for  adding  three  new  floors  to 
the  club  building.  Not  so.  The  question 
is  again  the  subject  of  agitation.  Two 
new  propositions  have  been  broached,  and 
each  has  its  proponents  and  adherents. 
One  is  for  the  purchase  of  a  lot  in  the  rear 
of  the  club  fronting  on  Sutter  street, 
known  as  the  Golden  Gate  Hall  property, 
and  the  erection  of  a  building  thereon.  The 
other  is  for  the  purchase  of  the  lot  at  the 
corner  of  Post  and  Mason  streets,  and  the 
erection  of  a  building  thereon.  It  is  urged 
in  behalf  of  both  propositions  that  they 
will  afford  more  space  for  locker-room  and 
living  rooms,  which  of  course  is  desir- 
able ;  also,  it  is  argued  that  in  either  in- 
stance it  would  be  easy  to  transfer  the 
juvenile  department  and  provide  space  for 
a  larger  dining-room  and  for  billiard  and 
card  rooms.  These  propositions  would 
perhaps  be  more  attractive  were  it  not  for 
certain  financial  arrangements  that  they 
would  necessitate  if  adopted,  which  is  a 
matter  that  will  be  fully  discussed  in  next 
month's  issue.  Meanwhile  it  may  be  well 
to  observe  in  a  general  way  that  the  pro- 
ponents of  the  propositions  appear  to  take 
it  for  granted  that  in  new  buildings  the 
club  would  be  able  to  do  things  that  can- 
not be  clone  in  the  one  we  are  talking  of 
enlarging.  The  fact  is  of  course  that  the 
tentative  plans  contemplate  not  only  a 
dining-room  surpassing  anything  of  the 
kind  in  either  of  the  other  two  proposed 
buildings,  but  also  more  and  cheaper  liv- 
ing-rooms and  sixty  per  cent  more  locker 
space  than  we  now  have'.  Also,  the  fact 
is  that  whereas  the  building  could  be  en- 
larged without  greatly  increasing  overhead 
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expenses,  if  we  built  an  annex  it  would 
necessitate  what  is  technically  known  a-* 
double-control;  that  is  to  say,  we  should 
have  to  have  two  staffs  of  attendants ;  also, 
we  should  need  a  double  elevator  service 
and  to  enlarge  our  power  and  heat  plants. 
All  these  objections  are  met  by  the  asser- 
tion that  we  could  accommodate  five  hun- 
dred new  members  and  increase  our 
revenue.  This  to  be  sure  is  more  or  Ie>^ 
problematical,  but  on  the  other  hand  some 
folk  think  it  inadvisable  to  increase  the 
membership,  their  idea  being  that  even 
now  it  is  not  easy  to  promote  the  true 
club  spirit.  In  that  respect  we  were  better 
off  in  the  shack,  but  association  is  gradu- 
ally having  an  effect  that  might  be  de- 
stroyed if  we  began  to  scatter  up  and  down 
the  block.  Now  the  financial  objections 
are  really  the  most  important,  but  they  are 
intricate  and  not  easily  expounded  in  lim- 
ited space.  This  is  a  matter  for  future  dis- 
cussion, but  in  a  general  way  it  may  be 
explained  that  according  to  the  corner-lot 
proposition  we  are  asked  to  go  to  an  ex- 
pense of  $550,000  thus  to  acquire  a  lot 
and  building  unfurnished.  This  would 
burden  us  with  an  interest  charge  of  $33.- 
000  a  year,  to  overcome  which  our  rev- 
enues would  have  to  be  greatly  increased. 
The  rear-lot  proposition  calls  for  a  burden 
of  $300,000  and  an  interest  charge  of 
$18,000  a  year.  In  either  event  we  should 
be  in  danger  of  producing  an  architectural 
monstrosity.

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WILL   STANFORD  YIELD?

TJIK  most  lasting  impression  gathered 
from  the  results  of  our  two  greatest 
gridiron  contests,  to-wit:  Stanford 
versus  Santa  Clara  and  Washington  versus 
California,  is  just  this:  We  have  got  to 
have  the  Big  Game  back  again  right  soon. 
No  matter  how  we  stand  on  the  outcome 
of  the  peace  negotiations ;  no  matter  what 
our  views  may  be  on  the  Mexican  prob- 
lem ;  no  matter  whether  we  voted  dry  or 
wet :  We  have  got  to  have  the  Big  Game 
back  again  right  soon.  The  inane  spec- 
tacle of  Stanford  battling  Santa  Clara  on 
a  baseball  field  is  quite  unconvincing ;  de- 
spite its  undeniable  prettiness  it  leaves  one 
flat  and  cold  and  weary ;  who  really  cares 
whether  Stanford  wins  or  loses  against 
Santa  Clara?  The  grewsome  spectacle 
of  Washington  slashing  great  gashes  in 
the  California  line  before  a  crowd  of 
kind-hearts  who  try  vainly  to  wax  entnusi- 
astic,  while  it  may  be  somewhat  more 
interesting  than  the  other,  certainly  is  not 
at  all  inspiriting;  who  really  cares  how 
large  the  score  is?  Neither  one,  nor 
both  of  these  games  combined  into  one, 
even  approximates  to  the  spectacles  of 
yore,  when  Stanford  and  California, 
backed  and  braced  by  the  whole  State, 
used  to  rip  the  sward  to  tatters,  used  to 
rend  the  air  with  shouts,  for  the  glory 
of  old  Bruin,  for  the  honor  of  the  Farm! 
And  nobody  save  a  brazen  numskull  can 
sincerely  deny  that  the  logical  opponent  of 
Santa  Clara  University,  in  football,  base- 
ball, basketball,  track-work,  and  every 
other  form  of  undergraduate  athletics,  is 
little  old  St.  Mary's  College,  Oakland, 
California;  fur  there  was  a  time  also, 
by  Peter,  when  these  two  had  a  Big  Game 
all  their  own.  about  which,  in  their  modest 
way.  they  generally  managed  to  raise  a 
quite   considerable   row.     Candidly,   to   be 


forced  to  endure  the  hollow  mockeries 
that  we  are  now,  in  unconscious  irony, 
calling  our  Big  Games,  is  like  being 
forced  to  drink  near-beer  on  a  thirsty  day, 
or  peruna  in  a  high-ball.  And  now  that 
they  both  are  over  and  done  the  largest 
thought  one  gathers  is  just  this:  We  have 
got  to  have  the  Big  Game  back  again  right 
soon. 

Therefore  comes  this  question :  Will 
Stanford  yield?  Will  Stanford  prove  her- 
self to  be  as  big  and  as  broad  and  as 
considerate  as  we  have  always  found 
her,  and  change  her  style  of  football  in 
deference  to  the  wishes  of  the  entire 
coast  ?  There  are  five  colleges  in  this 
State,  one  in  Nevada,  and  four  in  the 
North,  all  playing  the  old  game,  so  it 
would  hardly  be  fair  for  us  to  ask  Cali- 
fornia to  return  to  Rugby,  much  (and 
justly)  as  we  may  be  inclined  to  censure 
California  for  the  unpleasant  phases  of 
the  present  situation ;  and  it  is  easily  dis- 
cernible that  the  only  equitable  way  out 
of  the  difficulty  is  for  Stanford  to  dis- 
mount her  high-horse  and  forget  the 
English  game.  This  she  could  do  with 
relative  ease,  and  without  bending  her 
pride  in  the  least,  for  she  has  but  one 
athletic  competitor  of  any  moment  to 
dispose  of.  and  that  competitor,  in  the 
event  of  a  severance  with  Stanford,  and  if 
she  evidenced  a  disposition  to  talk  things 
over,  could  resume  a  quite  honorable  ath- 
letic relation  with  St.  Mary's  College, 
while  Stanford  herself  would  always  be 
able  to  explain  and  justify  her  change  on 
the  argument  that  the  greatest  good 
should  ever  be  for  the  greatest  number. 
That  Stanford  will  yield,  however,  is 
more  to  be  hoped  for  than  expected.  To 
anyone  even  fairly  familiar  with  Stanford 
policies    and    traditions    it    must    be    more 
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than  obvious  that  no  change  ever  will  be 
made    on    the    Farm. 

It  is  matter  of  fact,  in  the  firsl  place, 
though  not  necessarily  common  knowl- 
edge, that  Stanford  has  for  a  lun-  while 
been  seriously  considering  the  abolition  of 
outside  games  of  all  sort-,  her  idea  being 
to  furnish  her  undergraduates  with  ath- 
letic competition  by  mean.--  of  interclas> 
and  interfraternity  contests.  Several  time- 
she  has  been  on  the  verge  of  making  this 
change,  and  the  wonder  is  that  it  was  no; 
made  on  the  occasion  of  her  trouble  with 
California.  It  i-  possible  that  because 
that  trouble  affected  only  football  the 
Farm  faculty  was  deterred  from  this 
drastic  move:  and  it  i-  probable  that  had 
baseball,  basketball,  track  and  aquatic  re- 
lations been  severed  as  completely  as  were 
football  relations  we  should  not  find  Stan- 
ford uniquely  hedged  behind  an  exclusive 
wall,  playing  only  with  herself  and  in  her 
own  back  yard. 

Knowing  the  Farm's  radical  leanings, 
doesn't  it  seem  likely  that  the  continued 
insistence  of  the  press  and  public  em  the 
myth  that  Stanford  spirit  is  dead  and  that 
only  a  switch  from  Rugby  can  revive  it 
will  lie  liable  to  strengthlen  her  determin- 
ation to  iji  as  she  please-,  hasten  her  even- 
tual abolition  of  all  outside  competition, 
and  the  sooner  bring  about  her  athletic 
isolation?  When  a  man  has  a  hobby  the 
surest  method  of  getting  him  to  ride  it 
i-  to  heckle  him  about  it:  and  the  very 
best  way  of  hurrying  the  voluntary  ostra- 
cism  of  Stanford  is  to  tell  her  just  what 
-he  can  and  cannot  do.  Tt  must  always 
be  remembered  in  tbi-  connection  that 
the  Stanford  faculty  rules  with  the  ab- 
solutism of  a  tyrant,  and  that  profe-sors. 
for  all  we  may  say  of  their  vaporings, 
are  a  hard-headed  lot :  you've  got  to 
handle  them  with  -oft  gloves  .or  they'll 
butt. 

Tn     the     second      place,     the      Stanford 


authorities,  having  refrained  a-  yet  irom 
that  complete  athletic  reformation  so  dear 
to  their  fancies,  are  enamored  of  Rugby 
because  it  seems  to  them  that  Rugby  of- 
fers more  and  greater  inducements  to  the 
undergraduate  than  does  any  other  kind 
of  pigskin  heeling.  One  of  the  Farm's 
fondest  dreams  is  of  a  day  when  every 
normal  Stanford  man  will  be  found  ac- 
tively engaged  in  gridiron  work:  and 
since  Rugby,  according  to  one  view  of  it. 
appeal-  to  seven  out  of  ten  types  of  men 
while  the  old  game  appeals  to  but  three, 
it  is  inevitable,  for  the  realization  of  this 
dream,  that  Rugby  remain  in  Palo  Alto. 
Fewer  men,  it  is  also  urged,  are  injured 
on  the  average  in  playing  Rugby  than  in 
playing  the  old  game,  and  the  English 
style  is  said  to  be  faster  and  more  fas- 
cinating from  the  spectator's  viewpoint 
than  is  the  American.  In  short,  though 
Stanford  ha-  not  a-  yet  got  just  what  she 
want-,  though  her  athletic  ideal-  still 
nestle  cosily  in  the  clouds,  she  has  got 
something  pretty  nearly  as  good — in  her 
eves  at  least — and  firmly  intends  to  hang 
on  to  it  verily  until  the  heavens  fall. 
Rugby,  in  theory,  is  everyman's  game,  as 
i-  battledore,  indoor  golf  and  poker,  and 
to  the  hopelessly  professorial  mind  any 
theory,  however  dry  and  dismal,  weak- 
kneed  and  hunch-backed  it  may  be.  i- 
better  in  a  thousand  different  ways  than 
[he  soundest  of  practical  demonstration-. 
For  these  reasons  it  is  futile  to  expect 
Stanford  to  yield  on  the  football  ques- 
tion. And  it  is  futile  also,  for  these 
ons,  to  attempt  to  argue  that  question 
with  her.  An  ample  income  is  ever  ready 
to  support  the  Farm  on  whatever  stand 
she  may  choose  to  take — so  ample,  indeed,

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REVIEW   OF  RUGBY   SEASON

RUGBY  football  history  for  the  seas- 
on of  1916  gives  a  conspicuous 
place  to  The  Olympic  Club  team 
which  carried  the  Winged  O  in  splendid 
style.  From  the  first  kick  off  to  the 
last  whistle  of  a  particularly  strenuous 
season,  the  club  team  has  stood  among 
the  competitors  for  first  honors.  This 
season,  more  than  any  previous  one,  the 
club  players  have  stood  out  in  the  games 
with  the  universities  that  have  played 
Rugby  with  a  sportsmanship  and  skill 
which  has  brought  credit  to  the  players 
and   honor  and   compliments   to   the   club. 

Jealous  and  hard  competition  met  the 
club  team  all  season  from  the  skillful, 
well  coached  and  conditioned  teams  of 
Stanford  and  Santa  Clara  Universities 
and  the  fighting  Palo  Alto  Athletic  and 
Barbarian  Clubs.  From  August  to  De- 
cember the  team  and  its  officers  were 
under  a  constant  requirement  of  train- 
ing and  practice  to  the  end  that  the  club 
colors  might  be  upheld.  Without  the 
coaching  staff  or  the  convenient  field  facil- 
ities of  the  universities,  the  men  on  the 
Rugby  squad  were  confronted  with  dif- 
ficulties and  inconveniences  which  only 
a  fine  enthusiasm  and  loyalty  could  over- 
come. To  be  under  training,  to  travel 
from  field  and  desk  after  the  day's  work 
to  Olympic  field  or  Stadium  for  practice, 
to  sacrifice  social  pleasures  and  engage- 
ments, were  calls  to  which  the  1916  Rugby 
squad    responded    with   a  fine   spirit. 

The  playing  season  found  the  club 
team  threatened  by  the  consuming  fire  of 
Stanford  and  Santa  Clara's  rivalry.  In 
August  we  found  ourselves  with  a  nu- 
cleus of  men,  mostly  forwards,  and  the 
backfield  not  sufficiently  supplied.  The 
aid    of   Coach   W.    Von    Mandcrshied    was 


no  longer  available  because  of  his  busi- 
ness requirements.  Upon  Captain  Wm. 
Hale  and  Vice-Captain  Flanagan  and  the 
men  themselves  fell  the  work  of  develop- 
ing a  team.  The  brunt  of  tne  season's 
forward  play  was  borne  by  Peck,  Single, 
Miliken,  Guerin,  Flanagan,  Wilmans,  Ar- 
mitage,  Wilson,  Noonan,  Glasson,  Graves, 
Edmunds,  Tissot,  Charlton,  Hardin,  Slat- 
er and  Weislander.  It  has  been  years 
since  the  club  had  a  finer  fighting  pack. 
The  backfield  was  augmented  by  the  ad- 
dition of  Art  Erb,  at  half,  and  Joe  Urban, 
at  three-quarters,  both  former  Stanford 
University  stars.  Captain  Hale  at  first 
five  consistently  led  the  backfield  in  at- 
tack and  defense,  with  Red  Hanley  at 
second  five,  and  assisted  by  Jeff  Mont- 
gomery, Bishop,  Stevens  and  Witter.  Full- 
back was  splendidly  filled  for  both  boot 
and  tackle  by  George  Montgomery  and 
Doe.  Other  younger  players  were  used 
during  the  season's  progress,  and  the 
squad  has  fine  coming  men  for  next 
season. 

Competition  worth  while  was  afforded 
by  The  Olympic  Club  team  to  each  of 
its  opponents.  The  goal  of  Santa  Clara 
University,  whose  wonderful  Rugby  ma- 
chine conquered  Stanford,  was  passed  but 
once  throughout  the  entire  season,  and 
then  by  The  Olympic  Club  players. 
Stanford  University  was  scored  upon  re- 
peatedly by  the  club  players,  though  they 
were  unable  to  turn  the  varsity's  superior 
training  and  coaching  for  a  win.  One  tie 
score  was  chalked  up  with  Stanford.  Ten 
Olympic  Club  players  were  chosen  to  play 
in  the  all  star  match  on  Thanksgiving  Day 
Rugby  Classic  held  by  the  Rugby  Union. 
They     were     Miliken,     Flanagan,     Guerin,

THE  BIG  WRESTLING  BOUT

(While  the  recent  zvrestling  bout  between 
Ad  Smitcl  and  Strangler  Leans  was  not  an 

amateur  event  by  any  means  it  was  of 
such  significance  in  the  realm  of  sport  that 
no  amateur  can  afford  to  ignore  its  lessons, 
and  the  following  brief  remarks  of  .11 
Williams,  wrestling  instructor  of  the  club, 
arc  therefore  very  much  to  the  point. — 
Editor's  note.} 

THE  Stantel-Lewis  bout  at  the  Audi- 
torium demonstrated  several  very  im- 
portant thing-.  First,  it  demonstrat- 
ed that  the  game  was  not  dead  but  merely 
sleeping,  or  in  a  state  of  coma,  induced,  no 
doubt,  by  a  plentiful  lack  of  interest  on 
the  part  of  the  public.  It  also  demon- 
strated that  it  is  a  fallacy  to  suppose  that 
Wrestling  cannot  be  conducted  successfully 
on  the  square.  And  it  also  demonstrated 
that   the  art  of  grapple  has   developed   be- 


yond the  heights  and  lengths  ever  ap- 
proached or  touched  by  the  world's  prev- 
ious   best. 

It  was  old  Barnum  who  said  that  if  you 
give  the  public  what  they  want  they  will 
fall  for  anything;  which  is  one  of  the 
great  paradoxes  of  life.  Only,  nowadays, 
so  far  as  wrestling  is  concerned  at  all 
events,  the  public  wants  it  in  a  particular 
way — on  the  square,  or  not  at  all.  And 
the  greatest  of  sceptics  who  witnessed 
this  match  must  concedt  that  it  was  on 
the  square.  As  a  matter  of  fact  to  the 
wrestling  fan  that  was  the  least  of  its 
virtue-,  or  let  us  say,  it  was  the  base  upon 
which  the  other  and  more  brilliant  qual- 
ities   rested. 

Although  Lewis  proved  to  be  the  winner 
under  the  conditions  of  the  match.  Santel. 
in  m}-  opinion,  proved  himself  the  great- 
est of  all   wrestlers,  past  and  present.     Tie 
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has  developed  the  grappling  game  to  a 
point  never  before  approached  by  anyone. 
I"  see  Santel,  a  comparatively  small  man, 
using  the  double  wrist  lock  and  his  fam- 
ous arm  scissors  on  his  bigger  and  bulkier 
opponent,  was  like  participating  in  the 
revelation  of  a  new  scientific  formula. 

Lewis,  for  a  big  man,  is  wonderfully 
fast.  He  showed  amazing  speed  in  circling 
round  from  a  feint  by  Santel  at  a  hammer- 
lock  to  a  cross  bar  arm  and  head  scissors. 


Santel  scored  time  and  again,  however, 
by  opening  up  and  accepting  a  seemingly 
disadvantageous  position  and  then,  quick 
as  a  flash,  unloosing  a  new  wrinkle  that 
not  only  relieved  him  but  put  his  opponent 
in    immediate  jeopardy. 

I  think  the  match  was  the  greatest  ever. 
No  two  men  like  Santel  and  Lewis  ever 
competed  for  premier  honors  before ;  and, 
as  I  say,  I  think  the  loser  proved  himself 
the   greatest   wrestler   in   the   world. 


O.  C.  HAS  INTERCOLLEGIATE  WIN  OVER  L.  A.  A.  C.

THE  first  annual  American  football 
game  between  The  Olympic  Club 
and  the  Los  Angeles  Athletic  Club 
took  place  on  California  Field,  Berkeley, 
on  the  2nd  of  December  in  a  driving 
rain.

Chuck  Smith,  Red  Hanly 
and  Babe  Hollenberry,  is  the  equal  of  any 
on  the  Pacific  Coast,  and  given  equal 
training  and  practice  would  surpass  any 
other.     The   most  consistently  good  game 


at  end  on  the  coast  was  undoubtedly 
played  by  Matt  Hazeltine,  who  playea  on 
the  University  of  California  last  year  and 
The  Olympic  Club  in  '16.  Captain 
Korbel  at  guard  with  the  rest  of  the  line 
has  been  a  stonewall  all  season. 

A  notable  athlete  in  The  Olympic  Club 
who  is  still  engaged  actively  in  athletics 
is  T.  G.  (Red)  Meier,  who  plays  left 
tackle.  This  veteran  is  36  years  young 
and  is  finishing  his  twentieth  consecutive 
football  season  and  is  about  to  start  his 
sixteenth  rowing  season  in  the  spring.

regarded  ;h  successful  from  the  club 
standpoint. 

The  first  race  of  the  evening  was  the 
fifty-yards,  and  in  this  event  Sandy  Good- 
man, of  whom  swimming'  critics  have 
been  saying  many  pretty  things,  earned 
five  points  for  the  club.  This  big,  per- 
petually-grinning champion  forgot  his  per- 
sonality when  Scott  Leary's  gun  an- 
nounced the  opening  of  hostilities,  and 
plunged  from  the  platform  like  a  white- 
head torpedo  from  its  tube.  He  whipped 
the  writer  into  a  fog  for  the  first  lap,  lead- 
ing Preston  Steiger,  another  club  boy,  by 
four  feet.  One  of  his  porpoise-Hip  turns 
and  a  great  shove-off  gained  Goodirian  a 
lead  of  two  yards  which  he  maintained 
to  the  finish,  llis  time  was  25  seconds 
fiat.

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CLUB  AGOG  WITH  BILLIARD  FANS

THE  Billiard  Committee  has  decided 
to  run  the  second  class  tournament 
down  almost  to  the  finals  before  they 
Stan  the  third  and  fourth  class;  the  fifth 
class  will  start  a  little  later;  and  the  first 
class  will  start  after  all  the  others  have 
reached  the  finals.  The  finals  will  all  be 
finished  at  or  about  the  same  time. 

The  reason  for  this  is  that  the  players 
are  badly  handicapped  by  having  only 
three  tables  to  practice  on.  It  may  be 
recalled  that  years  ago  The  Olympic 
Cr.un  had  a  billiard  room  which  occupied 
the  whole  front  of  the  club  and  held 
about  eight  tables. 

For  the  membership  we  now  have — with 
proper  accommodation — the  club  should 
be  able  to  keep  at  least  a  dozen  tables 
running.  A  good  player  will  lose  all  in- 
terest in  the  game  if  the  equipment  is  not 
kept  up  to  the  mark,  a  cloth  should  never 
be  allowed  to  remain  on  a  table  after  the 
nap  becomes  worn,  as  the  table  then  be- 
gins to  slow  up  or  lose  its  speed. 

Every  time  a  coin  is  flipped  on  the 
table  it  leaves  a  little  cut  or  nick  in  the 
cloth.  If  you  drop  a  billiard  ball  on  the 
table  it  will  make  a  depression  or  dent  in 
the  cloth,  which  will  cause  the  missing  of 
a   shot,   sometimes   through   the   ball   being 


thrown  off  its  course  when  it  rolls  over 
the    depressed   portion    of   the    cloth. 

Dents  and  chalk  marks  can  be  seen  all 
round  the  edge  of  the  table  following  the 
rail,  and  are  mostly  caused  by  the  masse 
shot  and  the  impact  of  the  ball  as  it 
bounds  back  from  the  cushion  in  cushion 
shots.  The  masse  stroke  has  a  tendency 
to  drive  the  ball  into  the  cloth  before  the 
ball  has  a  chance  to  make  its  getaway, 
thereby  leaving  a  dent.  In  the  cushion 
shot  or  any  round-the-table-shot,  the  ball 
is  generally  struck  a  short  distance  above 
the  center  which  causes  it  to  bounce  up  as 
it  strikes  the  cushion  and  leaves  a  dent 
or  mark  as  it  hits  the  cloth.  When  a 
cloth  shows  these  marks,  it  is  time  to  make 
the  change. 

I  think  billiard  tournaments  are  an  in- 
centive for  the  players  to  practice,  and 
that  the  billiard  business  of  the  club  would 
greatly  improve  if  more  tournaments  were 
given,  any  member  can  see  the  difference 
right   now   during  the   tournament   season. 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  if  billiards 
were  fifty  per  cent  easier  to  learn  every 
home  in  the  United  States  would  have  a 
billiard  room  and  it  would  become  the 
most   popular   of   indoor   sports.

in  Palo  Alto — and  with  the  faculty 
m. nil  forever  closed  on  the  subject  of 
football  old  Verdun  itself  could  not  be 
more    impregnable. 

And  yet,  granting-  the  futility  of  bicker- 
ing, doesn't  it  seem  strange  that  the  Stan- 
ford professors  who  control  the  Farm's 
athletic  destinies,  one  of  whom  is  an  emi- 
nent psychologist,  should  apparently  have 
overlooked  completely  the  mental  develop- 
ment incident  to  participation  in  football? 
Especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
modem  college  is  presumed,  in  regulating 
its  curriculum,  to  look  not  only  to  the 
present  physical  development  of  its  under- 
graduates but  to  their  future  mental  bias 
as  well?  Doesn't  it  seem  remarkable  that 
only  the  bodily  aspects  of  gridironing 
should  have  been  considered?  Rugby, 
these  gentlemen  of  unquestioned  erudition 
saw  is  less  dangerous  than  is  American 
football,  and  more  men  are  attracted  to 
Rugby  than  are  attracted  to  American 
football ;  therefore  we  are  eternally  for 
Rugby.  Do  they  blink  the  patent  and 
palpable  fact  that  Rugby  tends  to  work 
great  evils  on  the  subconscious  natures 
of  those  who  play  it,  tends  to  render  them 
inconstant  and  dilatory,  tends  to  make 
them  shirk  responsibility  in  the  face  of 
opposition,  the  while  it  suavely  shows  them 
the  value  of  the  duck  and  the  worth  of 
the  dodge?  Are  they  blind  to  the  equally 
obvious  fact  that  American  football,  on 
the  direct  contrary,  makes  subconsciously 
for  L;rit  and  determination,  tenacity  and 
definiteness  of  purpose,  self-restraint,  self- 
compulsion,  self-direction?  Or,  aware  of 
these  things,  do  they  nevertheless  remain 
obstinate  merely  that  the  straightness  01 
their  mistaken  consistency  may  remam  un- 
bent? In  these  troublous  times,  when  xne 
State  and  the  very  nation  itself  are  m 
of  men  who  are  neither  afraid  to 
buck'    the    line    nor    timorous    of    a    tackle 


near  the  shoe-tops,  this  should  prove  a 
rather  fruitful  field  of  thought.  And  it- 
may  not  be  at  all  undesirable  for  us  to 
sun  a  few  of  the  serious  philosophies  of 
life  that  lie  behind  most  of  the  games  we 
play.

mountains,  and  leaving  a  flood  of  sunshine 
in  its  wake.  A  proud  man.  with  a  real 
touch  of  vanity,  was  ( ireer  Harrison,  but 
there  was  something  about  the  flavor  of 
both  pride  and  vanity  that  made  it  simple 
as  a  child.  He  estimated  his  powers  to 
a  nicety,  and  if  he  was  not  disposed  to 
discount  them,  he  was  at  least  honestly 
careful  not  to  exaggerate  them. 
True  to  Friends 
True  as  selected  steel  to  every  friend- 
ship, there  is  no  man  living  or  dead  that 
could  charge  him  with  treachery.  Mis 
word  was  his  bond,  and  no  witness  was 
needed.      He   had   a    will   of  the    Bismarck 


type,  with  a  foundation  of  solid  brass  and 
a  superstructure  of  iron.  In  the  days  ol 
his  much  strength,  he  could  match  his 
fellow  man  in  the  use  of  the  cup  that 
burns,  but  twenty  and  two  years  ago, 
quick  as  a  lightning  flash,  he  turned  the 
tumbler  down,  and  never  lifted  it  up 
again.  That  takes  will  power — colossal 
will  power.  He  was  the  quintessence  of 
good  fellowship. 

His  happiest  moments  were  spent  in 
-lorn--  some  good  turn  for  his  fellow 
man.  and  it  was  done  with  a  delicacy  that 
changed  a  favor  into  an  honor.  His  Irish 
humor  bubbled  forth  like  an  eternal  spring, 
and  of  his  stories  of  Hibernian  flavor 
there    was    no    end.      His    love    of    native 
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countrj  passed  the  love  of  women.  Four 
years  of  retirement  he  spent  in  Carmel- 
by-the-Sea  and  our  bungalows  were  ep 
arated  by  the  length  of  an  easy  golf  drive. 
There,  beside  the  sweet  pines,  and  the 
swash  nf  the  sea  in  our  ears,  we  would 
sit  together,  while  he  wandered  once 
more  over  the  rugged  hills  of  Donegal, 
and   made   history   by   the  hour. 

He  was  an  idealist,  who  saw  visions 
and  dreamed  dreams  that  sounded  like  the 
miracles  of  old  Conemara.  He  was  at 
once  the  most  practical  and  the  most  im- 
practical man  I  ever  met.  He  lived  and 
moved  and  had  his  being  with  the  dense 
planting  of  heather  and  shamrock  around 
him.  Such  a  man  belonged  by  right  of 
heritage  to  the  Bohemian  Club,  by  his 
idealism,  as  he  beyonged  to  The  Olympic 
Club  by  his  athlctism.  He  was  equally 
at  home  in  both  places  and  equally  hon- 
ored. 

His  Inner  Life 

1  f  I  were  permitted  to  pass  within  the 
secret  of  the  tabernacle  of  his  life,  I  might 
tell  things,  known  only  to  myself.  Perhaps 
he  would  not  like  it  and  yet  I  will  dare 
to  transgress.  It  was  late  in  his  life  that 
a  strange  voice,  from  out  the  spiritual 
world,  spoke  to  him  and  he  hearkened. 
It  seemed  always  to  me,  in  the  light  of 
what  happened,  that  his  retirement  to 
Carmel  was  part  of  a  divine  plan,  a  mys- 
terious ordering  of  his  life.  In  the  calm 
of  that  place  he  could  hear  things,  that 
were  drowned  in  the  noise  of  city.  And 
it   happened  after  this  manner. 

Three  years  ago,  come  next  February, 
I  went  down  t"  my  bungalow  for  a  rest. 
There  was  a  weight  of  great  personal 
sorrow  upon  me  and  I  went  to  be  alone. 
I  !ut.  in  the  late  afternoon,  the  smoke  from 
the  chimney  told  the  tale  and  Greer 
Harrison  wandered  over.  There  was 
something,  an  indefinite  something  about 
him — a  strange  kind  of  gentleness — a  calm 


that  I  had  never  quite  seen  before 
the  man.  He  persuaded  me  to  wander 
with  him  in  to  the  seventeen  mile  drive, 
away  toward  Pebble  Beach.  And  as  we 
wandered,  I  had  a  feeling  that  he  wanted 
to  tell  me  something.  It  was  late,  and 
the  gloom  was  deepening,  and  there  was 
a  strange  screech  in  the  wind,  as  il 
it  were  gathering  for  a  storm,  so  wi 
turned  for  home.  But,  we  had  not  gone 
far  before  the  old  veteran  put  his  hand 
upon  my  shoulder  and  said  to  me : 
The    Great    Peace 

"I  am  going  to  tell  you  something  thai 
has  happened  to  me.  For  the  first  time 
in  my  life  I  have  been  taught  to  know 
what  is  meant  by  the  words,  'The  peace 
of    God    which    passeth    understanding.'" 

The  words  came  home  with  a  start,  and 
I  had  to  pull  myself  together.  In  all  the 
years  of  our  friendship,  we  had  given  to 
religion,  as  a  subject,  the  sanctity  oi 
silence.  It  was  our  mutual  training  ir 
the  old  country.  He  was  so  hateful  ol 
cant,  so  silent  as  to  the  life  beyond,  sc 
jealous,  Irish-like,  to  guard  his  own  re- 
ligious feelings  and  beliefs  from  all  in- 
trusion, that  the  whisper  of  Greer  Harri- 
son, of  all  men,  voicing  the  Peace  ol 
God,  staggered  me.  And  then  he  told  me 
all.  As  I  grasped  his  hand  I  felt  the 
burden  of  my  own  life  pass,  with  hi".,  ir 
the  loving  arms  of  Almightiness. 
Fearless    Death 

And  he  died,  so  fearless,  so  reconciled 
so  calm,  for  the  secret  of  life  and  the 
secret  of  eternity,  were  his.  In  the  pres- 
ence of  the  five  devoted  children  whom  he 
loved  and  who  have  risen  to  call  hiir 
blessed,  in  the  presence  of  the  men  am 
women  who  honor  his  memory  I  say 
Farewell,  friend  and  brother  beloved 
farewell.  May  the  peace  of  soul  thai 
came  to  you  in  the  even  tide  of  life  g< 
with  you  through  the  endless  roll  oi 
eternity.
